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THE  BOXASL'S,  Tfli:  BISON,  AND  THE 
BUBALUa 

Herodoiiu,  in  the  passage  m  ythhh  he  dcscrlbca 
the  cAQielfl  of  Xerxea  as  attacked  by  liens  on  tbeir 
march  across  the  upp^r  part  of  the  Cbakldic  pe- 
ninsula, through  the  Piconian  and  Crestoiiian  ter- 
ritories, mentions  incidentally  that  there  were,  in 
hta  own  time,  wild  oxen  in  this  region,  whose  horn?, 
of  immense  size,  were  imported  into  Greece  (vii. 
126. ;  see  "  N.  &  Q,;*  2"''  S.  viiL  8L). 

Aristotle  adverts  to  the  bonasua  in  sercral  pas- 
sages of  his  works  on  natural  hislorj  ;  and  in  one 
he  gives  a  detailed  description  of  the  animal 
(JSisL  An.,  ii,  L  and  IG. ;  ix.  45*;  Dc  Fmi,  An.^ 
ill.  2.}.  The  following  is  a  sumtnarj  of  his  ac- 
count ;  —  The  bonasut*,  in  appeunmce,  size,  and 
voice,  resembles  an  ox.  It  bos  a  tnane ;  its  colour 
h  tawny  4  and  it  is  hunted  for  the  snke  of  its 
flesh,  which  is  eatable.  Its  horns  arc  curved,  and 
turned  towards  one  another,  so  as  to  be  useless 
for  attaek.  Their  length  is  sotoewhat  more  than  a 
^rwi6afiif,  or  palm  (^9  inches)  ;  their  tbickness  is 
such  that  each  contains  nearly  half  a  chous  (= 
nearly  3  pints),  and  their  colour  is  a  shining 
black.  It  is  a  native  of  FseoDiQ,  and  is  found  on 
Mount  Messanius,  which  forms  the  boundary  of 
Pteonia  and  Msedica.  The  Pseonians  call  it  by 
the  name  of  monaptu,  {H,  A,^  ix.  4^. ;  compare 
Camas,  N<k(e»,  vol  ii.  p.  135.) 


The  preceding  account  of  Aristotle  ii  repeated 
in  an  abridged  form  in  Pseud- Aristot.  iU  Mirah,  I  ,^ 
where  the  name  of  the  mountain  is.corrupted  into* 
"Hffttw'os,  that  of  the  animal  into  &6Kiv&t^s^  and  the 
Pwonian  name  vnio  ^vanro^ ;  and  in  Antig.  Caryst.,. 
HUt,  Mir.^  53.,  where  the  name  of  the  mountain 
is  corrupted  into  Mifxroj'fti,  and  the  Ptconian  name 
of  the  animal  into  ^uVi^toj.  There  is  a  short 
notice  of  the  same  animal  in  iElian,  Nat  An.^  vii* 
3.,  where  its  Po^onian  name  is  said  to  be  fi6pv>^^ 
The  account  of  Aristotle  is  briefly  reproduced  by 
Pliny,  iV.  if „viii.  IG. 

Messapius  ia  known  as  the  name  of  a  mountain. 
in  Bceotia  (iEsch.  Ag.,  284,  \  Strab,  ix.  2.  §  13.),, 
and  as  the  ethnic  appellative  of  tribes  in  Locris 
and  lapygia  (Thuc,  lii.  101.)  \  but  the  mountain 
of  that  nome  on  the  borders  of  Pteonia  19  only 
mentioned  tn  the  passage  of  Aristotle  just  citctL 
Preonia  is  the  country  lying^  between  M.iccdonii* 
and  the  territory  inhabited  by  the  Thracian  Iribtr 
of  tbe  Ma?dl  (See  Bt,  Smith's  DicU  of  Anc> 
Geog}\^  art.  M^oi.) 

Pausanias,  writing  about  170  a.b.,  and  there- 
fore at  an  interval  of  about  500  years  from  Aria* 
to  lie,  states  thai  be  had  acen  Pieonian  bulb  in 
the  Roman  amphitheatre,  which  he  describes  as 
shaggy  over  the  whole  body,  but  particularly  on# 
the  breast  and  neck  (ix.  21.  2.).  He  likewise  re- 
cords a  brazen  head  of  a  bison,  or  Pa^onian  bull, 
dedicated  at  Delphi  by  Dropion,  son  of  Deon^ 
king  of  PjTonia;  and  he  proceeds  to  give  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  manner  in  which  these  savage 
animals  were  huuted«  He  speaks  of  them  as  aa 
extant  species,  and  says  that  they  are  the  most 
difhcult  of  all  animals  to  take  alive  (x.  130» 

Oppian,  tbe  author  of  the  CynegHka^  a  poem 
composed  about  200  a.d-,  describes  the  bisoa 
{^i(T(uv)^  and  states  that  its  name  was  derived  front 
its  being  an  inhabitant  of  Bistojiian  Thrace.  It 
has  (he  say  a)  a  tawny  mane,  like  a  lion.  Its 
horns  are  pointed,  and  turned  upwards,  not  out- 
wards ;  hence  it  throws  men  and  animals  upright; 
into  the  air.  The  tongue  of  the  bison  ia  narrow 
and  rough,  and  with  it  be  licks  off  the  fleah  of  his 
prey  (Cyn.,  ii.  159 — 175.). 

Athena^us,  xi«  e.  51.,  illustrates  at  length  the 
ancient  custom  of  drinking  from  horns;  and  he. 
ciles  Thcoporopus  as  stating,  in  the  "2nd  book  of 
his  Phiiippicur  that  the  kings  of  Piuonia,  in  whose 
dominions  there  were  oxen  with  horns  so  large  aa 
to  hold  3  and  4  choes  (D  and  12  quarts),  used 
them  as  drinking  cups,  with  silver  and  gold  rims 
round  the  mouth. 

An  epigram  in  tbe  Anthology,  attributed  to  the 
poet  Antipater  (who  lived  about  100  b.c),  de- 
scribes the  head  of  a  wTld  bull,  dedicated  by 
Philip  of  Macedon,  which  he  had  killed  in  the 
chase,  upon  the  ridges  of  Orbelus.  This  mountain 
was  situated  on  the  IVonian  frontier  of  his  kln^^- 
dom  {Anth.  Pal,  V\. W^^i,    Kxv ^ixw.^ ^^n^-ws^.^^- 
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Addteua  the  Mftoedonlan,  wlio  wu  contemporftry 
witli  Alexander  the  GreHt,  likewise  eelebrates  tbe 
feat  of  Peacestos,  in  killing  a  wild  bujl  in  tbe 
defilea  of  the  P«?onmn  mountain  of  Doberus;  ihe 
horna  of  which  he  eon  verted  into  drinking  cnps, 
m  a  memorial  of  hi*  prowess  {Anih,  Pal.^  \k,  .300.)- 
It  is  remnrkable  thae  this  epi^am  in  the  Vatican 

MS.  is  in&crlbed,  'ASafou  eif  TlfVKiffTy^v  rh¥  ko^ov- 
pitvo^  ^u^$pop  hnxf^**^^^'"^^  •  for  ^AfiSpoi  is  evidently 
the  same  word  «s  zuhr^  Trhieb^  according  to  Schnei- 
der, Eel  Phys.,  vol.  ii.  p.  25.  (Jenit,  1801),  was 
anciently  zomhr  or  zimhr^  the  native  Polish  name 
of  the  Aurochs,  to  which  reference  will  be  pre- 
nently  made. 

The  Prponian  bull  of  Herodotus  and  Thco- 
pompu?,  the  Paeoniin  bouasu^  of  Aristotle^  the 
Fajonian  bison  of  Pauaanias,  nnd  the  Thracian 
bison  of  Dpfijfln,  are  evidently  the  same  animal. 
Wild  oxcn^  of  great  ferocity,  are  mentioned  by 
Varro  as  abundant  in  Dardania,  Media,  and 
Thrat-e  at  his  own  time  (R.  R.  ii.  1 .  5.), 

Besides  the  Pteonian  bouasua  or  bison,  other 
races  of  oxen  are  mentioned  in  antiquity  as  dis- 
tinguished by  the  size  of  their  horns.  Thus 
iElian  {Nat  An.  iii,  34.)  statea  that  the  born  of 
an  Indian  ox,  containing*  three  amphoric,  was 
brought  to  Ptolemy  the  Second.  (A  Greek  am- 
phora =  8  gallons  7  pints.)  Pliny  (viii.  70.)  says 
that  the  horns  of  Indian  oxen  are  four  feet  in 
width.  The  same  writer  reports  that  the  northern 
barbarians  were  accustomed  to  drink  out  of  the 
horns  of  the  urus ;  two  of  which  contained  a  Ro- 
man nma  (=2  gallons  7h  pints).  Some  horns 
of  a  Sabine  ox»  of  great  size,  were  preserve*!  in 
the  vestibule  of  the  teinple  of  Diana  on  the 
Aventine  at  Rome,  and  were  ilkistrnted  by  a 
sacred  legend.  (Livy,  i.  45. ;  Val.  Max.  vit.  3.  1.; 
Victor,  tie  Vir.  III.  7.;  Plut.  Qui^st,  Rom,  4.)  The 
Molossian  oxen  had  very  large  horns,  the  shape 
of  which  wns  described  by  the  historian  TUeo- 
potJipus.  (Aihcn.  xi,  p*  468.  D.)  Bullbn  re- 
marks that  some  of  tlie  species  of  ox  have  horns 
of  ^reat  size :  tberc  was  one  QiQ  says)  in  the 
Cabinet  du  Roi,  5J  feet  in  Icuglli,  and  7  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  base;  he  adds  that  several  tra- 
vellers declnre  themselves  to  have  seen  horns 
which  contained  15  and  even  20  pints  of  fluid* 
(Quad.  torn.  V.  p.  75.) 

An  account  of  a  carnivorous  race  of  wild  oxen 
in  ^Ethiopia  is  pven  iu  Ajjatharchides,  de  Man 
RubrL\  c,  76*  with  C.  Miiller's  note;  Diod.  iii. 
35.:  Strab.xvi.4.  16.;  JElian,  Nat,  An.  xyll  45,  j 
Plin.  N  H.  viii.  30,  Most  of  the  details  ai-^ 
fabulous.  It  may  be  obaerved  that  Oppian,  in 
the  passage  above  cit^,  describes  the  P^iM^nlan 
bison  as  n  carnivorous  animal. 

According  to  Ctiisar,  three  wild  animals  were 

found  in  the  Hercynian  forest.     1.  An  ox  having 

on  its  forehead  one  horn  with  antlers.     2.  The 

a/cws:     S.  The  ara^if  a  lat^e  ox  with  a  h'>rn  of 


great  size,  which  was  used  as  a  drinkiog  horn.  (1 
G,  vl.  26—8.) 

Macrobius,  Sai,   vu  4,  s.  23.,  commenting 
Virg.  Georg,  ii,   474.,  •*  Silvestres  url,*'  says : 
'*  Uri  Gallica  vox  est,  quti  ferl  boves  sigmfican 
tur." 

In  the  tragedy  of  Seneca,  Ilippolytus  thus  i 
dresses  Diana:  — 

**  Ttbt  dant  variie  pectora  Ligre% 
Tiljt  villofti  tergn  bidontes. 
LatLS4|iie  feri  coroibris  uri,"— Hljip.  63—5. 

Pliny  (vlli.  15.)  distinguishes  the  bison  jubalt 
from  the  urut^,  and  makes  them  both  nuiives  of 
Germany.      He   considers  them   as  aniinHls   ua- 
knoirn  to  the  Greeka,  and  therefore  as  diflerei 
from  the  Popinian  ox,  the  description  of  which  ^ 
copies  from  Aristotle ;  for  in  another  passage 
states;  that  the  Greeks  hod  never  asccrUtned  1 
mcMliciiml  propotties  of  the  urus  and  the  bis( 
although  the  forests  of  India  ubounded  with 
oxen  (xxviii.  46,). 

According;  to  Solinus,  c^  20.,  in  the  Hercynlj 
forest-,  ai^d  in  all  the  north  of  Europe,  the  bii 
abounded ;  a  wild  ox  with  a  sliaggy  mane,  swiilter 
than  a  bull,  and  incapable  of  domestication.  He 
likewise  states  that  the  horns  of  the  urus  were  of 
such  a  ma^i^niLudef  as  to  be  used  Cat  drinking 
vessels  at  the  tables  of  kings. 

The  bison  was  one  of  the  .animals  brought  to 
Rome  for  the  combats  or  himis  in  the  eireus.  Thus 
Martial  describing  the  prowess  of  a  certain  Car* 
pophorus,  in  fighting  with  wild  animals  in  the 
Roman  amphitheatre,  says :  **  Illi  ces#it  atrox  bu- 
bal us  at  que  bison."  (Sped,  23.)  Again,  in 
speaking  of  the  games  of  the  circus,  he  sayi :  — 
**  TurpQS  ess€da  quod  trahiint  bifiontei." — j.  105. 

Lastly,  in  his  enumeration  of  a  nunvbcr 
things  which  are  not  £0  worn  as  the  old  clothes 
Hedylus,  he  includes  — 

•'  Rasnoi  cavea  latus  bifioatia." — Ix.  68. 
— an  allusion  to  the  cage  in  which  the  animml  was 
kept    at  Rome.     Compare  Horat.  Art,  Pnet,^  mi 
Jin,:  **  Velut  ursusobjectoa  cavete  vslult  si  frai 
gere  elathros."     Dio  Cassius  (Ixxvl.  l.J  dcscril 
a  great  celebration  of  games  in  the  Unm  of  * 
verus  (202  a.i>.),  at  which  700  animals  were 
loose   and    slain   iu   the   amphitheatre,    najnel| 
bearp,  lions  and  lionesses,  leopards.,  ostrk-hej*,  wll 
asses,  and  bisons.     **  The  latter,"  says  Dio,  **  m 
speciea  of  oxen,  ravage  both  in  it«  ri»ce  and 
appearance  "  (^uftfapiic^^'  rh  'yim\  *f^l  ri)y  t^w). 

The  bubalus  is  coupled  by  M«rtial   with 
bison  ;  he  mentions  them  both  as  animal*  kij 
in  the  games  of  the  circus.    Pliny  (viii.  15.)  staf 
that  the  bubalus  was  in  his  time  commonly 
founded  with  the  urua ;  whereaf  ''     '' 
properly  an  African  animal,  resen 
ox  and  the  deer.     Uerodotus  (iv.  ilr-.i  .»r 
biua  (xii.  .3.)  mention  the  bubalus  as  an  Afru 
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luiiflialt  mil  ibti  Utter  $peaks  uf  lu  beauty.  Strabo 
(jtviL  3.  8*  4.)  makes  U  a  native  of  Mauritania,  and 
couples  it  witU  the  dorca^.     According  to  Oppiun,

remarks^  partake  of  the  natures  of  the  ox  and  the 
stag*"  It  ia  recorded  by  Dio  that  C.  FuletlusFanf^o, 
a  commander  sent  by  Caesar  to  Afric.i,  having  re- 
tired into  the  mountains  after  a  defeat,  was 
alarmed  at  night  by  a  herd  of  bubali  which  ran 
ivctoss  hfs  ent^ampment,  and  which  he  mistook  for 
the  enemy's  horse,  and  that  he  killed  himself  in 
consequence  (jclviil,  23. ;  compare  Appian,  li,  C\ 
▼.26.). 

Gesner  and  Buffiin  conceive  the  bonasus  of  Aris* 
totle  lo  be  the  European  bison  or  auroeha.  Cu- 
vter  (notes  to  the  French  translation  of  Pliny, 
tf»m.  vi.  416.),  identifies  the  bonasus  of  Aristotle 
with  the  aurochs,  and  accounts  for  the  curvature 

'  the  horns  in  the  bonnsus  by  supposing  that  it 
an  accidental  peculiarity  of  the  individual 
cribed  by  Aristotle-  The  author  of  the  art. 
l^hon  tn  the  Penny  Cyclopedia  likewise  IdentiBea 
the  bonasus  of  Aristotle  with  the  aurochs.  But 
Camus  (NUeit  gur  FHixt  d'Aa.  iTArist,  p.  138.) 
thinks  that  the  European  bison  and  the  ancient 
bonasus  were  distinct  species  of  wild  oxen,  which 
is  likewise  the  conclusion  of  IJeckmann  in  his  ex- 
cellent note,  Aristot.  Mit\  p.  11. 

An  account  of  the  fossil  oxen,  and  of  their  re- 
mainp,  is  siven  by  Pictet  in  his  Traitc  de  PaUon* 
trtkigie  (el  2.).  torn.  i.  p.  363-6.  Pictet  (p.  364.) 
considers  the  urus  as  an  extinct  species.  The 
fossil  oxen  of  the  British  isles  are  described  in 
Professor  Owen's  Hht  of  Brit.  Fois.  Mamm.^  p. 

j\  •'>-<<i;.ty  face  of  wild  oxen*  havings  an  afSnily 
to  f.  species,  is  still  extant  in  the  forest 

of  1  .  ,  ,  i,  which  13  sitnated  in  the  government 
of  Grodno  in  Lithuania,  at  no  great  distance 
from  the  confines  of  Prussia  and  Russia,  and  which 
trovers  an  area  of  twenty-nine  square  German 
uiile«  of  fifteen  to  a  degree.  These  oxen,  known 
in  Germany  by  the  appellation  of  aurochs,  bear 
the  native  Polish  name  of  Znbr,  Their  number 
in  1S28  was  estimated  to  be  between  700  and  900. 
The  aurochs  or  European  bison  is  described  aa 
Mj}g  of  great  weight  and  of  enormous  strength, 
slow  niOYer :  it  is  stated  that  he  can 
wolves.

■unfined  to  Lithuania,  and  probably

(1845,  4to.),  vol.  i.  pp.  503.  638.     Two  young 
animals  of  thid  species,  a  male  and  a  female,  were» 
ill  consequence  of  the  application  of  Sir  lloderick 
I  MurchiiJun,  ]>reiented  by  the  Emperor  Nicholas  . 
to  the  Zoological  Society  of  Loudon:  but  unfor- 
tunately they  died  in  a   short   time.     Profetisoi' 
Oweu   has   informed  me   that  be   dissected   the 
young   male,  but   found  lis   anatomy  so  closely 
agreeing  with  the  descriptioQ  by  Bojanus  In  tbe 
Nova  Ada  Acad,  NaUr,  Cnrios.^  4 to.  torn*  xili., 
HH  not  to  require  recording  in  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Zoological  Society.    Many  prepiiralions  of  the 
'  bones  and  viscera  were  made  tor  the  Museum  of 
I  the  College  of  Surgeons,  one  of  which  shows  tho 
dilTerence  in    the   number   of  ribs   between  the 
I  European  and  American  bisons,  the  former  (or 
I  aurochs)  having  fourteen  and  the  latter  fifteen 
pairs.    For  a  copious  history  of  the  wild  oxen  of 
Europe,  ace  Gritllth's  Cuoier^  voL  iv.  pp.  411-8., 

The  Pteonian  bonasus^  or  bison,  appears  to  have 
I  been  a  species  of  wild  ox,  cognate,  but  not  Iden- 
tical, with  I  he  aurochs.  The  ancient  bonasus, 
like  the  modern  aurochs,  was  confined  to  a  single 
and  limited  tract  of  Euro[>e ;  but  since,  unlike  \U 
modern  congener,  It  was  not  preserved  iu  a  royal 
forest,  it  became  extinct.  The  aurochs  would 
long  ago  have  met  the  same  fate,  if  its  race  had 
not  been  perpetuated  by  the  accidental  protec- 
tion wluch  it  has  receivej  from  the  kings  of 
Poland  and  the  emperors  of  Russia.  The  un- 
wieldy size  of  the  aurochs,  and  its  slowness  of 
movement,  would,  notwithstanding  its  enormoua 
aLrengthj  have  soon  made  it  the  prey  of  men,  if  it 
bad  ngt  been  intentionally  preserved  from  destruc* 
tion ;  and  its  savag^e  nature  would  have  prevented 
it  from  btfiiig  perpetuated  in  a  slate  of  domestica- 
tion. It  may  be  remarked  tltut  the  horns  of  the 
bonasus,  as  described  by  Aristotle,  resemble  in 
shape  the  horns  of  the  Indian  buflalo. 

The  ancient  bubalus  ap|>ears  originally  to  have 
been  a  species  of  antelope,  fouud  in  i^orthern 
Africa  (Aniilope  hnbfdm  of  Pallas).  It  is  called 
Behr-d'icLish^  or  wild  ox,  by  the  Arabs  :  in  size 
it  is  equal  to  the  largest  stags  {Penny  CycL<^  art. 
ANT£M>r£i  No.  61.,  vol.  il  p.  DO.)-  A  fall  ac- 
count of  the  huhalv  is  given  by  BufKjn,  Qmd,^ 
(torn,  V.  p.  30f). ;  torn.  x.  p.  160)  :  be  identifies 
it  with  the  same  species  of  North  AfHetin  ante- 
lope or  gazelle,  lo  which  he  gives  the  appellation 
of  vachc  de  Barlmie.  llie  same  view  is  taken  by 
Camus,  Xvtes  sur  VHinL  d*An.  d'Aridote,  p.  146. 
Bochart  {WerozoicOH,  ii.  28.;  iii.  22.)  likewise 
considers  the  bubalus  as  a  species  of  stac^.  The 
herd  of  auvuidk  ^VvviJci  x-sj^  ^<L\<a*&  <^^  «sssass£^- 
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ment  of  Fango  at  Nighty  and  which  he  mistook  for 
the  enciDT*8  hone,  were  doubtless  a  herd  of  this 
species  of  antelopes,  and  not  of  buifaloes,  ns  the 
word  fiou$d\tB€i  m  Dio  is  erroneously  rendered 
in  Smith's  Biogr.  Did,,  art.  Fakgo. 

The  transfer  of  the  name  Imbalus'  from  an  an- 
telope to  a  wild  ox,  which  had  become  common  in 
the  time  of  Pliny,  and  was  the  established  use  in 
later  times,  doubtless  originated  in  the  supposed 
derivation  from  $ovs  or  bos.  This  etymon  is  gircn 
by  Isidore  Origin,  (xii.  l.)»  thou|];h  lie  designates 
toe  bubalus  as  an  animal  found  in  Africa,  which 
cannot  be  tamed.  When  Martial  speaks  of  the 
bubalus  and  bison  being  killed  in  the  Roman  cir- 
cus, he  refers  to  wild  oxen;  it  is  certain  that 
wild  animals  of  this  genus  were  transported  alive 
to  Italy,  and  slain  in  the  combats  of  the  amphi- 
theatre. Pausanias  states  that  the  Piconian  bulls 
had  been  exhibited  in  his  time  at  Rome ;  bisons 
are  expressly  mentioned  by  Dio  as  included  in 
the  great  8i)cctacle  of  Scverus ;  and  Martial  even 
speaxs  of  bisons  being  harnessed  to  Celtic  cars  on 
a  similar  occasion. 

Agathias  states  that  when  Theodebert,  king  of 
the  Franks,  was  hunting  in  his  dominions  ^in 
some  German  or  Belgian  forest)  in  552  a.d.  he 
met  with  his  death  in  the  following  manner :  — 

**  While  he  was  on  his  way  to  the  chase,  lio  was  en- 
countered by  a  bull,  of  grctt  size  and  extended  horns ; 
not  of  the  tame  kind,  whic-h  has  been  broken  to  the 
plough,  but  an  inhabitant  of  the  woods  and  mountains, 
accustomed  to  attack  everything  which  it  meets.  These 
wild  oxen  are,  I  believe,  called  bubal! ;  and  thev  abound 
in  this  region :  for  the  valleys  are  covered  with  trees, 
the  mountains  are  In  a  state  of  wilduoss,  and  the  climate 
is  cold;  circumstances  in  which  this  animal  delights. 
Theodebert,  seeing  one  of  tlicse  bulls  rushing  upon  him 
from  a  thicket,  stood  to  receive  the  onset  with  his  lance; 
but  the  bull  missed  his  aim,  and  was  carried  against  a 
tree,  the  force  of  the  blow  overthrew  the  tree,  and  Tlieo- 
debert  was  killed  by  the  fall  of  one  of  the  branches." 
(i.  4. ;  compare  Gibbon,  c.  41.  vol.  v.  p.  206.) 

Gregory  of  Tours  likewise  records  an  ercnt 
which  grew  out  of  the  anger  of  King  Guntram  at 
a  bubalus  having  been  killed  without  his  permis- 
sion in  a  royal  forest  in  the  Vosgcs  in  590  a.d. 
Qc.  10. ;  Dom  Bouquet^  vol.  ii.  p.  369.).  In  the 
sixth  century,  therefore,  wild  oxen  were  pre- 
served in  forests  for  the  hunting  of  the  Frankish 
kings.  An  adventure  of  Charlemagne  near  Aix- 
la-Chapelle  is  described  by  the  Monachus  San- 
gallensis  (ii.  c.  II.  in  Pertz,  Mon,  Germ,  Ant. 
vol.  ii.  p.  7dl.)«  who  says  that  he  wu  in  the  habit 
of  going  into  the  forest  to  hunt  the  bison  or  the 
urus ;  and  that  on  one  occosion  his  boot  was  torn 
in  an  encounter  with  a  wild  bull.  i 

The  law  of  the  Alaroanni  inflicta  a  penalty  on 
nn^  person  who  kills  a  biaon  or  a  bubalus.  **  Si 
quia  biaoatem,  bubalum,  vel  cervnm  prugit  (?), 
utTftvarit  aut  occiderit,  xiL  sol.  coropoDat.  (Lex  \ 
AhnuoiH.  tit  99.  f  1.)  A  aimilar  pnnriaioD  occura 
in  the  Law  of  the  BaTtriaiis :  **  De  hit  canibni ! 


qui  uraos  vel  bubalo^  id  est,  majores  ferns,  quod 
svartzwild  dicimus,  pcrscquuntur,  si  de  liis  ocoi- 
derif,  cum  simili  et  vii.  solid,  componat.**  (Lex 
Bqiitvar.  tit.  19.  a.  7.) 

The  Nibelwtgen  Lied^  a  poem  of  the  ISih  cen- 
tury, likewise  commemorates  the  hunting  of  v\w 
bison.     Thus  it  is  said  of  Gunther  and  Hagen : 

*'  Mit  ihreu  schnrfen  Spicren  sic  wollten  jagen  Schwein. 
Biircn  nnd  WlMndc :  was  mochto  Ktlhnere^  goscin  ?  *' 
V.  8671.  ed.  V.  dcr  Hage::. 
Again,  in  another  place :  — 

**  Damach  schltig  er  scbierc  oin  'n  Wiscnt  nnd  ein  't\ 
Klk, 
Starke  Ure  viere  and  einen  grimmen  Schelk.*' 

V.  374>3— 4. 
In  which  passage  SchM  appears  to  denote  a  red 
deer. 

A  "  wisentshorn  **  is  mentioned  v.  8018.  Von 
der  Ilagen,  in  the  Glossary^  derives  wisent  frou^ 
bisen^  bissen,  to  rage ;  but  the  word  is  manifestly 
a  corruption  of  binon, 

PaulusDioconu^,  indeed,  states  that  bubali  wcro> 
first  introduced  into  Italy  in  596  a.d^  and  caused 
great  astonishment  to  the  inhabitants.  '*  Tunc 
prinium  caballi  silvatici  et  bubali  in  Italiam  delati* 
Italiw  populis  miracula  fuerunt."  (iv.  1.  in 
Murat.  Script.  Her.  It  vol.  i.  p.  457.)  The  bn- 
balus  hero  signified  appears,  however,  to  be  the 
buflalo,  which  still  exista,  in  a  state  of  domestica- 
tion, in  diflfercnt  parts  of  Italy,  but  particularly 
in  the  Roman  Campaffna  and  the  Pontine  Marshes, 
where  these  animals  have  long  been  preserved  by 
the  government  of  the  Popes.  See  Bufibn,  Quad. 
torn.  V.  p.  52.  and  the  valuable  communication 
of  Monsignor  Caetani  (whose  family  had  long 
reared  the  buffalo  in  the  Pontine  district),  in- 
serted by  Bufibn  in  tom.  x.  p.  67.  Bufifon  re- 
marks that  the  bufialo  was  unknown  in  ancient 
Italy,  and  that  the  animal  introduced  in  the  sixtU 
century  was  of  the  Indian  or  African  breed. 
^  The  word  bubalus^  as  appears  from  passage? 
cited  by  Ducange  in  v.,  also  occurs  in  medieval 
writers  under  the  forms  bufalus  and  buflus ;  and 
hence  have  been  derived  the  Italian  bfrfalo  or 
bufolof  and  the  French  buffle.  This  origin  of  the 
modern  Romance  forms  is  pointed  out  by  Monsig- 
nor Caetani  in  Bufifon,  who,  in  illustration  of  the 
conversion  of  &  into/,  compares  the  liaWaa  bi/olca 
from  the  Latin  bubukus. 

Instead  of  the  Italian  word  buffalo^  which  h 
DOW  employed  by  naturalists,  our  ancestors  used 
the  word  buff,  from  the  French  bujfle,  to  designate 
the  animal.  They  likewise  uaed  buff-shin  and 
buff-leather^  for  the  skin  and  leather  of  the  buflalo. 
See  the  Etymologiea  of  Junius  and  Skinner,  Cot- 
^ve*8  French  JJictionar^^  Todd  and  Richardson 
in  v.  Johnson,  in  hii  Dictionary,  has  the  follow- 
ing explanation :  •— 

**  Buff.  n.  s.  a  sort  of  leathar  preparsd  from  tha  skiu  of 
thi  baifido;  used  fi»r  waistbdts,  pooehasb  and  militaiy 
accontrements.   1  Tbo  akins  of  elkaand  oxtn  drttied  In 
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<yil»  and  prepared  after  tite  tame  manner  n»  that  of  the 
buffalo.  3,  A  military  coat  made  of  tlJitrk  leatliCTi  so  that 
a  blow  cawnot  eatUy  pierca  it.*' 

The  word  buffle  bears  tlic  same  meaning  in  French : 
^  Buffle  se  dit  aussi  d^un  cuir  de  buHle  ou  autres 
animau^,  prepare  et  aecommodu  pour  porter  k  la 
ffucrro  couitne  uue  espece  de  luste-au^corpa.'* 
(Diet,  de  fAcaii)  The  word  "  bufle,  buffle,  bullet, 
coup  de  poinff,  fioufDef,"  is,  according  to  Burba- 
zan,  cited  bj  Tloquefort  ia  v.,  derived  from  buffle^ 
because  ihiek  gloves  (still  called  hujfk)  were  made 
of  the  hide  of  the  buOalo. 

JdoDBignor  Caetani,  in  BuiFoni  torn.  x.  p.  8L, 
sUtes  that  the  akin  of  the  ItaUati  bu^alo  %b  used 
far  the  traces  of  ploughi,  and  for  the  coverings  of 
boxea  and  trunks ;  and  that  it  is  not  employed, 
like  that  of  the  ox,  for  makin;;  the  solea  of  shoes, 
because  it  b  too  heavy,  and  admits  the  water. 

The  expression  **  to  stand  bull,"  for  "^^  to  stand 
firm/'  which  occurs  in  Hudibraa^s  epitaph  :  — 
**  An<l  for  the  good  old  caiue  tioad  hufi^, 
*Gaiust  many  a  bitter  kick  and  cuC 
alludes  to  the  thick  leather  jerkin  which  seryed  aa 
a  defence.  As  the  leather  used  for  tbis  jerkin  was 
of  a  tawny  hue,  the  word  huff  came  to  denote  a 
colour  ("  buff-coloured  ")  ;  hence  it  acquired  as 
an  adjective  the  sense  which  it  now  commonly 
bears  in  Eujrlish,  anl  which  is  pcculmr  to  our 
laoguage.  This  acceptation  of  the  word  is  how* 
ever  of  no  great  antiquity ;  the  earliest  writer 
from  whom  it  is  cited  b  Goldsmith ;  and  it  is  not 
even  mentioned  in  Johnson  a  Dicikmart^.  ATe  may, 
»fore,  conclude  that  the  phraae  *' blue  and 
I"  for  the  colours  of  the  Whig  party,  does  not 
snd  beyond  the  middle  of  the  last  century.

Tiie  BetThnn  ia  said  to  huve  been  an  old  woman, 
'wha  was  busily  employed  in  detiniiig  the  houfc 
when  the  three  kinps  were  journeying  to  cari7 
the  treasui-es  to  be  ofleretl  to  the  infant  Saviour. 
Ou  being  called  to  see  them  pass  by,  she  said  she 
<30»ild  not  just  then,  as  she  was  so  busy  sweeping 
tlie  house,  but  she  would  be  sure  to  see  them  as 
they  went  back.  The  kings  however,  as  is  well 
known,  returned  to  their  own  country  by  another 
way ;  so  the  old  woman  i«  supnosed  to  be  ever 
biiice  in  a  perpetual  state  of  looking  out  for  their 
coming,  something  after  the  manner  of  the  legend 
i)f  the  wandering  Jew.  She  is  said  to  take  great 
crest  in  th»i  welfare  of  ^oung  chiMren,  and 
licularly  of  their  good  behaviour.  Through 
St  paiti  of  Italy  on  the  twelfih  night  the 
children  are  put  to  bed  earlier  titan  usual,  and  a 
stocking  taken  from  each  and  put  be  tore  Uie  fire. 
In  a  «hort  rime  there  U  a  ci^,  **Ecco  la  BclFuna  \ " 
jiul  fli»^  ^  hlldren  hurry  out  of  bed,  and  rui\v  to 


the  chimney ;  when  lo  I  in  tlic  stocking  of  each  is 
a  present,  su[)posed  to  have  been  left  by  the  Bef-  . 
fana,  and  proportioned  in  its  value   to  the  be* J 
haviuur  of  the  child  during  the  past  year.     If  any  1 
one  lias  been  unusually  rebellious  and  incorrigible, 
behold  !  the  stocking  is  full  of  ashes.     This  de- 
grading and  di^appoiutiug  circumstance  ia  gene- 
rally gi-ected  by  a  torrent  of  tears,  and  the  littla  , 
rebel  IS  then  told,  if  he  or  she  will  promlge  most 
faithfully  to  be  better  behaved  fur  the  future,  the 
stocking  shall  be  replaecJ,  and  perhaps  the  Bef- 
fana  may  rely  on  the  promises  of  amendment,  and 
leave  some  little  present  as  she  comes  back.     Ac- 
cordingly the  child  is  put  to  bed  ngain,  and  in  a  ] 
slioi't  time  the  cry  is  again  raised,  "  UcnVs  the 
Belfana,'*  and  the  chilJ  jumps  iiji,  runs  to  the 
stocking,  ami  linds  some  little  toy  there^  which  of  ] 
course  the  parents  have  placed  there  in  the  in- 
terim.    Any  misbehaviour  during  the  following 
year  is  met  with,  *'  Oh  !  you  naughty  chtld,  what 
did  you  promise  on  Epiphany?  No  more  presents  j 
will  you  get  from  the  HeffwiaJ*  ' 

On  the  preceding  night  a  sort  of  fair  is  held,  • 
consisting  of  the  toys  so  to  be  presented,  which  is 
crowded  to  excess.  On  one  occasion  wlien  I 
witnessed  it  at  Rome,  the  soldiers  were  sent  for 
lo  clear  the  way,  as  the  people  got  so  closely 
packed  there  was  no  means  of  gellino;  about. 
The  interest  excited  could  scarcely  be  believed  In 
England. 

The  iiajue  Befifaiia  is  probably  a  corruption  of 
Epifimia.

1  have  long  been  somewhat  incredulous  about 
**  Ytiry  rare  *'  books,  and  my  scepticism  has  not 
been  diminiBhed  by  finding  that  (so  far  as  I  can 
judge  from  a  cursory  comparison)  a  volume  which 
hna  been  on  my  shelf  »ome  forty  years  just  an- 
swered this  description.  Not  being  acr^uaiated 
with  the  hmd^i'Ww^^^S.  KvCixa.A  ^^'^^^V^^' 
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copy  are  his  autographs;  but  I  see  nothing  in 
their  character  or  ink  which  should  lead  one  to 
doubt  tliat  they  may  be.  It  occurred  to  me  that 
if  there  were  two  copies  thus  annotated  or  cor- 
rected, there  would  probably  be  more ;  and  I 
should  be  obliged  to  any  readers  of  "  N.  &  Q." 
who  have  access  to  the  catalogues  of  large  collec- 
tions, if  they  would  give  me  information ;  and  also 
if  they  would  tell  me  what  Lot  138.  of  the  first 
day*s  sale  at  the  Libri  sale  sold  for. 

Having  this  occasion  to  mention  my  copy,  may 
I  be  allowed  to  state,  very  briefly,  one  or  two 
particulars  respecting  it  which  are  not  entirely 
without  interest,  and  may  perhaps  elicit  some 
farther  Notes  and  Queries  ? 

(1 .)  About  the  middle  of  the  book,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  sheet  N  of  the  Greek  text,  on  a 
page  most  of  which  is  blank,  there  is  written 

**  Domino  Edouardo  Wotono  hanc  libra  ddno 
dedit  Joannes  Foxus.  1529. 

A  more  recent  hand  (probably  a  good  way  on  in 
the  succeeding  century)  has  written  on  the  side  of 
this  inscription  —

and  underneath  the  name  of  Fox  has  added  *^Mag- 
dalenensis.** 

(2.)  On  what  was  a  blank  page  at  the  end  of 
the  book,  there  is  what  I  suppose  to  be  an  ela- 
borate horoscope,  of  which  1  do  not  understand 
much  more  than  what  follows :  —

(3.)  The  book  having  been  rebound,  and*the 
fly-leaf  having  parted  from  the  board,  some  more 
modern  hand  (but  still  of  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury) has  written  on  it  a  copy  of  political  verses, 
eighteen  in  number,  which  may  perhaps  be  known 
to  those  who  nre  better  acquainted  with  the  poetry 
of  the  period.    They  begin  :  — 

"  Come  imp  roiall  come  airay 
Into  black  night  wcl  tumc  bright  day." 

I  must  not,  however,  trespass  too  much  on  your 
columns,  and  will  at  present  only  add,  that  the 
Utle-page  of  the  volume  is  marked  with  the  H.M.

Kq  one  can  read  the  graphic  nccount  whteh 
T..irTun  Mives  of  hia  contemporary  the  oracle-mon- 
'  xander^  —a  little  pnmpblet  in  which  the 
nj  \Qcn  sense  and  inborn  hatred  of  charla- 
tons  are  Been  to  the  best  adv an taj; e,  ^-^  without 
being  struck  by  the  marked,  resemblance  which 
the  history  bears  to  UiAt  of  the  founder  of  Mor- 
monism. 

Thus  in  chapter  ten  we  are  told  that  Alexander 
commenced  his  career  by  discovering  brazen  plates 
in  the  temple  of  Ap^dlo  at  Chalcedfin,  which  pro- 
mised the  speedy  advent  of  il^^i^culapius  and  his 
fiither  Apollo.    Again,  byAjppealing  to  ancient \e-

1  much  the  same  *>: 
h*^  i  u^Puu^-iN.iii  iieighbours  as  Smith  nun 
successors  have  done  among  our  Bible-readini 
populations,  by  promising  a  city  of  the  blessed  iS^ 
the  West,  and  by  a  caricature  of  Old  Testament 
inwtitutions.  In  chapter  forty-two  we  find  hus- 
bands ready  to  surrender  their  wives  to  be 
*^  sealed  **  to  the  prophet,  and,  if  he  did  but  deign 
to  cast  his  eye  upon  them,  rejoicing  as  though  the 
bapptness  or  the  house  were  thenceforth  secure. 
AlGxander*8  jealousy  of  "  tlie  Atheists "  (i.  e. 
Christians  and  Epicureuna)  has  its  parallel  in  the 
Mormon  treatment  of  ^*  Geotilea/*  which,  however, 
it  must  be  confessedf  U  but  a  nntural  re^'iult  of  the 
cruel  peraecutions  which  broke  up  the  settlement 
at  Nauvoo.  The  claim  to  the  gifta  of  healing,  of 
tongues,  and  of  revelatiooB,  ia  also  common  to  the 
two  impostors,  and  in  the  followers  of  both  we  flee 
the  same  implicit  obedience^  even  in  matters  whicb 
would  seem  least  of  all  to  admit  of  external  intcr^l 
fcrence,  the  same  surrender  of  fortune,  and  often 
of  an  unspotted  reputation,  to  a  delusion  openly  1 
deoounceif  by  intelligent  bystanders.  Would  ihatl 
we  could  add  that  the  ends  of  the  two  were  tli»| 
fiatne ;  would  that  Smith,  like  Alexander,  had' 
been  suflTered  to  die  in  peace,  and  that  his  blood 
bad  not  been  shed  to  become  the  seed  of  a  spuri- 
ous church ! 

To  complete  tlie  parallel  it  need  only  be  added 
that  the  chief  fuJlowers  of  Alexander  the  impos- 
tor and  of  Smith  disputed  the  succession  to  their 
iBRSlera'  inheritance  of  successful  lying  much  as^ 
the  captains  of  Alexander  of  Macedon  fon^ht  foi 
the  dominion  of  the  world.

There  are  two  pa^sngcs  in  this  play  which  show 
in  a  remnrkable  manner  how  most  glaring  typo-i 
graphical  errors  may  escape  the  notice  or  bulUfei 
the  sagacity  of  even  the  most  aeute  critics.     It 
is  well  known  that  this  play  has  been  edited  by 
Mr,  Dyce,  nnd  criticised   by  Mr,  Mitford,    and 
yet  the  passages  in  question  are  unnoticed  or  un- 
explained. 

In  p.  91.  (Dyce*s  2nd  edit.)  the  Novice  says  to 
the  Frinr,  who  had  desired  him  to  hie  to  the  (own 
and  return  "  with  cakes  and  muscadine  and  other 
junkets  good  and  fine  :'*^

Mitford  makes  auy  remark  on 
it ;  tnd  yet  surely  the  four  last  lines  are  at  least 
very  like  nonsense.  Now  I  think  it  is  easy  to 
make  good  sense  of  them  by  supposing  them  to 
be  a  paraphrase  of  the  Tcrentian  Sine  Cerere  et 
Libera  friget  Venus  which  the  Novice  had  "learned 
in  school.      I  would  amend  them  thus  :  —

Relics  of  ARCusnBOP  Lbiobtom. — Extract  of 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Leighton  Dennett,  Woodman- 
cote  Place,  October  16, 1859,  to  James  Beid,£sq., 
Wellfield,  near  Glasgow :  — 

"With  r«gard  to  Ardiblshop  Ldshton  I  am  aflraid  I 
sihaU  sot  he  aUs  to  ibmlsb  yoa  wla  flinch  JnformatioD, 


more  than  id  generally  known  to  cvcr}'body  who  has  read 
his  works.  I  believe  you  are  aware  that  my  father  holds  a 
little  farm  at  Ilorstcil  Keynes  that  was  Arcnbiriiop  Leigh- 
ton's,  which  is  in  his  possession,  on  account  of  bit  ban^ 
the  nearest  living  heir.  He  has  also  his  coat  of  anni  en- 
graved on  a  silver  soul  attached  to  a  piece  of  the  vraVcH 
chain  that  Archbishop  Lcichton  wore,  which  is  steel,  the 
impression  of  which  1  enclose.  We  have  also  a  copper- 
plate of  his  likencs«,  from  which  at  dificrcnt  times  there 
has  been  a  great  many  struck  off,  and  the  plate  is  now 
much  worn.  It  is  about  the  size  of  a  quarto  volume,  and 
from  its  general  appearance  one  would  be  inclined  to 
think  it  must  have  been  the  frontispiece  of  some  work, 
although  it  is  not  tlie  same  as  we  ccnerallv  see  bound  up 
with  Leighton*s  works,  but  certainly  the  features  in  both 
are  similar  —  the  inscription  on  the  plate  is  as  follows, 
Robertus  T^ightonus  S.S.  II1  professor  Primarius  et  Aca- 
denii.i)  Edinburgenic  rncfectiis,  yEtatis  4C.**  • 

The  impression  of  the  seal  above  referred  to  is 
enclosed :  would  the  Editor  be  pleased  to  describe 
it  to  his  readers.

[llio  seal  bears  tho  arms  of  leighton,  a  lion  salient,and 
the  crest  a  lion's  head  erased.  It  is  not  an  archiepiscopal 
seal,  but  was  probably  the  seal  of  leighton  when  a  young 
man,  as  the  helmet  is  that  of  an  esquire.  The  helmet 
and  lambrequin  show  it  to  be  a  seal  as  early  as  Charles  I. 
or  earlier;  the  colours  are  consequently  not  marked. 
Acconling  to  Nisbet  the  arms  of  Leighton  are  argent,  a 
lion  salient  gules.— Kn.  **  N.  &  Q.**]

Cakthagihi  AM  Blildikg  Materials. — Brixey*8 
private  hotel  at  Lnndport,  near  the  railway  sta- 
tion, has  been  partly  built  with  the  matermis  of 
a  house  in  Fortsmoutli  recently  pulled  down  to 
form  a  site  for  the  new  barracks.  One  of  the 
chimney-pieces  has  been  transferred  to  the  cofieo- 
room.  It  is  a  fine  specimen  of  marble-work,  and 
evidently  had  been  constructed  by  a  connoisseur 
and  traveller  (Qy.  who  P).  The  frieze  is  of  Kgyp- 
tian  green  marble  in  a  bordure  or  moulded  band 
of  white  alabaster.  Deeply  engraved  in  well-

Swift's  Cottage  at  Moor  Park.  —  A  sbort 
time  ago,  being  at  Wuverley  Abbey,  I  was  in^'ited 
to  see  a  coit&^Q  wliicb  was  said  to  bave  been  inha- 
bited b/  Swift.  It  is  a  yerj  small  low  buildings 
at  the  end  of  Moor  Park  fwhich,  as  is  well  known, 
was  formerly  tbo  seat  of  Sir  Williajn  Tetnple), 
and  Appears  to  have  been  tbc  bouse  of  some  of  tbc 
kbourers.  Over  tbe  door  o{  one  of  tbe  rooms  tbe 
following  lines  are  painted  :  — 

**  Pleruraque  grataj  divitibus  vices  j 
Mund^eque  pirvo  aub  lure  paupcruin 
CoBniB,  sine  auloiis  at  ostro, 
Sollidtftin  expUcaere  frontem." 

These  lines,  which  you  will  remember  are  from 
Horace,  Carm.  iii.  *29.,  seem  ill  to  accord  with  that 
spirit  which  never  was  at  ease  but  among  coronets 
and  mitres.  They  ore  said  to  have  been  placed 
there  by  Swift's  order;  but  if  so^  the  inscription 
must  have  been  renewed,  for,  from  ihc  appearance 
of  the  paint,  it  can  scarcely  be  twenty  years  old. 
Sir  William  Temple  died  \m%  and  Swift,  as  it 
appears  from  a  letter  to  Stelb,  Sept.  1710,  was 
afterwards  on  bad  terms  with  the  family.  From 
its  appearance  It  seems  difHcult  to  believe  that  he 
ever  mhabifed  tbe  cottage  ;  thougli  such  is  the 
tradition.

I  was  led  to  these  refiexions  by  a  Query  which  I ' 
have  to  make,  in  which,  by  very  little  manage- 
ment, I  might  have  shaken  tbe  fiag  of  heresy  in 
the  faces  of  the  orthodox  of  all  varietieg.

Their, 
scarcity  will  presently  be  explained.  The  sermon, 
of  which  Mr.  Joki:s  speaks  in  Mk.  GuTcirs  ex- 
tract, is  thus  alluded  to  by  Bishop  Home,  in  his 
Comment'try  on  the  Xinvternth  Psalm  : — 

"  If  tho  reader  shall  have  rei.-eivcd  any  pleasure  from 
perusing  the  comment  on  the  furc<;oinj;  INnlm,  he  stands 
indebted  tn  a  Di.iciMiriic  entitled  *  (/hrist  the  lJ(;ht  of  the 
World,'  published  in  the  year  1760.  by  the  Uite  lUsv.  .Mr. 
Ucor^c  Watson  [of  Uuivcrsity  Colie;;o]  for  many  years 
the  dear  companion  and  kind  director  of  the  author's 
studies;  in  nttcnding  to  who-e  ngrociblc  and  instructire 
conversation  be  has  often  passed  whole  days  toother,  and 
shall  always  have  reason  to  number  them  among  the  best 
spent  days  of  his  lifo ;  whose  death  he  can  never  think  of 
without  lamenting  it  afresh :  and  to  whusc  memory  he 
embraces,  with  pleasure,  this  opitortunity  to  pay  the  tri- 
bate  of  a  grateful  heart."

Jona  Blatea  tliat  Mr.  Watson  never  published 
SUIT  large  work,  and  will  be  known  to  posterity 
oaf  J  hj  some  occasional  j/iecea  which  he  printed 
in  hid  lifetime.  lie  notices  a  sermon  preached 
before  the  University  of  Ojtford  on  the  29th 
May,  "  An  Admonition  to  the  Cburch  of  Eng- 
d/*  and  a  fourth  Ecrraon  "  On  the  Divine  Ap- 
raoce  in  Gen.  xviii."  This  last  sermon,  Jones 
adds,  "  was  furiously  shot  at  by  the  Buslifighters 
of  fliat  time  in  the  Monihlij  RttmawT  To  tbis  at- 
tack Mr.  Wutaon  returned  a  reply,  so  able,  in 
Jo«es*s  opinion,  that  if  he  wished  to  contr:ist  Mr.

•  He  probably  induced  both  his  young  friends, 
Jone5  and  Home,  to  adopt  the  opinions  of  Mr, 
Hut  chin  SOD. 

These  opinions,  we  know,  were  embraced  by 
other  excellent  men  ;  the  Lord  President  Forbes 
(pronounced  by  Warburton  '*  one  of  the  greatest 
men  which  ever  Scotland  bred"),  Parkhurif,  und 
Mr.  W.  Stevens  were  in  the  list,  but  the  number 
was  small,  ns  the  ^ysteip  was  obecure,  and  some- 
wliat  mmtiractive,  "As  the  followers  of  Hut- 
cbittton  did  not  form  a  distinct  Church  or  Society, 
and  continued  to  belong  to  the  Churcli  with  which 
ihey  were  formerly  conneetcJ,  they  did  not  so  far 
give  way  to  schiism  as  to  compose  a  sect."* 

^o  men  could  Uave  been  less  inclined  than 
HutcUin^on*s  friends  to  constitute  themselTea  a 
parttj^  "that  bad  tiling  in  itself;"  and  thouj^h  they 
were  spoken  of  with  contempt  and  acrimony,  they 
could  nave  replied  with  Hooker,  **to  your  railing 
we  say  noUiin^,  to  yonr  reasons  we  say  what 
foUows.'*  At  the  early  age  of  nineteen  Home 
sat  down  to  attack  the  JJ'ewtoniiin  fly8tem»  and  at 
rwenty-one  lie  unwisely  publisbed  his  work;  it 
was  entitled,  — 


A  copy  of  this  rare  tract  was  lent  me  by  my 
late  valued  friend  Mr.  Barnweil  of  the  British 
Mu«eum  in  1830.     I  hove  never  seen  a  second. 

Ilorne'd  friends  were  feusible  of  its  faults:  so 
was  the  author,  who  doubtless  used  his  best  en- 
deavours to  suppress  it.  It  appeared  afterwards 
in  another  and  unexceptionable  form.  Amongst 
the  comments  passed  upon  it  there  is  a  bitter  one 
by  Warburton,  who  tells  his  friend  Hurd,  "there 
is  one  book,  and  that  no  large  one,  which  I  would 
recommend  to  your  perusal,  it  is  indeed  the  m 
plus  ultra  of  HutchinsonianiBm."  * 

We  must  not  take  leave  of  Bp.  Home  without 
adverting  to  one  of  the  most  exquisite  works  in 
our  lnn*juage,  his  Commentary  on  the  Pttolmx* 
He  had  drank  deeply  of  that  **  celestial  fountain," 
as  the  Book  of  Psalms  bus  been  well  called,  and 
be  tells  us  that  whilst  pursuing  his  dr^ily  la?k, 
'^food  and  rest  were  not  preferred  before  it." 
The  result  was  the  production  of  a  work,  prized 
by  both  the  youn^r  and  the  old,  described  as  ^^  a 
book  of  elegant  and  pathetic  devotion,"  but  which 
deserves  the  far  hi*;her  epithet  of  evangelical. 

Walpo!e,  in  17o3,  apenks  of  the  Hutchlnsonian 
system  as  **  a  delightful  fantastic  one,"  and  some- 
what rashly  conclmles  that  it  has  superseded 
^lethodism,  r^uite  decayed  in  Oxford,  its  cradle  If 
**Oae  eeldom  he»rs  anything  about  it,  in  town,'*  he 
R'Uis;  and  certainly  it  was  not  likely  to  engage 
Wrtlpole's  attention  beyond  that  of  furnishing 
matter  of  ridicule  for  his  pen, 

Hutchinson's  own  writings  were  given  to  the 
world  ill  1749 — 176.5^  in  thirteen  octavo  volumes. 
Their  slumber  for  years  on  book- shelves  must 
have  been  deep  and  undlslurbed.  A  sliort  but 
masterly  notice  of  the  author  will  be  found  in 
Wbitaker  3  Riehmondahire^  i.  364.

And  in  the  Appendix  I  have  added  these

p.  874.  are  inclined  to  *  fear '  that  this  was  George  Gai- 
coigne,  afterwards  distinguished  as  a  poet.  Still  there  is 
room  to  hope  to  the  contrary,  not  only  because  (iss- 
coigne's  flower:*  of  poeny  did  not  begin  to  bud  until  13G:2, 
whereas  poets  generally  show  tiiemselvcs  at  an  early  age :

is,  about  1^1.** 

The  names  Gascoigne  and  Gaxtuu  are,  I  pre- 
sume, really  distinct,  and  not  intcrchnnr(eablc, 
like  BerkeUy  and  Burllett^  Fortetcue  and  Foskew, 
Throckmorton  and  Frogmorton^  Foljamhe  and 
Fulgehum^  and  some  others  :  but  of  this  I  am  not 
sure,  and  should  be  p;lad  to  be  further  informed.

Although,  as  G.  J.  says,  there  never  were  a 
provost  and  bailies  of  the  burony  of  Broughton, 
there  existed  at  the  beginning  of  lost  century,  and 
long  previously,  a  court  presided  over  by  a  uaron 
Bailie  appointed  by  the  sui)erior  of  the  barony 
and  regality  of  Broughton  (otherwise  Brochtoun 
and  Burghton),  who  also  possessed  the  olBcc  of 
Justiciar.*  At  one  time  the  burgh  and  regality  of 
Canonffatc,  part  of  Leith,  and  lands  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Haddington,  Linlithj^ow,  Stirling,  and 
Peebles,  were  included  under  his  jurisdiction,  while 
originally  the  whole  formed  part  of  the  lordship 
of  Uolyrood  House.  The  magistrates  of  Edin- 
burgh afterwards  acquired  the  superiority  of 
Canongate  and  other  lands,  and  the  Grovemors  of

Heriot*s  Hospital  the  greater  part  of  the  reinnin- 
der.  A  remarkable  instance  of  the  exercise  by 
this  court  of  the  highest  criminal  jurisdiction  or- 
currc<l  142  years  ago.*  Two  boys,  the  tons  of 
Mr.  Gordon  of  Kllon,  Aberdeenshire,  were  mur- 
dered on  28tb  April,  1717,  bv  their  tutor  Kobcri 
Irvine,  in  revenge  for  their  having  blabbed  som;.- 
moral  indiscretion  on  his  part  whicb  they  had  wit- 
nessed. This  took  place  on  a  spot  now  forming 
part  of  the  new  town  of  Edinburgh,  but  then  open 
ground,  and,  being  in  sight  of  the  Castle  Hill, 
it  is  said  persons  walking  there  saw  the  deed 
committed.  The  murderer  was  taken  red-hand^ 
i.  e.  immediately  after  the  fact,  and  put  on  ]i\^ 
trial  on  30th  April  before  the  Baron  Court  of 
Broughton,  when,  being  convicted  by  a  jury,  he 
was  sentenceil  to  be  hanged  next  day  at  Green - 
side  (now  a  part  of  Edinburgh),  having  his  hund:« 
first  struck  off.  This  sentence  was  accordingly 
carried  into  execution  on  Ist  May,  and  his  body 
was  thrown  into  a  quarry  hole  near  the  place  of 
the  murder.  In  this  the  bailie  followed  the  u.^nge 
of  inferior  criminal  courts  possessed  of  such  juris- 
diction, of  trying  and  executing  criminals  within 
three  suns,  although  the  act  169J,  cap.  4,  ex- 
tended the  time  of  execution  to  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding nine  days  after  sentence.  In  such  an 
atrocious  case  tnere  could  bo  no  room  for  the 
royal  mercy.  It  has  been  erroneously  stated  that 
the  perpetrator  of  this  crime  was  taken  before  the 
Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh  as  High  Sheriflf,  wh(» 
had  him  tried,  convicted,  sentenced,  and  executed 
within  twenty-four  hours.  This  is  negatived  by 
the  above  facts,  which  are  derived  from  the  con- 
temporary notices  contained  in  three  numbers  of 
the  Scots  Courant  newspaper.  It  certainly  seems 
startling^  that  at  that  period  the  comparatively 
humble  judge  of  a  court  of  barony  and  regality 
to  the  south  of  the  Forth  should  have  exercised 
such  hi^h  functions,  and  that  these  powers  still 
existed  m  1747,  when  the  Heritable  Jurisdiction 
Abolition  Act  010  Geo.  II.  c.  43.)  was  passed.

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THE  GOWRT  CONSPIRACY. 

We  hive  in  the  Slate  Paper  Office  tome  cod- 
temporar^  letters^  appm-eivtly  partly  official  and 
pmrUj  private,  wiiicb  contain  a  good  deal  of  in- 
ibrmation  about  the  curious  and  inexplicable  can- 
•piracj  of  the  Earl  of  Go  wry. 

Foremoit  amoogst  the  writers  is  Mr.  George 
NichoJson,  who  was  in  Edinburgh  when  the  plot 
was  discovered,  and  wlio  writea  from  that  city  on 
the  6th  of  August,  160O,  to  Sir  Robert  Cecil, 
Secretiiry  of  State.  He  ^ivea  ua  a  long  account 
of  the  difierent  circutnalaneea  attending;  the  exe- 
cutioD  of  the  plot,  both  before  the  Kio^  arrived  at 
GowryV  Hou^e^  and  after,  when  the  Master  made 
hia  attack  upon  him ;  hh  information  being  evi- 
dently taken  from  the  report  first  current  in 
Edinburgh,  and  which  was  douhtlesa  circulated 
by  the  Council.  His  letter  i»  interesting  and  mi- 
nute. I  give  it  nearly  verbaLtm  aa  far  as  relates 
to  Gowrj,  omitting  here  and  there  a  few  words  : — 

"It  may  pi  esse  yonr  Honour* 
"  This  day  morning,  at  9  hourt,  the  King  wrote  to  the 
Chancellor's  Secretary  and  to  others,  and  to  one  of  the 

Kirk and  the  King'B  Secretary  told   me^  That 

reaterday  the  Earl  ofGowryaent  the  Master  hia  Umtber, 
Mr.  Alexander  Kothven.  to  the  King,  hm*ting  in  Falk- 
land Park  [and  loM  him],  Umt  his  Brother  the  ICarl  bad 
Ibnnd  in  an  old  Tuwer  in  hi*  house  at  St.  Joh  union's  a 
great  Treanure,  to  help  iho  King'aaerv ice  with,  which  he 
mid  his  Brother  would  fain  ha^  the  King  go  to  see 


quickly  that  day:  Wheraon^  after  the  King  had  huntttd 
a  while,  and  takeu  a  drink,  he  took  fresh  horse,  and  dit- 
charged  his  Company,  with  the  Duke  f  of  Lennox)  and 
the  Ivurl  of  Mar,  then  in  company  with  him,  and  taking 
only  a  serrant  with  him,  rode  with  the  Master.  The 
Duke  (of  Lennox)  and  the  Earl  of  Mar  though  vet  fol- 
lowed, and  the  King  met  bv  the  wav  the  Lord  oflnchaf- 
frjiy,  who  al»o  rode  with  him  to  Jist.  Johnston's,  where 
the  King  coming,  the  Earl  meeting  him  carried  him  into 
his  bouse,  and  gave  biin  a  good  dinner,  and  aftcrwsrdt 
went  to  dinner  with  the  rest  of  the  Company,  The 
Master,  in  the  mean  time  nf  their  dinner,  persuaded  the 
Kinfj  to  go  with  him  quietly  to  »ee  it  (the  TreasureX  and 
the  Kin^  diKhar^ing  hiai  c3omp«ny  from  following,  went 
with  the  Muster  from  stoith  to  &taith,  and  ehantber  to 
chamber,  looking  for  it,  the  lords  behind  him,  until  ho 
came  to  a  chamber  where  a  man  wua,  whom  the  King 
thought  was  the  man  that  kept  the  Treaaure. 

"  Then  the  Master  caoght  hold  on  the  King,  iind  drew 
Ma  daggf*r,  saying  he  (the  Kmg)  had  kilted  hi^  Father 
and  he  would  kill  him.  The  King  with  gnod  wordj  and 
measures,  struggled  to  disauide  him,  raying,  he  waa 
young  when  his  futher,  and  divers  other  honest  men, 
were  executed ;  that  he  was  innocent  thereof;  that  he 
bad  restored  his  Brother,  and  made  him  greater  than  he 
(ever)  was;  that  if  he  killed  him  (the  King),  be  would 
not  escape  nor  be  his  heir.  That  he  presumed  Master 
Alexander  had  learned  more  divinity  than  to  kill  his 

Erince,  assuring  him  ond  faithfully  promising  him  that  if 
e  wouhl  leave  off  his  enterprix©  he  would  forgive  him 
and  keep  it  secret,  as  n  matter  attempted  upon  heat  and 
rashness  onely.  To  this  the  Master  replied:  *  What  he 
was  preaching  that  sh"uld  not  help  him.  lie  should 
dye.*  And  that  therewith  he  strutik  at  the  King,  and 
the  King  and  he  both  fell  to  the  ground.  The  Master 
then  called  to  the  man  there  present  to  kill  the  King : 
the  man  answered  he  bad  neither  heart  or  hand.  And 
yet  lie  is  a  very  courageous  man.  The  King  having  no 
dagger,  but  in  his  humiing  clothes  with  his  horn,  yet  de- 
fended  himself  from  the  Master;  and,  in  struggling,  got 
to  the  window,  where  he  cried  *  Treason,'  which  Sir  Tha 
Erskine;,  John  Ramsey,  and  Doctor  Harris  hejiriiig,  ran 
up  after  the  King,  but  found  the  door  shut  as  they  could 
not  paw.  Sir  John  Ramsey  knowing  another  way,  got 
up,  and  in  (o  the  King,  who  cryed  to  John  lie  wai  slain : 
whereon  John  out  with  his  rapiert  and  kiJied  the  Mastt^r. 
In  the  mean  time  the  Earl  of  Gowry  told  tlie  Duke  and 
the  rest  that  the  King  was  gone  away  out  at  a  back 
g«re,  itnd  Ihej'  ran  out,  and  Gowry  with  tbem  ;  hut  mins> 
Jug  him,  the  Earl  aaid  he  wold  go  back  and  see  where 
the  King  was.  The  Earl  took  with  him  a  steel  IStmoel 
and  two  Rapiers,  and  ran  up  the  «tafrs.  Sir  John  Ram- 
»ej'  meeting  him  with  drawn  swords,  Sir  Thomas  Erskio 
and  Docter  Harris  being  thtm  come  to  join,  after  snndfy 
Btrokes  in  and  killed  the  Earl ;  Sir  Thomas  Jjf^mg  hurt, 
and  Docter  Harrijs  mutilsted  and  wanting  two  titigcrs. 
[During]  this  stir  The  Townsmen,  and  G« writ's  friends 
in  evil,  appearing,  said  they  would  ba\'e  account  where 
the  Earl  was  ...  *  and  to  pacify  them  the  Duke  apd 
Earl  of  Mar  were  sent  to  the  Magistrates,  and  so  quieted, 
[and]  (he  Ring  and  hi»  Company  got  away-  The  King 
(hMnkIng  God  for  his  deliverance.  Ytfiternighl  he 
knighted,  as  I  hear,  John  Hamsey  and  Docter  Harria, 
but  ihe  Secretary  uAd  it  nut  me. 

"  Upon  this,  letters  came  from  the  Courls,  the  whole 
Counsell  here  (at  Edinburgh)  coiiveucdp  and  in,  and  at 
one  of  the  clock  rose  and  came  alt  to  the  Market  Cross; 
atsd  there,  by  s^iund  of  trumpets  inrimaftl;  hut  ifi 
brief,  the  happy  Escape  of  the  King;  and  ihep  in.  and 
....  made  (order)  in  Council  fur  the  people  to  tha.uk 
God  for  it,  and  in  iov  U\^\^««  Vn  ^\n^  \*t\N».  *»^  ^?^^ 
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Slide  «  lihhy  taid  fit  eKboriAtion  to  tha  people  to  pray 
Ood  for  it ;  aod  therewith  be  prmTod  and  pnieed  God  for 
the  tame,  the  whole  Coanael  on  taeir  kneee  on  the  Croee, 
tnd  the  whole  people  in  the  itreeu  in  {ike  eorL  The 
bella  are  yet  ringiDg^  the  you  the  of  the  town  gone  out  to 
akirmisih  for  jor,  aod  boofireii  are  to  be  bailt  at  niifbL 

"  Tho  Coundl  ^o  this  iyde  over  to  the  King  for  fiirtlier 
dcltburatjon  in  this  matter  The  Kiflp;  at  his  return  to 
FalkUnds  qukkir  caused  [to  bel  thrust  oat  of  the 
booae  from  lh«  Queen,  Gowrj*a  two  aistera.  ....  and 
twore  to  root  out  the  whole  bouve  atid  name. 

**  Upon  the  ConTenlng  of  the  Council,  the  Ports  of  the 
Towne  were  ehut  for  apprehending  Gnwrj^'s  other  bro- 
ther*, and  the  laoda  are  to  be  given  to  thiaa  oaw  knighta 
tod  others. 

**  This  ia  the  information  and  report  oohm  here  hj  the 
Proclamation,  wUieh  some  yet  doubt  to  be  fhlly  eo. 

'*  Uowry'e  8ecr«tary  ie  taken,  and  mitlere  hoped  to  b« 
diiooTere^  by  him.

The  improbabltttiaii  of  this  itory  even  thefi,  it 
Appears,  were  apparent,  and  the  people  seem  to 
liiive  doubled  the  truth  of  it  from  ihu  first-  In 
ifiotber  letter,  dateJ  the  llili  of  Augiist^  also 
written  to  Cecil,  nod  by  Hicholaon,  we  are  told 
fartber :  — 

**  The  Doubt  of  the  truth  thereof  still  increaaath  ex- 
eeedingly  i  and  tiniest  tfaa  King  lakes  some  of  the  Con- 
apiratora,  and  gives  them  out  of  bis  hands  to  the  Town 
and  Ministers  to  bo  trivd  and  eitamini^  for  the  confess- 
iQg  and  clearing  of  the  matter  to  tbem  and  the  people,, 
Upon  the  acatfold  at  their  execution,  a  hard  and  dan^r* 
oos  contempt  will  ame  and  remain  in  the  h4!arts  of  the 
peo|jle,  and  of  great  oaea,  of  him  and  his  draliags  in  this 
matter.  For  it  ia  beguti  to  be  known  that  the  Report 
coming  &om  the  King  dilfers.  'Iliat  the  man  that  should 
have  been  In  the  Chamber  for  lulling  the  King,  should 
be  able,  and  yet  without  heart  or  baud,  should  havs 
aiany  namaa,  and  yet  that  no  snch  man  should  be  tak«n, 
4ir  known  or  judged  to  ba**  (exist). 

In  a  letter  of  a  later  date  (August  I4th)»  we 
have  a  minute  account  of  the  proceedings  tbat 
■ubsequently  took  place  at  the  Cross.  This  Go  wry 
conspiracy  must  have  caused  James  much  humill* 
ation :  — 

**  On  Monday  the  Kinjs;  oame  over  the  water  to  Leith, 
then  be  went  to  the  Lirk»  heard  Mr.  David  Lyndsay 
make  a  pithy  exhortation  to  him  to  do  justice  to  bis  de- 
liverance, and  afterwards  the  King  came  up  to  this 
town  (Edinburgh)  t  and  at  tbo  vnry  Market  Cross  here, 
Mr.  Galloway,  his  Minisier,  making  Declaration  of  the 
matter*  and  tuking  upon  his  soul  and  consdonce  that  it 
was  cmel  murdtsr  inteuded  by  Go  wry  against  the  King, 
Tba  King  then,  in  the  same  place' where  the  Officers 
make  their  Proclamatuina,  ooiLlirroed  what  Mr.  Patrick 
(GmJloway)  had  said,  atid  with  exceeding  wonderful  pro- 
teatatlons  vowed  to  do,  and  to  do  juatice  without  aeUci- 
tation  of  Conrtiera.*' 

We  have,  besides  these  two  letters,  some  far- 
ther account  from  the  same  individual*  In  a 
letter  ^^ecil  of  the  2lat  of  August  be  aayg :  — 

**  Tlic  more  the  King  deal eth  in  this  matlenthe  greater 

doth  the  doubts  rise  with  the  people  what  is  the  troth. 

Mr.   John    Rind,  the  Fedafogne,   has   been  extremely 

ikfa£e4,  i*at  caa^mHh  aotkwg  o£  that  matter  against  the 


Earl  or  his  Brother.  Neither  do  Mr.  Thomas  Cranstoa 
or  George  Cra^ngelt  confess  anything  to  argue 
matter  or  intent  in  the  Earl  (as  I  heard).  These  i\n 
have  protested  the  same  very  deeplj^,  and  that  iu 
torture  make  them  say  otherwise,  it  is  not  true  or  to  be 
tmated.  Already  the 'Hangman  of  this  Town  is  sent  for 
and  gooa  to  the  Sdng,  to  ajteonte  aooia  or  all  of  the&u"

remarkable  story  frotn  a  venerable    friend  who 
was,  rather  more  than  twenty  y^ars  agn,  one  of 
the  principal  membeis  of  my  confrregatlon ;  mhn 
bad  himself  beard  it  from  the  f^entleman  to  whoi 
the  incident  hiippened,  and  who  was  his  bight] 
respected  personal  friend.     Its   substantial  trui 
may,  therefore?,  be  confidently  relied  on ;  while  ij 
remarkable  character  setftos  to  make  it  worthy 
of  preservation  among  "N.  &  Q." 

The  late  Mr.  Simoom,  of  Uarbourne  near  Bir* 
mlngbam,  a   gentleman    largelj^  engaged   in  thfi, 
nait  tradCf  waa  in  tbn  hMt  of  going  several  tim 
a  year  to  London  on  bu^fincsa,  at  a  period  whei 
journevs  to  London  were  far  less  readily  nccom* 
pliBhcd  than  tbuy  are  at  present^  being  lonjs  befoi 
the  introduction  of  railways.      On  one  of  tbi 
occasions  be  was  suddenly  t>ver taken  by  a  beavy^ 
shower  of  rwin,  from  which  be  sought  Aelter  un» 
der  an  archway,  as  he  had  not  any  umbrella  witb 
bijii,  and  was  at  a  considerable  distance  from  an;

Scarcely,  however,  had  Mr.  Simcox  set  eyes 
his  host  than  he  was  struck  with  a  vague  remem^j 
brance  of  having  seen  him  before  i  but  where  t 
in  what  circumstances,  he  found  himself  altogt 
tber  unable  to  call  to  mind.

which  was  carried  on  with  incn'a.'^ijt-  imiiutUri 
spect  and  confidence  i  while,  all  the  rime,  this  re- 
membrance kept  continually  reiurring  (o  Md 
Simcox,  whose  inquiring  glances  at  last  betrays' 
to  his  boat  what  WW  paaabg  in  his  miad.     **  X^i 
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,  Sir,"  said  he,  **  to  look  tt  me  as  though  you  bad 

Wten  me  before/*  Mr*  Simoox  acknowledged  that 
hifl  host  wa?  right  in  his  conjccturea,  but  coq- 
fassed  1'  intbility  to  recal  the  occasion, 

**  You  Slr»**  replied  the  old  gentleman  j 

**  ftnd  ir  voa  wtii  pledge  jour  word  as  a  man  of 
hooKur  to  keep  my  secret,  and  not  to  disclose  to  any 
one  what  I  am  now  going  to  tell  you  until  you  have 
$e&n  the  notice  of  my  death  in  the  London  pnpen, 
I  have  no  objection  to  remind  you  where  and  how 
jOtt  have  Itnown  me. 

"  In  St,  James's  Park,  near  Spring  Gardens,  you 
may  pass  every  day  an  old  man  who  sweeps  a  erosa- 
ing  there,  and  wh<(^e  be^rging  is  attended  by  tliia 
atrange  peculiarity;  that  whatever  be  the  amount 
of  the  alms  bestowed  on  him  he  will  retain  only  a 
hftlff^nny,  and  will  scrupulously  return  to  the 
donor  all  the  rest*  Such  an  unusual  proceeding 
Dtturatly  excites  the  curiosity  of  those  who  bear 
of  It ;  and  iiny  one  who  has  himself  made  the  cx- 
perimenti  when  he  hflppeiis  to  be  %valking  by  with 
a  friend,  is  almost  sure  to  say  to  him,  '  Do  you  see 
that  old  fellow  there?  He  ia  the  strangest  beg* 
gar  you  ever  saw  in  your  life.  If  you  give  hi  in 
sixpence  he  will  be  sure  to  give  you  five  pence  half- 
penny back  a^ain/  Of  course  hh  friend  mfikes 
the  experiment^  which  turns  out  as  predicted ;  find, 
aa  crowds  of  people  are  continually  passing,  there 
are  numbers  of  persons  evtry  day  who  make  the 
same  trial;  and  thus  the  old  man  gets  many  a  half- 
penny from  the  curiosity  of  the  pasi^ers-by,  in  ad* 
oition  to  what  he  obtains  from  tnetr  compassion* 

^I,  Sir,'*  continued  the  old  genilemaUf  *'am  that 
beggar.  Many  years  ago  I  first  bit  upon  this  ex- 
|>edient  for  the  relief  of  my  then  pressing  necessi* 
ties  ;  for  I  was  at  that  time  utterly  destitute ;  but 
finding  the  scheme  answer  beyond  my  expecta- 
tionSf  1  wt«  induced  to  carry  it  on  until  I  had  at 
Uat,  with  the  aid  of  profitable  investmenrs,  realised 
a  handsome  fortune,  enabling  me  to  live  in  the 
comfort  in  which  you  find  me  this  day.  And 
DOW,  Sir,  such  is  the  force  of  habit,  thai  though  I 
am  no  longer  under  any  necessity  for  ctmtinuing 
this  plan,  I  find  myself  quite  unable  to  give  it  up  j 
and  accordingly  every  morning  I  leave  home,  ap- 
parently for  business  purpose»,  and  go  to  a  room 
where  1  put  on  my  old  beggar's  clothes,  and  con- 
tinue sweeping  my  crossing  in  the  park  till  a 
certain  hour  in  the  afiernoon,  when  I  go  back  to 
my  room,  resume  my  usual  dre^s,  and  return  s 
home  in  time  for  dinner  as  you  see  mo  this  dtiy." 

Mr.  Simcox,  as  a  gentleman  and  a  miin  of 
honour,  scrunidouslv  fulfilled  his  pledge;  but  hav- 
ing seen  in  tne  London  papers  the  aiinouncement 
oi  the  bejrgar's  death,  he  then  communicated  this 
•tran;^e  story  to  my  friend.  Whether  h6  men- 
tioned bis  name  or  not,  I  cannot  tell;  but  I  do  not 
remember  ever  to  have  lieard  it,  nor  did  I  feel 
at  liberty  to  ask  for  it.  The  friend  from  whom  I 
heard  thia  narrativa  died  in  1838,  and  from  hii 


manner  of  relating  the  incident  I  should  infer  that 
it  had  probubly  token  place  some  twenty  or  thirtj 
years  before. 

^  Aa  the  interest  of  this  narrative  altogether  ooq* 
sists   in  its   being   a  statement  of  fact^   thougli  • 
strange  as  any  fiction,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  au- 
thenticate it  urith  my  name  and  address.

As  many  of  your  readers  will  be  doubtless  In- 
terested in  all  that  relates  to  the  city  of  Pompeii, 
I  venture  to  send  you  a  few  notes  descriptive  of

Now  what  are  these  Graffiti  ?  Street  8crih» 
blin$(s  found  rudely  traced  in  charcoal  or  red 
chalky  or  scratched  with  a  8t;ylus  in  the  piaster  of 
the  walls  or  pillari  in  the  public  pluees  of  the  city. 
A  Londoner  whose  memory  is  well  stored  with 
whitewash  of  this  kind,  who  can  recall  the  gallant 
fleet  which  sailed  down  of  aforetime  the  long  brick 
wall  of  Kew  Gardens,  who  remembers  the  pressing 
appeals  madu  to  him  to  secure  his  fortune  by 
**Go  to  Byshs  Lucky  Ckirner,'*  who  can  revive  the 
moral  injunctions  which  met  him  on  all  sides  of 
*'Try  Warren's"  or  "Buy  Day  and  MiTtin's 
Blacking"  whose  patriotism  was  stirred  by  ''  Vote 
for  Liljerty  and  Sir  Francis  Burdett,"  or  whoso 
humanity  was  awakened  by  **  an  appeal  on  behalf 
of  Buggins  and  bis  six  small  children,"  may  per* 
hapfi  smile  at  a  work  which  has  exhumed  in  some 
respects  not  very  dissirailur  whitewash,  although 
generally  of  a  higher  dmracter,  and  of  which  the 
"  scribble  "  is  aceompaniad  by  a  learned  dis^serta- 
ticMi,  But  constituted  as  man  is,  he  has  ever  an 
interest  in  all  that  illustrates  the  social  history  of 
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throu<;li  knowledge — with  the  future  throu{;1i 
faith.  Ft  is  a  form  of  that  belief  in  the  eternity  of 
beinf;  whi<'h  lies  in  the  inward  recesses  of  the 
8ouI.  It  U  this  wliich  iini>els  men  to  travel,  which 
leads  to  tin*  exploration  of  the  vestiged  of  anti- 
quity, which  makes  the  graves  to  irive  up  their 
(lend,  whether  it  Vic  the  rude  tomb  of  a  Saxon 
chief,  or  the  city  of  Tompeii  reiovered  and  bared 
to  the  «*l:iriiih  eye  of  day,  by  the  continuous  la- 
bours of  the  mo:<t  eminent  archa!olo^i:»t9. 

In  this  res|>cct,  in  relation  also  to  the  early 
perioil  of  Western  civilisation  in  n  form  whethirr 
as  rerrards  reli^itm,  laws,  nianufrs,  and  customs 
now  utterly  p:iSMMi  away,  the  ruins  of  Ilercula- 
neum  and  PonifHiii  possess  an  interest  superior  to 
all  others.  The  ruins  of  the  East,  of  K«rypt, 
Greece,  and  It:dy  are  ]»ortions  of  a  whole,  the 
fragtnents  of  suo('us«ive  a^es  of  continuous  Uiental 
development ;  l)Ut  the  remains  of  Pompeii  niav  lie 
ccmsidered  un  the  i)i>rfect  monument  of  a  city  which 
went  down  into  the  grave  whilst  the  sound  of  re- 
velry was  in  its  streets,  and  the  pulsi*  of,  life  was 
thick  beating  in  its  veins.  Here  socifty  presents 
itself  as  it  lived  and  moved  and  had  its  bein^. 
Kniiw]etl;Ze,  arts,  public  pursuits,  social  customs 
and  ninnncrs,  general  depravity  and  moral  aspects, 
the  inilividuul  and  the  general,  here  alike  are 
shown  in  the  deep  shadows  of  a  once  bright  day. 
These  street  scribblinj;s  then  p<>sse6S  much  in- 
terest. Graffiti,  as  may  be  rea«lily  supposed,  are 
of  great  antiquity.  They  are  f<iund  among  the 
ruins  of  K^ypt  from  the  days  of  the  Ptolemies  to 
those  of  Victoria  :  in  the  iieninsula  of  Sinai,  amid 
the  ruins  of  Greece  and  Italy.  Aristophanes, 
Lucian,  Plantus  nnd  I'ropertius  allude  to  them. 
In  the  city  of  Kome  the  elo(|uence  of  walls  was 
very  iM)werful.  It  aided  the  Agrarian  I^aws  of 
Tiberius  Gracchus,  as  it  would  now  the  Man- 
chester platform  of  John  Bright.  Sometimes  they 
are  qu(Jtrttions  from  Ovid,  but  there  are  none  from 
Horace.  This  is  natural.  Ovid  presented  to  the 
Pompcian  the  reflex  subjectivity  of  his  own 
thought;  Horace  charms  by  a  severe  style;  the 
first  is  the  jioet  of  sensuous  feeling,  the  latter  of 
cultivated  intellect.  The  oldest  Latin  MS.  per- 
haps in  existence  is  a  scribble  which  carries  us 
back  in  imagination  from  the  present  to  a.d.  18, 

**TI  CAB8ARB  TBBTIO  QBRMAXICO  CARSAB.  ITEB. 
COS." 

Next  an  advertisement  for  a  game  of  rackets 
to  be  played.  Inscriptions  which  reconl  the 
badge  of  slavery  by  their  own  grammaticd  forms. 
An  appeal  to  the  Pilicrepi  or  ball  players  to  vote 
for  Ferinus  at  the  next  election  of  municipal  offi- 
ccrit.  A  legal  threat  ?  **  Somius  threatens  Cor- 
nelius with  an  action  the  day  after  tomorrow.** 
These  wonls  were  probably  scrawled  by  some 
•lave  on  the  stucco  while  the  lawyen  of  Pompeii 
were  engaged  in  pleading. 

Then  loraiw  of  poetry,  doggrel  venesi  notices  of 


A  spot  visited.  A  name,  with  the  intimation  the 
owner  was  a  thief.  Verses  in  praise  of  a  mistress. 
Notice  of  lost  property,  and  rewards  for  its  re- 
covery. Philosophical  a^iophthegms.  School- 
boys* scrawls,  to  aid  perhaps  the  recital  of  the 
morning  lesson,  and  first  lines  in  penmanship. 
|janip<K)n8,  caricatures,  and  indications  of  the 
mii^t  morbid,  disgusting,  lascivious  ribaldry. 
Others  are  of  higher  pretension,  as  attempts  to 
fMirixly  the  pomTKHis  style  of  epistolary  dispatches. 
"Pyrrhus,  C.  Ilcio  conlcgse  salutem.  Aloleste 
fero  quiKl  audivi  te  mortuam  ;  i tactile  Vale."  Dr. 
Wonlsworth  adds,  )>.  71.,  an  effusion  of  raillery 
somewhat  similar  is  the  fdllitwing:  it  is  a  slaves 
character:  '*  Cosmus  nequitia*  est  magnussiroK.** 
The  new  su|}erlative,  "  magiiussiinir,*'  coined  for 
the  (H'casion,  may  remind  you  of  the  story  of  bis 
eminence  Cardinal  York,  who  was  in  itably  tena- 
cious of  his  royal  dignity,  and  when  asked  at  din- 
ner in  too  familiar  a  style,  as  he  thought,  whether 
he  could  taste  a  particular  viand,  replied,  **  Non 
ne  voglio,  jierche  il  Ke  niio  padre,  non  ne  ha 
mangiato  mai,  e  la  Hegina  mi  a  mad  re  raaiissimo.** 
To  this  may  })C  added  lists  of  champions  in  the 
arena,  eniimernting  their  victories. 

It  may  be  doubtful  whether  literature  and  art 
have  lost  much  by  the  destruction  of  Pompeii. 
Extremi^s  meet ;  the  highest  point  of  wealthy  civi- 
lisation touches  u]>on  the  extreme  of  intellectual 
debasement.  We  may  have  lost  some  great  me- 
morials of  art,  of  an  imaginative  and  graceful  form 
of  decoration,  the  reflection  of  the  happy  sensuous- 
ness  of  an  Italian  people  living  beneath  the  influence 
of  a  joyous  skv,  and  a  philosophy  which  taught  in 
strains  of  the  highest  poetry  tfiat  man  should  pre- 
fer the  present  to  the  future,  the  actual  to  a 
possible  ideal, — omit  to  think  of  the  morrow,  and 
seize  with  ecsta<«y  the  brimming  cup  of  pleasure 
which  the  Day  presented  to  his  Tips — but  nothing 
which  could  teach  nations  how  to  live,  could  add 
an  invention  to  promote  social  happiness,  or  a 
virtue  which  could  stimulate  as  example,  ha.^ 
perished  beneath  the  ashes  of  this  Citt  of  tiir 
PuiiN.  S.  H. 


A  DIFFICULT  PROBLEM  SOLVED  DURING

I  In  his  VoUumia^azijn  voor  Burger  en  Boer  (vol. 
ii.  p.  27.),  the  Kev.  J.  de  Liefde  relates  a  re- 
markable case  of  somnambulism :  and,  though  it  is 
the  first  time  I  have  seen  it  in  print,  I  can  very  well 
remember  t^at  my  father  ofWn  told  me  the  same.

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Uetom  of  Professor  vao  Swimlen.*  Now  it  happened 
that  oocfl  a  banking- booM  lisd  given  the  Frofeasor  a 
question  to  resolvei  which  mqaired  a  difficult  and  prolix 
calculation.  And  often  already  had  the  malhemfttlciaa 
tried  to  find  out  the  problem,  but  aSp  to  utTect  this,  some 
sheeta  of  paper  bad  to  be  covered  with  ciphers,  the  learned 
man,  at  each  trial,  had  made  a  mistake,  Thua,  not  to 
overfatifru^  himaelf,  he  commanicated  the  puzxle  to  ten 
of  his  atudentt,  me  amongst  the  oomber.  luad  begged  ua 
to  attempt  it«  unravelling  at  home.  My  ambition  did 
not  allow  me  any  dcUy.  I  set  to  work  the  same  evening, 
but  without  KQccess.  Another  evening  was  sacrificed  to 
my  undertaking,  but  again  fruillesflly.  At  ]&at  I  t>QQt 
myaeifover  my  Giphera»  a  third  evening.  It  was  winter, 
and  I  calculated  to  half  post  one  in  the  morning  .  ...  all 
to  DO  purpose  I  The  product  was  erroneoua.  Low  tt 
heart,  I  threw  down  my  peacil»  which  already,  that  time, 
bad  beriphered  three  siateis.  I  hesitated  whether  I 
would  toil  the  night  through  and  begin  mv  calculation 
anew,  as  1  knew  that  the  Profeseor  wantetl  an  answer 
the  very  same  tnorning.  Bat  lot  my  candle  was  alreatly 
burning  In  the  iocketi  and,  alas  I  the jpersonB  with  whom 
I  lived  had  long  ago  gone  to  resL  Thus  1  also  went  to 
bed.  my  head  filled  with  ciphers,  and,  tired  of  mind,  I  fell 
asleep.  In  the  morning  I  awoke  jyst  early  enough  to 
dress  and  prepare  myself  to  go  to  Ibe  lecture.  1  was 
vexed  at  heait,  not  to  have  been  able  to  solvu  the  ques- 
tion, and  at  having  to  disappoint  my  teacher.  But,  O 
wonder!  as  I  approach  my  writing-table,  t  find  on  it  a 
paper,  with  ciphers  of  my  own  hand,  and,  think  of  my 
astonishment!  the  wbolii  problem  on  it,  sulv&d  quite 
aright  and  without  a  single  bluitder.  I  wanted  to  Sfik 
my  kotpita  whether  any  one  bad  been  in  mv  room,  but 
was  stopped  by  my  own  writing.  Afterwanjs  I  told  her 
what  had  occurred,  and  she  herself  wondered  it  the

MS.  POEMS  BY  BCRNa 

Ilaving  lately  purchased  a  volume  of  Bumi* 
PoeiRf,  dated  Edinburgh,  April,  1787,  being  tht 
3rd  eilition,  I  was  surprised  to  find  when  I  gui  il 
home  that  at  the  end  of  the  volume  were  sevenl 
pieces  in  manuscript  writing,  which  I  presume  were 
pieces  that  the  poet  had  composed  shortly  after 
the  volume  was  printed :  several  blank  pages  had 
evidently  been  mserted  for  the  jpur pose  of  bmag 
written  on  when  it  was  bound.  Could  any  of  jour 
numerous  correspondents  give  any  information  wh^ 
ther  the  handwriting  is  by  Burns,  or  whose  hand- 
writing  ?  if  not  his,  whether  it  is  any  member  af 
the  fumily  ?  It  is  printed  by  Strahan,  Cadell,  k 
Creech,  Kdinburgh,  and  has  the  whole  of  tbt 
original  subscribers*  names  inserted  with  the  num* 
ber  of  copies,  nlpliubetically  arranged,  beffinning 
with  the  ''Caledonian  Hunt,  100  copies,**  &c.,  fto. 
The  number  of  pieces  in  writing  is  thirteen — five 
are  evidently  in  tlie  handwriting  of  a  femil6L 
Now  Cunningham  says,  in  his  edition,  that  tha 
Epistle  to  Captain  Grone^  which  is  in  this  vobmm 
in  manuscript,  dated  22nd  July,  1700,  waa  not  in 
print  before  180-:  it  is  de<licated  to  A.  Da  Cat* 
dimnvl,  who  was  an  antiquary.  I  should  Jika  lo 
know  more  about  the  man,  as  ray  volume  has  abo 
the  arms  of  Mansf*  S.  de  Cnrdownd  Lawson, 
with  the  motto,  "  Rise  and  shine,**  pasted  in  the 
inside:  although  Cunningham  does  say  that  it 
was  known  to  exist  in  manuscript  before  thai 
date,  vie.

147^  an  extract  w  ijiven  from  a  MS.  of  John 
Stowe,  wliich  states  thai  "Seven  Baieh  of  Baize 
biMl  been  aent  into  Chrbt'e  Ilospiial,  and  that  as 
tniny  more  would  have  been  sent,  but  for  the 
late  iiit<»rruption  of  Joseeljn  Briznan^  and  his 
un  la  IT  All  jupporiera  of  Casrie  Bajnard  Ward/' 
Tiiia  was  in  Julj,  1585,  Thi«  Jo«cel]?n  Briznan 
was  a  retailer  of  ale,  called  at  that  date  **a 
Tipler/'  and  the  Baiee  which  he  was  required  to 
send  to  CHrUt'a  Ho«pital«  waa  exacted  from  him 
as  a  6ne  for  trenpafiiei  which  be  had  commttled 
in  followlnEf  I  hat  bustnesa.

16,  1858,  p.  258, 1  in  an  enumeration  of  copper

)i»h  game  of  Prisoner**  Base  or  Prison  Bars,  as 
deatTtbed  by  Slrutt  at  p.  78.  of  hia  Sports  and 
Poxtimes;  but  because  1  wish  to  be  informed, 
through  the  medium  of  your  pajjea,  what  particu- 
lar intereat  the  town  of  Boston  had  with  thia  game, 
aa  intioiated  by  Mr.  Skinner;  he  waa  a  Linooln- 
shire  roan,  and  moat  probably  bad  aorne  reason  for 
what  he  has  said*  Narea  gi  vea  Base^  Priion  Base,  or 
Prison  Bars^  and  shows  that  it  was  used  by  Mar- 
low,  Sbakapeare,  Chapman,  and  others.

I  am  very  anxious  to  know  Skinner^s  and  Bailey's 
authority  for  this  ascription. 

I  cannot  make  any  satisfactory  Bolutton  of  the 
Bazels  of  Baize  quoted  by  Malcolm  from  John 
Stowe*a  Ms,,  untesis  the  former  baa  made  an  error 
in  copying  from  the  MS.,  and  thnt  the  expression 
onght  to  read  Bacins  of  Baize  or  Baa$e.  Bamn 
is  the  old  name  for  a  small  fagot  of  brushwood  or 
other  light  material ;  see  Bailey,  Narea,  &c. ;  and 
dried  rushes  are  called  basse  or  hass  in  the  northern 
cotinties  of  England.  See  Cowell  and  other  au- 
thorities on  tbe  subject.    These  ^itmis  of  baise  or 


basse  might  be  useful  at  Chrin4*a  Church  to  strew 
the  doors  with  when  rushes  were  used  for  that 
purpose ;  but  how  the  providing  them  became  a 
suitable  penalty  to  be  paid  by  the  law-breaking 
"  Tipler  "  I  am  quite  unable  to  discover-  1  ask 
the  readers  and  correspondents  of  *'N.  k  Q.*'  to 
assist  me. 

The  Bayse-maker  who  issued  the  copper  token 
alluded  to  by  Chambers,  was  probably  a  manufac- 
turer of  the  coarse  woollen  cloth  with  a  long  nap, 
still  known  as  haise^  and  formerly  known  as  haizey 
bays,  or  bayze.  Bailey  says  **  BaiaOi  coarse  cloth 
OP  frieae  of  Baia,  a  city  of  Naples ;  or  of  Colebw* 
ter,  &c.,  in  England/' 

If  I  be  right  in  my  conjectures,  the  word  bakt 
and  its  variationi  bayse  and  hayze^  as  given  by 
Malcolm,  Chambers,  and  Skinner*  meant  respec- 
tively—  dried  rushes,  coarse  woollen-clotb,  and 
the  game  of  Prison  Base,  I  shall  be  glad  to  re- 
ceive either  corroboration  or  correction  of  my 
coEJeclurea.

Landslips  at  Folkstonb. — The  cliff  at  Folk- 
stone  baa  been  subject  to  a  recurrence  at  distant 
periods  of  sudden  descents  in  Tast  and  very  ex- 
tensive masses. 

The  first  we  have  particular  mention  of  is  in 
the  PhiloMophicnl  TraiuadionM^  vol.  xxiz.  p.  469. 
by  the  Rev.  John  8ackette,  giving  an  aceount  of  a 
very  uncommon  sinking  of  the  earth  near  Folk- 
stone  in  Kent;  and  also  of  the  Roifol  Society*s 
TrofuacHona  by  the  Rev.  John  Lyon,  vol.  Ixxvi. 
p.  200.,  giving  an  account  of  a  subsidence  of  the 
ground  near  Folkstone,  on  the  coast  of  Kent  In 
Uie  present  century  we  have  to  notice  three  such 
occurrences.  There  was  a  descent  on  Sunday, 
March  8,  1801,  which  for  magnitude  was  the 
largest  and  most  extensive  of  any  which  have 
taken  place.  Not  to  encroach  upon  your  space 
with  details  of  this  event,  it  will  suflice  to  refin: 
your  readers  to  the  Aninud  BegitUr  for  1801 
{ChrmMe^  pp.  7.  and  8.).  In  enumerating  the 
second  decline  of  surface  of  thediffin  MajTt  1806, 
it  will  alio  be  sufficient  to  point  to  a  canons  ao- 
oonnt  of  it  in  the  OentUmaiCi  MMgpgim^  toI.

—  A  few  days  ago  a  person 
was  brought  for  interment  to  the  church  here, 
who  cftme  from  a  place  pronounced  *'  Fafelty 
Clougbi"  a  district  within  a  raile  hence.

Stajl£S  faster bd  togbtber  with  Leaj>  as  a 
DsrEifCE.  —  Bede,  in  his  Scclesm^tical  History 
(lib.  i.  cap»  2.),  describes  the  victory  by  Cassar 
over  the  Britons,  and  his  pursuit  of  them  to  the 
Hiver  Tlu&mes ;  and  goes  on  to  say  :  —

EXTEAOBDIWART  CU8T0M  AT  A  WeX>I>IWO, — The 

author  of  the  paper  on  **  Marriage  in  Low  Life/* 
in  Chamberis  Journal  f  voL  xii.  p.  397,),  says  that 
persons  have  been  known  to  come^  at  Easter  time, 
into  a  certain  church  on  the  eastern  borders  of 
London,  with  long  sticks,  to  the  ends  of  which 
irere  fastened  pieces  of  aweet-stull*;  of  which  ih« 


clerkf  on  going  to  request  them  to  lay  down  their 
staves  before  coming  into  the  chancel,  was  re- 
quested to  partake.  In  what  church  has  this  ex* 
tra ordinary  practice  ever  been  witnessed  ?  It  is 
the  carrying  out  with  a  vengeance  of  the  Greek  ♦ 
custom  of  sweetmeats  being  poured  over  the 
heads  of  newly-married  couples.  I  can  find  no 
reference  in  Brand.  P.  J,  F*  Gantillon. 

Sepulchral  Slabs  and  CaossEs,  —  The  fol- 
lowing sentence  will  be  found  at  p.  29.  of  the  Rev. 
Edward  L.  Cutts'  Manual  for  the  Study  of  the 
Sepulchred  Slabs  and  CroMsea : — 

*^  In  the  case  of  a  layraon,  the  foot  of  th«  cross  ts  laid 
towards  the  east;  id  Itist  of  an  ecclcBiastic  towards  tha 
we-Hi  i  for  a  layman  waa  huried  willli  hit  face  to  the  altar* 
a  cleric  ivith  hb  face  to  the  people.  This  rule,  however* 
was  not  Invariably  observed." 

Unfortunately  for  those  interested  in  tbe  sub- 
ject there  are  no  references  to  the  localities  of 
existing  examples  ;  but  which  it  is  probable  some 
of  your  readers  will  obligingly  supply. 

In  continuation,  it  is  very  desirable  to  know  if 
inscriptions  were  included  in  the  same  distinction^ 
and  consequently  were  obSiujed  to  be  read  stand- 
ing with  the  face  towards  the  east*  The  latter 
question  is  suggested  by  the  desire  to  forward  an 
example  bearing  Qvcry  evidence  of  being  origin- 
ally  placed  in  tbe  position  it  now  occupies.

There  is, 
however,  one  detail  which  leads  me  to  imagine 
that  the  print  is  n  copy  —  the  kinjr's  l*'ft  hand  is 
here  upon  his  breast,  and  his  right  hand  hohls  the 
crown  of  thorns.  This  change  would  easily  occur 
in  producing;  an  en<rraving,  but  I  tlo  not  see  how 
it  would  be  at  all  likely  in  copying  a  painting,  or 
a  print. 

whether  this  interesting  picture  is  still  in  St. 
Botolph*B  church,  I  am  not  aware;  but  in  the 
third  volume  of  London  and  Middlesex,  1815  fp. 
153.),  the  Rev.  J.  Nightingale  says :  •'  On  tne 
wall  of  tho  stairs,  leading  to  the  north  gallery,  is  a 
fine  old  picture  of  King  Charles  I.,  emblematically 
describing  his  suflerings.'*  At  that  period  this 
painting  must  have  been  in  the  church  greater 
part  of  a  century,  and  it  was  probably  brought 
from  the  old  building,  which  was  removed  about 
1725  to  moko  way  for  the  present  structure.

The  Indies  to  whom  Notsa  referred  in  reply  to 
my  Query,  were  not  descended  from  the  same 
branch  of  the  Pole  family,  and  could  render  mo 
no  assistance.  I  write  now  to  give  all  the  inform- 
ation I  can,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  lead  to  more. 
Anne  Pole  waa  apparently  tbe  youn^at  daughter 
and  eleventh  child  of  8ir  "  Geffrye  Poole'*  (as  he 
wrote  bis  own  name  on  tbe  walls  of  the  Beau- 
champ  tower  rn  1.562)»  the  brother  of  Cardinal^ 
and  second   son  of  ^^t:  ^w?mcc?»l^^^^*-^''^;^ 
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Hildenham,  agi'ee  in  making  her  the  wife  or  se- 
cond wife  of  Thomas  Uildershain  of  Stechworth, 
Cambridge,  though  the  name  of  the  pl*cc  ia  very 
▼ariouslj  spelled.  The  arms  of  this  Thomas  Hil- 
dersham  were— sable,  a  chevron  between  three 
crosses  patonce,  or.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Hildersham  (married,  1.  Miss  Hewston  of  Swaff- 
ham,  and  2.  Margaret  Ilarleston  of  Essex),  and 
grandson  of  Richard  Hildersham  (married  Miss 
Katclifie  of  Stechworth),  and  great  grandson  of 
Thomas  Hildersham  of  Ely.  (Harleian  MSS., 
1534.  fol.  121.  or  122.;  1449.  fol.  27  b.;  1103. 
fol.  22  6.,  &c.).  He  had  also  two  brothers:  1. 
Richard,  who  removed  to  Moulton,  in  Suffolk, 
where  he  died  (30lh  Julv,  1573) ;  he  adopted 
three  einquefoiU  in  lieu  of  the  crouee  patonce  in  his 
arms;  and  his  will  was  proved  at  London,  11th 
Feb.  1573-4;  and  2.  William,  who  died  at  Cam- 
bridge, leaving  a  nuncupative  will,  proved  at 
London,  7th  June,  15S^.  hy  Anne  P(>le  he  hail 
the  well-known  Arthur  Hildersham  (''N.  &  Q.'* 
2^  8.  viii.  474.),  born  Gth  Oct.  1563,  at  Stech- 
worth ;  married,  5th  Jan.  1590,  to  Anne  Barfoot 
of  Lumbom  Hall,  Essex,  who  survived  him  ten 
vears;  died  4th  March,  1G31,  leaving,  as  appears 
br  his  will  (proved  at  Leicester,  7th  Mav,  1632), 
three  sons :  Samuel,  Timothy,  and  one  between, 
name  unknown ;  and  one  daughter,  JSara  Lum- 
mas  or  Loniax.  In  this  will  he  mentions  his  bro- 
ther Richard,  but  whether  by  whole  or  half-blood 
does  not  appear.  Lady  Pole,  relict  of  Sir  Geof- 
frey, left  a  will,  proved  in  London  20tli  Sept 
1570,  in  which  she  mentioned  all  her  children 
known  to  be  living  at  the  time,  except  Anne. 
But  we  have  reason  to  suppose  from  Chirke^s  Life 
of  Arthur  Hildersham,  annexed  to  his  Martyro' 
hgy^  that  she,  as  well  as  her  husband,  was  alive 
when  Arthur  was  at  College,  which  could  not  be 
earlier  than  1578,  as  they  then  cast  him  off  on 
account  of  his  change  of  religion.  Moreover  they 
must  still  have  been  in  reliition  with  the  Pole 
family;  as  Thomas,  his  father,  had  intended  to 
set  him  forward  by  the  interest  of  the  Canlinal. 
From  this  time  all  trace  is  lust  of  Thomas  Hilder- 
sham and  Anne  Pole.  Information  is  recjuired  as 
to  when  and  where  they  were  born,  married,  died, 
or  had  their  wills  proved;  as  to  the  name  of 
Thomas*s  first  wife  or  Anne*s  second  husband,  and 
as  to  their  other  children  by  this  or  other  mar- 
riages. The  registers  of  Stechworth  begin  in  1666, 
a  century  too  late,  and  contain  no  trace  of  the 
Hildershams.  Those  at  Moulton  contain  the 
births  of  the  second  family  and  the  death  of  Ri- 
chard Hildersham,  all  under  the  name  of  Elder* 
9am.  There  is,  however,  an  old  MS.  note  in  the 
fly-leaf  of  my  copy  of  Arthur  Hildersham*s  Ser- 
mons on  the  51st  Psalm,  which  has  been  altered 
by  a  second  hand.  The  words  inserted  by  the 
•econd  writer  are  added  in  brackets,  and  those 
omitted  are  itelidied  iu  U19  ibUowing  copy: —

Tbta  Act,  which  at  first  was  temporary^  was 
continued  by  3  Car.

THE  "T£  DEUM"  INTERPOLATED? 
(2*^  S.  vlll.  352.) 

What  is  the  "  qffensiveufiis  "  of  the  three  ver- 
sicles  in  the  **  Te  Deum '*  (11  —  13),  ♦*  enumer* 
ating  the  Three  Persona  of  the  Trinity  '*  ?  Sup- 
posing the  "  Te  Deum "  to  have  been  written, 
according  to  the  current  tradirion,  when  an  emi- 
nent Father  of  the  Church  wbs  bnptized,  the 
same  threefold  enumeration  would  drmbtless  take 
place  in  the  baptismal  formula,  as  enjoined  by  ' 
our  Lord  himself  (Matt,  xxvtii.  19.).  What  of' 
fencey  then.  It  it  appeared  simultaneously  in  a 
hymn  composed  on  the  occasion  ? 

On  examining  the  text  of  the  **  Te  Denrai**  aa 
it  exists  in  the  oldest  records,  we  find  no  shadow 
of  a  pretext  for  supposing  that  the  three  versicles 
in  question  *^  are  interpolated."  The  Latin  text, 
which  is  unquestionably  *he  oldest,  has  them;  so 
hws  the  old  German  or  Teutonic,  into  which  the 
**  Te  Deum  "  was  rendered  in  the  early  part  of 
the  ninth  century  (**  seculi  IX  initio  in  Theotis- 
cam  linguam  conversus^') ;  in  fact,  no  old  version 
is  without  them.  Even  Samellr,  of  all  conjectural 
critics  apparently  the  most  slashing  and  crotchety, 
who  would  fain  omit  versictes  2 — 10.,  leaves  vv* 
11 — IS  intact.  According  to  his  suggestion  the 
versicles  would  run  thus:  1,  11,  12,  13,  &c. ;  not 
that  there  seems  to  be  the  least  pretence  for  thi« 
omission,  any  more  than  for  that  of  vv.  11 — 13. 

Any  attempt  to  infer  the  interpolation  of  the 
three  versicles  from  the  supposed  ^'^^tequencc  of  the 
hyirm,*^  (first  tbe  even  versicles  answering  the 
odd,  and  afterwards  the  odd  answering  the  even), 
must  b-e  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt.  That  the 
**  Te  Deum  '*  was  originally  divided  as  it  is  now, 
there  seems  great  reason  for  doubting.  Its  pre- 
sent number  of  versicles  is  29.  But  in  the  Teu- 
tonic version,  already  referred  to,  the  whole  2© 
make  only  16  diaiinct  portions^  thus:  —  T,  2;  3, 
4;  5,  6;  7—9;  10^13;  14—16;  17;  18,  19; 
20  ;  21  ;  22,  23  ;  24,  25  i  26  \  27;  28  ;  29.  Again  ^ 
three  versicles  of  the  hymn  as  it  now  stands,  4-*6, 
are  but  an  expansion  of  a  single  verse  of  Isaiah 
(vi.  3.).  Little  can  be  inferred,  then,  from  the 
sequence  or  correspondence  of  the  versicles,  as  we 
now  have  them  in  their  separate  state. 

We  are  thus  led  to  ask  the  question,  What  can 
have  first  suggeated  the  idea  of  an  interpolated 
'*  Te  Deum  "  i*  Can  it  by  any  possibility  be  Bona^ 
ventura^s  astounding  parody  ?  'There,  the  **  I'e

that  An^hiern  having  formerly  had  the  rank  of  a 
city,  and  having  lost  that  rank,  Lodovico  Stbrza 
restored  it  by  two  very  ample  charters.

*  Factor  for  news  for  all  the  shires  of  England.  I  do 
write  my  thonsand  letters  aweek  ordinary,  aoinetimeione 
tbonsand  two  hundred,  and  maintain  the  businem  at 
aome  charge^  both  to  hold  up  m^'  reputation  with  mine 
own  ministers  in  town,  and  my  fnendi  oT  correspondence 
in  the  country.  I  have  friends  of  all  ranka  and  of  all 
rsligiona,  for  which  1  keep  an  answerinfp  catalone  of 
deepatch.  wherein  I  have  my  Puritan  news,  my  r  rotes - 
tant  news,  and  my  Pontifical  News." 

Twenty-five  years  subscnucntly  to  this  Masqu<», 
Burly  Ben,  in  his  Staple  o/Newt  (actcil  in  1625), 
clearly  notes  the  transition  from  the  written  to 
the  printefl  news*psper  when  he  dcprecatingly 
«ays  of  the  pamphlets  of  news  published  and  sent 
out  every  Satunlay,  tliat  it  is  "  maile  all  at  home, 
no  syllable  of  truth  in  them ;  than  which  tlicre 
cannot  bo  a  greater  disease  in  nature,  or  a  fouler 
«eom  put  u|Kin  the  times.'*

In  explanation  of  this  etymology  it  ahoold  bi 
borne  in  mind  that  the  hawker,  who  ia  now  aaellcr, 
was  formerly  a  buyer ;  he  bought  np  articlea,  aad 
io  raised  their  price  in  the  market.  Hence  Skia- 
ner's  allusion  to  the  predaceona  hftbita  of  the 
hawk. 

The  hawker*8  habit  of  going  aboat  from  plaee 
to  place,  and  rambling  backwarda  and  forwardit 
^  hue  illuc,**  is  also  a  puint  of  correspondence  wiA 
the  habits  of  the  hawk  kind.  Some  hawka  aail  b 
perpetual  circles ;  the  Blue  Hawk  or  Hen  Harm 
**  has  been  seen  to  examine  a  large  wheat  etnbbk 
thoroughly,  crossing  it  in  various  direetiona,  Ar 
many  days  in  succession.**  (Yarrell,  British  BirA, 
1856,  i.

Tlic  Yu-lin  is  compiled 
im  eleven  rtcueih  of  similes  or  comparisons,  the  titles 
which  are  enumerated  by  M.  Julien ;  it  is  an  extremely 
ftluable  production,  if  we  either  examine  its  intrinsic 
|uaiitics  or  compare  it  with  analogous  works  of  Greek  or 
^tin  origin.  We  can  only  hope  that  the  learned  trans- 
lator will  be  induced  to  proceed  with  bis  undertakings  and 
^to  give  us  his  promii^ed  version  of  the  Fa-yoMen'tchou'im, 
alto  another  volume  of  Chinese  fibles.  By  way  of 
to  the  Indian  AvaJdnas^  which  make  up  the 
part  of  the  work,  K.  Juli«n  has  added  a  few 
purely  Chinese  by  origin,  nod  these  are  not  the  less 
feature  io  the  series.

It  is  won  known  that,  about  the  year  220  of  our  era, 
when  tho  Bin  dynasty  became  extinct  with  the  emperair 
Hien-y,  China  was  divided  into  three  kingdoms,  Cho,  Wei, 
and  Won,  *  Under  the  reign  of  Hieo-ti  livad  a  remarkablo 
man,  Tong-tcho^  who  from  the  rank  of  a  general  quickly 
rose  to  become  prime  minister.  Then,  earned  away  by  his 
ambition,  he  rebelled  against  his  master,  detlironed'hiiDf 
usurped  the  title  of  Govemor-genemi  of  the  empire^  and, 
after  a  long  series  of  atrocttiea,  would  have  seated  hioi- 
self  at  tbe  helm  uf  tbe  state,  if  another  minister,  disgusted 
at  his  crime!4,  had  not  caused  him  Io  be  murdered.  It  ia 
the  death  erf  Tong^tcho  that  M.  Stanislas  Julien  selecta 
as  tJie  opening  chapter  of  his  volume;  the  name  of  the 
bistorian  who  compiled  the  annals  of  the  three  kingdoms 
is  Tchln-tcheou,  and  from  bis  narrative  the  novelist  To- 
kouang-ichong  borrowed  the  rUii^finddents  of  his  cele- 
brated romance,  San-knn4-tchi^  iu  whichf  according  to 
AL  Stanislas  Julien,  **  il  releva  Taridit^  des  foits  par  uu 
style  noble  ct  brillani,  et  entremela  son  r^t  dVpisodei 
d'un  Jntifret  dritmatique  .  .  .  «qui  sout  de  son  invontiont 
et  qui  nut  puissamraeut  contribu^  an  succea  do  son  ou- 
vrm."

The  history  of  the  quarrel  between  Thomas  K  Becket

middle-Ages  would  fain  represi-nt  the  Archbishop  as 
merely  an  ambitions,  intolerant,  and  domineering  prelate, 
anxious  to  secure  his  own  power,  whilst  nretending  to 
uphold  the  authority  of  the  Church ;  Ji.  Augtistin 
Thierrr.  as  most  of  our  rvaders  know,  lient  ui>on  seeing 
throug'hout  the  wh(»!e  range  of  Knglish  history  a  perpe- 
tual conflict  of  races  t>etween  the  Saxons  and  the  Nor- 
mans and  to  consider  the  life  of  Tliomas  k  l{e<ket  as  an 
eplMxle  in  this  struggle,  and  to  reprvsent  the  Const  it  ut  ion 
of  Clarendon  and  the  suh^ffuent  tragedy  as  a  further  act 
of  tyranny  exercisetl  by  the  invaders  over  the  compiered 
Rngli.Hh.  *  M.  Hippenu,'  in  his  most  interesting  and  in-

PAcadthnie  de  Brttim,  vols,  for  WW  and 
184(i)  A  few  fragments  from  his  Chronicle,  and  Dr.  Giles, 
alluding  Xo  him  in  his  history  of  the  pridatu,  dues  not 
consider  tho  details  he  supplies  as  deserving  much  atten- 
tion. We  are  quite  inclined  to  think  with  M.  Ilippeau 
that  Gamier  de  I'ont  Saint  Maxence  is  on  thu  contrary 
one  of  the  best  authuritics  conceniin^  tho  eventful  life  of 
Thomas  h  B«»c.ket,  and  that  he  is  mdeed,  **  sur  tous  les 
points  essentieis,  d'uue  exactitude  scrupuieusv."

pineal  detuiU  conncK'tetl  with  it,  but  also  discueeee  Tm 
fullv  the  life  and  character  of  Thomas  k  Becket.  m 
shall  nut  examine  any  further  this  iKirtion  of  the  woiK 
except  in  order  to  remark  that  1^1.  Ilippeau  diecanls  n 
cntin'ly  tit-lit  ions  the  famous  slur}'  resiiecting  MftthiUa 
anil  GiilKTt.  first  recunled  by  an  anonymous  compiler  ii 
the  QuadriltHpta  of  1-llK'i,  and  subsequently  adopted  l^ 
M.  AuguMlin  Tliierry  and  Dr.  (iilea,  merely  on  sad 
douhtful  authority.  N'ot  one  of  lSecket*a  coutcmporariei 
alludes  to  thu  romantic  intercourse  between  the  Sarecem 
maiden  and  Gili>ert  a  Hci'ket,  whilst  Gamier  de  Poni 
Saint  Maxence,  and  many  other  writers  of  the  eane 
e|Nu-h,  mention  the  Archbi'thop*s  parents  as  being  both 
of  Norman  extraetion.

be  nuturaily  covjectared  that  they  were  destroyed  by  the 
Ittlier,  from  what  reasoD  cannot  now  be  knows ;  pouibly, 
to  conceal  from  the  world  the  change,  such  aa  it  wai,  m 
hla  lordahip'9  aentimenU  in  the  Utter  end  of  hh  Ufe.  and 
to  avoid  the  discredit  to  hia  former  works.  In  which  re- 
spect he  might  have  been  inDuenced  either  by  regard  for 
tbe  noble  vitu-onut'a  consistency,  or  by  a  desire  oat  to 
impair  the  pecuniary  advantage  he  expected  from  the 
publication  of  hit*  lorUship^a  works." 

Upon  this  Mr.  Harcourt  notes :  — 

*•  The  letter  to  Lord  Marchmont,  here  referred  tOp  hu  a 
note  appended  lo  it  by  Sir  George  Ro«e.  Ihc  editor  of  TIm 
Marckmont  Papers^  who  takes  a  very  difTerent  Wew  of  it« 
t!ani(^nts  from  his  father.  He  gravely  remarkst  that  ai 
the  posthumous  disclosure  of  Lord  Bolingbroke*a  inre* 
terate  ho.'itility  lo  ChristluniLj  lays  open  to  the  view  as 
well  the  bitterness  as  the  extent  of  it»  so  the  manner  of 
ttmt  disclosure  precludes  any  doubt  of  tho  tnrncistneAs  of 
Wis  desire  to  gtYe  tbe  utmost  efiicieocy  and  publicity  to 
that  hostility,  as  soon  as  it  could  safely  be  done ;  that  is, 
as  soon  as  death  could  shield  him  against  ri'sponsibtlity 
to  man.  Sir  George  saw  plainly  enough  that  wben  he 
promised  in  those  edisays  to  vindicate  religion  against  di- 
vinity and  Goii  agaiast  man,  be  was  retraoting  all  that  he 
had  occasionaily  said  in  favour  of  Christianity ;  be  was  up* 
holding  the  religion  of  Theism  against  the  doctrines  of 
the  Bible^  and  the  God  of  imture  against  the  revelation  of 
God  lo  man.** 

It  is  painful  to  refiect  upon  this  prostrntioti  of 
a  splendid  intellect;  and  I  nm  but  slightly  re-» 
lieved  by  Lord  Chesterfidd's  statetuenl  in  one  of 
his  ktt^irs  published  by  Lord  Mfilioti,  ia  his  edi» 
tiou  of  Chesterfield's  Worh^^  that  *' Bolingbroke 
only  doubted,  and  by  no  means  rejected^  a  future 
state/'     Lord  Broughfim  says  ;  — 

**  The  dreadful  mjilady  under  which  Bolin^broke  long 
lingered,  and  at  length  sunk, — acaui^erin  the  face,— he  bor» 
with  excroplarj"  fortitude,  a  fortitude  drawn  from  the  na- 
Inral  resources  of  his  mind,  and  unhappily  not  aiiled  by 
lh«  coutolalions  of  any  religion ;  for,  having  early  cast 
off  the  belief  in  revelation,  he  had  substituted  in  its 
ijitettd  a  ilark  and  gluomy  natumlismr  which  even  re- 
jected those  ghmmerings  of  hope  as  to  futurity  not 
no  lasted  by  the  wiser  of  tho  heathens/* 

We  know  that  Bo  ling  broke  denied  to  Pope  bis 
iiisbelief  of  the  moral  attributes  of  God,  of  which 
Pope  told  his  friends  with  great  joy.  How  un- 
grateful a  return  Ibr  this  '*  excessive  friendliness  " 
the  indignation  whicb  Boliogbroke  expressed  ftt 
thd  priast  having  attended  Pope  in  his  last  mO" 
mentfi! 

Bolingbroke  died  at  Battemea  in  1752,  and 
some  sixty  years  after  (in  1813),  a  home- tourist 
gleaned  in  the  village  some  reeollecliond  of  Bol- 
ingbroke ami  his  friend  Mallet,  The  tourist  wu 
Sir  Richard  PhiUi|w,  who-^  in  the  early  portion  of 
his  Afontitigs  Walk  from  Lonthn  to  KetL\  in  1813, 
describes  Bolingbroke's  house  an  then  converted 
into  a  maiting-houiie  imd  a  milll  8onn3  parts  of 
the  original  house,  however,  then  remained ;  and 
atnong  them  "Pope's  room/' in  which  he  wrote 
his  Esm^  on  Man :  this  was  a  parlour  of  brown 
polished  oak,  with  a  grate  and  ormwswwsA*.  <aK^  ^^^^ 
age  of  G^tg^  1- 
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Now  for  tbc  reminiscences  of  the  two  philoso- 
phers :  — 

'*  On  inquiring  for  an  ancient  inhabitant  of  Battersea 
Oays  Sir  Kichanl),  I  was  introdaced  to  a  Mrs.  Gillian], 
a  pfeaaant  and  intelligent  woman,  who  told  me  she  well 
remembered  Lord  Bolingbroke ;  tbat  he  used  to  ride  out 
every  dav  in  his  chariot,  and  had  a  black  patch  on  his 
cheek,  with  a  large  wart  over  his  eyebrows.  She  was 
then  but  a  girl,  but  she  was  taught  to  look  upon  him 
with  veneration  as  a  groat  man.  As,  however,  he  spent 
little  in  the  place,  and  gave  little  away,  he  was  not  much 
regardcil  by  the  people  of  Battersea.  I  nientione<l  to  her 
the  names  of  several  of  his  contemporaries,  but  she  recol- 
lected none,  expect  that  of  Mallet,  whom  she  said  she 
had  often  seen  walking  about  in  the  villogo,  while  he  was 
visiting  at  Bolingbroko  House."

HURGIIKAD:  SINGULAR  CUSTOM:  CLAVIE: 
DUIUK. 

The  village  of  Durghead  is  situutcd  on  the 
Bouthcrn  shore  of  the  Alurnv  Frith,  about  nine 
miles  distant  from  Klirin,  the  county  town  of 
Morayshire.  Though  its  former  glory  has  now 
dL'pnrted,  it  was  at  one  time  a  great  military  strong- 
hold, occupying  almost  the  whole  of  a  remarkable 
promontory  which  stretches  out  into  the  sea  in  a 
westerly  direction.  Unfortunately  for  the  onti- 
qunry,  the  fortifications  which  once  defended  it 
were  almost  nil  demolisheil  in  the  course  of  im- 
provements on  the  harbour  and  the  village,  com- 
menced to  be  made  about  the  year  1808;  hut  a 
beautiful  ninn  of  them  with  sections  will  be  found 
in  General  lioy*8  Military  Antiquities^  plate  xxxiii. 
Those  wlio  can  refer  to  this  map  may  observe  that 
the  innermost  of  the  four  ramparts,  which  run 
from  sea  to  sea,  makes  a  semicircular  curve  round 
a  particular  spot.  This  was  then  u  green  hollow, 
which  tradition  had  long  pointed  out  as  the  site 
of  the  well  of  the  fort;  and  excavations  under- 
taken here  in  1 809  hy  the  late  Wm.  Young,  J)sq., 
resulted  in  its  discovery.  It  is  hewn  with  great 
care  and  skill  out  of  the  solid  rock,  and  still  yields 
a  supply  of  excellent  water.  An  account  of  this 
intcrcstmg  relic  of  the  past  is  said  to  be  contained 
in  the  Advertisement  to  the  second  edition  of  Pin- 
kerton*s  Emmry  intf  the  History  of  Scotland  pre" 
ccdinfr  the  Iteign  of  Malcolm  the  Third,  Kdin. 
1814. 

Tbc  existence  of  these  remains  has  given  rise 
to  various  ofnuions  regarding  the  early  history  of 
Burghead.  Roy,  and  those  who  take  him  as  their 
guide,  identifying  it  with  the  nrcpwr^  (rrpor^cSor 
of  Ptolemy  and  the  Ptoroton  of  the  treatise  De 
Situ  Britannia,  usually  attributed  to  Riehinl  of 
Cirencester,  consider  the  fortifications  to  have 
been  originally  the  work  of  the  Romans,  admit- 
ting, however,  tbat  the  Danes  may  have  after- 
wms  in  some  degree  altered  them  during  their 
ocoupation  of  the  promontory.  On  the  discoreiy 
of  tbc  wc]],  aatjguaries  of  Hub  sefaool  unbent^- 


tingly  gave  it  the  designation  it  still  populariy 
retains  of  the  **  Roman  Well,"  and  it  naa  even 
been  dignified  by  some  of  them  with  tbe  name  of 
a  Roman  Bath,  though  nothing  more  inconvenient 
for  the  purposes  of  a  lavatory  can  well  be  con- 
ceived. Stuart,  misleil  in  this  way*  actually 
founds  an  argument  in  favour  of  Burghead  hav. 
ing  been  a  Roman  station,  on  the  existence  there 
**  of  a  Roman  bath,  and  also  of  a  deep  well,  balk 
in  the  same  manner  (!)  **  {Caledonia  Aomana,  2nil 
ed.  p.  214.)  But  as  this  is  certainly  tbe  *'  Burgh" 
or  Fort  of  Moray,  said  by  Torfaeua  (Orcadcs)  to 
have  been  built  (circa  a.  d.  8^0)  by  Sigurd,  s 
Norwegian  chief  who  hod  invaded  tbat  part  of 
Scotland,  and  which  is  elsewhere  mentioned  hj 
him  as  a  Norwegian  stronghold  under  the  name  of 
EvciahlHiccii^  there  are  others  who  believe  tbat 
both  the  fortifications  and  the  well  are  tbe  work 
of  the  Norsemen.  The  Naverna  of  Buchanan 
(Rerum  Scot,  Jlist.)^  which  that  author  rcpre* 
sents  the  Danes  ns  seizing  and  occupying  for  a 
time  in  the  reign  of  Malcolm  II.,  is  doubtless 
identical  with  Burghead,  as  Roy  correctly  aur- 
mises.  Dr.  Daniel  Wilson,  a  high  authority  on 
all  questions  of  Scottish  archaiology,  is  of  opmion 
that  this  fort^  along  with  several  others  of  the 
so-called  Roman  posts  described  by  General  Roy, 
hears  conclusive  marks  of  native  workmanship. 
He  admits,  indeed,  that  Burghead  may  possibly 
include  some  remiiiiis  of  Roman  works. 

**  The  straight  wall,'*  ho  My«,**and  rounded  angles,  so 
chsractcrifitic  of  the  legionary  earthworkis  are  stUl  du- 
cernible,  and  were  probably  still  more  obvioas  when 
General  Koy  explored  the  fort;  but  its  character  is  that 
of  a  British  fort,  and  its  site,  on  a  promontorr  inclosed 
by  the  sea,  is  opposed  to  the  practice  of  the  Konuuis  ia 
the  choice  of  an  cncampn^ent"  {Pnhitt.  Ann,  ofSeothnd, 

^  The  object  of  the  present  communication  is  to 
give  a  short  account  of  a  singular  custom  that  has 
been  observed  in  Burghead  from  time  immemorial, 
in  the  hope  that  some  of  your  readers  will  bo  able 
to  trace  its  origin,  as  well  as  tbe  etymologr  of 
two  words,  unknown  elsewhere  in  the  north  of 
Scotland,  which  will  be  frequently  employed  io 
describing  it;  and  the  preceding  remarks  have 
been  made  as  possibly  affording  a  clue  to  guide 
the  researches  of  any  who  may  take  the  trouble  of 
inquiring  into  this  somewhat  curious  subject. 

On  the  evening  of  the  last  day  of  December, 
(Old  Style)  the  youth  of  the  village  assemble 
about  dusk,  and  make  the  necessary  preparations 
for  the  celebration  of  the  "  clavie."  Proceeding 
to  some  shop  they  demand  a  strong  empty  barrel, 
which  is  usually  gifted  at  once,  but  if  refuted, 
taken  by  force.  Another  for  breaking  upi  and  a 
(quantity  of  tar  are  likewise  procured  at  the  mom 
time.  Thus  furnished  they  repair  to  a  particiilar 
spot  close  to  the  sea-shore,  and  commenoe  opa^ 
turns.    A  hole  about  four  indws  in  dianetw  is  fink 
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vbich  the  end  of  a  stout  pole  five  feet  in  Jengtli 
n  firmly  fixed :  to  strengthen  their  hold  a  num- 
ber of  supports  are  nailed  round  the  outside  of 
the  former,  and  also  closely  round  the  latter. 
The  tar  is  then  put  into  the  bairel,  and  set  on 
fire ;  and  the  remaining  one  being  broken  up^ 
stave  aAer  ftave  i»  thrown  in  until  it  is  quite  full. 
The  "clSvie,"  already  burning  fiercely,  is  now 
iliouldered  by  some  strong  young  man^  and  borne 
away  at  a  rapid  pace.  As  soon  as  the  be^ref 
cives  sign;?  of  exhaustion  another  willingly  takes 
nis  place ;  and  should  any  of  those  who  are  ho- 
noured to  carry  the  blazing  load  meet  with  an 
accident,  as  sometiinej  happen*,  the  misfortune 
excites  no  pity  even  among  hia  nenr  relatives.  In 
making  the  circuit  of  the  village  they  arc  said 
to  conhne  themselves  to  its  old  boundaries.  For- 
merly the  procession  visited  all  the  fishing  boatSt 
but  this  has  been  discontinued  for  some  time. 
Having  gone  over  the  appointed  ground,  the 
"  clavie  *'  in  finally  carried  to  a  small  arlificial 
eniitience  near  the  point  of  the  promontory,  and 
interesting  as  being  a  portion  of  the  ancient  fbrti- 
fications,  snared  probably  on  account  of  its  being 
used  for  this  purpose,  where  a  circular  heap  of 
stones  used  to  be  hastily  |»iled  up,  in  the  hollow 
centre  of  which  the  ** clavie"  was  placed  still 
burning.  On  this  eminence,  which  is  termed  the 
**  durie,**  the  present  proprietor  has  lately  erected 
%  small  round  column  with  a  cavity  in  tbe  centre 
for  admitting  the  free  end  of  the  pole,  and  into 
tbtfl  it  is  now  placed.  After  being  allowed  to  burn 
on  the  *'durie*'  for  a  few  minutes,  the  **  clavie" 
IS  most  unceremoniously  hurled  from  its  place, 
and  the  smoking  embers  scattered  among  the  as- 
ferabled  crowd,  by  whom,  in  less  enRghtened 
times,  they  were  eagerly  caught  at,  and  fragments 
of  them  carried  home  and  carefully  preserved  as 
charms  against  witchcraft.  At  a  period  not  very 
remote,  superstition  had  in  vested  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings with  all  the  solemnity  of  a  religious  rite^ 
the  whole  population  joining  in  it  as  an  act  neces- 
sary to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  little 
cammunrty  duiing  the  year  about  to  commence. 
But  churches  and  schools  have  been  established  in 
Burghead,  and  the  ** clavie*'  has  now  degenerated 
into  a  mere  frolic,  kept  up  by  the  youngsters 
more  for  their  own  amusement  than  for  any  bene- 
fit which  the  due  performance  of  the  ceremony  is 
believed  to  secure.  Still  there  are  not  a  few  of 
the  ** graver  sort**  who  would  regret  if  such  a 
venerable,  perhaps  unique,  relic  of  antiquity  were 
numbered  among  the  things  that  are  past  and 
gone,  and  who  bcitow  a  welcome  on  the  noisy 
prorc*riofi  as  it  annually  passes  their  doors, 

>>at  antiquity  of  the  practice  now  de» 
s<  ;  io  can  be  no  doubt,  while  everything 

connected  with   it  clearly  indicate^s  its  religious

fishing  villages  along  the  north-east  coast,  or  in- 
deed elsewhere  in  Scotland,  which  could  scarcely 
be  th>y  case  if  it  is  a  remnant  of  an  ancient  super- 
stition at  one  time  common  to  the  native  popula- 
tion of  the  north.     On  the  contrary,  the  inference  . 
seems  plain  that  it  was  once  fiireign  to  the  soilj 
where  it  afterwarda  became  so  firmly  rooted.    But  1 
when,  whence,  and  by  whom  was  it  transplanted f 
If  I  might  hazard  a  conjecture  I  should  be  dis* 
posed  to  look  to  Scandinavia  for  traces  of  the 
parent  stock.     Not  less  puzzling  is  the  etymology  i 
of  the  words  ** clavie*'  and   "durie."      Webster 
gives  clevif  or  vlems  as  a  New  England  term  ap» 
plied  to  a  «lraft  iron  on  a  cart  or  on  a  plough,  sug- 
gesting lU  derivation  from  Lat.  clavis  ;  but  beyond 
the  similarity  of  their  literal  elements  there  ap- 
pears no  connexion  between  the  American  and 
the  Burghead   word.     Perhaps  I   ought   not  to  i 
omit  to  mention  that  the  villngers,  when  speaking  ^ 
of  the  fortifications  that  crowned  the  heights  of 
the  promontory, in variiibly  call  tliem  "the  baileys,** 
said   to  be  an   Anglicised  corruption  of  haUium^ 
which  again  has  been  derived  from  the  Lat.  vol* 
him.

It  is  an  exaggeration  un- 
philoeophical  enough  of  the  influences  of  the  filautrtary 
uodies,  and  the  powers  of  human  observation  to  trace 
their  effects,  but  very  different  from  what  is  ordinarilv 
conccive<l  of  judicial  astrology.** — Milman.

£  EXECUnONEB  OF  KING  CHARLES  L 
The  following  curious  dialogue^  in  metrei  is 
copied  from  a  contemporarr  broailside  in  the 
British  Museum^  and  is  probably  umfpte.  The 
date  of  publication  assi<;ned  to  it  by  Tbomaaon, 
the  collector  of  the  **  King's  Pamphlets,"  is  the 
Srd  July,  1649.  The  sheet  is  surmounted  with  a 
rude  womieut  of  the  executioner,  Richard  Bran- 
cion,  in  the  act  of  striking  off  the  head  of  King 
Charles,  whose  bat,  apparently  from  the  force  of 
the  blow,  is  thrown  up  into  the  air.  Between  the 
Dialt>gne  and  the  Epitaph,  there  is  also  a  repre- 
aentation  of  a  coffin,  bearing  three  heraldic  shields 
on  its  side*  Perhaps  tbe  long^dit^puted  oucstiuii, 
**  tVho  was  tbe  executioner  of  Charles  I,  ?  '  ■ — may 
be  determined  by  this  curious  contemporary 
broadside.  Brandon  died  on  Wednesday,  20  th 
June,  1649,  and  was  buried  on  the  following  day 
m  Wbitechapel  churchyard.  Tbe  burial  register 
4k  St.  Mary  Matfelon  has  the  entry  on  the  2tst : 
•Buried  in  the  churchyard,  Richard  Brandon,  a 
ragman  in  Rosemary  Lane;"  to  which  has  been 
added:  **This  R.  Brandon  b  supposed  to  have 
cut  off  the  head  of  Charles  L"  It  is  said  that  the 
lai^  fee  (30L)  demanded  by  Brandon  for  his 
services  on  the  fatal  SOth  of  January,  was  paid  to 
him  in  croum  pieces,  the  whole  of  which,  upon 
reaching  hia  loagings,  he  immediately  handed  over 
to  kia  wife.  0.

The  Shef>heard's  Calender  of  Sponscr  wns  first 
published  in  1579,  by  £.  K.,  who  has  prefixed 
thereto  an  epistle  to  the  most  excellent  nnd 
learned  both  orator  and  poet,  Maister  Gabriel 
Harvey,  and  "The  Generall  Argument  of  the 
whole  Booke."    He  is  likewise  author  of  the  **  Ar- 

Siments  of  the  several  Aeglogucs,  and  a  certainc 
lossc  or  scholion  for  the  exposition  of  old  wordcs 
and  harder  phrases." 

In  a  letter  from  Spenser  to  the  "  Worshipfull 
his  very  sincular  good  friend  Maister  G[abrioll 
II[arvcy],  Fellow  of  Trinity  Hall  in  Cambridge, 
dated  **Leycester   House    this   IG  of   October, 
1579,"  are  these  passages :  — 

"  Maifttr  £.  K.  hartily  dctireth  to  bo  commended  unto 
your  Wor^ippe,  of  whom,  what  accompte  he  maketh, 
yoar  aelfe  iball  hereafter  perceive,  by  hys  paynefull  and 
dntifull  verses  of  your  selre. 

••  Thui  roudi  waa  written  at  Westminster  yeaternif^ht ; 
but  commioff  thia  morning,  becyng  the  sixteenth  of 
October,  to  Mystresae  Kerkea,  to  have  it  delivered  to  the 
carrier,  I  receyved  youre  letter,  aento  me  the  laste  weekc ; 
whereby  I  perceive  you  other  whilea  continue  vour  old 
exercise  of  venifyinff  in  Engliah;  whych  glorlo  I  had 
now  thought  ahoulde  have  bene  onoly  oura  boere  at 
London,  and  the  Court.*' 

At  the  close,  speaking  of  letters  which  he  wufl^es 
to  receive  from  Harvey,  he  says  :  —

From  the  mention  of  Mrs.  Kerke,  and  of  E.  K. 
in  this  letter,  it  was  long  since  conjectured  that 
£.  K.  was  £.  Kerke.

**  If  E.  K.  waa  really  a  person  whose  Chriatian  name  and 
surname  were  indicated  by  theae  initial  lettera,  he  was 
moat  probably  aome  one  who  had  been  at  Cambridge  at 
the  aame  time  with  Spenser  and  Harvey,  and  his  name 
might  perhaps  be  found  in  the  registcra  eitlier  of  Pem- 
broke Hall,  to  which  Soenaer  belonged,  or  of  Christ 
Church  [Chriat's  College  J  or  Trinity  Uall,  which  were 
Harvey'a  colleges." 

Your  correspondent  J.  M.  B.  C*N.  &  Q."  1" 
S.  x.  204.)  drew  the  attention  of  your  readers  to 
this  subject  upwards  of  five  years  ago. 

We  have  now  ascertained  that  a  person  named 
Edward  Kirkc  waa  matriculated  as  a  sizar  of 
Pembroke  Hall  in  November,  1571.  He  subse- 
quently migrated  to  Caius  College,  and  graduated 
as  a  memW  of  that  house,  B.  A.  1574-5,  M.A. 
1578. 

Spenser  was  matriculated  as  a  sizar  of  Pem- 
broke Hall,  20  May,  1569,  proceeded  B.A.  157*2-3, 
and  commenced  M.A.  1576. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  Spenser  nnd 
Edward  Kirke  were  contemporaries  at  Cambridge, 
and  were  for  some  time  of  tae  same  colleee. 

As  it  hu  also  been  conjectured  that  £.  K.  wai 


|<  Edward  King,  it  may  be  satisfactory  to  state 
that  the  earliest  person  of  that  name  who  occun 
amongst  the  Cnmbridge  craduatos,  is  Eilward  King 
of  S.  John's  College,  B.A.  1597-8,  M.A.  1601. 
These  dates  render  it  very  improbable  that  he 
could  have  been  the  E.  K.  of  1579. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  feel  justified  in 
assigning  the  e<litorship  of  the  ShephearttM  Coln- 
der  to  Edward  Kirke,  and  shall  accordinglj  notice 
him  in  the  forthcoming  volume  of  Athena  Cm* 
tahrigiennes.  He  was  evidently  a  man  of  consi- 
derable talent,  and  we  cannot  but  rcsret  our 
inability  to  give  nny  other  particulard  of  him  than 
may  be  collected  from  this  communication. 

It  is  somewhat  remarkable  that  none  of  the 
biographers  of  Spenser  appear  to  have  been  aware 
that  Gabriel  Hnrvey,  the  common  friend  of  Spen- 
ser and  Kirko,  between  his  leaving  Christ's  Col- 
lege and  being  elected  n  Fellow  of  Trinity  Hall, 
was  a  Fellow  of  Pembroke  Hall.  He  was  elected 
a  Fellow  there  (being  then  B.A.)  3rd  Nov.  1570; 
but  we  are  not  now  enabled  to  state  how  long  a 
period  elapsed  before  he  rcmove<l  to  a  Fellowship 
at  Trinity  Hall. 

We  think  it  very  proboblc  that  Harvey  was 
the  tutor  both  of  Spenser  and  Kirkc  at  Pemoroke 
Hall.

UifnuKiKD  Coffins.— The  late  interesting  dis- 
cussion in  the  pa^es  of  **  N.  &  Q.**  rclatire  to  the 
unburied  coffins  m  Westminster  Abbey,  calls  to 
mind  a  note  which  I  made  some  time  since  from  a 
pleasing  work  entitled  An  Excursion  to  Windtar 
in  July,  1810,  by  John  Evans,  Jun.,  A.M.,  Lon- 
don, 1817.

The  Fbewcii  in  Walfs.  —  The  Times  news- 
paper, during  the  last  weck»  has  cDnUined  a  cor- 
respondence i£?lativc  to  the  French  landing  in 
^Vales  in  1797»  The  following  memoranda  made 
at  the  time  appeared  in  yestertlay's  issue.  I£  re- 
printed and  indexed  in  **  H.  k  Q.*'  they  will  be 
of  use  to  the  future  historian ;  if  lefl  unnoticed 
in  thnt  wide  sea  of  print,  they  will  probably  be 
forgotten :  —

account  of  the  French  landing  in  Wales,  from  an  old 
writing  in  my  po&aciflion  written  at  the  lime:  — 

"  •  On  the  22d  of  Ecbniary,  1797,  that  part  of  the  Dfl- 


Tooshiro  oo«st,  situated  at  the  month  of  th«  Bristol 
channel,  was  throwu  into  the  greatest  conitematloD  by 
the  appearance  of  three  frigates^  which  entered  tho  smail  ] 
liurbour  of  llfracoinbe,  scuttled  some  merchant  ships,  an^  1 
cudeavonred  to  destroy  every  vessel  in  the  port.  FroOL  \ 
tliis  place  the^  departed,  standing  across  the  channel  I 
towards  rhe  side  of  Pembroke;  they  were  discovered  I 
from  the  heights  of  St  Bride's  Bay,  as  they  were  steering  ] 
round  St.  David's  Head,  They  afterwards  directed  their 
coarso  towards  Ftshgard,  and  came  to  anchor  in  a  small 
bay  not  far  from  Lanouda  church,  at  which  place  they 
hoisted  French  colours  and  put  out  their  boats;  they 
completed  their  debarcation  on  the  morning  of  the  23d, 
when  immbera  of  them  traversod  the  country  in  search  oC 
providoiJSv  plundering  such  houses  as  they*  found  aban- 
doned, but  offering  no  molestation  lo  those  inhabitants 
who  remained  in  their  dwellings.  The  alarm  which  they 
had  first  created  soon  sabaidedt  as  their  numbers  did  not 
exceod  1,10(1  men,  wholly  destiluie  of  artillery,  though 
possessed  of  70  cartloads  of  powder  and  ball,'  together 
with  a  number  of  hand  grenades.  Two  of  the  natives  be- 
came victims  of  their  own  temerity;  in  one  of  these  in- 
stances a  Frenchman  having  siirfcndcrcd  and  delivered 
up  his  musket,  Che  VVdshmait  aimed  a  blow  at  him  with 
the  butt*end  of  it,  when  self- preservation  induced  Iha 
Frenchman  to  run  him  through  the  body  with  his  bay- 
ODct,  which  he  had  not  delivered  up^  Soon  after  the  in- 
^  vaders  surrendered  themselves  prisoners  of  war  lo  Lord 
Cawdor,  at  the  head  of  700  men,  consisting  of  volunteers, 
feiiciblcs,  yeomen  cavalr}',  and  colliers.  The  fri gates  act 
sail  for  tliL*  coast  of  France^  but  two  were  captured  on  the 
flrjfl  night  in  the  ensuing  month,  while  statidingin  for  the 
harbour  of  Brest,  by  the  San  Fiorenso  and  Nymph  fri- 
gates. They  proved  to  be  La  Besistanee,  of  46  guns,  and 
La  Conatance,  of  24.  The  officer  in  command  statedt 
when  captured,  that  the  whole  expedition  consisted  of 
6(10  veteran  soldiers,  l^esid^s  sailors  and  marines.  It  was 
alleged  at  tho  time  in  favour  of  the  Fiench  Government 
that  this  e:tpeditioa  was  merely  an  experiment.'

That  he  (Mr.  Rose)  himself  had  a  strong 
persuasion  Gerard  Hamilton  (Sinclc-speech  Ha- 
milton) was  the  author;  that  ho  knew  him  well, 
and  from  a  variety  of  circumstances  he  had  no 
doubt  in  his  own  mind  of  the  fact.  These  ac- 
counts being  so  contradictory,  I  think  wc  may 
conclude  that  George  III.  was  not  cognii^ant  of 
the  authorship  of  the  Letters  ofJunitu^  and  so  far 
the  (|uestion  remains  still  a  mystery.

491., 
Argyleshiro:  **  Lord  Macaulay  will  be  deemed  by  High- 
landers at  least,  who  are  said  to  trace  blood  relationships  to 
sixteenth  cousins,  to  bo  not  very  remotely  connected  with 
the  pariah  of  Ardcliattan  in  Argyleshiro.  Hia  grand- 
mother, the  daughter  of  Mr.  Campbt-ll  of  Inveresrsgan, 
in  our  clo«e  vicinity,  married  the  Rev.  John  Macaulay, 
mininter  of  LiHmoro  and  Appin,  to  which  parinh  he  was 
translated  fVom  South  Uiit  in  1765.

[About  tbo  year  170D,  Mr,  George  Graham  fiiAt  in- 
ventod  a  movement  for  exhibiting  the  moliom  of  the  earth 
about  tbo  sun  at  the  same  time  that  the  mooct  revolved 
roand  tbo  earth.  This  iitacbiue  came  into  tlie  hands  of 
a  Mr.  Rowley,  an  instrument  maker,  to  be  forwarded  to 
Prince  Eugene.  Mr.  Rowley's  curiosity  tempted  him  to 
take  it  to  pieces  \  but  to  his  mortitication  be  found  he 
could  not  put  it  together  again  without  having  recourse 
to  Mr.  Graham.  From  this  circnnwtance,  Mr,  Rowley 
was  enabled  to  copy  the  various  parts  of  the  machine ; 
and  oot  long  after*  with  the  addition  of  some  siiiiple 
movements,  constructed  his  flrst  planetarium  for  Cbarlea 
Earl  of  Orrery.  Sir  Richard  Steele  {S^tat&r,  No.  352., 
and  Guardian^  No.  1.),  thinking  to  do  justice  to  the  lir^t 
encourager,.  as  well  as  to  the  inventor,  of  sucb  a  curious 
instrutnent,  called  it  an  Orrery,  and  gave  to  Mr,  J.  Row- 
ley tbe  praise  due  to  Mr.  Graham.

Man.  ii.  b'l.)  has 
printed  an  inscription  on  a  slab  in  the  church  of  that 
]»arlMh  to  the  memory  of  John  and  Alioo  Lyndewodr,  wlio 
are  thought  to  have*  l>een  tho  father  and  mother  of  the 
bishop.  Tho  father  died  in  1410.  GouKh  (lA.  6.'}.)  has 
alHo  printeil  another  inscription  derived  from  tho  same 
church,  to  tho  momory  of  a  sciroitd  John  Lyndcwotlc,  who 
die<l  ill  1 420,  and  who  is  stated  to  have  been  a  brother  of 
the  bishop.

**  Already  In  IGOo  a  company  of  KngUsh  comc<1lan8  or 
i'nmergptltn  *  liad  erected  its  trostlea  at  tlie  Hague,  and  it 
seems  they  gave  some  representations  during  the  fair, 
llio  Huf  van  {Court  of)  Holland,  taking  ill  that  this 
was  done  without  its  knowledge,  thought  At  to  summon 
the  players,  and  by  them  was  acquainted,  that  they 
had  an  act  of  consent  fVom  tho  Prince,  and  the  magis- 
trates' pennission  for  eight  or  ten  days:  that,  further- 
more, they  took  three  pence  a  spectator.  Hereupon  they 
were  forbidden  to  play  after  the  current  week.  (/Zeso/N- 
tUn,  *a  Ifnft,  May  10th,  1605.)

THE  DE  Hl^GERFURD  INSCRIPTION. 
(2-''  S*  vlii.  464.) 
TbiM  iiTscription  h  printed  by  Mr.  Gougb  In  his 
Sepulchral  Mouumertts^  vol.L  p,  107.,  and  engrA^cd 
in  bis  Flute  xxx^tji.  It  iis  also  en^aved  oy  Sir 
Ricliurd  C.  Hoare,  in  big  Modern  Wiltahire^  "Hun- 
dred of  Hcytesbury,"  Plato  \in.  Bat  unfortu- 
nately neitber  of  these  pliite«  is  from  an  accurate 
I  tracing  or  rubbing.  Sir  Rlcbard  HoareX  indeed, 
j  is  a  mere  copy  of  Mr.  Gough's,  except  that  some 
corrections  are  inafie  in  the  French  inscription, 
and  be  has  left  the  escocbeon  blank,  where  Mr. 
Goiigb  represented  the  amis  of  lleytesbury,  be- 
cause (be  say  a)  "  no  armorial  bearings  were  ever 
engraved  on  it."  This  probnbly  is  to  be  explained 
by  the  fact  of  the  arms  having  been  painted,  not 
"  engraved,"  or  carved,  for  it  is  nut  likely  that 
Mr.  Gouffh  supplied  them;  and,  if  painted,  Ihey 
were  probably  obliterated  when  the  ston\j  was  re- 
moved frotn  tbe  south  wall  of  tbe  church  to  tho 
north,  us  Sir  R,  C.  Hoarc  records. 

Neither  Hr.  Gough's  nor  Sir  R.  C.  Hoare's 
copies  of  the  insenption  are  perfectly  correct; 
nor  is  that  furnished  to  **N.  &  Q."  by  Mtt.  Hop- 
per iniinacnlnte.  In  the  fifth  line,  instead  of 
iour  we  hI  ould  reiid  com^  tbe  phrase  tftnt  com  being

In  the  ^ixth  tbe  word  queried  by  Me.  Hoppeb 
is  non.

>Vhcn  (iouch,  quoting  Mr.  Lcthicullicr,  states 
that  "TLia  plntc,  havinc  no  date,  shows  it  was 
set  up  in  his  life-time,"  he  misrcports  Mr.  Lethi- 
cullicrs  words.  Mr.  Lethieullier  {Archmohgia^ 
ii.  296.)  in  speakinij  of  the  efligy  of  Sir  Robert 
when  ho  says,  "This  having  been  set  up  in  his 
Hfti-timc,  there  is  no  being  certain  as  to  its  date.** 
The  inscription,  when  it  asks  for  prayers  for  Sir 
Kobert  **  so  long  as  he  shall  live,**  proves  that  it 
was  erected  in  his  life- time.  That  fourteen  bishops 
should  have  promised  five  hundred  and  fifty  days 
of  pardon  to  all  comers  for  an  object  so  perfectly 
i)cr8onul  as  the  temporal  and  spiritual  welfare  of 
Sir  Kobert  llungerford  seems  very  strange  to 
our  modern  notions;  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
there  was  a  market  always  open  for  the  sale  of 
these  visionary  benefits.  The  bishops  who  made 
such  grants  were  generally  those  of  inferior  grade, 
or  siiflVngnns :  the  amount  of  pardon  to  which 
their  grants  were  usually  limited  was  forty  days, 
and  sometimes  thirty.  If  each  of  the  fourteen  to 
whom  Sir  Kobert  llungerford  was  endebted  had 
granted  forty  days,  the  total  would  have  amounted 
to  SCO :  probably  they  were  all  for  forty  days  but 
one,  and  that  for  thirty  days  only.  There  will  be 
found  a  long  catalogue  of  such  indulgences  granted 
to  the  fabric  of  the  church  of  Durham,  at  the  end 
of  the  edition  of  the  RIUm  of  Durham^  printed  for 
the  Surtees  Society  in  1842;  and  several  to  a  far 
IcMS  important  structure,  the  Guild  Chapel  atStrat- 
fonl-unon-Avon,  are  described  in  the  lolio  volume 
upon  tnat  building,  commenced  by  the  late  Thomas 
>ishcr,  F.S.A.,  and  cdite<l  by  myself  nfler  Mr.

PUoniniTION  OK   rROPIIECIKS. 

(2»*  S.  viii.  64.) 

The  prohibition  of  prophecies  dates  from  anti- 
quity. The  Chalda;i  or  mathematici,  the  profes- 
sors of  astrological  prediction,  were  pronibited 
by  various  acts  of  the  Roman  emperors ;  but  the 
craving  aAer  this  species  of  divination  prevented 
the  laws  from  being  rigorously  enforced.  See 
Tacit.  Ann.  ii.  nS.,  xii.  52. ;  Hut.  i.  22.,  ii.  62.  In 
the  thinl  of  these  passa^  Tacitus  calls  the  mathe- 
matici a  ^  genus  hominum  potentibus  infidum, 
sperontibus  fallax,  quod  in  civitato  nostrA  ct 
vetabitur  semper  et  retinebitur.**  See  also  Dio 
Cass.  Ixv.  1.;  Suet.  Vitell  14.;  and  the  laws  in 
Cixi.  Theod.  ix.  16.;  Cotl  ix.  18.;  Cdl,  Leg. 
Ma$.  €t  Rom.  tit.  15.  There  was  a  rescript  of  the 
Emperor  Marcus  Antoninus,  which  denounced 
transportation  to  an  island  against  any  person 
who  terrified  the  minds  ofothen  witn  super- 
Jtfxcwof  Aar.    (I?^.  48.  19.  3a)    A  mcrivl  «t 


Diocletian  and  Maximian  permitted  geometry, 
but  proscribed  the  art  of  the  mathemaiiau  cr 
astrologer  as  pernicious :  **  Artem  geometric 
disccre  atoue  exercere  publicc  interest.  An 
autem  mathematica  damnabilis  est  et  interdict! 
omnino.**  {Cod.  ix.  18.  2.)  Ulpian  iCalL  15.) 
says  on  the  rescript  of  Marcus :  "  Kt  sane  not 
debent  impune  ferri  hujusmodi  homines,  qui  evb 
obteiitu  et  monitu  deorum  qusedam  vol  renoa- 
tiant  vel  jactant  vel  scientes  confingunt.**  (Cos- 
pare  Rein,  Criminalrecht  der  Rdmer^  p.  905.) 

Acconling  to  the  law  laid  down  hj  Tanki 
(^Seutent.  Hec.  v.  21.),  oil  persons  professing  toVe 
inspired  diviners  arc  treated  as  cnminals.  *'  Ysti* 
cinatores  qui  se  deo  plenos  adsimulant  ideim 
civitote  cxpclli  placuit,  ne  human&  credulititi 
publici  mores  ad  spem  alicujus  vi  corrumperenfaB; 
vel  certe  ex  eo  ])opulare8  animi  turbarentv.' 
Faulus  proccetls  to  declare  that  the  punishmal 
for  their  first  offence  is  flogging  and  simple  baaUh 
ment ;  but  that  if  this  does  not  suffice,  they  sr 
subject  to  impri.^onment  or  transportation  toa 
island.  To  consult  an  astrologer  or  other  di- 
viner concerning  the  health  of  the  cmncror, « 
the  state  of  public  aflairs,  was  a  capital  ofleaoa 
The  same  punishment  was  due  to  a  slave  for  a  si» 
lar  consultation  concerning  the  health  of  hismastA 
Paulus  adds  that  the  safer  course  is  to  abstain  not 
merely  from  the  practice  of  divination,  bat  erei 
from  all  knowle<lge  of  it,  and  from  the  pcniial  of 
books  of  divination,  llie  latter  doctrine  u  r^ 
peated  in  Cod,  Theod.  ix.  16.  8.  with  resfkect  ts 
the  study  o(  mathematical  or  astrological  writing: 
*'  Neque  enim  dissimilis  culpa  est  prohibita  & 
cere  (juam  docere.** 

Ma'cenas  in  his  speech  to  Augustus  warns  hia 
against  magicians,  who  by  false  predictions  leid 
the  people  to  disturbance.    (Dio  Cass.  lii.  36.) 

It  has  been  remarked  that  when  a  person  ^^ 
ceives  a  prophecy,  promising  him  some  great  de- 
vation  of  dignity,  his  disposition  is,  not  to  Ml 

3uiet,  awaiting  the  spontaneous^  fulfilment  of  Ui 
cstiny,  but  to  report  to  active  measures  ftr 
bringing  about  the  event  This  obsenration  htf 
been  illustrated  by  a  reference  to  the  example  of 
Macbeth,  who  is  not  satisfied  to  await  the  naturd 
accomplishment  of  the  prophecy  of  the  weird  ■•• 
ters  that  **  he  shall  be  king  hereafter,*'  but  murden 
Duncan  in  order  to  obtain  his  crown.  This  ten- 
dency of  human  nature  did  not  escape  the  pene-

TffB  King's  Scutcheon  {2"^  S.  ix.  6.)  — In 
answer  to  Mh.  Bruce,  perhaps  tlie  following  in- 
form ation  may  be  of  service :  —  My  father  was  a 
King'tt  Messenger  for  upwards  of  forty  years,  and 
served  under  fifteen  or  sixteen  prime  miniBters, 
When  on  duty,  that  is  to  say  travelling  with 
despatches,  he  always  wore  a  scutcheon  or  badge 
of  this  description  :  as  well  as  I  can  recollect, 
a  small  lozenge -shaped  frame  about  four  inches 
long,  made  of  some  metal  very  strongly  gilt,  in- 
side of  which  was  the  arms  of  England,  painted 
on  some  kind  of  stout  paper,  I  think  ;  so  it  ap- 
peored  to  me.  This  wus  covered  by  a  thick  glass 
let  into  the  frame ;  from  the  bottom  of  the  frame 
and  affixed  to  it  by  a  ring  depended  a  small  solid 
silver  greyhound,  in  full  chase.  Tlie  badge  was 
worn  round  the  neck  by  a  broad  blue  ribbon.  It 
was  his  authority  for  passing  turnpikes  toll  free, 
through  parks  and  any  private  property,  and  in 
fact  anywhere  be  had  occasion  to  ^o,  and  like- 
wise for  pressing  posthorscs  or  carriages  on  the 
road.  In  reading  Mr.  Bruce's  Note  it  struck 
me  there  was  a  great  similarity  in  the  two  cases, 
as  I  know  my  father's  was  a  very  ancient  office, 
he  receiving  as  part  of  his  fees  4d.  per  day  for 
livery,  which  fee  bad  been  in  existence  from  the 
time  of  Elizabeth.

— I  purchased  at  a  book  Pale  in  Edinburgh,  nearly 
tfro  ycara  ago,  a  work  entitled  Views  of  Camp- 
bellton  ami  Neighbourhood^  published  by  Wm. 
Smith,  junr.,  Lithograpber,  Edinburgh  (43  pp. 
la.  fol.)  It  contains  nearly  a  dozen  viefrs,  among 
which  there  is  one  of  the  ^^  Main  Street  of  Camp- 
bellton  **  with  the  ancient  cross  which  Cothdrrt 
Brde  mentions.  In  the  printed  description  whicli 
accompanies  the  views  the  cross  is  thus  alluded 
to:  — 

*<  The  Cross,  which  stamU  in  the  centre  of  the  street,  » 
a  Tery  handsome  pillar  of  i^ranitc,  and  is  richly  orna- 
menteid  with  sciilptnred  folia^  It  boars  on  ono  Hide 
this  inscription :  *iiico :  est :  crux :  Dumiui :  Yvari :  M :  K  : 
Racliynia  :  quondam  Rectoriti  :  dc  Kyre^an :  et  Domini : 
Andre  nati  :  ejud  :  Ucctoris  :  de  Kilcoman  :  qui  banc 
crucem  fieri  fiiclebat' 

**  Oonlon  (by  report  only)  montions  this  as  a  DahisIi 
obelisk,  but  does  not  venture  its  dcsoHption,  as  he  never 
saw  iL  The  tradition  of  the  town,  however,  is,  that  it 
was  broufcht  from  lona,  and  wc  aro  inclined  to  be  of  the 
same  opinion,  aJthou^h  it  has  boon  stated  in  a  lately  pnb< 
lished  work  that  this  tradition  is  improbable,  from  the 
circumstances  of  its  being  likely  that  the  x  was  nut  re- 
moved far  from  where  it  was  originally  placed ;  as  also 
that  the  name  Kyregan,  of  which  M'Eachran  was  rector, 
soundin^j  something  like  Kilkerran  and  Kilcoman,  of 
which  Mr.  Andrew  was  rector,  being  nimilar  to  Kllcoivin, 
an  ancient  parish  now  joined  to  that  of  Campbellton.  This 
kind  of  derivation  certainly  bears  some  ingenuity,  if  not 
probability.  Yet  when  one  considers  the  intercourse 
which  existed  between  Kintyro  and  the  inland  of  lona 
for  such  a  length  of  time,  as  is  proved  from  the  inti- 
macy existing  between  St.  Columba  and  SL  Ciaran 
during  the  whole  of  their  lives,  as  also  the  fact  of  there 
being  many  Ionian  crosses  of  undisputed  origin  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  country  and  found  in  places 
much  more  unlikely  than  CampbuUton,  connected  with 
the  description  of  the  stone,  the  nature  of  the  sculpture, 
and  the  tradition  of  the  country,  he  is  naturally  led  to 
conclude  that  the  cross  wan  actually  brought  from  lona. 
However,  come  from  where  it  might,  it  is  a  great  orna- 
ment to  the  town.  There  also  a  public  well  of  pure  spring 
water  issues  from  a  fountain  in  the  cross.  The  Kintyre 
Club  has  adopted  the  figure  of  this  x  as  one  of  its  dlstin- 
goishiog  badges."

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THE  LION  IN  GREECE. 

In  ft  former  article  upon  tlib  subject  {2^  S.  vHL 
8L)  I  cmlted  attention  to  the  improbability  of  the 
tnppositiQD  that  Aristotle  Bbould  bave  reeeived 
upon  trust  from  Herodotus  a  false  statement  re- 
jecting the  occurrence  of  tbe  Hon  in  Northern 
weeoe.  It  it  worthy  of  note  that  in  one  of  tbe 
fwigri  of  the  Uutory  of  Animals  in  which  Ari> 
•Icrtle  mentions  this  fact,  he  introdnces  it  on  the 
^ocanon  of  a  fabulous  story  that  the  lioness  pro- 
dttees  only  once  in  her  life,  beeauee  she  easts  ber 
womb  m  the  act  of  parturition.  Tbis  foolish 
Ikble  ijwdos  \7ffniByis)  woSf  he  says^  invented  by 
KMtie  one  who  wished  to  account  for  tbe  rarity  of 
tlie  lion  {H,  A.  vL  31.).  Kow  the  author  of  this 
^fuolish  fable**  is  no  other  tbun  Herodotus  bim- 
tdf|  who  related  it  at  length  (iii.  108)  ;  and  it 
seeois  very  unlikely  that  Aristotle  should  have 
been  ible  to  correct  the  historian's  account  of  the  | 
parturition  of  tbe  lioness,  but  ahoidd  not  have 
tiiought  it  worth  his  while  to  verify  tbe  more  ob- 
viout  an<l  patent  fact,  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
lion  m  Northern  Greece.  (Concerning  tliis  fable,  \ 
compare  Gell.  N.  A.  xiii.  7. ;  iElian,  V.  H.  x.  d. ; 
N,  A.  iv.  34.;  and  Antigen.' Caryst.  21.). 

In  another  passage  of  ih^  History  nf  Animahs^ 
Aristotle  atates  that  birds  with  crooked  tah»ns  do 
not  drink.  Ue  then  proceeds  to  remark  inciden*

Out  of  tbe  four  manuscripts  of  thia  treatise  col- 
lated by  Bekker,  %ree  give  'Hfftoias ;  one,  a  Vati- 
can MS.,  of  inferior  authority,  has  'Hp<S5oror.  The 
reading,  *H<r(o5oj,  is  received  by  Bekker.  Kow 
Herodotus  twice  refers  to  bis  Aaayrian  history,  and 
promises  to  relate  in  it  some  facts  omitted  in  his 
ffeneral  history.  One  of  these  is  the  taking  of 
Ninufl  by  the  Medes  under  Cynxares  (i.  106. 
184.).  llence  it  has  been  conjectured  that  Ari* 
atotle  in  this  passage  referred  to  tlie  separate 
Assyrian  history  of  Herodotus  :  and  Wesseling 
(on  Herod,  i.  100.)  and  other  critics  have  preferred 
the  readin;^  ^HpSSoror  in  the  passage  of  Aristotle, 
who  have  been  followed  by  Miiller  {-WiW,  cj/'Gr. 
Lit  Ct  19.  §  2.).  Mr.  Kawliiison,  in  his  recent 
edition  of  Herodotus  (vol  1.  249.),  gives  his  rea- 
Boui*  for  adopting  the  same  view.  On  the  other 
hand,  nothing  is  known  of  any  poem  of  Hesiod  in 
which  a  narrative  of  the  siege  of  Ninus  could 
have  been  introduced;  and  assuming  that  the 
siege  of  Ninus  intended  by  Aristotle  is  that  of 
Cyaxares,  the  date  of  this  event  would,  according 
to  Clinton,  be  606  B.C.,  which  is  long  Hubsccjuent 
to  the  time  usigned  to  the  life  of  Hesiod.  If, 
therefore,  'Hft^Jkn-os  be  received  instead  of  'HaioSoy 
in  the  passage  of  Aristotle,  this  would  be  another 
correction  by  Aristotle  of  a  statement  of  Herodo- 
tus respecting  a  point  of  natural  bistory. 

It  must,  however,  be  admitted  that  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  name  of  Herodotus  in  this  passage  is 
open  to  powerful  objections.  There  ts  no  proof  that 
the  Assyrian  history  of  Herodotus  was  ever  pub- 
lished. The  traces  of  it  which  Mr.  Bawlinson 
attempts  to  find  cannot  be  relied  on ;  Col.  Mure 
thinks  that  it  was  never  composed  {Hist.  0/  Lit  of 
A  nc. Or,  vol ,  v.  p.  332 . ) .  The  phrase  ntwmjjKt  and  tbe 
iiitroduction  of  the  words  r^y  tj}^  ^uu^fiwT  wp6fZf>oy 
seem  likewise  to  imply  u  quotation  from  «ome 
poet ;  and  the  mention  of  so  minute  a  circuui- 
etance  as  an  eagle  drinking  is  more  suited  to  a 
poet  than  to  a  historian .  Hence  it  appears  that 
tbe  context  requires  the  name  of  a  poet  who 
might  have  introduced  a  narrative  of  the  siege  of 
Ninus  by  Cy  ax  ares.  Such  a  poet  may  be  found 
ill  Clioerilus  of  Samoa,  wb^se  epic  poem  on  the 
Persian  war  of  Xerxes  (called  ni/xri^ls),  consisting 
of  suveral  booka,  may  not  unnattirally  be  sup- 
posed to  have  contained  an  episodt;  on  ibe  svi-geof 
Ninus.  The  words  f^ayrtias  wp^Spos  would  nuit 
hexameter  verse.  tlpSt^pos  and  wpo^ipiu  turn  not 
ancient  forms  :  they  are  quoted  from  no  writer 
prior  to  Herodotus  and  Arit?to|>lianes.  We  kimw 
that  the  poems  of  Choerilus  were  in  gi*eat  repute 
in  the  time  of  Plato  (ProcL  in  7'im.  p.  28,)  ;  Ari- 
stotle twice  cites  Cboeriltis  in  his  Rhetoric  (iii.  14. 
§  4.  6.),  and  once,  with  censure,  in  the  Topics, 
(viii.  I.).  He  flourished  about  the  year  404 
(Piut.  Lyx,  18,),  and  was  ori^iiMsiL^  ^^WsA.  va.  >2wfc^ 
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c|>Ic  canon.  'Die  inRcrii»iion  on  Utc  tomb  of  Sar- 
(1;tiiiip:iliir4,  in  whirk  bo  in  called  Uie  kiiifc  ol'  tlic

xxiv.  310. ;  Xeu.  Anal.  vi.  1. 23. ;  and  Spaiibviui*i) 
noic«J  CaJltm,  Job.  G9. 

It  bai  been  alrcMly  reniarke«l  tliat  Hesiod  could 
not  have  alliidetl  to  the  aie^^  o£  Xinua  by  Cyaxa- 
rei.  Tlie  time  of  Cyaxarcfl  ja  fixed  witiiin  certain 
liuiita,  and  to  a  date  Itmg  poaterior  to  that  of 
ileaiiid,  b^  ki»  bein<<  contemporary  witli  tbc  total 
cjcli|NM!  of  the  sun  which  separated  the  Lydian 
and  Median  armies  (Ilerod.  i.  74.),  which  by  no 
fk^trououier  is  placed  earlier  than  O'Za  lie,  nnd 
which  has  been  fixed  by  Airy  nt  Ofii  b.c.  (Sih' 
J)r.  Sndtirs  JJici,  of  Auc.  Biof;.,  :irL  Ctaxaiks; 
Jlcrsdn^fs  Outlines  of  AntruHomg,  ed.  5.  p.  Ij83.) 
It  may  be  ailded  that  Uiu  lixtant  roniains  of  Um- 
MAtid  contain  no  mention  of  NiniiN,  or  ihibylfMi,  or 
the  Assyriiuis,  or  the  Med(.->,  i»t  the  Ten^ianH ;  or 
of  any  efMinymouB  ^od  or  hero  couiMK:le<l  with 
these  cities  and  nations.  Terscs  and  rerse'id  in 
the  Tkeoirtmjf  (v.  35(;.  377. 40ii.  !i.>7.).  nn^l  iVrsi'S, 
the  niuue  of  the  poet*ti  brother  in  tl»e  "  Weeks  ami 
Days,**  are  devoid  of  all  reiej-ence  to  IVrsia.  A 
fragment  of  Ilesiod  is  indeed  preserved,  in  uhich 
he  ajMiaks  of  Arabus,  the  mythical  pro^nitor  of 
.  the  Arabinni,  as  the  son  of  Mercury  by  'J'hronie 
the  dHU<rhter  of  Kinf;  Helus  (/Vu^m.  29.  cd.  ^Alarck- 
flchefTel;  compare  Fragm,  32.).  The  early  my- 
tholo^^y  of  the  (vreek/*,  however,  connected  Uelus 
witli  Africa  rather  than  with  Asia.  Thus  /Eschy- 
lus,  in  his  play  of  the  Supuliceuj  describes  Bel  us, 
the  sou  of  Libya,  as  the  iuther  of  iEgyptus  uutl 
Danaus  (v.  314-20,).  According;  to  Apolloil.  i. 
4.,  Afjrenor  and  li<>lus  were  Uie  sons  of  Neptune 
and  Libya :  AgemM*  l>ecame  king  of  riKenicia, 
and  lielus  kini;  of  I'^ypt.  'J 'he  early  lo<;ogra{)her, 
Phore<:ydes,  likewife  establishes  an  iiflinity  between 
Agcnor,  Jielus,  ^^Kgyptus,  and  Daiiaus,  Ujough  by 
diderent  links  {Friigm.  40.,  ed.  C.  AliiUer).  Hence 
it  may  be  inferred  that  when  Ilesiud  connects 
Arabus  witli  Uelus,  he  conceives  lielus  as  the  re- 
presentative of  Kgypt,  and  not  of  Assyria.  He- 
rodotus, however,  transfers  Belus  to  Asia:  he 
places  this  Bamo  in  tlie  series  of  the  Ileraclide 
kings  of  Lydia  (i.  7.) ;  he  aifuitioni  also  the  Tem- 
ple of  Jupiter  Jkbif  At  BAbjlop,  and  iUtei  that

Amesbury,  Ambrosebury,  Ambrosia,  or  j 
Cssnobium  (see  Leland,  CW/.,  ed.  1770,  ' 
pp.  29. 32.  34.).  Here,  says  Bishop  Tanner, 
to  have  been  an  ancient  liritish  monastery  \ 
monkes,  founded,  as  some  say,  hj  Ambri 
abbat ;  as  others,  by  the  famous  Prmce  Ami 
(who  was  therein  buried,  destroyed  by  tha 
PtMa  Gurmundus,  who  overran  all  tnii  o 
in  the  sixth  century).  (Confer  Chqffreif  oj 
mmA,  lib.  iv.  c.  4.)  About  the  year  98jD^  A 
or  EtheUHda,  the  queen  dow^o^  of  Ki0g  ] 


S.IX.Jas.S&'MO 
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erected  here  a  mauiistery  for  nuns,  and  com- 
siefided  it  to  the  patronage  of  St.  Mary  and  St. 
Md<jriu*,  —  n  Cornish  snmt  whose  relics  were 
prei.er%'cd  here.  Alfritla  is  siiid  to  have  erected 
both  this  and  Wherwt*U  monastery  in  atononicnt 
for  the  murder  of  her  son-in-law,  King  Edward 
(Chran,  df  MfdlroAS^  anno  dcccclxxix.,  Kobert 
of  Gloucester  and  Bromton).  The  house  was  of 
the  Benedictine  order,  and  continued  an  inde- 
pendent monastery  till  tbe  time  of  Henry  II,  in 
H77.  The  evil  lives  of  the  abbess  and  nuns  drew 
upon  them  the  royal  displeasure. 

The  abbess  was  more  particularly  eharged  with 
inunoral  conduct,  insomuch  that  it  waa  thour:ht 
proi^^'^r^  ♦->  dissolve  the  community:  the  nuns, 
HI  ,  in  number,  were  dispersed  in  other 

in  --  -  -  -i.  The  abbess  was  allowed  to  go 
where  she  diose,  with  a  pension  of  ten  mark?,  and 
the  house  waa  made  a  cell  to  the  Abbey  of  Fon- 
teTTtult  in  Anjou  ;  whence  a  prioress  and 
twenty.fouT  nans  were  brought,  and  established 
At  Amesbury.  (Chron,  Bromhm^  anno  mclxxvii.) 
Kleanor,  commonly  called  the  Damsel  of  Bretagne, 
sole  daughter  of  Geoffrey,  Earl  of  Bretagne,  and 
sister  of  Earl  Arthur,  who  "was  imprisoned  in 
Hriatol  C«9tle^  first  by  King  John^  and  aAer- 
warda  by  King  Hen,  IIL,  on  account  of  her  title 
to  the  crown,  was  buried  according  to  her  own 
requeat  at  Ameabury  in  1241,  the  *25  Hen,  HI. 

FVom  this  time  the  nunnery  of  Amesbury  ap- 
Dears  to  have  been  one  of  I  he  select  retreiits  for 
females  in  the  hioher  ranks  of  life.  Mary,  the 
Mth  daughter  of  King  Edward  L,  took  the  reli- 
gicms  habit  in  the  monastery  of  Amesbur}''  in  V285^ 
together  with  thirteen  young  hidies  of  noble  fami- 
lies. (^Afnrnl.  Wigom.)  W»l8ingham,  in  the  Ypo^ 
digma  NeustritE^  says  the  king  and  queen  were 
AYene  to  this  step,  and  that  was  taken  ad  instan* 
Ham  rfgiM,    (Wabing.,  Hist^AitgL) 

Two  years  after  this  (a.d.  1287),  Eleanor,  the 
qiieen  of  Henry  III.  an(i  the  mother  of  Ed- 
ward I.,  herself  took  the  veil  at  AmesburV)  where 
the  die<3,  and  was  buried  in  1292  (Walsing, 
samo  129'2).  She  had  previously  given  to  the 
tnonaatery  the  estate  of  Ch  adds  worth,  in  Berks,  fo 
support  the  state  of  Eleanor,  daughter  of  the 
Dtuce  of  Bretagne,  who  had  also  become  a  nun 
there.  Amesburj  finally  became  one  of  the  richest 
nunneries  Jn  England  *  how  long  it  remained  sub- 
ject to  the  monastery  of  Fontevrault,  we  are  not 
tdd. 

Btsbop  Tanner  snjrs  it  was  at  length  made  deni- 
sen,  ana  became  again  an  abbey.

LITE  OF  MRS,  SHERWOOD:  FlCTlTIOtTS 
PEDIGREKS  OF  MR.  SPEXCK. 

At  the  present  time,  when,  in  consequence  of 
increased  faeilities  for  consulting  original  docu- 
ments in  our  public  oiSces,  and  from  other  causes, 
genealogical  researches  have  become  so  much 
more  general  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago,  it 
behovea  inquirers  to  be  on  their  guard  against 
artful  and  fraudulent  person?,  who  may  attempt 
to  palm  f>ir fictitious  pedigrees  and  beraJdry. 

In  r'  S.  jx.  220.  Mr.  R.  W.  Dixon  first  drew 
attention  to  the  tricks  of  a  Mr.  S pence  ;  and  sub- 
sequent communications  from  Lord  Monson  and 
others  (1**  S.  ix.  275.)  were  sufficient  to  put  the 
readers  of  "  N.  &  Q."  on  their  guard  against  Mr* 
Spence's  manoeuvres.  But  doubtless  he  had  pre- 
viously made  a  good  thing  of  his  pedigreea  ;  and 
I  think  we  owe  it  to  the  cause  of  truth  to  expose 
their  worthlessness  in  every  instance  that  may 
come  under  our  notice. 

On  reading  the  letter  of  the  Rbv.  G,  F.  Dasb- 
WOOD  (2"^  S*  viii.  435.),  I  was  at  once  struck  with 
the  Spencefin  style  of  the  Butte  pedigree  ;  and, 
on  looking  over  the  "Table  of  Descent''  In.  ^It*. 
Sherwood's  Lift  (^Lqi^^qu,  \%^^,  T^^^>iN^  ^*^  ^^ 
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once  trace  the  old  linn<].  I  liavc  already  bad  sonic 
correspondence  on  tliis  Biibjrct  with  Mb.  Dash- 
wood,  and,  while  ngrcrin;^  with  me  in  Buspectin;; 
the  earlier  portion  of  Mrs.  Sherwowrs  Tabic  to 
have  been  compiled  Irom  Spenceun  materinlB,  he 
feels  anxiouB,  as  everyone  who  ever  knew  Mrs. 
Sherwood,  either  personally  or  by  her  writings, 
must  do,  —  utterly  to  repudiate  the  notion  of  that 
excellent  woman  haying  knowingly  sanctioned  a 
fraud. 

I  see,  in  the  Preface  to  her  Zj/f,  that  the 
editor  thanks  her  relative,  the  Rev.  11.  Shorty  and 
her  kind  friend  F.  G.  West,  Esq.,  barrisler-at-law, 
for  their  very  able  assistance :  "  without  which," 
she  snys,  "  I  could  not  have  presented  to  the  nub- 
lic  the  records  of  relationship  with  the  family  of 
Bacon."  It  does  not  appear  whether  these  gen- 
tlemen had  anything  to  do  with  the  early  part  of 
the  pedigree. 

The  first  entry  is  that  of  A  Butts  who  married 
the  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Wm,  Fitzhvgh^  of 
Conglettm  and  Elton,  co.  Chester  ;  and  (he  second 
Butts  (Sir  William)  is  slain  at  the  btittle  of  Poic' 
tiers,  af\er  having  married  a  daughter  of  Sir  Ka- 
nulph  Cotffrave,  Lord  of  Ilargrare,  co.  Chester. 
Then  follow  three  Batts*s,  all  of  Congleton.  Now, 
on  referring  to  the  letters  of  Mb.  Dixon  and  Lord 
MoMSOR,  the  reader  will  find  that  in  each  instance 
of  pedifO'ee  supplied  by  Mr.  Spcnce,  the  materials 
were  said  by  him  to  be  derivoil  from  clocuments  in 
the  poBsesBion  of  the  Cotf^reaw  family ;  and  while 
Mb.  Dixon  was  furnished  with  an  ancestor  who 
fell  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield,  Lobd  Monson  was 
offered  one  who  was  slain  at  the  battle  of  Poic- 
tiera.  Mb.  Dixon*!  anceator  Ralph  wai  made  to 
quarter  the  ensigns  of  Fitshugh,  and  other  noble 
houses,  "  in  right  of  his  mother  Maude,  daughter 
of  Sir  Ralph  FiUhugh  de  Congleton  and  Elton, 
CO.  Chester,**  —  the  authoritv  given  being  that  of 
A  very  ancient  pedigree  of  the  Co^reaves  de  liar' 
grave.  Still  the  old  cards,  shuflled  over  again  ! 
It  happened,  unfortunately  for  Mr.  Spence,  that 
both  Mb.  Dixon  and  Lord  Monbon  had  made 
genealogy  their  special  study;  but,  no  doubt, 
many  persons  unacquainted  with  genealogical  mat- 
terB  have  been  made  victims  to  Mr.  Spence*8 
fictions. 

Perhaps  the  gentlemen  mentioned  by  the  editor 
af  Mrs.  bherww>d*B  Life  would  kindly  inform  the 
readers  of  "  N.  &  Q.  whether  my  suspicions  are 
correct  ?  and  whether  they,  or  Mrs.  Sherwood 
herself  compiled  the  earlier  portion  of  the  Butts 
pedigree  from  materials  furnished  by  Mr.  Spenoe  ?

It  is  perhaps  elnguhir  that  no  precim  ivnswer  can 
be  given  to  your  coirespondeuL's  Query,  "llow 
it  U  that  ai-chbmho|>s  be:ir  their  mitre  from  within 
a  (hioiil  eorotict  ?  '* 

The  variation  tn  the  mode  of  bearing  the  mitre 
obsei'ved  between  the  metropolitans  and  the  8uf- 
fragima,   la   of  modern   date.     The   illti?<r-itiriiis 
afforded  hy  the  pain  lings  on  glass  whir! 
our  ancient  eatbedrid,s,  and  the  repi,  << 

upon  the  eflit^les  and  other  nortions  of  muiiuiucutal 
remains  in  those  sacred  edifices,  pUeed  in  memory 
ofnumerous  ecclesiastical  dignitaries,  dt»  not  afTord 
any  aiilliority  for  a  distinction  between  the  mitres 
of  Arvhhhhopjt  and  Bishopt  (with  the  exception 
of  the  liishops  of  the  See  ^t  Durham) ^  down  to 
the  period  of  the  Revolution. 

Tlie  Records  of  the  College  of  Arms  do  not 
8U|^ly  a  single  authority  for  the  mitres  of  the 
Archbishops  issuing  from  or  placed  wltl^in  a  Duad 
Coronet,  An  cxaininatiou  of  the  various  instances 
where  mitres  are  depicted,  will  corroborate  ihta 
fact,  and  particularly  those  Records  lemmd  Funeral 
Certificates,  which  contain  many  entries  In  refer- 
ence to  deceased  PriitaieSj  and  to  which  tlie  armo- 
rial ensigns  of  their  respectim  Sees,  as  well  as,  la 
numerous  cases,  those  of  their  paternal  bearinga 
are  allachetl. 

The  last  entry  of  a  certiBcate  taken  upon  the 
dealli  and  burial  of  an  Archbishop,  is  that  of  Gil- 
bert Sheldon,  Archhiship  of  Canterhnry,  who  died 
dtJi  Kovemlier,  1677  :  it  is  certified  and  attested 
hy  Sir  William  Dugdale,  then  Garter,  and  there 
depicted  are  the  arms  of  the  See  of  Canterbury 
surmounted  by  the  eplseopal  mitre,  without  an^ 
corotuit. 

It  i«  hardly  credible  that  at  this  period  an^ 
authority  for  the  coronet  existed,  or  so  experi- 
enced an  officer  as  Sir  William  Dugdale  would 
not  only  have  known  it,  but  have  seen  that  the 
record  of  his  official  act  had  been  correctly  made. 

The  variation,  therefore,  in  practioe  between 
the  metropolkaii  aad  astfrifiina  muat  be  traced 
to  a  period  subseqiieiit  to  the  death  of  SMdon^ 
and  is  not  probubly  of  earlier  dali4  tVi^sv^^  '

In  A  disserUtinn  entitled  An  Auembia^e  of 
Coinn  fabricated  by  Authority  of  the  Archbishops 
of  Canterbury^  published  in  1772  by  Samuel 
Peirce,  M.A.  (p.  7.)i  that  writer,  when  speaking 
of  the  mitre,  remarks,  "  there  is  also  some  diflbr- 
encc  now  made  in  the  bearing  of  the  mitre  bj  me- 
tropolitans and  the  suflTragans:  the  former  placing 
it  on  their  coat  armour  on  a  Ducal  Coronet,  a 
practice  lately  introduced^  and  the  latter  having  it 
close  to  the  escocheon."* 

In  the  OentlemarCs  Magazine  for  the  month  of 
Maj,  1778  (vol.  xlviii.  p.  209.),  is  a  communica- 
tion (signe<l  Rowland  Rouse)  in  answer^  to  a 
auery  similar  to  the  present,  put  to  the  editor  of 
lat  publication  in  Julv,  1775,  which  had  not  be- 
fore received  an/  replj.  That  communication 
contains  some  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  mitres, 
illostrated  by  six  wood  engravings,  exhibiting 
their  various  shapes  and  forms,  and  giving  the 
authorities  from  which  they  were  taken. 

The  illustrations  are. 

No.  I.  The  mitre  of  Simon  Langham,  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  from  his  tomb,  anno  1876. 

No,  IL  That  of  Archbishop  Cranmer  (who 
died  1558),  in  Thoroton*s  Antiquities  ofNotting' 
hamshire^  fol.,  printed  in  1677. 

No,  IIL  That  of  Archbishop  Juxon,  who  died 
in  1663,  from  a  window  in  Gray*s  Inn  Ilallf  with 
the  date  1663  under  it  In  another  compart- 
ment of  the  same  window,  the  writer  adds,  were 
the  arms  of  John  Williams  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and 
Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  to  King  James  X 
with  a  mitre  of  the  very  same  character,  and  orna- 
mented in  the  same  form  and  fashion  as  those 
of  the  two  last-mentioned  Archbishops,  viz.  Cran^ 
mer  and  Juxon^  none  of  them  having  the  coro- 
net. 

No.  TV,  The  mitre  of  Archbishop  Gilbert 
Sheldon,  which  Mr.  Rouse  esteems  a  great  curio- 
sity as^  beinj^  the  Jfrst  instance  he  had  met  with  of 
a  specific  difference  between  the  mitre  of  an  Arch- 
bisnop  and  that  of  a  Bishop :  it  was  placed  over 
the  arms  of  Dr.  Gilbert  Sneldon,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  by  that  very  able  and  judicious 
Herald  Francis  Sandford,  Lancaster  Herald,  in  his 
dedication  to  him,  the  Archbishop,  of  his  fine  print 
of  the  chapel  and  monument  of  king  Henry  Vll., 
etched^  by  Holler  in  1655.§  He  observes  that 
this  mitre  rises  from  a  coronet  composed  of  the 
circutus  aureus  heightened  up  with  pyramidical 
points  or  rays,  on  the  top  of  each  of  which  is  a 
pearl. 

This  seems  to  be  an  instance,  and  the  first  of  a

deviation  from  the  nsual  mode  of  depicting  tki 
mitre,  and  that  on  a  plate  bearing  upon  the  fin 
of  it  the  sanction  of  Lancaster  Herald,  thoo^k 
is  no  evidence  that  the  mitre  was  so  uaed  hf 
Archbishop  Sheldon,  to  whoso  flineral  certifictf^ 
as  already  remarked,  the  usual  mitre  was  attadwd 
by  Sir  William  Dugdale  twenty  years  afterwaidi 
It  may  have  been  the  act  of  the  cngraTer,  and  M 
that  of  Sandford. 

Mr.  Rouse  calls  the  coronet  a  Ceiesikd  CVwi

nds  it  not  many  years  afler  changed  for  a  mi^ 
qui9*s  coronet,  citing  the  instance  of  the  mitre  M- 
tributed  to  SancrofL 

No,  V,  That  of  Archbishop  Sancrofl  plaal 
over  his  eflSgies  about  the  time  of  the  RevbiiiCioi^

The  same  form  of  mitre  w« 
placed  by  the  same  R.  White  over  the  anns  of 
Archbishop  Tillotson  (Sancroft*s  successor)  in  i 
print  of  him  prefixed  to  a -folio  volume  of  hii 
Sermons ;  but  on  an  octavo  edition  of  TilloCioi'i 
Sermons,  published  in  1701,  he  places  a  mitre  ii 
no  wise  distinguished  from  that  of  the  ordinaiy 
mitre  of  a  Bishop,  and  resembling  that  of  CrauMr, 
No.  IL 

In  1730  the  Marquis's  Coronet  accms  to  haic 
yielded  to  the  Ducal  Coronet,  as  in  the  iUm- 
tration, 

No,  VI,  That  of  Archbishop  Wake,  whose 
mitre  rises  from  the  Ducal  Coronet  upon  the 
authority  quoted  of  a  work  entitled  T^e  Brititk 
Compendium  (Lond.  12 mo.  1731);  and  this  pro- 
bably induced  the  remark  of  Mr.  Pegge,  that  the 
practice  was  then  lately  introduced.  The  sane 
authority  ascribes  a  similar  mitre  as  surmountiM 
the  arms  of  Lancelot  Blackburn,  Archbiahop  « 
York. 

With  the  exception  of  the  instance  of  the  mitn 
ascribed  by  Sandford  to  Archbishop  Sheldon,  the 
authorities  cited  cannot  be  said  to  have  any  of- 
ficial import-,  but  rest  upon  the  acts  of  engraven 
and  persons  having  no  cognizance  of  the  subjeoCi 
and  therefore  not  to  afibrd  any  authority  for  the 
practice  which  subsequent.lv,  and  has  now  for 
many  years,  prevailed  with  the  Archbishops. 

It  would  seem  from  these  remarks  that  the  jCnC 
variation  in  the  usa^  of  the  mitre,  by  the  intro* 
duction  of  a  coronet^  is  in  the  case  of  Archbishop 
Sheldon,  in  a  plate  dedicated  to  him  by  Francn 
Sandfonl,  Lancaster  Herald,  which  is  certainly 
a  singular  circumstance  when  adverting  to  tte 
ftmeru  certificate  of  Archbishop  Sfa«laon,  re- 
corded in  1677,  where  the  mitre  is  witlMMt 
Holler's  print  was  etched  in  1655 ;  and 
thedadioaftion  of  the  plate  beui  th- ii 
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iihrd,  it  b  hj  no  means  cortain  that  he  had 
Hj  supervision   m   the  eograviDg  of  the  arms, 

Dce  the  coronet  is  evidently  fanciful  in  this  in- 
e,  and  it  was  not  until  yeiirs  after  that  the 
Doeal  Coronet  made  its  appearance. 

Il  may  be  said  that  down  U)  the  Hestoration 
ibere  waa  no  difference  in  the  mitres  worn,  or 
iumiountiD^  the  armorial  en{d^a  of  the  Sees  of 
the  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  with  the  exception 
of  Dnrhajju 

That  about  the  year  1688  Bancroft  (who  was 
OQoaecrated  27  January,  1677-8^  in  Weatminstei- 
Abbey,  and  deprived  1  February,  1690-1)  has 
ucribed  to  his  mitre  tlie  Marqitiis  Cttronet  lu  a 
print  by  White,  and  the  Ducal  O/roiiet  is  ascribe*! 
to  that  of  Archbishops  Wake  and  Blackburn  in 
1730. 

That  since  1730  the  assumption  seem^  to  have 
established  itself,  and  continued  to  the  present 
day ;  but  nothing  like  a  grant  or  legal  mUhorihf 
ia  to  be  found  for  so  using  the  mtYre  out  of  a  Ducal 
Coronet 

It  has  been  hinted  that  the  style  of  **  Grace  " 

fivcti  to  the  Archbishops,  being  that  given  to 
)iikea,  may  have  aflurded  the  suggestion  of 
adding  the  duad  coronet  to  the  mitre. 

In  the  Lambeth  Library  is  a  MS.,  No.  ^55.^  a 
amaJi  4to.  bound  in  calf,  containing  the  arms  of 
the  respective  Prelates  of  the  See  of  Canterbury 
from  tne  time  of  L  an  franc  to  tbat  of  Dr.  John 
Moore,  who  died  in  January,  1S05.  The  arms 
are  illuminated  on  vellum,  and  surmoiinted  by  a 
mitrt. 

From  the  commencement  down  to  the  bearing 
of  Thos.  Herring,  Archbishop  in  1747,  and  who 
died  1757,  the  character  of  the  mitres  are  similar, 
■od  in  no  instance  does  the  mitre  apjvear  with  a 
dM/oal  coronet.  The  arms  of  Herring  are  followed 
by  thofe  of  Mathew  Hutton,  translated  from  the 
«e  of  York  to  the  See  of  Canterbury  in  1757, 
aad  hia  coat  \a  the  first  surmounted  with  a  mitre 
within  the  ducal  coronet.  From  that  time  to  tbti 
mrcpwion  of  Moorct  translated  from  Bangor  in 
1783,  which  is  the  last  in  the  MS.,  the  mitre  ap- 
pens  within  the  ducal  coronet. 

In  the  great  window  in  Juxon^s  Hall,  now  the 
library,  are  the  arms  of  various  Prelates  since  tbe 
Keatoration  :  some  of  modern  date  have  the  mitre 
out  of  coronets,  which  in  some  instances  resemble 
more  those  of  a  marquis  or  foreign  count.  They 
have  been  executed  by  artists  without  reference 
to  accuracy.  The  bearing,  however,  of  the  mitre 
out  of  a  ducal  coronet  seems  to  have  been  adopted 
without  varmtion  since  the  elevation  of  Hutton  to 
the  See  of  Canterbury  in  1757.  These  remarks 
are  made  more  iu  reference  to  tlie  mode  of  bear- 
ing the  mitre  by  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury, 
though  I  am  not  aware  of  any  deviation  by  the 
Freliitea  of  the  See  of  York  since  the  time  of 
Arohbifihop  Blackburn,  but  have  not  mode  that 


rigid  inquiry  into  the  subject  E»  in  the  case  of 
Canterbury^  G.

From  (13»)  mainly  I  learnt,  among  others,  these 
parti culara: — ^Her  father  was  born  at  Elstow 
(this  was  said  doubtfully),  and  his  marriage  difi> 
pleased  Mary  Haywood's  father,  who  called  him 
**the  tinker,'  and  made  him  go  to  church;  but 
he  used  to  say,  ^^  This  morning  I  have  had  milk 
and  water,  this  afternoon  I  will  have  some  strong 
drink;"  and  ujjed  to  go  to  the  meeting-house* 
But  after  the  birth  of  Thomas,  (2.)  was  never 
called  the  tinker's  wife.  (This  is  probably  the 
foundalion  of  the  report  that  a  son  of  John  Bun- 
yan married  a  woman  of  property  in  Nottingham, 
and  had  to  abjure  his  sect.) 

(1 .)  got  into  debt  in  consequence  of  his  politics, 
and  was  by  Lord  Howe  made  Inspector  of  Stores 
in  Philadelphia  on  approval.  He  there  died  of 
fever  (there  is  another  story),  when  (13.)  was 
about  twelve  or  thirteen  years  old.  This  would 
be  about  the  time  of  the  occupation  of  Phila- 
delphia by  the  British,  and  Unbda  could  probably 
mate  some  discovery  on  the  point. 

(1.)  had  a  brother,  Capt,  Vi  m.  Bunyan,  drowned 
at  sea :  bis  wife  Elizabeth  lies  in  St.  Mary's 
chancel.  Nottingham  burgess  list :  Wm.  Bunyan, 
Lieutenant  in  the  Navy,  1767.  Bunyan,  Capt. 
William,  as  well  as  his  brother  George,  voted  for 
Hon.  William  Howe,  1774.  Perhttps' some  naval 
book* worm  could  help  me  to  farther  information.

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Othobon*8  Cohstitutiohs  (2^  8.  viii.  632.)-— 
Perhaps  it  maj  not  be  amiu  to  add  that  Otao- 
bonus  was  afierwardB  Pope,  under  the  title  of 
Adrian  V.  Hi*  reign,  however,  was  very  short, 
as  he  died  one  month  and  nine  dajs  met  his 
election,  and  before  episcopal  consecration.  Some 
^ears  before  the  Council  of  London  over  which 
le  presided,  that  is  circa  an.  1252,  he  had  been, 
although  a  Genoese,  Archdeacon  of  Canterbury. 
He  was  well  qualified,  therefore,  from  his  know- 
ledge of  the  state  of  the  English  church,  to  direct 
and  control  the  deliberations  of  the  Synod.  It 
ia  of  some  interest  to  know  what  popes  had,  pre- 
viously to  their  wearing  the  tiara,  held  church 
preferment  in  England.  There  was  one,  for  in- 
stance, who  was  Bishop  of  Worcester;  at  least, 
appointed  Administrator  of  the  Diocese  by  a  Bull 
dated  31  July,  1521.  This  was  Cardinal  Julianus 
de  Medicis,  afterwards  Clement  VII. 

If  your  correspondent  will  consult  the  Oxford 
edition  of  Lyndwoo<rs  Provincigle^  an.  1679,  he 
will  not  only  find  the  CanMtitutiom  of  Othobonus 
annexed,  but  a  yery  copious  glotsa  by  John  de 
Athona,  alioB  John  Acton.  1  have  often  mar- 
velled why  that  same  edition  should  have  re- 
ceived the  University  "  imprimatur ;  **  for,  al- 
though there  are  undoubtedly  many  things  suited 
to  the  present  state  of  things  in  hngland,  yet  a 
great  part  as  to  doctrine,  and  a  greater  part  as  to 
discipune,  is  applicable  onlv  to  the  tmies  pre- 
ceding the  separation  from  Rome.  Some  things, 
indeed,  there  are  which  not  one  of  us,  whether  he 
belongs  to  Rome  or  Canterbury,  considers  binding. 
For  example,  what  should  we  say  of  the  following 
strict  injunction  of  one  of  the  Constitutions  of

XX,  8.)^Be8ides  the  instance  of  clerical  longevity 
ffiTexi  by  your  correspondent  in  the  case  of  tho  j 
Kev.  John  Lewis,  late  rector  of  Ingatestone  in 
the  county  of  Essex,  other  inbtances  can  be  giveii 
occurring  in  the  same  county,  and  not  very 
ikr  from  Ingatestone.  The  parish  of  Stondoa 
Masaeyi  distant  about  six  miles  from  Ingatestone, 
aifords  a  remarkable  imitance,  as  it  had  only  two 
rectors  during  a  priod  of  106  years,  viz.,  the 
Rev*  Thomas  Smith,  who  was  presented  to  the 
living  in  1735,  and  died  in  1791,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  John  Oldham,  who  died 
in  1841,  Apropos  to  this  subject  is  the  following 
extract  from  the  volume  of  the  Gentleman  s  Mag* 
azinefor  1791  :  — 

"  On  January  19t!i»  1791,  died  the  Rer,  ThoroM  Srnitht 
Rector  of  Stondon  Maraey,  Essex.  He  was  one  of  tha 
five  reetoti  of  the  live  adjoiniD|]^  pansbes,  whoa«  united 
ftges  amounted  to  more  than  fuur  httndred  rears.  The 
othere  were  H arris  of  Grensted,  llenahaw  of  ^igh  OagaTp 
BaLishury  of  Moreton,  Rippox  of  Dfiddinghurst/' 

At  the  present  day.  the  niirish  of  Kelvedon 
Hatch,  in  the  same  cotintyf  has  only  had  three 
rectors  in  a  century,  viz.  the  Rev.  John  Cooksoo, 
who  was  presented  to  the  living  in  1 760 ;  he  died 
in  1798,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Ambroae 
Serle,  on  whose  death,  m  1832,  the  Rev.  John 
Banister,  the  present  highly  esteemed  and  uni- 
versally respected  rector^  was  inducted  into  the 
living,  A  SuuscftiUEE. 

The  Elicteic  Tbi^gbafm  half  a  Centdbt 
AGO  (2°*  S.  ix.  26-)— In  reply  to  A.  A.,  I  beg  to 

say  that,  putting  aside  ihe  anticipations  of  the 
electric  telegraph,  which  were  numerous  and 
curious,  Stephen  Gray,  a  pensioner  of  the  Charter 
House  in  1720^  made  electric  sisals  through  a 
wire  765  feet  long,  suspended  by  silk  threads* 
Franklin's  experiments  (1748)  and  those  of  Ca- 
Tallo  (1770)  left  electric  telegraphy  where  they 
found  it,  llie  finit  inslrument  that  can  be  called 
a  telegraph  was  made  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Sharpe,  of 
Doe  Hill,  near  Alfreton,  in  1813,  This  emploved 
the  newly  diacovered  voltaic  electricity  \  and  thua 
forms  an  epoch  in  the  art  of  electric  telegranhy. 
M.  Soemmering,  also,  in  1814,  made  a  voltaic 
electric  telegraph.  In  the  menu  time,  however^ 
the  experiments  of  Mr.  Hon  aids,  near  Hammer- 
smithy  had  been  commenced ;  and  in  1S16»  that 
gentleman  constructed  hia  telegraph,  which  waa 
a  most  simple  and  ingenloua  contrivance,  but  con> 
tained  one  element  of  failure,  for  long  distances, 
viz.  the  employment  of  frictional  electricity.  To 
him,  however,  hclonga  the  merit  of  some  of  the 
mechanical  detaib  adopted  in  modern  telegraplis,* 
He  WHS,  I  believe,  the  uncle  of  Dr,  Donaldson  of 
Cambridge.

Tmi  BROTHEK  OF  f»IR  PETilll  PAUL  RUB  ENS* 

Philip,  the  third  son  of  John  Rubena  and  Maria 
I*ijpdincx*»  was  bom  nt  Cologne  (v.  Kal.  May, 
\^  to  wtuch  place  bii  parents  had  6ed  IVoni 
ruatire  city  of  Antwerji.  The  father  hiinselfi 
I  man  of  great  eruditbD,  took  upon  himself  the 
wittcation  of  his  son  PhiUp  at  home,  until  the  boy 
Mdwrived  at  the  age  of  twelve,  when  he  dm^d 
^  Hl^  of  viefblneBB.  The  widow,  with  her  chil- 
fetnmed  to  Antwerp;  and  Phiiip,  having 
\ld8  0tadies,  entered  the  service  of  Joannes

If  and  waa  entrusted  with  the  eduofttion  of  his

parted   from   the  world,  hayinj^   completed  ^q 

seventieth  year  of  her  age. 

Philip  wedded  the  youjigegt  of  the  three  daugh- 
ters of  Henricufi  de  Moy,  whos  within  a  year  of 
their  m&rriuge,  preaented  him  with  a  dau^teri 
whose  name  we  learn  from  the  monument  waa 
Clara.  But  in  the  llower  of  hia  age^  and  arrived 
at  the  auniinit  of  his  ambition,  being  seized  with 
a  deadly  fever,  on  the  v.  Kal  Sept/lUU,  he  was 
snatched  iVom  liia  sorrowing  friendf  and  compa- 
triots, leaving  Im  brother,  the  great  painter^  the 
only  surviving  oblld  of  seven. 

Within  two  days,  his  remains  were  committed 
to  the  earth  in  the  church  of  St.  MichaeJ. 

Shortly  after  (pridie  Id.  Septemb.),  his  widow 
gave  birth  to  a  son,  to  whom  Kioolaua  Kokoxiui 
iiood  sponsor,  and  gave  him  at  the  font  the  name 
of  his  father. 

In  memory  of  her  husband,  she  erected  a  monu- 
ment with  this  inscriplion,  the  wording  of  whicti 
is  alleged  to  be  from  I  he  pen  of  Sir  Peter  Paul 
EiibenSf  the  force  of  which  would  be  marred  by 
any  tnaxislatiou :  ^-

Upon  hia  deceaae,' Joannes  Noverus  addressed 
to  his  brother  a  long  epistle  of  condolence,  which

Various  of  his  friends  and  admirers  wrote  eleipiea 
upon  bis  death.  One,  addroassed  "  Ad  eximium 
VI rum  Petrum  PaulUim  super  obitu  fratris  ejus 
PhilUpi  Rubcni»"  I  suspect  to  be  from  the  pen  of 
one  of  the  Brant  family.  The  concluding  hnes  of 
one  of  these  elegiac  compositions,  by  Laui'entius 
Bcyerlinck^  makes  an  elegant  allusion  to  the 
talents  of  the  great  painter  :  — 

**  Fac  etiam  nt  fratiis  firatsr  post  fata  snpcrstca, 
Cfimula  cui  cielo  dcxtera,  mensque  data  eati

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important  alimentation  to  the  recently  published 
Rubens*  Papers^  viz.  one  dated  "  Louanii  zii.  KaL

cum  Italia  te  abduxit,"  etc.  Another  from  the 
same  to  the  same,  dated  **Patavii  Idib.  Dec. 
MDCi.,**  beginning :  **  rriina  votorum  Italiam  vi- 
derCf"  etc.  Another  from  the  same  to  the  same, 
dated  ^  Patavii  Idibiis  quintil.  mdcii.,**  which  com- 
mences thus :  **  Kabul  am  narras  vcl  jKitius  agis 
mi  frater,"  etc. 

Philip  was  the  author  of  some  pieces  addressed 
to  his  brother :  one,  a  kind  of  epithalamium,  with 
this  headinff,  *'  Potro  Paullo  Kubcnio  Fratri  suo 
et  Isabellie  Brantis  nuptiule  fcedus  animo  et  stilo 
ffratulatur."  Another  dedicated  **Ad  Pctrum 
Paullum  Rubenium  navigantcm,"  sent  to  him 
"  three  years  since  (as  he  mentions),  when  he  went 
into  Italy  out  of  Spain.'* 

I  would  by  way  of  Query  inquire  the  date  of 
this  paper,  as  I  find  no  mention  of  the  peat  ar- 
tist being  in  Spain  at  so  early  a  period.  To 
conclude,  I  cannot  refrain  fmm  adding  the  flat- 
tering testimonial  given  to  him  by  that  prince  of 
scholars  Justus  Lipsius :  —

ST,  THOMAS  CANTILUPE,  BISHOP  OF 
HEREFOKD. 

The  learned  Alban  Butter  asflerta  that  St. 
TliDmaa  of  Hereford  was  born  in  Lancashire. 
He  gives  no  authority  for  the  assertion.  Can 
may  of  your  readers  tell  me  if  it  rests  on  any 
Ibundatton  ?  The  point  b  apparently  trivial ;  but 
It  t««  neverthelee&i  interesting  to  thousands  of 
RMttan  Catholics*  at  least  the  Catholics  of  Lan- 
caabire,  reverencing  him  as  they  do  as  a  canonised 
t{  aoi],  indee4^  is  not  devoid  of  interest  to 


any  Englishman,  who  must  regard  this  holy  bishop 
B^  one  of  the  bright  stars  of  the  English  eecle* 
siaslical  firmament. 

In  my  ojjinion,  there  is  not  the  alight  est  founda- 
tion for  this  fuisertion.  In  consulting  Dugdale*B 
Baroimge^  I  find  that  the  principal  residence  of 
tbe  noble  family  of  Cantilupe  was  at  Kenilworth. 
Wiliiam^  tlie  first  Lord  Cantilupe,  grandfather  of 
St.  Thomas,  was  appointed  Governor  of  the 
Castle  of  Kenilworth,  in  Warwickshire,  whichj 
says  Dugdale,  was  **  his  chief  residence/*  He  also 
received  from  King  Henry  III.  tlie  confirmation 
of  the  manor  of  Aeton,  in  the  same  county,  and 
caUed  from  the  name  of  the  family  Aston  Canti- 
lupe, now  Aston  Cantlow.  His  son  William,  the 
father  of  the  saint,  succeeded  to  Lis  sirens  posiics- 
sions,  embracing  property  in  various  counties; 
but  there  is  not  the  knist  trace  of  any  conne^^ion 
withiLancashire,  either  by  landed  property,  or  by 
personal  residence  of  St.'Thomus's  parents.  On 
the  contrary,  as  to  the  father,  his  movements 
were  in  a  contrary  direction*  Having  executed 
the  office  of  sheriff  for  the  counties  of  Nottingham 
and  Derby,  he  had  summons  (26  Hen.  IIL)  "to 
fit  himself  with  horse  and  arms,  and  to  attend  the 
kin^T  in  his  purposed  expedition  "  against  France, 
(i^dranog-e,  p.  732.)  In  28  Hen.  III.  **  he  was 
one  of  the  Peers  sent  by  the  King  to  the  Prelate* 
to  solicit  their  aid  for  money  in  support  of  his 
wars  in  Gaecoigne  and  Wales."  In  the  next 
year  he  was  sent  as  the  representative  of  England 
to  the  first  General  Oouncd  of  Lyons,  1245.  In 
fine  I  cannot  discover  anything  whatever  that 
connects  him  with  Lancashire.  As  to  his  mother, 
alsoj  there  could  be  nothing  which  would  rmiuire 
her  presence  in  that  county.  She  was  a  French 
lady*  previously  a  widow  —  Milisent,  Countess  of 
Evreux.  St.  Thotnas,  then,  was  most  probably 
born  at  Kenilworth,  or  Aston  Cantilupe,  and  was 
conaequently  a  Warwickshire  man. 

At  the  same  tXaie,  I  think  I  can  detect  the  origin 
of  the  error.  Thomas,  Earl  of  Lancaster,  was  on 
the  22nd  of  March,  1322,  beheadec!  at  Pontefraet 
for  high  treason  and  rebellion.  After  his  death, 
an  extraordinary  idea  of  his  sanctity  prevaited  in 
the  northern  counties :  so  much  so  that  a  guild 
was  dedicated  in  his  name,  called  **  Gilda  fieati 
Thomse  Lancastriensis  ;  *'  a  stone  cross  was  erected 
on  the  hill  where  lie  was  executed,  wbich  was  so 
frec|uented  by  pilgrims  from  the  neiglibouring 
parts  that  Edward  II,  commanded  Hugh  Spencer 
and  a  band  of  Gaacoignes  to  station  thtiineelves 
on  its  summit,  ^*  to  the  end  that  n<i  people  should 
come  and  make  their  praters  there  m  worship  of 
the  said  Earle,  whom  they  took  verilie  im  a 
martyr,"  However,  as  this  **  St.  Thomas  of  Lan- 
caster "  was  an  unrecognised  saint,  the  fame  of 
his  aanctity  gradually  died  away  ;  but  as  tJiere 
was  another  St.  Thomia,  a  real  cannnised  saint, 
the  date  of  whose  cauonisaiion^  13 1^^  i!asix«s««i^ 
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nearly  coincided  with  the  execnUon  of  the  Earl 
in  1322,  the  popular  tradition  confounded  one 
Thomas  with  the  other,  and  St.  Thomas  of  Here- 
ford was  in  the  ideas  of  the  northerns  St.  Thomas 
of  Lancaster.  I  give  this  as  merely  my  own 
speculation. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  appropriate  in  conclusion  to 
quote  thie  words  of  Edward  I.  in  his  first  letter 
to  the  Pope,  urging  the  oaaonisation  of  Thomas. 
He  thus  describes  his  character :  •— 

**  Thomas,  dictns  de  Gantilnpo,  Eeclesto  quondam 
Hertfordmis  Antistet,  qui  nobili  exortus  prosapti^  dam 
oamis  cUiimm  carctre  tenebatnr,  pauper  spirililb  mtnte 
mitis,  justiUam  sitiens,  miaericordiA  deditus*  mandos 
corde.  rer^  paeificos."    (Rvmer,  ii.  972.); 

He  then  ^^oceeds  to  speak  of  the  miraelea 
performed.  This  was  written  in  1206;  but  it 
was  not  till  afler  repeated  appeals  to  Rome  by 
Edward  U.^  which  mtj  be  seen  in  Eymer,  toL 
liL,  that  the  desired  canonisation  was  obtained^ 
to  the  great  joy  of  the  English  Church  and 
nation.

Singhalese  Folk  Lore. — The  following  bit  of 
Singhalese  folk  lore  deserves  a  place  in  your 
columns :  — 

*^  "  The  Singhalese  have  the  Impression  that  the  re- 
mains of  a  monkey  are  never  found  in  the  forest :  a  be- 
lief which  they  have  embodied  in  the  proveib,  that  <he 
who  has  seen  a  white  crow,  the  nest  of  a  paddy  bird,  a 
straight  coco*nat  tree,  or  a  dead  monkey,  is  certain  to 
live  for  ever.'  This  piece  of  folk  lore  has  evidently 
reached  Geylon  from  Indis,  wherejit  is  believed  that  per- 
sons dwellmg  on  the  spot  where  a  hanaman  monkev  (S. 
entdlut)  has  be«n  killed,  will  die,  and  that  even  its  bones 
are  uniacky,  and  that  no  boose  erected  where  they  are 
hid  under  ground  can  prosper.  Hence,  when  a  house  is 
to  be  built,  it  is  one  of  the  employments  of  the  Jyotish 
philosophers  to  ascertain  by  their  science  that  none  such 
are  concealed;  and  Buchanan  observes  that  Mt  is  per- 
haps owing  to  this  fear  of  iU-lnck,  that  no  native  will 
acknowledge  his  having  seen  a  dead  hannman.'  **

Ttiis   very  j 
Jesuit  soon  after  died  §  tind  when  he  was  near  bis  axit*  j 
his  brelbreu  of  the  same  order,  tstundlng  rouud  his  hadft  j 
lamented  in  mo»t  paihutic  ti^mia  the  approaching  lota  Oi  I 
the  greatCBt  and  ablest  man  among  them.     Tha  dyhftjfj 
man  then  said :  *  Yon  see,  my  brethren,  that  all  is  nowA 
over  \fith  ma.    Yen  may,  therefore,  now  tell  me  who  I J 
am/    One  of  them  answered :  *  Our  order  stole  you  when  ^ 
little  more  than  an  infknt  from  yoor  Jewish  parents,  andj  ! 
fmm  motives  of  charity,  bred  yon  a  Christiin.'    *  Am  I 
a  Jew,  then  ? '  said  be ;  *  I  renounce  Christisnity,  and  die 
a  Jew.*    As  aoon  a«  he  was  dead,  tlie  Jesuits  threw  hia  , 
naked  body  without  ouo  of  the  city  gsti^  and  the  Jewi, 
buried  iL     Query,  bad  this  man  ever  been  a  Christian^ 
or,  if  be  miatook  JcsBitiani  for  Christiiinltv,  how  came  tl^J 
to  pasa,  that  the  approach  of  death,  and  his  being  pro-  ' 
oounced  A  child  ot'  Abraham,  should  all  at  once  recall 
him  to  bis  family,  and  ael  hia  mere  blood  in  his  tstjuia- 
lion  above  all  the  principles  h<^  bad  been  iiabituated  to 
from  infancy  ?

—  Notwithstanding 
the  careful  inquiries  of  Ma.  Nichols  and  your  i 
other  correjTpondenta,  there  still  remains  one  }>oint  ] 
connected  with  the  early  history  of  the  Bo<*k  qf\ 
Martyrs  which  standa  in   need   of  Inveslipition,  j 
Indethd,  I  am  rather  surprised  that  the  point  baa 
not  been  investigated  by  some  of  your  contribu- 
tors,   as  it  involves  a  queation  of  some  literary  j 
interest.     Many  of  your  readers  are  aware  that  j 
do^ibts  have   been  from  the  first  entertained  of i 
the  genuincnesa  of  Knox's  History  of  the  Beforma-'  1 
tion.    The  first  book  of  that  history,  written^  ac- 
cording to  M*Crie  in  1571,  contains  long  exlracta 
froTO  Foxc's  Book  of  Martyrs^  and  on  this  ground 
alone  Archbishop  Spottiswoode  denies  that  Knox 
ever  wrote  the  History,  for*  aa  he  aaaerts^  no  edi- 
tion of  Foxe  had  then  appeared.    The  archbishop's 
argument  we  now  know  i^sts  on  a  false  founda- 
ticin  ;  but  it  establishes  a  very  curious  fact,  that, 
within  a  century  of  the  publication  of  the  first 
edition   of  the  Mook  of  3fartyrsj   the  edition  of 
1563   was   become  so   scarce  aa  to  be  unknown 
even   to   so  accompliahed  a  scholar   as   Spotlis- 
woode.

THK  HYPERBOREANS  IN  ITALY. 
(2"''  S.  vi.  181.) 

In  a  former  article  I  offered  some  remarks  upon 
the  passage  of  Ileraclldcs,  cited  bj  Plutarch,  in 
whicii  he  spciiks  of  Rome  as  captured  bj  an  army 
of  Hyperboreans,  and  as  bein;;^  situated  at  the 
extremity  of  Europe,  near  the  Great  Sea. 

The  most  probable  supposition  seems  to  be, 
that  Hcraclides  conceiveil  Rome  as  situated  in 
the  far  west,  on  the  shore  of  the  external  or  cir- 
cumjfluous  ocean,  and  as  having  been  invaded  by 
an  army  of  Hyperboreans  who  descended  along 
the  northern  coast  of  Europe. 

Niebuhr,  however,  in  his  History  of  Rame^  toI.  i. 
p.  86.  (Engl,  transl).,  inverts  this  testimony,  and 
Drinji^  the  Hypi;rboreans  to  Italy,  in  order  to 
identify  them  with  the  Pelasgians.  As  a  support 
to  this  fanciful  combination,  he  cites  a  passage  of 
Stephanus  Byzantinus  in  Tafmwia^  who,  after  stat- 
ing that  TapKwta  or  Tarquinii  is  a  city  of  Etruria, 
which  derived  its  name  from  Tarchon  (compare 
Muller,  EtruskeTt  vol.  i.  p.  72.),  adds,  that  the 
Tarcyniei  arc  a  nation  of  Hyperboreans,  among 
whom  the  griffms  guanl  the  gold,  as  Hierocles  re- 
ports in  his  work  entitled  the  Philuiares. 

Hierocles,  a  writer  of  uncertain  date,  but  pos- 
terior to  Strabo,  composed  a  work  called  »iXi<rro- 
pff,  which  appears  to  nave  contained  a  collection 
of  marvellous  stories  relating  to  remote  countries. 
Three  fragments  of  this  work  are  extant  (see  C. 
Miiller,  Froff.  Hist  Gr.  vol.  iv.  p.  429-^.). 

The  Tarcynasi  of  Hierocles  seem  to  have  taken 
the  place  of  the  one-eyed  Arimaspians,  who  are  men- 
tioned by  /Eschylus  as  dwelling  near  the  griffins, 
in  an  auriferous  region,  at  the  eastern  extremity 
of  the  earth  (Prom,  782.).  According  to  Hero- 
dotus, the  Arimaspians  stole  the  gold  from  the 
griffins;  the  griffins  dwelt  beyond  the  Arimas- 
pians, and  guarded  the  gold ;  the  Hyperboreans 
dwelt  beyond  the  griffins,  and  reached  as  far  as 
the  sea  (lii.  116.,  iv.  13.  27.).  But  there  is  no 
reason  for  thinkinij  that  the  Tarcynaei  were  any 
thing  but  the  fictitious  name  of  an  imaginary 
people,  supposed  to  dwell  near  the  ffriffins  at  the 
extremitjr  of  the  earth,  or  that  they  nad  any  con- 
nexion with  Italy. 

Niebuhr  adds  a  further  conjecture,  founded  on 
the  mention  of  trcp^ptcs  in  ikrod.  iv.  33.  This 
was  a  name  of  certain  sacred  officers  at  Delos, 
which  was  derived  from  their  brinjpn(|  sacred  gifts 
from  the  Hyperboreans,  b^  a  circnituous  route 
pasting  through  the  Adnatic  and  Dodona.  Nie- 
oohr  supposea  thai  99p^p4t9  is  borrowed  from  the 
Latio  Wcffd  perftrre^  and  thai  the  gifti  in  qiui* 


tion  were  sent  from  a  Felaagian  tribe  in  Italj; 
called  Hyperboraans,  by  waj  of  Dodona  to  D^ 
los.  The  learning  respectinff  theae  beam  4 
sacred  sheaves  is  collected  by  Spanbeim  ad  Gdk 
Del.  283.  There  is  nothing  in  the  pungn  it 
duccd  by  him  which  gives  way  coontenanoi  ii 
this  wild  conjecture.  The  ezpUnation  of  Iffilli^ 
^Dor.  ii.  4.  4.),  who  oonnecta  the  Icmids  rmwrti 
ing  the  Hyperborean  measengert  wm  the  wonif 
of  Apollo  nas  more  to  reconunend  it ;  bnt  Ai 
subject  is  one  of  thoae  fraffmenta  of  rita^  \atmi 
in  which  it  is  prudent  to  keen  strietly  watha  Ai 
limits  of  the  accounts  handed  down  to  lis  bf  Ai 
ancients.

BISHOPS  ELECT. 
(2°^  S.  viii.  431.;  ix.55.) 

Great  discusaion  has  at  all  times  taken  place  as 
to  the  nature  of  a  bishop's  right  to  a  seat  in  Par- 
liament. A  satisfactory  conclusion  will  best  be 
arrived  at  by  a  short  considerotion  of  a  bishop^s 
position  as  regards  temporalities  both  before  and 
since  the  Conquest.  During  the  reigns  of  the 
Saxon  kings,  biehops  held  tneir  lands  in  frank 
£t£rii|i^,  and  were  free  from  all  services  and  pay- 
ments^  excepting  only  the  obligation  to  build  and 
repair  castles  and  bridges  (and  as  it  should  liave 
been  added,  to  contribute  towards  the  cxpences  of 
expeditions)*  William  I.,  Iiowever,  deprived  them 
of  this  exemption,  and  instead  thereof  turned 
their  possessions  Into  baronies,  bo  that  they  held 
them  per  haroniam,  and  this  made  them  subject  to 
the  tenures  and  duties  of  knights*  service. 

The  bishops  as  such  were  members  of  the 
Mycel-synod  or  Witena-gemot.  Another  argu- 
ment in  favour  of  their  spiritual  capjicity  in  Par- 
liament is,  that  from  the  reign  of  Kdw*  I.  to  that 
of  Edw.  IV,  inclusive,  great  numbers  of  writs  to 
attend  the  Parliament  were  sent  to  the  "^or- 
diarii  of  the  spiriUmlitien  "  during  the  vacancies  of 
bishoprics^  or  while  the  bishops  were  in  foreign 
parts.  The  writs  of  summons  also  premier ve  the 
distinction  of /jr(?&if<  and  magnates;  and  whereas 
temporal  lords  arc  required  to  appear  in  Jide  ei 
Ugeantia^  in  the  writs  of  the  bishops  the  word  Ugt' 
tmtia  is  omitted,  and  the  command  to  appear  is 
t«  ^de  et  dilectione.  See  Selden's  Titles  of  Ho' 
naur^  575. 

A  bishop  confirmed  may  sit  in  Parliament  as  a 
lord  thereof.  It  is  laid  down  indeed  by  Lord 
Coke  that  a  bishop  elect  may  so  sit;  but  tn  the 
case  of  Evans  and  AscuUh^  M.  3.  Car.,  Jones  held 
clearly  that  a  bishop  cannot  be  summoned  to 
Parliament  before  confb'mution^  without  which  the 
election  is  not  complete;  and  he  added  that 
it  was  well  known  that  Bancroft,  being  trans- 
lated to  the  bishopric  of  London,  could  not 
come  to  Parliament  before  his  confirmation.  A 
bisho]>,  however,  can  sit  before  he  has  received 
restitution  of  temporalities,  says  Dr.  Richard 
Burn^  becaiLse  he  siits  by  usage  and  custom* 
Lord  Coke  says  archbishops  and  bishcma  abaU.  hm 
Iried  by  tbe  couiiiry^  \3fckuX\a^\j^  to^Sn^ftwi**^"'^ 
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that  they  are  not  of  the  dcgi^co  of  nobility  (lee  1 
Inst  Si.;  3  Itut.  30.)-  Selden  seems  dear  tliat  this 
is  the  only  privilege  bishops  have  not  in  common 
with  other  peers.  However,  it  seems  to  be  a^eed 
that  while  Parliament  is  sitting,  a  bishop  shiul  be 
tried  by  the  peers  (2  Hawkins,  424.).  The  result, 
therefore,  seems  to  be  that  a  bishop  tied  oannot 
sit  in  Parliaments  J.  A.  Pn. 


J.  S.  S.  remarks,  that  "  the  bishops  sit  in  the 
House  of  Lords  as  spiritual  peers^'*  and  that  the^ 
'*  could  not  come  under  that  denomination  until 
entitled  to  it  b^/  the  act  of  consecration,^^  Is  this 
strictly  correct  f  The  bishops  sit  in  convocation 
as  spiritual  peers,  no  doubt  <  and,  being  spiriimil 
per$<m$^  they  sit  as  peers  in  the  House  of  Lords. 
But  they  sit  there  in  right  of  their  temporal  haramee. 
It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  they  are  entitled  to 
take  their  seats,  woi  upon  consecration,  but  upon 
their  being  legally  invested  with  their  hanmUd 
rights.  I  speak,  of  course,  of  their  constitutional 
right  as  peers,  —  without  reference  to  the  writ|  of 
mmmoiif,  by  which  they  take  their  seats  in  the 
pratent  day.  J.  Saksom. 

I  think  J.  S.  S.  does  not  recollect  that  the 
bishops  are  spiritual  lords,  not  peen,  and  ore  en- 
titled to  a  Writ  to  the  Parliament  in  virtue  of 
their  temporalities,  held,  as  tlic  old  law  writers 
say,  per  baroniam.  It  is  certain  that  in  early 
times  bishops  eleet  could  sit.  See  the  Pari.  Rolls, 
18  Edw.  1. 15  b,  when  the  Parliament  granted  an 
aid  to  the  king  upon  the  marriage  of  his  daugh- 
ter, when  many  bishops  were  present,  and  amongst 
them  ^'WiUielmus  Electus  Eliensis."*  (William  de 
Luda,  Archdeacon  of  Durham,  elected  12  May, 
1290,  consecrated  1  Oct  following.)

THE  MACAULAT  FAMILY. 


(:l-*  S.  ix.  44.) 

Permit  me  to  correct  a  slight  inaccuracy  into 
which  your  correspondent  FiTsaiiiBBKT  has  fallen 
as  to  the  ancestors  of  Lord  Macaulay.    The  Rev. 

' Macaulay  (Dumbarton),'*  whom  he  mentions 

as  great-grandfather  of  the  hbtorian,  wts  never 
loeated  in  Dumbarton.  Ho  was  minister  of  Har- 
ris, one  of  the  parishes  in  the  Western  Isles,  and 
will  be  found  alluded  to  along  with  hit  son  John 
in  the  Jacobite  Memtrirs  of  the  JMeUton,  edited 
fWnn  the  MSS.  of  Bishop  Forbes  hj  Robert  Cham- 
bers. This  John  was  first  ordamed  minister  of 
South- Uist,  in  1745  \  in  1756  he  removed  to  Lia- 
more,  and  nine  years  af^«rwards  made  a  second 
ehanse  to  Inverary,  where  he  was  minister  when 
Dr.  Johnson  made  his  tour  to  the  Hebrides.  In 
1774,  and  in  the  face  of  considerable  opposition 
fVom  the  Ultra-Calvinistic  section  of  the  Fk^by- 
/tuyr^  he  W9B  muiiJated  to  the  parish  of  CSnrdross 


in  Dumbartonshire,  where  he  (Med  in  1789.  km 
uipears  from  the  ^vestono  in  the  churchyard 
there,  he  had  a  family  of  twelve  children  by  Mar* 
garet,  third  daughter  of  Colin  Campbell  of  Invem* 
regan.  One  of  his  daughters,  Jean,  married,  ia 
1787,  Thomas  Babington,  Esq.,  of  Rothley  Tem- 
ple, Leicestershire,  who,  I  am  informed,  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  residing  for  a  few  months  in  the 
vear  at  the  manse  of  Cardross  for  the  benefit  of 
his  hefllth.  A  son,  Zachary,  whose  career  is  wcH 
known,  had  (besides  other  children)  by  a  dauj^ 
ter  of  Quaker  Mills  of  Bristol,  a  son  ThoOMMv 
christened  Babington,  in  honour  of  the  husband 
of  Aunt  Jane,  who  I  dnrc  say  made  the  best  mar- 
riago  of  the  family.  This  Inomas  Babington  be- 
came, as  wc  all  know.  Lord  Macaulay.  The 
descent^  therefore,  soems  to  stand  thus :  —

Your  correspondent  alludes  to  the  late  lonl*fl 
kinsmen  in  Leicestershire  as  claiming  desoeat 
fVom  the  anciont  house  of  M*Aulay.  If  he  means 
the  Babingtons,  I  fear  the  claim  could  only  be 
made  out  with  reference  to  the  present  rejiresen- 
tativc  of  the  family,  Thomas  Gisborne  Babinjjton, 
Esq.,  whose  mother  was  the  Jean  M^Aulay  above 
mentioned.  From  the  descent  as  given  in 
"  Burke/  there  appears  to  have  been  no  earlier 
connexion  with  the  house  of  M*Aulay,  nor  in  the 
papers  formerly  belonging  to  the  present  famil/ 
of  Ardincaple  (which  I  had  occasion  to  examine 
somewhat  minutely  when  preparing  their  scheme 
of  descent  for  mv  History  of  thtmbartonshire)  did 
I  see  anything  leading  me  to  believe  that  any 
member  of  t]£  clan  had  settled  so  far  south.  I 
have  not  been  able,  I  mav  say,  to  connect  Lord 
MacaulaVs  ancestors  with  the  Dumbartonshire 
house  of  Ardincf^le,  but  there  was  no  other  dan 
of  the  name  in  Scotland,  and  it  may  be  thcrefiire 
reasonably  inferred  that  a  connexion  more  or  less 
distant  existed  between  the  minister  of  Har|is 
and  his  contemporary  Aulay  Aulay,  the  last  lineal 
representative  of  the  once  powerful  family  of  Ar- 
dincaple. As  the  descent  of  this  clan  is  but 
imperfectlv  understood,  I  will  be  glad  on  u  fatoro 
occasion  (by  permission  of  the  Eiditor  of  **  N.  & 
Q.'*)  to  make  certain  salient  points  in  its  history 
the  subject  of  another  paper.

AugmeiUia  Sci£uiiantm,  and  in  the  correspond* 
i^g  paaaagc  of  Ida  work  on  the  Adcancemmi 
qf  Learnings  trcati  the  subject  of  Cohtftrsaliom^ 
or  beliaTiour  in  interoourte  with  men,  as  a  do- 
partment  of  civil  science.  lie  remarks,  however, 
that  the  aubjeci  had  been  already  treated  by 
otliera  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  **Verum  hiec 
pars  Bcientiv  civilii  de  oonv^s&tionc  eleganter 
profeoto  a  nonnullii  tractata  eat,  neoae  nilo  modo 
tamquam  desiderata  reponi  debet  ^'  (vol.  ix.  p.  6., 
ed.  Montagu.}.  In  the  Advancement  0/  learning

The  writer  principally  referred  to  by  Lord  Ba» 
con  in  this  passoge  is  undoubtedly  Giovanni  deUa 
Cosa,  who  was  bom  in  1503,  and  died  in  1556, 
and  whose  work,  Gahteo^  irattato  dei  coslumi^ 
published  in  15S8,  particularly  related  to  the  sub* 
jecl  of  conversation.  It  acquired  gre^it  celebrity, 
wns  translated  into  many  languages,  and  was  par- 
ticularly renowned  for  the  eiegnnce  of  its  style  (to 
which  the  words  of  Bacon  allude).  Another  wri- 
ter, whom  Lord  Baeon  doubllcAS  bad  in  his  mind, 
is  Caati^lione,  who,  in  the  second  book  of  his  Cot^ 
tigutnajiiiys  down  rules  for  the  con^'crsatiun  of  the 
eotirtier,  both  with  his  sovereign  and  with  bis 
equals  (see  the  Milan  cd.  of  1803,  vol.  i.  p.  127.

This  account  states  distinctly  tliat  the  iron 
rings  were  not  procurable  except  from  govern- 
ment, and  in  exchange  for  gold  or  silver  jewels 
given  up  for  the  public  service.  Ma.  Bots*  ac- 
count, although  not  asserting  the  reverse,  seems 
to  lead  to  a  diflerent  impression  :  for  his  episode 
of  the  maiden*s  hair  has  clearly  nothing  to  do  with 
till?  distribution  of  riiigM  by  government,  as  de- 
scribed by  Senor  Pizarn>,  although  the  one  might 
be  mistaken  for  the  other,  or  rather  confounded 
with  it.  Z. 

The  Oath  op  Vargas  (a***  S.  yiii.  355.)— The 
■tory  (respecting  the  above  painting),  to  the  best 
of  my  recollection,  is  this :  —  One  Vargas,  a 
Spaniard,  was  apuointed  by  tlie  Duke  of  Alva 
chief  of  tlie  so-called  **  Bloodr  Tribunal,**  or  In- 
Quisition,  CHtablished  during  tfie  Spanish  domina- 
tion ov(*r  the  Netherlands.  This  Vargas  was  a 
man  distinguished  by  his  ficn*e  bigotry  and  fana- 
ticism. On  one  occasion,  when  presiding  over 
the  aforesaid  tribunal,  he  arose  and  took  a  solemn 
oath  upon  the  crucifix  before  him,  saying  :  ^*  That 
if  he  knew  or  suspected  that  his  own  father  or 
mother  were  tainted  witli  the  accursed  sin  of 
heresy,  with  his  own  hands  would  he  consign  them 
to  the  stake." 

This  rather  startled  some  of  his  worthy  ccm- 
frtresj  who  were  not  (|uite  prepared  to  go  to  such 
lengths.  The  picture  is  in  water-colour,  by 
Louis  Ilaghe,  and  was  first  exhibite<l  at  the  New 
Water-colour  Society  in  1841  or  1842,  and  was 
afterwards  purchased  by  one  of  the  prizeholders 
of  the  London  Art  Union.  It  is  now  the  property 
of  W.  Leaf,  £s({.  If  your  correspondent  can  pro- 
cure one  of  the  New  Water-colour  Exhibition 
Catalogues  for  the  above  years,  he  will  find  the 
itory  attached  to  the  picture.  £.

Sepulchral  Slabs  ahd  Ceosseb  (2*^  S.  iz.  27.) 
— A  few  years  ago,  I  was  visiting  Mr.  Gaskcll  at 
his  Highland  lodge,  called  Inverlair,  in  the  county 
of  Inverness,  when  I  strolled  one  day  to  a  bury- 
ing-ground,  about  two  miles  oiT,  most  ronNUiticauy 
situated  amongst  the  moimtains ;  and  thoM  I  saw 
several  grayestones,  placed  for  the  meet  part,  as 
in  England,  at  the  head  of  the  bodieii  wlkh  lay 


with  their  faces  towards  the  east ;  but  there  wm 
alto  monumental  stones  to  tlie  memorj  of  tvD« 
three  priests,  whose  bodies  were  lud  ^  with  th« 
faces  to  the  west,**  as  Mr.  CutU  atittes.  And  oi 
asking  some  of  the  people  preoent  at  a  tooil 
why  this  difference  occnrrM,  thej  aud  H  va 
the  custom  of  their  religion  toplace  the  bodieiif 
their  priests  in  this  position.  The  population  wa 
almost  exclusively  Roman  Catholic. 

I  do  not  recollect  whether  the  inacriptiona  wm 
included  in  the  same  description ;  but  mv  >»Di» 
sion  is,  that  they  all,  both  clerical  and  lay,  neri 
one  way.  J.  W.

1860.  To  find  in  what  year  of  our  Lord  any  day 
la  a  given  regnal  year  falls  will  not  be  difficult;

June,  1867,  and  ends  with  9th  June,  1868;  the 
proposed  day  will  fall,  therefore,  in  a.i>.

If,  however,  the  king^s  reign  commences  on  a 
moveable  feast,  .^  that  of  our  own  King  John 
did,  fecotif«e  tnu9t  be  had  to  a  perpetual  almanac^ 
or  tabka  af  regnal  years,  in  omer  to  discover  on 


wbat  days  of  the  month  the  suoceasive  feasts  Mi 
in  successive  years  of  our  Lord.  If*  as  occasion- 
ally happened  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  a  regnal 
year  terminates  later  in  a  year  of  our  Lord  than 
it  commenceil  in  the  preceding  year,  a  certain 
number  of  days  in  the  two  years  of  our  Lord 
will  be  common  to  the  same  regnal  jear;  and 
further  information,  such  as  the  mention  of  the 
days  of  the  week  corresponding  to  these  doubtful 
days,  or  their  distance  from  a  feast*day,  will 
be  necessary  before  it  can  be  decided  to  which 
year  they  belong.  Thus,  suppose  the  6th  regnal 
year  to  commence  on  10th  June,  1859,  and  on  the 
1 7th  June,  1860,  these  two  days  being  assumed 
to  answer  respectively  to  a  moveable  feast  and  its 
eve,  it  is  clear  that  the  10th,  1 1th,  12th,  13th, 
I4tb,  15th,  16th,  and  17th  June,  a.  »,  6,  may  be- 
long either  to  a,d,  1859,  or  A.n.  1860.  But  if 
in  addition  we  ahould  know  that,  e.  g,  the  1 2th 
June,  A.  B,  6,  was  Whit-Sunday,  it  would  be  clear 
that  it  belonged  to  the  former  aj3.,  and  not  to  the 
latter.

A  GLoocBSTSHSHiEfi  Stoet. — III  2**  S.  viii.  304.

bury  ;  and  now  occupied  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Buller 
(of  the  Cliuraton  family),  which  stands  upon  its 
original  elevation,  with  its  furniture  of  the  age  of 
Queen  Elizabeth;  and  the  hail  of  which  contains 
a  considerable  collection  of  armour  and  weapons 
which  saw  the  fields  of  battle  then  raging  on  the 
Cotswold  hills,  in  the  time  of  Charles  I, 

It  appears  that  Nathaniel  Stephens,  then  in 
Parliament  for  Gloucestershire,  was  keeping  the 
festival  of  Christmas,  1648,  at  Chavenage,  having 
shown  much  irresolution  in  deciding  upon  sacri- 
ficing the  life  of  the  monarch,  was  wavering  on 
the  subject,  when  Ireton,  who  had  been  dispatched 
**  Lo  whet  his  almost  blunted  purpose,"  arrived  at 
the  manor-house  —  and  sat  up,  it  is  said,  all  night 
in  obtaining  his  reluctant  acquiescence  to  the 
sentence  of  the  king  from  the  Lord  of  Chavenage. 
It  appears  that  in  May,  1649,  the  latter  was  seized 
with  a  fatal  sickness,  and  died  the  2nd  of  that 
month,  expressing  his  regret  for  having  partici- 
pated  in  the  execution  of  the  sovereign. 

So  far  circumstances  have  every  semblance  of 
fact,  but  on  these  a  legendary  tale  has  been 
Ibunded,  which  the  superstitious  and  the  believers 
in  supernatural  appearances  are  now  only  begin- 
ning to  disbelieve.  When  all  the  relatives  had 
assembled,  and  their  several  well-known  equipages 
were  crowding  the  courtly ard  to  proceed  with 
the  obBcquies,  the  household  were  surprised  to 
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obtferre  tiiAt  jioother  coaoh  oroamciiUd  in  ev^n 
more  than  the  goifceaiK  embeiUflhiiiealfl  of  th«t 
splendid  period,  and  dr^wn  by  bltek  boraeBt  waa 
approach ing  tbe  d^>or  in  gremi  ioUmnity,  Whoa 
h  arrived,  ibe  door  of  the  vebiale  opened  in  flomo 
unseen  matmer ;  and,  olad  in  hia  ski-oudj  the  sluda 
of  the  lord  of  tbo  maDor  glided  into  the  catriitge^ 
and  the  door  iuBtantlj  closing  upon  bini,  tbe  coach 
nnidly  witiidrew  from  the  boiiHe ;  not,  hQweror, 
with  euoh  apeed,  but  there  waa  timn  to  percei?e 
that  tbe  drtv«r  wai  a  beheaded  man,  tbat  fao  wa« 
arrayed  in  the  royal  Testmentg,  wiUi  the  garter 
moreover  on  bia  iefc,  and  the  star  q€  that  tllui<> 
trioua  order  upon  his  brea»t  No  loonar  had  the 
oooch  arrived  at  the  gateway  of  the  manor  court, 
than  the  whole  appearance  vaniahed  in  flames  of 
fire.  Tbe  t  tory  farther  main  tains  that,  to  this  day, 
every  Lord  of  Chaveniige  dying  in  the  manor- 
bouse  takes  bb  departure  in  iJiis  awfnl  manner.

I  am  indebted  to  the  arrangement  of  the  Do- 
mestic Papers  of  Car.  I.  in  the  State  Paper  Office, 
now  in  course  of  being  calendared  by  Mr.  Bruce, 
for  a  letter,  which  has  lately  turned  up,  from  Se- 
cretary Sir  John  Coke  to  Secretary  Lord  Dor- 
Chester. 

It  possesses  I  think  a  two-fold  interest,  both  as 
relating  to  the  time  of  the  great  Flemish  painter's 
departure  from  England  and  to  the  **si>iriting 
away,**  if  the  term  may  be  aptly  used  in  this 
sense,  of  *'  gcntelwomen  **  to  tne  Spanish  nun- 
neries, and  of  **yong  boics**  to  the  schools  of  the 
Jesuits. 

With  reference  to  the  departure  of  Kubens 
from  London,  I  have  already  stated  my  belief  that  i 
he  left  London  about  22mi  Feb.  1630  (viefe^'N. 
&  Q."*  2°*  S.  viii.  436.).  Fnwn  the  contenU  of 
Sec.  Coke*s  letter  it  would,  however,  appear  that 
Hubcns  had  not  led  Dover  on  2nd  March,  1630; 
and  it  is  probable  that  he  was  farther  detained 
there  two  or  three  dajrs,  waiting  for  the  KiDg*8 
re^j  to  this  letter.

A  few  years  later  it  might  per- 
haps oAve  been  called  so  by  mnny  who  then  com- 
plstned  of  somewhat  similar  practices. 

By  reference  to  one  of  the  volumes  of  Mr. 
Brace's  Calendar,  Car.  I.  voL  i.  p,  196.  art.  23. , 
1  find  that  one  John  Philipot^  baihJT  of  Sandwich, 
pdUlons  the  council  in  consequence  of  an  occur- 
rence lomewhat  similar  to  that  described  la 
Secretary  Coke's  letter.  The  bailitT  complains 
that  divers  watermen  of  London  bad  latelv  con* 
veyed  two  boats  full  of  yovng  childrejt  to  Tilbury 
Hope,  wbere  a  ketch  staved  fti  (ake  thent  to  Flan- 
ders ;  and  be  prays  that  the  Master  of  the  Water- 
men*! Company  may  be  required  to  bring  forth 
thes«  men,  *^tbat  so  they  may  an,swer  for  this 
offience,  and  some  remedy  mny  be  given  for  pre- 
Tenting  tbe  like  courses  in  time  to  come,"  This 
{»etiiion  is  endorsed  **  Mr.  Pbillpott  aboid  spirits^' 

In  tbe  early  part  of  the  succeeding  reign,  tbe 
practice  of  spiriting  away  was  much  resorted  to^ 
md  a  thriving  trade  was  driven  by  many  "wicked 
persons**  who  by  fraud  or  violence  sent  over 
** servants"  and  others  to  inhabit  the  then  rapnlly 
increasing  English  plantations  abroad.  Several 
petitions  were  presented  to  Charles  II.  and  his 
council  from  merchants,  as  well  as  planters,  mas- 
ters of  ships,  and  others,  against  *^  the  wicked 
practise  of  a  lewd  sort  of  people  called  Spirits  and 
their  cx>mplices.**  Complaints  were  made  that  there 
was  **'  a  wicked  custom  to  seduce  or  spirit  away 
jottog  people**  to  go  to  the  foreign  plantations  in 
varbua  capacities;  and  that  such  a  practice  existed 
ieentt  to  ba^e  been  so  universally  believed  tbat  when 
ixiy  peraons,  more  particularly  of  inferior  station^ 
irtre  about  to  leave  the  country,  it  was  concluded 
that  tbej  were  spirited  away.  This  led  to  incal- 
oulahle  mischief,  and  many  frauds  and  robberies 
were  committed  in  consequence.  **  Evil-mindod 
people**  voluntarily  offered  to  go  on  a  voyage,  or 
to  settle  in  a  distant  colony.  They  received  money, 
dotbeSf  and  other  necessaries  for  their  out^t ;  but 
ao  sooner  did  the  vessel  get  clear  of  Gravesend, 
or  put  into  any  port,  than  they  contrived  to  get 
tw«.  They  pretended  they  were  betrayed,  ear- 
ned off  without  their  consent,    in  fact,  spiriied

from  such  extraordinary  proceedings,  Charles  II. 
granted  a  comniission,  in  Sept.  1664^  to  the  Duke 
of  York  and  others  to  examine  all  persons  before 
going  abroad;  whether  **tbcy  go  vuluntarily, 
without  compulsion,  or  any  deceitful  or  sinister 
practise  whatsoever.'*  At  the  snme  time  the  King 
erected  an  "office  for  taking  and  registering  the 
consents,  agreements,  and  covenants  of  such  per- 
sons, male  or  female,  as  shaM  voluntarity  go  or  be 
sent  as  servants  to  any  of  our  plantations  in 
America.*'  It  was  however,  notwithstanding  this 
commission,  found  necessary  to  resort  to  parlia- 
ment for  prevention  of  these  abuses;  and  at 
length,  on  18th  March,  1670,  "An  Act**  was 
passed  (see  Commons'  Journal^  p,  142.)  '^  to  pre- 
vent stealing  and  transporting  ebililren  and  other 
persons  ;**  whereby  any  person  spiriting  away  by 
fraud  or  enticement,  with  the  design  to  sell,  carry 
away,  or  transport  any  person  beyond  the  sea^ 
shall  suffer  death  as  a  felon  without  clergy.

THE  NINE  MEN^S  MORfilS. 

In  tbe  note  on  **  The  nine  men's  morris  is  filled 
up  with  mud"  (M  N.  D,,  li.  1.),  in  the  VariQrum 
Shakespeare  ihk  game  is  described  by  J^Ir.  James, 
evidently  from  his  own  knowledge  of  it^  and  a 
diagram  is  annexed ;  but  from  neither  the  de- 
scription nor  the  diagram  can  I  form  the  slightest 
conception  of  the  manner  of  playing  the  game* 
How,  for  example,  can  eighteen  meit  be  employed 
when  there  are  only  sixteen  places  ?  It  would  be 
well  if  some  resident  of  "Warwickshire  were  to 
send  the  "  N.  &  Q.**  a  more  accurate  description  ; 
for  I  suppose  it  is  still  played.  1  have  Bometimea 
thought,  by  the  way,  tnat  Shakespeare  may  have 
made  a  mistuke,  and  meant  the  game  of  *^  nine- 
holes/*  which,  as  it  must  be  on  a  llflt,  wns  more 
likely  to  be  alTected  by  the  overflow  of  a  river, 

**  These  figures,"  says  Mr.  Jnraes,  **  are,  by  the 
country  people*  called  nine  mens  mortis  or  merriU^ 
and  are  so  called  because  each  party  has  nine 
men.**  Now  mfrril  is  plainlv  the  French  merille 
or  marelle,  of  which  the  folio  wing  account  is 
given  by  M.  Chabaille  in  his  Supplhnetit  to  tbe 
Roman  du  Renart :  — 

"  Le  jeu  de  mfrilk  or  marelft,  ir^a  en  vofrae  avant  rim- 
Tention  dea  turles,  se  joae  sur  one  eaphce  d'^hiqmer  cou|>^ 
de  lii^nes  qu  on  tire  des  nngle*  et  d6a  c%\.4»  par  le  c«ntr«. 
Lea  deux  jouera  ont  chacun  trois  jetons  qn'ili  plncent  «l- 
ternaiiv«ment  k  Textreniit^  de  cliaque  lii^ne,  et  cfllui  qai 
lea  range  le  premier  aur  un  mfime  cdt^  [lagne?]  gagae 
la  partis.  On  nomme  tusai  marelk  un  auire  Jeu  d'en- 
fitnta,  oil  les  jouenirs  po assent  k  clocbe-pied  un  petit  }ial»t 
dans  cbaquo  gujt^  d'nne  eap^ce  d^^clielle  Irac^  aar  le 
terrain." 

In  this  last  description  every  one  will  recognise 
at  once  the  well-known  game  of  *^  hop-scotch,*' 
called  in  Ireland  *^  scotch-hop  C  and.,  as  la.  ^\:Q«iC  o.'C 
its  Caledoman  ofigm  1  ipT<i%\Mnft^  vV^Vn^'ss^-  V4 
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ia  there  named  porridge.  But  this  is,  I  apprehend, 
not  the  rij^ht  etjmon,  and  the  fingliah  form  is  the 
more  correct  one.  In  Richardson's  Dictionary^ 
the  first  BerMQ  of  teotehy  is,  **  to  strike,*'  and  I 
think  it  is  rightly  derived  from  A.-S.  jcvten,  to 
shoot  or  throw  out.  In  Scotland  and  Ireland,  to 
Mcutch  flax,  is  by  beating  to  drive  off  the  ligneou.s 
part  of  the  stalk ;  and  in  Ireland  tuere  is  a  mode 
of  threshing  wlie.it  called  scutcking^  which  is  per- 
formed by  striking  the  head  of  the  sheaf  against  u 
piece  of  timber,  so  as  to  drive  out  the  largest  and 
Dest  grains.  '' Hop-sc*otch,**  then,  I  take  to  l>o 
hop  and  drive  out :  — 

"  A  right  description  of  our  sport,  my  Lionl.'* 

The  other  Jeu  de  mh^lie  is  as  plainly  our 
*•  noughts  and  crosses/*  &c.  —  the  Irisli  "  tip-top- 
castle.**  In  a  former  number  of  ••  N.  &  Q.**  1  have 
endeavoured  t-o  show  that  it  was  a  favouritu  game 
in  the  days  of  Augustus,  and  now  we  have  the 
testimony  of  M.  Chabaille  that  it  formed  the  re- 
creation of  *^  lords  and  ladles  gay**  in  the  Middle 
Ages.  So  much  indeed,  he  says,  was  it  in  vonrue, 
that  "  merel  mestrnitj  e'est  li-dire  mm  coup  maljoue^*' 
was  a  commrm  saying.  As  to  the  cause  of  the 
name  merelle  being  given  to  two  games  uf  such 
opposite  characters,  it  was  most  probably  the  eir- 
cumstance  of  the  division  into  bedn  being  common 
to  both.  It  has  sometimes  Htruck  mo  that  merrile^ 
the  counters,  &c.,  being  the  object  in  view,  nmy 
be  the  origin  of  the  name  of  nuirblee^ — whieh  never 
were  made  of  the  carbonate  of  lime  so  railed. 

But  there  is  one  thing  very  strange  about  this 
game  of  mirelle^  &c.  It  is  probably  more  than 
two  thousand,  nay,  may  be  mure  than  three  thou- 
sand years  old,  and  has  conse(]uenLly  been  played 
by  myriads,  perhaps  millions  of  peojde ;  and  yet 
there  is  a  very  simple  rule  or  principle,  the  pos- 
sessor of  which  is  infallibly  certain  of  winning 
every  game  :  when,  consequently,  there  is  an  end 
of  nil  interest  and  pleasure.  When  I  was  a  boy — 
and  thut*s  some  years  ago  —  it  was  discovered  and 
communicated  to  me  by  a  peasant-boy  with  whom 
I  was  playing  at  **  tip- top-castle.**  Now  surely  it 
il  hardly  within  the  limits  of  possibilitjr  that  so 
simple  a  principle  should  not  have  been  (uscovered 
over  and  over  again,  times  without  number ;  and 
in  that  case,  how  could  the  game  have  continueil 
to  exist  t  It  would  indeed  be  wonderful,  if  what 
had  eluded  the  men  and  the  women  of  centuries 
and  centuries,  should  have  been  detected  by  an 
Irish  cow-boy  ;  "  No  better  doe  him  call.** 

While  I  am  on  the  subject  of  my  boyish  days,  I 
must  notice  another  game  at  which  I  used  to  play. 
It  was  called  "  cat^**  and  was  cricket  in  effect,  only 
that,  instead  of  wickets,  there  were  holes,  and  in- 
stead  of  a  ball,  a  shuttle-shaped  piece  of  wood :  in 
all  other  respects,  it  was  played  precisely  like 
oricket.  My  father's  gardener  was  the  instruotor 
in  it  of  myself  and  the  sons  of  our  workmen,  with 
whom  I  used  to  play  it.  IhayvneTorieonor  heard

It  consists  of  a  man  in  ample  drapati 
who  stands  beneatli,  and  points  up  with  hia  i%k 
hand  to  a  tree,  branched,  iVom  which  soh 
broken  boughs  have  fallen  and  others  are  ftlliia 
and  to  which  last  the  tigure  ia  pointing  with  he 
leffc  hand.  In  the  tree  are  some  round  biHi 
resting  on  the  branches,  but  none  on  thoee  ftUa 
down  :  and  all  these  balls  seem  to  be  bound  wkh 
a  single  band,  which  crosses  itself.  A  eeroU  pRh 
ceeds  from  the  tree  bearing  the  worda  **  vou 
ALTVM  SAFsaB ;  **  to  which,  as  I  have  read,  WM 
sometimes  added  "skd  timr.** 

This  emblem,  as  used  by  Robert  Stepheni,  in 
his  edition  (»f  Tagnini's  Xi6^  Pealmontm  IJaeidk, 
l2rao.

GUKPOWBER^PLOT  PAPERS. 
The  house  adjoining  the  Parliament  House^ 
which,  at  the  be^irmiiig  of  this  conspiracy,  was 
chosen  by  Catesby  for  the  purposes  of  the  plot, 
belonged  to  one  Mr.  Wynniard,  the  Keeper  or  the 
King's  Wardi  obe.  Jlr.  Wynniard,  hfjwever,  did 
not  reside  in  it  at  that  liiive,  but  hail  let  it  to  a 
gentleman  of  the  name  of  Ferrei^a,  in  whose  occu- 
pation it  was  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
1604.  In  that  year  the  eonspirator^,  finding  the 
house  very  advantageously  placed,  resolved  to 
hire  it,  their  intention  being,  as  is  well  known,  to 
undermine  the  adjoining  foundations  of  the  House 
of  Lords.  Though  this  intention  was  ultimately 
abaudoned,  bv  reason  of  the  discovery  of  a  cellar 
more  convenient  than  the  raine,  yet  the  excava- 
tions were  commenced  in  eftrneat  and  under  many 
disadvantages.  Afterwards,  when  the  plot  was 
discovered  J  and  many  of  the  conspirators  known 
to  the  Council  by  name,  some  agents  of  the  govern- 
ment, whilst  searching  their  residences  and  the 
hiding-places  and  resorts  of  the  Romanists,  dis- 
covered the  following  document.  It  is  the  agree- 
ment between  Henry  Ferrvrs  and  Thoiuas  Percy, 
who  was  deputed  by  his  companions  to  obtam 
possession  of  Mr.  Wynniard's  house,  a^  to  tho 
terms  on  which  Ferrers  would  part  with  his  in* 
terest  in  it,  he  being  at  that  Umft>  w^  ^t.^^\i*\^

No  mention  is  made  in  any  other  of  these 
papers  of  the  second  house,  occupied  by  Gibbons. 
it  IS  generally  understood  thot  only  one  was  used 
by  the  conspirators.  Gibbons  was  a  porter,  and 
he  and  two  other  porters,  "betwixt  AVhitsuntidc 
and  Midsumcr"  in  that  year,  as  he  tells  us  in  hi.s 
examination  of  the  5tli  of  November,  1605,  "car- 
ried three  thousand  Billctts  from  the  Parliament 
stairs,  to  the  vault  under  the  parliament  house, 
which  Johnson  (Fnwkes)  piled  up."  f 

The  Earl  of  Northumberland  was  supposed  to 
be  privy  to  the  hiring  of  this  house,  nna  to  have 
sent  his  "servant,"  Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  to  try 
and  induce  Ferrers  to  let  Percy  have  it.  When 
the  earl  was  suspected  on  account  of  his  relation- 
ship to  Percy  of  being  acquainted  with  the  plot, 
the  hiring  of  this  house  is  one  of  the  points 
touched  on  in  the  interrogatories  administered  to 
him  on  the  28rd  of  November,  1605,  preserved  in 
the  State  Paper  Office.  |  Ilis  lordship,  however, 
asserted  "  that  he  never  knew  of  the  hiring,  or 
heard  of  it  until  this  matter  was  discovered." 

Connected  with  this  agreement  is  one  other 
document,  which  I  think  worthy  of  being  pub- 
lished in  your  columns  :  namely,  a  receipt  for  the 
rent  of  this  house,  as  follows :  —

Of  course  every  schoolboy  knowa  the  title*pagc 
of  his  large  Virgil,  and  other  useful  works  ot  tht 
kind,  so  that  I  do  not  wish  to  appear  ignorant  of 
the  '^  In  usum  Sereniaaimi  Delphini  ;*'  but  what 
I  desire  to  know  is,  whether  the  term  "  Delybin 
Editions**  ^M  Awt^^  tt^ta.  <!tv^  '^^xi.^tvNtv^  ^^x 
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whom  these  eilitiong  were  prepared,  or  whether 
there  niiiv  not  have  been  sonic  other  cause  for  the 
name  ?  I  linil  the  well-known  Aldine  symbol  of 
the  "dolphin  and  anchor''  early  used  by  the  Pari- 
sian printers.  Take,  fur  instance,  an  Aldine  Ta- 
citus before  me :  here  is  the  usual  badjB^c  of  Aldus, 
and  the  follow in;(  description  of  the  printer  of  this

[,It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  dolphin  was  the 
armorial  bearing  of  the  Dauphins  of  Auvergne  from  the 
time  of  Guy  the  Fat  in  the  twelfth  century,  lliis  may 
accrount  for  the  origin  of  the  name  given  to  the  celebrated 
collection  known  as  the  Uelphin  Clawics,  consisting  of 
sixty  volumes,  printed  between  1674  and  1694,  ami 
originally  destined  for  the  nse  of  the  Dauphin,  son  of 
Louis  XlV.  The  device  of  Aldus  Manutius  was  the 
anchor  and  dolphin,  borrowed  from  a  silver  medal  of  the 
Emperor  Titus,  presented  to  Aldus  by  Cardinal  Bembns. 
On  one  side  of  the  medal  was  the  head  of  the  Emperor ; 
on  the  reverse  a  tloiphin  twisted  round  an  anchor;  and 
the  emblem,  or  hirrofrlyphic,  ia  supposed  to  correspond 
with  an  adage  {^vtvU  fip^Atmt)  said  to  have  been  the 
favourite  motto  of  Augustus.  That  venerable  biblio- 
grapher  Sir  Egerton  Urydgcs  thus  poetically  eulugiaes 
the  device  of  Aldus ;  —

The  eollarsf 
the  order  at  flrst  was  composed  of  elephants  and  crsssa 
formed  anchor- wise.  They  were  linked  together  and 
suspended  ttom  them  was  an  Image  of  the  VTrwin  Maiy, 
surrounded  with  a  glory,  and  holding  the  In&nt  Jasas 


upon  her  arm.  This  badge  and  collar  were 
changed ;  and  in  the  place  of  the  former  was*  anbstitPtid 
an  elephant  of  gold  and  white  enamel,  wiUi  tasks  sal 
trunk  of  gold.

'  During  the  first  half  of  the  last  century  a  cer- 
tain regbtrar  of  the  Consistory  Court  of  Durham 
was  in  tbe  habit  of  lighting  Ins  pipe  with  one  of 
the  old  wills  under  his  diarge,  aud  of  glorjing  in 
hJa  deed.  *'^Here  goes  the  testator*"  wa^  his 
ttid  exclamation  when  so  emplajed.  That  was 
enough,  certainly  ,-  but  jet  it  was  onlj  a  bit- 
bj-bit  destruction,  and  was  at  length  arrested. 
"^  hat  are  we  to  say  of  this  literary  holocaust^ 
msigning  of  "  three  large  chests  **  of  MSS. 
to  the  devouring  element  ?  ^*  Here  goes  the  most 
learned  author  of  Tkemunu  Linguarum  Sepien^ 
triotialium  /" 

But  it  IS  not  on! J  on  account  of  the  loss  of 
notes  connected  with  philology  that  this  wholesale 
destruction  is  to  bo  deplored,  but  still  more  on 
account  of  addltiunal  materials  for  the  history  of 
the  Nonjurors  and  their  proceedings  being  thua 
trrecoTerably  lost  Dr.  Hickes  was  one  of  the 
most  prominent,  and  at  one  time  was  the  main- 
stay  and  the  sole  rallying  point  of  the  Buccesslon 
of  nonjuring  bishops.  On  Feb.  24tb,  1693*  he 
was  consecrated  Sunragan  Bishop  of  Thetford  by 
the  deprived  Bishops  of  Norwich,  Ely»  and  Peter- 
borough. Thomas  Wa^staflie  was  at  the  same  time 
conaeerated  Bishop  of  Ipswich.  The  latter  died  Oct. 
17,  1712,  leaving  Dr.  Hickes  the  sole  surviving 
Qonjuriug  bishop.     In  order,   therefore,  to  per* 

Cetuate  the  succession,  he  engtiged  two  Scotch 
iidiopSf  Gudderar  and  Campbell,  to  assist  him  In 
cansecratina  others;  namely,  Jeramy  Collier  (the 
historian),  Samuel  Hawes,  and  Nathaniel  Spinkes. 
This  tookplace  June  3rd,  1713.  It  as  very  remark- 
able thatGadderar  had  been  himself  consecrated  by 
Dr.  Hickes  on  24th  Feb,  171*2,  in  London^  assisted 
by  Faleonar  and  Campbell.  There  are  several 
interesting  letters  from  Dr.  Hickes  to  T.  Hearne, 
Dr,  Chariett,  &c.  published  In  *' Letters  from  the 
Bodleian  Library  and  Ashmolean  Museum,'*  Lon- 
don>  1813,  in  none  of  which  does  he  allude  to  his 
own  episcopal  character.  I  have  no  doubt,  there- 
fore, Thai  antong  the  maps  of  papers  destroyed 
there  must  have  oeen  mnny  iuteresting  memorials 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Nonjurors.  I  conclude 
with  this  Query,  Did  Dr.  Hickes  in  his  will  give 
any  directions  about  these  manuscripts?  Also,

I  also  give  him  such  orinud  books  of  that  kiod  as  I  have 
pubhihed,  or  to  whicii  I  have  prefixed  Prefaces,  Letter^  i 
or  Dedications;  as  also  such  books  aa  are  therein  an-  ( 
swercd  by  me.    And  after  bis  decease,  or  that  he  shall  < 
have  made  sach  use  of  them  aa  he  shall  think  proper,  I 
give  them  all  to  whom  Mr.  Bedford  shall  by  bis  last  will 
and  testament  appoint,  as  a  proper  poraoa,  wiUi  whom  ^ 
tliey  mtky  be  deposited,  and  with  them  a  catalogue  of  them 
all,  as  well  «acb  as  I  have  already  delivered  to  him,  or  < 
shall  hereafter  dul^ver  to  him,  m  all  the  rest  that  shall  in 
pursaance' hereof  be  delivered  to  the  said  Mr.  Bedford  by 
my  executor," 

It  appears  that  Hilkiah  Bedford  was  present  at  Uia 
death^bed  of  Dr.  Uickes,  and  iminediatelv  despatched  the 
following  letter  to  Thomas  Uearne,  the  Oxford  antiquary : 

*»D©c  15.  1715. 

** Dearest  SiBt'— I  received  youm,  and  was  waiting  an 
opportunity  to  return  the  16«.  for  the  four  aubscriptiont, 
when  I  was  obliged,  by  very  ill  news,  to  write  to  you. 
imuiediaiel3%  beCbra  I  c^uld  get  that  little  bill  It  is,  Sir, 
to  acquaint  you,  that  after  a  long  indispoeition,  from 
which  we  hopecl  he  was  now  rather  recovering,  our 
excellent  Friead,  the  lata  Deao  of  Worcester,  was  at  about 
twetve  last  mght  taken  speechleast  and  died  thi!$  morn  tug 
soon  after  ten.  I  pray  God  support  us  nniier  this  great 
loss,  and  sll  our  nmictions,  and  remove  themi  or  as  from 
them,  when  it  is  Hii  btc^ued  will.'" 

On  Jan.  2o,  1720»  being  the  festival  of  St.  Paul^  Hil- 
kiah Betlford  was  consecrated  a  bishop  at  the  orAtory  of 
the  Utv.  Richanl  RawHnsoa,  in  Graves  InQ^  by  Samuel 
lIuA^es,  Nnthsfiiel  Spinkes,  and  Henry  Gaudy. 

ITe^me  tnflirms  us  that  "  Dr*  Hickes  "left  Htlkiah 
ISedford  his  own  books  and  a  legacy  in  money,  desirini^ 
that  Mr,  Bedfonl  might  write  hit  life,  which  accordingly 
he  u  rule  I  look,  but  I  know  not  whether  he  dnished  it." 
I  iher  adds,  under  Dec,  1,  1724;  "Mr.   Baker 

■?  writes  me  word  that  Mr,  Bedford  died  Nov. 
2tr»a  -i^v,  ^ouut  ten  at  night  of  the  stone.  By  his  will,  he 
has  left  his  wifu  and  eldest  son  executors.  He  was 
buried  on  Sunday,  Nov.  29,  in  St,  Margaret's,  Westmtu- 
ster,  the  pall  being  held  op  by  six  friends  of  his  own 
principles*  and  the  office  read  by  another.'* 

Hilkiah  Bedford  left  three  son.s  William  and  John,  both 
eminent  physicians,  and  Thomas,  a  Noojaring  divine 
settled  at  Compton  in  Derbyshire.  Hearne,  in  his  Diary 
of  Doc.  3 1, 1734,  hM  the  following  intet«sting  notice  of  this 
Aon:  **  Mr.  Thomas  Bedfonl,  one  of  the  sons  of  my  friend 
the  late  Mr.  Hilkiah  Bctlford^  is  now  very  inquiiiU%'a 
about  ihe  liturgies  of  St,  Basil,  St.  Mark,  St.  James,  St. 
Cbr^'sostom,  and  other  Greek  liturgiei,  and  hath  wrote  to 
me  about  them,  to  get  intelligence  about  MS5.  thereof 
in  Bodley,  well  knowing,  he  sa^lh,  that  there  is  nobody 
better  acquainted  with  tbe  MSS.  there  than  myself.  Ha 
wants  tbe  age  of  them,  and  other  particulars,  and  a 
person  to  be  recommended  to  collate  such  MSS.  Bui 
having  been  debarred  tbe  library  a  gnmi  number  of  years, 
I  am  now  a  stranger  there,  and 'cannot  in  the  least  assist 
him  ttifi'  I  once  dsiiguM  to  have  been  very  nice  in  ex»- 
r  'hoaaiafti«icaV!l?k'3i.,%tv^Vi\k».x%^^tstw\tfa«fc 
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which  1  Iiad  a  design  of  printing,  b«ing  coontenanc*d 
thcrtto  b^  Dr.  Uickes  Mr.  Dodwell,  &c.  It  is  called  Lm- 
fric*t  3IitttU,  because  given  by  Biflhop  Leofric  to  his 
church  at  Exoter.  See  Wanley's  catalogue  in  Dr.  Hickcs's 
TAaMttrnf,  pp.  82,  83.  Some  part  of  this  MH.  is  of  later 
dato  than  Leofric*s  time,  and  Mr.  Bedford  therefore  de- 
sires to  have  my  opinion  of  the  antiquity  of  the  canon  of 
the  Mass,  which  is  one  part  of  it  1  wish  I  could  gratify 
Mr.  Bedford."  llionas  Bedford  was  the  editor  of  a  work 
by  Simeon,  a  monk  of  Durham,  entitled  Libellugde  exordio 
ntqutprocMrgrnVtmhtUneHMiM  Eeciuia ;  with  a  continuation 
to  1154,  and  an  Acconnt  of  the  bard  usage  Bishop  Wil- 
liam received  from  Rufus.  Lond.  8vo.  173*2.  liiomas 
Bedford  died  at  Cumpton  in  1778,  and  was  buried  At 
Ashbome.  It  is  probable  that  the  Bowdlor  manuscripts 
(now  in  private  nands)  may  throw  some  light  on  the 
t«ubieqiient  destiny  of  Dr.  Hickcs's  mannscripta.—  Ed.]

In  addition  to  tbc  two  tcrnw  now  requiring  ex- 
planation, clavie  and  duric,  your  correspondent 
mentions  ii  third  —  "the  baileyn.*'  This,  it  ap- 
pears, is  a  term  invariably  applied  to  the  fortifica- 
tions that  crowned  tbc  heights  of  Burghcad,  and 
lA  supposed  to  be  a  corruption  of  ffolUum^iiho  Lat. 
Valium, 

If  the  term  "baileys"  be  thus  of  Laiin  origin, 
may  wc  not  suspect  the  same  of  the  two  terms 
now  in  question,  cla?ic  and  durie?  The  durie, 
your  correspondent  informs  us,  is  "  a  small  artifi- 
cial eminence  near  the  point  of  tlie  promontory,  and 
interesting  as  bcin};  a  portion  of  the  ancient  forti- 
cations "  (which,  if  not  wholly  Roman,  are  sTip- 
posed  to  have  l)ecn  Roman  in  their  origin).  May 
not  c/vr/tf,  then,  be  lorre^  which  is  the  It.,  Sp., 
Port.,  and  Romance  form  of  the  Lat.  turris  P  Cf. 
'*  TVwTM  Ve(/ra$  "  near  Lisbon  (Turres  Veteres). 
Cf.  also  with  durie  (the  **fmfdl  nrtifluinl  emi- 
nence"), the  Med- Lat.  turellfi^  and  Fr.  toureUr^  a 
little  tower. 

But  of  what  nature  was  this  durie,  torre,  turella, 
or  little  tower  P  Standing  as  it  did  near  the  point 
of  the  promontory,  may  it  not  have  been  that  very 
usual  apnendage  to  a  stronghold  overlooking  the 
liea,  a  pluros  or  beacon?  For  lighting  up  a 
beacon  it  became  usual,  according  to  Coke,  instead 
of  a  stack  of  wood,  to  employ  a  ''pitch-box^  In- 
deed our  usual  idea  of  an  old-fashioned  beacon  is 
a  fire-box  or  tar-barrel  upon  a  pole.  This  may 
explain  why  the  lads  of  Burghcad  annually  &k  a 
pole  into  a  barrel,  into  which  tar  is  put;  and  why, 
when  the  tar  has  been  set  on  fire,  the  barrel  is 
shouldered,  earried  up  to  the  dwrie^  and  there 
pkccd  to  bum :  all  very  intelligible,  if  the  durie 
itsttlf  was  originally  a  pharos  or  beacon.  More-

their  spiritual  welfare. 

Your  learned  correspondent  F.  C.  II.,  though 
he  prefers  another  explanation  of  the  words  on 
the  West  Herling  brass,  admits,  I  observe,  the 
other  solution  also ;  and  I  think,  when  ho  con- 
siders the  commentary  aiTorded  by  these  testa- 
mentary expressions,  he  will  acknowledpro  that  it 
is  the  only  solution  possible.

This  letter,  which  I  have  seen,  is  one  amongst 
many  proofs  of  what  the  publie  is  Just  beginning 
to  find  out,  viz.,  that  the  Iran  (?)  Duke  was, 
where  the  occnsion  justified  it,  as  kind-hearted 
anil  gentle  to  his  friends  as  he  was  formidable  to 
his  enemies.  Anotbbr  Olj>  Peninsular, 

Dicky  DicRrwaow  (2"^  S.  ix.  26.)  —  In  **  N. 
k  Q.**  are  enumerated  several  landslips  which 
have  occurred  at  Folkatone,  and  perhaps  the  fol- 
lowing, which  is  extracled  from  tlie  London  Ma* 
gttsine  for  1738,  is  fully  as  remarkable.  Connected 
wiih  it  also  was  an  extraordinary  personage,  who 
has  already  figured  in  your  columns  (Diek^  Dick- 
inaon,  2"**  S,  ii,  189.  273.),  and  was  a  considerable 
soberer  therefrom.  It  waa  considered  as  a  sub- 
terraneous convulsion,  the  soil  and  sand  behind 
Dickinson*?  bouse  being  forced  eighteen  feet  or 


more  above  its  level  for  the  distance  of  one  hun- 
dred yards,  so  completely  burying  the  spa  springs 
that  they  were  not  again  discovered  till  a  diligent  i 
8earc!h  for  them  had  been  made.  We  are  not 
positive  whether  Dickinson  died  a  little  previous 
or  just  afler  this  event.*  The  spa  where  Dickin- 
son and  his  mistress  were  living  was  so  close  to 
the  sea,  and  so  little  defended  from  it,  that  be 
wrote  — 

"  N<^ptun(»  grown  jealoaa  of  our  pow'ra, 
Turns  Me  and  Pepgy  ©ut  ^^f  doors." 

The  earth  after  the  above  displacement  settled 
in  a  slanting  direction^  and  pleasure  grounds  have 
been  formed  on  the  spot,  with  zigzag  walks,  al» 
coves,  &c. ;  and  what  would  be  the  astonishment 
of  Dickinson  could  he  view  the  various  transposi* 
ttons  now  apparent?  Where  his  cottage  stood, 
at  an  expense  of  more  than  10,000/.,  have 
been  erected  concert,  ball,  and  refreshment 
rooms,  which  are  attended  by  many  hundreds 
every  evening  during  the  season.  It  is  stated 
that  Dickinson  was  buried  at  the  old  church  at 
Scarborough,  but  there  does  not  appear  that  any 
monument  was  erected  to  him.  On  a  flat  stone, 
facing  the  south  entrance  of  that  church,  is  inserted 
a  metal  plate  bearing  the  following  inscription  to 
tbe  memory  of  Dicky  Dickinson's  successor  in 
office :  -^■

late  Goveniour  of  Scarboroujafh  Spaw,  who  departed  this 
Life  on  the  12tb  day  of  January,  17&5|  aged  &5."

It  seems  hardly  possible  that  the  inven- 
tion of  Petrasancta,   in   the  sixteenth  century, 
should  never  have  been  adopt^xl  in  England  till  \ 
1649.

In  commemorating  thi^  acnrices  of  a  very  gal- 
lant corps,  the  motto  SL-lei^i^d  was  doubtless  in- 
tended to  denote  iti  foiwurdneas  in  action  — that 
it  never  adi}an€ed  lui^kward*,  or  turned  it«  back  to 
the  enemy. 

In  the  publbhed  reoordi  of  the  arrny^  there  is 
no  ejiplanation  given  of  the  motto.  In  l70o,  this 
raiment,  then  specified  as  Brigadier  Cadogan*8 
Horve,  formed  part  of  the  army  uoder  the  great 
ftlariboi'im^li^hi  and  defeated  four  squadrons  of 
Baranan  Horse  Grenadier  Guarda,  and  took  four 
standards,  with  a  difierent  motto  on  each,  but  the 
wordi  in  question  were  not  among  them. 

In  1751  a  warrant  was  issued,  regulating  the 
Itandardsi  &c^  of  cavalry  regiment*.  The  second 
and  third  alaodards  of  *'  The  Second  Irish  Horae" 
(or  the  Green  Howe,  from  th»!  colour  of  the 
facings),  as  the  preaent  5th  Kegiment  of  Dragoon 
Guards  was  then  styled,  "  were  to  be  of  full  green 
damask,  embroidered  and  fringed  with  gold;  the 
rink  of  the  regiment  in  gold  Roman  character! 
in  a  crim^oti  ground,  within  a  wreath  of  roses 
and  thistles  on  the  same  stalk,  and  the  motto  — 
•  Vejiigia  nulla  retroreum*  —  underneath,"  &c.

The  adoption  of  this  motto  from  Horace  (EpisI, 
L  u  79.)  by  the  iJth  Dragoon  Gmirdfl^  does  not

512,)  —  H.  W.  B.  will  find 
the  origiual  of  "  Lo  he  come*  with  clouds  descend- 
ing" in  the  Rev»  Charles  Wesley's  "Hymns  of 
Intercession  for  all  Mankind/*  1758,  and  a  verba- 
tim copy  of  it  in  the  hymn-book  now  in  use 
among  the  Wesleyaos,  A  "Colltcium  of  HtjmnA  for 
the  vie  of  the  People  called  Methodists  ;  the  only 
variation  being  the  use  of  thj^  instead  of  thine  in 
the  fourth  verse.  In  Dr.  llippon*s  ColIet;tion, 
1787,  verse  three  is  omitted,  and  three  other 
verses  inserted  in  its  place*  In  his  preface  the 
editor  says,  "  In  most  places  where  the  names  of 
the  authors  were  known  they  are  put  at  full 
length  ;  but  tL j  hymna  which  are  not  so  distic^ 
guished,  or  whit'h  have  only  a  single  letter  prefixed 
to  them,  were  many  of  them  composed  by  persons 
unknown,  or  else  have  undergone  some  consider- 
able alterations,'*  There  is  neither  name  nor  ini- 
tial letter  prefixed  to  this  hymn,  in  conacquence  I 
ayppose  of  the  **  considerable  alterations.  Sub- 
sequent collectors  appeur  to  have  copied  from 
Rippon  rather  than  from  Wesley,  since  moat  of 
them  have  one  or  other  of  the  inserted  verses,  and 
■carcely  any  Weslev'a  third  verse.  The  original 
was  undoubtedly,  I  think,  written  by  Wesley, 
though  generally  ntlributed  to  Olivers  (frequently 
writt*in  Oliver). 

This  m^y  perhups  be  accounted  for  as  fol- 
lows ;  — 

In  Mr,  Wesley's  Sacred  Harmony  and  in  Select 
Hpmns  and  Tunes  Annest,  the  tune  adapted  to  this 
hwmn  is  called  *'Olivery;"  and  in  the  edition  of 
A  CoUeciion  of  Hymm  for  the  People  valUd  Me* 
thiTdi^is^  1797 r  and  several  subsequent  ones,  the 
name  *'  Olivers  "  appcari  at  the  head  of  the  hymn 
as  the  mime  of  the  tune  to  which  it  might  be  sung. 
Perhaps  some  Iran scri her  may  have  mistaken  the 
name  of  the  tune  for  that  of  the  author  of  the ' 
hymn. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Jackson,  in  his  Life  of  Thotmu 
Olivers^  »ays  that  he  wrote  both  the  hymn  and 
tune.  But,  in  his  Life  of  the  Rev,  C  Weile}fr  he 
attributes  the  hymn  tapVesley,  and  the  tune  to 
Oliver?.

Anthers  seem  agreed  tbet 
Thomas  Maud  the  poet  and  historian  was  born  at 
Hare  wood  in  1717>  where  he  spent  his  early 
youth,  and  received  a  liberal  education  ;  as  histo- 
rical writers  are  much  in  the  habit  of  copying  each 
other,  this  may  or  may  not  be  true.  Burke  {Die*

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tion  htm  in  connexioD  with  either  brAnch  of  the 
familj  of  Maud.  He  is,  however,  generally  un- 
derstood to  be,  and  no  doubt  was,  a  member  of  the 
Yorkshire  brancbi  descended  from  Eustace-de- 
mont-iiltOjSurnamed  the  Norman  Hunter.  His  first 
entrance  into  active  life  appears  to  have  been  as 
surgeon  on  board  the  *^  Harfleur,"  Capt.  Lord  H, 
Poulet,  who,  on  succeeding  to  the  tiile  of  Duke 
of  Bolton,  appointed  him  agent  for  his  northern 
estates.  He  resided  at  Bolton  Hall.  He  travelled, 
making  the  tour  of  Italy,  Spain,  and  Germany, 
and  after  visiting  the  northern  countries  of  Eu- 
rope returned  lo  his  native  country.  He  after- 
wards retired  to  Burley  in  Whsirfdale,  where  he 
butit  Burley  House,  and  i^pent  the  latter  part  of 
his  life,  and  died  23rd  Dec.  17i>8,  aj^ed  ei'^hty-one 
years.

MAmstAOfi  Law  (2^"  S.  viiL  328.)  —  M.  hardly 
t&kes  the  right  view  of  the  law  prevailing  prior  to 
the  Act  of  Geo,  U.,  although  he  is  very  near  it 
when  he  says  it  was  **  the  old  law  of  Christendom^'' 
bein|^^  in  fact  the  civil  or  canon  law  although  the 
Engush  Jurists  deny  it,  and  deny  at  the  same 
time  that  marriage  ever  was  in  tlie  English  law 
regarded  as  a  sacrament.  The  essence  of  the 
Roman  civil  law  of  marriage,  mistaken  by  M.  for 
the  Scotch,  is  consent.  It  need  not  be  given,  as  he 
supposes,  in  presence  of  witnesses^  but  must  be 
capable  of  being  proved.  In  England,  however, 
he  will,  I  think,  tinti  no  case  in  which  marriages 
have  ever  heen  held  vulitl  unless  performed  m 
facie  ecclesia.  The  ex  pin  nation  he  requires  is 
probably  this  —  that  his  old  Encycloptedia  of  1774 
(Qy,  Rees'  ?)  was  partly  the  work  of  a  Scotch 
compiler,  who  engrafted  his  own  notions  on  an 
English  stem.

It  is  too  early  as  yet  to  take 
for  an  established  fact  of  science,  that  the  stone  relts 
found  at  Croydon  and  elsewhere  were  formed  by  the  hand 
of  pre-Adamite  men,  in  the  absence  of  any  fossil  remaina 
of  the  men  themselves.  And  how  mere  a  tyro  our  author

statement  occurs:  "The  ferst  London  Bridge  £i 
said  to  have  been  of  wood,  and  to  have  stood  still 
lower  clown  the  river  by  Hotolph*3  Wharf.  Ita 
archittict  was  one  Isaiiibard  ile  Saintes." 

Now  it  was  in  buihling,  not  the  first  London 
Bridge,  but  the  bridge  that  wa5  completed  in  1209^ 
that  the  foreign  architect  here  referred  to  waa 
employed ;  and  he  was  Isenbert,  master  of  the 
schools  at  Saintes  (the  Koman  Sanioms  of  Csesar's 
time^  which  came  to  the  kings  of  England  by  the 
marrm^e  of  Eleanor  the  heiress  of  Gulenne  to 
Flenry  IL).  Mr,  T,  D.  Hardy,  in  his  Introduction 
to  the'  Patent  Kolls,  printed  hy  oidcr  of  the  Record 
Commisaloners,  makes  known  some  curious  facta 
relating  to  Isenbcrt*^  employment,  which  seem 
worthy  of  preservation  auwng  the  memories  of 
Old  Lundon  Bridge*  The  fads  disclosed  by  the 
Pnt^eiit  KoU  ure  not  alluded  to  by  Stowe,  who, 
folhnving  the  Annals  of  Wavcrley  Abbey,  states 
that  the  building  of  this  bridge  was  begun  about 
1170  by  Peter  of  Colechurch,  and  finished  in  V209 
"by  the  worthy  merchants  of  London,  Serle  • 
Mercer,  William  Almainc,  and  Benedict  Botewrite, 
principal  masters  of  the  work/'  Peter  having  died 
in  1205,  This  worthy  ecclesiastic  and  urc  hi  tec  t  was, 
a.^  Stowe  informs  us,  priest  and  chaplain  of  St. 
Mary  Colechurch  in  tlie  Poultry;  and  London 
Bridge  seems  to  have  been  the  favourite  object  of 
his  care,  for  he  is  said  to  have  built  ibc  new 
bridge  of  elm  timber,  which  was  erected  in  1 163, 
and  to  have  begun,  a  little  to  the  west  of  Ihtit 
structure,  in  117t>,  the  stone  bridge  which  was 
completed  five  years  after  his  death,  and  on  which 
his  body  was  buried  in  the  crypt  of  tlie  chapel  of 
St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury  Withln  a  pier  of  that 
enduring  work. 

But  tlie  Patent  Roll  of  the  third  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  John  (iti^elf  reinarkabte  as  the  ear- 
liest Patent  Roll  extant,  and  probably,  says  the 
learned  Deputy-Keeper^  the  first  of  the  series  ever 
made),  informs  us  that  King  John  waa  anxious  In 
bring  the  bridge  to  perfection,  and  in  1201  took 
upon  himself  to  recommend  to  the  mayor  an<l 
citijsens  of  London  for  that  purpose  the  foreign 
architect  above  named.  The  king  describes  him 
as  "  our  faithful  clerk  Isenbert,  master  o£  the 
schools  of  Sainted,  a  man  diBtinguished  both  for 
his  worth  and  learning,  by  whose  careful  diligence 
the  bridnjea  of  Saintes  and  Rochelle  had  been, 
under  divine  providencef  In  a  short  time  con- 
structed." 

The  king's  lettej  commend atoiy,  addressed  to 
**  the  Mayor  and  Citizens  of  London,"  is  dated 
at  Molineux  in  Kormandy  on  the  18th  April  in 
the  third  year  of  his  rt-ign ;  and  the  king  therein 
states  that  '*  by  the  advice  of  Hubert  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  otheri«,  he  had  entreated  nnd 
urged  Isenbert,  not  only  for  the  advantage  of  the

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citizens  of  London,  but  also  for  the  general  gocxl,

'»  uilding  their  bridge.'*  The  king  therefore  grants 
that  the  profits  of  the  edifices  which  Isenbert  in- 
tended to  erect  on  the  bridge  shouhl  be  for  ever 
applied  to  its  repair  and  sustentation ;  and  con- 
cludes by  exhortnig  the  mayor  and  citizens  "fi»r 
their  own  honour,  graciously  to  n*reive  and  be 
courteous  as  they  ou;!ht  to  the  renowned  Isenbcrt 
and  his  assistants;  for  indeoil,"  adds  the  king, 
"every  kindness  and  res{>ect  exhibited  by  you 
towards  him  must  l>c  ref1ccte<l  back  u|Mm  your- 
selves.** Mr.  Hardy  has  exlracteil  another  docu- 
ment relating  to  the  bridge  of  Saintcs,  for  the 
building  of  which  Isenbcrt  sinims  to  have  gaimnl  so 
much  credit.  In  it  he  is  snokcn  of  by  King  John 
as  "  our  most  dear  and  faithful  Isenbcrt,  master  of 
the  schools  at  Saintes/*  and  mention  is  made  in 
the  document  of  the  houses  built  on  the  bridge, 
which  had  been  given  to  the  inhabitants  of  Ko- 
chelle  by  Isenbcrt,  apparently  at  an  annual  nuit- 
rent  of  5ji.  for  the  repair  of  the  bridge,  and  which 
the  king  cimfirms  to  them,  directing  the  ([uit-rcnt 
to  be  applieil  to  needful  repairs,  and  *'to  lighting 
the  bridge  by  night  a(!Cording  to  the  plan  of  the 
same  master  ot'  tlie  schools.** 

King  John*s  desire  for  the  completion  of  Lon- 
don Bridge,  ami  his  recommendation  of  Isenbcrt 
for  that  pur)>ose  dm ing  the  lifetime  of  Peter  of 
Colechurch,  are  facts  probably  little  known  to 
general  reailcrs:  they  are  not  mentioned  in  the 
notice  of  Lomlon  Bridge  in  Mr.  'J*imbs*  (Uir'uMitiex 
of  Loudon^  and  seem  to  deserve  a  niche  in  "  X.  & 
y.**  Wm.  Sidney  Ginsoit. 


TABLETS  FOU  WltlTINT,  :  WAX  AND  MALTIIA. 

Tablets  used  both  for  painting  and  writing 
were  in  antiquity  .•sometimes  made  of  box-wotxl  : 
hence,  wu^loy  was  ecpiivalent  to  ftt$\tot>.  See  Ari- 
Htoph.  fl/J.  Poll.,  iv.  18.  X.  !>\).  {Fnifrm.  071.,  Din- 
dorf.),  and  Kxod.  xxiv.  12.;  Isaiah  xxx.  8.;  and 
llabakkuk  ii.  2.,  in  the  Sentuagint  version  ;  irv^lov 
is  a  tablet,  kept  by  the  autlior  for  original  compo- 
sition, in  Lucian  ndv,  Iiidtwt.,  15,  ^Eneas  Polior- 
ceticuB  (c.  .*)!.  §  9.),  in  describing  dillerent  modes 
of  conveying  secret  intelligence  in  writing,  states 
that  wonls  may  b6  written  with  good  ink  ui^on  a 
tablet  of  box-wood,  and  afterwards  obliterated 
with  whitewash  ;  but  that  if  the  person  who 
receives  the  tablet  washes  off  the  white  cover- 
ing, the  writing  will  be  legible.  The  word 
■ru^oypa<i>u  is  useil  by  Artemidor.  (1.  51.)  ap- 
parently in  the  sense  of  painting,  as  a  fine  art.  A 
similar  application  of  the  word  w^iov  to  the  art 
of  iminting,  occurs  in  a  fragment  of  the  comic 
poet  Anaxandrides  (Meinckc,  Fragm,  Com,  Gr,^ 
vol.  iii.  p.  167.)*

tablet  with  wax.  Hie  LacedaMnonians,  fii 
that  there  was  no  writing  upon  the  wax,  gm 
the  contrivance ;  they  meltc<i  the  wax,  ami 
the  words  upon  the  woo<l  underneath  (Ilcrod

REV,  ALEXANDER  KILHAM. 
(2'*^  S.  viil  514.) 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Kilham,  founder  of  the  body 
known  as  the  Methodist  New  Connexion,  was  born 
at  Epworth,  in  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  on  the  lOih  of 
July,  1762.  He  died  on  the  20th  of  December, 
1 708.  His  parents  were  meodjcts  of  the  Wesley  an 
Methodist  Society,  which  he  himself  joined  early  in 
life.  His  first  attempt  as  a  preacher  was  at  Lud- 
dington^  a  village  but  a  few  mik'i?  from  the  place 
of  his  birth.  lie  afterwards^  io  companj^  with 
Mr,  Brackenbury,  visited  Jersey  on  a  miision  re- 
lative to  the  atrairs  of  the  Wesleyan  body.  He 
married,  in  1788,  a  Miss  Grey  of  Scarborough, 
who  died  in  1706;  in  April,  1798,  he  again  mar- 
ried. The  maiden  name  f^i  his  second  wife  waa 
Spurr.  The  marriage  took  place  at  Sheffield. 
His  secession,  expulsion  perhaps  1  should  say, 
from  the  Methodist  Connexion  took  place  in  1792. 
He  was  the  author  of  many  pamphlets  relative  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Wesley  an  s^  and  those  with  whom 
they  were  from  time  to  time  in  controversy.  I 
regret  that  I  am  unable  to  furnish  a  list  of  hia 
writinp;  but  as  many  were  issued  anonymously, 
it  is  difficult  to  identify  them. 

The  above  arc  all  the  facts  I  have  been  able  to 
gather  relative  to  Alexander  Kilhmo ;  for  any-

from  the  end  of  tbe  last  century  to  about  (he 
time  of  the  passing  of  the  Reform  Bill.  The 
members  of  it  were  all  gentlemen,  who  among 
themselves  defrayed  the  entire  expenses  of  tbe 
corps,  and  no  one  was  aiimitted  into  it  who  did 
not  keep  a  horse  worth  300  guineas  ;  and  it  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  tbe  fiiicjit  corps  of  iight 
cavalry  that  ever  existed.  At  tbe  begin iiiiig  of 
the  present  year  I  met  one  who  was  fi>r  many 
years  a  member  of  this  splendid  corps,  now  a 
D.  L.  and  J.  P.  of  his  county,  and  1  asked  him  it 
the  servants  of  tbe  non-commissioned  c^fGoers  ancl 
privates  of  the  City  Light  Horse  Volunteers  wore 
cockades?  He  replied,  "Never;  no  one  ever 
thought  of  such  a  thing  ;  imloed  I  am  cerl4iin  they 
did  not,  and  that  none  of  my  scrvauis  wore  cock- 
ades."

DiNXRR  Eticiuettk  (2"**  S.  ix.  81.)— Your  cor- 
rpj'iioiuh'iit,  C'l-DKVAKT,  has  thrown  good  light  on 
tlic  <|Uostion  of  dinner  etiquette,  as  raised  in 
Frfnicr*s  Magazint!  for  January  last,  in  a  pajHT 
containing  n  reference  to  AJis^s  Austen's  hmmn. 
With  regard  to  the  very  interesting  extract  pro- 
(hiced  l»y  him  from  the  Memoirs  of  Matiame  tie 
Geiilis,  1  have  a  letter  from  a  lady  well  (lualifiod 
l>y  exiMsrience  and  position  to  fii>eak  on  tnc  sub- 
ject.    She  writes :  — 

*<  It  seenii  odd  that  Napoleun  did  not  bring  bock  tbo 
old  Court  etiquette;  and  itill  more  bo  that  the  emigrmitt 
nobles  ahouhl  have  taken  to  the  revolutionary  modes. 
When  I  ocnnnpanifd  C.  to  Vnrh  hi  IHM,  the  ]Sotih*»  ark 
plan  was  followed  by  the  Hourbon  noblesse,  with  several 
of  whom  w«  dined.*  Our  first  dinner  was  one  given  bv 
the  ])uc  de  Fleurv.  The  new  French  ministers,  includ- 
ing the  Due  do  UlncaA,  were  jireMcnt.  I  was  handed  into 
the  dining-room  by  a  French  p^iitleman  (whose  name  1 
forget),  whom  1  afterwards  also  met  at  all  tho  (;rand 
balls  glrcii  l)v  the  King  of  PnisMa  and  the  varioas  Am- 
bassadors, l^ach  genlloman  held  his  hand  towards  the 
lady  he  escorted,  ami  she  placed  on  it  the  tips  of  her 
finders.  Our  names  were  all  written  on  slips  of  p|>cr 
placc«l  opposite  to  our  seats  at  table.  Our  next  dnmcr 
was  at  Lafittc's,  so  that  we  had  an  immeiliate  opp<>r- 
lunity  of  comparing  tbo  ways  of  the  rich  futmnuM  with 
those  of  tho  old  wttfieBae ;  but  all  was  romliicted  alike  hi 
both  sets.  At  home,  my  father  always  handtti  his  lady 
to  table.  He  could  not  Ix'ar  what  be  called  the  nrw 
ftuhioH  of  ladies  leaning  u{k>u  gentlemen's  arms." 

I  have  it  on  the  authority  of  a  venerable  Scot- 
tish lad?  that,  in  her  youth  in  Keotland,  the  ladies 
always  leil  the  drawing-room  first,  and  before  the 
gentlemen,  to  go  in  to  dinner;  but  I  ran  find  no 
evidence  that  this  practice  prevailed  in  l^ondon 
society  within  living  memory.  At  Highbury,  and 
in  Mr.  AViKHlhouse's  circle,  the  manners  of  the 
time  and  class  are  no  doubt  correctly  described 
by  Miss  Austen  in  Kmma,  AV.  F.  1*. 

Sbpiiu'iirgs  (2**  S.  ix.  p.  9*2.) — Xotwithstand- 
ing  the  positive  assertion  of  Lituboi8T,  supiiorted 
too  as  it  is  by  the  high  authority  to  which  lie  re- 
fem,  I,  for  one,  would  beg  leave  to  demur  for 
awhile,  and  would  solicit  farther  information  from 
other  eccK^iastical  antitpiaries  who  have  turned

Ultra  bm  been  alrendy  so  much  discuss  ion  in 
"  N, Jt  Q."  aa  to  the  derivation  of  tbia  word,  which 
occurs  ao  frequently  in  the  naineu  of  places  in  the 
aoilth-eaiiterii  counties  of  Kent^  Surrey,  and  Sus- 
sex, tbat  X  bave  felt  considerable  reluctance  to 
reopen  the  subject.  But  reflection  has  so  con- 
viDced  me  that  I  have  stumbled  upm  its  real 
origin  that  I  am  induced  to  lay  it  before  your 
readera.  Coldharbour,  sometimes,  and,  1  bebeve^ 
oiore  correotly,  written  ^- Coleharbour,"  that  is,

That  the  consumption  of  charcoal  by  tbe  Iron- 
worka  in  tbeae  counties  in  former  times  was  very 
fMi  It  well  known.  Simon  Sturtevant,  in  his 
MeiaUi^^  published  in  1012,  say«  **  tliere  are  400 
oiilnrs  for  tbe  making  of  iron  in  Surryi  Kent,  and 
Soaiex,  od  the  townsmen  of  Haslemere  Imve  testi- 
fied aj^d  numbered  unto  me  ;^'  and  he  calculates  that 
^'ime  xuiUie  alone  «pendeth  yearly  in  cbur-coale 
500  pound  and  uiore**  (p.  J.  of  the  reprmt  of  tbe

18^4.) 

Tbii  enormous  consumption  of  dmiToal  ac- 
counta  for  the  frequency  with  which  the*  name 
occurs  in  theae counties;  as  the  number  of  **milnes  ** 
in  a  similar  manner  accounts  for  tbe  frequency  of 
the  name  of  "  Hammer  Porta ^*  and  "Hammer 
Fonda  "  acattered  throughout  the  "  forest  ridge  " 
of  Sussex  (see  Murray^s  Handbook  for  Surrey^ 
j  HfinU,  and  hie  of  Wight,  1858,  p.  135.)^  The 
name  of  this  manufacture  is  ret4iined  in  other 
forms;  for  we  find  tbe  road  leading  from  Godul- 
ming  to  Peperharrow  is  called  ** Charcoal  Lane" 
(jib,  p.  IS4.);  and  there  is  in  the  Ordnance  Map, 
about  one  mile  west  of  Nutfield,  a  place  called 
"  Colnionger*8  Fnrm." 

Tbe  only  objection  to  this  derivation  that  oc- 
curs to  me  is,  that  tbe  word  arherye^  which  was 
thus  so  frwjuently  and  commonly  applied  to  placea 
where  charcoal  was  made  or  bolJ,  had  dropped  out 
of  our  language,  even  so  early  as  tbe  reigns  of 
Henry  VI ll.  and  Elizabeth,  when  the  iron  trade 
flourished  in  theae  parts  of  tbe  country.  During 
these  reigns  numerous  acta  of  parliament  were 
passed  fur  the  protection  and  preservation  of  our 
timber,  but  ihe  word  arberye  never  occurs  in  any 
of  them*  This,  however,  is  merely  negative;  and 
similar  instances  of  tbe  disuse  of  words  might  be 
mentioned ;  as  in  the  instance  of  the  word  "  mon- 
ger/* which  for  a  very  long  time  is  only  found  in 
combination  with  other  words,  as  in  ^'  ironmon- 
ger,'' '*•  costard-monger,"  and,  as  above-mentioned, 
in  "colmonger."  C.  T*

To  ask  who  wrote  Hieh  Life  below  Stairs  may, 
])erhaps,  call  to  mind  Mrs.  Kitty *s  inquiry  "  who 
wrote  Shikspur?**  It  will  equally,  though  more 
correctly,  cause  two  claimants  for  the  honour  to  be 
put  forward.  •*Ben  Jonson,**  savs  Sir  Harry, 
"  KoUy  Kibber,"  sujrgcsts  my  Lord  Duke,  in  re- 
ply to  Mrn.  Kitty's  query  :  "Garrick  "  will  answer 
soino,  "Townley"  will  say  others,  in  reply  to 
mine. 

It  is  stranj^e  that  any  doubt  should  exist  as  to 
the  authorship  of  so  popular  a  farce,  but  never- 
theless, as  fur  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain,  the  fact  is 
so.  The  evidence  I  have  in  support  of  cither 
name  is  as  follows  :  — 

In  a  note  to  "  A  word  or  two  on  the  late  farce 
called  High  Life  below  Staim^  Mr.  Cunningham 
says,  *'this  piece,  so  often  ascribed  to  Garrick, 
was  written  by  the  Rev.  James  Townley."  (Gold- 
smith's Worh»y  iii.  p.  84.) 

Murphy,  who  was  certainly  in  a  position  to  be 
well  informed,  says  :  — 

"Early  in  October  fl759)  Garrick  brought  forward 
that  excellent  farce  called  //raA  Lift  behw  Stain,  For 
some  private  reasons  he  wisheu  to  lie  concealed,  and  with 
that  design,  prevailed  on  his  friend  Mr.  Townly  (tie). 
Master  of  Merchant  Taylors*  School,  to  suffer  his  name  to 
be  circulated  in  wluMMrs.  The  truth,  however,  was  not 
long  suppressed.**  —  Life  of  Garrick,  vol.  1.  p.  348. 

Victor  says  "  Author  unknown,  but  guessed  at,*' 
(voL  iii.  p.  16.)  Vague,  but  indicating  I  imagine 
that  Garrick  was  the  writer. 

The  Biagraphia  Dramatica  (1782)  says:^- 

**  Tills  piece  has  often  been  ascribed  to  Bf r.  Townley, 
but  we  are  sMured  he  onlv  allowed  his  name  to  be  nsed 
as  the  reputed  parent  o/  it,  the  real  anthor  being  Mr. 
Garrick." 

The  Theatrical  DicHonary  (1792)  says  the  same, 
probably  on  the  authority  of  the  foregoing. 
Lastly,  it  is  stated  to  be  by  the  Rev.  James 
Townley  on  the  title-page  in  Cumberland's  edi- 
tion of  the  play.  It  U  well  known  tliat  the  piece 
met  with  great  opposition  from  the  Jeameaea  of 
that  day,  and  the  anticipation  of  this -^  supposing 
Garrick  wrote  it  —  may  have  been  the  **  private 
reasons**  referred  to  b^  Murphy  for  his  wiAing  to 
remain  unknown.    This,  howeyer,  wu  bat  a  tem- 


porary necessity,  and  one  can  hardly  imnf 
Garrick  would  not  subsequentlj  have  ast 
right  had  he  been  the  author,  or  that  the  1 
Townley  would  have  continued  to  pass  u 
ter  when  the  occasion  for  which  he  cons 
do  so  was  over. 

The  idea  of  the  piece  is  avowedly  from 
of  The  Spectator;  out  maj  it  not  oe  tib 
more  or  less  a  joint  production  ?  That  it 
gestcd  or  written  by  Townley,  and  adapti 
stage  by  Garrick.

FICTITIOUS  PEDIGREES, 
(2^  S.  ix.  61.  131.) 

I  doubt  if  there  were  ever  any  Cotgreave  MS8. 
that  would  be  of  any  service  to  tbe  county-bia- 
fortan.  the  antiquary,  or  genenlogist.  Mr.  Spence's 
fftorr  was,  that  "he  was  employed  by  the  widow 
ef  Sir  John  Cot^eave"  <'who  bad  been,  in  1815, 
mmjoT  of  Chester,  and  knighted,)  *' to  inspect  and 
ftrfanjpe  the  title  deeds  and  other  doeutnents  in 
lier  Ladyship^a  posseaiion ;  that  be  bad  found  an 
ftntient  pedigree  of  the  CotnreaveH  mude  by  Han- 
dle Holint?  in  1672,  and  that  it  (contained  the  de- 
•cent  r»f  fnnr  generations  of  the  Monsons/*  &c.  &c. 
L*  ave  was  ready  to  vouch  fnr  the  nu- 

tb'v  i   this,  and,  indeed,  the  ai^ature  of 

Han  lei  L-utgreave  was  appended.  There  was  also 
mcloFed  an  engravinii  r^f  the  arms  of  Cotgreave 
impaling  Cro»e  and  Spcnce.  Mr.  Spence,  there- 
Ibrc,  was  no  doubt  a  relation  of  Lady  Co tg reave* 

It  is  oot  worth  while  to  enter  more  into  details 
tif  wbmC  WAS  in  fact  a  clumty  fictioo ;  but  as  a 


nialter  of  curiosity,  it  might  be  as  well  to  see  if  a 
pedigretj  of  tbe  old  family  of  Cotgreoves  of  Har- 
grave  may  not  exist  among  the  collections  of 
Handle  Holme  in  the  British  Museum.  The  ori- 
ginal stock  became  extinct  in  the  male  line  iti 
1724,  as  Mr.  Spence  himself  admitted;  but  I 
think  such  pedigree  is  very  likely  to  be  found, 
and  probably  in  it  tbe  materials  from  which  tb« 
fictitious  descents  were  concocted  may  be  eaailj 
traced. 

One  more  caution,  bowever,  is  necessary.  Tbe 
pedigrees  of  Handle  Holme  even  must  not  be 
accepted  with  implicit  credence,  though  often 
made  out  very  circumstantially ;  I  will  give  one 
instance  from  a  collection  of  bis  in  Harl.  MS.^ 
2050.  At  folio  482.  will  be  found  a  descent  of 
Repington  of  Hepington.  The  first  in  the  line^ 
Roger,  is  said  to  have  been  "  Coflerer  to  y*  Em- 
press Maud,  A'"  1100,"  His  son.  Sir  Richard, 
was  "slayne  in  a  Tournay  before  the  King,  1178/* 
Sir  Richard's  son  Thomsia  *^'  was  taken  prisoner  at 
the  battle  of  Poictiers,  and  sold  his  lands  to  re* 
lease  himself,  40  Edw.  3."  And  Thomas's  son 
Adiim  was  **  standard-betirer  to  Rich,  II.,  and  died 
1309,"     Four  generations  only  in  300  years  !

Of  the  two  alternatives  proposed  by  Frof^ssoe 
Djj  Morgan,  I  r*?gret  that  I  cannot  absolutely 
accept  either.  I  cannot  at  all  agree  to  tbe  first, 
that  eompoius  is  meant  to  stand  for  compoiitm^ 
for  I  am  not  only  certain  that  this  is  not  tbe 
case  in  my  MS.»  but  farther  that  it  is  never  tbe 
case,  no  such  contraction  for  cotnp&sihm  as  cam' 
potm  having  any  existence.  I  am  very  sure  of 
this,  not  only  from  my  own  daily  experience  of 
MSS.  of  very  various  ages  and  characters^  but 
pbo  from  that  of  01  hers  better  nuQlified  than  mv- 
self  to  olfur  an  opinion  upon  the  question.  Tne 
second,  that  compohm  Is  a  mistake  for  composUm^ 
I  must  demur  to,  *^  until  more  instances  are  pro- 
duced ;"  aithougb,  accepting  it  pirovistonally,  it  ia 
easy  to  see  how  the  mistake  nuylil,  have  arisen  in 
two  transcriptions  from  the  form  compoUut;  tbe 
first  transcriber  omitting  tbe  circumtfex,  the  se- 
cond either  not  seeing  tbe  1  in  the  transformed 
word,  or,  which  is  rarer,  correcting  a  word  which 
he  did  not  understand  into  one  which  ho  did. 
Judging,  however,  fnim  the  Chinese  accuracy 
with  which,  when  tliere  ia  an  original  to  compare 
him  with,  the  scribe  of  my  MS.  ii  in  the  habit  of 
following  it,  I  nhouhl  think  that  it  was  not  he 
♦bat  was  uuswerable  for  the  blunder  or  the  emen- 
dafinn. 

With  regard  to  tbe  second  point,  the  most 
common  meaning  of  compotvs  or  computuM^  I  admit 
the   authority   of   th*i   learned   doctor   called   *-

backed  as  it  U  by  the  itidci>endei)t  experience  of 
another  well-qualified  practiticuier.  But  for  one 
indtunco  of  their  meaning  "  apud  Scriptores  *•  I 
could  easily  find  a  score,  not  to  say  a  myriad,  of 
mine  m  the  extensive  series  of  Hecords  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer,  employed  by  accountants  of 
the  most  varied  character,  and  during  a  period  of 
time  extending  over  several  centuries.  Kscheators, 
shcriflk,  bnilifls,  keepers  of  narks,  surveyors  of 
works,  comptrollers,  all  render  their  aceounta  of 
receipts  and  expenses  ns  *^  compotns  A.  B^*  or 
"  A.  1).  reddit  ampotum.**  Now,  as  the  question 
is  about'*  the  frequency"  of  the  occurrence  of 
my  meaning  of  the  word,  I  trust  that  this  refer- 
ence to  documentary  evidence,  easily  examined 
and  verified,  will  be  considered  suflicient  to  es- 
tablish what  I  originally  asserted,  viz.,  "  a  very 
common  interpretation  "  (of  compotue),  "  common 
enough  indeed  to  be  called  the  usual  meaning  is 
an  account  of  mf»ncy."  But  arc  not  my  learned 
opponent  and  myself  perhnps  looking  at  the  same 
shield  from  opposite  sides  ?  H.  F. 

Certainly  Fkof.  Dk  Moroan*s  referee,  "Doc- 
tor** Ducange  is  entirely  on  his  side  ;  so  much  so, 
that  he  does  not  even  allude  to  the  use  of  the 
word  cotnpotus  in  the  sense  of  ^*  an  account  of 
mone^.**  It  is  indeed  surprising  that  Ducange, 
who  IS  facile  priucens  in  tnc  knowledge  of  me- 
dieval lore,  sfiould  nave  overl(K)ked  this  fact.  It 
is,  indeed,  a  specimen  of  Homeric  nappiiisr.  The 
regular  word  in  use  in  the  monasteries  of  P^ngland, 
and  in  public  offices  generally,  for  an  annual  ac- 
count was  comp(ttnB.  See  the  records  of  Glaitton- 
bury;  but  especially  of  the  Priory  of  Finehade, 
printed  for  the  Surtees  Souiety  :  the  word  occurs 
at  every  page,  and  the  prior  who  gives  in  the 
account  is  invariably  styled  Compvtunn,  So,  Du- 
cange himself  may  be  ami-nded ;  not,  indeed,  by 
maintaining  that  the  above  meaning  is  the  uMual 
one,  but  by  supplying  an  omis:fion.  At  the  same 
time  I  quite  agree  with  the  learned  Professor,  that 
computus  (sine  addito)  or  Comp^ttu  EcclenantieuM^ 
would  signify  the  astronomical  science  of  time.

BROWNISTS. 
(2"*  S.  viii.  449.) 
Having  had  my  attention  called  to  an  article 
**  On  the  Origin  of  the  Brownists,**  I  obuined 
leave  to  examine  the  parish  registers  at  A  church, 
the  living  which  Robert  Bniwne,  the  f<iunder  of 
the  sect,  held  in  Northamptonshire.  The  earliest 
reiri.Hter  there  is  from  its  commencement  in 
Browne's  handwriting,  and  a^ipeari  to  have  been 
ver^  carefully  kept  during  the  whole  period  of 
hit  incumbenoj  by  bimtelf  or  by  his  ourites.    It 


dates  from  January  1591-2.  'Erery  pagt  || 
first  was  signed  by  Browne,  and  attcetcd  by  Ai 
church wanlena,  but  about  1603  «  partknilar  fin 
of  atu*statifm  is  used  once  or  twice,  oertiffiH 
th:«t ''  the  Regist'  sinse  the  25  of  Mardi  bit  M 
is  true  and  perfect,  read  in  tike  ckmrekt  and  i^ 
according  to  law  and  order  Bj  me  *^  * 
Browne.  Whether  or  no  Fuller  (as  qnoiea;i 
correct  in  saying  that  Browne  *'  had  a  ehoreh  ■ 
which  he  never  preached,**  it  is  clear  fnwtt 
register  that  he  was  careful  in  other  ministrataoai 
for  from  the  commencement  of  it  until  enifi 
the  year  1617,  he  has  entered  with  hia  own  W 
every  marriage,  christening,  ami  buriaU  that  ttk 
place  in  the  parish  or  *'  towne  **  as  he  calk  iL  k 
some  cases  he  has  noted  when  ]Miriiihionen  kai 
been  married,  baptised,  or  buried  in  other  plioi 
With  respect  to  Marriages,  the  notes  are  tamA 
Htateinents  of  fact  without  commenta,  bat  nl 
the  Baptisms  and  Burials,  as  will  be  seen,  it i 
not  always  so.  From  Sept.  1617  until  Junelfll 
Browne  seems  to  have  been  absent  from  Achn^ 
but  his  place  was  supplied  first  by  **  Arthr 
Smith  Curat  ibid,**  and  then  bj  «*  John  Bsib 
Min'.**  In  1626,  "*  the  Minister,  Robert  BrowaC 
seems  to  have  again  come  into  residence,  and«» 
tinned  to  keep  the  rasters  till  1631.  Ths  Isl 
entry  in  his  handwriting  beins  on  the  21  KUirf 
that  year,  a  ^ear  later  than  that  usually  gim« 
the  date  of  his  death.  As  to  Fuller*8  other  » 
mark  about  ^^  a  wife  with  whom  he  never  lind,* 
Browne  may  certainly  have  so  treated  a  Meosl 
wife  in  FuUer's  time ;  but  he  had  a  former  vift 
named  Alice,  whom  Fuller  could  not  hare  knos^ 
as  he  was  only  born  in  1608,  and  fhc,  soeorfii| 
to  the  register,  was  buried  in  1610.  This  an 
doubtless  the  mother  of  Browne's  three  MMt 
Frauncis,  1'homas,  and  John,  and  of  his  thm 
daughters,  Brid>!ct,  Grace,  and  Alice ;  all  chra- 
teiied,  and  some  buried,  between  the  years  lAI 
nnd  1603.  1  find  no  trace  of  **  Timothy,**  whi 
is  i«id  in  the  pamphlet  to  have  ^  played  the  bsie 
to  the  Psalms  that  were  sung  in  the  cnnrch.** 

I  CHn  trace  the  ^*  Constable  his  Godson,**  bcb- 
tioned  by  J.  Y.  He  was  Robert  Greene,  soa  of 
llenrie  Greene,  one  of  the  churchwardens— vii 
christened  in  Feb.  1592-3,  and  married  to  Lace 
Adams  in  1620.  He  had  several  children  dab 
baptized  between  1621  and  1627,  the  last  ddi 
being  baptised  by  Browne  himself;  but  in  1610 
there  is  the  following  entry,  which  indicates  thst 
there  was  some  other  cause  of  qnsrrel  betwett 
Browne  and  the  C<mstable  beside  the  osattar  sf 
rate,  which  was  so  rudely  refused.  **  NovemfaP  7* 
1630.  A  child  of  my  ungracious  Grodsoane  Ha* 
bcrt  Green  ba{>tised  els  were  in  schisBM.** 
sort  of  entry  occurs  for  the  first  time  jnsfe  h

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bb  return,  and  more  particularly  during  tlie  lust 
few  years  of  hU  incumbency  ;  for  inMaiici?,  1627. 
•*  A  cJiUd  t*r  EdmuTici  Quiii^jey  barttised  alswbere, 
And  uot  ill  oup  Parisb  Cimrch.*'  [I  uiiiy  uote  tliat 
H  WM  from  thw  stock  that  Quincey-Adauis  the 
Americjin  statesman  was  descended.]  Alniotit 
the  la.Ht  entry  he  made  wan  **  Maie  8.  1631,  a 
chibl  of  James  Conniniitoii  baptized  and  buiied 
by  bim^ielfe  in  Bclme**  it  U  curious  to  remark 
how  jeabms  Browne,  f*>mierly  hiuiself  a  violent 
■ectmruin,  seems  to  have  been  of  any  departure  in 
alberft  from  the  chur<^h*s  rules.

BUTTS  FAMILY. 
f2**  S.  viii.  4S5.) 

A  merchant  family  of  this  name  flourished  in 
tbe  city  of  Norwich  during  the  ibirteeiith  and 
two  following  centuries.  Members  of  it  were  re- 
peatedly called  upon  to  represent  their  fi^llow 
cit»7,en:»  in  tbe  frequent  parliaments  of  that  period. 
Tbey  filled  the  chief  seats  of  eivic  dignity^  held 
local  offices  of  trust  and  imjiortiince  under  the 
royal  commission,  and  were  altogether  people  of 
gremt  wealth,  consideration,  and  influence  in  their 
native  place.  The  last  of  them  who  possessed  the 
Magistracy  there  was  John  Butte,  Eacr,  Bheriff  in 
14^6^  and*  mayor  in  1462  and  1471.  lie  died  in 
1475  (Blomefield,  HisL  Norwich,  fol.,  1741,  f>. 
80B.) ;  and  after  his  lime  no  more  mention  of  the 
iiam«^  which  is  spelt  in  various  ways,  appears  in 
the  city  annals.  It  next  pnblicly  ocmirs,  as  tar  as 
I  know,  in  reference  to  Sir  Willinm  Butts  of 
Ryburgb,  physician  to  Hen.  VIIL,  who  died  in 
1545,  and  was  buried  at  Fulhiun.  Tlien  we  have 
aooiher  Sir  William  of  TKorniure,  who  was  high 
tlierifl' of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  in  3562,  and  rey^rc- 
aentiid  the  former  shire  in  the  parliament  of  1571. 

Now,  it  has  often  occurred  to  me  tliat  tlie  Nor- 
wich family  were  pr*»bably  the  firojienitors  of  that 
of  which  the  royal  physician  was  a  member;  and, 
with  this  impression  on  my  mind»  I  sought  in- 
formation on  the  subjert  in  the  pages  of  **  N.  & 
Q,"  »o  long  ago  as  in 'l  85*2  (1'^  S.iv.501.).  I  huve 
not  indec<l  the  sligbtest/?/"Of>f  of  such  a  connexion 
between  the  two  families  ns  ia  here  supymaed  ;  but 
it  is  not  unworthy  of  notice  that,  about  the  period 
when  the  one  of  them  ceaseil  to  exist  nmimg^t  tbe 
aotablei  of  the  city,  we  begin  to  b cur  of  the  other 
amotijfst  those  of  the  county.  Then  there  is 
aiMther  fact,  to  which  however  uniinporcant  it 
may  aeem  to  be,  I  am  induced  to  refer :  —  Wil- 


Ham  is  the  dislinguishiug  Christian  name,  from 
generation  to  generation,  both  in  the  direct  and 
collatfral  descent  of  the  Norwich  Butts'.  It  ia 
theirs  with  a  uniformity  of  sequence  that  is  very 
remarkable  and  most  unusual  for  so  lengthened  a 
period;  and  tbe  same  observntion  apjjlles,  though 
perhaps  with  some  modificutions,  to  the  descend- 
itnts  of  the  Norlijlk  Bult^*  down  to  the  present 
day.  It  is  true  that  WiUiam  is,  of  all  names^ 
anion^^st  the  most  eommoni  and  ihcse  are  very  in- 
HuiBcient  grsmnds  whereon  to  build  any  tungible 
conclusions  ;  but  still  it  seems  It^  me  there  may  be 
something  in  lliem  to  warritnt  invetstigution,  and, 
as  I  h.ive  long  been  on  ihe  watch  fi»r  eviilence  of 
ibe  correctness  or  oiherwise  of  my  inn^ri'ssions  on 
the  subject,  1  should  be  glad  if  Ala.  Gr.  IL  Dash- 
wood  would  give  it  his  conaiderution. 

It  might  be  inferred,  from  the  tenour  of  these 
remarks,  that  I  am  d  is  pose*  1,  with  your  reverend 
correspondent,  to  regard  tbe  Congleton  Butts*  as 
mythical  [>ersonagcs.  Such,  however,  is  not  by 
any  means  tbe  fact;  and  I  would  venture  to  ob- 
serve, ill  jillusion  to  them,  that  the  reference  to 
Camden,  which  is  adduced  in  support  of  the  early 
poriirms  of  the  pedigree,  is  not,  bs  I  understand  it, 
intended  to  apply  to  stny  printed  work  of  that 
authors,  but  to  **  original  papers,**  as  they  are 
considered  to  be,  "  sijiiied  by  William  Cumdcn.** 
These  papers,  whatever  be  their  value,  I  hnve 
reason  to  believe,  are  still  in  existence,  and  per- 
haps their  lady-possessor  would  have  n*"  objection 
in  submit  them  to  competent  examinntion.  I 
would  take  tbe  liberty  of  requesting  the  gentle- 
man who,  with  great  courtesy,  privately  commu- 
nicated with  me  in  1852  on  the  subject  of  this 
family,  to  assist  me  in  carrying  out  this  sug- 
gestion, the  more  especially  so  us  Camden  is  made 
to  say,  in  the  documents  referred  to^  that  —

Noah's  Abk  (2"^  S.  ix.  <I4.)  — The  word  in 
Genesis,  nriri,  taimk^  which  we  render  orA,  is 
translated  by  the  Septuagint  Ki^wrht^  a  chest.  Jo- 
sephus  describes  it  by  xipva^^  a  chest  or  cofBn  ;  so 
does  Nicolaus  of  Damascus,  as  quote<l  by  Jose- 

Iihus.  The  same  word  in  Kxodus  ii.  3.  is  trans- 
ated  by  the  Septuagint  3i$<,  the  Eg^ntian  word 
(Jtheevi)  for  chesty  which  is  identical  with  nilJK;  and 
as  this  word  docs  not  belong  to  the  Shemitic 
family,  we  may  conclude  that  it  is  Egyptian,  and 
foreign  to  the  Hebrew.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
form  of  this  floating  chest  as  given  in  Genesis,  the 
breadth  of  which  was  one-sixth  of  its  length,  the 
height  three-fifths  of  its  breadth,  with  a  roof, 
cpm parable  to  a  lid,  sloping  from  a  ridge  with  an 
inclination  of  one  in  fifteen  (4^  nearly),  together 
with  its  four  floors  and  the  partitions  therein, 
made  the  word  chest  m  more  suitably  deacrtptive 
term  than  that  of  ship;  for,  with  the  exception  of 
ita  oapaoity  for  floating,  it  was  unlike  a  ship, 
having  no  keel,  no  stem  or  stem,  no  rudder,  no 
mast,  no  aail,  no  oer,  no  Miebor  end  do  eeble.    It 


was  therefore  not  fitted  nor  destined  for  anjF  tM. 
age.  The  form  of  Ncmh's  ark  iney  be  ready 
conceived  from  inspection  of  one  of  our  end 
boats  when  coverea  with  tmrpenlins*  if  the  sl« 
and  stem  be  cut  off*,  and  the  ends  be  baik  ip 
square  and  perpendicular;  the  etem  and  ttei 
are  required  to  enable  auch  bonts  to  ent  ii 
water,  and  to  ateer,  so  aa  to  avoid  pfningf  bai|a;

The  literary  chamuter  of  Kioff  Jamea's  trans- 
lAt<)r9  (TboinAon  belonged  to  the  Westminster 
class,  to  whom  the  early  books  of  the  Old  Testa* 
mefil  were  iMigned')  eunnot  be  unlmportujit  to 
Kfifflialimen.  I  have,  therefore^  gleaned  some  ma- 
terials for  a  memoir  of  Thom^ion  from  the  printed 
correspondence  of  tho  time^  and  shall  be  i^lail  to 
learn  more  of  him.

[The  earlier  danjKQui  of  this  ranowood  litsrary  locality 
appear  to  hftve  b«en  mora  usefully  employed  than  some  of 
their  deffonerate  succeuora  Hero,  before  the  discovery 
of  printing,  lived  those  iDgenbus  persons,  called  text- 
writerR,  who  wrote  all  aorta  of  books  theu  in  use,  namely, 
A.  B,  C.  with  the  Paternoster,  Ave,  Crede,  Grace,  &c., 
and  retailed  by  ttaikynert  at  ihe  comeri  of  itrce(a.  It 
was  in-  Grub  Street  that  John  Foxe  the  martyrologist 
wrote  his  Act*  and  Monumenti,  Ilcre  too  resided  honest 
Jobn  Sp«ed,  tailor  and  historian,  the  father  of  twelve 
sona  and  six  daughters;  und  here  loo  lived  that  bibUo* 
^rspblcal  worthv  Master  Richard  Smith,  whose  amuiing 
Obitvarjf  was  edited  by  Sir  Henry  YAiia  for  the  Camden 
Sotiiety  — "a  |>cr8oa/'  says  Anltfny  Wood,  *•  infinitely 
curious  in,  and  inquisitive  oAer  books."  From  this  re- 
nowned and  i^hdosophic  spot,  celebrated  ai  the  Lyceum  or 
the  Acadediir:  Grove,  issuwt  mony  of  tlie  earliest  of  our 
English  !>^nc<>,  end  moat  of  our  miniature  hiatories,  the 
tendency  of  which  was  to  elevate  and  aurpriu  the  people. 
This  fiivoured  avenue  gave  birth  to  those  dying'sbeeta 
and  volatile  pages  dispersed  by  auch  characters  as  Shak- 
apeare's  Antoljcus,  who  does  iiot  more  truly  represent  aa 
individual,  than  a  ipeciea  common  in  aacient  times.  Of 
course  we  of  the  present  day  complacently  congratulate 
ourselves  on  the  march  uf  intellect;  but  lot  us  not,  at 
the  same  time,  despise  those  early  Grubean  sages,  who 
firat  publiehed  for  the  ediEeation  of  their  bretbrea 
thosB  ingenious  and  voulh-intpirinjr  works.  Jack  the 
Gmnt  Kditr,  Reynard  iht  /ojt,  ike  Wtte  Men  of  Gotham, 
Tom  Hkathri/t,  anti  a  hundred  others.  It  is  trae  that 
Swiftt  la  later  times,  favoured  us  with  some  homely 
"Advice  (o  the  Grub  Street  Verse  Writera; "'  but  it  has 
been  aignificantty  hinted  that  the  witty  Dean  is  under 
more  obligation  to  these  renowned  worthies  than  the 
world  h  probably  aware  of;  for  had  it  not  beca  for  the 
Giant  KUkr  and  Tom  Thumb,  it  is  believed  we  should 
never  have  beard  either  of  the  Brobdignagiaos  or  LilUpu* 

During  the  Commonwealth]  era  a  larger  aaraber  than 
usual  of  seditious  and  libellous  pamphlets  and  papers, 
tending  to  exasperata  the  people,  and  increa<ie  the  con- 
fusina  in  which  ibe  nation  was  inv^olvedf  were  surrep- 
litiouftty  printed.  The  author*  of  them  were,  for  the  most 
part,  men  whose  indigent  ctrcuuiitances  compelled  tbam 
to  live  in  the  most  obscure  parts  of  thi^  town.  Grab 
Street,  then  abounding  with  mean  and  old  houaes  let  out 
in  Mgings,  alTorded  a  litting  retreat  for  peraons  of  this 
description.  In  ridicule  of  the  bost  of  bad  writers  which 
subsequently  infested  this  republic  of  letlcrs,  tho  term 
was  first  used  by  Andrew  Morvell  in  his  witty  and  aar- 
CAstic  work.  The  Rehtartal  Tramproted,  1672 : 

••  He,  honeat  man,  was  deep  gone  in  Grub  Street  and 
poletuical  divioit)-,"

DE  HtTKGERPORD  INSCRIPnOK  AND 
ITS  I!«DULGEKCER. 
(2«'>  S.  ix.  40.) 

Of  cnc  old  Engtiah  iuscrlbeil  atones  few  have 
aboiit  tbem  more  interest  than  the  one  now  under 
MUoCi,  nlTbrdinf^  aa  it  does  iteveral  valimble  hiut^ 
for  ibe  Jkiitirfaary  and  liturgical  titudeiii.  Though 
3is.  GouGU  NiciiOL&  biui  succeeded  iu  ineiidin^ 
ita  text  as  g^iveti  by  otberfi,  I  suspect  his  own  it» 


not  without  some  little  speck,  for,  to  my  tkinkiog^ 
instead  of  "  noun,"  aa  he  has  it,  we  ought  to  reiul 
"  noum/*  My  pre^ot  object^  however^  is  to  show 
the  value  of  tiua  inscription  for  illustrating  eioshi 
ritual  usages  once  followed  throughout  this  hmd 
in  olden  times. 

The  very  asking  of  prayers  in  behalf  of  Sir 
Robert  "  m  long  a£  he  shall  live,"  yield.%  by  itself. 
the  strongest  proof  that  the  same  Do  HungerforU 
had  it  put  up  during  his  own  lifetime.  That 
chur^ihmeu,  wtiile  they  were  yet  alive,  used  to 
choose  their  own  graves,  and  get  really  the  stone 
tomb  or  figured  braid  that  was  to  lie  over  Ihcm^ 
may  be  shown  by  vftrious  examples  {  and  tbe  in- 
scnption  now  under  con»idt;ration  goes  to  prove 
that  the  game  religious  practice  found  imitators 
aoAOQg  the  high-born  mid  the  wealthy  of  our  lav-, 
folks.  As  the  thought  to  a  man  that  one  day  bi; 
must  die,  makes,  or  ought  tn  make,  him  live  iImj 
better,  no  one  will  blsiuie,  wlulo  perhaps  many 
could  wbb  that  such  a  whole^some  usage  wore 
even  yet  observed, 

Mr*  Goufiu  Kicuoxa  tells  us  "that  fuurtc«n 
bL.^ho|>s  should  have  promised  live  hundred  and 
filly  days  of  pardou  to  all  comer6«»  for  an  u>)jeci 
so  perfectly  personal  as  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  Sir  Robert  Hunger  ford,  seems  very 
St  ran  "[Q  to  our  modern  notions."  If  M».  Gouoh 
XicuoLS  will  take  with  hiin  his  "modem  no- 
tions" when  he  goes  among  the  monumenta  of 
anli()uity,  especially  religious  antiquity;  if  h@ 
make^  exclusive  use  of  buch  ^*  nioderu  notions  "  to 
underst-and  for  him^^elf,  and  unfold  unto  others, 
the  meaning  of  thc»8e  remains  ui  another  period, 
and  of  a  belief  far  other  than  his  own,  he  must 
not  be  surprised  if  he  be  often  at  fault  and  in  a 
puzzle :  to  gather  the  Iriie  meaning  of  such  mo- 
numents, they  must  be  read  uu'ler  the  light  of  their 
own  days. 

That  iihc  might  testify  how  tfiankful  she  wa^  for 
every  goo-d  work  wrought  for  the  better  hallowing 
of  God's  name  among  men,  or  for  the  cuuiitry*^ 
common  weal^  the  Church  iu  th*>se  iltxy^  iwed  to 
bid  the  people  to  pray  for  ?uch  as  hud  thus  be- 
come the  people' tj  friends  and  benefactors.  To 
draw  our  forefathers  to  do  ber  behest  the  soonei*, 
she  offered  them  her  spiritual  gifts,  then  called 
"  pardon,"  now  *'  indulgences.**  It  ao  happened 
that  this  same  hou^  of  tbe  De  Hungcrfords  had 
made  foT  itself  a  didtinguisheil  name  by  its  rcll- 
liious  as  well  as  civic  munificence^  both  befuro  and 
ikhuT  the  times  of  the  Sir  Robert  of  the  i  n  scrip - 
tiun.  This  very  Sir  Robert  befitowed  broad  acreu 
upon  St.  Leon ard'd  church,  Hungerford;  and  one  of 
his  descendaut-s,  Walter,  was  a  great  benefachn*  to 
Salisbury  cathedral,  wherein  he  built  nod  endowed 
a  chantry  cha{»el  for  two  priestj*,  he.sideat  tViundiiig 
olher  elmutrie*  at  Failey,  llmigerl'ord,  iln^tes- 
bury,  ai»d  Chipenhaui  {levl.  V**(.  \,  2J7.).  From 
the  heir  of  his  good  e&ample  as  well  as  of  his  lordly 


\ 
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honourSf  we  nccidcntally  learn  other  piouB  deedn  of 
this  Walter,  for  his  eon  Robert,  in  his  own  will, 
saye:  ""^To  the  repair  of  the  hi^h-way  called  the 
CBUseway  in  Stawyk  Marsh,  which  Walter  Lord 
Hungcrmni,  my  iiither,  first  caused  to  be  made, 
for  the  health  of  the  soul  of  the  Lady  Katherinehis 
wife,  XXV.  mark.*,"  &c.  (ib.  295.).  It  is  most 
likely  that  bis  grandsire  had  done  some  such  work 
cjfpublie  ulility,  Survly^  then,  pei*son a  of  the  pre- 
sent day,  in  spite  of  all  their  "  mwlcrn  notiona,*' 
need  be  at  no  loss  to  understand  why  grateful 
chttrehnien  ahould  teach  the  people  to  pray  for 
their  living  benefactors :  prayer  for  such  is  even 
now  encouraged  by  Protestantism.  The  men  who 
multiply  the  occaalons  of  public  service  in  cathe- 
drid  ami  parish  churches  ;  or  the  better  to  enable 
their  poorer  neighboura  to  come  thither  on  the 
Sundiiy  and  festival  to  worship  and  hear  the  word 
f)f  God|  and  on  the  week*daya  to  go  with  ease 
about  this  world's  busines^s  build  bridges  and 
mend  foul  way^,  are  the  people's  best  friends, 
Upon  eucb  LndividiiaLs  though  they  happen  to  be 
lords  —  though,  in  doing  such  good  deeds,  they 
showed  a  feeling  wish  for  the  soul's  health  of  a 
fondly  beloved  wife  or  other  of  their  kindred^  the 
sourest  Puritan,  even  should  his  head  be  crowded 
with  the  very  newest  notions,  ought  to  louk  with 
favour,  and  surely  he  will  not  forbid  8u<;h  living 
benefactor  to  be  prayed  for. 

Without  halt  or  hesitation,  Ma.  Goutat  Ni- 
caoLs  assures  us  **  there  is  no  doubt  that  there 
was  ft  market  always  open  for  (he  sale  of  these 
visionary  benefits"  (indulgencea).  Where  thia 
"  always  open  market "  was  to  be  found,  he  docs 
not  say.  Perhaps  this  pardon  or  indulf^ence  may 
have  been  brought  from  Rome  ;  no,  that  is  con- 
tradicted by  the  document  itselfj  which  tells  us  it 
was  (Tranied  by  ftiurteen  bishops  —  had  it  come 
from  the  Pope  it  would  itself  have  said  so.  Waa 
Salisbury,  so  famous  for  its  **  Use,"  the  ninrket- 
filace  ?  Nothing  of  the  kind  stood  there.  Waa 
ihia  cunottfl  *^  market*'  kept  in  London,  or  at 
Canterbury,  or  at  York  ?  Assuredly  not,  at  least 
during  fhom  times.  In  the  days  of  Sir  Robert  De 
Hungerford,  and  for  many  very  many  long  yeara 
afterwards,  any  such  a  nort  of  market  had  a  being 
nowhere  but  in  airy  nothing;  and  the  only  record 
of  its  assumed  existence  in  this  country  must  be 
sought  for  among  the  "modern  notions"  of  some 
few  modern  Illustrators  of  our  national  ecclesiasti- 
cal antiquities.  The  origin  of  the  above-men- 
tioned and  many  like  indulgences  may  be  easily 
accounted  for,  without  resorting  to  the  "open 
market "  system  of  Ma.  Gouoh  Nichols.  The 
bountifulness  of  such  a  public  benefactor  as  Sir 
Robert  Do  Hungerford,  must  have  been  well 
known  to  the  Bishop  of  Sarum,  who,  on  his  side, 
would  lake  an  early  occasion  of  paying  the  grate- 
ful thanks  of  his  diocese  in  a  way  the  most  likely 
to  pleaN  the  pious  feelings  of  that  religious  noble- 


man.    For  this  end,  the  nrelate  would  himself  j 
issue  an  indulgence  of  perhaps  forty  days  to  be  | 
gained,  under  the  usual  and  well- known  condi*  | 
tions  of  confession,  contrition,  and  satrsfaction,  by 
all  who  prayed  for  the  well-being  whilst  he  lived, 
and  for  the  souKs  rest  after  his  death,  of  De  Hun- 
gerford.    Still  more  to  enlarge  this  privilege,  the 
bishop  would  seek  to  gather  from  as  many  aa  he 
could  of  his  brother-bishops  a  like  indulgence  to  i 
be  added  to  his  own  :  the  meetings  of  our  pre-  j 
lates  for  business  or  aomo  grand  ceremonial   af- j 
forded    the  opportunity,  and  were   often   tnado  i 
available  for  drawing  up  and  promulgating  theae 
Joint  indulgences,  as   may  be  seen   in  Matthew 
Paris  (p.  4D4.).     This  **^pardon"  or  **  iudul^eDce  "  ^ 
of  thirty  or  of  forty  days,  as  it  may  be,  is  the  for- 
giveness or  abatementi  on  the  part  of  the  Church, 
of  just  so  much  time  out  of  the  months— perhaps 
years —  which,  according  to  her  penitential  caoons, 
ought    to    be  undergone   in  prayer,  fasting,  and  j 
sackcloth  for  sins  committed :  by  the  tame  right  ' 
ill  at  she  puts  on,  the  Church  can  remit  and  take  off 
her  canonical  penances. 

Without  the  slightest  diffidence  Mr,  Govatg  i 
NiPHOLS  lays  it  down  that  **  the  bishops  who  made  \ 
such  grants  were  generally  those  of  inferior  grade 
or  auflragans."  Whether  we  be  indebted  to  "mo* 
dern  notions"  for  such  novel  information  I  kMUorm 
not.  Of  thisj  however,  I  am  certain  there  ar« 
more  mistakes  than  one  in  the  forgoing  sentence; 
but  this  is  not  the  place  for  showing  them.  MeS 
GouGu  Niciiof^s  seems  to  forget  that  all  the 
bishops  in  an  ecclesiastical  province  are  the  suf*  i 
fragans,  in  the  first  and  strict  sense  of  the  wonl,  to 
its  archbishop  :  may  be  he  confuses  suffragans  with 
coadjutor  bishops  :  true  is  it  that,  in  its  second 
and  less  canonical  meaning,  the  word  suffragui 
was  formerly  used  in  England  for  those  who  arc 
now  better  and  more  correctly  called  coadjutors* 
But  even  so  he  is  mistaken,  for  if  we  look  at  the  long 
catalogue  —  more  than  fifty  in  number — of  lliofe 
intiulgences  granted  to  the  church  of  Durham, 
and  to  which  he  calls  attention,  we  shall  see  llubl 
they  were,  almost  every  one,  given  by  arebbiaha{]% 
and  by  bishops  who,  though  they  were  suflraganfl 
in  the  right  sense  of  the  word,  as  Lyndwode 
would  have  employed  it,  were  not  so  in  its  second 
meaning,  that  is,  coadjutors.  Amon^  those  gran- 
tors of  the  Durham  indulgences,  besides  tho  Arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury  and  York,  we  find  the  ^ 
Bishops  of  London,  Durham,  Carlisle,  Batli,  Co- 
ventry and  Lichfield,  Norwich,  Ely,  and  Roches* 
ter;  most  of  the  bishops  of  Scotland,  with  those  of 
Sodor,  Man,  and  the  Isles,  as  well  as  of  the  Ork* 
neys.  To  my  l^lief  Ala.  Gocgu  Nichols  canooi, 
from  out  all  those  indulgences,  point  to  half  a  i 
dozen  which  have  the  faintest  likelihood  of  having  ' 
been  bestowed  by  a  coadjutor  bishop,  or  as  he 
terms  thcnx  ^'  bishops  of  an  interior  grade  ov  suffnh 
gam/'

GovGH  Nichols  talks  about  the  "  sale  of 
yieie  vwioTiJiTy  benefits"  —  meaning  indulg^ences. 
Had  he  read  no  other  than  those  forms  printed  at 
the  end  of  the  Surtees  edition  of  the  Riie^  o/DuT' 
ham,  and  to  which  he  refers,  he  would  have  found 
thut,  while  there  is  not  a  tittle  of  eridence  which 
varrants  n  iusplcion  that  they  were  cither  bought 
or  sold,  be  mi|;ht  at  the  same  time  have  assured 
himself  of  the  ?reat  practical  gocnl,  in  many  ways, 
of  those  so-ciuled  pardons.  One  among  their 
oibcr  objects  was  to  draw  people  to  church  for 
prayer*  and  to  hear  the  word  of  G<h1  ;  the  condi- 
tions for  gaining  them  were  the  sincere  confession 
oif  and  hearty  sorrow  for  sins:  their  effects,  amend- 
t  of  life,  forgiveness  of  imuries,  healing  of 
atuneinent  for  spoken  slander,  re|9aration 
stolen  goods,  besides  the  buildinp,  the  beauti- 
lying,  and  endowment  of  our  splendid  cathedralfli 
and  our  parish  ehurcbcsi,  probably  in  the  opinion 
of  aome  among  our  antiquaries  not  the  teast  good 
effect  resulting  from  them  ;  these)  forsooth,  are  no 
'•  Tttiionary  benefits." 

To  some  extent,  the  doctrine  of  the  Church 
about  indulgences  was  adopted  and  of\eu  acted 
upon  after  the  change  of  religion  in  this  country  : 
commutaliun  was  allowed  to  be  made  in  the  severer 
eanonical  ordinances  of  the  Protestant  Establish- 
m«nt,  so  that  something  much  more  mild  and  ea^^ 
of  performance  might  be  substituted  in  ihejr 
stead;  and  such  a  cummuliktion  was  called  a 
"license."  Roger  Aachimi  asked  and  obtnined 
from  Cranmer  **  to  be  dispensed  with  as  to  ahati- 
nence  from  llcsh-meafSi  Lent  and  litih-days  being 
llten  strictly  observed  in  the  colicges  **  (at  Cam- 
bridge); and  Cranmer  *^put  himself  to  the  trouble 
of  procuring  the  king's  license  under  the  privy 
teal  for  thin  man,  and  he  released  him  of  the  whole 
cbarges  of  taking  it  out,  paying  all  the  fees  lum- 
telf.**  (Strype's  life  of  Cmnmer,  ed.  E*  H.  S.,  ii* 
65.  69.)*  In  his  Life  of  Parker,  Strype  informs  us 
that  "  However  the  observation  of  the  fast  of 
Lent  was  regarded,  yet  dispensatious  nlso  for  it 
were  granted  upon  reasonable  causes.  This  favour 
(Parker)  had  **  formerly  shewed  to  John  Fox,  the 
martyrntogist,  a  spare  sickly  man,  whom  he  per- 
mitted for  his  bad  stomach  to  eat  tlesh  in  Lent.'' 
(p.  178.)  Of  Grindul  the  siimc!  writer  tells  uh  : 
'*As  for  dispensations  for  eating  fleshi  tliev  were 
rarely  granted,  and  this  u])on  the  physician  s  te«ti» 
moniaJ,  And,  for  the  most  part  (Grindal),  re* 
miited  part  of  his  fees  (Life  of  Grirul&ty  p.  219.). 
Among  the  MSS.  in  the  splendid  collection  at 
Ashburnhnm  Place  there  is  a  license,  dated  4.d. 
1632,  from  Abbot,  for  eating  meat  on  fast-dap. 
Al  Isleworth,  among  the  muniments  of  the  parish 
church,  IS  a  license  benring  date  April  2!^th,  lOGl^ 

SWen  by  W-  Grant,  Timr  of  I«leworth,  to  R, 
ownton  and  Thomasina  his  wife,  to  eat  fle^di- 
meat  in  Lent,  &c.  (Lysons,  Enmront  of  London^ 
iiu  118.),     "These  licenses,"  wc  are  told  by  Ly- 
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sons,  **  were  by  no  means  uncommon  at  an  eartieiP 

period.  After  the  Restoration  the  keeping  of 
Lent^  which  had  been  neglected  by  the  PuritanS| 
who  entirely  exploded  the  observing  of  seasons, 
was  enforced  by  a  proclamation  from  the  kinjf, 
and  an  office  for  granting  licenses  to  eat  flesh  iq. 
any  part  of  England  was  set  up  in  St.  PauFi 
churchyard,  and  advertised  in  the  public  papers, 
Anno  1663,'*  (ib.)  When  Lysons  published  hii 
hook,  17U5,  there  was  in  the  jiosscssion  of  J, 
Clitherow,  Ksn.^  of  Roston  House,  "  a  curious  li* 
cense  under  Juxon's  hand  and  seal,  1663,  bv 
which  he  grants  permission  to  Sir  Nath.  Powell, 
Bart.f  hh  sons  and  daughters,  and  six  guests 
whom  he  shall  at  any  time  invite  to  his  table,  to 
cat  ilesh  in  Lent,  provided  that  they  eat  aoberly 
and  frugally*  with  due  grace  said,  and  privately  to 
avoid  scandal ;  the  satd  Sir  Nath.  giving  the  sum 
of  IS^f.  4d.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish"  {ib.  119.). 

But  there  are  Protestant  indulgences  for  other 
and  far  more  serious  ami  important  things  than  the 
eating  of  flesh  in  Lent  and  upon  fast-days,  to  which 
I  beg  to  direct  Ma.  Gouou  NicnoLS*s  attention* 
In  the  **Form  of  Penance  "  devised  by  Grindili 
we  find  it  set  forth  thus :  **Let  the  offender  be  set 
directly  over  against  the  pulpit  during  the  sermon 
or  homily,  and  there  stand  bare-beuded,  with  the 
sheet  or  other  accustomed  note  of  dilTcreDce;  and 
that  upon  some  board  raised  a  foot-and*a-hEiff  at 
least  above  the  church -floors  that  tbcy  may  be  in 
loeo  editiore  tt  eminentiore»  omni  pnpuw,  i.  e.  in  an 
higher  place,  and  above  all  t!ie  people.  It  is  verj 
requisite  that  the  preacher  in  some  place  of  his 
sermon,  or  the  curate  after  the  end  of  the  homily, 
remaining  still  in  the  pulptt,  shall  publickly  in- 
terrogide  the  ofleuder,  &c.  Preacher.  Dost  thoii 
uot  here,  betore  G«d  and  this  congregation,  eoi\- 
fesa  that  thou  ditJst  commit  such  an  oiTcncc^  viz. 
fornication,  aduUeryi  incest,  &e.  ?"  (Strype's  Life 
of  Grindal,  p.  2€1.)  Here,  then^  we  have  notori- 
ous sinner^t  and  among  them  tlic  fornicator,  tlie 
ftdiiUerer,  the  incestuous  man  or  woman,  made  to 
come  to  church,  and,  clatl  in  a  white  sheet,  mount 
the  Btool  of  repentance,  and  there  openly  unswer 
the  interrogations  of  the  preacher,  nckumvledge 
their  sins,  and  promise  aiuendment  in  hearini^  and 
aiojht  of  all  the  people.

In  Ids  *'  Articles  touching  Preachers/*  AVhitgift 
ordained  **  Thnt  from  henceforth  there  be  no  com- 
mutation of  penance  but  in  rare  respects  and 
upon  great  consideration,  and  when  it  a  halt  up- 

Cear  to  the  bishop  himself  that  thnt  shall  be  toe 
est  way  of  winning  and  reforming  the  oflfeoder, 
and  that  the  penalty  be  employed  either  to  the 
relief  of  tlie  poor  of  that  parish  or  to  other  godly

^ad  customn.  Notwithstanding  Ihe  severity  of 
til  climate,  the  Highlander  atillclingg  to  the  Ro- 
man ttinic,  shown  in  his  kilt,  and  the  pl-M  or 
nauod  of  the  Abepherdi  repre^ntuig  the  Roman 
1^  u  lib  clolluiig.  In  their  mytbotogy  we  find 
tinBeltaiii  of  Pcttaaot  and  JamJe$ioD  as  an  acknow- 
ltdg«d  Mcr&JScial  ritual  to  the  deity  Bel  or  Belinua^ 


and  1  have  little  doubt  that  a  aliort  statement  will 
abow  the  same  for  the  ctirious  custom  at  Hurg' 
bend  of  the  "Mlune  eh"ivi<%'*  and  will  al:*o  provit  it 
«<minently  iiiythictd  and  lioman. 

The  earliest  indigenous  detty  of  ]»reromnnic 
Italy  wfts  undoubtedly  Janufi,  and  his  worship  wiit 
^Itll  kept  up  even  when  the  eonqttcrin;f  le^inu* 
aries  of  the  commonwealth  had  extended  their 
knowletlge  of  foreign  deities  and  brought  hcniK 
the  gods  of  Homer  and  Greece  to  usurp  tbe 
plficea  of  those  which  they  K>ug  venerated  frf»m 
Etruria*  Ovid,  in  his  Faiii,  lib,  i.,  is  very  dif- 
fuse in  his  inveatigations  on  the  nature  and  pro- 
port  iea  of  the  singular  Bifrons :  — 

**Qttem  tainan  esse  Beam  te  dJcam  J»ne  biforiTtrB? 
Nam  tibi  par  nullum  Gneda  num«n  hahet/' 

and  the  resolution  of  this  qucRlion  by  the  deity 
runs  throujrh  umny  lines,  and  pnneipally  turnn 
upon  his  epithet  as  dnviger^  which,  from  the  dif- 
fering forms  of  clavm  and  claris^  is  explained  a» 
key  or  club-bearer^  and  its  consequenoes  ns  jani- 
tor. 

In  the  second  volume  of  my  Shnke^earris  Pttck 
and  hh  Folhhrc  now  under  the  press,  it  is  part  of 
my  argument  ti>  prove  that  Janus  is  identical  with 
ThoTi  from  identity  of  name ;  the  etymology  cd' 
Jrinus  fr*>m  Janun  being  universally  admitted,  dji 
7'^wr  in  German  still  means  a  pntcwaj,  and  Tfiur 
a  smaller  door.  An  undoubted  British  coin 
wilh  the  double  head  of  Janus  from  Rudlng*s 
Britiih  Coittnge,  Und  the  inscriptions  rt'NO  and 
CAMD  oil  obverse  and  reverse,  is  additional  corro- 
boration, as  well  OS  many  conformities  of  ritual, 
particularly  the  f^urlous  Roman  custom  of  shutting 
the  temple  of  Janus  in  time  of  peace,  and  opening 
it  durin|i  the  contention  of  arms,  coupletl  witii 
TIior*s  ntid  den  wihtesJiigers  riding  out  of  the  old 
castle  of  Schnellartji  in  the  Odeiiwalil,  whenever 
war  impends  over  l^atherland,  as  a  correlative  be- 
lief. If»  thereAtre,  instead  of  Jantts  Chrfger  we 
put  as  a  mere  translation  or  synonym  of  the  Roman 
deity  our  indi;;:eno!is  l^hor  or  Tfittr,  dropping  the 
Saxon  D  for  t!ie  plain  I>,  we  ^ain  the  identical 
durie  datnv  of  our  Scotch  count rj men  with  merely 
tbe  addition  of  their  uiual  diminutive,  and  thus  all 
the  pracHces  recorded  by-fhe  correspotident  who 
broichfil  the  subject  are  very  perfect  pfirtions  of 
A  ceremonial  ritual  to  the  oldest  European  deity 
known,  whether  Janus  or  Thor.

PLAYI??G  CARDS. 

(i-^^S.  vrii.432.) 

Tbe  pack  of  cards  mentioned  by  C.  F,  is  a  com- 
plete &et  of  Tarota,  or  Tarocchi  cards,  and  firobably 
of  Italian  manufacture.  The  marks  of  suits  men- 
tioned by  him,  goblets,  cliib«  (actual  clubi  or  batons, 
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in  England  we  retain  the  name^  but  have  subtti- 
tuted  Uie  French  tre/le)^9wards,  and  money,  though 
bearing  French  names,  are  foreign  to  that  nation, 
at  least  at  regards  present  usage.  Anciently  Tarots 
were  general,  but  tney  are  now  principallT  confined 
to  (rermanv,  Switxerland,  Alsace,  and  Franche 
Compt^.  'thej  are  no  doubt  of  Eastern  origin, 
the  cavalier  or  knight  answering  to  the  piece  of 
the  same  name  in  chess,  between  which  and  the 
older  Tarots  there  is  considerable  affinity.  They 
were  probably  introduced  into  Europe  towards 
the  end  of  the  thirteenth  century  as  instruments 
of  dirination.  Our  present  contracted  pack  is  a 
French  modification.  The  twentj-two  symbolical 
cards  are  called  atouis  (accord  mg  to  Duchesne 
because  thev  were  of  higher  value  than  all  others, 
d  tutti),  and  vary  considerably  acconling  to  their 
antiquity  and  locality.  See  Le  Monde  Primitif, 
par  Court  de  Gebefin,  torn.  viii.  pp.  365—418. 
4to.  Paris,  1781,  and  Chatto's  OngU  and  History 
of  Playing  CanlM,  London,  1848.  I  should  be 
much  obliged  to  C.  F.  if  ho  would  favour  me 
with  a  reference  to  any  mention  of  the  Livre  de 
Thoih^  or  the  game  of  *'  Tara,"  or  correspond  with 
me  on  the  subject,  as  I  have  a  small  brochure  in 
the  press  on  this  curious  subject.  In  a  paper 
appended  to  Court  de  Ocbelin*s  essay,  entitled 
mcherchee  eur  lee  Tarote  et  tur  la  Divination  par 
lee  Cartee  dee  Tarots^  is  the  following  passage  :  — 

«*  Ce  livra  (cs  livre  du  destin,  ce jeu  tacr^)  parait  avoir 
^t^  nomro^  a-rosii,  do  la  lettro  a,  doctrine,  science,  et  de 
MOSCH,  Mercare,  qui.  Joint  i  Tartide  t,  eignifle  tableaux 
de  la  doctrine  de  Mercure ;  mais  comme  roeA  vent  auMi 
dire  eommencementt  ce  mot  ia-roth  fut  particuli^rement 
oontacrtf  i  sa  cotmogonie ;  de  m^me  qoe  VElhotia  (bli- 
toire  du  temps)  fut  le  titro  de  son  astronomie,  et  peut- 
£tre  qu*Athotes,  qu*on  a  prii  pour  an  roi  file  de  Tiiot, 
n'pst  que  I'enfant  de  son  g^nie  et  riiistoUre  des  roi« 
d'Egjpte." 

The  etymology  of  Tarot^  however,  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  explained,  and  the  attempt  to  con- 
nect them  with  the  theology  of  ancient  Ejvypt  is 
like  many  other  essays  of  the  French  savans  in 
tills  direction,  at  the  first  dawn  of  Egvptian  dis- 
covery, fanciful  and  absunt.  I  shall  be  glad  of 
any  assistance  the  corroapondents  of  **  N.  &  Q.** 
can  render  me,  especially  as  to  the  early  perio<l 
of  the  introduction  of  playing  cards  into  England.

Distress  drove  the 
Colonel  to  commit  suicide,  and  his  remains  rei^t 
by  those  of  his  father,  in  St.  Anne's  Churchy urd, 
Soho.  The  Colonel's  daughter  married  a  Mr. 
Glftrk,  of  the  Dartmouth  custom-house.  Four 
duldren  were  the  issue  of  this  marriage.  One  of 
ibeiat  a  daughter,  was  established  in  London,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  earning  a 
modest  livelihood  as  an  authoress  and  artist.

In  this  deposition  Percy  appears  to  ha^e  been 
recognised.  That  was  not  the  case,  however,  in 
the  following  examination.  The  fact  of  two  men 
being  seen  near  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields  early  in  the 
morninff  of  the  5th  of  November  seems  tn  have 

fiven  rtae  to  suspicion  in  the  mind  of  the  Chief 
usticc  of  England.  Fopham  accordingly  took  the 
following  declaration  and  enclo#ed  it  to  Salit* 
bury :  —

The  same  cnidite  author  states  that  the  pour* 
pointed  work  ahove  alluded  to  onae  in  in  Uie 
reign  of  Henry  III.,  and  continued  in  ut>e  till  this 
do»e  of  the  fouileenth  century.  It  was  a  eipetue* 
of  paAlded  work  atitdied.  The  braan  effigy  of  Sir 
Miles  Stapletutf,  tti  Ingham  Church,  Norfolk, 
about  the  beginning  of  tlie  reign  of  Richard  11^ 
baa  the  thighs  t;overed  with  pourp*nnted  work. 

1  have  quoted  these  piirticulurs  from  Meyriek 
for  the  purpose  of  aiisisting  our  iuquiries  into  the 
probable  <bite  of  the  monumental  elHgy  in  ques- 
tion, and  of  sugge^^ting  that  that  date  would  be 
about  the  close  or  the  fourteenth  century. 

The  jup^n  which  is  shown  upon  the  llgurc  it 
charged  with  the  arinF»  a  cheveron  between  three 
leopards'  faces,  very  distinctly  sculptured;  and  io 
which  I  draw  especial  notice,  as  the  charges  ^mve 
been  described  as  a  clievron  between  three  Moarit* 
headsj —an  error  into  which  Vincent  (\S,  137.) 
seems  to  have  fallen  in  a  note  iu  his  MS*  account 
of  Lord  Wvnlok  as  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and 
stating  moreover  that  his  l^tjinb  Is  at  Tewki-^ibury, 
The  arms  of  Lonl  Wenli*k  were  argent  a  cheveron 
between  three  Mooi*^*  heads  sable.  His  garter 
plate  is  not  extant^  in  consequence  of  hi^  iit» 
tainder.  But  to  return  from  this  digression  : 
the  shield*  of  which  only  half  is  visible,  is  also 
ehnrf]jed  with  the  5ame  urnis  that  are  upon  the 
jupon.  The  head  rests  upon  the  tilting  he h net, 
upon  which  the  crest,  a  lion*fl  bead,  is  pliieii<L 
Tne  feet  repose  on  a  lion.  It  is  almost  needless 
to  811  y  that  no  inscription  nppear5^. 

In  the  absence  of  any  clue,  except  what  the 
arms  may  give,  by  which  it  might  be  discovered 
to  whose  meinory  this  nmnument  was  erected,  or 
what  may  be  inferred  frum  the  fashion  and  aecl* 
dents  of  the  armour  in  connectiun  with  the  anns 
I  am  aboul^  to  notice,  it  must  still  remain  conjee* 
tnral  whom  the  effigy  repfesenls.  In  a  Hull 
{Nicola 9' s  RoH)  of  arms  of  the  time  nf  Edward 
HL  (viz.  between  U  &  25  Edw.  IIL  1337— ISfil) 
are  mentioned  as  appertairving  to  "  Monsire  de 
Lughtbiirg/*  these  arm^\  Gules  ft  choveron  ai^ent 
between  throe  leopards*  heads  or.  In  copies  of

SVot.    vi.   fol.    81.,   &c.)  that  amongfet  those  who 
ell   at  the   battle  of  Tewkesbury   in    1471    was 
"  Domiuus  de    Wenlok/'   "cujus  corpus  alio  ad  i 
sepuituram  iratisliitum  eg{  *^  (Dugdale's  Monasticon^ 
ed.  1819,    11^  56 J,  which  shows  that  he  was  not 
buried  at   Tewkesbury.     And   this   is   also   cor-  I 
roborated  by   Vincent  in  a  MS.  volume   of  his  i 
collection  in  tbis  college  {Quid  noti,  p.  403  )}  who 
taya*  amongst  others,  mo&t  of  whom  are  »aid  to 
have  been  buried  at  Tewkesbury,  "  Lo  Wenlok 
slain  in  the  field  and  his  body  lakeu  from  thence 
to  be  buried.** 

It  is  said  that  he  wa.H  buried  at  Luton  in  Bed* 
fordshire.  (Bennett's  Teickenbary^  Svo.  1830»  p, 
167) 

I  have  brought  the  foregoing  facts  into  juxta- 
position with  each  other  ;  and  the  almost  only 
coincidence  I  can  oiler  is  that  of  Mey rick's  de- 
scription of  the  armour  with  the  date  in  whiuh 
I  find  the  arms  of  Lughtburgh.  It  yet  rematns 
for  future  investigations,  or  future  discoveries,  to 
throw  such  a  light  upon  the  munuiuental  Bgure 
in  queation  Hi  will  decide  to  whom  this  monu- 
ment wfti  erected.  Upon  a  very  transient  visit 
to  Tewkesbury  in  August  laet^  my  attention  was 
called  to  this  sepulchnd  e£figy  ;  and  I  regret  thnt 
I  did  not  particularly  notice  th»?  archit^ecturnl 
siructure  ol  ihe  tomb,  which  might  have  cor- 


roborated the  date  I  have  ventured  to  ascribe  to 

the  ei^^y  which  reposes  upon  it.

noyance (as  it  ia)  on  traiuparent  surfaces.  It  need  not 
even  then  be  permitted  to  grow  too  flreety,  as  a  newspaper 
or  a  handkerchief  thrown  over  the  glass  cover  of  the 
tank,  or  ever  a  portion  of  the  cover,  during  tlie  tunuiest 
portion  of  the  day,  will  effectualJy  keep  it  under  com- 
mand. There  need  be  no  fear  that  any  such  moderate 
cbecking  of  growth  at  this  will  bavo  an  ill  cfl^t  on  tba 
animals,  if  the  vesael  is  also  so  ithaltow  as  to  expose  a 
comparatively  large  siiriave  of  water  to  the  ntmosphtre^ 
and  so  to  be  Qoabled  to  absorb  uxygeu  from  that  source 
aa  well  as  from  vegetation.

Ih  early  life  Colonel  Frederick  was  secretary  t^ 
thecal  Frederick,  King  of  Prussra^  but  he  was

[Krticularly  ns  Vobuire  and  other  profligate

money  in  his  |XH'ket,  and  he  was  afraid  that  Lady 
Jane  was  in  the  same  predicament.  He  wa* 
therefore  obli>^ed  to  submit  to  the  suspicion  of 
churlish  meanness  or  poverty,  and  lo  content 
himself  with  occasionally  carrying  the  child  ta 
the  end  of  the  journey. 

This,  alas  I  was  not  the  first  time  that  the  eon 
of  King  Theodore  had  been  in  want  of  a  shilling:* 
He  related  to  the  late  JobTi  Tuylor,  of  **  Sun  " 
celebrity,  that  be  was  once  in  so  much  disti'esa, 
that  when  he  waited  the  result  of  a  petition  nt 
the  Court  of  Vienna,  he  bad  actually  been  two 
daya  without  food.  On  the  third  da?  a  lady  in 
nttendanL-e  on  the  C<nirt,  whom  bt'  bad  f»reviou3ly 
addressed  on  the  ftubjeet  of  his  petition,  observing 
his  lanj^uid  and  exhaubled  state,  offered  him  soiuq 
refrcahmeut;  he  of  course  consenting.  She 
oi'dercd  him  u  dish  of  chocolate  with  some  cake^ 
which  rendered  him  more  able  to  converse  with 
ber;  in  a  short  time  they  conceived  a  regard  for 
each  other»  and  were  ai'terwards  married. 

The  laijy,  it  is  supposed,  died  a  few  years  after 
their  marriage.  The  colonel  had  two  children  by 
her;  the  boy  became  an  officer  in  fiie  British 
army«  and  was  killed  m  the  Atiierlcan  War  ;  the 
girl  waa,  T  fancy^  the  '*  Miss  Frederick  "  who  sang 
at  some  of  the  fiisbionable  concerts  towards  the 
latter  part  of  the  last  century.  She  married  a 
person  ncimed  Clarke,  but  what  became  of  her  or 
her  children  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain. 
Mr,  Taylor  relates  that  in  a  short  interview  he 
had  witli  ber,  after  her  father's  melancholy  death, 
she  showed  him  the  great  seal  and  some  re t» alia  of 
the  crown  of  Corsicrii  which  her  grandfather  had 
retained  iu  thL!  wreck  of  bis  fortunes. 

When  Prince  Poniatowski,  who  was  afterwardi 
Htanislaus,  the  lust  King  of  Poland,  was  in  this 
country,  his  chief  companion  was  Colonel 
Frederick.  They  were  aceustomed  to  walk  to- 
gether round  the  suburbs  of  the  town,  and  to  dine 
at  n  tavern  or  comm<m  eating-house.  On  one 
occasion  the  prince  buid  some  bills  to  discount  in 
the  city,  and  took  Frederick  with  him  to  transact 
the  business.  The  prince  remained  at  Batson's 
Coffee -house,  Cornhillj  while  the  colonel  was 
employed  on  the  bills.  Some  iiupe<liment  oc- 
curred, which  prevented  the  affair  from  being 
settled  that  dny,  and  they  prw ceded  on  their 
usual  walk  before  dinner  round  Islington.  After 
their  walk  they  went  to  DolIy*s,  in  Paternoster 
Row.  Their  dinner  was  beef-steaks,  a  pot  of 
porter,  and  a  bottle  of  port.  The  bill  was  pre- 
sented to  the  prince,  who  oti  lookin|T  over  it  said 
it  WHS  reasonable,  and  handed  it  to  Colonel 
Frederick,  who  concurred  in  the  ijiame  opiniun, 
and  returned  it  to  the  prince^  who  desired  bim  to 

{jay,  "  I  have  no  money,'*  said  Frederick.  "  Nor 
mve  I,**  said  the  prince.  **  What  are  we  to  do  V  " 
h«^  added.  Frederick  paused  a  few  mcimenta^ 
then    desiring  the   prince   to    rert^fliix   xiwlvV   te

returned,  l«ffc  the  place,  pledf^ed  bis  watch  at  the 
nearest  pawDbroker^Sf  and  thus  discharged  the 
reckofiinji. 

The  prince  after  be  became  monarch  of  Poland 
occasionflllj  kept  up  an  int^rcourcjc  with  Colonel 
Frederick,  ami  in  one  of  hia  letters  asked  the 
Utter  if  he  remembered  when  they  were  "  in 
pawn  at  a  London  tavern.** 

In  the  latter  portion  of  his  life  this  unfortu- 
nate man  was  induced  by  an  acfjuain lance  to 
accept  two  note^.  The  man  who  was  a  trading 
justice  at  that  time^  died  before  the  noti^s  became 
due,  and  Colonel  Frederick,  seeing  that  he  shoidd 
be  responsible  without  any  pecuniary  resourcCt 
and  ap]jrehen8ive  uf  confinement  in  a  ^^f^h  formed 
ibc  despeiate  design  of  shooting  himi&elJ'. 

"  Tho  Colonel  («ys  the  oiithority  already  quoted— 
John  Tftvlors  Record^  ofmyi  [Jft<^  ii.227.)  by  Ids  cofistant 
readinj^r  of  ctiu(sic  aulborA,  bad  imbuecl  hia  mind  wilh  a 
kind  of  Uoman  iuditferenco  of  life.  He  arose  ifcnerally 
very  pnrly  in  the  nioroing^,  ligtited  tbe  lire  when  the 
«eii«oii  required  fit  cleaned  his  bcotSf  prepared  himself  for 
n  walk,  took  bi!i  breukfusti  then  read  the  c-SAssical 
ADtho'rH  until  it  wts  time  to  (ike  exerciM  and  visit  hiH 
friends.  This  even  tcnonrof  life  nught  have  conunued  for 
many  years,  if  lie  bad  not  u  n  fort  una  Idy  put  his  band  to 
the  liilla  in  cjuestion  ;  bat  tbe  proapel-t  of  ii  hopeless 
privation  <j'f  liberty,  and  the  aLtendant  evih  iind  borrom  of 
a  ^t\o\,  operated  »o  nlrongly  upon  his  mind,  habit uate<1  to 
Miicient  Koman  notions^  aa  to  occasion  the  drendful  ter- 
niinatioD  of  hi*  life  by  suicide."

J»  CusjiAVix  Fbost  inqmreij  wLcJi  it  wad  tlie 
custom  of  the  city  of  Gloucester  to  preaent  to  the 
KiTereigii  at  Chrbtmas  a  lamprej-pie  with  a 
raised  crust,  and  when  it  was  left  off?  The  cus- 
tom is  of  great  antiquity^  and  certainly  existed  in 
dke  Dresent  century,  for  persoDS  living  recollect  an 
old  lady  named  Darke  who  used  to  prepai-e  lam- 
preya  for  the  purpo?;e;  and  it  probably  continued 
oovro  to  the  change  of  the  corporation  under  the 
Municipal  Corporation  Act,  Aa  Henry  I,,  of 
Uraprey-loving  celebrity,  frequtrntly  held  his  court 
donng  Christmas  at  Gloucester,  the  custom  mar 
bftve  oritfinated  in  hb  time.  In  1530,  the  Prior 
of  Laruhuny  at  Gloiicester  sent "  cheese,  carp,  and 
biked  lampreys  "  to  Henry  VI IL  at  Wiodaor,  for 
which  the  bearer  received  twenty  sbillinpfs  {Annah 
(if  Windmr  by  Tighe  and  I>avii«j  p.  5 62,), 

During  the  Commit  wealth  it  appears  from  the 
ftllowing  entry  iu  the  Corporation  Minutes  that 
the  pie  was  sent  to  the  members  for  the  city  :  —

If  (his  turtle  was  an  acknowledgment  for  a 
lamprey-pie,  the  alderman  made  a  better  exchange 
than  the  Earl  of  Chester,  who  gave  King  John  a 
good  palfrey  fi>r  one  iampret/  the  king  hiul  given 
him  {iiohdi  de  OhlatiH  etrinibus  tempore  ItJokaH' 
jiis) — a  striking  proof,  if  indeed  the  exchange  vrcra 
a  voluntary  one,  of  the  great  delicacy  lampreya 
were  then  considered  to  be* 

If  your  correspondent  is  interested  in  Glouces- 
ter, be  will  tind  other  amusing  references  to  the 
city  in  Mr,  Jesse's  book,  vol.  ii.,  p.  272» ;  vol.  iv.p 
pp,  362.  383,  Joh:^  J,  Powell. 


It  was  formerly  the  custom  to  send  to  the  king 
the  first  lamprey  caught  in  the  river,  at  the  com- 
tnenceracnt  of  the  season.  It  was  stewed,  that 
being  the  best  way  of  cooking  this  Hah.  Some 
years  ag0|  i.  e.  from  1800  to  1806,  a  relation  of 
mine  lived  in  Gloucester,  and  from  her  I  received 
the  knowledge  of  thi:i  custom.  During  that 
Tferiod  the  kmprey  was  cooked  at  the  inayora 
house ;  and  an  old  woman,  who  bad  been  a  famous 
eook|  and  went  by  thi*  name  of  ^'  Cook  Horrii,** 
ulways  went  to  stew  it,  receiving  a  guinea  as  fee 
lor  her  labour.  Latterly,  on  aecount  of  her  age, 
^he  was  fetched  from  the  almshouses  (where  she 
resided)  in  a  serlan-chair.  If  this  custom  is  dis- 
continued, it  is,  I  tiuppose,  owing  to  the  change 
under  the  Municipal  Act,  I  always  understood 
that  some  charter  for  fishing  was  held  by  this  ser- 
vice. 

Another  custom  at  Gloucester  may  here  be  no- 
ticed. At  the  Spring  Assizes  a  lamb  was  sent  to 
the  judges*  lodcings  ;  the  animal  was  killed  at  the 
first  butchers  ui  the  city,  ami  exlnbited  for  a  few 
hours  elegantly  dresaed  with  flowei'^  and  blue  rib- 
bo  n^  the  inside  being  entirely  filled  with  flowers. 
I  fancy  this  wos  sent  by  the  corporation,  but  I  do 
not  know  whether  the  custom  is  continued.  E,  S.  W.

It  formerly  belonged  to 
the  coUeclionof  Dr.  J^irch,  and  bears  upon  its  buck 
the  unpromitsiiig  title,  *^  Mon«y  and  Trade  "  The 
tittle  by  wbtcb  it  is  described  in  the  Catalogtic  Is 
more  to  the  puryH->se,  liut  it  covers  under  an  ''  ^c ," 
the  part  oi  the  volume  which  gives  it  its  real  im- 
portiiDce* 

Tbe  MS.  is  a  copy,  taken  in  the  handwriting  of 
tbe  period,  of  some  notes  of  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  who  sat  through  both  the  ses- 
sions of  1610.  From  the  manner  in  which  addi- 
tions and  interlineations  are  introduced,  it  seems 
probable  that  the  person  who  originally  took  the 
notes  was  himself  tbe  copyist,  and  tbat  on  reading 
over  the  MS*  at  a  subsequent  time*  he  added  a 
few  words  hero  and  there  as  his  memory  might 
suggest  them. 

Lven  the  reports  of  the  earlier  sesaioa  are  ex- 
tremely valuable.  They  do  not  profess  to  give 
every  debate,  but  confine  tbemselves  almost  ex- 
clusively to  tliusc  which  were  connected  with  the 
great  contract  fur  tenures,  and  the  principal 
grievances  of  tbe  Commone*  Whatever  is  re- 
ported, however,  is  given  with  much  greater  ful- 
ness than  anyihing  else  which  we  have  of  this 
session.  The  great  debate  on  the  impositions,  of 
which  there  is  no  trace  upon  tbe  Journals,  which 
tske  no  note  of  discussions  in  committee,  is  recor- 
ded in  ttiese  notes. 

The  main  interest,  however,  of  tbe  book  lies  in 
the  last  few  pages.  Of  tbe  lirst  fortnight  of  the 
autumn  session  no  information  is  given*  This 
pint  of  the  MS.  commences  as  follows  :  —

In  some  remote  parts  of  the  country  particular 
seasons  have  their  curious  old  customs  still  kept 
np  in  form,  thoug!i  shorn  of  their  former  sig- 
nifieance,  and  on  Shrove  Tuesdiiy  last  nny  one 
who  happened  to  be  in  the  neighbourhooJ  of 
Dean*s  lard,  Westminster,  or  the  cloisters  near 
the  Deanery,  mlt/ht  liave  witnessed  a  singular  and 
mnusinpr  if  not  edifying  scene. 

At  eleven  o*clc»ck  ni  the  morning  a  vcrpjer  of 
the  Abbey  in  his  gown,  bearing  the  silver  baltht^ 
emerged  from  the  College  kitr^hen,  followed — not 
by  one  of  the  cMgnitarles  of  the  churchy  but  by  the 
cook  of  the  school,  who  also  was  habited  in  pru- 
fessional  costume — white  apron,  jacket,  and  cup. 
The  cook,  who  seemed  to  feel  the  responslbiiities 
of  bis  dignified  position,  carried  on  a  platter  an 
article  which  a  peculiarly  fervid  imagination  might 
designate  a  pancake,  but  which  on  a  closer  in- 
spection appeai'ed  suspiciouiily  like  a  crumpet  of 
pre-adamit^*  manufacture.  Cookey  marched  to- 
wards the  school-room,  where  the  boys  were  con- 
struing Homer  and  Virgil,  or  tryrns  hard  to 
discover  the  hidden  beauties  of  Euclid  the  de- 
testable, and  having  arrived  at  the  door  the  verger 
opened  it+  announcing  in  the  sonorous  tones  of 
a  Cheltenham  master  of  the  Ceremonies — **  The 
Cook."  Thus  ushered  in,  the  honoured  func- 
tionary cast  an  eagle  glance  at  the  bar  which 
separates  the  upper  school  from  the  lower,  twirled 
the  farinaceous  delicacy  once  or  twice  round  in 
an  artistic  manner  ui  the  pun,  and  then  tossed  it 
over  the  bar  into  a  mob  of  boys,  all  eager  to 
make  what^  we  believe,  is  termed  a  "  grab  *'  at 
it.  Then  followed  a  scene  of  scuffling,  kicking, 
shoving  (fis  in  an  exciting  football  match  at  the 
wall  at  Eton)  which  must  be  uncommonly  plea- 
sant —  to  be  <mt  of^  and  after  the  lapse  of  a  few 
minutes  there  came  out  of  the  mell^,  with  dis- 
ordered dress,  but  with  undaunted  mien  and  with 
unbroken  pancake,  a  big  town  boy,  named  Hawk- 
shaw,  who  proceeded  with  the  cjelicious  product 
of  flour  to  the  Deanery,  to  demand  the  honorarium 
of  a  guinea  (sometimes  it  is  two  guineas)  from 
the  Abbey  funds,  well  merited  by  hi*  powers  of 
resistance,  \Thich  must  be  as  tough  as  tlie  *'  pan- 
cake "^  itself.

he  had  a  gia^s- fronted  bookcase  to  receive  thein. 

Everybody  must  have  been  struck  with  the 
want  of  labels  on  books  in  second-hand  book- 
ihops,  and  have  observed  the  untidiness  of  circu- 
lating librjiries  from  the  same  cause,  and  from 
want  of  labels. 

AgaiUi  more  cullivated  eyes  will  be  well  aware 
that  white  labeU — ^I  mean  printed  bibeis  on  white 
piper  (so  oft:en  used  by  booksellers  for  books 
published  in  boards)  —  utterly  dej^troy  the  har- 
mony of  bookshelvei  by  their  spottiness. 

All  these  difficulties  would  be  got  over,  if  the 
public  knew  where  to  apply  for  labels  etther  to 
order  or  read v -printed  on  tinted  paper,  or  let- 
tered on  russia  or  morocco  leather,  which  they 
could  nf!ix  with  paste. 

If  die  bookbinders  have  a  Benefit  Society,  and 
wish  to  find  employment  tor  the  daughters  of 
their  deceased  members,  let  lliem  turn  their  at- 
tention to  this  subject*  No  doubt  a  very  large 
trade  in  book-labels  for  the  whole  world  might  be 
established.

William  Dronnan  was  a  mcuib*?r  of  the  Spcrulatire 
Society  of  Edinburgh,  and  Dr.  Drummoml  furnished  the 
follow mg  biogmphical  notice  of  him  for  The  History  of 
fAf'A'fXTM'fy,  4to.,  1845,  p.  128*:  "  Drfctinnn  was  one  of  the 
first  and  mojst  zcalouft  promoters  of  the  Society  of  United 
Iriabmen,  and  author  of  the  welb  known  Test  of  their 
I.Tnion,  Hia  mu&e  also  poured  forth  strains  which  ex- 
torted for  tbeir  poetry  the  praidea  even  of  those  wbo  dta- 
aented  from  Iheir  poliUcal  tontimenta.  The  song  of  *  Erin 
to  her  own  Tune,'  was,  on  lis  6rat  publication,  anng  and 
reaung  in  every  corner  of  the  land,  and  it  still  continaes 
to  cnj0y  tbe  admiration  of  its  readers.  It  bad  the  gtory 
of  first  (k^iguatiti^  his  country  as  The  Emerald  Isle— 
an  appellation  which  will  be  permanent,  as  it  is  beantifbl 
and  op[iropriate.  He  wrote  some  hymns  of  such  excel* 
lencc,  asi  to  caaae  a  regret  that  they  arc  not  more  nume- 
roos;  and  in  some  of  the  lighter  kinds  of  poetry  iihowed 

^nuch  of  the^ilayful  wit  and  ingennity  of  Goldamllh. 

*  mjoagb  deeply  engaged  in  the  political  transactions  of 
Ireland,  he  did  not  neglect  the  more  tranquil  and  elegant 
s Indies  of  polite  literature.  Me  took  a  pronitnent  part  in 
the  establishment  of  the  Belfast  Academical  Institution^ 
and  publiabed  a  volume  of  Fm^ttim  Pktet  in  1815;  and 
in  16 17,  a  trEinslatiou  of  the  Etecira  of  Sophocles."

Drummen,  Uigb  German  ;  which  correspond  in 
meauinj;  to  ru^rire.  Brummen  in  Lower  Saxon 
wd  brim  in  English  denote  the  state  of  the  sow 
when  she  h  ready  to  n^*eive  the  boar.  See  Ade- 
lungin  brunnnen  and  brunfl,  Kichnrd^oii  in  brim. 
Bramer  in  French  h  likewise  used  fur  the  noiise 
of  the  stag  daring  the  rutting  season.  The  Italian 
kij  bra  mi  to  in  the  aame  iense. 

Aristotle  {H.  A.^  v.  14,)  remarks  that  tbe  TOice 
dC  the  male  animal  is  generally  of  a  deeper  note 
than  the  voice  of  the  feniide.  He  citea  the  yoice 
of  the  stag  aa  an  example,  stating  that  the  male 
makes  a  noise  daring  the  season  of  copulation, 
and  ibe  female  w!ien  she  is  frightened. 

The  celebrated  Harvey,  in  his  Etrrdtatioues 
de  Geiierutwtic  (of  which  there  is  an  English 
Cniulalion  in  the  collection  of  his  works  pub- 
Ushed  by  the  Sydenham  Society,  I  voL  Svo., 
1847),  illustrates  the  generation  of  viviparous 
animals  from  the  Mstory  of  that  of  the  hind  and 
doc;  for  wbich  selection  he  gives  the  follow mg 
reason  :  — 

"  It  wu  cofitomary  with  his  Serene  Majesty,  King 
Cliarles,  after  be  bftd  come  to  man'a  estate,  to  take  ttie 
^TVfiloQ  ofhuntinjit  almost  every  week,  both  for  tbc  sako 
oftiDiiliog  relaxation  from  graver  cares,  nnd  for  hia  ht:iiltb ; 
Cha  rbase  was  priDeipally  ibf!  buck  tnd  doe,  and  do  princa 
ia  the  world  bad  greater  herds  of  deer,  either  wansdcring 
ia  ^eodom  tb rough  the  ^ilda  aud  forests,  or  kept  ia 
ptrki  and  chases  for  this  purpose*  The  gtime  during  the 
ibsm  summer  months  "was  the  buck,  then  fat  ATid  Ja 
lannm;  «nd  m  the  autumn  and  winter,  for  die  aama 
lagth  <if  Lime,  the  doe.  This  gave  me  an  opportunity  of 
dkieeUoi;  nombers  of  these  auimalst  almost  every  day 
faring  the  whoJc  of  the  sea^u  when  they  were  rutting, 
Uk^  the  male,  and  falUng  wilh  young."  —  Exercit.  G4. 

In  a  subsequent  paasage,  Harvey  laments  that 
Vu  house  wa?  plundered  during  the  civil  war»  and 
tW  some  of  the  fruits  of  his  scientific  labours 
*ere  destroyed  :  — 

**  And  whilst  I  speak  of  these  matters,  let  gentle  mind^

aj*t  only  with  the  permission  but  b)*  command  of  the 
^'"inienr,  certain  rapacious  hands  stripped  nut  only  my 
^^•w  pi  all  its  furniture,  but  wbat  is  suhject  of  far 
P*U«  regret  with  me,  my  enemies  ithstrwcted  from  my 
'"Oniai  the  fruits  of  many  years  of  toil.  \^'hence  it  baa 
^"ve  Uf  ptM  that  many  observations,  particularly  ou  the

venture  to  say,  to  the  republic  of  letters."  —  Exerc.  68,

A  singular  argument  is  derived  from  the  habit* 
of  the  deer,  and  confirmed  by  a  reference  to 
Harvey's  treatise,  by  Martyn,  in  bis  Dissertations 
UDon  the  Mneids  of  Vir^L  This  critic  thinks 
that  "Virgil  designs  to  be  exact  in  bis  chronology, 
by  his  marking  not  only  the  year,  but  tbc  very 
time  of  the  ycarj  wlien  *Eiieaa  arrived  at  Carthage," 
He  tlieo  cites  the  description  of  the  herd  of 
deer  which  JEneas  descries  near  the  coast  of 
Africa :  — 

**  Tre^  lit  tote  cervos 
Prospieit  errjintes:  boa  tota  armenta  ie(|iiuntur 
A  tergo,  et  longum  per  vallea  poscitur  agmen." 

jEii,  i.  184'6. 
He  proceeds  to  infer  that  tbia  was  the  period 
when  the  stags  were  in  season,  and  were  still 
separate  from  the  females  ^  and  therefore  that 
Virgil  markd  the  summer  as  the  time  of  year 
when  iEneaa  landed  in  Africa,  and  visited  Dido 
at  Carthage.  How  far  Virgil  nossessed  himself, 
or  assumed  in  biii  readers,  this  Knovvledge  of  na- 
tural hiattiry,  I  do  not  venture  to  decide ;  but  I 
will  only  remark  that  if  the  po^^t  intended  to  re- 
present ^neas  as  arriving  at  Carthage  in  the 
summer,  he  must  suppose  that  the  stay  of  the 
Trojans  at  the  court  of  Dido  was  longer  than  the 
narrative  appears  to  indicate  :  ^^r^  when  ^^neas 
is  about  to  depart,  Dido  remonstrates  with  him 
for  setting  sail  during  the  winter:  -^ 

*"  Qutn  etiam  hiburno  itioliris  si  do  re  clft<§sem, 
Kt  mediis  properas  Aquilouibus  ire  per  altum.'^

THE  SOCIETY  OF  DILETTANTI. 
(2-^  S.  ix.  64.  125.) 

As  no  reply  to  the  iiir^uiries  of  your  correspon- 
dents respecting  the  Ddettanti  Society  has  ap- 
peared, perhaps  the  following  rough  notes  may  be 
acceptable.  They  have  been  delayed  in  the  hope 
that  the  respected  son  of  the  Atuenian  Stuabt 
(us  he  is  familimly  c  id  led),  who  is  a  reader  of 
"  N.  &  Q,,'*  might  possibly  be  able  to  communi- 
cate some  particulars  respecting  the  unobtrusive, 
yet  valuable  labours  of  this  Society.  It  need 
scarcely  be  state<l,  that  the  word  Diletianii,  as  one 
of  disparagenicnt  and  ridicule,  is  quite  modern. 

In  the  year  1734  some  gentlemen  who  bad 
Iravelled  in  Italy,  desirous  of  encouraging;  at  home 
a  taste  for  those  objects  which  had  contributed  so 
much  to  their  entertainment  ahnmd^  formed  them- 
selves into  a  Society,  under  the  name  of  the 
**  Dilettanti,"  nnd  agreed  upon  such  regulations 
as  they  thought  necessary  to  keep  up  the  snirit  of 
iheir  scheme*  Mr.  James  Stuart  and  filr.  Ni- 
cbolns  Itevett  were  elected  members  in  1751,  nnd 
the  So<;iety  liberally  a^sv^V^a  vWvft  mvWvx  Ki-k^'^* 
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lent  work,  The  AnHqttUki  of  Athens,  In  fuct^  it 
Is  in  a  great  measure  owing  to  this  Society  that^ 
ailer  the  deutb  of  these  two  eminent  orcliiteets, 
the  work  was  not  eiitireJjr  reliiifiuished-  A  large 
nuruWr  of  the  plates  were  engraved  from  original 
di'owings  in  the  possession  of  the  Society. 

U|X)n  a  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Society's 
finances  in  the  year  1 764,  it  appeared  that  they 
were  possessed  of  a  considerable  sum  above  what 
their  ciu-rent  services  required.  Various  schemes 
were  proposed  for  applying  part  of  this  money  to 
some  purpose  whiuh  might  promote  taste,  and. do 
honour  to  the  Society ;  and  after  some  considera- 
tion it  was  resolved,  *'  That  a  person  or  persons 
properly  ijualified  should  be  sent,  with  sufficient 
appointmentSt  to  certain  parts  of  the  East^  to  col- 
lect information  relative  to  t!ie  former  state  of 
those  countries,  and  particularly  to  procure  exact 
descriptions  of  the  ruins  of  such  monuments  of 
anti<iU(ty  as  are  yet  to  be  seen  in  those  parts." 
The  sum  placed  at  their  disposal  was  2000^*,  but 
eventually  coat  the  Society  about  2500/. 

Three  persons  were  elected  for  this  nnder- 
tuktng,  Mr.  Chandler  of  ^la^dalen  College^ 
Oxford,  Editor  of  the  Marrnora  Oxonieima^  was 
apjKjinted  to  execute  the  classical  part  of  the  plan. 
Iho  province  of  Architecture  was  assigned  to 
Mr.  Rcvctl,  who  had  already  j^ivcn  a  satisfactory 
specimen  of  his  accuracy  and  diligence,  in  his 
measures  of  the  remains  of  ontiauity  at  Athens. 
The  choice  of  a  proper  person  tor  takin;;  views, 
and  copying  the  bas-reliefs,  fell  upon  Mr.  Pars, 
a  young  painter  of  promising  talents,  A  com- 
mittee was  apjpointcd  to  lix  their  salaries  and 
draw  up  their  instructions;  in  which,  lU  the  same 
time  that  the  diflerent  objects  of  their  respective 
departraents  were  distinctly  pointed  out,  lUey 
were  all  strictly  enjoined  to  keep  a  regular  journal, 
and  hold  a  constant  correspondence  with  the 
Society. 

They  embarked  on  the  9tli  of  June,  1764,  in 
the  '*  Anglican  a,"  Captain  Stewart,  bound  for  Con* 
itantinoplc^  and  were  put  on  shore  at  the  Darda- 
nelles on  the  25th  of  August,  Having  visited  the 
Sigean  Promontory,  the  ruins  of  Troas,  with  the 
Islands  of  Tcnedos  and  Scio,  they  arrived  at 
Smyrna  on  th«  11th  of  SL'ptembcr.  From  that 
city,  as  their  hcad-(iuarters,  they  made  several 
excursions.  On  the  20th  August^  17G5^  they 
tailed  from  Smyrna^  and  arrived  at  Athens  on  the 
30th  of  the  same  month,  having  touched  at  Sunium 
and  ^^ina  in  their  way.  They  staid  at  Athens  till 
the  11th  June,  1766,  visiting  Marathon^  Eleusis, 
Salami!*,  Megara,  and  other  places  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. Leaving^  Athens,  they  proceeded  by 
the  little  Island  of  Calauria  to  Trcezenc,  Epidau- 
rtK%  Arf^'os,  and  Corinth.  From  this  they  visited 
Delphi,  Patrn-,  Elis,  and  Zante,  whence  they  saileil 
on  the  31st  of  August,  in  the  *' Diligence"  brig, 
C^ptatQ  Long,  bound  for  Bristol,  and  arrived  m

which  has  been  since  brought  to  England  by  Lor 
Elgin,  and  the  celebrated  documents  detailing  th 
reconstruction  of  the  Temiile  of  Minerva  Pofia.

The  invention  of  the  convenient  mode  of  indi- 
cating the  tinctures  of  heraldic  charges  by  en* 
graved  lines  and  points  is  usuiilly  attributed  to 
the  Jesuit,  Father  Sylvestre  do  Suncta  Fetro, 
whose  Tesscrep  GcniUitim  (the  only  heraldic  work 
appearing  under  hiis  name)  was  published  at 
Rouae  in  1(538,  I  have^  however,  an  earlier  au- 
thority for  the  practice  in  a  vellum  bound  volume 
published  at  Brussels  in  10313,  entitled  Declara- 
cion  M^stica  de  Uid  Armes  de  Esjmfta.  In  this 
work  some  of  the  tinctures  are  indicated  ditTerently 
from  the  mode  which  soon  after  became,  and  stiU 
continues  to  be  universally  practised  by  heraldic 
authors;  thus  Uoxo  is  indicated  by  horizontal, 
and  Azul  by  perpendieulor  lines,  reversing  the 
modern  and  establiiihcd  practice,  which  aseigna 
perpendicular  lines  to  Gules,  and  horizontal  to 
Azure.  Verde  is  shown  by  horizontal  lines  with 
points  between  them ;  Morado,  as  the  modern  Sa« 
ble  I  and  Negro  by  lines  closely  set  in  8altii*e.  The 
invention  waa  not  at  first  intend'^d  to  be  used  for 
printed  books,  but  to  take  the  place  of  enamelled 
colours  on  metal     Handle  Holme  says  — 

"  There  is  a  certam  way  by  lletdiing  to  signify  any 
Colour  or  Mettli*,  m,  when  a  I*(?ri«oD  bath  his  fJoat  of

Holme,  however,  found  it  convenient  to  adopt 
the  practice  in  the  curious  copper-plate  illustra- 
tions to  his  quaint  volume  published  in  lfJ88. 

Nesbif,  writing  in  the  earliest  decade  of  the 
last  century,  states,  that

The  death-warrant  of  King  Charles  L,  stated 
to  be  the  earliest  English  example  of  the  practice, 
is,  I  apprehendt  an  engraved  facsimile  of  that  do- 
cument^ the  seals  of  the  subscribing  parties  being 
represented,  and  the  tlncturca  indicuted  in  tmlle- 
douce :  such  au  engraving  I  rexnember  to  have 
seen  recently  advertised  in  some  old  book-cata* 
loguc,  but,  by  neglecting  to  "  make  a  note  of  it," 
I  am  now  uuabl^i  to  i^rcwiuve  «^  w^^  ,^^i^J^i^^'^^^V^ 
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ih'm  notice  may  bring  it  to  llj^bt*  Its  ddte  oould 
not  be  e&rliev  than  1649,  and  most  probablj  It 
was  eagraved  several  years  later. 

The  copper-plftte  frontispiece  to  the  Discourse 
o/ArmswidArmor^hy  Waterhoiia,  16^g,  is  an  early 
example  of  English  tailledouce ;  wherever  Sable 
occurs  in  it  tho  indicating  lines  are  similar  lo 
those  in  the  volume  of  Spanijih  Heraldry  of  1636 
already  referred  to ;  and  such  also  is  the  case  in  some 
of  the  engraved  platen;  of  arms  in  the  last  edition 
otGwiltim  (1724);  while  on  the  same  page  (224,) 
that  tincture  h  represented  in  the  way  now  usuaL 
The  practice  appears  to  have  been  adopted  slowly 
in  thiB  country,  and  its  jjeneral  use  was  doubtless 
retarded  by  the  economical  use  of  old  wood-cut 
illustrations  in  the  numerous  reprinted  works  of 
heraldic  authors.

"  Cat  "  (2**  S.  ix,  97.)— Mb.  KEioaxLEr,  in 
allusion  to  the  game  of  **  cat,"  in  which  he  was 
initiated  by  his  father's  gardener,  sajs»  '*  I  have 
never  seen  or  heard  of  it  anywhere  else,  either 
in  England  or  in  Ireland."  A  dozen  years  ago, 
when  I  was  a  boy  at  school  in  CratJoway,  Scot- 
l:md,  the'  game  was  a  favourite  one,  rarely  a  day 
passing  without  it  being  played  by  some  of  the 
scholars^  and  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  it 
is  not  popular  at  this  day.  Aa  we  played  it, 
however,  it  differed  materially  from  cricket.  Five 
only  could  play.  Four  with  sticks  in  their  hands 
atuod  beside  four  holes,  each  at  the  corner  of  a 
square*  One  in  the  centre  held  a  piece  of  wood 
of  the  character  described  by  Ma.  Keiohtlet. 
This  piece  of  woodj  which  wos  called  the  "  cat," 
he  pitched  towards  one  of  the  holes,  and  if  it 
went  in,  or  fell  across  the  hole,  the  boy  standing 
by  thnt  particular  hole  had  to  exchange  places 
with  the  one  in  the  centre-  But  the  one  at  the 
corner  struck  the  "cat"  with  his  stiek  if  he 
could,  and  if  he  did  so  he  advanced  towards  his 
neighbour  a  hole,  who  in  turn  went  to  the  next, 
the  other  two  advancing  in  a  similar  nay.  If  he 
missed,  and  the  "cat  "did  not  fall- on  the  hole, 
then  he  tipped  it  on  the  end,  and  thus  tilting  it 
up^  struck  It  away*  If  he  failed  in  doing  this 
alter  three  trials  he  had  to  go  to  the  centre, 
which  he  also  had  to  do  if  the  boy  In  the  centre, 
after  the  *■*  cat"  had  been  struck,  caught  it  before 
it  reached  the  ground.  When  the  *'  cat "  was 
struck  it  was  coropulBory  on  those  at  the  corners 
to  run  round^.  and  the  one  in  the  middle  most 
reaclily  obta.ined  relief  by  getting  the  **  cat "  into 
a  hole  during  the  change  of  places.

About  the  year  1820  a  song  was  sung  in  tho 
Salt  market,  Glasgow,  beginning

being  the  adventurci  of  an  Irishman,  in  which  of 

course  the  cutting  of  the  stick  referred  to  tha 
common  practice  in  Ireland  of  procuring  a  sap- 
ling be  fore  going  off.  An  impres&ion  exists  that  I 
the  author  of  the  song  was  Harrison,  a  Glasgow 
poet,  who  wrote  many  very  beautiful  verges  at 
that  date,  but  I  can  find  tio  positive  evidence  thai  ^ 
Harrison  was  the  author.  It  afterwards  came  to 
be  the  practice,  when  any  one  ran  off  or  ab- 
sconded, to  sayf  that  cliap  has  cut  his  slick  toOf 
and  thus  the  phrase  originated  and  spread  over 
the  country. 

Of  course  every  one  knows  that  the  phrase  a*  I 
now  used  does  not  mean  the  actual  cutting  a  stick, 
as  It  did  at  and  before  the  date  of  the  song ;  but 
the  decampment,  or  exit,  or  tlight,  or  whaieycr  it 
may  be  called  (with  or  without  a  slick)  of  those 
who  take  to  their  heels,  or  quit  people's  presence 
ignominiously.

Jtieiog  in  his  Introduction  what  has  already  been 
IT  the  investigation  of  Hindii  gifograpby,  lil.  de 
lartin  proceeds  to  llx  the  principal  epochs  which 
snoe  emhracea,  and  thus  to  fbark  out  the  several 
vions  of  his  own  treatise,  Tbe  first  is  the  primi- 
^  anterior  to  th«  eatahlishment  of  the  Ar^^an  na- 


tions in  the  plains  of  the  Yamouna  and  the  Ganges:  it 
includes  a  period  of  several  centtiriea,  and  the  Veda, 
which  h  the  hock  of  that  period,  tnppliea  us  with  all  the 
original  documents  we  possess  on  the  corresponding 
geography.  The  Mahdbhdrnta^  the  Rdm^yana,  and  other 
works  of  the  eame  character,  are  the  literary  monumenta 
of  the  second  epoch  of  Ilindii  history,  the  epoch  during 
which  the  Arvans  held  their  away,  and  which  M.  de 
Faint  Martin  designates  as  temps  hirofouet.  For  live  or 
ftix  hundred  years  ending  about  the  middle  of  the  wxth 
century  B,Cn  we  have  a  period  particularly  rich  in 
IHemry  tnonumeots  of  the  highest  character,  but  unfor- 
tunot<?ly  the  Aryas  had  neither  a  Livy  nor  ati  Herodotna 
to  write  (beir  history;  and  instead  of  authentic  docu- 
ment^ we  possess  only  legends,  in  which  it  is  not  easy 
to  dislinguLsh  whst  is  true  from  the  extraneous  embef- 
lishmonCs  of  fiction.  The  era  of  ^Akyamouni  and  the 
invasion  of  Buddhism  mark  the  historical  period.  Here 
we  get  some  thing  like  a  precise  chronology,  and  our 
sources  of  information  are  no  longer  of  a  legendary 
chsrscter.  The  Huddhist  booka  of  Xepaul  end  Ceylon, 
and  the  journals  of  the  Chinese  Buddhist  missionaries^ 
supply  ua  wilh  details  which  have  at  least  the  merit  of 
authenticity.  • 

Ilindustjin  also  boasts  of  a  classical  era.  During  a 
thousand  years,  beginning,  as  we  have  lald,  about  the 
middltj  of  the  sixth  century  b.cl,  Ihe  intercourse  of  the 
Greeks  with  ihe  nations  of  Asia,  and  more  particularly 
the  expeditions  of  Alexander  the  Great,  lesd  Hellenic 
and  Latin  writers  to  apply  their  attention  to  Hindii  geo- 
graphy. Herodotus,  Cteilsj,  rtolemseufi,  form  the  prln- 
cipal  personages  in  the  tribe  of  histuriaus  who  have 
preserved  in  the  classical  languages  of  ancient  Europe 
details  and  notes  on  that  pnrticulsr  period. 

Tbe  portion  of  linie  immediately  preceding  the  Ma- 
bommedan  conquest  is  compared  by  M.  Vivien  de  Saint 
Martin  to  tbe  middle  sgc^  of  the  western  world.  No 
written  documents  remain  whereby  this  period  may  be 
illustrated ;  but,  on  the  olhiT  band,  an  extraordinary 
number  of  inscriptions  all  assignable  to  it  are  still  exiantt 
and  when  collected  and  translated  will  supply,  towards 
(he  ehicidstion  of  local  geography,  an  inestimable  amount 
of  intereating  data. 

Finally,  the  invasion  of  Mahommedanisra,  being  the 
point  de  dipart  of  the  modem  history  of  Hindustan,  brings 
before  us  an  ample  harvest  of  ge<} graphical  writinga. 
Arabic  and  Persian  works,  both  published  and  MSS., 
abound,  and  the  important  catalogue  begun  by  the  late 
M.  Elliot  under  the  title  Index  to  the  Mtth>nudan  Hit' 
toriant  of  India,  proves  how  vast  is  the  field  open  for  onr 
exploration  and  research. 

We  have  thus  endeavoured  to  sketch  out  the  diflicult 
progratnnie  which  our  indefatigable  author  has  undsf- 
taken  to  perform.  A  series  of  twelve  e/iacoarfes  or  Uli> 
qulsitious  on  liindU  geogrsphy,  an  atlaa  of  sixteen  or 
eighteen  maps,  such  is  the  tusk  to  the  compLelloti  of 
which  be  devotes  all  his  euergies. 

It  remainii  now  tbjit  wo  should  sny  a  few  words  of  the 
Geoffra/Jiie  de  rinde  d'apres  fet  Hymnes  V^dt^put,  a  vulume 
forming  naturally  the  first  part  of  the  entire  work.

The  publicaiion  of  Mr.  Collier's  Mepl^  to  the 
srfQjiationa  of  Mr.  Hamilton  (Beli  and  Daldv, 
1-  1S60)|  enables  tis  to  mjike  a  few  remJirka  on 
'  ii5  most  pninful  subject*  ^ — ^peculiarlj  painful  to 
m  on  Account  of  ourlonj?  friendship  with  both  the 
pHnnfinl  pjirties  to  the  disputt*.  For  sotiiething 
likr  -  of  a  century  we  have  enjoyed  the 

fn*'i-  i  Mr.  Collier,  and  for  nearly  the  same 

period  Luve  numbered  among  I  hose  whom  we 
Itfc  respected  and  esteemed,  the  disliiifmiished 
htmd  of  the  MatJUflCtipt  Department  of  the  British 
ttuseum^  Sir  Frederic  Madden.  ^Ve  have  ab- 
siaii  '  '  I  entering  at  all  info  the  controver«y 
tiTi'  I rties  had  been  heard.     That  having 

tiow  m:tni  trie  0056  we  shall  say  a  few  word?,  prin- 
cipally by  way  of  encouragin;r  per<ona  who  are 
ifttercsted  in  the  subject  to  read  for  themselves 
^r.  Collier**  Repfy.  They  will  find  it  written  (ftjr 
tkr.  in.^«:t  pfttt) *  wHb  B  cBlfnoess  which,  conRider- 
T I  fit u re  of  the  cJi a rge»,  is  very  remarkable^ 
ih  an  air  bo  unaflTectedi  so  simple,  and  lo

'dftf  in  Mr  CoUier'g  Rfpli^;  but  an  excuse  may  bi? 
wmd  in  what  iiti  fc^elin^ly  describes  as  *'  ibc  suffering 
9mA  Irritation  that,  ^ven  in  Ait  innocence  from  all  juit 
lantatleiit  At  haa  bean  com  pel  led  for  many  moatha  to 


truthful,  that  we  bold  it  to  be  imposHlble  for  any 

one  to  peruae  it  with  utibiaased  mind^  and  not  to 
conclude  that  it  is  a  genuine  honest  explanation, 
which  may  be  implicitly  relied  upon.  Every 
word  of  it  should  be  weighed  with  candour.  Thus 
considered  it  will  be  found  to  be  a  conclusive  vin- 
dication of  the  wriler*s  hmidfideg. 

It  establishes  most  sutiNfaulorily  what  of  couno 
we  have  never  doubted,  but  what  others  linve 
soufjhi  to  impugn,  the  tru ili fulness  of  Mr,  Collier's 
statement  as  to  his  purrhnse  of  the  Perkins  Folio. 
No  one,  we  presume,  will  suppose  iliat  Rodd  had 
at  the  same  time  two  Folio  Shakspeiires,  each 
I  having  *'  an  abundance  of  notes  on  the  wiur^MM,"  and  - 
I  each  being  priced  by  him  at  "tliirty  .Hhillinjgs." 
The  identity,  therefore,  of  the  copy  seen  by  Dr, 
I  Welk'sley  and  that  purchased  by  Mr,  Collier,  and 
j  now  the  subject  of  controversy,  is  beyond  doubt. 
I  The  contradiction  betwein  Air,  Parry  iind  Mr. 
I  Collier,  on  which  so  much  stress  has  1>een  laid, 
has  been  Fatisfactorily  disposed  of.  Lord  El- 
leBmere*s  Letter  again  dii^noses  of  the  charge 
a?ain^t  the  Bridgewater  Folio ;  and  if  some  peo- 
ple may  think  that  Mr.  Collier  mijrht  have  done 
more  to  clear  up  the  dnuht  which  has  been 
thrown  around  the  Dulwlch  Letter,  the  state- 
ment now  published  shows  clearly  that  Mr  Col- 
lier took  meu^ures  to  preserve  the  Letter  for  future 
inquirers,  —  a  circumstance  over  hooked  by  Mr. 
Humikon,  and  utterly  at  variance  with  the  coa^ 
duct  of  one  who  had  falsified  any  part  of  his  tran- 
script. It  hns  been  asserted  that  the  endorsing  it 
aa  an  **  Important  Document"  wna  had  recourse 
to  in  order  to  deter  others  from  examining  it. 
Mr.  Collier  roust  have  been  strangely  ignorant  of 
human  nature  general!y»  and  of  the  nalure  of  an- 
tiquaries in  particular,  if  he  thought  to  deter 
them  from  looking  at  a  paper  by  enclosing  it  in  a 
wrapper  which  declnrLvJ  it  to  bean  "Importakt 
DociMEKT,  not  to  be  handled  until  bound  and 
repaired,  the  lower  part  being  rotten,''  Tlvere  i-* 
nothing  in  the  Injunction  indeed  beyond  a  proper 
warning  that  if  looked  at  it  must  be  carefully 
treatcfl.  We  might  indeed  ask,  if  the  |mssage 
resp<?cting  Sbukspeare  did  not  exint  in  the  Letter, 
what  else  there  is  to  be  found  in  it  which  justifies 
the  epithet  ''Lmpohtakt  Document?  '*  \\  ttli  re- 
spect to  the  Players'  Petition,  it  is  clear  front  Mr, 
Lemon's  Letter,  thut  in  all  prubabiliiy  itiji  genuine; 
but^  be  it  geiuiine  or  be  it  a  fabriuatioii,  if  ex* 
isted  in  the  State  Paper  Ollice  before  Mr.  Collier 
entered  the  building.  And  here  we  must,  in  the 
spirit  of  fair  play,  despitti  our  high  respect  for  the 
Muster  of  the  Rolls,  and  fur  hi:<  valuable  services 
to  the  eau5e  of  historical  literuture,  enter  a  protest 
against  the  course  adopt^i  by  him  with  relerenco 
to  this  document.  When  be  empanelled  a  jury  to 
sit  upon  it,  and  placed  upon  that  jury  Sir  P. 
Madcfen  and  Mr.  Hamilton,  and  excluded  from  it 
both  the  gentleu\eu  iu  ^\\oft^  t\i*\^\>j  \V^v  ^V« 
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had  been,  nnd  wbo  might  have  been  supposed  to 
know  its  historj,  if  any  people  did,  he  was  guiiiy 
of  an  error  in  judfrment,  which  resulted  in  an  in- 
sult to  those  gentlemen  and  a  grievous  injustice  to 
Mr.  Collier. 

In  the  estimation  of  some  people  the  pending 
controversy  rc;^nirt  rather  the  Shakspearian  tloou- 
ments  than  the  Perkins  Folio.  Mr.  Hamilton 
considers  "  thiii  the  importunre  of  these  docu- 
ments is  even  greater  than  that  of  the  correc- 
tions.*' We  do  not  a'lree  with  Mr.  Hamilton. 
We  regard  the  poet*s  writing!)  as  more  important 
than  his  Life.  In  spite  of  all  thiit  has  been  written 
upon  the  subject,  our  faith  in  thu  gcnuintfuess  of 
the  Old  CoRRECToa*K  work  is  still  unshuken.  An 
examination  i>f  thu  Perkins  Folio  after  the  publica- 
tion of  Mr.  Hariiilt<m*8  letters  to  The  Timen  ctm- 
firmeil  that  faith  ;  and  we  hold  it  of  the  highest 
iniportanco  to  Knglish  fitcniture  that  the  real  cha- 
racter of  the  Old  Corrector  should  be  established; 
for  we  believe  that  neither  Mr.  Collier  nor  his  op- 
ponents have  done  entire  justice  to  the  Perkins 
Folio :  wc  are  for  a  Commission  to  inquire  into 
that  extraordinary  volume. 

Wo  went  to  the  exaniinntion  of  the  Perkins 
Folio  with  our  minds  prepared  to  take  an  entirely 
calm  and  unbiassed  view  of  the  matter.  We  had 
fairly  considered  and  weighed  Mr.  Hamilton's 
letters  to  The  Time9 :  wc  then  knew,  ns  all  the 
world  know  now,  that  the  test  word  **  cheer,'* 
over  which  there  had  been  such  a  prodigious 
catikling,  was  no  test  word  at  all ;  and  that,  al- 
though a  learned  gentleman  fancied  that  he  had 
proved  that  **  cheer,  as  an  audible  expression  of 
admirative  applause,  could  not  have  been  used 
before  1807,"  it  did  exist,  and  had  exi:<ted  suf- 
ficiently hmg  to  prove  the  curious  ignorance  of 
those  who  supposed  it  only  to  date  from  the  pre- 
sent century. 

We  went  to  the  examination,  also,  with  a  full 
sense  of  how  little  the  mere  evidence  of  hand- 
writing is  to  be  depended  upon.  Take  a  well- 
known  instance :  there  have  been  some  iive-and- 
twenty  claimants  put  forward  for  the  authorship 
of  The  Letlera  of  Junius.  Has  not  in  every  in- 
stance one  of  the  strongest  arguments  in  favour  of 
each  of  the  five-and-tweuty  been  the  unm'Mahahle 
identity  of  his  handwriting  and  that  of  Junius? 
and  we  remember,  moreover,  as  our  readers  may. 
the  painfully  contradictory  evidence  ns  to  hand- 
writing given  within  the  loist  few  years  on  a  late 
celebrated  trial  for  slander.  While  wi'h  respect 
to  Mr.  Maskelyne's  "physical  scrutiny  of  the  do- 
cument** (and  we  desire  to  speak  with  every  re- 
Sect  of  that  gentleman)  we  could  not  but  feel 
at  there  was  little  or  nothing  in  it ;  for,  as  he 
Mididlv  admitted,  "evidence  of  this  kind  cannot 
by  itself  establish  a  forgery."  He  proveil  what 
we  believe  to  be  perfectly  consistent  with  the 
-  of  the  MS.  BotM,  the  ukloim  oC 


pencilling  below  the  ink  writing :  while  tlie  valei 
of  any  opinion  formed  by  him  on  scientific  grouidi 
was  materially  affected  by  the  absence  of  proof 
of  his  ever  having  made  similar  experiments  to  j 
those  by  which  he  tested  the  Old  Corrector  ufOi  J 
documents  of  unquestioned  authenticity,  —  to  oiv 
nothing  of  a  certain  feeling  tliat  Mr.  Maskelyin 
evidence  on  the  subject  of  the  iniL  (and  of  the  iik 
of  that  |)eriod  comparatively  little  is  known)  mm 
to  show  that  what  the  Old.Corrector  haii  nsedwa 
really  ink  after  all  —  although  ink  which  hsdni" 
dergcme  all  the  chemical  changes  which  must 
from  exposure  for  a  couple  of  centuries  to  }ai^ 
heat,  dump,  and  the  ill- usage  of  rarioiM  Uoditi 
which  this  book  has  been  subjected. 

The  two  great  objections  ur^ed  by  Mr.  Bwl^ 
ton  to  the  authenticity  of  the  Old  Corrector  m 
the  "  pencil  marks  written  in  a  bold  modem  bp 
of  the  present  century,**  and  the  **  pencil  ipollif ; 
being  modern,  while  the  ink  is  old.  Mr.  OoMv 
seems  to  doubt  the  existence  of  these  namqiiii 
pencil  marks.  We  cannot  doubt  that  thaf^i 
exist :  but  they  are  of  two  kinds.  Then  M 
some  few  perhaps  modern  comments,  of  «|jt 
wc  shall  say  a  word  presently ;  anil  there  anal 
to  be  "  an  infinite  number  of  faint  pendl  ii«|i 
and  corrections,**  in  obedience  to  which,  acoorA|

IM 
oidy  did  Mr.  Collier  not  discover  them,  bntlla 
Netherclift,  when  making  the  numerous  facsjnik^ 
did  not  discover  them ;  they  were  not  seen  by^l 
of  the  sharp  eyes  to  whose  inspection  Mr.  Cdliv 
submitted  the  volume.  Nay  more.  Sir  FradiriB 
Moflden  hud  the  book  in  his  possession  for,  «• 
believe,  about  a  week,  subjecting  it  duriii||  •& 
that  time  to  the  closest  scrutiny—- and  Sir  F. 
Madden  did  not  Discovxa  them.  They  vfM 
first  found  out  by  Mr.  Hamilton  when  iatal|r 
poring  over  the  volume  in  order,  we  believe^  il 
make  a  complete  transcript  of  all  tha  coneotiQtf 
in  HumUt.

We 
have  seen  lately  in  a  public  department  the 
rough  draft  of  a  document  of  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  in  which  occurs  the  worSi 
^^torry^^^  spelt,  bo  it  remarked,  with  the  *' ^.'* 
A  fair  copy  of  that  very  document  exists  in  the 
same  department,  made  at  or  about  the  same  time, 
and  there  we  find  the  self^uime  word  spelt  not 
with  the  '*^,"  but  with  the  "ic," — not  ***arr^,"  but 
**  Morrie"  But  this  is  not  all.  In  this  very  l^erkins 
Folio  websve,  in  the  hundwriting  of  the  OldCorrec- 
tor  himself,  body  with  the  "^**  so  plain  that  no  one 
oeuld  have  overlooked  it.  This  in  common  fair* 
ness  ought  to  have  been  stated.  Mr.  HumiUon's 
position  puts  him  above  the  suspicion  of  the  wiN 
ful  suppression  of  the  truth ;  but  the  omisnion  to 
notice  ihtM  important  /act  is,  to  suy  the  least,  very 
unfortunate  t^  and  affords  an  instance  of  the  way 
in  which  Mr.  HamiUon*i*  partisanship  has  ktl  hiqiv 
to  strain  and  cutcb  at  anything  which  could  be 
tortured  into  a  ctrcumstance  of  suspicion  agjdnst 
Mr.  Collier.  '*\Vhen  I  am  particularly  dull/'  re- 
marked the  ^pectfiior^  "  be  sure  there  is  some 
meaning  uniler  it.''  When  Mr.  Collier  falls  Into  any 
trifling  mistake  (which  even  Mr.  Hamilton's  ex* 
perience  niiuht  have  taught  him  is  not  so  very  un- 
comaron  a  thing  for  any  man  to  do),  or  when  his 
meaning  or  conduct  is  not  altogether  understood 
by  the  gentlemen  who  have  asdailed  him  (otten  by 
their  own  fault),  some  fraudulent  design  is  in- 
stantly suspected  and  supposed  to  be  concealed 
under  it. 

The  result  of  our  examination  of  the  Perkins 
Folio  was,  as  we  have  said,  ihe  confirmation  of  our 
faiih  in  the  Old  Corrector,  and  a  conviction  that, 
up  to  the  present  time,  justice  has  not  been  done 
to  him.  We  have  hitherto  spoken  of  him  as  the 
Old  Corrector;  we  are,  however,  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  Perkins  Folio  is  the  work  of  two  hands  at 
least.  Good  will  come  out  of  evil,  if  one  of  the 
results  of  the  present  unhHppy  controversy  be  a 
thorough  criticftl  exiniunution  of  the  genuiuenese 
of  this  remarkable  bcKjk. 

The  high  character  of  some  of  the  emendatiODi 
has  been  admitted  by  great  Shiikspearian  authori- 
ties. Where  did  they  come  from  ?  Their  merit 
will  be  admitted  by  men  who  would  as  strongly 
deny  Mr.  Colliers  ability  to  ccmceive  them,  as  we 
would  his  disposition  to  misrepresent  tbtir  origin. 
Such  ao  investigation  as  we  desire  may  show  that

Surely 
it  would  not  be  diflfioult  to  find  n  sufBcient  number 
of  scholars  and  critics,  like  the  I)«'an  of  St.  Paul's, 
who  have  taken  no  part  in  the  present  controversy, 
to  inve8tif(aUs  dinpsiSHionatel^  and  th<iroughly,  the 
value  and  trustworthiness  oi  the  MS.  emendations 
in  the  Perkins  Folio. 

Who  can  tell  what  valuable  corrections  of 
Shakspcnre's  text  may  yet  be  lyinj;  unobserved 
amon<7  the  thousands  of  small  corrections  sciittered 
throuf(h  the  vclume.  How  tritlin;;^  appoars  the 
change  which  turned  the  unmeniiing  — 

•*  Who  dares  no  more  ifl  none," 
into  the 

*•  Who  dtrps  do  more  is  none  :"— 

a  correction  which,  FU^riJfested  by  l?owp,  and  made 
in  MS.  by  Southernc,  was  psissed  ov«»r  by  Mr. 
Collier  in  the  Perkins  Folio  (ibr  it  is  in  pale  ink), 
until  it  was  pointed  out  to  liini  by  a  gentleman  to 
whom  he  was  showing  that  Folio  when  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Duktf  of  Devonshire,  and  on  wlif>se 
authority  we  make  this  statement.  And  how  is 
this  correction  made  in  the  Folio  ?  Why  the  "w" 
is  roiindinl  into  **o,"  with  a  long  lino  on  the  far- 
ther side  of  it  to  convert  it  into  *'^/."  And  thus 
■imply  is  a  passMge  which  was  rank  nonsense, 
changed  into  one  whicli  is  really  a  household  word. 
May  we  not  then  readily  believe  that  many  other 
such  admirable  results,  cfrtrtrd  by  similar  tritling 
changes,  may  be  obtained  fmm  a  careful,  thorough, 
and  judicious  examination  of  the  Old  (Wrector^s 
work  ? 

While  wo  express  on  the  one  hand  our  convic- 
tion that  there  is  not  anything  in  the  appearance 
of  tin*  Perkins  Folio  to  iustify  a  d(Mibt  as  to  its 
genuinene'<s  (for  we  believe  the  authonticity  of 
any  writings  whatever  might  be  frittered  away  by 
■imihir  suspicions),  we  insist  that  the  testimony  of 
Dr.  Welh'sley,  who  saw  the  "abundance  of  manu- 
script notes  in  the  margin"  of  the  volume  when  it 
was  «!»out  to  puss  into  Mr.  Collier's  possession, 
entirely  confirms  our  views;  while  in  the  admis- 
sion of  the  excellence  of  many  (»f  the  corrections, 
as  acknowledged  by  competent  critics,  we  have 
further  eonfirmatory  pnmf  of  the  justness  of  the 
conclusion  at  whi<'h  we  have  arrived  as  to  the 
genuinen«H(s  of  lh«»  Perkins  Folio. 

The  great  fundamental  error  in  this  business 
lies,  we  think,  at  the  door  of  the  Manuscript 
Department  of  the  Hritish  Museum.  When  Sir 
Frederic  Madden  began  to  fintl  himself  imbibing 
■uspicions  against  the  IVrkins  Folio,  — suspicions 
which  had  he  trusted  entirely  to  his  own  cairn  un- 
biassed judgment  we  do  not  believe  lie  would  ever 
have  entcrtaine<I, — he  vhouid  instantly  have  com- 
municated with  Mr.  Collier,  and  have  invited  him  to 
unite  with  him  in  investigation.  He  did  not  do  so. 
'^f^  snd  other  gentlemen  connected  with  his  De- 


partment, carried  on  an  investigation  in  the  rc« 
suits  of  which  Mr.  Collier  was  deeply  interestei 
without  communicating  with  him,  and  hence  it 
has  arisen  that  what  might  have  been  a  litemy 
inquiry  has  been  converted  into  a  bitter  and  a* 
venomed  personal  dispute,  which,  pursued  u  it 
has  been,  can  never  lead  to  the  discovery  of  tnth. 


THE  ENSISIIEIM  METEORITE  OF  H91 
Among  the  remarkable  series  of  roetcoritci 
exhibited  in  the  Miner alogical  Gallery  of  tlie 
British  Museum  may  be  seen  u  fragment  of  one, 
described  as  *^  a  Meteoric  Stone  which  fell  st 
Kn>ishcim  in  Alsace,  Nov.  7, 14*.)'2,  in  the  preMM 
of  the  Emperor  Maximilian,  then  King  of  thi 
Romans,  when  on  the  point  of  engaging  withthi 
French  army.**  As  the  fall  of  this  partiedv 
aerolite  is  not  mentioned  by  Humboldt  in  )m 
elaborate  chapter  on  this  subject  in  the  Comm, 
I  send  a  Note,  believing  that  the  Ensisheim  iIqbi 
is  the  earliest  of  these  singular  bodies  of  whiA 
specimens  remain,  and  that  it  possesses,  morcow, 
an  especial  interest  in  the  fact  that  its  presem- 
tion  has  been  due  to  the  Kmperor  Maximiliao  L, 
who  it  would  seem  was  at  tiic  hcatl  of  hb  snf 
near  the  spot  where  the  mass  fell,  and  was  pn* 
bably  an  eye-witness  of  the  phenomenon. 

The  fall  of  this  stone  is  very  circumstantiillf 
detailed  and  authenticated  in  the  Chronidei « 
the  peri<Ml.  Within  a  very  few  months  after  tk 
startling  occurrence  took  place,  the  German  to^ 
sion  of  the  Fasciculus  Temporum  was  published, 
in  the  liu«t  entry  in  which  work  it  is  recorded  m 
follows :  —

Sebastian  Urant,  the  celebrated  author  of  the

In  the  first  half  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
10  per  cent,  was  the  common  notion  attached  to 
money,  just  as  5  per  cent,  was  the  nofion  during 
tlie  lung  war  which  ended  in  1815.  Chill iiigwortb^ 
in  one  of  hij  aermoii5,  vulues  heaven  nt  more  than 
a  hundred  thousand  pounds,  which,  says  he,  you 
all  know  to  be  ten  thousand  a  year,  'iliough  w^ 
are  now  a  nation  of  shopkeepers,  1  doubt  if  in  ouf 
dsty  a  clergyman  has  put  in  heaven  at  a  money 
price. 

The  security  of  title  made  a  very  large  differ* 
encc  in  the  value  of  land.  The  following  eitraet 
from  Yarranton*a  EnglantTs  Improvement^  1077,  tl 
quoted  in  the  History  of  Tautttan  :  — 

**  The  manor  of  Taunton  Deiin,  in  SomerASl Shire,  ja 
under  a  re^i^ier,  and  there  the  bnd  is  wortb  28  years' 
puirha&e^  although  hut  a  copyhold  manor;  and  at  any 
time  bo  thai  hath  £IOi)  a  yeac  in  ths  manor  of  Tatinton 
iDny  ^0  (0  tbe  CsMih  and  iuk«  up  £2000  upon  hU  lands, 
mid  buy  sti^llA  wUh  the  money,  and  go  to  London  and 
si<^ll  hiii  fltu^tf,  and  r«tarni  down  hia  nioni'vs  and  pay  hut 
£5  in  th(^  hundred  tor  his  nioii«*yfl,  aud  *km  harirti'  hla 
lumda.  This  ia  the  caiine  uf  the  threat  trada  nnd  riihct 
about  Taunton  Dean  (U  buppy  Tnuii ton  iJ^an!)  What 
gentleman  can  do  thus  iinlli  tree  laud £i?  No,  il  is  not 
worth  IS  year*'  purchane  all  EugJund  over,  one  pUc* 
with  another;  and,  if  not  timely  put  under  a  reg«ter,  U 
will  come  to  12  j'ears"  purebase  before  long," 

I  suppose  tliat  the  last  sentence  is  n  prophecy 
that  real  property  wil!  i-tum  be  no  belter  security 
than  personal ;  ttmt  is,  that  niojiey  on  personal 
security  made  9 J  per  cent. 

The  above  examples  tnay  seem  to  indicate  that 
there  was  a  time  wlien  real  and  personal  security 
differed  about  a^  much  as  3  per  cent,  ami  20  pet 
cent, :  m\d  that  tbe  difference  has  gruduidly  dwin- 
dled, until,  in  our  own  dtty^  ihe  tw<>,  wlien  good  of 
their  kinda,  are  td'  nearly  the  same  value.  Jfore 
instances  and  many  more,  will  be  recjuired  before 
ao  b»rge  a  difference  can  be  granted  iia  having  once 
been  tinivers^ally  reeognii^ed  :  and  your  renderi 
may  possibly  bc  able  to  contribute  more,  diher

The  book  19  interleaved  throughout,  and  the 
friends  of  the  writer  seetn  to  have  willingly  com- 
plied with  the  reauest  contained  in  the  above 
verses,  as  several  or  the  blank  pa^s  contain  rae- 
morials  with  the  names  of  the  writers  and  dates 
subscribed;  most  of  these  are  written  m  a  neat 
German  running- hand,  but  the  words  are  rather 
contracted;  there  arc  aUo  two  or  three  entries  in 
Latin^  of  which  the  following  is  a  specimen  :  —

knees ;  boots  with  large  tops ;  he  holds  some 
cylindrical  vessel  in  h\&  right  hand^  his  left  rests 
on  the  handle  of  a  large  sword;  he  is  also  equip- 
ped with  a  short  jacket  and  hut.  Perhaps  the 
writing  on  the  back  of  this  leaf  has  reference  to 
the  picture,  and  eon  tains  the  name  of  the  artist  ?

Sm  BERNAKD  DE  GOMME. 
Sir  Bernard  de  Gomme  was  perhaps  the  most 
eminent  engineer  in  the  service  of  the  British 
crown  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  Wars*  In. 
Pepys's  Diary,  under  date  1667,  March  *24,  is  this 
entry :  — 

**  By  and  by  to  the  Dnk€  of  York,  where  we  all  met. 
And  there  was  tb«  King  also;  and  all  our  discoufM  w«a 
about  fortifying  of  the  Medway  and  Harwich,  which  is 
to  bfl  eatrenched  quite  round,  and  I*ortimouth  :  and  hera 
thoy  advised  with  Sir  God  fry  Llovd  and  Sir  Bernard  de 
Gunn,  thfl  two  great  Eogineors,  and  bad  the  plotes  drawn 
before  them/* 

To  this  entry  of  Pepya  the  editor  has  added 
the  following  note  :  — 

"  Sir  Bernird  do  Gomme  wm  bom  at  Lille  in  1620. 
When  yoang»  he  served  in  the  campaigns  of  Henry  Fre- 
deric, Prince  of  Orange^  and  afterwards  entered  the  »er-* 
vice  of  Charles  !•%  by  whom  be  waa  knighted.  Under 
Charles  2»'i  and  Jamea  2"'^,  he  filled  the  Olliees  of  Chief, 
Engineer,  Quarter-master  General,  and  SurTcj'or  of  th€ 
Ordnance.  lie  died^  November  23,  1G85.  and  In  bnried  in 
the  Tower  of  I^ndon.  He  first  fortlfled  SheernesSj  Liver- 
pool, &c.^  and  he  ttrengthened  Portsmouth." 

In  The  Illustrated  London  Nfws  for  ^Sth  Jwi. 
1850,  is  nil  examination  or  critique  of  the  late 
Mr.  E.  Warburton's  work,  entitled  Memoirg  of 
Prince  Ruperi  and  the  Cavaliers.  On  a  passa^ 
therein,  in  which  the  author  congratulates  nimaSif 
and  bis  readers  on  being  able  to  refer  to  a  plan  c^ 
the  battle  of  Naseby  (fought  I4th  June,  1645,) 
**  drawn  up  by  Prince  Rupert's  orders,  and  found 
amongst  bis  papers,"  Sir  Frederic  Madden  makes 
the  following  remarks  :  —

Add.  MSS.  16,370  and  1G,371."

lie  imd  a  daughter,  wlio  murried  tJohn  Hichcs, 
Esq.,  a  native  of  AniJ'terdam,  who  was  naturalised 
by  act  of  parliament  19  Geor^^e  II.,  and  was  living 
in  Surrey  in  IfiDJ.  They  had  a  d:ui<rhtcr,  "Cathe- 
rine," who  murried  William  IJovey,  Ksi^.,  of  Flax-

survived  her  husband  many  years,  and  was  a 
la<ly  celebrated  not  only  for  her  beauty,  but  for 
hor  piety,  and  deeds  of  active  benevolence  also.

Can  any  clossirid  readers  of  "  N.  &  Q."  throw  a 
little  light  on  this  sentence?  Surely  passages  in 
which  either  of  these  words  appear  are  extremely 
rare.  Smith  (ImL  Diet,)  renders  the  word  promnt, 
u  "store  or  stewanl,"  and  the  word rowr///*,  as  "one 
who  lays  u|)  provision,"  but  with  little  farther 
illustration  of  their  meaning.  I  do  not  see  that 
Adams  in  his  lioman  Antiquities  refers  to  the 
words  at  all.  The  nnssnge  in  Bacon  is  to  mc 
very  little  aided  by  tlie  illustration,  chiefly  from 
my  inability  to  reeul  anything  to  the  purjiose  in 
classic  writers.  Yet  Bacon  would  have  scarcely 
used  it  without  some  such  in  his  mind.

Yet 
each  wonl  has  its  proper  meaning.  Condus  from  condo, 
is  one  who  stores  or  lays  up  in  store,  Promuii,  fVom 
promo,  ia  one  who  bringa  out,  or  dinpcnses.  Pmmus, 
then,  in  Hacon's  illustration,  is  **Good  active;**  and  Con- 
das  is  **  Good  passive.**  Of  '*  the  two  several  appetites  In 
creatures,**  as  Bacon  goes  on  to  observe,  **  the  one,  to  pr«- 
sanre  or  oontinuo  themaelvts^  and  the  other,  to  mnltiply 


and  propagata  tbemselTes,  the  latter,  which  Is  actin  ind 
as  it  were  the  ^rDmiM,  eoema  to  be  the  stronger  sad 
more  worthy;  and  the  former,  which  ia  passive  and  as  it 
were  the  condus,  seems  to  be  inferior.**  We  can  eaiUj 
see  what  Bacon  means;  but  a  modem  metaphystdu 
would  hardly  admit  either  the  closeness  of  the  analogy, 
or  the  aptness  of  the  illostration.

[Mary,  daughter  of  Richard  Brookes  of  Dorcbsrtv, 
was  married  to  Mr.  Richard  Channing,  a  grocer,  byeoa- 
pulsion  of  her  parents ;  but  keeping  company  witn  lOM 
former  gallants,  she  by  her  extravagance  almost  ralaid 
her  IiuHband,and  then  poiiione<l  him  by  giving  him  wliili 
mercury,  first  in  rice-milk  and  twice  afterwards  ia  s 
glaas  of  wine.

to  other  nations,  and  among  them  to  the  Oritons.  That 
antiquary  found  among  the  medals  of  Julius  Ci»ar  of  the 
consular  series  one  commemorating  (as  be  concltidea)  his 
conquests  in  Britain,  On  this  o  trophy  ia  repretcntctt, 
compoiied  of  such  ttrmi  as  might  have  been  u?ed  by  a 
British  warrior,  via,  a  helmet,  a  sword,  shields,  spears,  ic  ♦ 
and  lastly  a  chariot,  at  the  foot  of  the  trophy,  which  the 
Marqula  auigns,  a<i  well  as  the  other  imptenients  of  war, 
to  the  Britons.  The  representation,  however,  of  the  sup- 
posed war-chariot  is  so  eitceedingly  small  (smaller,  in 
fact,  than  the  shield  which  figures  beside  it)  as  to  leave 
the  question  ri'spoclhiic  the  actual  form.  Sec,  of  the  ancient 
British  cormuJi  much  in  the  same  state  as  the  Marquis 
and  his  two  predecessors,  Vailhut  and  Morell  (whom  he 
competi  to  bis  aid)  found  it.

Domhnach  (DoininicA  domus),  id  a  frc<{ucnt 
clcinent  in  Irish  tonographical  names :  as  Domh" 
wich'patruicy  now  J>onngh  pat  rick  ("the  Chun»li 
of  Tatrick"),  co.  Meath  ;  Dotnhnach-mor^  now 
Donaghmorc  ("  the  Great  Church"),  a  name  given 
to  several  places  in  Ireland  ;  Domhnach  Muighen 
("Church  of  St.  Mtti;»licn'*),  now  Donughnioyne, 
CO.  Monaghan,  &c. 

JJonenachbrock*,  the  old  Anglicised  siKjUing  of 
the  name  "  Domhnachbroc  "  very  well  represents 
tho  Irish  pronunciation,  if  we  read  J)ini  as  if  2>mr, 
to  rhyme  with  the  Endish  word  how,  and  ])ro- 
nounce  the  e  short,  ue  find  also,  in  the  Anglo- 
Irish  authorities,  the  spelling  of  Dnnhamhroke, 
Do)iahrohe^  &c.,  whicli  are  corrupt :  uUhougli  the 
latter  approaches  very  nearly  the  present  pronun- 
ciation of  the  name  l)onmjlm)ok. 

The  name  of  St.  liroc  does  not  occur  in  the 
Iri.sh  M  arty  rob  );;io.s  ;  but  she  is  mentioned  in  the 
unpublished  work  of  Aenpus  tiie  Culdeo,  On  the 
Mothers  of  the  Saints  of  Ireltind,  and  afrnin  in  the 
Genealofry  of  the  Sain'tt  of  Ireltim/y  attributed  to 
the  Kaiiie  author,  —  both  which  trncts  are  pre- 
served in  the  valuable  MS.  culled  the  "  IJook  of 
Leacaii,"  now  in  the  library  of  the  Royal  Irish 
Academy.f 

As  this  author  flourished  in  the  latter  half  of 
tho  eighth  century  J,  St.  Hroc  must  have  Iive«l  in 
or  before  that  period,  if  we  receive  the  works 
alluded  to  as  genuine.  They  are  repeatedly 
tpioted  as  tho  genuine  works  of  Aengus  by  Col-

We  know  nothing  of  this  Dallbronach,  except 
what  we  le^rn  from  tliis  short  notice,  Tiz.  that  oe 
was  of  Dnl-Conchobhair  (the  territory  of  the  Coiw 
nors),  in  Dosii  of  Bregia,  now  the  barony  of 
Deece,  in  tlio  south  of  the  co.  Iklcath,  called  also 
the  Dosii  of  Tara.  Sec  Dr.  O'Donovairs  aole 
(Four  Masters,  a.d.  753,  p.  856.). 

Although  no  records,  so  far  as  I  know,  cziitof 
the  ancient  monastic  establishment  of  St.  Drooift 
Donny brook  (for  it  hail  probably  ceased  to  exk 
before  the  English  invasion  of  Ireland  in  the 
twelfth  century),  it  seems  certain  that  there  WM 
what  we  would  now  call  a  nunnery  there  in  m- 
cient  times,  from  the  following  notice  of  St.  Mobii 
in  the  '*  Martyndogy  of  Donegal"  (MS.)  it  Ae  j 
30th  of  Septeml)er :  —  !

Now  I  should  not  be  indisposed  to  appro- 
priate the  honour  of  being  able  to  attribute  to 
the  good  old  Doctor  that  spot  as  his  btrth-place, 
whiOD  so  many  assign  liim  ;  but  I  fear  the  truth 
will  not  bear  ui  out  in  so  doing. 

On  the  authority  of  PVince,  who  follows  Ful- 
ler, Dr.  Nicholaia  Upton,  having  6pent  hh  younger 
years  at  Oxford  in  fitudy,  was,  m  142*J,  with  Thos. 
Montague  Earl  of  Sulisbury  at  the  siege  of  Or- 
ieans,  where  the  latter  fell  on  Nov.  3.  After  this  he 
returned  to  Oxford,  and,  being  taken  under  the 
patronage  of  Humphrey  Duke  of  Gloucester,  was 
made  canon  of  ihe  church  of  Wclla,  into  which 
ifffice  he  was  admitted  in  143L  He  Anally  held 
the  living  of  Stapulford  in  Saruiii  dio<;e8c  in  1434, 
tod  was  admitted  ciinon  of  Salisbury,  and  in  1446 
vu  inatalledus  chauntor  of  the  same  church,  and 
died  At  Salisbury  in  14^7.

John  Upton  and  Margaret  Mnles  his  wife  bad 
ififsue  Xljomas  U[Jton,  who  tn  divers  deeds  *  styles 
himself  Dominua  de  Trelaske.  He  married  Joatie^ 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  John  Trelawny  (ah«  1 
died  1464),  leaving  three  frons  and  one  dausbtec  J 
Isabcl.t 

His  £rst  son  John  Upton  died  in  bis  fallier'i 
lifetime  leaving  a  sun  William,  who  beoiime  heir 
lo  his  grandfather  in  1470  L  and  who  styled  him- 
self Diiins  de  Treloske.f  lie  appears  to  have  becu 
unjustly  kept  out  of  his  inheritance  by  his  uoclu 
WiUiain ;  for  in  1 474  there  is  a  process  of  eject- 
ment against  William  Upton  carried  into  execu- 
tion at  Trelii>ke  by  John  Forteseue  the  sheriCJI 
lie  did  not  however  long  survive,  for  in  1477 
(his  son  Tbonins  liaving  died  in  his  fatlier*s  lil*©- 
lime)j  he  leaver  by  will  Trela»ke,  Uppeton,  Tre* 
Wynne,  Ha^e^j,  Tretiwin,  and  Penveutou,  to  his 
uncles  WillmniL  and  John  Upton. 

WiUiam  Upton,  the  second  son  of  Thomas  Up- 
ton and  Joaim  Trelawny,  on  this  succeeded  lo 
Trelaiske  and  St.  Winnowe,  and  by  the  daughter 
and  heirt.'S9  of  Kichard  Pulmer  left  a  son  and  heir, 
John,  who  left  a  son  and  heir  Galfrid  Upton  of 
Tretriske,  who  joins  in  a  fine^  passed  in  IS56  on 
Trelaske,  U]5|>etoii,  Trewyn,  Lawaonecke*  Tre- 
wjn-down,  Vowell-inure»  and  Korthill,  with  his 
cousin  William  Upton  of  Posel^nche,  grandson  of 
hts  great  uncle  John  Upton,  third  son  of  Thomas. 

This  Tichihke  binnch  did  not  tlourish  much 
longer  at  the  old  family  seat ;  for  at  the  end  of 
the  sixteenth  century  two  heiresses  brought  Tre- 
laike  to  one  brother,  and  St.  Winnow  to  another 
brother  of  the  family  of  Lower,  both  bronubes  of 
wkieh  havii  long  since  aBeiiated  ihLi  moiety  of  the 
property, 

John,  the  third  son  of  Tbomas  Upton  and 
Joana  Trelawny,  was  the  first  of  the  Upton 
fnmily  who  settled  in  Devon.  The  cause  of  thii 
was  hlei  niairlage  with  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heires*  of  Sir  William  Mohun  of  Foselynche  in 
Newlon  Ferrers  parisb,  and  in  the  Hundred  of 
Ermington  in  1460.  He  died  in  1489,  kaving 
issue  two  sous  John  and  William,  and  he  let! 
Poselynche  in  Devon  and  Uppeton  in  Cornwotl 
to  his  son  John  Uptoti.  His  second  son  Willi ant^  , 
Uplou**  married  Eganys,  daughter  and  heiress  of 
John  Pennellefi,  or  PevereL  of  Lupton  f\,  and  be- 
came the  ancestor  of  the  Uptons  of  Lupton.  This 
branch  in  the  fourth  generation  hod  three  biothera^

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the  eldest  of  whom,  John,  was  a  knight  of  ^Inlta, 
whose  tomb  is  still  to  be  seen  in  the  church  of 
St.  John's  lit  ]Mnlta.  The  next  generation  of  this 
line  about  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century  gave 
8  yonni;cr  son  Henry,  who,  going  to  Ireland, 
founded  Castle  Upton,  nnd  became  the  progeni- 
tor of  the  Haruns  Templet  own  of  Castle  Upton. 
From  a  younger  generation  again  of  the  L])ton 
family  sprang  the  branch  of  (jlydc  Court.  The 
present  representative  of  the  Lupton  brunch  re- 
sides at  Ingniire  Hall  in  Westmoreland,  in  conse- 
quence of  a  marriage  by  his  ancestor  with  the 
heiress  of  that  place. 

John  Upton  of  I'osclvnchc  married  Elizabeth 
daughter  of  John  liurleigh  of  Clannarombe,  De- 
von, and  had  issue,  1.  John;  2.  Kicolos;  3.  Wil- 
liam ;  4.  Thomas ;  Elizabeth,  Agnes,  and  Marga- 
ret. John,  the  eldest,  born  in  1498,  died  s.  p. 
1527,  having  married  Elizabeth  the  daughter  of 
Patrick  Del  lew,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  bro- 
ther Nicolas  in  Poselynche.  This  Nicolas,  who 
having  married  Edburgn,  the  daughter  of  — 
Troise  of  Hampshire,  tlied  s.  p.  in  1,^08,  cut  a 
considerable  figure  as  farmer  of  the  Devonshire 
lands,  (larticularly  Yealmpton  and  S!ok«'nliam*,  of 
Margaret  Plantagenot,  the  Countess  of  Sarum,  the 
daughter  of  George  Duke  of  Clarence  and  iMabel 
Neville.  On  his  death  he  was  succeeded  in  l'4isc- 
lynch  by  his  brother  William,  in  whose  line  the 
succession  was  perpetuated. 

It  is  this  Nicolas  Upton,  then,  whom  Prince 
supposes  to  be  Dr.  Upton  tlie  Herald;  but  from 
the  date  of  his  death  it  will  be  clear  to  every  one 
that  he  <'annot  be  the  learned  Chauntor  of  Salis- 
bury. Through  William  Upton,  the  third  brother, 
who  succeeded  Nicolas  by  a  descent  of  six  gene- 
rations, came  an  heir(*ss,  Mary  Upton,  who  mar- 
ried in  1 7'2(i  fFaines  Yonge  of  Plymouth,  by  whose 
great-grandf*on  Puslinrh  is  still  held. 

It  is  quite  clear,  then,  that  neither  Lupton 
nor  Puslinch  can  boast  of  being  the  birth-place  of 
our  hero.  If  he  came  of  this  family  of  Upton  at 
all,  ho  must  have  hud  his  birth-place  at  Trelaskc 
or  Upton  before  the  time  of  Thomas  Upton  and 
Juana  Trelawney. 

There  were,  however,  many  other  families  of 
Upton  in  different  counties  of  England  at  a  very 
early  period,  but,  I  confess,  to  none  of  them  have 
I  been  able  to  trace  the  J^octor.

Cicero,  in  his  Fifth  Philippic  Oration,  c.  1 
uses  the  exi)ression,  "  norvi  belli,  pccunia  infinili? 
The  truth  of  the  received  saying  that  nioncfii 
the  sinews  of  war,  is  contested  by  Machiawlh  in 
his  Discorsi,  written  in  15 IG.  See  Disc.  ii.  10. 
**  I  danari  non  sono  il  nervo  dclla  giicrra,  sccondo 
die  e  la  comune  opinione.**  In  this  discount 
Machiavclli  states  that  the  saying  in  (piestiaa  ii 
employed  by  Qiiintus  Cur  tins  on  the  occ:i>ion  of 
the  war  between  Antipater  and  the  King  of 
Sparta.  According  to  his  citation  Quintul 
Curtius  describes  Agis  as  couipellcil  by  want  of 
money  to  give  battle ;  whereas,  if  he  had  bees 
able  to  defer  the  engagement  for  a  few  dajs,  tbe 
news  of  Alexander*s  death  would  have  rvachel 
( I  recce,  and  Agis  would  have  cone [uc- red  without 
fighting.  The  historiun,  says  Machiavclli,  de- 
clares for  this  reason  that  money  is  the  sinews  of 
war.  I  have  not  sut^eccded  in  finding  the  passsm 
indicated  by  Machiavclli.  The  account  of  toe 
defeat  and  death  of  Agis  occurs  at  the  mutilated 
beginning  of  tlic  sixth  book — but  it  contains  no 
such  remark  as  Machiavclli  describes.  Tbe 
chronology,  moreover,  iloes  not  agree  with  hk 
representation  of  the  circumstances  in  which  Agif 
was  placed,  and  of  the  advantage  which  he  would 
have  gained  by  the  delay  of  a  few  days  :  for  the 
death  of  Agis  took  place  about  October  331  ax. 
and  the  death  of  Alexander  did  not  <iccur  m 
June  323  d.c,  nearly  eight  yeiu-s  afterwards.     L

Peter  and  Paul),  Norfolk,  are  ornamented 
with  fi<rures  and  animals,  some  engaged  in  rural 
occupations  ;  anu»ng  others  the  procet*s  of  milking 
nnd  churning,  and  other  dairy  o^)eration9,  ore  re- 
presented. Ornament-8  of  this  knid  are  generally 
found  in  a  later  style  of  architecture,  and  were 
designed  without  any  mystic  meaning,  religious 
or  otherwise  ;  and  although  [>urhaps  likely  to  up- 
set the  gravity  of  sonns  they  would  not  disturb 
the  minds  of  villafrent^  but  the  exhibition  of  such 
familiar  objects  might  lead  them  to  acknowledge 
His  power  m  whose  house  they  were.

Unon  thiii  onrions  passage  1  remark,  that  though 
the  judge  changed  the  verse^  and  the  ordinary 
changed  the  p»alm^  yet  that  both  probably  in- 
tended  to  follow  ancient  usage  in  this  matter :  for 
it  will  be  perceived  on  comparison,  that  the  p^alm 
which  Narcs  numbers  as  tlie  51st,  is  the  50th  in 
the  Vulgate  version,  and  is  one  probably  chosen 
from  its  applicability  to  the  case  of  a  condemned 
criminal  appealing  to  mercy  :  whcrens  the  50th 
in  our  version,  or  5l8t  in  the  Vulgate,  would  have 
no  reference  at  all  to  the  circumstances. 

The  remark  of  the  judge,  in  selecting  the  5th 
Terse  r50th,  Vulgate), — that  "this  is  an  act  of 
mercy'  — would  have  no  pertinence  at  all  as  ap- 
plied to  the  5th  verse  of  the  50th  psalm  as 
numbered  in  our  version.  Two  thin;rfl  therefore 
appear  to  me  probable :  first,  that  Nares  (being 
right  as  to  the  psalm  used)  hastily  took  the

—  Your  correspondent 
very  properly  animailverls  on  the  piecemeal  na- 
ture of  modern  compilations  of  hymns;  but  most 
of  them  have  even  a  worse  fault,  in  that  the  com- 
pilers, either  from  being  unable  to  Appreciate  the 
original  image,  or  in  order  to  suit  their  own  no- 
tions of  propriet}',  take  the  most  unwarrantable 
liberties  with  these  compositions,  so  as  in  many 
cases  utterly  to  take  out  the  pith  of  the  senti- 
ment, or  even  to  make  nonsense  of  the  passage.

From  Cnsaubon*s  Prolegomena  to  the  Scriptores 
Jlistoria  Augusta  (p.  S5,  of  the  reprint  in  Alnic- 
loveen's  edition  of  the  Epistola),  we  learn  that 
Thomson  did  not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  these  solicita- 
tions.

I  am  dcliffhted  to  hear  of  a  means  of  corre- 
sponding with  Tliomson,  and  have  already  written 
to  him.  He  will  no  doiibt  accept  my  excuse  about 
Photius.  For  as  the  book  hns  once  come  into  my 
hands,  I  must  try  to  learn  something  from  it. 
Shortly  I  hope  to  return  it,  either  directly  or 
through  you. 

Among  the  EpintoltP  Sdcctiores  ad  Cagaubonum^ 
in  Almeloveen*s  volume,  one  (No.  48.  p.  672.)  is 
from  Thomson.  It  was  written  from  Venice,  and 
18  without  date ;  but  we  cannot  be  wrong  (com- 
pare No.  157.)  in  assigning  it  to  November  or 
December,  1597.  The  subscription  '•  T.  T.  Thom- 
son, I.  €.  "  totus  tuus,"  or  "  totalitcr  tuus,"  is  still 
commonly  used  in  Holland. 

I  have  met  with  the  Mechanica  of  Athena>us 
Ctesibius  {sic;  Query,  Athenrous  or  Ctesibius  P),  if 
I  am  not  mistaken,  which  I  enclose,  as  it  may 
prove  useful  in  your  edition  of  Polvbius.  Scaligcr 
18  very  eager  to  see  the  book,  and  has  been  on  the 
point  of  cutting  me  (narum  ab/uit,  ^uin  res  meas 
mihi  habere  mandasset)^  for  not  having  long  ago 
sent  a  copy  from  an  Oxford  MS.  I  adjure  you, 
therefore,  as  you  love  him  and  me,  to  forward  it 
to  him  by  tlie  first  opportunity.  I  have  met  with 
some  other  things,  e,  e.  the  commentaries  of  Pro- 
clus  on  the  Parmenides,  and  on  tlic  first  Alcibi- 
adcs;  but  they  arc  too  bulky  to  send.  I  have 
had  the  offer  of  other  Greek  MSS.,  e,  g.  of  Basil, 
Cyril,  Chrysostom.  and  a  very  ancient  Oribasius ; 
but  have  delayed  striking  the  bargain,  until  I 
have  heard  your  opinion.  My  next  address  will 
be  Siena.

ETYMOLOGICA. 

IIacknbt  anb  Hack. — Dies,  in  his  lioman' 
itekcM  WDrierbuch  (p.  192.),  treaU  of  the  French 
hanucnec,  nn  amblmg  or  pacing  horse,  nnd  the 
Italian  acchinea  or  chinca ;  and  he  derives  them 
from  an  earlier  form,  haquc,  or  haca.  He  thinks 
that  the  final  part  of  the  llomance  word  -iteo,  or 
-n^,  is  derived  from  the  Knglish  word  tuif^j  or 
one  of  its  equivalents.  Ducange  explains  haque 
as  ^cquus  scmi-exscctus."  According  to  Uoque- 
fort,  in  e.,  it  is  **  cheval  hongre." 

Whatever  majr  be  the  orit^in  of  the  French 
haqucnee,  the  I^uglish  word  hackney  is  derived 
from  it;  which,  according  to  Johnson,  signified 
I*  a  pacing  horse,  a  pad,  a  nag  ;**  in  which  sense  it 
ii  used  by  Chaucer;  and  uf^erwards,  "a  hired 
horse,  hired  horses  being  ususUy  taught  to  p:icc 
or  recommended  as  good  pacers.'*  Ilcnt^o  it  came 
to  mean,  generally,  that  which  is  let  out  for  hire ; 
and  was  used  in  such  phrases  as  hackney  attthon^ 
hackney  coaches.  In  Lovers  Luhimrn  Lo%t  (Act 
III.  So.  1.)  it  seems  to  mean  a  prostitute :  "  The 
hobby-horse  is  but  a  colt,  an<l  your  love  perhaps 
a  hackncv,"  and  it  bears  this  sense  in  a  proverb  in 
Kay — "  llackncy  mistress,  hackney  inaid."  When 
journeys  were  commonly  made  on  horseback,  the 
practice  of  hiring  riding  horses  must  have  been 
much  oommoncr  than  it  is  now.  When  roads  ha<l 
been  improved,  post-horses  and  stage-coaches 
took  the  place  of  hired  hackneys,  ilnckney- 
coaches  originated  in  1634,  according  to  Brady, 
{Clavis  Cahftidaria,  vol.  i.  p.  345.,  ed.  3.).  ifis 
account  of  the  origin  of  the  name  Hackney  for 
the  parish  near  London  is  not  clear.  The  word 
hackney  has  been  abbreviated  into  hack  :  a  horse 
used  for  riding  along  the  road  has  been  for  some 
time  familiarly  called  a  hack ;  but  the  abbrevia- 
tion is  comparatively  modern,  and  probably  does 
not  occur  in  any  writing  anterior  to  Uic  middle  of 
the  last  century.  The  old  word  haekster,  mean- 
ing an  assa^in,  a  i*ufTian,  is  derived  from  to  hack, 
to  cut  in  pieces.  In  Scotc^h,  according  to  Jamic- 
•on,  a  hackster  is  "  a  butcher,  a  cutUiroat.**

II  hni-2  HI  \wi  Kirat  Series  of  this  work  (v.  363^ 
vlirrc,  in  the  first  column,  second  paragraph, 
read  "  pB-ofusely  "  for  "  properly ''),  an^  soon  after 
pttblklied  ft  coppcr*pkte  etching  of  it  In  the 
GfailtmetiiV  Magazine.  From  a  newspaper  para* 
graph,  n<yif  going  the  round  of  the  provincinl 
fireti,  \t  would  &eem  that  Bede*s  pulpit  must  be 
acl<3ed  to  the  list  of  those  pulpits  tbut  have  been 
treated  like  Baxters.  Here  is  the  newspaper  ac* 
coiwt:  — 

'*A  MDUetonii  —  a  seatous  antiquarian — of  North 
Sldtlda  haa  in  his  podaessioo  the  veritAble  pulpit  in  which 
tlie  Tet»erable  and  Saiated  Bcde  discoursfyl  to  bis  hearers, 
in  the  oM  church  At  Jarrow,  tho  Irutha  of  tlie  Gospel, 
Tile  hbtmy  of  how  this  -piece  of  autifjuity  >vas  Mvcd  from 
dtflnitti«n  is  as  brief  Si  it  h  intere§ting'  Seventy  venrs 
aco  Wiltiaai  Uatl,  a  joiner*  of  West  Bold  on,  near  Bonth 
Snielda,  coatractoti  with  the  ehurchwardena  of  Jarrow 
Inarch  to  renew  the  decayed  pews*  He  took  down  the 
ftocient  oftk  pulpit,  rcptacing  it  with  one  of  fir,  which  at 
Ikii  r?AT  stands  in  the  vcnfrahle  edifice.  After  pulling 
t1  >  ^L'Ucto  pieces  he  packed  tl  in  a  chest i  with 

tt  u  as  lie  then  averred  *  of  making  it  into  a 

Cf«r^i<L n&  ehiltlren!     While  he  wa«  contemplatiag 

tkk  aacrilegiooa  act  death  laid  his  cold  haad  U|>on  hi  en, 
and  thai  preTvnted  him  from  carr^nng  his  plan  into  exe- 
c^ido.  The  pulpit  laid  aecnre  in  the  chest  until  a  few 
jraaM  ago,  when  it  passed  into  the  possession  of  tbe  pre* 
SttBt  owner.  The  pulpit  ia  a  very  tine  «pecfmez)  of  ths 
high  perfection  which  tbe  art  of  wood  carving:  had  at« 
laTofd  in  the  days  of  the  learned  fiwlo.  la  the  fhint 
ootapartinent  is  a  representation  of  the  vine,  with  hanging 
of  grapes,  the  leavea  of  which  are  formed  into 
Tbe  whole  ii  in  perfect  preservation,  and  must 
i  regret  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in  beholding  the 
bcadiwork  of  our  furefathers^  to  see  it  replaced  hy  the 
common  mean  substitute  that  now  occnpies  its  place,** ^ 
JVi»/t/krn  Daily  Erprr%*. 

The  form  and  hei^^ht  of  the  pulpit  are  not  given ; 
bull  from  the  concIuJing  para^^apb,  wc  may  un- 
Uoratand  it  to  be  atter  tbe  ordinary  fiwhion. 

Now,  tbe  great  stumbling-block  to  a  belief  that 
the  **i!ealous  antiquarian"  of  Korth  Shields  has 
4«fjuire<l  u  genuine  relic  of  the  Venerable  Bede^ 
la  the  great  probability  tlmt  th;it  vener.ible  mj- 
tleman  never  occupied  a  Pulpit !  and  thifi,  from 
iIki  Tcrj  sufBcient  reason  that  pulpits  were  not 
tbco  invented.  Tbe  Pulpitum  or  Amho  was  a  very 
d^erent  affair  to  tlie  Pulpit ;  and,  if  the  newspaper 
wHiiir  means  to  say  that  Bcdc  was  preacbing  a  ser- 
iBOH  wlien  he  **  diacoimed  to  his  hearers  tbe  trullii 


of  the  Gospel/*  then  he  would  most  probably  not 
occupy  the  Pulpitum,  He  would  have  **  dis- 
coursed "  from  the  stepa  of  the  altar,  or  wHle  he 
sat  upon  Iiis  throne  or  chair,  —  perhaps  on  that 
anciciit  chair  that  is  still  preserved  in  the  vestry 
of  Jarrow  church,  and  wb»cb  passes  by  his  name, 
—  Of  it  can  boast  so  great  an  antiquity. 

Tlie  newspaper  paragraphist  is,  at  any  rate, 
perfectly  correct  as  to  the  meanness  of  the  present 
pulpit ;  and  he  might  (while  he  was  about  it)  have 
ineluded  iu  his  condemnation  all  the  other  fittings 
of  tbe  church.  Of  Bedels  chair,  with  a  stone  carv- 
ing, and  a  rich  Perpendicular  desk  at  Jarrow,  very 
good  etchings  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Scott*s  AiUi' 
fjuarian  GUanings,  Cuthbert  Beds. 

THE  TOUAMAUNE  CRYSTAL. 

It  is  well  known  that  this  crystal  ia  of  the  jjreatest 
rarity.  .Some  thirty  years  ago  it  was  first  found  in 
England  under  very  peculiar  circumstances.  I  ex- 
tract tbe  following  account  of  its  discovery  from 
the  letter  of  a  genUeman  who  was  an  eye-witness  of 
fiome  of  the  facts.  I  am  not  aware  that  the  circum- 
stances have  been  published  before.  They  will 
recnl!  to  the  memories  of  antiquaries  the  dis- 
covery of  tbe  wooden  image  of  Minerva  which 
was  found  near  tbe  Watling  Street,  and  cut  up 
for  firewood  :  ^ 

"  A  farmer  named  Etli^,  taking  out  atones  from  a  hedge 
to  repair  tbe  roadi,  found  a  fine  crystal  a  few  baches  below 
the  Burfaiset  H«  wondtred;  so  di^  all  who  aaw  it  He 
then,  however,  dug  away,  and  atrange  to  say,  cartload*^ 
good  and  bad,  were  carried  to  the  adjoining  laoe,  and 
there  beaten  *  and  trodden  and  'crushed  by  the  cart- 
wheels.  One  conotry  yeoman  wiser  than  the  rest,  specu- 
late and  gave  farmer  Ellis  IQi.  6<f.  for  the  finest  one 
(the  same  would  now  make  10  guineas  I)  The  fanner 
paused,  and  ordered  no  more  to  be  removed  j  but  while 
he  alept,  others  stole  them  away.  Min^na  from  Cornwall 
were  caught  lii  the  verv  act,  and  were  hronght  before 
inagtstratas.  Still  the  old  man  peraiated  In  h Is  fully,  and 
to  abow  it  to  the  paaaers-by,  he  built  a  pig-houae  ad- 
joining his  dwelling,  in  the  'wall  of  which  he  iilaced  aix 
or  eight  fine  pieces,  with  large  beautiful  n'yatalB,  and  the 
children  having  no  better  taste  than  Ellb  or  bis  n«igh- 
bomrs  (and  which  could  not  he  expected)  atruck  off  tha 
shining  parta,  battflting  every  little  speck  to  get  it  for 
tbe  purpose  of  adorning  their  little  mudbonses  id  the 
lanea  for  play !  However,  the  substance  is  left  as  a  proof 
how  natnroVmoat  valuable  pro  Itictions  may  be  neglected, 
apoiled*  and  loat  through  unfbrtunate  ignonnoe. 

'*Tlie  soarce  from  whence  they  were  prx^cured  is  ex- 
bauflted.  I  have  seen  tbe  place,  and  heara  fVoin  £llia 
himaelf  what  I  have  related,  A  few  pieces  are  in  bis 
potsesaiont  which  he  values  highly;  too  high  for  lu^' 
poise.  The  phocphate  of  lime,  a' six- sided  crystal,  is 
often  found  with  it,  and  the  black  rocky  matter  connecle*! 
with  the  crystal  is  acaria  which  ti«kn  afbnity  to  it. 
Some  of  tbe  crj'staJa  ar«  th#  aiao  of  a  large  capping -

—  Many  of  your 
readers  probably  luok  forward  with  a  mixed  feel- 
ing of  glad  Anticipations  and  of  diffidence  to  the 
reprint  whicli  will  ere  long  make  its  appearance. 
We  arc  anxious  to  get  an  cofiy  access  to  the  first 
Folio,  as  to  whoso  importance  the  Collier  contro- 
versy lias  added  particularly.  But  at  the  same 
time  wc  cannot  help  feeling  suspicious  towards 
any  facsimile  reprint.  Tliis  newer  one  has  to 
thank  its  predecessor  of  1807,  in  which  Mr.  Up- 
cott  and  Mr.  Person  dctecte<l  several  hundreds  of 
misprint?,  for  its  being  submitted  to  a  minute  ex- 
amination before  it  will  meet  with  a  general  and 
unreserved  welcome.  Can  any  of  your  readers 
suggest  where  the  above-named  gentlemen  de- 
posited the  results  of  the  painst^iking  they  be- 
stowed on  the  facsimile  reprint  of  1 807  P  Com- 
parison, far  from  being  **  odorous,"  might  facilitate 
the  tabk  of  critics.

— Those  who  consult 
the  Manual  of  Lowndes  respecting  the  works  of 
this  witty  and  licentious  writer,  will  be  surprised 
to  find  that  he  mentions  only  the  second  an(f  ihinl 
editions  of  her  collected  Plays,  but  takes  no  no- 
tice of  xha  first     His  words  arc  :  —

I  have  the  Ihrce  editions  now  before  me.  The 
first,  printed  in  1702,  2  vols',  sm.  8vo.  containing 
fifteen  plays  (counting  the  two  parts  of  the  Rover 
as  one  play)  with  the  prologues  and  epilogues. 

The  second  edition,  "1  vols.,  printed  in  1710,  of 
the  same  size,  and  with  the  same  contents,  having 
also  the  portrait  as  before  mentioned. 

The  tliird  edition,  printed  in  17'24,  In  1  vols. 
l2mo.,  c(mtaining  no  prologues  and  ci>ilogucs, 
but  an  additionul  play  {The  Yowiger  Brother). 

It  is  quite  clear,  therefore,  that  Fiehrs  copy 
was  mado  up  of  two  odd  vols.,  one  of  the  first, 
and  the  other  of  the  second  edition,  and  not  that 
the  volumes  were  printed  at  different  times,  as 
Lowndes  would  lead  us  to  suppose. 

In  the  original  4to.  editions  is  a  play  called 
The  Debauchee^  1677,  which  is  not  included  in  any 
of  the  collected  editions,  but  I  have  not  seen  it.  '

About  twenty-five  years  ago  I  had  informAtion 
from  a  frionil  at  Paris  that  tbc  Scots  Collcj^e  still 
bcld  out  under  the  sign  of  "  College  Ecosaois, 
Rue  des  Fossi's,  St.  Victor,  No.  25— Etablisscmcnt 
autorise  par  TUnivcrsitc — Institut  complinicn- 
tairc  dcs  Etudes  CInsbiquo.x,  sous  la  direction  do 
MM.  A.  Dc  la  Vigne  ct  Philibcrt  Gomichon  — 
Gpurs  de  Conferences  Preparatoircs  &ux  examens 
dc  Droit  —  Enscignenicnt  Preparatoire  au  Bacca- 
laureat  des  Lettres.**  Ho  could  learn  nothing 
satisfactory  as  to  MSS.  now  deposited  in  it,  but 
was  of  opinion  there  were  none  of  any  note, — the 
general  appearance  of  the  establishment  indicating 
to  him  something  similar  to  what  is  c:dl<^'^  a

For  a  scries  of  year?,  at  the  end  of  tbe  k^t  cen- 
tury, the  French  readings  of  a  Monsieur  le  Texier 
Were  among  the  fashionable  amusements  of  the 
Wgh^r  claAseg.  Is  Tassies  the  mis^apelling  of 
Texier  ? 

Hoaden,  in  his  Life  of  John  Philip  Kemble^  8v0l, 
1823  (vol.  i.  p.  t^53.)f  has  left  us  ^n  interesting 
doeriplion  of  these  readings,  which  I  extract :  — 


*La  Texior  waa  at  this  time  (1785^  attended  hy  a 
jmf  lubioaAtle  circle  at  bis  bouso  in  Lisla  Street^  Lei- 
cciUr  Square,  My  yount^er  readers  ui«y  tbank  mo  for 
nme  «l«:ecripiicin  of  tlie  place  and  the  performance.

■■d  began  the  reading  iinme^iiatiiJy  upon  his  entrance. 
n*  f^t^  cbtf!iy  Moiitfxe,  anil  the  peiiifM  pieces  of  iho 
French  Theatre  ;  but  how  he  read  tbem  aa  be  did,  as  it 
aatutiidied  Viiltair«,  La  Harpe,  and  Mannonlel,  so  ft  may 
reaaonabtv  exdte  my  lasting  wonder,  lie  marked  his 
nrieiia  ^amcteia  bv  his  countenance^  even  before  be 
mkAr  Mtid  »Ui(tct\  ftti'TO  one  to  the  other  wltbont  the 
alii;  r  possibility  of  fniatake.

Comparing  this  account  with  the  passage  in 
Michael  Lon*s  letter,  as  quf>ted  by  J.  Y.,  jour 
readers  will  ngtee  with  me  in  believing  that  M. 
Ttusie*  and  M,  le  Texier  are  one  and  the  same 
individual.  This  fact  established,  it  would  be  in- 
teresting to  know  something  more  about  M.  le

LOBD  TRACTON. 
(2*=*  S.  ix.  26) 

To  open  a  way  to  the  Querist's  pedigree  of 
Lord  Tracton.  By  his  mother,  AnneButlen,  Lord 
Tracton  was  of  the  BuUen,  or  Boleyn  blood, — a 
familj,  or  rather  branch  of  that  fan:iiljf  eminent 
for  numbering'  amongst  its  daughters  the  queen  of 
the  Reformation,  Anna  Bullen  (anciently  Boleyn), 
and  (previously  to  her  elevation)  eminent  for 
their  high  alii rmces  with  Lord  Hoo,  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk,  and  the  Earl  of  Ormoude.  U'he  branch 
from  which  Lord  Tracton  sprung  were  settled, 
with  dimiuijihed  fortunes  in  comparison  with  their 
former  high  aspiration?,  and  have  remainedt  at 
Kinsale,  a  small  town  (yet  famous  in  history),  for 
some  centuries,  as  gentlemen  of  certainly  inde- 
pendent property ;  and  the  daughters  of  the  Irisk 
orancb  nave  intermarried  with  the  Dennbes 
(I*ord  Tracton*8  family)  ;  with  the  Chappies  (con- 
nexions of  Lord  Grantley's  family).  Mrs.  Edith

My  grandfather,  Joseph  Hullon,  was  for  some 
time  heir  in  remainder,  by  Lord  Tracton's  will,  to 
his  estate  until  after  the  marriage  of  his  nephew.

1828^)  states  that 
there  are  900  Sanskrit  wonls  in  tLe  Greek,  Latin, 
and  Teutonic  languages,  265  in  Persian,  83  in 
Zend,  and  25]  in  Ertglisb,  Of  these  900  roots 
he  allots  SaO  to  the  Greek,  319  to  the  Latin,  and 
162  to  the  German  (leaving  80  for  the  remaining 
Teutonic  languages).  He  says  there  are  208 
Sanskrit  roots  iu  Greek  not  found  in  Latin,  and 
188  in  Latin  not  to  he  met  with  in  Greek,  and 
many  roots  in  Latin  not  in  the  Teutonic  lan- 
guages, and  that  43  are  found  in  German  and 
not  in  English,  and  138  in  English  and  not  in 
German.  '  Perhaps,  however,  the  Sanskrit  roots 
in  the  Eufrltsh  tanj^uage  would  amount  to  between 
300  and  400,  which  moi-eover  may  be  discovered 
in  composition  of  several  thousand  words  (4  San* 
akrit  root-verbs  alone  being  found  in*  composi- 
tion of  oOO  or  600  English  words).  Indeed,  to 
such  an  extent  is  this  the  case,  that  we  can  hardly 
utter  a  sentence  which  does  not  contain  2  or  3 
Sanskrit  roots;  so  that  mont  of  us  might  be 
likened  to  the  Bourgeois  genlilhoraDie  who  had 
been  speaking  prose  oil  his  life  without  knowing 
iL  These  Sanskrit  roots  have  come  into  our 
langunge  in  various  ways.  We  hiive  some 
direetly,  some  indirectly  through  both  the  Latin 
and  Greek,  some  through  only  one  of  those  lan- 
guages ;  others  again,  '^through  the  Persian,  the 
Teutonic  languages,  and  the  various  Celtic  dia» 
lects.  The  Slavonic  languages  contain  a  large 
number  of  Sanskrit  roots  ;  the  Hebrew  and  Arabic 
very  few.  The  Latin  may  be  reduced  to  about 
800  or  900  words,  from  which  the  whole  body  of 
tbe  Unguage  Las  been  built  up.  More  than  half 
of  these  words  may  be  traced  to  the  Greek,  and 
the  remainder  {after  deducting  those  formed  by 
onomatopela,  and  a  fevr  from  the  Arabic,  Persian, 
Coptic,  and  the  Celtic  and  Teutonic  language?,) 
chiefly  to  the  Sanskrit,  Phcenickn,  and  Hebrew.

a  spirit  of  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  not  often 
matched,  on  his  colleagues  retiring  from  their 
post3,  and  leaving  him  without  assslstanee,  under- 
took the  whole  direction  of  ibia  niont  trying  duty. 
For  this  we  have  the  testimony  of  his  Diary  (Aug. 
28,  IG65)^  where  he  says  :  — 

"  The  contagion  still  increasing,  and  growing  now 
aU  about  us,  1  sent  my  Wife  and  whole  family  (two  or 
thre«  necessary  servants  excepted)  to  my  brother's  at 
Wotton,  being  resolved  to  stay  at  my  bouAe  myself,  atrd 
to  look  oiler  my  charge,  trusting  in  the  pravidenoe  and 
goodness  of  God."  * 

By  meana  of  a  document  which  I  have  recently 
passed  over  among  the  Treasury  Records  now  at 
t!ie  Piil>lic  Record  Office,  I  am  enabled  to  add  to 
these  accounts  a  few  part iculara  from  ihe  narrative 
of  John  Evelyn  himself;  in  fact,  thereby  to  inter-- 
pfilttte  a  pape  in  his  Diary,  and  a  pa^^e  too  which 
will  shed  additional  lustre  on  the  truly  Christian 
character  of  ibnt  excellent  man. 

This  document  is  a  petition  presented  by  Eve- 
lyn to  the  Lorda  of  the  Treasury  in  March  170 J 
in  reference  to  his  salary  as  one  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  sick  and  wounded,  and  also  his  travelling 
charges.

A  WANT  IN  IIEIULDIC  LITKUATURK. 

There  U  yet  a  book  wanting  in  heraldic  litera- 
ture. Will  somebody  take  the  trouble  to  compile 
it?  Such  a  book  cannot  be  a  duodecimo.  It 
cannot  be  less  than  a  thick  royal  octavo  in  Dre- 
vier,  not  leaded.  In  the  paj^os  of  **  N.  k  Q.'*  we 
frequently  sec  questions  on  henildry  asked  ;  ques- 
tions which  no  books  on  this  subject  yet  ])u1)litihed 
arc  calculated  to  answer.  One  correspondent 
has,  perhaps,  an  old  piece  of  plate  in  his  ]>ossc8- 
lion,  on  which  there  is  cn^^raved  an  old  coat  of 
arms.  He  believes  that  this  piece  of  plate  was 
brought  into  the  family  by  his  great-great-grand- 
father's wife,  and  that  it  l)ears  the  armorial  achieve- 
ment of  her  maiden  surname.  lie  does  not  know 
what  her  maiden  name  was,  but  of  course  he  is 
anxious  to  know.  We  will  suppose  that  the  arms 
on  the  plate  are,  argent,  a  bcnci  wavy  sable.  He 
looks  at  this  hieroglyphic,  and  would  faiu  know 
whose  name  is  ])ictured  there  ;  but  as  there  is  no 
puldished  book  that  can  tell  him,  he  flies  to  "  N. 
&  Q.,"  as  we  all  of  us  do  now  an<l  then  when  wc 
are  in  distress.  He  describes  the  coat  by  saying 
it  is  argent,  a  bend  wavy  sable,  and  begs  some 
kind  unicnown  to  tell  him  what  family  name  it 
stands  for.    To  this,  some  courteous  unseen  rc- 

Slies  WiUlop ;  and  for  the  first  time  in  his  life  he 
iscovcrs  he  has  Wallop  blood  in  his  veins.

Hov  h 
it  we  have  no  book  on  heraldry  that  would  mfbn^^

We  have  plenty  of 
that  tell  us  what  coats  of  arms  belong  to  wl 
names,  but  none  that  tell  us  what  names  _^ 
to  what  coats  of  arms.  There  is  no  lack  of  bookv 
wherein  tho  family  names  are  arranged  alphas 
betically,  to  which  arc  attached  their  scveril  lid 
sundrv  armorial  bearings.  ISut  I  want,  the  ir^ 
morial  bearings  given,  to  find  the  names.  Ihii  b 
just  the  contrary.  Do  I  makc^  myself  under- 
stood? What  we  now  have  is — ^ffivcn,  the  Mm, 
to  find  the  arms :  what  we  lack  is  -^  given  Ihi 
arms,  to  find  the  name.  To  complete  such  i 
book  would  demand  a  considerable  amoant  tf 
planning,  arrangement,  and  classification.  I 
would  begin  with  the  Honourable  Ordinariei,  or 
principal  charges.  Every  coat  bearing  a  cUef 
Hhould  stand  under  one  head  or  chapter.  Thei, 
if  wc  saw  a  shield  whereon  there  appeared  a  chie^ 
and  wished  to  know  the  name  of  the  familj  to 
which  it  i>ertaincd,  wc  should  only  have  to  m 
our  eyes  down  the  columns  under  this  head,  ttd 
we  should  s<H)n  come  to  it.

"Great  industry,  re^oarcti,  Ingenuity,  tnd  criticml  ift- 
gacitj  are  dieplayed  in  thia  treatise,  and  afford  very 
plausible  groumk  i\jT  tho  opinion  which  Mr.  Chalmera 
has  formed.  But  a  variety  of  circuroi«tancea  prevents  m« 
from  adopting  It.  llaviag  been  abut  up  in  a  small  packet 
with  Mr.  Boyd  during  a  four  months*  paiaaijo  to  India 
without  once  letting  go  omr  anchor,  I  had  frequent  op- 
portunitiea  of  aoundJOg  hia  depth,  and  of  itudying  and 
knowing  him  welL  He  was  strongly  recomni'«nde<l  ta 
me  by  some  of  my  friends  whom  I  wished  to  oblige ;  but 
previotiB  to  my  Indian  appointment^  though  I  knew  many 
of  Mr.  Boyd*s  connoxJons  and  relations,  I  was  not  per- 
sonally at^uainted  with  him.  I  do  not  say  that  he  was 
incapable  of  writing  to  the  full  aa  well  aa  Juuiua;  but  I 
say  I  do  not  by  any  means  believe  that  ho  was  the  author 
or  Junfuis. 

**  Mr.  Boyd  had  many  splendid  poisagGS  of  Junius  by 
heart,  as  also  of  Air.  Burke's  parliamentary  speeches  and 
political  pamphlet*,  the  stylo  of  all  which  he  knew  how 
to  imitate.  He  waa  oliio  a  6^^^  admirer  of  Sterne,  and 
often  affected  hia  manner  in  hia  [jrivate  letters,  and  not 
unsucceasAilly.  The  Whig  and  Antrim  Frccholdora  seem 
rtther  to  be  imitations  of  Juiilna  than  productions  of  th« 
same  p«n.  Mr.  Chalmers's  argument  would  be  stronger 
if  any  performance  of  Mr.  Boyd  previous  to  the  appear- 
ance of  Jumut  could  be  fomid,  which  indicated  Ihftt 
Juniua  might  be  expected  from  auch  a  writer. 

"  As  far  aa  I  can  venture  to  form  an  opinion  upon  tho 
subject  of  Janius,  I  should  think  Mr.  Djer  to  have  been 
the  principal  aithor.  M." 

The  person  noticed  by  Lord  Macartney  is  Samuel 
Dyer,  the  friend  and  a^jsociate  of  the  literati  of  the 
last  century.

But  it  may  be  observed 
I  a  fallacy  in  A.  IL  W/a  ingenious  re- 
r  the  veriiiclefi  **  [verses]  **  in  the  evsn 
per  those  in  the  odd  places,  ao  far  a^ 
bterpolaterl  onea,  after  which  those  in 
pes  answer  those  in  the  f  pe/*/*  For  he 
perses,  which  nro  mere  arbitrary  divi- 
e  independent  of  the  real  structure  of 
This  is  one  of  strict  paraltelisui,  after 
her  scriptural :  so  atrict^  as  to  give 
of  a  very  ancient  origin.  If  St. 
nuL  the  author,  it  seems  more  likely 
d  before  bis  time  lliiin  after, 
that  some  hymn  of  the  an- 


cient church  might  have  suggested  the  opening 
clauses  :  but  it  is  loo  much  at  unity  in  itself,  to 
justify  the  idea  of  interpolation.  Take  away  the 
triple  invocation  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  there  is 
an  abrujitness  and  deficiency  iu  the  moral  struc- 
ture, which  demands  at  the  very  place  of  the  sup- 
posed interpolation  a  reiterated  assertion  of  God's 
true  nature^  in  terms  more  full  and  expre5s  than 
'before:  and  this  we  accordingly  find.  Tlic  fol- 
lowing stichometrical  arrangement  of  this  dis- 
puted part  will  perhaps  serve  to  make  clear  the 
structure  of  the  hymn  thus  far.  Every  one 
verised  in  these  stuJies  knows,  that  a  passage  con» 
taining  introverted  or  alternate  parallelism  mjiy 
be  exhibited  in  more  than  one  form,  according  to 
the  ideas  which  ore  brought  most  promiiicntly 
into  relation  :  so  artificial  is  the  network  of  these 
compositions.  Thus  an  epanodos^  when  contem- 
plated at  another  point  or  view,  is  o(\en  rvdudble 
to  eognate  couplets^  &c.  But  it  is  submitted, 
that  according  to  the  arrangement  below,  an  alter- 
nation of  clauiies  and  a  progression,  iti  the  succes- 
sive designations  of  the  Almighty,  are  observable, 
ending  in  a  noble  climax.  After  which  follows  a 
special  commemoration  of  Christy  and  then,  iis  I 
nm  inclined  to  think^  of  ihe  Uoly  Spirit,  beginning 
at  Salimiri  Jav^  &c.  The  Deum  atid  Dominum  of 
the  firi>t  distich  are  amplifted  in  the  Sunctun^  &c. 
of  the  corresponding  cluu^sc,  and  still  more  am-* 

fltfied  in  the  lines  considered  as  interimlationa. 
t  will  be  observed  the  triplet  describing  the 
praises  of  the  heavenly  powers,  is  in  appositif>n  to 
that  describing  the  praises  of  the  saints  on  earth.

(J'"*  S.  ix.  180.) 

Your  corri'Spoinh.'iit  lisirt  noted  a  remarkable 
book  by  a  111:111  who  deserves  well  of  posterity, 
iiiaMiiiich  as  he  bohlly  thrii.Nt  himself  between 
cruel  jiidj;es  aiul  tin;  |MM)r  wretches  they  were 
PHrririein;r  ujion  tin?  absurd  ehar;;e  of  witchcraft.. 
While  everybody  else  nppeared  infatuated,  this 
respectable  clerj^yman  was  lookinj^  on  with  horr«)r 
at  these  jutliei:d  murders,  and  with  a  view  to 
arrest  such  barbarities  pnnUu'ed  his  Candle  in  the 
Dark*,  warning  the  responsible  parties  to  whom 
it  i*  a<ldresscd  to  pause  before  e«msi;;ning  help- 
less old  men  and  women  to  death  for  inipossible 
crimes ! 

Mr.  Ady  followed  the  cnli;»hten<'d  example  of 
lle;:iuald  Scot,  but  unhappily  the  im]>etus  «vIvon 
to  the  bi-lief  in  demoniacal  ])')ssession  by  rt>yal 
sanction,  entbreed  by  tlivers  g<»dly  ministers,  over- 
powered the  humane  attempts  of  the  few;  and  the 
seventeenth  century  presents  to  us  the  humiliating; 
picture  of  jud«|:es,  juries,  an<l  peojde  laying  a-sidc 
their  common  Tiumanity,  and  under  the  guidance 
of  the  brutul  witch -^ finder  permitting  atrocities 
more  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  sav.igC3 
than  with  those  of  Christian  nations. 

My  ccjpy  of  the  Candle  is  nn  interesting  one, 
having ./.  Addiaon  on  the  title,  and  being  a  plea- 
sant reminiscence  of  old-book  hunting  in  the 
Tropica,  but  T  now  find  it  deficient  in  the  address 
"Tt)  the  Prince  of  the  Kings  of  the  Karth,"  with 
reference  tt)  which  Cato  asks  if  then*  are  other 
examples  of  such  dedic.itions.  The  subject  gcnc- 
ndly  aflbrtls  ample  matetials  for  a  separate  Note  ; 
but  I  confine  myself  at  present  to  the  direct  ipies- 
tion,  by  answering  that  this  style  of  dedication  is 
by  no  means  uncommon,  and  1  find  the  following 
at  ImukI.

The  Seraphical  Shepherd^  by  Cornelius 
Cay  ley,  17G2,  has  a  <ledicution  to  Jesus  Christ,  iu 
verse;  the  Stretch  Pmlms,  with  the  Notes  and 
Comments  of  Neil  Douglas,  1815,  bears  on  the

ence  waf  shown  by  George  III.  for  his  Hanoverian 
generals,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  gallant  Lieut.- 
Governor  Sir  Robert  Boyd,  and  the  successful 
chief  engineer,  Sir  William  Green,  both  of  equal 
rank,  at  least,  to  the  favoured  Germans, 

By  General  Eliott's  letter  in  ''  N.  &  Q.,*'  2'**  S, 
ix.  176.,  it  is  evident  that  silver  medals  only  were 
presented  by  him  to  the  Hanoverian  brigade,  so 
that  the  gold  medal  in  the  British  Museum  must, 
I  presume,  be  one  of  tho«o  gtrea  by  the  king  to 
the  four  generals. 

It  is  said  by  Major  Hcisc,  that  "  Lord  Heath^ 
field,  OS  a  token  of  gratitude,  appropriated  Ms 
prize-money  towards  casting  medals  in  gold  and 
silver,  which,  with  the  king's  permission,  he  caused 
to  be  dl<stributed  to  evertf  officer  and  soldier  who 
had  the  ho n 0 u r  to  aer  ve  un dcr  hi ra .**  (  United  Serv ice 
JournaLf  1842,  il.  p.  23&.)  As  the  major  doea  not 
support  himself  by  authority,  X  conceive  he  has 
erred ;  and  I  have  goo<l  reason  for  saying  so, 
having  unavailingly  tried  to  verify  his  statement 

Lord  Heathii eld's  share  of  prize-money  was  about 
2000J.,  (see  Drinkwaters  Siege  ofGibrulkir)  ;  but, 
geuerous  as  the  **  Cock  of  the  Rock  "  was  known  to 
be,  hi^  only  outlay  for  medals,  as  far  as  discovery  ftt 
present  makes  us  aware  of  it,  appears  to  have  boen 
the  sum  of  500/.,  more  or  less,  to  do  honour  to  the 
Hanoverian  contingent.  And  yet  there  is  a  stray 
ray  of  light  dimly  showing  up  a  gift  (about  whicn 
there  is  no  record)  as  co-extensive  as  the  garrison 
itself. 

A  gentleman  at  Gibraltar  named  Francis  has  in 
his  poasessiou  a  medal  (one  of  a  number  said  to  be 
cast  from  the  copper  taken  from  the  j  unk-ships), 
which  had  been  given  to  his  father,  Antonio 
Francia,  a  Portuguese,  at  that  time  a  corporAl  in  the 
soltller- artificer  company,  now  Royal  Engineers, 
As  this  Antonio  Francta  possessed  no  merit  beyond 
that  attaching  in  an  equal  degree  to  his  fellows, 
and  was  not  more  conspicuous  than  they  for  those 
solilierly  qualities  which  mark  men  out  for  dis- 
tinction, it  is  natural  to  conclude  that  a  similar 
honourable  award  was  made  to  every  defender  of 
the  fortress. 

Of  the  junk-ship  medal  I  have  two  drawings  be- 
fore me.  In  form  it  is  unlike  anything  we  have 
ever  seen  given  for  military  services.  Its  shape  is 
almost  an  oval  (\\^  inches  by  l^%  with  a  pro- 
jection at  the  top  interrupting  the  line  of  curve, 
in  which  is  a  rectangular  opening  for  a  ribbon  to 
pass  through.  The  medal  is  about  the  thickness 
of  ft  penny,  and  bears  on  its  edge  (so  I  am  In- 
formed)  the  name  of  the  corjwral  who  received 
it.  On  the  obverse,  across  the  field,  is  this  iodciip- 
tion- —

Cun  ihe  junk-ship  medals  be  those  alluded  to 
by  Mujor  Ileise  ns  made  of  the  precious  metuls  ? 
Of  the  ^old  medals  to  the  ^enernli*,  and  silver 
ones  to  tho  Hanoverians,  there  cun  now  he  no 
question;  but  of  the  issue  of  ^uld  and  silver 
medals  to  tin?  entire  jjarrison  there  certainly  is 
great  doubt,  and  so  there  is  of  the  issue  of  copi>er 
ones ;  but  the  existence  of  one  only  is  suilicient  to 
give  colour  to  the  belief  that  there  was  a  general 
distribnticm  of  the  junk-ship  sort. 

There  is,  as  you  will  see,  much  curious  confu- 
sion about  these  me<lals  which  it  wuuhl  be  worth 
wliile  to  investigate,  since  it  seems  there  is  no 
mention  of  the  whole  facts  in  any  work  with 
which  the  military  world  is  aoqualntetl.  If  it  be 
established  that  medals  were  distributed  to  every 
oHicer  antl  soldier  at  the  siege,  probably  this  is 
the  first  service  so  recognised  in  this  country,  by 
any  general  or  govj»rnment. 

A  friend  whom  I  employed  to  make  inciuiries 
about  this  junk-ship  medal  informed  me  it  was 
the  onl^  one  he  ever  saw  at  the  fortress ;  and 
from  this  I  c(m<lude  it  nmst  be  very  rare.

(2"«  S.  ix.  li)8.) 

Having  for  many  years  been  in  the  habit  of 
preserving  cuttings  from  magiizincs,  newspapers, 
&c.,  from  any  scrap  in  which  historical  infin-niatitm 
relating  to  Shakspeare  o<!curs,  1  have  among  my 
Shakspeariana  the  advertisement  of  the  sale  of 
the  Shakspeare  jug  by  auction  at  Tewkesbury  on 
the  11th  May,  1S41.  I  have  preserved  also  a 
coj)y  of  A  Few  Ih'tnarhs,  Traditionary  and  Dc' 
scriptirCt  re^ppctinf^  the  rafehratcd  Shakspeare  Jug 
jmldicly  rrhihitrd  at  the  Great  Industrial  EM- 
bition  of  1853  by  permission  of  Mrs,  Fletcher  of 
Glitcester^  written  l)y  the  Firm  of  ^lossrs.  Kerr, 
Binns  &  Co.  of  Worcester,  Mrs.  Fletcher  having 
entrusted  them  with  it  to  manufacture  at  their 
China  Works  a  nerfect  facsimile.  Messrs.  Kerr 
&  Co.  give  the  following  history  and  authentication 
of  the  jug :  — 

"As  this  interesting  relic  was  never,  until  tho  last  three 
years,  out  of  tho  powjcwion  of  the  collateral  descendants 
of  the  •  immortal  bard  of  Avon,*  it  becomes  necrasary  to 
trace  iu  hintory.  Its  present  poawssor  purchased  il  from 
a  daughter  of  tho  late  James  Kingnhury,  ICsq.,  of  Towkct- 
bury,  wliow  wife  inhcriteil  it  from  her  mother.  This 
laily,  whoflo  name  was  Richardson,  wnis  tlirough  her 
husband,  whom  alio  survived,  relatefl  to  the  Hart  familv, 
direct  descendanta  of  Shakapero'a  siaUr  Joan ;  and  tfie 
IlMiiabMvwg  Mien  into  depraniod  eircumsUncei,  skv^ 
up  the  Jag  to  their  Hl»ar%  Mr.  BichaidiOD,  in  com^Mi- 


sation  for  a  considerable  debt  owing  to  him  aboBi  17|7, 
Sarah  Hart,  who  thus  dispose<l  of  tho  Jug,  was  fiftk  ^ 
(IcMcent  from  Shaknpcre'a  aistcr  Joan,  who  married  WO* 
liuni  Hart,  of  Stratfonl-on-Avun,  and  previoutly  to  tka 
the  llarta  had  consUntly  kept  tho  Jug  aa  bron({U  iati 
their  family  by  Joan  Shakspere. 

**  It  appears  from  Shakapera's  will,  that  be  left  his  aitv 
Joan  all  his  wearing  apparol,  together  with  the  hoonii 
which  he  was  bom,  besides  which,  other  property  tktf 
had  been  Shak«pere*ii  waa  dcviMsl  to  the  Hart  family  bf 
Ladv  Uiimard,  the  grandd.iughter  of  Shakspere,  in  vlwa 
the  line  of  Shjks|>oro's  own  bo<iy  terminated.  It  thenftn 
bcuonies  certain  that  various  relics  of  Shakspere  wcfe  H 
une  tiiiio  in  their  posmession.  Of  these,  however,  dim 
appear  to  have  been  treasured  with  any  care  except  lUi 
Jug,  which  was  ever  denominated  Shakspere*s,  u  iixti^ 
truly  bclunge<l  to  tho  immortal  bartL 

"'riie  subitenuent  history  of  the  Jug  ia  as  funowi;~U 
descended  to  ftlisa  Kichardson,  who  married  James  Kio^ 
bury,  l«:sn.,  of  Tewkesbury,  and  fh>ni  them  it  paiNd  ti 
her'ilnughter,  who  aold  it  to  Kdwin  I..ees,  Eaq.,  of  FnI* 
hanipton  Cottage,  and  thua  for  a  period  it  passed  oat  cf 
tho  familv.     In  Blay,  1841,  it  was  utVercd  for  sale  Kumg 
Mr.  I^ees' other  effects,  and  some  members  of  the  Hut 
family  attended  in  the  hope  of  getting  back  anMB||( 
them  tliiH  interesting  n-licand  link  of  coniiectioa  betwM 
them  and  Shak.ijiero;   but  the  price  went  higher  tiui 
tlioir  means,  ami  it  was  knocked  uown  to  Mr.  James  B«« 
nctt,  printer,  of  Towkesbury,  for  twentv  guineas  and  thi 
auction  duty.     Mr.  iiennett  sold  it  to  Xlias  TurberriU^i 
luily  residing  near  Cheltenham,  fur  30/.,  and  in  Juihrt 
it  was  again  olfered  for  sale  bv  auction  among  the  Mhv 
property  of  th'e  last-namctl  lady.    Mrs.  Fletcher,  of  Gba> 
ccKter,  who  is  descended  fVom  the  Harts,  was  among  Ihl 
bidders  for  the  Jug.    Several  other  persons  also  attaidii 
for  the  puriKMO  of  purchasing  it ;  but  in  conaideratiQa  if 
tho  anxiety  which  Mrs.  Fletcher  evinced  to  get  backinl* 
her  family  :i  n;iic  which  was  so  greatly  prized,  they  with- 
drew their  ftpposition,  and  aUowed  her  to  bo  the  pnrrbmr 
at  ID  guineas  and  the  auction  duty.

So  far  as  is  now  known,  not  a  single  vestige  of 
anythin;:^  indubitably  Roman  has  ev^r  been  dij* 
covered  at  Bui'ghead.  Tbe  fortifications  and  the 
well  have,  it  id  true,  been  both  claimed  as  such, 
but  scarctdy  one  of  those  wliosu  names  give  weight 
to  what  they  have  written  speak  from  personal  ob- 
servation. In  my  former  communication  I  noticed 
the  way  in  which  the  latter  bad  been  made  **a 
double  debt  to  paY*"  by  so  respectable  an  autho- 
rity as  Stuart.  The  description  of  it  furnished 
to  Finkerton^  to  which  reference  was  at  the  same 
time  made,  is,  I  now  find,  both  meagre  and  calcu- 
lated to  mislead ;  yet  it  was  solely  in  consetpience 
of  the  existence  of  **  this  singular  reservoir  "  thai 
he  was  induced,  afier  writing  very  doubtingly  re* 
garding  tlie  progress  of  the  lioman  arms  in  Cale- 
donia, to  admit  in  tbe  **  Advertisement"  the  pro- 
bability of  their  having  been  pushed  as  fur  as  the 
Moray  Frith.  The  tone  of  triumph  in  which  the 
learned  and  indeiatigable  Chalmers  (Preface,  p. 
viii.)  pointa  to  the  discovery,  "since  Caledonia 
was  sent  to  press,**  of  tbis  *^  lioman  bath,**  as  re- 
moving "  a  very  slight  doubt  which  remained 
whether  the  Burgb-hend  of  ftloray  bad  been  a 
Roman  stntion,*'  is  highly  excusable'  after  his 
elaborate  Commentary  on  the  Itinera  of  Hichord* 
The  excavation,  however,  is  nothing  but  a  well, 
roughly  and  unsymmctricaliy  hewn  out  of  the 
sandstone  rock,  and  apparently  very  unlike  the 
handiwork  of  the  *'  masters  of  the  world/*  The 
inference  sought  to  be  drawn  from  the  fortifica- 
tions seems  equally  open  to  suspicion.  On  a 
recent  visit  to  the  village  I  found  tbut  a  complete 
section  of  the  remains,  still  considerable,  ol  the 
north  bulwark  of  the  fort  hail  been  lately  exposed 
by  quarrying  operations.  The  appearances  it  pre- 
sents are  somewhat  diflicult  to  explain,  and  in 
skilful  hands  might  be  made  to  reveal  a  lost  page 
in  the  history  of  the  stroiigbold ;  but  they  are,  at 
all  events  it  appears  to  me,  totally  irreconcilable 
with  the  suj>^>o9ition  th:it  miy  portion  of  (he  work 
was  constructed  by  tbe  lloinaiis.  The  historical 
evidence  in  favour  of  a  Roman  occupation  is  as 
unsatisfactory  as  the  archa?ologicaL  Tbe  lati- 
tudes and  longitudes  of  Ptolemy,  the  only  classi- 
cal writer  by  whom  mention  is  made  of  any  portion 
of  the  Scottish  mainland  north  of  the  Tay*  with 
the  solitary  exception  of  'opKai  iLepoy  (Dunnet 
Head)  noted  by  Diodorus  Siculus,  nre  quite  in- 
sufficient for  fixing  the  exiict  locidities  of  the 
names  in  his  tables,  especially  those  of  towns ;  and 
could  this  be  successfully  done^  it  is  at  best  but 
an  assumption  to  set  them  down  as  Roman  stations. 
Regarding  nrfparrV  ^rrponJircJai^  (The  Winged 
Camp),  which  some  would  identify  with  Burg- 
head,  we  merely  Icam  that  it  was  a  town  of  tEd 
Oifajtofniyai  (Vacomagi),  situated,  according  to  the 
common  readings  of  his  degrees,  at  some  distance 
inland  from  the  Obd^^  cfoxwiv  (i.V\<iTu*.Vw»3t^  ^>^ 
Varar)* 
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The  genuineness  of  the  De  Sihi  Brilannite  baa 
been  so  often  4UCPtione«l,  pnrti<'ulftrly  l»y  Uie 
more  recent  wriltirs  on  the  Uoninn  gcojiraphy  of 
Bi'itiiin,  that,  till  tho  matter  is  ])nt  beyond  dis- 
pute, if  that  i)0  pos-sihle,  it  were  contrary  to  every 
canon  of  historical  investigation  to  admit  it  as 
decisive  evidence  in  favour  of  an  opinion  that^  but 
for  its  supposed  authority,  woidd  in  all  prol)id)ility 
never  have  been  broached.  And,  as  l)r.  Daniel 
Wilson  h;is  ju>tly  remarked,  even  were  its  genu- 
ineness established,  its  value  to  northern  anti- 
quaries must  still  be  an  open  cpiestion. 

I  may  embnu;e  this  opportunity  to  correct  a 
mistatement  in  my  former  notice  of  I)urghea<1, 
which  I  was  led  to  make  by  want  of  access  to 
Torfaeus  in  the  original.  In  stating  (i"**  S.  ix.  3H.) 
that  "  it  is  certainly  the  burgh  or  fort  of  Moray, 
said  by  Torfaeus  (Orcadat)  to  have  been  built 
(circa  A.p.  850)  by  Sigurd,  a  Norwegian  chief .  .  . 
and  which  is  elsewhere  mentioned  by  him  os  a 
Norwegian  stronghold  under  the  name  of  Eccials- 
bacca,"  I  presumed  upon  the  correctness  of  what 
pur{>ort8  to  be  a  translation  of  those  portions  of 
the  Orctiflfs  that  relate  to  the  transactions  of  the 
Northmen  on  the  mainland  of  Scotland,  given  by 
Cordiner  as  on  Appendix  to  his  Antiquitiei  and 
Scenery  of  the  North  of  Scothmd  (London,  1780). 
A  friend  having  kindly  sent  me  extracts  of  those 
passages  in  which  Torfaeus  refers  to  the  so-called 
fort  and  to  Eccialsbaccn,  I  now  find  that  they 
will  by  no  means  bear  the  construction  which 
Cordiner  has  jnit  upon  them,     lie  says  :  —

The  town  built  by  Sigurd  was  thus  situated  in 
the  south  part  of  Moray,  anil  cannot  liave  been 
Uurghead ;  and  KckiaUfsbacka  was  distinct  from 
cither.

So<m  after,  they  were  in  tiior 
turn  overthrown  at  Morthich,  in  Banflahire,  lij 
Mah'oliu  II.,  and  obliged  to  relinquish  nuxtof 
their  newly-arcpiired  oossessions  in  Mortj;  i^ 
taining,  however,  Hiirgiiead,  which  they  had  gitttlj 
strengthened.  But  in  tlic  year  1012,  Cnti 
(Canute),  afterwards  King  of  England,  who  M 
been  sent  by  his  father,  Svend  (Swcyn),  mik 
a  large  fleet  and  army  to  retrieve  pasit  disute^ 
being  vanquished  by  the  Scots  at  Cruden,  ontlK 
coast  of  ISuehan,  where  he  had  landed,  a  tni^ 
wtts  concluded,  according  to  which  the  inndn 
agreed  to  abandon  all  former  connuesta,  andtoeifr 
cuatc  Burghead,  which  was  thus  the  lost  strongUl 
they  held  in  the  Lowlands  of  Scotland.  {Acani 
of  the  Daiiejt,  jr.,  pp.  214—217.)

Holt  asked 
the  officer  what  he  iutended  to  do  if  the  mob  refused  to 
disperM?  'My  Lord  (replied  he)  we  have  orders  to  fire 
on  them.*  •  Have  you  so?  (said  Uoltj)  then  observe 
nbat  1  say  %  If  one  man  ia  killed  I  will  take  care  that  3^011 
and  every  soldier  of  your  party  shall  b»  hanged.  Sir,  ac- 
c|uaint  tbo^e  %Tho  sent  you,  thnt  no  odieor  of  mine  shall 
attend  soldiers;  and  let  them  know  likewise,  that  the 
laws  of  this  land  are  not  to  be  executed  by  the  sword.

163.)— "The 
carefully-executcMl  outline  etchini^B  of  interior  Tiewfl 
of  apart  menu  in  the  Brighton  Pavilion  **  belon^r  to 
a  private  work  on  the  Pavilion,  prepared  by  onlcr 
of  George  IV.  Mr.  Nash,  the  architect,  had  the 
manajfcnient  of  it,  and  engapfed  his  friend  the 
elder  Aupustus  Pugin  (father  of  A.\Velby  Pugin) 
to  make  the  drawings  and  superintend  the  engrav* 
ings.  The  work  eon!«i8ted  of  copper- plate  cngrav* 
ing«  printed  in  colours,  and  afterwards  carefully 
finished  1)y  hand.  The  imprenmons  in  the  {losses- 
sion  of  W.  W.  arc  probably  some  proofs  of  the 
etchings  before  coloured.  M.  Pugin  often  related 
in  my  hearing  the  following  anecdote  connected 
with  luH  eniph>yinent  on  this  work,  lie  was  en- 
gaged at  the  Pavilion  in  one  of  the  galleries 
col<)uring  a  view  ;  deeply  intent  upon  his  drawing 
he  di<i  not  observe  that  somrbody  had  entered  the 
apartment,  but  on  looking  round  .saw  to  his  sur* 
prise  the  king,  who  was  tlien  advancing  towards 
the  spot  whore  ho  was  sitting.  Pugin  ha<l  Koan-cly 
time  to  rise  when  the  king  passed  by  hiui,  and, 
not  perceiving  a  stool  ou  which  the  colonr-box 
was  pla<!ed,  accidiMitally  overthrow  it ;  he  stooped 
instantly,  picked  it  up,  and  presented  it  to  Pugin 
with  an  expression  of  apohigy.  Pugin  as  a  French- 
man fully  appreciated  this  act  of  condesconsion. 

The  work  in  question  consisted  entirely  of  co- 
loure<l  engravings  unacc(uni)anied  by  text;  ami 
though,  during  the  lifetime  of  the  king,  it  was  dis- 
tributed exclusively  to  his  friends,  yet  upon  his 
majesty's  death  niany  copies  remaine<l,  and  were 
then  publislied  in  the  ordniary  manner.

^^^  MOTTOES  OK  SUX-DIALS. 

Many  hundred  persona  now  living  must  re* 
member  the  vertical  aun-dinl  with  a  very  remark- 
able motto«  on  the  front  of  a  building  at  the 
Temple  in  London.  But  most  of  them  probably 
fteTCT  heard  of  the  curious  tradition,  probably  a 
true  one,  respecting  the  motto.  Wheni  a  tew 
TCtn  ago,  the  buildrng  wa^  taken  down  and  re- 
imjlt,  it  i»  likely  the  Benchers  were  either  ignor- 
int  of  the  tratlition,  or  bad  forgotten  it,  else  they 
womld  probably  have  restored  the  sun-dial  wlta 
its  motto.  Perhaps  they  may  even  yet  be  induced 
to  do  so* 

The  tradition  ia  tUia;  —  Tliat  when  the  sun-

Anything  that  reminds  us  of  the  lapse  of  time 
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should  remind  us  also  of  the  right  employment  of 
time  in  doing  whatever  businesa  is  required  to  be 
done, 

A  similar  lesson  ia  solemnly  conveyed  in  the 
Scripture-motto  to  a  sun-dial :  **  The  night  cometh 
when  no  man  can  work," 

Another  useful  lesson  ia  conveyed  in  the  motto 
to  a  sun-dtal  erected  by  the  late  Bishop  Copleston 
ill  H  village  near  which  he  resided  :  **  Let  not  the 
sun  go  down  upon  your  wrath." 

Sometimes  toe  unlearned  are  puzzled  to  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  mottoes,  especially  when  ex- 
Kressed  in  the  learned  languages.  A  person  (who, 
y  the  bye,  was  not  ignorant  of  Latin,)  was  at  a 
loss  to  understand  the  meaning  of  a  motto  which 
lie  had  seen  on  a  sun-dial,  *'  Seplem  sine  horis." 
The  signification  doubtless  is,  that  there  are  in 
the  longest  day  seven  hours  (and  a  trifle  Over) 
during  which  the  sun-dial  is  useless. 

There  is  a  sun-dial  at  one  of  the  colleges*  in 
Oxford  with  the  motto,  "  Percunt  et  imputan- 
tur;** signifying  that  we  shall  be  accountable  for 
the  momenta  that  are  passing  away.  Once,  when 
a  party  of  strangers  were  visiting  the  curiosities 
of  Oxford,  a  lady  of  the  company  asked  one  of  the 
gentlemen  (as  gentlemen  are  always  by  courtesy 
supposed  by  ladies  to  understand  Latin)  to  inter* 
pret  the  motto  for  her.  He  replied  that  it  signi- 
fied that,  "  They  perish  and  are  not  tb  ought  of  I  "

It   mav  be   interesting  to  a  corrcspondeut  of 
'*N.  &  Q;*   (Mb.  J.  Irving  of  Dumbarton)   to 
1  Jeam    that  the   bereaved  widow    ( then  enceinte) 
ried  her  dead  husbaud*s  body  oiF  the  field ;  and 
hat  the  posthumous  child  was  the  bte  2^Ir.  John 
^acauhiy  of  Leveu  Grove,  Dumbarton,  — repre- 
sentative of /Vrdincaple  and  of  the  ancient  bouse  of 


Macaulay —  a  very  handsome  man,  and  father  of  a 
long  train  of  comely  daughters.  Many  years  ago, 
in  Edinburgh,  Mrs.  Smollett  of  Bonhill  told  the 
writer  of  ibis  Note  emphatically  tijat  one  of  them 
she  named  was  the  toast  of  the  county.  Burns, 
in  one  of  his  letters  to  the  father^  confirms  this  or 
as  much. 

The  CiU'dross  family,  from  whom  the  late  Lord 
Macauky  was  descended,  was  on  the  other  hand 
remarkably  plain  —  the  daughters  being  of  sandy 
complexion,  **farnie  tickl^**  and  splay-footed, 
and  went  by  the  sobriquet  of  the  "  Macaulay 
Dumps,"  as  low  in  stature,  but  at  the  same  time 
intellectual,  and  of  blue-stocking  celebrity.  Their 
father,  the  minister,  was  addicted  to  whist-play- 
ing ;  and  sometimes  so  eager  at  it  as  to  be  hard 
to  draw  from  the  table  on  Saturday  nights  in 
time  to  prevent  desecration  of  the  Sabbath. 

The  arms  of  the  two  families  are  identical,  viz. 
a  dagger  in  a  hand  raised  as  if  to  strike  (I  speak 
from  recollection  only),  with  the  motto,  "  Dulce 
periculum,"  —  a  fact  which  goes  some  way  to  esta- 
blish a  connexion  more  or  leas  distant. 

The  Macauluys  were  nevei*  more  than  a  sept, 
not  clan,  as  assumed  by  Mr,  Ieviko  ;  but  I  shall 
look  with  much  interest  for  the  salient  points  in 
their  history  which  he  has  promised  us  in  an  early 
number  of  *'  N.  k  Q."  L  M.  A,

SIIAKSPEARE  MUSIC. 
{T^^  S-  viii.  285.) 

Some  additional  matter  regardin^r  music  lo 
Shakspeare's  poetry  may  now  be  oficrcd.  The 
serenade  in  the  Ta^o  Gefdiemen  of  Verona  ("Who 
is  Sylvia?'*)  bus  bad  music  put  to  it  by  Sir  H, 
Bishop,  but  only  in  pasticcio  fashion,  the  first 
movement  being  from  an  air  of  his  own,  and  the 
second  from  one  in  Midas ;  the  whole  arranged 
as  a  glee.  **  Who  is  Sylvia  ?'*  has  been  set  as  a 
soog  by  AViiiium  Linley  {Dramatic  Sojtgs  <tf 
Shtihs^eare),  and  also  by  Kicbavd  Leveridge^ 
who,  in  1727,  published  n  coUectiun  of  his  own 
compos itioDs  in  two  small  volumes,  and  in  the 
first  of  these  volumes  (which  has  a  frontispiece 
by  Hogarth)  will  be  found  this  serenade.  It 
curiously  illustrates  the  manner  In  which  error 
makes  lU  way,  that  a  music -publisher  of  our  own 
time  Ims  issued  an  arrangement  of  this  very  com- 
position of  Levcridge,  and  has  altogether  ignored 
poor  Kichard,  by  assigning  his  melody  to  Dr. 
Arne.  It  should  be  more  generally  known  than 
it  is  that  R,  Leve ridge  was  the  composer  of 
**  Black-eyed  Susan." 

'^  It  was  a  Lover  and  his  Lass "  {Am  Yttu  Like 
It)  will  be  found,  excellently  set,  as  a  solo,  in  Mr. 
Chappelt's  collection  of  old  English  music.  It 
has  iiil^o  been  set  by  R.  Stevens  as  a  glee,  by  Sir 
IL  Bishop  as  a  solo,  and  by  AV.  LiuW^  si<  jkd^jAlt. 
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fur  the  two  p.igc£>,  according  to  the  situation  in  the 
play. 

"  Sigh  no  more,  Ladies  '*  (Much  Ado  about  No- 
thing) has  been  set  as  a  glee  bj  K.  Stevens',  as  a 
song  by  "W.  Linlcy,  with  the  burthen,  and  bv  J. 
C.  Smith,  in  l^he  Fairies  (1754),  tcithmit  the  bur- 
then j  bcinr;  sung  by  Master  KeiuhoUl  in  the  cha* 
racter  of  Oberon.  Dr.  Amc  has  also  set  it  to  be 
song  by  Mr.  Beard  in  Much  Ado  about  Nothing, 
In  this  setting  (published  1740)  there  is  an  un- 
pleasinc  change  of  the  burthen,  "  Hey  nonny, 
nonny,  into  "  I  ley  down  derry,"  with  "  bonny  " 
turned  into  "merry"  for  the  rhyme. 

"  Orijhcus  with  his  Lute  "  (King  Henri/  the 
Eiehth)  has  been  set  at  least  four  times  Vi&  a  solo, 
anu  by  Mr.  G.  Macfarren  as  a  four-part  piece. 

Respecting  these  wonls,  and  his  own  setting  of 
them,  Mr.  William  Linley  has  thus  written  :  — 

"  The  beautiful  words,  *  Orpheus  with  his  Lute/  were 
set  many  yuars  agu  by  the  Kditor*8  late  much-lamentoU 
futher,  but  he  grivvus  to  add  that  the  score  and  parts  of 
the  song  were  destroyed  when  Drurj'-lano  Tlicatre  was 
burnt  down,  and  he  has  not  the  nlightest  vestige  of  it  re- 
maining, and  but  a  very  imperfect  recollection  oven  of 
the  subject.    It  wrut  composed  fur  the  late  Mrs.  Crouch. 

As  the  poetry  of  the  song  in  question  is  de- 

serA'ing  of  the  highest  cfTorts  of  a  musical  mind,  the 
author  is  particularly  di.Happointed  that  he  has  not  been 
able  to  lliid  u  M'ttin^  of  them  in  any  of  the  works  of  the 
old  English  m Astern.  lie  has  take'n  all  the  pains  in  his 
power  with  them,  but  is  satisfied  he  has  not  done  them 
the  justice  they  deserve,  and  deeply  regrets  that  his 
fathered  compoai'tiou  cannot  so  much  more  cllcctivuly  till 
tlie  Sparc  in  this  volume."  —  Dramatic  Songi  of  ^hak- 
Mpeare,  18 IG. 

Although  Mr.  Linloy  had  not  met  with  com- 
positions to  these  wonls,  yet  two  at  least  had  | 
existed  long  before  the  time  of  his  writing.  One 
of  these  whs  by  C  J.  Smith,  one  in  his  opera 
of  The  Fairies,  and  the  other  bjr  Dr.  Maurice 
Greene.  It  is  in  one  of  the  Dr.'s  little  collections, 
entitled  **A  Cantata  and  Four  Knglish  Songs," 
published  in  1741.  Alfred  Koffe.

2.  Rumble,  This  I  nave  lieard  called  a  "  rumble 
tumble,**  and  I  always  thought  rumble  to  bo 
merely  an  abbreviation,  like  bus.  These  seats 
when,  as  formerly,  not  <m  springs,  must  have  com- 
municated a  good  deal  of  motion  to  their  contents, 
animate  or  inanimate.  A  closed  boot  when  empty, 
the  carriage  bein^  in  motion,  makes  a  kind  of 
drumming  noise  :  m  a  small  way,  not  unlike  the 
rumbling  of  distant  thunder. 

While  on  the  subject  of  carriage  seats,  I  may 
perhaps   be  allowed   Again   to    allude    to   the 


hammer,  or  hammock-cloth.     I  regret  that  your 
correspondent  Q.  (2*"*  S.  viii.  539.)  shouhl  think 
me  too  presumptuous;  and,  no  doubt,  I  ought 
to  have  subjoined  ^  in  my  opinion*'  to  "  thera 
can  be  no  doubt,**  &c.     Bailey  I  tee  gives  s 
Saxon   derivation  to  hammock,  when   used  to 
denote  the  hanging  bed  of  a  sailor.    Wiiat  don 
this  Saxon  word  mean  P     I  had  fancied  it  in  some 
way  taken  from  its  being  hooked  up  to  the  bcaw 
of  the  deck  above :  Lat.  hamus,  French  hame^tm. 
The  sailor's   hammock   itself  is  called  hamac  or 
branle  in  French ;   hangemattg  or  liangematte^  io 
German  ;   amaca  or  lette  pensile,  in  Italian ;  k- 
maca,  Spanish— explained,  **cama  Buspendidicn 
el  ayre.*    The  French  carters  use  the  word  hrmis 
for  u  small  oblong  frame  hung  down  below  ike 
axle  of  the  carts  or  waggons  in  France  and  Ge^ 
many,  in  which  they  iisiudly  put  fragile  things 
and  which  their  dog  often  selects  as  easy  ridiiy; 
by  comparison.    The  term  hox^  as  applied  to  i 
driving  seat,  is  not,  I  afiprchend,  taken  from  a 
chest,  whether  to  hold  hammers  or  anything  die 
Grcrmany  seems  to  be  the  fatherland  of  carriigu^ 
whether  bcrlins,  landaus,  or  britsckas ;  and  there 
it  is  called  ''kutscher  boch''     Sec  Gutbe*life^ 
maun  tmd  Dorothea :  —

Sitxsn'viere  darin,  imd  auf  dem  Boeke  der  Kutsehff." 

Boch,  besides  its  primary  meaning  of  a  &iri,li 
used,  as  my  little  dictionary  says,  for  a  block,  Ur, 
beam,  a  stand  or  support  for  scafTulding,  n  con- 
trivance for  bearing  or  proj^ing  anything,  heai- 
ing-block,  cross-block :  and  in  this  way  may  cailj 
have  come  to  mean  a  stage  or  seat  for  the  driver. 

\\.  Splintfr-bar.  Had  I  not  received  a  ksson 
so  lately  on  laying  down  the  law,  I  should  say  the 
Imperial  Dictionary  must  be  wrong.  As  it  ii  I 
will  only  say,  as  a  coachman  of  some  forty-fire 
years*  standing  (or  sitting),  that  I  never  heard  **• 
cross-bar  in  a  coach  which  supports  the  springi'' 
called  anything  but  a  spring-ocr/.  Adams,  in  hb 
work  On  English  Pleasure  Carriages  (Ch«. 
Knight  &  Co.,  London,  1837),  says  :  "  the  m/ir^ 
bar  IS  bolted  to  the  f(»re-end  of  the  feetshelu,  ind 
secured  by  two  branchin>'  stays,  one  at  eith<^eiid, 
connecting  it  with  the  axletree  bed."  And  ogiin: 
"on  the  splinter- bar  are  fixed  the  roller  boltifor 
fastening  the  traces." 

Felton,  an  older  author  (my  copy  is  3rd  editioi^

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Whipple- tree^  sajs  :  "  punxmel-trec  is  a  longer  bar 
[iLe  rmiit  bar  of  tbc  coachman]  oa  wbich  tbe 
ivbippl€*trcc4  are  hocked  wlien  two  hor&es  draw 
ibreut;'^  and  in  voc.  Swingle-tree  quotes  an 
iUikor  of  IGSb  who  uses  the  word  fur  leading-bar.

FLAMBARD  BRASS  AT  HARROW. 


(2"«  S.  ix.  179.) 

The  vcrflea  arc  indeed  grotesque,  and  I  don*t 
think  an  CEdipus  can  be  found  who  can  clear  up 
the  eniffma  beyond  cavil.  For  the  sake  of  com* 
mcnt,  1  will  here  reproduce  tlicm  :  — 

,    **  Jon  me  do  mannore  NaminiB  online  flam  tumMat* 
Bard  q<>3  vorbere  stigis  £  fun*e  hie  tueatur." 

Mb.  Gougik*8  translation  of  the  second  verse  is 
clearly  inadmissible.  lie  has  strangely  committed 
the  double  blunder  of  translating  hie  tueatur  —  i« 
here  kept!  Neither  do  the  suggestions  of  Mb. 
GouGD  Nichols,  in  my  opinion,  unravel  the  dif- 
ficulty. On  the  contrary,  they  are  forced ;  and, 
as  not  warranted  by  the  context^  they  are,  I  tliiiik, 
merely  conjectural  and  fanciful.  Funns  does  not 
mean  death ;  stigia  is  genitive  to  verbere,  and  not 
to  fuMre,  as  I  will  show;  and  the  substitution  of 
cujtu  for  qmnue^  which,  I  think,  is  the  right 
reading,  both  by  its  accord  witli  the  sense  and  the 
metre  of  the  verse,  would  entirely  interfere  with 
the  run  of  the  hexameter ;  for  although  there  are 
two  false  quantities  in  tlie  verso  —  »ilgis  r  —  yet 
they  might  be  easily  made ;  but  no  one  with  the 
slightest  knowledge  of  prosody  could  ])ut  cujus 
between  Bard  and  verbere  in  a  hexameter  verse 
beginning  with  Bard, 

Allow  me,  t^hen,  to  try  my  hand  at  untying  the 
knot  My  chief  difficulty  is  me  do.  As  it  stands, 
it  is  perfectly  incomprehensible.  I  suggest,  there- 
fore, that  an  o  on  the  brass  has  been  mistaken  for 
an  e ;  which,  if  the  inscription  be  indistinct  from 
age,  is  quite  possible.  If  I  am  right,  then  the 
word  is  tnodbf  now.  This  would  entirely  tally 
with  the  sense,  and,  moreover,  leave  the  verse  a 
correct  hexameter. 

Banl  is  in  the  accusative  case,  governed  by  the 
deponent  tueatur;  the  nominative  to  which  is 
Nnmeti,  understood,  ^loreover,  I  think  that  by 
the  whimsical  separation  ot  the  syllables  of  the 
name,  Fiam  is  intended  to  stand  for  the  body, 
and  Jfinrd  for  the  soul.  Funus  means  the  rites, 
prayers,  and  ceremonies  of  interment ;  and  not 
only  on  the  day  of  the  obse<xuies,  but  the  con- 
tinuance for  a  considerable  time  —  in  some  cases

John  Uackcr,  who  died  in  1(320,  leaviii<r  four  sons

Francis  was  the  Col.  Ilackor  of  rc^;icidc  noto- 
riety, and  suiTered  in  the  succeeding  reign,  when 
Lis  estates  were  forfeited.  They  were,  however, 
restored  to  his  youngei»t  brother  1  lowland  "by 
favour  of  his  11.  H.  the  Duke  of  York,"  Kowland 
having  "served  under  the  King  during  those 
troubles,**  and  was  still  living  in  Thorotoii*s  time. 
Thomas  Hacker,  another  brother,  w:is  slain  near 
Colston-Basset  fighting  for  the  King.  Kichard 
settled  at  Flinthani,  and  John  at  Trowel.  The 
BridgL'ford  property  still  remains  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  family  through  the  female  line.

Tliomas  Nicholas  Perry  Hacker,  of  Churchill, 
Oxon,  a  descendant  of  a  brother  of  Col.  Hacker, 
died  in  or  about  17G8.  and  is  buried  in  the  church* 
yard  of  Ascot,  n  neighbouring  village.  He  de- 
vised his  estates  to  the  family  of  Bulley  of  Sarsden, 
with  remainder  in  default  of  male  issue  to  Nicho- 
las Miu^hall  of  Knstone,  in  either  case  on  con- 
dition of  taking  the  name  and  arms  of  Hacker. 
The  Bullcys  died  without  male  heirs;  and  the 
eldest  son  of  Nicholas  Marshall  succeede<l  to  the 
property  in  or  about  1«18,  and  died  unmarried. 
His  brother,  the  llev.  Edward  ^lurahall  Hacker, 
with  wiiom  the  use  of  the  name  ceas<'d,  died  and 
was  buried  atlffley,  near  Oxford,  in  1839,  leaving 
issue.  The  connexicm  of  the  family  of  ilarshall 
with  that  of  Hacker  is  traced  to  the  marriage  of 
Anne  Hacker  with  one  of  that  family  in  1660, 
who,  with  her  husband,  is  buried  in  Great  Tew 
churchyard.

A  witness  on  a  trial  in  Buckinghamshire,  about 
the  year  1841,  made  use  of  this  expression,  and  a 
ban-ister  immediately  explained  it  in  the  above 
manner  to  the  puzzled  court. 

This  "■  walking  the  chalks"  is,  however,  not  pe- 
culiar to  Bucks,  and  may  be  witnessed  in  London,

which  it  jippears  that  blue  was  adopted  by  the 
Covenanters  In  distinction  fi*om  red,  which  was 
the  colour  of  the  king's  party.  The  writers  of  the 
note  referred  to  suppose  the  Covenauters  to  have 
derived  their  use  of  this  colour  from  the  precept 
of  the  Jlosaie  law  (Numbers  xv.  38.),  as  previ- 
ously mentioned  in  ''N.  &  Q."  ^2"^  S.  ill.

There  seems  lo  be  no  doubt  that,  m  the  language 
of  flowers,  blue  denoted  truth  or  fidelity ;  and  it  is 
more  probable  that  the  Covenanters  wore  *' true 
blue  "  as  an  emblem  of  their  fidelity  to  their  prin* 
ciples.  L.

Taylor  Clcb  (2°*a  ix.  IDOO-^The  suggestion 
of  S.  WiwoK.  is  well  worthy  of  consideratiun.  I 
feel  assured  that  a  Society  formed  with  a  definite 
object  in  view,  such  as  the  publication  of  the 
works  of  any  one  or  more  authors^  and  where  the 
expense  can  be  icodiiy  e%uma.\.^^,  vk  '^^a*^  ^^sjat^ 
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likely  to  receive  the  cooperation  and  support  of 
the  literary  public,  tbnn  i?b^e  the  continuance  of 
tbe  Society  h  unlimitetl,  or  its  full  pui-port  is  not 
previously  marked  out. 

The  Works  of  John  Taylor  the  Water  Poet,  al- 
though  in  number  pretty  considerable,  would 
occupy  but  a  few  volumes ;  and  from  their  pecu- 
liar style  and  tone,  ns  well  .is  their  rarity,  it  h 
•urprising  that  they  have  not  already  been  se- 
lected for  republication  by  some  of  tlic  existing  or 
defunct  Printing  Cluba.  I  venture  to  suggest 
that  the  selection  of  these  a^  the  first  experiment 
of  the  kind  would  be  generally  acceptable*  and 
the  ready  assistance  of  your  readers  who  possess 
Any  of  Taylor's  works  by  tbe  loan  of  them,  as  well 
as  the  interest  they  will  t,^ke  in  procuring  a 
suiBcient  number  of  subscribers  for  the  reprints, 
seems  to  place  the  success  of  the  attempt  beyond 
n  doubt.

My  avocations  ctdling  me  out  of  town  ' 
tbat  year,  we  never  met  again ;  but  I  since  lean 
that  he  w*as  pi-csented  to  a  living  in  Yorkshirq 
and  that  he  then  married  a  daughter  of  Arch 
deacon  Wranghaui,  the  editor  of  Langhomelj 
Plutarch^ s  Liven.  Mr.  Bai'oard  himself  waa 
£!;enticst^  most  modest,  and  mo»t  loveable  creaiti 
imuginablo,  with  a  lilight  tinge  of  melancholT  l 
constitution  ;  but  I  have  beaid  that  he  made 
most  exemplary  parish  priest,  and  that  he  wa 
lost  to  tbe  world  by  deatn  some  twelve  or  f  ' 
years  ago. 

I  have  no  doubt  your  cori'espondent,  S&Jtcs 
is  right — that  Cave  Castle,  Yorkshire,  was 
place  of  his  livin;T :  for  I  perceive,  in  Lewis's 
Topographkid  Dictionurif^  it  is  said  to  belong  to  a 
gentleman  of  the  same  name,  and  that  he  baa  the 
patronage  of  the  church  there.

hourhood,  where  dwelt  bis  **  honoured  kinsman, 
John  Dryden,  Esq.  of  Chesterton  in  the  county  of 
Huntingdon  ; "  and  the  poet's  head  was  painted 
ujK>n  the  sign  by  no  le^a  an  artiat  than  Su'  Wil- 
liam Beechey.  Sir  William  was  at  that  time  a 
journeyman  housepaintor,  and  was  employed  for 
some  time  nn  the  decorations  of  Alwalton  flail, — 
a  very  fanciful  erection,  now  demolished.  Several 
doors  and  panels  were  there  painted  by  Sir  Wil* 
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iJAin  with  figures,  fruit,  t!ower8,  anil  conventional 
ornafncnU  in  a  ffuperior  ftyle.  Ort  tbe  demolition 
of  tliQ  hdl,  they  were  nwrchaaed  by  n  gentletniin 
for  the  decoration  of  liis  drawing-room ;  where, 
having  become  the  worse  for  wcar^  and  their 
owner  bcin^  ignorant  of  their  artist,  they  were 
pfttnted  over.  Tbus  their  owner,  when  he  speaks 
of  his  gallery,  can  boa^t  of  possessing  several 
Beecheya,  although  he  is  unable  to  diaplay  them, 
as  their  forms  are  concealed  by  two  coats  of  paint, 
and  an  over-coat  of  varnifh.

272.)— Will  your  correspondent  H.  Gilbert  ex- 
cuse me  if  I  surmiae  that  from  a  misprint  in  hia 
communieatioUf  or  some  such  cause,  we  should 
read  South  Hants,  for  Southwark  Militia?  The 
former  was  commanded  by  Sir  Richard  Worsley, 
Comptroller  of  the  King's  Household.  And  I  am 
the  more  confirmed  In  ray  suspicion,  by  having 
read  an  account  of  a  most  superb  ball  and  supper 
given  by  him  on  Weilnesday,  28th  June,  when 
the  riots  which  had  caused  such  devastation  and 
slaughter,  in  the  early  part  of  that  month,  bad 
happily  terminated  ;  that  the  ball  wiis  held  at  the 
Encampment  in  Hyde  Fark,  an  elegant  building 
having  been  erected  for  the  purpose. 

Hyde  and  St.  James's  Parks  were  shut,  and  by 
the  8th  of  June  10,000  men  were  encamped  in

If  the  mirror  be  laid  on  the  ground,  so  that  the 
light  is  reflected  to  a  wall  facing  the  sun,  but  ou  a 
shaded  part  of  the  wall,  the  charactera  repre- 
sented by  reflection  will  be  those  on  the  mirror, 
but  inverted  with  respect  to  ton  and  bottom.

MRS.  ALISON  COCKBURN. 

The  name  of  this  lad^y  must  be  fn miliar  to  the 
admirers  of  the  late  Sfr  Walter  Scott;  bnt  tki 
])iissing  notices  of  her  in  his  Life  and  Works  are  n 
extremely  meagre,  that  some  additional  particalan 
of  the  amiable  authoress  of  **The  Flowers  of  the 
Forest"  may  be  acceptable.  Mrs.  Cfx'kbum  of 
Fuirnaiie  in  Selkirkshire  was  distantly  related  to 
the  mother  of  Sir  Walter  Seott,  with  whom  ihe 
had  through  life  l>cen  in  habits  of  intimate  friend* 
ship.  In  the  month  of  November,  1777,  when 
young  Walter  had  reached  the  age  of  six  yem 
and  three  months,  she  was  staying  at  Kavelstooe 
in  the  vicinity  of  Kdin burgh,  a  seat  of  the  Keitki 
of  Dunnottar,  nearly  related  to  Mrs.  Scott,  and  to 
herself.  With  some  of  that  family  ahc  sjwnt  to 
evening  in  Georges  Square,  and  in  a  letter  to  Dr. 
Douglas,  written  on  the  following  day,  thus  allada 
to  the  young  poet :  — 

*•  I  last  night  supped  in  Mr.  Walter  Scott*s.  He  hu 
the  moAt  extraonlinary  genius  of  a  bov  1  ever  saw.  Hi 
was  rending  a  poem  to  his  mother  when  I  went  in.  I 
made  him  read  on ;  it  was  the  description  of  a  shipwnii. 
His  passion  rose  with*' the  storm.  .  .  .  When  taken  to 
bed  last  night,  he  told  his  aunt  ho  liked  that  Isdr. 
•What  lady?'  says  she.  MVhy  Mrs.  Cockbwn;  ftr  I 
think  she  is  a  virtuoso  like  myself.'  ■  Dear  Walter,'  Hji 
aunt  yenny,  *what  is  a  virtuoso?*  *  Don't  ye  kme? 
Why,  it's  one  who  wishes,  and  will  know  everytUDS.' 
The  boy  has  a  lame  leg,  for  which  he  was  a  year  at  Bstii 
and  has  acquired  the  perfect  English  accent,  wUA 
he  has  not  lost  since  he  came,  and  he  reads  like  a6«- 
rick.  You  will  allow  this  an  nncoramon  exoUc"  (I^oek- 
hart's  UJk  of  Scott,  p.  24 ,  edit.  1845.) 

In  SGOtt*o  Autobiography  are  alao  the  ftHovng 
lines  by  Mrs.  Cockbum,  which  made  one  aao^gft 
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iet  ar|H>«iical  cUaroetcrs  elven  aa  toastt  in  a  circle 
of  a  few  Trieudft,  The  origiiittl  was  immediately  re- 
cognised: —

The  editor,  who  knew  her  welK  takes 

thit  ofiiMHtniiiij  of  doing  justice  to  his  own  feelings ;  and 

tkey  art  in  anison  witk  tboM  of  all  who  knew  his  re- 

gniled  friend.    The  vtnes  which  follow  were  written  at 

ao  early  periad  of  life,  and  without  |>ecu]iar  relation  to  any 

event,  unless  it  were  the  depopulation  of  Ettrick  ForesU'' 

The  best  account,  however,  of  this  accomplished 
lady  id  contained  in  the  following;  unpuolished 
letters  of  her  grandoephcw,  Mr,  Mark  Pringle, 
tddre&aed  to  George  Chalmers,  Esq.,  the  8bak- 
iperian  commentator:  —

Aliaon  Rtitherfurd  was  the  youngest  of  several 
cbildrea  of  Mr  Rutherfurd  of  Faimilee  in  the  county  of 
Silktrk,  and  married  Mr  Patrick  Cokbnme,  Advocate,  a 
ya«ng«r  son  of  Adam  Cokbume  of  OrmJAton,  Lord  Jus* 
drc  <_Ioik  of  Scotland,  with  whom  she  lived  happily  till 
tk<i  ,  when  he  \tt\  her  a  widow  with  one  son, 

«13>  iradeceased  bis  mother.     Mrs.  Cokburne 

wa«  «  I  any  much  esteemed  among  a  very  numerous  ae- 
fasintance;  and  thoogh  neither  of  splendid  birih  nor 
iftaent  fortune^  her  company  was  courted  by  persons  the 
nqwt  di«Ungtti«bed ;  and  I  have  often  seeo  within  her 
nail  hoosi  at  Edinburgh  a  circli  of  visiters  whoso  ta- 
litla  aad  rspotatloa  in  the  literary  world,  whose  wit  and 
pietTt  ar  wbosa  beioty  and  fashion,  would  have  graced 
soy  aodaly  In  Earopa.     Her  genius  and  conversation

turn  of  mind  wos  ol  that  vsrioas  capacity  as  to  enable 
hsr  to  associate  with  every  age ;  and  it  was  no  oncoin- 
mou  thing  to  meet  at  her  table  with  the  children,  nay, 
the  grandchildren  of  the  friendi»  of  her  youtli,  with  wboiu 
she  forgot  for  the  inomeut  theio  wja^  any  disparity  in 
years,  and  that  intervening  generations  bad  posaed  away. 

**  With  David  Hume,  Lord  ilonboddo,  Df.  John  Gregory, 
Sir  John  Dalrymple,  and  many  other  literary  cbaracten, 
she  lived  in  continued  intimacy  and  confidence,  and  with 
the  oens  tTequit  of  her  own  se'jc  she  was  no  less  intimate. 
So  long  as  her  bodily  powers  enabled  her  to  join  in 
society  she  relished  their  compsny ;  and  anerwardi,  when 
thcsse  powers  became  blunted,  an  epistolary  intercourse 
saeceeded,  for  it  was  her  bappy  and  rare  lot  that  though 
years  might  blunt  they  did  not  extinguish  her  facutttes; 
and  she  preserved  her  senses  and  spirits,  both  in  no  vum* 
mon  degree,  till  an  advanced  period  of  life,  which  aha 
quitted  at  the  age  of  eighty-one,  without  pain  or  distraaa. 
in  the  year  1794.* 

**0f  Mrs.  Cokbnrne'ji  genius  it  is  difficult  to  render  a 
satisfactory  account  or  to  descril>e  in  what  she  excelled 
particulariy,  for  she  could  be  *  everything  by  turns;* 
and  having  read  a  great  deal,  and  being  blessed  with  a 
retentive  memory,  she  bad  the  facility  of  Bppl>4ng  the 
fruits  of  her  knowledge  as  best  suited  the  occasion.  She 
was  not  an  author  by  profession,  nor  did  Abe  seek  for  re- 
putation in  prints  yet  she  wrote  much  for  the  amuse' 
meat  of  herself  and  friends,  both  in  nroae  and  versei,  and 
seldom  failed  to  e:xcite  applauie.  In  epistolary  corra* 
spondenee  she  possessed  a  p4}culiar  neatnett  and  spirit, 
and  her  letters  approached  nearer  perhftp»  to  the  ea^ 
and  animat<*d  style  of  the  French  Isdies  in  former  times, 
whose  works  we  are  acquainted  with,  than  h  often  to  be 
mat  in  oar  own  language. 

^  Upon  serious  subjects  I  have  been  told  a  very  carious 
and  interesting  correspondence  took  place  between  her 
and  the  celebrated  David  Hume;  but  unfortunately  I 
never  saw  it  while  she  livedo  nor  can  1  now  trace  where 
it  is  to  be  found.  From  the  characters  and  intimate 
friendship,  however,  of  the  correspondenis,  these  Jetten 
could  not  fuil  in  being  highly  cntertAining,  and  probably 
threw  some  light  upon  the  r  Jigioos  principles  of  that  phi- 
losopher, 

"Of  a  different,  but  no  less  amasing  cast,  were  the  let* 
ters  which  passed  between  her  and  the  facetious  Sir 
Hbw  Dalrymplo  of  North  Berwick,  in  which  wit  and  ex- 
quisite satire  were  disnlsyed;  but  being  confidential  they 
do  not  now  appear.  Many  other  proofs  of  her  eplstoUiy 
talents  1  have  seen  and  admired,  mostly  relstitig  however 
to  domestic  subjects  and  family  concerns,  and  of  course 
less  interesting  in  a  general  view. 

"In  poetrvt  Mrs,  Cokbume^s  genius  was  no  leas  respect- 
able ;.  and  ibough  perhaps  not  always  perfectly  correct 
in  rules  of  compotiiion  or  exact  structure^  her  poems  had 
great  merit,  and  she  possessed  a  wonderful  readiness  and 
fluency,  for  '  the  numbers  came,*  and  she  bad  the  power 
of  using  them  with  uncommon  rapidity.  Some  of  her 
poems  upon  mournful  and  solemn  subjects  are  intereatinff, 
and  speak  to  the  heart ;  those  upon  light  and  gay  topk« 
fail  not  to  please  and  amuse ;  and  her  little  songs  and 
ballads  upon  occasional  opportunities  of  mirth  and  iolliiy, 
have  some  of  them  very  considerable  elegance  and  point. 
It  is  here  to  be  regretted  again,  that  the  few  which  now 
remain  of  these  compositions  (for  many  are  nn account*

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ably  mislaid  and  lost  to  licr  surviving  relatives),  are 
chiefly  founded  upon  local  rircumstances  or  familiar  snb- 
jacts  known  only  to  a  few,  and  arising  from  the  moment ; 
and  therefore  would  undoubtedly  fail  to  amuse,  or  even 
to  be  underiituod  by  othuri  than  the  pcmons  immediately 
concerned,  and  feeling;  the  oiH.*B8ion8  which  gave  rise  to 
them;  and  under  that  consideration  it  would  not  be 
doing  her  justice  to  expose  to  view  what  was  writtea 
merely  for  her  own  and  her  selected  friendV  entertain- 
nent. 

**The  only  work  I  know  of  that  apnears  in  print  Is  her 
long  of  'The  Flowers  of  the  Forest,'  lately  published  in 
Mr.  Scott's  second  volume  of  The  Border  MiuMtrelay.  It 
WAS  composed  by  her  many  years  ago  on  a  subject  Inti- 
mately connected  with  her  native  land,  namely,  the  loss 
that  country  sustaini'd  at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  and  the 
beautiful  situation  of  her  father's  house  at  Fairnalee  upon 
the  Tweed  naturally  inspired  the  muse.  But  as  the 
edition  of  this  song,  as  given  by  Mr.  ^3cott,  differs  some- 
what, though  not  materially,  from  the  one  in  mv  posses- 
sion, which  I  consider  to  be  the  most  corrtK't,  because  I 
received  it  from  a  contemporary  and  one  of  her  most  In- 
timate friends  I  take  the  liberty  of  copying  it,  and 
tending  for  your  perusal.

"Thus,  Sir,  liavo  I  endcivoured  to  communicate  to  you 
a  few  narticulnrs  in  regard  to  Mm.  Cukburnu,  my  graud- 
aunt  (for  her  brother  was  father  to  my  mother),  and 
though  *thu  simple  annals*  of  a  private  Scotchwoman 
can  little  merit  your  attention,  I  am  not  without  hope  this 
short  narrative  may  iwradventuru  anniso  you,  and  beguile 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  from  the  precious  yet  laborious  time 
you  devote  so  much  to  public  utility. '  At  IohmI  it  gives 
me  an  o])portuiuty  of  otl'uring  you  my  res|>ectful  cuuipli- 
ments,  and  adding  that  1  havt)  the  Itonour  to  remain,

—  According  to  Ducange,  **  u- 
nexarc  "  is  "  adnectere,  adjungere.  Gall.  OMHtur; 
auod  pncscrtim  dicitur  de  ccclesiA  altcri  in  lab- 
Bidium  datil  et  annex&."     He  states  that  the  nb- 
Btantive  annexatio  bears  the  same  sense.    ilaMtt- 
tion  had  formerly  in  English  the  meaning  hot 
defined  by  Ducange ;  it  is  used  by  Robertson,  in 
his  History  of  England^  to  denote  the  secularitt* 
tion  or  appropriation  of  church  property  hf  the 
state ;  nnd  of  late  years  it  has  been  extended  to 
the  ad<iition   of  a  foreign  territory  to  a  state. 
Annexion  is  likewise  found  in  our  earlier  writexi, 
but  is  now  obsolete.    Annexation  does  not  occvr 
in  French  dictionaries,  but  annexion  is  used  in 
modem  French.  L. 

RoTAL  AcADiMT.  —  Has  it  not  escaped  nodes 
tliat  I860  is  the  centenary  of  the  first  exhibitiM 
of  paintings  by  modern  English  artists  ?  The  Ex* 
hibition  arose  iVom  certain  English  artitti,  owiBg 
to  the  popularity  of  the  pictures  at  theToundUiMi 
having  astociat^  themselTei  together  nndar  tM 
well-niown  Frank  Hay  man  as  onMniiaii,  to  try  to 
ettabliih  m  anniul  exhibition  of  woria  oT  nl 
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The  exhibttioD  of  1760  took  place  in  the  great 
room  of  the  Society  of  Art«,  then  located  in  tbe 
Strand.  There  wa«  no  charge  for  admission^  but 
the  catalogues  were  sixpeuce  each;  of  these  6532 
were  »old.  Allowing  for  the  same  catalogues  fre- 
quently doing  duty  more  than  once,  it  h  almost 
certain  that  at  that,  ihe  Grst  attempt  of  the  sort^ 
there  were  not  leen  than  10,000  visitors :  a  public 
want  was  being  evidently  supplied*  Among  the 
exhibitors  I  recognise  the  names  of  KuvnoIdH,  K. 
Wilson^  G.  Smith,  Coaway,  Cotes,  Highmore, 
Hay  in  an,  and  Sand  by  as  painters ;  Wilton  and 
RoubiUac  as  sculptors;  and  Hooker^  Strange^  and 
Woollett  as  engravers.    Bather  a  strong  coat !

Bbll0  in  TiiK  FiBtii  IsLANi^s* — In  the  Annab 
of  ike  PropagoHoK  of  the  Faith  for  March,  I860, 
ia  printed,  under  tbe  heading  of  "  Mbsions  of 
Ocefinlca,*'  a  letter  from  Father  Poupinel,  of  tbe 
Society  of  Mary,  to  M,  Vauthier,  Cure  of  Cond^- 
fur-Moir^on,  from  which  I  copy  ibe  following 
pataage:  — 

••  A  lew  words  reapectiDg  tho  Tong)an»  or  rather  Fidiian 
bell;  for  It  is  mAnufattured  in  the  Fidgi  laJands.  fbe 
Tongiaas  Uk«  cur  lells  very  well*  on  account  of  their 
ttroDg  ftiid  melodioua  TibrationA;  butt  for  Tuxi^t  of  froondr 
their  hdi  fa  fur  superion  Imngioe  the  trunlt  of  a  tree, 
three  or  four  feet  Jong,  ftlightly  bevelled  at  each  end,  nod 
hollowed  oat  in  tbo  form  of  a  trough.  It  b  placed  on 
tbe  ground  upon  Aumo  elastio  body^  generally  upon  a 
coil  of  rope ;  and  to  protect  it  fron/lbe  rain,  covered  by 
a  aort  of  roof.  When  ttiey  waul  to  give  the  signal  for 
divine  aervicc,  they  atrike  the  mouth  of  the  Mi  with  a 
mallet,  which  producer  a  sort  of  stifled  roar.  I  ebottid 
have  tboDgbt  that  it  could  only  be  hexLrd  1o  a  short  dis- 
tance ;  my  mistake  wiia  greaL  I'bere  are  laUtt  the  dlc- 
Uact  aonnd  of  which  may  be  heard  to  a  distance  of  twelve 
uxilea  when  the  air  ia  calm.  j\nil  yet  when  you  are  near 
it,  the  ftonod  ia  not  sufficiently  loud  to  startle  you  In  tbe 
least;  but  as  you  recede  it  t>ecomea  clearer,  more  niMd, 
and  harmonious.  When  you  go  to  a  vilUge  and  hear 
\isiulif  dcinot  judge  from  the  distJuctness  of  the  sound 
that  stnkea  your  ear  that  you  are  approacUing  the  place, 
for  you  may  l>e  roistak«n.  The  lalt  is,  thefufore,  the 
i^vourite  i&etrumeot  at  Tonga,  and  deservedly  so.  It  ia 
named  in  tbe  Mune  mauner  aa  we  give  names  to  our  bells. 
On  feut  days  the  Tongian  artists  perform  on  the  itdi 
peals  that  are  not  wanting  m  harmony.  They  rival  each 
other  in  ability  and  akitl,  and  are  doubtless  no  less  proud 
of  their  performance  than  our  belUrlugers  in  France.'* 

Flock  or  Stablings.— It  is  nearly  twenty-one 
years  ago  tbat  I  made  a  Note  of  the  following 
spectacle,  and,  as  I  have  never  seen  anything  like 
1%  since,  I  nifty  aa  well  nsk  you  to  record  it.  I  waa 
walking  one  afternoon  with  three  companions  on 
%  Dorsetshire  down,  when  we  saw^  at  the  distance 
of  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  us,  what  we  at 
first  look  to  be  the  smoke  of  a  lime-kiln,  or  of 
aonie  great  mass  of  burning  weeds;  but  it  aoon 
began  to  be  moved  in  a  much  more  rapid  manner 
than  the  state  of  the  wind  would  account  for,  and, 
iDstead  of  floating  away  like  smoke,  it  hovered 
orer  the  sjuue  place. 


After  some  little  observation  we  perceived  that 
it  waa  a  flock  of  starlings, — r^apw  vf^ot^  as  tho 
greiit  poet  of  nature  shortiy  and  accurately  de- 
Bcribes  their  mode  of  flight.  For  half  an  hour  we 
watched  their  evolutions  with  the  greatest  in- 
terest ;  and  indeed  I  have  seldom  seen  otiythln 
more  graceful  than  the  variety  of  their  motion 
f  umblmg,  and  rolling  over  in  the  air  in,  what 
might  call,  the  most  harmonious  confusion.  In 
fact,  as  they  ran  through  their  *•  muxes,"  I  know 
of  nothing  that  would  better  describe 

**  Their  wanton  h«ed,  and  giddy  cunning/' 

than   Milton^s   beautiftd   picture  of  the  melting 
voice,  — * 

"  Uatwi^ting  all  the  charms  that  tie 
The  hidden  soiii  of  harmony*" 

Sometimes  the  array  would  divide  itself  into 
two   parties^   which   would  fly   away   from   each 
other  in  opposite   directions,  as  if  wearied  witbi 
their  sport,  and  resolutely  determined  on  sep«-> ' 
ration  ;  and  then  tis  suddenly  wheel  and  reunite, 
continuing  their  gambols  still  more  heartily  after 
this  short  interruption.      Sometiuaes  they  would 
extend  themselves  in   single  file,  and  spread,  like 
a  mist,  over  the  broad  hill-top,  always  returning 
again  to  their  more  compuct  position,  in  which,  a|  I 
one  time,  they  gyrated  cylindrically,  like  &  water- 
spout, and,  at  another,  stretched  themselVes  out 
parallel  with  the  horizon,  yet  constantly  present- 
ing to  the  eye  a  centrid  black  spot,  or  pivot,  on 
which  they  turned.

Shaw,  the  Life  Guardsman  :  hm  CotnfTT, 
Notts,  —  In  The  Sconrifi^  of  the  White  Horse ^  p. 
J)7.,  under  tbe  year  1808»  is  tbe  following  :  **Two 
men  with  very  shiny  top-boots,  quite  gentlemen, 
from  London,  won  the  prize  for  backsword  plajr ; 
one  of  which  gentlemen  was  Shaw  the  Life 
Guardsman,  a  Wiltshire  man  himself  as  I  waa 
told,  who  afterwards  died  at  Waterloo  after  killing 
so  many  cuirassiers."  I  have  heard  from  several 
of  his  contemporaries  anecdotes  of  Shaw,  and  they 
were  always  coupled  with  the  statement  thnt  he 
was  a  Wollaton  man  ;  and  the  following  letter  in 
tbe  NoUingham  Review  of  Dec.  30»  185L^,  so  coin- 
cides with  other  porliculars  that  I  enclose  it  as 
authentic,  premising  that  *'Wyld'*  should  be 
**  Wild,"  that  the  Admiral  Rodney  is  at  Wollaton, 
and  that  I  here  are  two  other  paragraphs  in  the 
numbers  of  the  same  journal  for  Dec,  9  and  Dec, 
23:  —

Tine  HOOK  OK  COMMON  rUAYliU. 

At  tlin  couinionci'incnt  oi'  thu  reigns  of  James 
II.,  Wi|lium  aikI  Mary,  mid  Qucun  Anno,  it  was 
a  common  practice  to  insert  in  I'raycr-Hooks 
shcctft  or  leaves  containing  the  names  f>i'  the  s<>- 
vcrei(];n  uml  royal  i'amily.  in  the  first  year  of 
each  rc-i^n  a  new  edition  of  ilio  ISook  of  Common 
Trayer  for  churcln's  was  always  ijuhli9he<i ;  and 
as  the  sheets  and  cattdi-words  corresponded  with 
the  later  editions  of  tlic  previous  rei«{n,  the  sheets 
or  leaves  were  easily  procured.  Sometimes  the 
alterations  were  made  with  a  \Hit\  hy  the  piiroeliial 
clergyman ;  ut  other  times  sheets  or  leaves  were 
inserted.  Freipuntly,  however,  the  inseriionB 
were  only  partial,  and  thus  books  are  often  lound 
with  the  name  of  one  sovereign  in  one  ])art,  and 
the  name  of  the  preceding  sovereign  In  another. 

I  give  an  illiistrati<m  from  a  book  now  before 
me,  a  fi»Iio,  of  the  date  IG8fi,  the  Inst  edition  but 
one  of  the  reign  cd"  James  If.  In  the  Morning 
and  Kvening  J'rayer,  the  Communion  OlHce,  the 
Litany  and  Ordinal,  sheets  or  leaves  are  inserted 
with  the  names  of  William  and  Marv,  and  Anne, 
PrinccifH  of  Denmark.  In  short,  tiie  necessary 
changes  are  made  in  most  of  the  ] daces ;  yet  in  a 
few  they  are  not  made.  The  services  for  Nov.  5, 
Jan.  :U^  and  ^lay  21)  remain  unchanged.  The 
title,  which  siieeifies  four  state  services,  remains  : 
yet  the  Accession  Service  is  renjoved.  My  copy 
was  evidently  carefully  pre]mrcd  after  the  aeees- 
sion  of  William  and  Mary,  for  it  has  their  ciphers 
with  the  royal  crown  stam|K'd  on  the  back  and  on 
the  sides.  Tlie  volume  is  in  red  morocco,  and 
inuBt  have  been  used  in  one  of  the  royal  chapels. 

I  have  seen  yarious  books  more  or  less  altered 
bjr  insertioDs*    M/remarkB  if  ill  serve  to  explam 


the  irregularities  so  often  fimnd  in  books  of  Um 
reigns  ojf  Charles  II.,  James  II.,  and  William  III. 
The  practice,  indeed,  was  eontinuc<l  after  the  oc- 
ccssicm  of  George  1. 

I  shall  be  obliged  to  any  of  your  readers  who 
may  refer  me  to  a  copy  of  an  edition  of  the  Book 
of  Common  I'raycr,  12mo.,  black  letter,  lCt\5,  Ii 
this  edition  there  is  a  most  extraordiimry  supprci- 
sitm  of  rubrics.  Not  even  in  the  small  books  of 
the  reign  of  (jueen  Klixabeih  have  I  found  lo 
many  omissicms.  All  the  rubrics  at  the  com- 
mencement and  (dose  of  the  Communion  Offioi^ 
almost  all  in  the  Office  for  Haptism,  with  many  in 
the  rest  of  the  Occasional  Offices  and  in  the  Diilj 
Service,  are  altogether  suppressi'd. 

To  prevent  trouble,  I  may  mention  that  I  do 
not  wii»h  for  information  about  any  thin  edition  of 
that  or  any  other  year,  in  which  tho  Kpistles  lad 
(lospels  arc  suppressed.  Such  small  thin  editioM 
are  of  no  authority  whatever.  They  were  got  vp 
by  ])rinters,  and  were  intended  to  be  bound  wits 
Iiilde.4.

The  seal  bears  '*  On  a  cross  between  4  fl,-de* 
lys,  5  fl.-de-lys/'  The  shield  is  placed  betweea 
three  sprigs  of  something  resembling  the  hop,  and] 
round  the  whole  is  a  legend  broken  away  at  the 
top,  and  elsewhere  much  defaced.

I  purchased  it  at  tht  $ak  of  Gejot  de  Miuy*§ 
tfookM  and  MS  S.  far  the  mm  of  24t  llie  other  copies  are 
in  the  possession  of  the  Duke  of  Dcvoaihire,  in  the  library 
of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham,  and  in  the  Archio- 
oiscopal  library  at^ambetb.  [A  pencil  note  in  the  BriLish

your  corrcs|)onuent  Mr.  Va.n  Lkhnkp  will  bo  ho 
ffooti  ad  to  refer  to  it,  under  the  title  Nunlovicnm, 
I).  195.,  he  will  find,  not  indeed  an  account  of 
Dutch  BiblcM  printed  at  Norwich,  copies  of  which 
would  probably  only  be  found  in  Ilolhind,  but  of 
a  Dutch  metrical  version  of  the  IWms,  15(;8,  and 
n  small  calendar,  1570,  which  are  both  dated  at 
Norwich,  and  of  n  Dutch  version  of  the  New 
Testament,  with  tlie  annotations  of  M!U'h}ratU)i, 
ni\d  some  Dutch  sermons  of  Cornells  Adriaenssen 
van  Dordrecht,  which  two  latter  are  iiupposed  to 
have  issued  from  the  same  press.  These  four  rare 
works  arc  found  in  the  library  of  Trinity  College, 
Dublin ;  and  in  the  Bodleian  Library,  Oxford,  is 
ii  most  curious  broadside}  probably  unitpie,  con- 
taining; Certttyne  Vcrsis  writtenc  by  Thomatt  Brooke^ 
gftlenmn,  ^r.  jc.

Although  two  replies  have  been  given  to  the 
question  as  to  the  meaning  of  this  word^  and  the 
Hebrew  for  which  it  is  put  in  Exodus  ix.  31. ,  I 
think  more  might  be  said- 

t  First,  therefore,  with  reference  to  the  word 
Vy??,  Mr.  Buckton  very  unnecesaarily  assumes 
that  the  y  in  this  word  was  unprououneed,  as  in 
all  probability  it  was  a  strong  guttural,  and  in- 
deed as  iuoh  it  is  often  represented  by  g  in  the 
Septuagint  version.  On  thhi  account,  therefort, 
I  cannot  suppose  it  was  ever  written  /^2),  which 
not  idem  jufnans^  the  one  being  givol  and  the  other 
g'm7i  And  besides^  the  mutation  of  1  intou  is 
contrary  to  all  precedent  and  rule.  When  Ma. 
BucKTOx  can  produce  an  example  of  such  a 
change  I  shJl  feel  <ibU%<id  \.q  Vim^^  %aA  ^ojaafil'^ 
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80  when  he  proves  that  /^3^  is  derived  from  the 
same  root  as  the  Arabic  word  he  quotes.  It  may 
come  from  the  same  coiubination  of  letters,  but 
every  one  who  is  at  all  accustomed  to  study  t^iis 
subject  must  be  aware  that  very  often  words  alike 
in  lorm  are  not  alike  in 'origin.  This  is  extremely 
common  in  English,  as  may  be  shown  by  the  trite 
examples  of  box^  hooty  &c. 

I  tnerefore  regnrd  ^Ir.  Bucktow's  derivations 
as  all  mistaken.  There  is  some  doubt  about  the 
Egyptian  origin  of  /'V??,  the  third  letter  of  which 
was  not  to  be  found  in  the  language,  at  least  so 
wo  may  infer.  Tliere  is  doubt  also  in  reference 
to  the  derivation  proposed  by  Gesenius  from  y!?^, 
a  cup  or  bowl,  because  it  was  not  customary  for 
the  Hebrew  to  receive  7  as  an  addition  at  the  end 
of  words.  Ah  it  stands,  y)f2^  is  either  a  quadri- 
literal,  or  a  derivative  from  some  two  other  words. 
If  I  may  hazard  a  conjecture,  I  should  venture  to 
suggest  that  the  wonl  is  purely  Hebrew  (although 
it  occurs  in  the  Chuldee  of  the  Targums),  and  is 
from  the  forms  3?  and  ^y  or  n^y.  Now  let  us 
see  what  this  sug;;ests.  3i  pn)f>erly  denotes  any- 
thing round,  curved,  or  high,  usually  the  back, 
by  signifies  what  is  high,  and  the  verb  H^y  means 
iof^o  M/;,  to  grow  up^  &c.     Connect  the  two  ideas 

and  the  word  bysj  will  convey  the  meaning  of 
groicu  high,  j)robably  not  only  in  the  stalk,  but 
well  nigh  in  flower.  Written  more  fully  a  n  would 
atf-ach  to  each  of  the  component  parts  of  the  wonl. 
This  derivation  brings  the  word  within  the  com- 
mon circle  of  the  Shemitic  languageH,  all  of  whicfa^ 
have  its  constituents :  if  they  have  it  not  in  this 
form,  it  suggests  a  reasonable  meaning,  and  one 
which  agrees  with  some  of  the  ancient  versions 
and  contradicts  none  of  them. 

For  example  :  The  LXX.  have  "  producing 
seed,"  or  going  to  seed;  the  Lat.  Vulg.  "  protluc- 
ing  seed  vessels;**  the  Targuni  of  Onkelos  is  ex- 
plained to  signily  the  same  (the  word  1^7iy33  " 
used) ;  the  Samaritan  the  same ;  the  Arabic  the 
same;  the  Syriac  the  same,  although  obscure. 
These  ancient  versions,  Uy  which  the  Ethiopic,  &e. 
might  be  added,  all  convoy  the  idea  of  a  plant 
running  to  seed,  and  therefore  grown  up  and  in 
the  stalk.  The  word  by33  is  explained  by  Kimchi 
to  mean  the  stalk  o/Jiax,  By  many  it  is  under- 
stood of  the  seed-vessels,  or  the  stale  in  which 
they  are  produced ;  and  by  others,  as  Gesenius, 
of  the  flower.  The  true  meaning  ap[)ears  to  be 
that  of  grown  up. 

And  now  witu  respect  to  the  word  boUed.  Its 
form  is  allied  to  ball^  bowl^  buUace ;  bulla,  bohu ; 
boUe ;  bcl,  in  English,  Latin,  German,  Dutch,  and 
simiUr  words  in  varioua  other  languages.  But  it 
IB  not  certain  that  this  is  iti  derivation ;  Johnion 
Mys,  "^BoU,  to  riae  in  a  BtiUk,**  Md  in  the  Swe- 


dish, bcH  occurs  in  Isa.  vi.  13.  for  the  item  of  1 
tree.  The  question  then  is,  are  we  to  undenind 
6o//«Jas*'inseed*'or*'iii/Ae«tattf**  I  im  «. 
clined  to  the  latter,  and  believe  that  the 
lators  used  a  word  which  agreed  exactly  with  thi 

derivation  above  suggested  for  the  Hebrew  !4Q} 
which,  like  this,  only  occurs  once  in  tJie  calii 
Bible. 

Excuse  the  length  of  this  Note,  hut  the  nljat 
is  both  curious  and  suggestive,  and  its  diicuni 
will  perhaps  throw  light  on  a  remarkable jmm 
of  Scripture.

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RAXLAifDS :  Mistakes  jv  vlekotsq  Old  Docu- 
MRNT8  (2°^  S.  ix.  244.) — Your  correspondent's 
ingenuity  in  "wrestling**  with  the  dimculty  of 
giving  a  meaning  to  raxUnds  is  wortliy  of  all 
praise,  but  it  only  adds  another  to  the  ten  thou- 
sand instances  of  how  such  difficulties  arise  from 
want  of  familiarity  with  the  characters  formerly 
used  in  written  documents.  To  one  familiar  with 
them,  the  characters  interpreted  raxlinds  would 
doubtless  convey  the  meanmg  of  captives^  which 
explains  itself.  It  is  worth  knowing,  and  may 
save  some  trouble  to  tyros  in  palnsography,  that 
many  of  the  characters  in  use  a  century  or  two 
back  are  identical  with  those  used  in  modern 
German  handwriting,  csjJecially  c,  p,  r,  /,  s.  The 
old  e  somewhat  resembles  the  modem  English  e 
turned  backwards  wajr,  and  so  might  easily  be  mis- 
taken for  d  in  writmg.  A  curious  instance  of 
mistake  from  the  cause  alluded  to  happened  not 
long  ago  to  myself.  A  medical  friend  consulted 
me  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  word  mictors,  which 
occurred  in  a  printed  medical  work,  in  a  quota- 
tion from  a  MS.  of  Dr.  Willoughby.  We  started 
several  brilliant  conjectures  about  it,  all  equally 
near  the  truth,  which,  on  consulting  the  MS.  it- 
self, turned  out  to  be  not  any  **  terrors  of  the 
night,**  but  simply  auctors,  i.  c.  authors.  I  enclose 
tracings  from  parish  documents  of  tlie  year  1()41 
for  the  satisfaction  of  your  Querist,  which  he  may 
havo  on  application.  J.  Eastwood, 

Spltktbr-bar  (2"-"  8.  ix.  177.)  — The  old  form 
of  the  word  pointed  out  by  Jatuer,  spintrec'har^ 
loaves  little  doubt  as  to  the  true  construction. 
The  splinter-bar  is  the  part  of  the  carriage  to 
which  the  traces  are  fastened.  Now  the  term  for 
fastening  draught  cattle  to  the  carriage  is  in  Ger- 
man tpajuien,  Sw.  gpanna^  and  in  Old  English 
gpanff,  Atteler,  to  spang^  yoke,  or  fasten  a  horse, 
ox,  &c.  to  a  plough  or  cliariot  (Cotgrave).  The 
spiiitree^  then,  is  the  tree  or  bar  to  which  the 
draught  cattle  arc  spanned.  The  word  is  extant 
in  Danish  imder  the  form  speendefra,  which  is 
applied  in  some  parts  to  a  wcavcr^s  stick,  and  in 
others  to  a  pair  of  rafters.  H.  Wedgwood. 

Carnival  (2"*  S.  ix.  107.)  —  There  is  no  evi- 
dence that  St.  Ambrose  made  any  alteration  in 
the  term  of  Lent :  he  speaks  of  it  as  already  esta- 
blished, and  a.^signs  as  a  reason  for  its  consisting 
of  forty- two  days,  that  such  was  the  number  of 
stations  of  the  Israelites  in  passing  from  Egypt  to 
the  promised  land  [Numb,  xxxiii.  1^-49.]  (Serra. 
xxxii.,  Ambr.  Op.  v.  22.  B).  He  excepts,  how- 
ever, Sundays  and  Saturdays  (Serm.  xxvi.  Op.  v. 
17.  C).  Such  was  the  practice  at  Milan  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  century.  The  practice  at  Rome 
at  the  end  of  the  sixth  century  is  described  by 
Gregory  the  Great,  also,  as  consisting  of  forty- 
two  days,  but  from  which  six  Sundays  were  de- 
dncted,  leaving  not  more  than  thirty-six  days  of 


fasting  (HomiL  in  Ecang,  i.  IG.).  It  was  onlv  in 
the  papacy  of  Gregorv  II.  (who  died  a.d.  731) 
that  four  days  were  added  to  the  thirty-siz,  by 
commencing  the  fast  ou  Asli- Wednesday  (Guc- 
ricke,  ArUitj.  Ch,  Ch.^  s.  24.).  In  the  early  agci 
of  the  Christian  Church  there  was  much  varisnce 
as  to  the  time  and  manner  of  keeping  Lent  (JSozom* 
vii.  c.  19.).  (See  Bingham,  1.  xxi.  c  1.)  On  the 
whole,  the  practice  at  Milan  is  of  far  ffreaicr  anti- 
quity than  that  of  Rome.  T.  J .  Bdcktoh.

It  is  not  ri^ht  to  say  that  the  '*  privilege  "  re* 
ferred  to  by  Veen  a  was  "  granted  to  them  (the 
Milanese)  by  St.  Ambrose." 

The  fact  is  thu;*.  Anciently  there  were  hot 
thirty-six  fasting  days  in  Lent.  Gregory  the 
Great  ordained  that  the  season  of  Lent  uiould  be 
lengthened  by  four  days,  in  order  to  make  up  tbe 
full  Quadragesima  of  fasting  days.  In  conse- 
quence of  tnat  ordinance  the  beginning  of  Lent 
was  thrown  back  four  days,  the  first  of  which,  the 
Dies  Cinerum,  was  to  be  observed  with  peculiir 
solemnity.  The  ]Milancse,  staimch  to  their  pro- 
fession of  **  noi  Ambro^iani,**  have  not  accepted 
the  Gregorian  prolongation  of  the  season  of  Lent. 
It  was  generally  accepted  throughout  the  rest  of 
Western  Christendom  at  the  commencement  of 
the  thirteenth  century.  W.  C

hobby.  Hearing  of  a  discovery  of  Tourmaline  at 
Bovey  (a.  village  between  Ashburton  and  Chud- 
leigh),  I  hastened  to  the  spot.  It  was  late  at 
night  when  I  arrived,  but  I  at  once  went  to  Far- 
mer Ellis ;  and  before  I  left  him  I  bargained  for 
and  brought  away  with  me  some  magnificent 
cryritals,— one  was  of  the  size  of  my  wrist.  Profes- 
sional business  compelled  me  to  leave  Bovey  for 
my  home  very  early  the  next  morning,  and  I  was 
in  consequence  prevented  from  seeing  the  "wall** 
which  had  been  built  of  masses  of  the  crystals, 
and  I  learnt  very  soon  afterwards  that  the  whole 
had  disappeared  (dealers  and  mineralogists  having 
quickly  availed  themstelves  of  the  discovery),  and 
I  believe  no  other  crystals  have  been  since  found. 
On  leaving  Devonshire  for  London,  thirty  years 
ago,  I  parted  with  my  collection,  which  I  assure 
you  I  have  ever  since  regretted.  The  crystals 
were  black  as  jet ;  there  are  some  of  them  in  the 
British  Museum.

T.  Olivers  also  composed  an  liymn  on  tlie  "  Last 
Judgment**  btifore  the  year  1759  to  the  same 
tune,  commencing  "  Come  immortal  King  of 
Glory,**  of  twenty  verses,  printed  at  Leeds  ^no 
date),  pp.  8.  Some  years  later  he  enlarged  this 
hymn  to  thirty-six  vcrsoH,  with  Scripture  proofs 
in  the  margin.  Both  these  tracts  are  before  the 
writer;  the  first  edition  U  of  extreme  rarity. 

Mr.  Olivers  is  author  of  four  hymns — an  **  Elegy 
on  John  Wesley,**  and  the  tune  to  the  Judgment 
Hymn.

The  men  were  not  only 
decked  out  with  huge  pigtails  \\\  tin  cases  var- 
nished black,  but  all  the  back  part  of  the  head 
was  plastered  with  some  combination  of  flour  and 
grease^  and  most  unsightly  and  uncomfortable  the 
wearers  looked. 

I  apprehend  we  are  indebted  to  the  musical 
taste  of  the  Duke  of  Kent  for  setting  the  example 
for  improving  military  bands:  for  this  one  be- 
longing to  the  Royals  was  of  a  very  superior  class 
to  the  general  character  of  military  bands  of  the 
time,  so  far  as  correct  performsnce  of  good  music 
was  contrerned.

Ctffhn :  An  Account  oftht  iMland,  PhgtietU,  IliMtorical, 
and  Topographical ;  with  Nolutn  n^  iU  A'alural  UUtoiy, 
Antiquities,  and  Produetim*.  By  Sir  J.  Emerron  Tennent, 
K.C.S.  &f.  lilustmted  hy  Maps,  Phtns,  and  Drawings. 
Fourth  Edition.  Thorou'phly  rnited,  2  vols.  flvo.  (Long- 
man &  Co.) 

A  very  cursory  glance  at  these  volumes  suffices  to  ex- 
plain how  it  is  that  in  littlo  more  than  four  months  from 
the  date  of  their  first  publicatioa,  a  fourth  edition  has 
not  only  been  callcil  for,  but  as  wo  are  assured  has  also 
been  woU  nigh  exhausted.  Sir  Emerson  Tcnnenf,  in 
undertaking  to  give  us  a  history  of  Oylon,  imposed  u|H)n 
himself  a  toslc  for  which  ho  is  peculiarly  titted.  Having 
occupied  for  some  years  an  important  position  in  the 
idand,  ho  had  tho  best  possible  opportunity  of  making 
himself  arquainted,  by  personal  observation,  with  all  that 
it  contains  most  doAcrviug  of  attention  either  In  its  phy- 
sical aspect  or  soirial  condition.  But  being  moreover  a  ripe 
and  accomplished  scholar,  he  was  enableil  to  test  and  com- 
plate  his  own  observations  and  remarks  by  comparing  tlieni 
with  tho  best  anthuritics  extant  upon  the  subject.

of  his  very  intcrestin;^  work  to  the  friend! v  Nupervis.ion 
of  men  peculiarly  eminent  in  the  several  branches  of 
literature  or  science  on  which  he  desired  thai  his  views 
should  be  confirmed  by  higher  authority.  It  is  scarrelv, 
therefore,  to  be  wondered  at,  if  our  author  has  completely 
exhaustuii  hi.i  »ubjei  t,  and  produced  a  work  c.ilculiited 
not  only  to  interest  the  othnolngist,  tho  naturalist,  and 
the  student  of  antlqniticH,  but  from  the  novelty  and  va- 
riety of  the  subjects  discussed  in  it,  and  from  the  agree- 
able style  in  which  they  are  treated,  to  nmko  tho  book 
a  favourite  with  the  general  reader,  and  secure  it  a 
permanent  place  in  the  literature  of  the  country.  AVo 
ought  to  a<ld  that  the  work  is  profusely  illustriiti-d  with 
wtKHlcuts  and  maps|  is  enriched  with  a  capital  Index; 
and  that  tho  author  is  scru[)ulously  careful  in  giving  his 
authorities.

In  the  beiiiiining  of  June  James  discovered 
lh»t  the  mere  fact  of  \m  being  a  Frotestnnt  was 
sufficient  to  cjKposehUu  to  the  risk  of  u&sassination. 
Information  was  receive  J  of  the  capture  of  a 
priest  naineil  Gwynn,  who  had  been  taken  at  sea 
ty  a  Captain  Fisher,  and  bad  confessed  to  his 
emptor  I  hut  his  iutentioo  in  coming  to  I^ii^lund 
was  to  murder  the  kinj;»*  Gwynn  was  sent  up  to 
London,  «nJ,  upon  confession  of  his  gudt,  wits 
coramttted  to  the  Tower.f 

Hosny,  who  was  ut  that  time  in  England  on  a 
fpccial  mission  from  the  French  king,  informed 
his  master  that  the  effect  of  this  discovery  upon 
James's  mind  was  considerable^  and  that  he  re- 
tor  ned  to  it  a^ain  and  again  in  conversation. 

This  feeling  of  insecurity  had  not  time  to  wear 
off  before  the  discovery  of  Watson's  plot  threw 
James  a^ain  into  a  state  of  great  anxiety*  The 
evidence  obtained  of  this  conspiracy,  which  is  now 
no  longer  a  mystery,  was  enough  to  shake  him 
in  his  purpose,  as  it  showed  tbat  ereu  ihe  priests 
of  the  anti- Jesuit  parly  were  ready  on  very  insuf- 
ficient grounds  to  enter  into  plots  against  llie 
gOTemment. 

The  kln^  told  the  French  ambassador  that  he 
liad  been  kind  to  the  Catholics,  and  h»d  admitted 
Ibem  to  his  courr,  and  even  into  his  councd*  He 
had  even  ordered  that  the  recusftncy  fines  should 
be  levied  upon  tl^em  no  longer,  but  in  spite  of  this 
Ihey  were  seeking  his  life.  Beauinout  answered 
tli4t  the  conspirators  were  exceptions  amcngai  a 
gtnerally  loyul  body ;  and  that  if  liberty  qf  con- 
science were  to  be  withlieh!,  lie  would  hardly  be 
able  to  put  a  stop  to  similar  plots.J:  James  said 
that  he  would  think  the  matter  over. 

The  result  seems  to  have  been  a  delermination 
to  l|pau*e  the  laity>  but  to  put  in  execution  ihe  laws 
minst  the  priests.  About  tlie  middle  of  July 
tSc  principal  Roman  Caihtjlic  laymen  were  in* 
formed,  that,  as  long  as  they  continued  to  behave 
Well  to  the  state,  the  tines  would  not  be  exacted.  §

I  have  referred  to  this  as  if  it  were  part  of  a 
decided  policy*  It  will  be  seen  that  ihere  is  no 
actual  discrepancy  between  this  aod  the  promise 
to  the  Catholics  given  by  the  Council,  even 
though  the  judges  nre  directed  to  put  in  force 
the  laws  against  recusants.  For  the  jud^e*s  part 
consiisted  in  convicting  of  recusancy,  and  in  re* 
turning  the  name  of  the  recusant  into  the  Exche- 
quer. It  thi-Tetbre  still  rested  with  the  govern- 
ment to  determine  whether  any  fine  should  be 
levied  in  consequence  of  the  conviction.  They 
may  have  wished  to  have  complete  lists  of  recu- 
sants, so  as  to  keep  the  fines  suspended  over  their 
heads  in  case  of  any  disloyalty  appearing. 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  king  may  have 
agreed  to  the  instructions  before  the  promise 
given  by  the  council.  The  date  of  July  22od 
would  probably  be  appended  after  the  paper  was 
fairly  copied  out.  The  day  on  which  it  was  con- 
sidered by  the  council,  or  presented  for  the  king's 
approval,  would  be  rather  earlier.  ^luy  it  not  be 
that  it  was  prepared  immediately  after  the  first 
discovery  of  Watson^s  plot^  at  the  linie  when,  ac- 
cording to  BeanniontT  the  king  was  still  uncertain 
as  to  tlxe  cour:3e  which  he  was  to  pursue  ;  that  the 
king,  influenced  by  lieauniont^s  arguments,  or- 
dered the  council  to  declare  his  favourable  in- 
tentions to  the  Catholic  laity*  but  that  Cecil,  who 
was  no  friend  to  the  priests,  scut  off  the  instruc- 
tions as  they  stood.  He  would  know  that  they 
were  not  actually  oppo,sed  to  the  promises  whirh 
had  been  given,  and,  as  the  greater  part  of  the 
-paper  apn4?ars  to  be  a  mere  copy  of  iijstructions 
given  in  Elizabeth's  reign,  might  think  himself  jui-

From  the  farther  ilisclosures  made  by  the  pri- 
soners concerned  in  Watson's  plot,  the  govern- 
ment learned  that  the  conspiracy  which  had  just 
been  detected  formed  tho  smallest  ])art  of  the  dan- 
gers to  which  they  wi*re  exposed.  Wataon  him- 
self dednreii  that  he  was  certain  the  Jesuits  had 
been  engageil  in  an  undertaking,  of  the  ]>recise 
nature  of  which  he  was  ignorant-,  but  which  was 
in  Bome  way  connected  with  hopes  of  a  Spanish 
invasion.  Sncli  a  plot  in  such  hands  would  be 
likely  to  be  more  skilfully  ('ondncted  than  the  one 
which  had  just  failed.  At  the  same  time  strong 
suspicions  arose  that  the  ambassador  from  the 
Archdukes,  and  such  men  as  Cobham  and  Kaleigh, 
were  implicated  in  if. 

Just  at  the  time  when  James  might  well  have 
felt  anxious,  a  letter  arrived  from  Sir  Thomas

Is  it  not  possible  tint 
rents  accruing  from  the  two  former  sources  cencd

There  are  a  fevr  inaccuracies  in  Lord  Wood- 
bouseleif'i  account  of  poor  Andrew  Macdonald* 
whose  biography  would  indeed  aild  nnolber  paiu«^ 
i"ul  chapter  to  the  Calaniiries  of  Authors.  He  wat 
indebted  for  hifi  education^  not  to  *^the  gnod  circum- 
stances *'  of  his  father ;  but  to  Bi^ihop  Forbes  of  Rosi 
and  Ciiithness.  The  Bishop  wae  warmly  attached  to 
the  interesLa  of  the  hoiiee  (if  Stuart  \  &»<!,  accord- 
in  «jlyj  when  Prince  Charles  Edward,  in  September, 
1745,  descended  from  the  Ilighlandy,  he  joined  a 
fsnmll  party  of  friencli«,  who  ndvanced  to  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Stirling,  in  order  to  pay  their  respects^ 
to  the  representative  of  him  whom  they  were  still  , 
intlined  to  honour  lu  their  sovereign.  This  led  to 
the  imprisotiment  of  the  Bishop  until  after  the 
suppression  of  the  uofortunaLc  ristog  accomplished 
by  the  victory  gained  at  Culloden.  The  father  of 
young  Macdonahl  waa  also  from  princtf»le  a  friend 
to  the  Stuart  family  ;  and  when  the  deprived  pre- 
late difcovered  in  the  son  of  the  honest  gardener 
a  genius  above  mediocrity,  lie  contributed  tiolk 
by  advice  and  assistance  to  procure  him  a  liberal 
education.  It  waa  durinjj  his  residence  at  Glas- 
gow that  Andrew  Macdonald  published  anony- 
mously The  Intlepcttdent,  a  novel,  2  vola,  12iiio« 
1784.  On  reacbinir  the  metropolis  bis  literary 
abilities  couid  only  obtain  for  liiin  a  preearioua 
siibaiatence.  Under  the  signature  of  Matthew 
Bramble,   be    contiib\Lted  tci  \3aa  ^^^i  \&»«vi 
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lively,  t:ntirical,  and  liuinornus  ])iocc9.  His  tra- 
gedy, Vimnnda^  was  acted  at  the  llayniarket  on 
Sept.  5,  1787.  (ienest  {Ui«tory  of  the  SVi*(e,  vi. 
455.),  after  ^iviiij^  a  brief  n<>tico  of  the  charac- 
ter?, spcaka  of  it  as  **  a  motlerate  tra;re<ly ;  soine 
parts  of  it  are  very  ;rc><>d,  and  tlic  whole  of  it 
would  have  been  bcLtoi*,  if  it  had  been  written  in 
three  aut-s«,  with  the  oniissitni  of  AUretla."  The 
Prologue  was  spoken  by  Mr.  licnsley,  and  the 
Kpilo^riic  (written  by  Mr.  Mackenzie)  by  Mrs. 
Kcnible.  The  Dnuiuitix  Peruana:  —  JV/f/i,  Koth- 
say,  Mr.  KemUe.  Melville,  *Mr.  Dannister,  jun. 
Duudorc,  Mr.  liensley.  liarnard,  Mr.  Aiekin. 
Women^  Vimonda,  Mrs.  Jvernble.  Alfn'da,  Miss 
Wooli?ry,  17H7;  I^Irs.  Hrooks,  17M8.  Scene  ^i\ 
baron*s  casth*  and  its  environs,  on  the  borders  of 
England  and  Scothmd. 

Vimonda  was  printed  in  178S,  Svo.  In  the 
Advertisement,  Macd<inald  states,  that  "  in  the  re- 
presentation several  [)as.sa;^es  are  left  out,  and 
some  variations  made,  for  which  the  author  is  ob- 
li;;ed  to  the  jud}j:inent  and  good  taste  of  Mr. 
Colman.  They  are  not,  however,  distinguished, 
as  they  will  easily  be  perceived,  and  their  pro- 
priety acknowledged,  by  persons  ac([nainted  with 
the  nature  of  stage  ellect." 

Poor  Macdonahl,  after  strugi»ling  with  great 
distress,  died  iit  his  lodgings  in  Kentish  Town,  on 
August  22,  1790,  in  the  thirty- third  year  of  his 
age,  leaving  a  wife  and  infant  in  a  state  of  ex- 
treme in«ligen(?e.  In  171)1,  Mr.  Murray  published 
his  AfiscelUmeous  Worhs^  including  four  dramatic 
pieces :  1.  The  Princess  of  Tarento,  a  Comedy  in 
two  acts.  2.  Love  and  Loyalty,  an  opera.  3. 
The  Fair  Apostate,  a  Tragedy.  4.  Vimonda,  a 
Tragedy.  Tne  volume  also  oont^iins  those  i)ro- 
ductions  which  had  appeared  under  tlie  signature 
of  Matthew  Bramble,  Kstj.,  with  various  other 
compositions.

"BURNING  OUT  TIIK  OLD  YKAH.'» 

A  practice  which  may  l»c  worth  noting  came 
under  my  observation  at  the  town  of  Higgar  (in 
the  upper  ward  of  Lanarksliire)  on  3 1st  De- 
cember last.  It  has  been  there  customary  from 
time  immemorial  among  the  inhabitants  to  cele- 
brate what  is  called  "  burning  out  the  oM  year." 
For  this  puqwse  during  the  day  of  the  Slst  a 
large  quantity  of  fuel  is  collected,  consisting  of 
branches  of  trees,  brushwood,  and  coals,  and 
placed  in  a  heaj)  at  the  "  Cross,"  and  about  nine 
o'clock  at  night  the  lighting  of  the  fire  is  com- 
menced, Hurroun<led  by  a  crow«l  of  oidookers, 
who  each  thinks  it  a  duty  to  cast  into  the  flaming 
mass  some  additional  portion  of  material,  the 
whole  becoming  suificicnt  to  maintain  the  fire  till 
next  or  New  Year's  Day  morning  lar  advanced. 
Firei  iire  also  kindled  on  the  adjacent  hilli  to  odd 
to  the  imporUnee  of  the  occasion. 


So  far  as  I  could  learn  a  belief  yet  partiallr 
exists  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  which 
seems  some  wreck  of  the  ancient  superstition,  that 
it  is  "  uncanny  *'  to  give  out  a  light  to  any  one 
on  Xew  Year*s  Day  morning,  and  therefore,  if 
the  house  fire  has  been  allowctl  to  b«.'Comc  extin- 
guished, recoHrse  nmst  be  had  to  the  embers  of 
the  pile.  Thif,  with  feelings  of  a  joyous  nature, 
account  for  the  maintenance  of  the  lire  up  to  i 
certain  time  of  New  Year's  Day. 

Others  of  the  better  informed  class  of  the  io- 
habitants,  who  have  considered  the  tpiestion  of 
these  fires  so  long  ))erpetunted  in  town  aul 
country,  appear  to  think  ihein  of  a  much  deeper 
origin  than  any  of  our  once  ]K>pul:ir  witchcraft's 
and  do  not  hesitate  to  ascribe  them  as  the  relici 
of  Pag.in  or  of  Druidical  rites  uf  the  dark  dfn; 
perhaps  to  a  perithl  as  remote  as  that  of  the  iM- 
taine  fires,  the  change  of  circumstances  having 
now  altered  those  fires,  both  as  to  the  particoUr 
season  of  year  of  their  celei)ration,  and  of  Uieir 
various  religious  forms.  There  is  said  to  be 
traces  on  the  neighbouring  hills  which  itrongiT 
countenance  the  opinion  being  held  of  such  imui- 
tive  usages  and  ceremonies  having  prevaileil. 

liigirar,  although  still  only  a  snudl  town,  is  of 
very  high  historical  anti<|uity.*  Near  it  ran  tlie 
Roman  Way  passing  on  to  Carlisle,  remsiu  of 
which  are  occasionally  dug  up  in  fields  and  motiei 
Within  the  town,  crossing  a  small  rivulet,  eziftU

AUCHBISllOP  KING'S  BURIAL. 
C1«S.  vii.430.;  2^^  S.  i.  148.) 

William  King,  D.I>.,  Archbishop  of  BuoHdi 
was  interred^  in  tbe  year  1729,  in  the  churchyard 
of  Donnybrook,  near  Dublin  (on  the  north  side, 
as  he  bad  directed  in  bis  lifetime)  ,■  but  no  monu- 
ment or  other  memorial  of  hi  in  who  was  so  brij^ht 
an  ornament  of  the  Irish  Church  can  mnt  be  dis- 
covered in  that  locality.  Having  lately  met  with 
some  particulars  of  his  death  liiid  burial  in  an  old 
and  very  curious  Irish  newspaper,  tbe  Zhtblin  In' 
teliigence  (sundry  numbers  of  which  are  preserved 
in  tliM  library  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society,  in  one 
volume  fulio,  dtting^  from  7th  January,  172^,  to 
laih  November,  1731),  I  think  it  well  to  send 
two  or  three  extracts,  which,  I  have  no  <loubfc, 
will  prove  interesting:  to  many  rejider*  of "  N.  h 
Q.'*  The  Dublin  IuielligeHC9  may  indeed  be  pro- 
nounced '*  a  scarce  publication." 

The  following  paragraph  is  frouft  the  ti umber 
for  10th  May,  1729:  — 

'*  The  town  [Dublin]  is  almost  as  if  ^general  calamHy 
had  happened,  so  deeply  is  the  loss  taken,  by  our  cttizeasi 
of  the  Most  Reverend  Father  in  God  Wm.  King,  Lord 
ArehbUhop  of  Dublin,  Frtmate  and  Metropohtan  of  alt 
Ireland,  who  died  at  4  o'clock  thii  afternoon  [8th  m^LJ 
at  hia  Palace  of  Su  Sepulchre's,  in  a  very  advanced  age, 
Iroly  lamented  by  Ihoee  who  were  »  bappy  aa  to  be  of 
bie  Lordiihip't  acquaintance,  or  came  to  the  knowledge  of 
hie  many  virtaee,  having  all  the  good  qaalities  neceeaary 
for  making  the  greatest  figure  in  life,  the  beit  \»«trlot^ 
traeit  friend  to  Ms  Qo\m\.t3,^  X^^ftuwieX  ».V»Bfl^^'^^o»iv\?iv 
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fsreat  piety,  nnd  profound  learning.  ITe  died  m  he  lired, 
ai  a  Mint,  leaving  bis  pomessiona  .mottly  to  be  distri- 
buted for  charitable  uaei^  and  but  little  more  than  bia 
coach  and  cattle  to  defray  the  expends  of  his  funeral  so- 
lemnity  This  evening  ][  1 0th  inst.]  at  4  o'clock 

the  corps  of  his  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Dublin  is  to  be 
interrM,  according  to  his  desire,  at  Donncbrookc,  a  little 
pleasant  village  about  a  milo  from  this  city,  in  a  tomb 
prepared  for  that  purpose,  under  the  direction  and  ma- 
nagement of  Will.  Hawkins,  ICsn.,  our  King-at-Arms. 
Nothing  has  been  heard  hardly  lor  these  two  days  past 
but  laments  for  his  loss,  he  being  in  the  publick  opinion 
the  best  friend  to  this  nation  that  ever  enjoy*d  such  a 
dignity  in  it.  Tin  talk*d  that  he  will  be  succee<ied  by 
the  Bishop  of  Killmore,  or  Derry,  gentleni^  of  excellent 
characters,  both  for  piety  and  learning.  [His  successor 
was  John  Hoadley,  I). I)..  Hishop  of  Ferns  and  Leighlin.3 
His  Grace  was  83  years  old  and  11  days." 

In  the  number  for  the  13th  instant  is  the  follow- 
ing information :  — 

«*  Saturday  night  last  the  remains  of  our  ArchBp.  was 
interrM  nt  Doncbrooke,  in  a  very  decent  though  plain 
manner,  l)eing  arcompanvM  thither  by  most  of  our  nobi- 
lity and  gentry,  and  thousands  of  our  citizens.  The  corps 
was  put  above  2  foot  under  water,  in  a  grave  9  foot  deep, 
over  which  we  hear  a  monument  will  be  erected." 

And  in  the  number  for  15th  August,  1730: — 

"On  Tuesday  last  died  the  Rev»  Dr.  Ducat  [Robert 
Dongatt,  M.A.,  who,  having  been  appointed  to  the  arch- 
deaconry of  Dublin  in  1715,  rejiigneil  it  in  171J>  for  the 
precontorship  of  St.  Patrick's  Cathedrnll  nephew  to  the 
late  A.Bp.  of  Dublin,  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
fee.  And  on  Thursday  night  last  ho  was  interiM  at 
Donncbroke,  with  his  uncle,  where,  'tis  said,  a  stately 
monument  will  be  erected  over  them." 

I  have  no  means  of  knowing?  whether  the  monu- 
ment was  erected;  but  certain  I  am  that  for  ni.iny 
years  past  it  has  not  been  forthcoming,  and  that 
the  exact  position  of  Archbi^hon  King's  grave 
cannot  now  be  <nHPovered.  His  burial,  and  that 
of  »» Robert  Doiigket,  Lnte  AD.,"  are  duly  re- 
corded in  the  parish  register  of  Donnybrook.

An  earlier  instance  than  has  yet  been  no- 
ticed in  *'  N.  &  Q/'  of  the  use  of  lines  to  indi- 
cate tinctures,  l&  to  be  found  in  AVeever*s  Ancient 
PitneruU  Momimenh  within  the  itnited  Monarchic  of  | 
Great  Britainey  Irehnd^  and  the  Itandn  adjacent^ 
London,  1*>3L  —  eighteen  yeiurs  before  the  txecu- 
tion  of  King  Charles  L  I  enclose  some  example! 
(p.  84 L)  :  the  arms  of  Robt^rt  Lord  Scales.  It  Is 
curious  that  on  the  same  page  the  tinctures  are 
indicated,  in  some  cases  throughout^  in  others

Bavin  (2"*  8.  ix.  25,  110.)  — Another  example 
of  its  use  is  to  be  found  in  the  dedication  of  Hey- 
lin*s  Sermon*  mi  the  Parable  of  the  Tarei^  4to.

teeth,*'  I  recollect  to  have  «een  somewhere  a  con- 
Biilcrable  nrgument  about  **a  wet  sheet  luid  u 
flowiiin;  sea,"  with  a  suggestion  that  it  ought  to  be 
a  follmeing  tea.  Some  of  your  uon- nautical 
readers  may  requite  to  be  told»  or  at  lea^t  re- 
minded, that  the  sheet  in  question  is  not  the  sail 
itself  (they  umy  have  seen  sails  wetted  or  Reeled 
in  light  airs r  to  make  them  hold  wind)^  but  the  rope, 
or  rather  tackle,  by  which  the  sail  or  its  boom  is 
** hauled  in"  or  "eased  off"  as  the  wind  is  less  or 
more  favourable.  A  fore  and  aft  mainsail^  when 
the  vessel  i^  going  right  belbre  the  wind^  is  eased 
off  as  much  as  possible ;  and  then  on  every  lull  of 
the  wind  the  sheet  drops  into  the  waves,  and  be- 
comes wet,  —  then  you  have  "a  wet  stheet,"  You 
seem  to  be  disposed  to  construe  a  "flowing  sea" 
into  a  favovring  tide^  but  I  fear  this  will  draw  as 
largely  on  poeticid  licence  as  leaving  Old  England 
on  the  lee,  when  leaving  it  with  a  wind  at  least 
abaft  the  beam.

leilfTc.  rrhe  boi*k  to  whii:!i  he  albjHes  anpeared 
in  1652  under  the  title  of  Sdect  Mmicall  Aijre9  I 
and  Dhdo^nrs.  It  wivs  put  forLb  liy  John  Plavford, 
and  rontiimed.  besides  Ijavve^'a  sonirs,  compositions 
bv  Johti  WiLson^  Mus.  Doe.;  Chttrlea  Column,  Muf. 
Doc,;  William  Webb,  Robert  Johnscm,  Nicholii«< 
Liutearc,  John  Tiiylor^  and  ^Ir,  Cte^nr*  Enbirired 
c<btif<n'?  of  it  appeui-ed  in  1653  and  1659.)  Lawea'B 
first  bot^k  o^  Ayrei  was  followe<l  by  a  ^eond  ia 
1655,  anrl  a  third  in  1658.  To  the  6rst  book 
were  prefixed  vorises  by  Wjilk-r,  Eilward  and 
John  Phillijis  (Milton's  nephew^)*  John  Cobb, 
Francis  Fiiieh,  W' illiam  Barker,  T.  Norton,  and 
John  Carwarrlen  ;  to  the  second,  similar  cons  po- 
sitions by  Kaiherine  Philips  ("the  malchlesa 
Orinda"),  Mary  Kni*rht  (one  of  the  com  poser's.  ' 
pupil>).  Dr.  John  Wdson,  hr.  Charles  Colman, 
nml  John  Berkonhead  ;  the  ^hird  bein|r  u.^hered 
ill  by  a  poem  of  about  150  lines  by  Horatio 
JToore.  But  in  neither  of  the  three  booky  did 
Milton*B  sonnet  appear.  This,  however,  was  not 
because  it  bad  been  forgotten  or  was  unvalued  by 
the  man  in  whom  it  w«s  inscribed,  but  in  ail  pro- 
bability from  the  circnmiitiince  that  in  1648  Henry 
Lftwes  h;ifl  ptibfliihed  Chmce  Pmlmes  ftut  into 
Mmtih  for  Three  Vmven  ....  Compm'd 
by  Henry  and  William  Lawes,  Brothers ;  amoncr^t 
the  cnmniendatory  verges  prefixed  to  wldeh  is  the 
sonnet  under  eonsiih^rntion,  bearing  the  simple 
inscription  *'  To  my  friend,  Mr.  Henry  Lawej*. 

Both  Warti^n  and  Todd,  and  po-^sibly  other  an- 
nfitators  of  Mjhon^  have  noticed  the  pnblieatioii 
of  t!ie  sonnet  in  the  Choice  P.KahK€*t^  but  neither 
makes  ttnv  f>bservation  on  its  iibnent'e  from  the 
Ayres  and  Dialogues,  I  trnnt  I  may  therefore  be 
pardoned  for  invitintj  att^  niiou  to  it. 

There  is  ev<qry  ressou  hr  believiiifr  that  IVIilton, 
not  only  from  early  Irniniufr*  but  from  the  |>rac- 
ticc  of  his  riper  Tear?,  was  too  fjood  a  musician  to 
confound  the  distinction  between  Psalms  and 
Airs,  We  may  therefore  assume  that  the  sonnet 
was  in  reality  written  for  the  purpose  meulioned 
by  the  poet,  viz,  to  be  employed  on  the  pubUca* 
tion  of  some  of  Lawes's  Airs. 

Thiy  asisunrption  seems  also  supported  by  a  note 
in  the  niarjiin  of  the  copy  of  the  bonnet  an  printed 
in  the  Choice  Psalmes^  wJierc  the  expression  in  the 
eleventh  line  — 

••  That  tun*at  their  ha[>ptest  lines  fn  hyrone  or  ttory^ 
ia  cJtphiincd  as  alluding  to  **  The  story  of  Ariadne 
set  by  him  [Lavvfs]  to  niusiek,"  Now  *'  The 
Story  of  Theaeua  and  ArLidnc  "  is  the  first  piece 
in  the  lirst  book  of  Ayres^  and  is  especially  noticed 
by  the  wrtters  of  more  than  one  of  the  commenda- 
toiy  verses  prelixftd  V\a<iv*^lQ. 
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May  it  not  liave  been  the  ea&e  that  Henry 
Lttwes  contemplated  a  publicalioii  of  Rome  of  hia 
Airs  in  1 645.  and  that  his  friend  Miltcm,  hearing 
of  his  intention,  prnini:%ed  him  a  poetical  cuntri- 
biitifsn  to  prefix  to  if,  but  that  by  llie  time  Le  hsid 
carried  liis  promise  into  execution^  Lawes,  influ- 
enced by  the  unfavourahlt*  ntate  of  the  times, 
doubtless,  also,  by  the  dt'ath  ol"  his  brother  Wil- 
Liam,  who  was  killed  at  the  siege  of  Chester  in 
the  same  year — probably  not  long  before  the 
flonnet  was  written  *  —  deferred  his  intended 
publication,  and  took  no  further  steps  toxvardB  Jt 
until  roused  into  action  by  the  unauthorised  pub- 
lication of  Play  ford  iti  1C52;  and  that  in  the 
meantime,  hjivin^*  determined  on  putting  forward 
the  Choice  /^tz/me^  of  himself  and  his  brother,  and 
being  in  possession  of  Milton*s  sonnet,  he  was 
induced  to  print  it  with  that  work,  suppressing 
flo  much  of  the  title  ns  stated  it  to  have  been 
written  **  on  the  publication  of  his  aires.** 

The  number  of  those  who  feel  an  interest  in 
whatever  is  connected  with  the  writinrjs  of  Milton 
h  8<»  lar^^e,  that  I  doubt  not  but  I  hut  anytliinrr 
which  can  hn  ofiered  in  elucidation  of  this  sutvject 
would  be  generally  ncct^ptuble.

tiona  of  ihis  rare  Plitcoriinfnen^  (hat  wa*  never  observed 
bat  only  by  one  En^iiahiimn;  and  tho  time  of  its  return 
computerl,  and  the  proper  Place*  and  manner  of  obaerviDg 
it,  together  with  the  use*  fo  be  made  of  these  observa- 
tions, tiiarked  out  and  illustrated  by  another  Engliahcnaa 
(Dr.  Halley)  in  the  last  century.

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THE  LIVERY  COLLAR  OP  SCOTLAND. 

In  the  year  1850,  when  tbe  onrrespondenee  on 
the  Collar  of  SS.  was  at  its  beighr  in  *"  N.  5:  Q.,*' 
I  tt?ked  (in  P'  S.  ii.  330.)  whether  any  of  the 
antiquaries  of  Scotland  could  fuinibb  me  with 
evidence  in  conlirmation  of  the  following  state- 
uicnt,  made  by  Nicholas  Upton  :  —  ''Rex  I'ttam 
Scoiiie  dare  solcbat  pro  signo  vel  titulo  buo  unum 
colUrium  de  gornnettts  fremalibus  ctpiorura  de  auro 
vtd  arpcnto."  —  Nic.  Uptoni  de  Studio  Militari, 
(Nicholiia  Upton  is  said  to  have  writlen  ibis  wnrk^ 
about  tho  year  1441;  Moule,  BibUoikeca  He* 
raldica^  pp.  7.  141.) 

The  only  answer  I  received  was  the  following 
very  strange  one  from  a  writer  sii:nini:  hiuiself 
Akmioer  (same  vol  p.  363.)    I  was  told  that  — 

"  This  pasiMigfl  neither  indicates  that  a  King  of  Scot- 
land is  rt-ferred  to,  nor  doea  it  estiibbab  that  ilia  collar 
lAAa  given  as  a  livfrj*  aign  or  titie.  It  mcrtdy  conveys 
something  to  this  purport,  that  tbe  kinj,*-  was  accuHii'med 
to  give  to  bis  compMnionw,  as  a  t^ign  or  title,  a  lolUr  of 
gold  or  silver  stiaped  like  tbe  bit  of  a  borae*s  bridle.*' 

Thia  view  of  the  matter  is  only  intelligible  upon 
the  presumption  that  Ahmigk.r  so  far  niiaread  tlie 
paspflge  as  lo  take  the  word  '*  scocie  *'  (for  so  it  is 
printed  in  Upton,  without  a  capital),  as  equivalent 
to  sociii.  I  did  not,  however,  make  any  re|ily,  be- 
cause I  was  not  inclined  to  continue  tbe  contro* 
versy  with  such  weapons  as  my  opponent  chose  to 
take  U|>,  particularly  as  I  was  writing  undi-rmy  real 
name,  whilst  he  remained  concealed  as  Abmique. 
Besides,  I  bad  some  hope  that  my  appeal  to  **  the 
antiquaries  of  Scotland"  mmxl\«LMVffva\^^^^ 
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with  a  r&3ponse,  at  once  more  courteous  and 
more  mstractive.  Tbe  evidentje  I  wiah  to  dis- 
cover, if  an  J  such  exists,  would  be  in  aoawer  to 
this  question.  Did  the  Kings  of  Scotland  ever 
give  a  livery  collar  /  I  am  aware  that  the  collar 
of  the  order  of  the  Thistlei  as  it  appears  in  the 
most  ancient  examples,  has  been  supposed  to  re- 
semble horse-bridles  ;  but  I  suspect  the  resem- 
blance was  merely  imai5inary ;  and  unless  the 
order  of  the  Thistle  can  be  shown  to  have  been 
oriji^iiiallj  an  order  of  livery,  it  will  not  he  what 
I  aak  for.  The  distinction  between  the  collar  of 
livery  and  the  collar  of  an  order  of  knighthood 
consists  mainly  in  this ;  that  in  the  hitter  case  the 
society  or  company  of  knights  —  for  the  word 
"  order'*  is  embarrassing,  it«  original  sense  having 
been  livery,  the  very  thiiij^  from  which  it  is  here 
necessary  to  distinguish  it, — waspjenc rally  limited, 
as  in  the  ittdalitas  of  the  Garter  to  twenty-five, 
and  in  that  of  the  Thistle  to  twelve  persons; 
whereas  the  livery  collar  was  given  to,  or  assumed 
by,  an  unlimited  number  of  f^^udal  or  political  ad* 
herents,  state  officers,  and  household  servants, 
whether  they  were  knights,  esquires,  or  merely 
seneantB  (servietUes).  The  earliest  of  the  livery 
collars  of  which  I  am  aware  wiis  that  of  the  cta^fies 
de  geueste  in  Frnnee.  In  Entjland  we  had  the 
Odliir  of  Esses  nf  the  Ht*u^e  of  Lancaster;  and 
the  Collar  of  Roses  and  Suns  of  the  House  of 
York,  1  believe  that  there  were  also  livery  col- 
lars in  other  parts  of  Euronet  the  reality  and 
identity  of  which  I  shall  be  gmd  to  ascertain.  It

The  precise  locality  of  this  *^Pontefract  on  tho 
Thames"  I  have  for  some  time  inelf^^ctually  en- 
deavoured to  ascertiiin  ;  but  in  No.  226,,  the  last 
of  the  Edijiburgh  Review^  there  i»  an  urtiLde  ihrow- 
ing  much  lit»ht  upon  the  nomenclature  of  places  in 
England  ;  and  at  p.  ^65,^  Pontes  is  designated  as 
the  present  Stuincs,  which,  beiii^  in  the  high  road 
of  the  metropolis  to  Salisbt^ry,  Exeter,  and  pjirli- 
cularly  to  the  mines  of  Cornwall,  must  have  been 
a  place  of  some  importance;  most  probably  with 
a  bridge  over  the  Thames,  and  which  might  have 
fallen  into  decay,  I  shull  thank  any  reader  of 
**N.  &  Q.'*  who  will  inform  me  if  my  conjecture 
be  right,  or  explain  the  subject-*  ♦. 

Weather  Glasses. ^ — A  considerable  number 
of  what  are  termed  **  Chemical  Weather  Glasses" 
appear  to  be  used  in  the  West,  and  perhaps  other 
parts,  of  England  ;  which,  on  dii,  are  suptT*eding 
the  barometer  as  a  storm  indicator,  and  which  are

Coronation,  when  Fjrbt  Tnteoduced, — What 
is  the  earliest  mention  made  of  crowning  as  an  act 
of  royal  consecration?  We  find  tbia  ceremony 
cxpreasly  recorded  2  Kings  xt.,  where  Jeh*iiada 

Stftoes  the  crown  on  the  head  of  the  youn^  King 
bash.  But  though  frequently  employed  in  Holy 
Scripture  as  u  symbol  of  royalty,  no  notice  occurs 
of  its  actual  use  in  the  consecration  of  the  earlier 
Jewish  monarchs.  Saul  was  not  crowned  in  the 
ceremonial  sense:  P^alm  xxi.  3.  would  imply  more 
i^Mii  its  GgurdtiYQ  adoptioQ.    Solomon  was  made 


to  ride  on  the  royal  mule,  was  duly  anointed*  and 
bis  accession  proclaimed  by  sound  of  trafapel4« 
accompanied  by  the  usual  salutations*  In  a  pro- 
gramme arranged  by  David  at  snch  a  crisis 
nothing  was  likely  to  be  omitted  which  could  give 
legal  effect  to  the  succession;  yet,  though 
above  details  of  ceremony  are  specifiod,  coroi 
tion  is  not  even  indirectly  alluded  to:  and  8oh 
mon  was  not  Prince  Regent,  but  the  duly  elect 
King.  Perhaps  it  was  contrary  to  state  etiquet 
to  transfer  the  crown  in  the  lifetime  of  the  rei{^ 
ing  monarch.  The  crown  worn  by  the  King 
Amraon  was  taken  "  from  off  his  bead'*  and  **  set 
on  David's  head.*'  (1  Chron,  xx.  2.)  It  was  cus- 
tomary, therefore,  to  wear  this  as  well  as  other 
regal  insignia  (on  state  occasions  only,  Query), 
It  was  not  laid  aside  in  war :  when  Saul  fell  in 
Gilbt>a,  the  crown  was  removed  from  off  hts  bead, 
and  brought  by  the  Amalekite  to  David.  Even 
the  mock  election  of  a  king  was  deemed  by  the 
soldiery  (Matt,  xxvlir)  incomplete  without  corona" 
tion.  F.  Phtllott.

THE  DELPHTC  CLASSlCa 

(2"*"  S.  ix.  103.) 

Hiere  is  no  doubt  that  this  valuable  series  of 
dsssical  authors  derlTcd  its  cham  uteris  tic  name 
from  the  Dauphin^  son  of  Louis  XIV. »  for  whose 
me,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Due  de  Montansier 
snd  Bosauet,  and  the  immediate  superintendence 
of  the  learned  Bishop  Uuet,  it  was  compiled. 
This  title,  as  borne  by  the  eldest  sons  of  the  kings 
of  France,  of  the  Valoia  and  Bourbt^n  dynasties, 
aatil  the  abdication  of  Cbarlea  X.  in  1830,  is  de- 
rifed  from  the  province  called  jyaupkini^  which 
was  ceded  by  Humbert  II, »  King  or  Dauphin  of 
Vienne,  in  1343,  to  Philippe  de  Valois,  by  virtue 
of  the  prerogative  which  he  enjoyed  from  Louis  V,, 
Eoiperor  of  Germany,  from  whom  he  derived  his 
■eeptre.  This  Huiikbert  IL^  de  la  Tour  de  Fin, 
wi»  the  lust  of  the  so-called  Dauphin  dynasty  ; 
tbti  aj)peHation  being  said  to  originate  from  the 
Btilpiin^  which  Guy  VII.,  Count  of  Vienne,  wore 
ti  a  badge  on  bis  helmet  or  shield.  Hence  the 
province,  or  kingdotn,  over  which  he  and  bis  de- 
toendanta  bore  sway^  was  called  the  Douphini; 
tnd  it  was  upon  the  condition  that  the  eldest  sons 
of  the  kings  of  France  should  perpetuate  the 
nieieiit  title  of  Danphhu  that  the  cession  of  his 
kii^om  was  made  by  Humbert:^  who,  having  lost 
bit  only  sou»  had  determined  to  end  bis  days  in 
tbc  »t»tircment  of  a  Dominican  monastery.  Thus 
the  Dolphin  and  Anchor  of  the  Father  of  the 
Venetian  Press  in  no  way  suggested  the  title  of 


^  Ibe   D 
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the  French  Classics,  and  has  remained  unused  till 
its  revival  as  a  typographicat  device  bv  Pickering, 
our  own  not  unworthy  **  Aldi  Discipufus  Anglus. 
Still  the  associations  suggested  by  the  title  were 
not  lost  sight  of  in  an  age  fond  of  symbolical  illus- 
trntions ;  and  hence^  on  the  eoffraved  titles  of  the 
original  quartos  we  see  Ario  with  his  lyre  leaping 
from  the  treacherous  bark,  while  the  pilot  Dolphin 
on  the  surfuce  of  the  waves  below  bears  the  le- 
gend *'  Trahitur  dulcedine  cantus,"  as  emblematic 
of  the  elevated  nature  and  irresistible  charm  of 
the  classical  lore  prepared  for  the  study  of  the 
royal  pupil.  This  design  is  surmounted  by  a  coat 
Qi  artUMt  on  which  appears  the  Dolphin^  quarterly 
with  the  Jieur-dt'lys  cjf  France.  It  will  be  re- 
membered»  too,  that  the  crown  of  the  Dauphin 
consisted  of  a  ring  or  band  which  encircles  the 
bead,  surmounted  by  the  two  Dolphins  **  naiants 
embowed,'*  supporting  by  their  tails  a  Jleur'de- 
itfw,  (Rees*s  Enci^d.  art.  **  Heraldry  ")  So  much 
for  the  historical  lacts ;  in  addition  to  which  I  am 
not  prepared  to  deny  that  the  title  may  not  have 
derived  additional  appropriateness  from  that  fond- 
ness for  Lenten  fare,  especially  fiiih,  on  the  part 
of  the  kings  of  France,  on  account  and  in  proof 
of  which  Father  Prout  {"  Aptdogy  for  Lent  '^)  is 
pleased  to  assert  that  "  the  heir  apparent  to  the 
crown  delighted  to  be  called  a  Dolphin.**

'We  may  fairly  ascribe  to 
bim  tbe  edlt<jrship  of  tbe  book*  Tbe  text  otj 
Herm.18  is  valuable,  as  exhibiting  nnmcrous  read- 
ings which  differ  from  such  nuvdern  editions  m^ 
I  iiave  access  to.  Ilermas  is  fullowed  by  a  l>rief'^ 
Vision  by  UguetinU'^,  who  h  described  as  n  monk 
of  Metz.  tbe  object  being  the  condoimiation  of 
unnatural  sini*.  Of  tbis  writer  1  can  obtnin  no 
farther  information.  Very  scanty  aleo  are  the 
details  which  I  can  obtain  respectin-r  the  third 
author  in  tbe  book,  Robert,  a  monk  of  the  Domi- 
nican order,  who  lived  at  the  end  of  the  tbirtcentb 
century,  and  must  not  be  confdumled  with  ano«»| 
tber  famous  Roliert,  who,  at  a  later  date,  was  so 
fearless  and  powerful  a  pi'eneher,  anri  known  as 
Robert  Carraceloli  or  de  Licro  (  fior.  1480)*  Our 
Robert  deals  in  visions  and  prophecies,  denouneinu 
the  vices  and  crimes  of  tbe  popes  and  clergy,  and 
threatening  them  with  tbe  vengeance  of  heaven. 
None  of  tbe  reformers  exceeded  the  violence  of 
language  employed  by  Friar  Robert  in  1291,  and 
none  of  them  claimed  to  speak  as  he  did  by  direct 
inspiration.  His  book  consists  of  two  parts,  —  a 
Book  of  discourses  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
a  Book  of  visions  which  the  Lord  gave  bis  ser- 
vant to  see.  Popes,  prelates,  princes,  and  peo- 
ples fall  a!ikc  under  his  chastisement.  The  fourtb 
author  is  St.  Hildegard,  who  belongs  to  the 
twelfth  century,  and  whose  renown  during  her 
lifetime  was  so  great  as  to  win  her  tbe  favour  of 
several  popes  iu  succession,  Tbe  book  here 
printed  is  a  long  series  of  visions  under  the  title 
of  SciviaMt  and  contains  very  mueli  to  wonder 
at,  wbetber  considered  as  a  divine  revelation 
or  a  woumn's  composition.  At  tbe  Council  of 
Treves,  ill  1148,  Bernjjrd  of  Clair vmix  endorsed 
her  claims  to  inspiration,  and  Pope  Eugenius  LIL 
autborised  and  encouraged  her  by  a  special  epistle 
to  utter  iirvd  to  write  whatever  ibi^  Holy  Gbo^t  re- 
vealed to  her.  The  fifth  author  is  Elizabeth,  who 
also  tlourisbed  in  tbe  diocese  of  Treves  about  1 152. 
Here  arc  ^ve  bookjt,  four  of  which  are  chieily 
VJsions,  and  the  fifth  letters ;  a  sixth  is  added  by 
her  brother  Egbert.  Tbe  perusal  of  this  work 
wouldi)e  a  rare  treat  for  those  who  are  curious  in 
such  matters,  as  it  is  a  marvellous  specimen  of 
mental  ballucimvtion  and  credulity.  Neverthe*,' 
less  she  boldly  eondenina  the  vices  of  the  times, 
both  iu  men  and  women  ;  towards  tbe  latter  she 
is  very  severe,  especially  for  tigbt  lacing  {jftric 
turn  t'estimenti)^  and  for  arrogantia  vriimlis  opeti' 
menti.  Whether  this  latter  means  crinoline  or 
something  very  different  can  hardly  be  proved  by 
the  words.  Our  sixth  author  is  Slecbtildia,  who 
ia  Fuppuiied  to  have  died  about  a  d.  1290.  The 
only  work  Mcribed  to  her  Is  that  here  win  ted, 
**  RevelationBi  or  Spiritual  Grace,"  a  conglomera- 
tion of  all  sorts  of  fancier,  which  it  is  nocdle**  to 
enuraernte.

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wlikh,  I  suppose,  U  not  owing  to  the  chatigo  of 
p«>pu]ar  tastes^  inasmuch  ua  there  aJwajs  has  been 
41  s^TvsLi  lore  of  the  marvellous  among  •clerej  is 
well  as  laity  ;  and  some  of  the  contents  of  this 
^vork  have  been  often  printed.  The  true  reason 
why  this  edition  has  been,  as  it  appears  to  met 
suppreseed,  is  the  presence  in  it  of  Friar  Robert's 
an  I  rrmtl  versions.  This  is  the  fly  in  the  ointment 
which  would  ensure  dislike.  I  know  not.  whether 
the  book  appears  in  any  of  the  Indexes  Exparga* 
lorii  and  Prohibitorum,  But  this  would  not  be 
requisite  to  secure  it  opposition  and  distrust ;  it 
rries  with  it  its  own  condemnation.  The  out- 
cak  of  the  UeforHintiou  would  render  ttUfih  a 
production  doubly  dan<Terous»  and  no  doubt 
every  endeavour  would  be  put  forth  to  repress  it. 
To  this  circumstaure  wg  owe  the  almost  complete 
extinction  of  the  first  edition  nf  the  Latin  version 
of  Hermas—  a  work  of  undoubted  Antic|uity,  what- 
ever value  may  be  put  upon  it  by  a  rigidly  scien- 
tific criticism.

TOMBSTONES.  EPITAPHS*  KTa 

Tombstones  in  their  varied  forms  have  recent 
undergone   a   searching;   investigation    into    tbe 
bidtory,  formation,  and  materials.      But   of 
one  very  common  alike  in  England,  France^  \ 
Belgium,   made    rectangular    on    one    *<ido    an 
aslant  on  the  other,  reducing  the  width  at 
foot  about  five  or  six   inches  less  than  at 
headf   very   few   remarks   have   been   made, 
probably  no  attempt  to   explain   the  signifi 
distinction.    They  are  rarely,  if  ever,  inscribed  i 
indented  with  crosses  or  inlaid  with  br 
surlace  is  always  ilat^  but  the  sides  are 
ally  moulded  with   projections  and  cavttia«L 
is  most  desirable  to  ascertain  whether  tl 
line  b  always  on  the  left,  or,  in  miliUir^ 
on  the  sword  side,  or  if  pastoral,  what  is  mcrerty 
signified. 

Boutellf  the  most  searehing  of  the  recent  au- 
thors upon  the  subject,  at  p*  9.  of  his  CkrUHam 
Monmnenta^  says :  "But  in  some  examples  the  ts* 
perinji  form  is  found  to  have  been  produced  by  a 
slope  on  one  side  only,  the  other  being  worke«i 
tight  angles  nt  both  ends  of  the  coffin/'  To  tlil

hitherto  unexplained  bearing,  and  that  the  com-

UR  CHASDIM  AND  FIHE  WORSHIP, 

Jewish  tr  at  lit  ion  osiertg  as  a  matter  of  fact  tlnit 
Abrabaui,  upon  the  comtnnnd  of  Niinrod,  was 
thrown  into  a  burning  fiery  furnace,  without 
being  injured  b^  the  flrtmes.  Truces  of  this  le* 
g€ttd  are  found  in  many  of  the  Targuma  and  Mi* 
drashimi  the  only  point  of  difierence  among  tbetu 
beings  whether  this  deliverance  was  wrought  dl* 
reetly  bv  God  or  an  an^el ;  and,  if  by  an  anget| 
whether  by  Michael  or  Gabriel? 

Jerome  {quatt,  in  Oen,  Jti,  28.)  is  acquainted 
with  this  legend,  and  even  addtf  another  tradition 
not  known  in  the  Midrashim,  in  which  the  age  of 
Abraham  at  h\a  departure  from  Uoran  is  not  to 
be  reckoned  from  his  birth,  but  from  his  deliver- 
ance out  of  the  fiery  furnace,  considermg  hirn 
then  as  it  were  born  again.  Augustin  also  (Da 
CimL  Deiy  L  16,  c.  15.)  metitions  this  tradition; 
and  the  Syrian  Cbristians  appointed  a  day  for  the 
memorial  of  Abraliaiu's  deliverance  out  of  the 
furnace.  The  Koran  (sect.  xjti.  xxix,  xxxvii.) 
and  Eeveral  other  Arabic  historical  and  le;*en- 
dary  books  have  this  tradhion^  and  some  Karaite 
writers  even,  though  generally  contnwlicting  Rab- 
,  binical  traditions  and  tales,  have  accepted  iL 

Concerning  the  orig:in  of  this  ley;t,'nd  it  is  im- 
possible to  speak  authoritatively ;  we  throw  out 
one  or  two  suggestions^  and  shs^U  be  glail  to  find 
others  throw  more  light  upon  the  aubject. 

1 .  It  is  not  improbable  that  the  legend  origin- 
ated in  the  literal  translatiuu  of  Gen.  xv.  7.,  ''  I 
am  the  Lord  that  brought  thee  out  of  Ur  (llK* 
fire)   of  Chasdim.**      The   Mishna   (Abot^  v.  3.) 

enumerates  ten  temptations  Abraham  was  ex- 
posed to,  without  mentioning  them  3ep*ratelr ; 
and  its  expositor  K.  Nathan  mentionjj  among  the 
ten  temptations  ibat  of  Ur  Chaadim,  but  does  not 
say  anything  more  in  explanation  tjf  it.  U.  Eli- 
ezer  is  the  first  who  refers  the  second  temptation 
to  Abraham,  rcpreBt^niing  him  to  have  been  im- 
prisoned for  ten  years,  then  thrown  into  the  fiery^ 
fumaoe,  and  at  last  rlt4ivered  by  the  King  of 
Glory  (God)»  with  which  explanation  a  great 
number  of  Jewish  rabbis  in  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  centuries  agree. 

2,  The  geographical  situation  of  Ur  Cliasdim  is 
not  as  yet  ftscertained  :  the  LXX.  and  Joseph  us 
are  at  variance  on  this  point,  nor  have  the  latest 
investigations  Jed  to  Ji  more  positive  restdt;  and 
there  is  perhaps  some  plausibility  in  considering 
it  to  be  A  plain  or  province  dedicated  to  fire  and 
idol- worship.  Now  the  plain  in  Dan.  iii.  1.,  where 
upon  Kebuehadnczzar'e  command  the  monument 
was  erecteil,  and  where  the  three  young  men  were 
thrown  into  the  fifry  furnace  and  miraculously 
delivered,  was  called  Km  nj^pn*  Concerning  the 
situation  of  this  plain  also  there  are  doubts ;  while 
some  8€ck  it  near  Susiann,  others  think  of  hnmo- 
nymous  cities  westwm^d  oi'  the  Tigris  and  m 
MeiopotamiA,  but  mot^i  \jit^i  Hx*  u^i^^^^^T^^**-- 
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Babylon,  called  in  (len.  xi.  12.  nvp3.  with  wliidi 
idflo  the  Talmud  (Snnhedrin,  92.  a)  agrees.  In  a 
Greek  trnnHlution  at  St.  Mark*8  lihrary,  Venice, 
Kin  nyp3  is  rendcretl  fV  irf5/a»  vpiiStus  (m  the 
j)luin  of  ctmihystion),  like  IH  in  Kzek.  xxiv.  5., 
and  nino,  frc<iiiently  mentioned  in  the  Talmud. 
If  we  accept  the  et)rmolo;(y  of  in  as  contracted 
from  the  Aram.  NIIK  VI  (of  the  firc\  and  take 
into  consideration  the  narrative  of  the  three  men 
in  Daniel  who  were  thrown  into  the  fire  and  deli- 
vered, we  may  be  led  to  infer  the  same  of  Abra- 
ham, and  to  fin<l  nn  analo;ry  in  i^K  ;  the  more  »o 
08  the  belief  nii^ht  have  Hpreail,  that  the  name  of 
•nn  nypa  ori«:inated  from  the  custom  to  deliver 
over  to  the  flames  those  that  were  oppoited  to  idol- 
worship. 

3.  One  more  hy])()t]icsis  concerning  11X  and  the 
ori;rin  of  the  lej^end  connected  with  it  may  be  a«l- 
vanced.  tli>wish  interpreters  ol ready  waver  in 
the  oxplaniition  of  11X»  some  translate  it  by  jdain^ 
lif^htf  PHoiinttUH,  Others  eomliine  the  two  last  .si«»- 
nifi«»atiniis  into  nMuntnin  ofli^ht  or  fire^  referrinpr 
to  Is.  x.xiv.  XCi.  Now  there  existeil  among  the 
Indians,  Chaldeans,  and  Parsers,  whotie  mythical 
ideas  and  reli;;i()us  systems  were  nion^  or  less  akin 
to  each  other,  a  mountain  of  the  ^otls,  whii'h  was 
considered  os  the  basis  and  principal  seat  of  their 
wor.ship,  and  on  which  to  throne.  Is.  xiv.  KJ. 
represents  the  haughty  Nebuchadnezzar.  'J'he 
limdoos  called  that  mountain,  which  was  sur- 
rouniled  by  other  smaller  mountains  <ledicated  to 
the  gods,  Mvru^  the  IVrsiuns  Albnnht  or  Tirrh^ 
and  deemeil  it  to  be  the  residence  of  Onuuzd,  the 
■(jio<l  of  Li;:ht.  If  we  look  f«>r  the  physical  origin 
of  the  light  and  fire  worship  to  the  mountains  of 
Mrdea,  full  of  naphtha  pits,  the  re^in  of  whi<'h 
kindles  .so  easily  and  bhiz(»s  up  into  brii:ht  ibunes, 
ami  take  into  consideration  the  allinitics  of  11X 
(Ar.  Iinx,  north  ;  in,  mimntalti ;  11K,  %A/ ;  also 
cavern  and  pit,  Js.  xi.  8.),  we  are  not  far  from  the 
source  an<l  origin  of  the  fire-worship.  The  pas- 
■nge  in  Is.  xxiv.  ITi.,  0*11X3,  &c.,  8lan<ls  therefore 
in  antitliesis  to  D»n  ^»K3,  and  may  l)e  interpreted, 
that  as  the  w«»rship  of  the  true  (lo<l  had  pene- 
trated the  Western  Isles,  so  also  would  the 
mountains  and  clel\s  in  the  north-east,  where 
tlie  fire-worship  (D*11X)  to  which  Nina-od  was 
addicted  had  its  principal  seat,  not  be  left  un- 
alTected.  So  that  the  fact  that  Abraliam  ha<l 
wrested  himself  from  this  idohitry  (the  fire-wor- 
slu'n)  and  attained  a  knowledge  of  the  true  CJod) 
embodied  itself  in  the  legend  of  a  mntrritd  <leli- 
vcrance  from  fire.

(as  such  he  is  celebrated  in  quaint  old  Fepyi)i 
"  but  he  acquired  fame  m  an  author,  having  pub- 
lished  worss  on  arithmetic,  fortification,  and  artiU 
lory.  In  alter  time  his  work  on  Fortitication 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  regarded  with  apprc« 
ciation,  as  Horneck,  in  his  lievmrks  on  FoTtiJica* 
tiorxy  published  in  1738,  thus  disparagingly  alludes 
to  it :  —  *'  There  is  a  Kmall  treatise,  published  in 
the  name  of  Sir  Jonas  Moore,  scarce  worthy  that 
great  mftn*s  character.'* 

From  his  vast  knowledge  of  military  science, 
and  his  well-known  habits  of  industry  and  appli- 
cation, he  was  appointed  by  Charles  If.  to  the 
001  ce  as  Surveyor -geuenil  of  the  Ordnance,  He 
died  on  the  27th  August,  1070,  and  liis  remaiBs 
lie  in  the  Tower  Cbapel.  The  marble  tnblct  to 
his  memory  Is  set  in  the  pillar,  supporting  the 
gallery,  nearest  the  chancel. 

Captain  Jonas  Moore,  supposed  to  be  his  grund- 
son,  was  killed  at  Carthagciia  in  1741*  while 
serving  as  chief  enj^ineer  at  the  siege.

The  disputants  in  thii  tolema  faree  eventually  came  to 
blows.  Early  in  May»  1818,  one  Mr.  Douglas  presented 
himself  at  \ht  publitiher's,  with  a  new  ridiuff-whip  in  his 
hand,  and  in  a  loud  voice  inquircHlt  *'  U  Blackwood  was 
wilhla?"'  And  being  answered  in  the  negative,  wan 
about  to  retire,  when  he  met  the  worthy  publisher  at  the 
door.  Upon  this  Mr.  Dou^lus,  in  the  strength,  length, 
and  ni^lity  of  his  notable  limbic  laid  his  whip  about  the 
ahouldcrs  of  tho  unlucky  proprietor  of  Maija^  and  in* 
atantl^  strode  olf  without  leaving  fala  card.  Mr.  Black* 
wood  instRDtly  provided  himaelf  with  a  hazel  sapling,  mid 
was  detennined  to  vhitstise  llie  ruflian.  Accordingly  he 
Bud  \\m  friend  Jamea  Hog^  sallied  forLh,  and  found  that 
Douglas  had  taken  refuge  in  Mackay'^  Hotel,  and  was  to 
start  for  Glasgow  by  the  4  o'clock  coach*  On  his  appear- 
ance Mr  Blackwood  sprung  upon  him  with  his  stick, 
and,  to  use  his  own  words,  **  nothing  short  of  a  certiUcate 
from  n  res  pec  I  able  surgeon  will  €onvinee  those  who  wit- 
tiesaod  the  whole  proceoding,  that  his  arms  and  shoulders 
do  not  bear  unequivocal  inarks  of  the  severity  of  his 
punish  menu" 

The  account  of  this  alTra^  by  the  £l trick  Shepherd  is 
eo  characteristie,  that  we  give  it  in  hia  own  words:  ~* 

"  To  the  Editor  of  the  *  Glasgow  Chronicle.* 

'*  Sin,  —  A  copy  of  the  Glaggow  Chronicle  hiia  just  been 
handed  to  me,  in  which  1  observe  a  pnrii^raph  conccmiog 
Mr  Blackwood,  and  *  a  gentleman  from  Glasgow,*  which  I 
declare  to  be  manifestly  false.  The  paragraph  must  have 
been  written  by  that  said  gentlamm  hitiisclf,  as  no  other  spw- 
itttor  could  possibly  have  given  such  a  statement.  Among 
other  matters,  he  says  that  Mr.  B.  was  ^accompsnied  by 
a  maa  having  the  appcsLnince  of  a  shop*porter.*  He  is  *  a 
gtntttmitn  from  Glasgow,*  and  I  am  'a  man  having  the 
appearance  of  a  thop-porter'  (for  there  was  no  person  ac- 
companying Mr.  B.  but  mysetf }.  Now  I  do  not  take 
this  extremely  well,  and  should  like  to  know  what  it  is 
that  makes  him  a  genikmant  and  me  ao  far  below  one. 
Plain  ma»  as  I  am,  it  cannot  be  my  appearance;  I  will 
show  myself  on  the  steps  at  tho  door  of  Mdckay'a  Hotel 
with  him  whenever  he  pleases,  or  aa>'w here  else.  It 
cannot  he  on  account  of  my  parents  and  relations,  for  in 
that  lam  likewise  wHItng  to  abide  the  teat.  If  it  is,  as 
fa  commonly  believed^  that  a  man  is  known  by  his  com- 
pany, t  cao  tell  this  same  gentUman  that  1  am  a  fri^quent 
and  a  welcome  guest  in  conipaniea  where  he  would  not  bo 
admitted  as  a  waiter*  If  it  is  to  any  behaviour  of  mine 
that  he  alludes  in  this  his  low  species  of  wit,  1  hereby 
declare,  Sir<  to  yon  and  to  the  world,  that  I  never  at- 
tarkod  a  defenceless  maa  who  wan  apparently  one  half 
below  me  in  size  and  strength,  nor  stood  paUeutly  and 
wus  cudgelled  like  an  ox,  when  thai  jiame  person  thought 
Jiropcr  to  retaliate.  As  to  tho  circumBlancci  of  the  drub-

d^  did'  at  ~-  the  seat  of  Mr.  Wortley 
Montagu  in  Yorkshire.  Now  the  Messiah  waa 
mblUbed  hi  May,  1712,  more  than  two  years,  I 
believe^  before  Pope  knew  either  IMr,  Wortley  or 
Ltdy  I^lary ;  and  there  is  no  evidence  leading  to 
the  inlerence  that  Pope  ever  was  at  Mr,  Wort- 
lev's  estate  in  Yurkshire,  which  indeed  was  not 
Mi.  Wortley's  until  after  the  death  of  his  father 
about  1728. 

In  reference  to  Wychcrlcy*3  well-known  mar- 
riage a  few  days  Ijcforc  his  death,  we  are  told 
(p.  453.)  that  he  settled  on  bis  wife  **  a  jointure

163.|  states  that  *Mt  is  believed 
that  they  were  unknown  in  London  previous  to 
the  great  fire  of  1 66G,  after  which  calamity  they 
were  transported  thither  in  wood  brought  from 
Anaerica."  If  known  here  in  1503,  what  was  the 
English  name?  Otljer  "familiar  beasts"  are  freely 
mentioned  by  the  older  dramatists,  who  would  not 
have  been  restrained  by  delicacy  from  using  it.

The  cbiuch,  walMouje,  wood* 
louse,  or  bugg^.  Tbodo  that  haunt  beds  are  here  meant:

The  protection 
must  b«  from  the  stroke  of  Styx,  whatever  that 
means,  anil  not  hy  it,  except  quite  another  point- 
ing is  adopted,  joining  fjmrpie  verbere  Sti^is  to  the 
first  line,  and  rendering,  somewhat  in  inverted 
order,  — 

•*  Xow  by  God's  decree  and  the  stroke  of  Styx,  John 
Flambnrd  IC.  is  cntoml)cd  by  the  marble :  in  death  (or  by 
funeral  honours)  may  ho  be' defended  1" 

The  K.  cannot  be  translated,  and  clearly  be- 
longs to  the  name  of  the  deceased,  and  will  of 
course  mean  J^ques,  The  entire  affair  is  fanciful, 
and  the  arrangement  wos  made  so  bizarre  merely 
in  order  to  complete  the  two  hexameters. 

Key.  John  niLMAais  makes  some  of  the  sug- 
gestions hero  adopted ;  but  I  cannot  think  with 
him  that  hie  tueatur  means  "may  He  defend,** 
since  tueor  is  not  only  a  deponent  but  a  passive 
verb.  I  a(bnit  it  may  be  translated  either  way, 
but  prefer  the  one  above  given.  Styxy  Sti/ffis,  is 
one  of  those  pagan  words  which  our  ancestors 
pressed  into  the  service  of  Christianity,  and  mani- 
festly has  the  general  meaning  here  of  sufToring  in 
the  other  world.  ^  May  John  Flambani,  Knight, 
be  preaerved  from  suffering  in  the  other  world  I  ** 
to  which  doubtless  every  good  Catholic  will  say 
'^Amenr  B.ILC. 


I  think  that  neither  of  your  correspondents  hu 
rightly  made  out  the  puzzling  inscription  on  thii 
brass.    First,  let  me  repeat  it :  —

My  old  and  learned  friend  Cakon  Wilujlmi 
appears  to  have  been  enticed  too  far  by  hii  m- 
genious  speculations.  It  is  too  bold  a  stroke  to 
substitute  tno  for  me ;  for  when  we  recollect  how 
the  word  me  is  always  written  in  such  legends,  we 
cannot  reasonably  suppose  that  the  letter  o  hu 
been  mistaken  for  an  e.  I  should  be  very  thank- 
ful to  be  allowed  to  sec  a  rubbing  of  the  inscrip- 
tion, having  more  than  once  been  able  to  sctUs 
disputes  of  this  kind  by  seeing  the  original.  How- 
ever, I  do  not  ex)>ect  to  prove  an  Glklipus,  to 
"clear  up  the  enigma  beyond  cavil;*'  but  I  will 
hazard  an  interpretation  which  to  mc  appent 
imtural  and  satisfactory. 

I  adhere,  then,  to  the  reading  me  do,  and  oon* 
sider  it  to  mean,  **  I  f^ive  myseljf  vp^  or  submit  to 
the  divine  decree,  which  consigns  mc  to  the  tonb.* 
In  the  second  line,  the  second  word  is  undoubt* 
edly  quoquc :  I  am  too  familiar  with  contractiow 
on  brasses  to  doubt  that  for  a  moment.  Thi 
letter  £,  I  take  to  stand  for  et :  fur,  if  I  bid  sot 
mistaken,  I  have  seen  other  instances  of  the  ssbh, 
The  following,  then,  is  my  interpretation :  —

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There  ia  anotUer  branch  of  the  subject  on 
which  1  ihould  feel  ^atly  oblif»ed  if  some  of 
jour  readers  would  investigate,  llint  h«s  notf  I 
thiukf  been  distinctly  alluded  to  in  your  pages. 
There  Btill  remain  a  few,  and  a  very  few,  churcbcR 
where  the  arrangement  of  the  cbancel  for  the 
celebration  of  the  sacrament  is  according  to  the 
Tiews  of  the  Puritans  in  the  eartj  times  of  the

{Engtish  Surnames^  3rd  ed.  vol.  i.  p.  HO.)  The 
*'  family  tradition  *'  farther  asserts  that  this  Nor- 
man De  Combre,  on  coming  to  England,  married 
Tlda^  the  sister  of  Edgar,  son  of  King  Harold. 
And  the  assumed  fact  that  this  ^*-  British  Prin- 
cess **  was  patriotic  enough  to  remain  with  her 
coTinlrymen  within  the  walls  of  York,  while  her 
husband  w»s  amongst  the  besiegers  of  that  city, 
in  A.D.  1070,  forms  the  subject  of  an  historical 
drum  a,  entitled  W(^heof;  or^  ihe  Siege  of  York 
(York,  1832),  **  by  a  Descendant  of  one  of  the 
Dramatis  Person  eg  "  (viz.  by  the  author  of  the 
Memoirs  of  Dean  Comber).  1  may  add,  that  the 
baptismid  nanve  Ilda  is  borne  by  one  of  the  ladies 
of  the  family  in  the  present  generation.  Query : 
had  Harold  a  daughter  of  this  name  ?  The  liev. 
W.  h,  Bowles  says,  in  the  "  Illustrations  irom 
Speed,"  up i^n  Jed  to  The  Grave  of  ihe  Last  Saxon^ 
that  **  a  daughter,  whose  name  is  not  known  ** 
(and  whom  in  the  poeui  he  colls  Atlda),  **  left 
England  with  her  brothers,  and  sought  refuge 
with  them  in  Denmark.  Speed  quotes  Saaco 
Grammaticnaf  who  says,  *  She  afterwards  married 
Wnldemar,  King  of  Kussia.*  *' 

I  may  be  allowed  to  rectify  one  or  two  Inac* 
curacies  in  the  Editorial  Reply*  The  Dean  of 
Durham,  though  related  to»  was  not  descended 
from  the  Combers  of  Shermanbury.  ^Villiam,  the 
purchaser  of  that  manor  in  1542,  was  the  elder 
brother  of  John  Cumber,  of  Barkham,  co.  Suissex ; 
wliich  John  was  ihe  great-greai'grani^iiLihk^T  of  the 
Dean*  The  John  Comber  of  Shermaiihurifi  to 
whom  the  grant  of  arms  was  made,  was  the  son 
of  the  above-named  William  ;  and  was  not^  there- 
forct  in  strictness  of  speecK  "  one  of  the  Dean's 
ancesiors."  The  blazon  of  the  arms  given  in  the 
Memoirs  aforesaid,  and  thence  transferred  to 
**  N.  &  Q "  by  the  Editor,  is  unaccountably  .er- 
roneous. From  a  copy  of  the  original  grant 
(made  by  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux^  under  date 
16  June,  1571),  I  transcribe  the  following,  viz, : — 

"  Golde,  a  Fessfi  Daunco  Gules,  between  three  Starrei 
Sables;  and  to  his  Creaat(»,  upon  hia  lifianlmtt  on  a 
Wreathe  Golde  and  Sables,  a  LynKC>  Hfiodfl,  Coupe, 
Golde  Pellatu,  raanlele*!  Guks,  doubled  Arg<?nt." 

And  these  are  the  arms  borne  by  the  Dean,  and 
by  all  branches  of  the  family  at  the  present  day. 
The  Shermanbury  branch  is  extinct,  in  the  direct 
male  line.

UERALDIC  ENGRAVIKG.

Tailie  douce  certainly  means  nothing  more  than 
engraving,  and  is  on  more  concerned  with  heraldic 
dots  and  lines  than  with  any  other  things  capable 
of  delincalion  on  metal  for  stamping, 

Pierre  Uichelet,  in  his  fmnoud  DietiotvwxvTt  de 
la  Langut  i'Vaii^oisc^  AncicTMiis  ei  MoAftrwt^  Kvw- 
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stcrdaiDj  1732,  sajs,  "  TnillC'doucc,  ».  f.  (scalpro 
moUiu9  imn<;o  exprossa),  Kstnini>e  ou  image  grav(!o 
siir  uiio  plaiiulic  de  ouivrc  ;"  and  gives  uxoinplcs. 
It  flccniH  hardly  worth  while  to  iay  any  more 
about  thifl. 

But  the  question  what  is  the  date,  and  who  is 
the  inventor,  of  the  dots  and  lines  used  in  heral- 
dic engravin;r,  does  deserve  attention,  and  may,  I 
think,  be  at  once  answered. 

The  true  way  of  puttinp:  the  question  seems  to 
me  to  bo  this.  When,  and  by  wliom,  was  the  in- 
tention to  employ  dots  and  lines  first  announco<l  P 
Unless  it  can  be  shown  that  there  was  a  formal 
announcement  of  an  intention  to  use  dots  and 
lines  for  gold  and  colours,  before  the  date  which 
has  been  already  assifj^iicd  as  the  date  of  the  in* 
vent  ion,  I  think  it  only  fair  and  true  to  consider 
the  occurrence  of  linos  which,  after  the  invention, 
would  have  indicated  tinctures,  as  simply  for- 
tuitous; as,  for  example,  in  Wecvor.  In  the 
English  editi(m  of  The  Theater  of  Honour  and 
Knighthowt^  "  written  in  French  by  Andrew  Fa- 
vine,  Parisian,**  printetl  in  London,  lf)23,  arc 
numerous  shields  in  which  lines  are  freely  used, 
but  ciuitc  at  random,  and  evidently  with  the  sole 
intention  of  giving  ^onic  nrti;$tic  effect  to  the 
bearings ;  ex.  gr,,  in  the  shield  of  England,  1  and 
4  are  France,  with  the  lines  aftorwanis  used  for 
azure,  and  so,  right ;  but  2  and  3  are  England, 
with  the  lines  afterwards  used  for  I'urpure.  Dots 
for  gold  were  never,  as  far  as  I  know,  used  till  the 
date  which  T  am  going  to  assign. 

Father  Silvester  Tetrasancta  published  his  in- 
vention four  years  before  the  publication  of  his 
Tctserw  Gcntilitup.,  He  published  at  the  Planti- 
nian  Press  at  Antwerp,  with  a  title-page  designed 
by  Rubens,  in  1634,  a  work  with  this  title,  De 
Symholix  Ifp.nnris  IJhri  /-Y.,  "avctorc  Silvestro 
Petrasancta  Koniano  e  Soc.  Jcsv."  In  the  seventh 
book,  at  p.  313.,  he  says, — 

"Pnutcrea,  qua)  in  a-reii  lainiim  iiiciJcs,  ca  refurent 
colorcft  proprios  aaltcin,  ccrto  diictu  liucorutn,  si  ilgura 
arte  Hat.    Schuiua  uculis  subjicio." 

He  gives  it  on  p.  314. :  —

which  was  acquired  in  the  seventeenth  centnrj 
hy  Kichard  Edijar  (son  of  Oliver  Edgai%  a  ca<let 
of  Wedderlie,  hy  Margaret,  daujrhter  of  Georue 
Prln^le  of  Torwoodlee),  and  which  remained  in 
ion  of  his  descendants  till  1808.  Of  this 
the  representative,  I  believe,  was  the  Rev* 
o\nni  Edgar,  of  Hutton,  BcrwlcLshire,  who  died  a 
few  years  ago. 

Keithock  is,  I  think,  in  Forfarshire ;  and  look- 
ing at  the  ai'morial  bearings  of  the  Edgars  of 
Keithock  (viz.  a  lion  rampant  between  a  garb  in 
chief  and  a  writing  pen  in  base ;  crest,  a  dagger 
crossed  with  a  quill  ;  motto,  **  Putins  ingenio 
fiuam  vi"),  I  think  it  highly  probable,  indeed, 
that  the  family  was  founded  by  a  cadet  of  Wed- 
derlie. But  1  must  observe  that  Kisbet  does  not 
Bay  so  when  he  mentions  the  armorial  bearings,  Aa 
I  cannot  help  thinking  ho  would  assuredly  have 
done,  if  either  he  or  his  friend  '^thc  Laird  of 
Weddcrlie,"  to  whom  he  alludes  in  his  valuable 
work,  had  known  such  to  be  the  case,  I  have 
heard  that  this  family  (to  which  belonged  Mr. 
Edgar,  secretary  to  the  Chevalier),  after  remov- 
ing ftom  the  neighbourhood  of  Glasgow,  went  to 
the  Isle  of  Man,  and  thence  to  America,  but  Ibr 
the  truth  of  this  1  cannot  vouch.  It  is  certain, 
however  (and  a  glance  at  Niabet  will  convince 
anyone),  that  the  families  of  Weddcrlie  and 
Keithock  were  quite  dbtlnct,  and  that  no  Scot* 
tidi  genealogist  would  fail  to  perceive  your  cor- 
reapondent^s  error  in  writing  of  "  the  family  of 
Edgar  of  Keithock  and  Wedderlie.'^  C.  W. 

IIiMNs  (2°-^  S.  ix,  234,  3] 4.)  —  Mb.  Sedowick 
states  itojsitively  that  '^  the  tune  caUed  Olivers  was 
composed  by  Thomas  Olivera  between  the  years 
1762  and  1770/'  and  refers  to  Creamer  and  Ste- 
vens as  authorities.  Stevens  I  have  not  seen. 
Creamer's  statement  is  founded  on  the  following 
by  the  Rev,  Tbos.  Jackson  :  —

'  different  keys  ;  and  that  **  Helmsley  "  is  uniformly 
I  attributed  to  tlie  Rev.  Martin  Madan,  and  i?  to 
be  found,  I  underatan*!,  in  the  Zoc*  CoUccihttf 
1769. 

Would  Ma.  SEDowirK  have  the  kindness  to 
say  whether  the  title  of  OlWvit^'  \\^w\tv  \a  ^"^  K 
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Author/*  or  merely  "  A  llymn  on  the  Lost  Judg* 
ment?" 

Perhaps  Mr.  CiiAPPELTi,  who  first  proposed  the 
question  as  to  authorship  of  the  tune,  will  be  able 
to  answer  it  so  for  as  Madan  and  Ilclmslcy  are 
concerned. 

As  Mr.  Sedgwick  hns  announced  a  reprint  of 
01ivers*8  ITymrm^  with  Memoir,  it  would  lie  well  if 
the  question  could  be  settled  at  once.

Drisiiebns  (2'^'*  S.  ix.  93.)  —  Your  correspon- 
dent Mr.  Redmond  is  informed  that  the  materials 
of  which  this  favourite  dish  is  compounded  are, 
the  serum  of  the  blood  of  sheep  mixe<l  with  milk 
and  seasoned  with  i)cppor,  salt,  and  tansy.  Tliis 
18  sold  made  up  in  ttic  puddings  of  sheep  which 
have  been  purified :  they  are  generally  aboiit  a 
yard  long,  and  usually  served  hot  for  breakfast, 
and  eaten  with  drawn  butter,  and  red  or  black 
pepper  accordin;;  to  taste.  A  port  of  the  Cork 
nuarlcet  is  exclusively  appropriated  for  the  sale  of 
drisheens,  tripes,  and  siicop  s  trotters.  Drishcens 
were  formerly  quite  a  fashionable  dish,  and  were 
not  unfrequcntly  to  be  met  with  at  the  supper- 
table.  Mr.  Bryan  A.  Cody,  in  his  excellent  little 
work.  The  Hirer  Zee,  Cork^  ami  the  Corkoniantj 
p.  IIH.,  says  :  — 

**  In  Kinhiimblo  I^nc,  some  of  tlio  choicest  spirits  of  the 
city,  u  well  Afl  its  merriest  roistcrcrm  hold  jovial  suppers, 
seasoned  bv  tho  most  brilliant  wit  and  niro  scholarship. 
Here  Millikin,  Msfi;inn,  Tolekiu,  Jloyle,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Doipnoflophistii,  cnioyed  '  the  flow  of  soul,*  and 
pushed  thuir  revels  far  into  the  nif;ht.  Tolekin  has  ccle- 
iMmted  the  spot  in  a  sonf;  full  of  racy  humour,  entitlcil 
*  Judy  M'Cartlnr,  of  Fishamble  I^ne.*  It  was  famous  for 
its  oysters,  beefsteaks  and  drisheens,"  Stc.

I'he  author  appears  to  have  attended  at  her 
death-l)ed,  and  had  formerly  been  tutor  to  tVe 
earl  (*'  in  directing  your  Lo.  Studies  **),  to  wbon 
and  to  bis  "  religious  Ladic  and  numerous  ckil- 
dren,"  he  wishes  preservation  **  from  all  the  wicked- 
nessc  of  this  dangero  us  time,"  &c. 

Mr.  Struther,  in  his  **  Epistle  Dedicatorie,*' 
farther  aflTords  us  a  peep  into  tho  religious  fnatf- 
Hon  of  some  of  the  domestic  establishments  of  tke 
Scottish  nobility  in  the  olden  times :  — 

**  ff^hat  a  griefe  in  it  (soys  ho)  to  aee  the  ftegltd  ofQsk 
tporthi^ie  in  many  Noble  JUouses :  7%ere  ie  great  tare  md 
fmmieutn  for  the  uacke  and  the  bellie,  bnt  nothing  fa  thi 
Soale.

I  may  notice  that  in  looking  over  old  boob 
there  arc  often  found  dedications  to  public  per^ 
nonages,  containing  many  details  and  partjcuttri- 
ties  of  individual  and  family  history  now  qnite 
obsolete  and  forc^ottcn,  and,  as  a  source  of  uAr- 
mation  to  genealogists  and  others,  they  in  tbn'r 
own  sphere  ought  not,  I  think,  to  be  laid  aside. 
No  dijubt  in  panegyric  they  arc  generally  fulnne 
and  exaggerated,  but  takmg  alonr;  with  as  the 
ipirit  and  character  of  the  age  in  which  tbej  were 
written,  and  as  near  as  possible  adjusting  tlie 
balance,  a  few  useful  hints  may  sometimes  M  ob- 
tained.

d&,  when  be  was  seized  with  an  apoplectic  nt, 
ftad  ejcpired  imtnedijitely.

Mr.  Lyde  Brown  sold  his  valuable  collection  of 
mtitjuities  to  the  Empress  of  Russia.  He  died  at 
Wimbledon  in  17S7.  A  catalogue  of  his  statues 
was  published  the  i^ntiie  year.  His  house,  which  was 
Afterwards  Lord  Melville's^  and  then  in  the  occu- 
pation of  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  was  in  18H  tn 
that  of  Lonl  Lovaine.

**  The  term  •Union  Jatk  *  is  one  which  is  partly  of 
obvious  signification,  and  in  part  jiomewhat  perpleiting. 
The  *  Union '  between  England  and  Scoiland,  to  which 
the  flog  owed  its  origini  evidently  supplied  the  itnt  half 
of  the  compound  title  borne  by  the  flag  itself.  But  tb« 
expreseiofi '  Jack  'involve*  fome  difficulty.  Several  solo* 
tions  of  this  diUcuIty  have  been  submitted ;  buti  with  a 
single  exception  only,  Ihey  are  by  fur  too  subtle  to  be  con- 
sidered satisfactory.  A  learned  and  judicious  auti^pary 
has  recorded  it  as  his  opinioa  that  the  fag  of  the  Lnion 
received  the  title  of  *  Union  Jack '  from  the  circuiua lance 
of  the  union  between  England  and  Scotland  having  taken 
place  in  the  reigo  of  King  James»  by  who»e  command 
the  new  ilac  was  introduced.  The  name  of  the  King  in

In  (ho  nntunm  (»f  lHr)4,  the  auth(»r  of  the  nremmt  work 
was  one  of  eij;ht  persons  hriiii^  a  portion  of  the  «^n'w  of 
the  hrig  "Advance,"  umlor  the  command  of  Dr.  Kane, 
then  in  ItonsKelaer  Harbour,  who  made  aii  unNuct'i's^ful 
attempt  to  reach  Tpernavirk  in  North  (ironnland,  the 
iH'nr«»>it  outpost  of  civilination.  'Die  party  were  absent 
nearly  four  months  and  wcro  doome»f,  after  an  nmnnnt 
of  HufTeiinfc  and  endurance  which  nm}«t  b«*  read  to  he 
fully  appreciated,  to  ri'turn  to  the  brij;  without  Hucoess. 
Of  'thi«  party  Mr.  IVtcrsen  was  chowtn  leader,  and  our 
author  waa  in  medical  char^^e.

••Fifthly,  That  the  O'bservttlions  in  question  were  writ- 
ten  and  Hegiatred  in  Books  Purchsiiied  at  tlie  Private 
Expencfl  of  the  said  Dr.  Bradley,  without  any  allowance 
orer  and  above  the  before- mentioned  small  Salary  having 
been  made  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  or  of  way  other  per- 
sons whatsoever,  for  the  several  Articles  of  Books»  paper, 
pens,  and  Ink;  which  allowance  your  Memorialist  is  in- 
formed is  constantly  innde  m  all  ulltce^  where  the  papers 
and  writings  are  kept  or  intended  to  be  kept  and  secured 
as  OJ^idal  Records  belonging  to  the  Crown  for  the  bene- 
fit  of  the  Publick. 

"  Lastly,  That  the  said  Observntions  are  allowed  bv 
tbe  most  competent  Judges,  as  your  AlemorialiKt  is  well 
Informed^  to  be  farr  more  accurate  and  valuable  than 
those  which  have  been  hitherto  made  hy  any  Observator 
Boyal,  or  perhaps  b}'  any  other  pejson  befii>re  or  since  Dr. 
Bradley'ii  time,  and  alio  to  be  of  more  Extensive  Utility

BIOGRAniY  AXD  HERO- WORSHIP. 

The  following  passage  from  a  Be  view  of  "  Lord 
!^I acaulay'jj  Biographies"  in  The  Suiurilay  Eetjiew 
for  March  24,  is  worih  making  a  Note  of:  — 

**  I^rd  Macaulaj  is  one  of  the  very  few  biograpbdrs  of 
the  present  age  ^v bo  is  absolutely  free  from  tb«  vice  — 
vfliich,  in  thege  daya,  is  fometiinea  joetified  aa  a  merit  «- 
of  worshipping  the  subjecta  of  his  Biogimphiea.  He  wrttea 
ubout  eminent  men  as  one  ^ho  la  emincDt  hlmAetf,  and 
\v\m  accordingly  do««  not  ovorrate  the  value  of  the  at- 
tainments which  lie  couiTni" morales.  Biogranhera  often 
seem  to  (hink  that  the  mcr«  fact  that  they  have  taken 
Ibe  trouble  to  ivHte  a  book  about  a  maa  is  m  itaelf  suf- 
ficieat  proof  that  everything  tb.it  relatea  to  him  is  im- 
portant iind  interesting,  uTid  that  his  character  fonns  a 
whole  deaerving  both  of  respect  and  of  sympathy.  Lord 
Macaalay  was  quite  free  from  this  wcakneaa.  'lie  was 
fully  aware  of  the  petty  aide  of  Ihe  cbartctera  which  be 
described,  and  was  by  no  means  dispoeed  to  refioe  away 
eerioui  faulta  iuto  mere  picturesque  traits,  aiding  rather 
thou  injuring  the  jreneral  (effect  of  tlie  whole  charo^^tar. 
In  de*:rihing  GoLD-jJtiTUt  for  example,  he  coinineots 
with  strong  and  very  platn-apoken  diaapprov^al  on  the 
many  vic^  by  vehilh  hia  character  vnka  defaced^  and 
points  cut  the'  fact  that,  after  atl,  liii  merit*  lay  priir- 
;  ci pally  in  hia  style,  au^L  l\iav  Vft  «H«r3  iXins^i  ^  ^is^NaifcXia 
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hud  himself  to  thank  for  tho  misfortunes  which  beset 
him,  and  which  eaased  him  at  lant  to  die  with  an  em- 
phatic declaration  that  his  mind  waa  not  at  ease.  Most 
of  Goldsmith's  other  biof^rapheni  have  been  imposed 
upon  by  his  reputation,  and  have  thought  tliemsclves 
bound  to  put  an  attractive  vnrnish  on  tlio  character  of 
the  author  of  the  Vicar  of  IFakeJieid  and  The  iJemried 
ViUagt,  whether  he  deservetl  it  or  not. 

**The  Life  of  Goldsmith  is  principally  remarkable  for 
the  evidence  whicb  it  supf»lie^  of  its  author's  superiority 
to  the  vulvar  prejudice  that  a  man  is  entitled  to  any  par- 
ticular  respect  because  he  is  famous,  lie  has  the  honesty 
to  perceive,  and  the  courai;c  to  say,  that  thon^li  (iold- 
smith  had  a  very  pleasant  stylo,  and  wa<  the  author  of  a 
few  works  which,  in  all  pmhabillty,  will  last  as  long  as 
the  lan({uago,  he  was  an  idle,  an  ignorant,  a  very  dis* 
reputable,  or  rather  pnifligate,  and  anything  Imt  a  vcrv 
honest  man.  It  is  a  stmngo  thing  that  such  a  inai/s 
memory  should  be  inventoil  with  all  sorts  of  glory  merely 
because  he  wrote  a  small  quantity  of  pleading  poi^try,  *a 
good  comedy,  and  a  pretty  novel,  'llie  abNcnce  of  ap- 
plause with  which  Lord  Macaulny  describes  his  life  is 
very  satisfactory." — Vol.  ix.  pp.  373—4. 

Tn  nn  amusing  article  in  the  same  Review, 
entitled  "  reraonol  ConfHlences,"  it  is  well  re- 
marked :  — 

*'  The  notion  that  to  know  trifles  aliout  a  man  is  to 
know  the  man  himself  has  been  so  seilulonslv  inculcated 
by  critics  and  biographers,  that  great  entlui.siasm  has 
been  awakened  in  the  vulgar  mind  t>i  join  in  tho  collec- 
tion of  literary  materials,"  &c.— Vol.  ix.  p.  39 j. 

Let  inc  add  a  dietum  of  Jones  of  Nayland  :  — 
*'  To  take  little  things  for  great,  and  great  for  little, 
is  the  worst  misfortune  tUnt  can  befal  the  Human  Under- 
standing." 

Amid  the  mass  of  pfditical  and  merely  oplic- 
meral  mutter  with  whirh  the  Suhirduy  Review 
aliounds,  there  are  Keviews  and  EsyaysJ,  often  of 
imcommon  merit,  on  various  Huljeefs  of  «»n(liirin«j 
interest.  It  were  murh  to  be  wislie<l  that  the 
more  rcmarkalde  should  be  selected  from  tiFuo  to 
time  and  published  in  a  8C]>:irato  and  permanent 
form.  The  same  end  might,  be  attained  by  prii\ting 
the  Essays  and  Keviews  so  that  they  mip;ht  be 
purchased  and  bound  with  or  without  the  poliiieal 
and  newspaper  Articles,  if  such  a  plan  would  be 
practicable.

SPEKCIinS  OK  B.\C()X  AND  YELVKUTOX  IN 
THE  DEBATE  ON  IMPOSITIONS.  HJIO. 

Tlic  debate  in  IGIO  upon  the  king*s  claim  to 
levy  impositions  without  the  cimsent  of  Parlia- 
ment took  ]dace  in  committee,  an<l  consctpiently 
obtained  only  a  very  mea<;rc  notice  in  the  Jour- 
nals. The  only  available  materials  for  a  know- 
ledge of  the  arguments  used  have  hitherfo  Iksch 
the  speeches  of  Hacon  on  one  side,  and  of  Ilake- 
will  and  Yelverton  on  the  other,  printed  in  the 
i6tate  Trialf. 

There  arC|  however,  to  bo  found  notes  of  the 
irhole  debate  in  the  Sloane  MS.  (4210.),  from 
which  I  recenilr  extracted  on  AccovLiit  of  the 
wiater  tesdon  of  the  same  year. 


Bacon's  speech  in  defence  of  the  prerogative  'u 
justly  characterised  by  Mr.  Hallam  as  inferior  in 
argument  to  those  on  the  other  side.

Mr.  Fo53»  in  his  Lites  of  the  Judges^  nfler  re- 
nting how  Henry  Yolverton  had  sought  an  inter- 
view with  the  king  (vol.  vi.  SOO.)  to  explain  away 
i^<*rUiin  undutlfLiil  ^gpecches  which  had  been  attri- 
buted to  him»  proceeds  to  say  :  — 
"The  whole  transaclioQ  of  the  reconciliation  ia  very 
I  ^rtditable  to  all  the  parties  .  .  «  .  .  These  scenes  were 
*JUcte<l   in   January,   1009-10^  and   nothing  can   belter

On  the  other  hand^  a  contemporary  letter  of 
p)udley  Curletoii^a  (Cowl  and  Times  of  James  /., 
'  i.  )20,},  speaks  of  Yelverton's  speeeh  in  the  fol- 
lowing terma :  — 


"  On  the  other  aide  [I.  e.  on  the  side  of  the  preroga- 
tive] the  solicitor,  the  attorney,  and  Sergeant  Dod- 
deridgc,  with  Uenry  Telvertou,  whom  I  must  name 
amongst  others  of  that  aide,  but  witli  Lhia  diaerence* 
that  as  all  those  whom  I  have  named  did  so  well  that  it 
is  hard  to  «ay  who  did  beiit ;  so,  without  question,  both  of 
theac,  and  ail  others  that  armke,  lhia  Henry  the  hardy 
had  the  honour  to  do  abaolutel)-  the  wurst/aiid  for  ly- 
nmnical  positions  that  he  was  bold  to  bluster  out,  was  so 
well  canvassed  by  all  that  followed  him,  that  he  hath 
scarce  shewed  his  bead  ever  since." 

The  difficulty  is  solvedhy  the  note- taker.  The 
real  speech  of  Yelverton  fully  bears  out  Carle- 
ton'd  description  of  it.  The  spet^ch  usually  ns- 
signed  to  him,  which  is  printed  m  the  State  Trials 
as  his,  is  in  reality  llie  speech  of  Jaraes  White- 
locke,  the  father  of  the  better  known  Ilidstrode 
Whitelocke,  antl  himself  afterwards  one  of  the 
Justicea  of  the  King's  Bench. 

When  the  speech  was  pnblished  in  1641,  it  was 
Bflid  to  have  been  delivered  *^  hy  a  late  eminent 
Judge  of  this  nation."  The  name  of  Yelverton 
WHS  supplied  hy  a  conjecture  which  is  now  proved 
to  be  false.  This  will  explain  a  difficulty  which 
Mr.  Foss  evidently  feels  in  his  Lijle  of  Whiielocke 
(vol.  vi*  376.). 

"It  was  probably  some  freedom  of  lauf^nage  in  which 
he  ^L  e.  Whitdocke]  indulged  in  that  parliament  that 
excited  the  king's  displeasure;  for  Jt  is  difficult  other- 
wise to  understand  the  reason  of  hia  prosecution  in  1613. 
His  *  simply  giving  a  private  verbal  opinion  as  a  Uarris* 
tfiT,'  aa  the  charge  ia  gencraUy  represeated,  ia  too  nbsurd 

and  incredible  even  for  tboae  arbitrary  tiiuen His 

Boa»  in  a  speech  to  the  Long  Parlrament,  publicly  and  with- 
out contradiction,  attributed  his  father's  imprisonment  to 
*  what  he  said  aud  did  in  a  former  Parliament.'  **

— Lord  ilacau- 
la\%  ill  hia  "  Life  of  Bunjan,'*  wnttcn  for  the 
Encydopttdia  Britunnica^  asserts  that  "Not  a 
jjingle  copy  of  the  first  edition  is  known  to  be  io 
existence.  The  year  of  puldication  has  not  beea 
ascertained."  This  statement  is  incorrect.  Mr* 
OlTori  in  preparing  his  valuable  edition  of  TAe 
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PilgrifgCi  Progreu  (which  was  published  bjr  the 
Uanscrd  KnoUys*  Society  in  1847,  had  the  ubo  of 
a  fine  cony  of  the  first  edition,  to  which  he  thus

Unt 
now   it  is  generally  by  us   Kuropoans  termed   Tahaeo 
(which  we  impro|)cfly  pronounce  T(itKicev\  a  name  llrst 
given  it  by  the  Spaniards  from  their  island  Tabaco,  which 
aboundeirwith  this  plant;  whereof  had   Plato  had  as 
much  oxpcricnre  as  we,  ho  would,  without  all  peradvcn- 
ture,  have  philosophised  thercun.    Tlicy  say  wo  are  be* 
holding  to  Sir  Francis  Drake's  mariners  for  the  knowU'dgo 
and  use  of  this  plant,  who  brought  its  seed  fh>m  Virgiuie 
into  England  about  the  year  IA8.).    Thev  recite  many 
virtues  proper  to  it,  as  that  it  voideth  rhcumes,  tough 
flegmes,  &c     I  shall  not  deny  but  that  Tabaco  may 
have  a  goo<l  use,  l>oth  common  and  medicinal,  when 
taken  moderately,  by  such  as  it  is  pmpcr  for.    As  (1.)  I 
grant  it  to  1>c  useful  to  mariners  at  8t>a,  if  taken  with  | 
discretion,  for  the  evacuation  of  those  pituitous  liuniours, 
which  they  contract  bv  the  injury  of  marine  vapours ;  , 
as  al.MO  for  soldiers   when  in  their  camp,  for   a  parllo  | 
reason.  (2.^  Neither  do  I  deny  itH  medicinal  use  in  many  I 
cas<!S,  specially  for  cold,  pitultons,  phlegmatic  bodies,  ' 
when  taken  with  discretion  ami  moderation.    Though  I  i 
conceive  the  chewiug  of  its  leafc  to  be  far  more  medicinal 
ancl  Ics9  noxious  than  the  smoke  in  most  cases :  of  which  ! 
see  3fagnenus  de  Tabaco,  ICxercit  9.  §  I.,  &c.     But  what-  ; 
over  its  virtues  may  be  when  taken  medicinally,  it  is  , 
without  doubt,  as  generally  now  taken  in  Kngland,  the  \ 
cause  of  many  great  diseases.     It  is  universally  confimsed 
that  its  nature  is  narcotic  and  stupifying:  whence  it 
cannot  but  bo  very  hurtful  to  the  brain  and  ne^ve^  caus- 
ing epilepsies,  apoplexies,  lethargies,  and  paralytic  dis- 
tempers.    I  ha<l  three  friendts  and  two  of  thorn  worthy 
divines,  tskcn  away  by  apoplexies  within  the  space  of 
an  vear,  all  great  TabawnitU.    Again,  it  fills  the  brain 
with  fuliginose  black  vapors  or  smoke,  like  the  soot  of  a 
chimney.    Panvius,  a  great  anatomist,  and  Falkenbnr- 
gius,  afHrme,  that  by  the  abuse  of  this  Aime,  the  brain 
contracts  a  kind  of  black  soot;   and  they  prove  the 
opinion  both  by  experience  and  reason.

rmLOLOQICAL   CnANQES:     THB    YoWEL     A.— 

Some  of  the  most  interesting  phenomena  in  phi- 
lology are  those  connected  with  the  cluuigei  is 
pronunciation  and  structure. 

Thus  in  Wallach,  as  in  the  other  modem 
branches  of  the  Latin  stock,  will  be  found  the 
conjugation  of  the  verb  by  auxiliaries,  an  opera- 
tion which  must  have  taken  place  independently 
of  the  Soanish  and  Portu<;uese,  for  instance  tad 
independently  of  (lermanic  influence,  whidi  hu 
been  sometimes  assigned  as  a  cause. 

In  many  of  the  European  languages,  as  is  well 
known,  the  vowel  a  at  a  former  period  reccifed 
the  sound  of  atP,  generally  modified  to  oA,  and  in 
English  to  ay.  liic  French  perhaps  retained  tbii 
the  longest,  for  many  of  the  emigres  in  thepre< 
sent  century  used  the  aw,  and  it  is  still  adopted 
in  some  patois. 

In  Turkish  the  same  phenomenon  of  change  bu 
taken  place.  With  regard  to  gutturals  this  fict 
has  been  acknowledged  to  me  bv  many  cmineut 
Turks,  but  the  vowel  a  has,  as  m  the  languigei 
of  Western  Kurope,  been  modified  from  av  to  oil 
Of  this  kind  are  many  evidences  in  the  conten- 
|>orary  writers  of  the  seventeenth  century.  The 
word  coffee  is  a  notorious  example,  whereas  the 
French  word  now  more  nearly  represents  the 
Turkish  pronunciation.  Take  for  example  Greaves  s 
Descrij}tion  of  the  Seraglio  in  1638  (London,  1637]. 
Parhn  is  called  Bashaw  ;  Nishan,  Ni8hawn;KitAh, 
Kitawb  ;  Khan,  Khawn  ;  Ilatti  Ilumayoon,  Haiti 
Ilumawyoon ;  Padishah,  Pawdishawh ;  Sham, 
Shawn  ;  Ilamam,  Ilamawn ;  Shahzadeli,  Shavh- 
Kawdeh. 

So  of  the  gutturals  Greaves  and  his  contem- 
poraries not  only  wrote  but  spoke  Aghs,  B(g, 
Yoghourd. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  pronunciation 
generally  of  Greaves  is  conformablo  with  modem 
pronunciation. 

Ahmed  Vefick  ElTendi  and  some  other  distin- 
guished scholars  are  of  opinion  that  the  suppres* 
sion  of  gutturals  took  place  three  or  four  ccnturiej 
ng(),  but  thore  is  abundant  evidence  that  it  pre- 
vailed at  Constantinople  in  the  seventeenth  and 
even  eighteenth  centuries,  as  it  docs  in  some  parts 
of  the  empire  still.

TATtoB  TUB  WATEK-PotT. — ^Tftylor,  at  thc 
eommencement  of  tlie  rebellion  in  1642,  retired 
iirom  London  to  Oxford,  where  he  kept  a  vic- 
tualling house  and  wrote  pasquils  against  the 
Hound  heads.  But  when  the  garrison  at  Oxford 
larrendered,  he  came  again  to  London,  and  kept 
Ipublicbouse  in  Pbccnix  Alley,  near  Long  Acre; 
Waere^  af^er  the  king's  deailj,  making  his  loyalty 
apparent,  he  set  up  Ibr  a  sign  a  mourning  crown  : 
but  this  proving  distaateful,  he  had  it  taken  down, 
and  replaced  with  his  own  portrait  with  this

••  There's  many  a  head  stan*!*  ISwr  a  sign, 
Then,  gentle  reader,  why  not  niin«?  ** 

Doubtless  for  some  of  these  pasquUs,  or  some 
other  causes,  he  rendered  himself  obno.\ious  to 
the  ruling  government :  as  the  Council  Book, 
under  date  of  Wednesday,  Aug.  15»  1649,  affords 
the  following  entry*  It  is  addressed  to  Edward 
Dendy,  Sergeant-at-Arma.

ODce  a  month,  or  I  should  have  noticed  sooner  the 
obaervatioDB  and  Queries  of  Faieplat  with  re- 
ipect  to  the  sea  songs  of  Dibdin. 

I  beg  in  the  first  place  to  disclaim  entirely  the 
intention  of  disparaging  or  even  diitcussiiig  the 
merits  of  Dibdin  as  a  song  writer.  In  saying  that 
bii  songs  had  never  in  ray  time  been  generally 
accepted  by  sailors  on  account  of  the  nautical  ab- 
~"^ilic«  in  which  they  abound,  I  merely  stated  a 

wjthin  nny  own  knowledge  and  escperience. 

which  the  public  in  general  could  not  pos- 

\f  be  competent  to  judge.     It  is  hardly  con- 

fiftcnt  with  **  fair  play''  to  accuse  me  of  violating 

"the  cliiims  of  justice  and  fru/A,"  and  censuring 

•U  those  who  have  venturefl  to  think  dilferently 

their  merits/*     I  did  neither  the  one  nor  the 

,  I  neither  admitted  nor  denied  the  poetical 
or  lyrical  merits  of  the  songs  :  I  merely  denied 
their  teehnical  correctness,  and  said  it  was  *'  a 
mistake  to  suppose  tliat  tbey  had  been  genernUy 
iccepted  by  sailors."  Is  it  not  enough  for  Fair- 
fL*T  that  they  have  been  accepted  by  all  the 
world  besides,  and  have  procured  for  their  author 
tod  his  descendants  fame,  and  lionour,  and  pen- 
tiMa;  not  empty  praise  onlyp  but  solid  pudding 
likewise? 

In  answer  to  Query  I,  Why  did  Pitt  encoumge 
Dibdin  to  go  among  ihe  sailors  during  the  mutiny 
tt  the  Nore?  I  can  only  say,  in  the  first  place, 
that  I  <lo  not  believe  he  did  anything  of  the  Icind; 
if  he  did  it  is  not  mentioned  in  any  history  of  that 
event  which  has  come  within  my  knowledge,  and 
is  80  diflicult  to  be  accounted  for  as  the  expedition

of  an  English  clergyman  and  his  wife,  a  few  years 
ago,  to  Rome  to  convert  the  Pope  to  Protestantism, 
or  that  of  the  three  Quakers  to  Petersburgh  to 
persuade  Czar  Kichulas  to  join  the  Peace-at-any- 
price  Society.  It  ia  I  l>elieve  true,  at  least  we 
hare  it  on  the  authority  of  Drbdiu*s  son,  in  a 
Memoir  contiiined  in  the  edition  of  the  songs  pa- 
tronised by  Lord  Minto,  that 

•*A  pension  of  200/:  a  year  was  awnrded  him  rather 
late,  for  having,  mi  the  express  desire  of  Mr.  Fin's  mi- 
nis try*  pat  himself  to  an  expense  of  more  than  GOO/,  by 
(quitting  highly  lucrative  proTinciel  cn^agemeots  and 
opening  bis  theatre  in  a  hot  July,  at  considerable  nightly 
loas,  M  toamt,  where  he  was  instructed  to  write,  sin^, 
puhBah,  and  give  away  loyal  war  songs,  and  that  befom 
h«  hail  enjoyed  tiie  said  pensioa  long  enough  to  repay 
his  tosses  iu  csrnin^  it, it  wis  vrithdmwn  by  a  succeeding 
ministry ;  a  pArt  ot  it  was  restored  a  short  period  h€lbro 
his  death,  whi<:h  took  place  in  1814." 

This  answers  the  Query,  Why  did  George  IU. 
give  Dibdin  a  pension  ?  It  may  also  account  for 
the  notion  that  Pitt  employed  him  "to go  among 
the  sailors/*  No  doubt  Pitt  thought  that  sailors 
might  be  attrncted  to  Dibdin,  and  perhups  imbibe 
from  bis  performances  a  better  spirit  than  then 
generally  prevailed  among  them.  It  was  catch- 
ing, however,  at  a  very  slender  rope-yarn^  ami  I 
am  not  surprised  that  the  peace  ministry  of  JVL'. 
Adding  ton  withdrew  a  pension  conferred  for  such 
very  doubtful  services. 

The  pension  granted  by  Her  present  Majesty  to 
his  dau*,diter  is,  I  doubt  not,  a  fitting  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  great  abilities  wliith  Dibdin  cer- 
tainly possessed  as  a  song-writer»  and  much  more 
as  a  musicd  composer,  aiid  which  be  invariably 
employed  in  the  cause  of  loyalty  and  patriotism. 
He  was  the  author  of  considerably  more  th»n  a 
thousand  songs,  mony  of  which  he  set  to  music 
himself,  and  good  music  too,  as  I  am  informed  by 
those  who  are  competent  to  judge.  Of  these  fibout 
a  hundred  are  sea  songs,  so  called  at  least  by 
landsmen  ;  and  perhaps  they  may  pass  current  as 
such  in  the  yacht  squadron,  or  in  the  cockpit  with 
the  younger  midshipmen,  who  of  course  are  less 
nice  in  their  nauticals  than  Jack  \  but  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that,  with  the  exception  of  perhaps 
four  or  five,  they  all  contain  stanzas  wbitih  ut- 
terly defy  emendation,  and  in  which  technical 
terms  are  so  jumtjled  and  misapplied,  or  the  sen- 
timents are  so  foreign  to  a  seaman's  habits  of 
thought  as  to  be  not  only  distasteful  to  sailors 
generally,  hut  even  more  unintelligible  to  ihem 
than  to  landsmen.  Take,  for  example,  the  follow- 
ing stanza  from  by  no  means  the  worst  of  them, 
**The  Greenwich  Pensioner,"  of  which  Dibdin 
himself  informs  us  that  he  sold  first  and  last  ten 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fitly  copies :  -r 

**  That  time  bound  straight  tot  Portagal 
Kight  fore  ind  aft  we  bore, 
But  whea  we'd  made  Cape  Ortegal 
A  gale  blew  off  the  shore, — 
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,  She  Uj,  ao  did  it  iliock  her, 

A  log  upon  the  mAin, 
Till  mv'd  from  Davy's  locker 
\Xb  put  to  sea  tgain.*' 
I  iTould  niik  your  nAUtical  readers  if  there  is

A^aini 
what  a  hubbub  and  confusion  of  words  si j^ni lying 
nothing  there  is  m  the  following  stan2;a|  intended 
It  seems  to  describe  tlic  ordinary  course  ot  a 
itailor*s  duties :  —

Talk  of  fiiihing  the  auclior  to  the  cathead  I  He 
mlijht  as  well  htive  said  that  it  wae  the  practice  of 
jolly  (nra  to  go  about  with  their  heiKis  where  their 
heels  should  be.  I  should  be  quite  ready  to  fullow 
the  suggestion  of  Faibplay,  and  point  out  errors 
of  &  like  kind  in  nearly  all  tJicse  so* culled  sea 
&ongs,  if  you  could  spare  space  and  your  readers 
patience,  but  I  will  confine  luydelf  to  the  two 
which  he  has  made  the  subject  of  his  last  Query* 
I  admit  that  "Poor  Jai:k '*  contains  one  good 
stanza,  the  last,  "  D*ye  raind  tue,  a  sailor  should 
be  every  inch,  all  as  one  as  a  piece  of  ship,**  &c. 
&c. :  that  may  have  been  quoted  with  enthusiiism 
by  old  aallorsj  notwithstanding  the  glaring  errors 
of  its  first  two  stanzas.  "Tom  Bowling'*  stands 
out  as  almost  the  solitary  inst-anee  in  whicii  nei* 
ther  false  metaphors  nor  nautical  blunders  are  to 
be  detected*  But  the  writcr*s  heart  was  deeply 
affected  here,  —  the  song  was  a  dirge  to  the  me- 
mory of  his  dead  brother,  who  was  many  years 
masier  of  a  merchant  vessel ,  whom  he  regarded 


deservedly  with  admiration   and    affection^ 
from  whom,  no  doubt,  he  imbibed  his  foni 
for  BCft  subjects  and  his  acquaintance  wttU 
terms.     But  it  is  plain  that  he  was  as  littl© 
qua! n ted  with  the  character  and  ways  of  thin 
of  sailors  as  he  was  with  their  terse  and 
phraseology,  which  really  no  more  re«e) 
'*  shiver-my-timbers  "  style  of  the  nauti 
than  Dibdin*»  sopgs  resemble  the  rude  bnt 
ditties  which  are,  or  at  least  were,  popular  in 
galley  and  on  the  Point,     If  I  had  not  all'* 
intruded   too   much    upon  your    space,   1   d 
easily  shoiiv  from  Dlbdin's  songj  that  the  si 
menti  which  he  attributes  to  saUora  are  even 
true   to  nature  than  the  language  in  wliic^ 
clothes  them  is  to  ait.     What,  (br  instance, 
be  more  ludicrously  maudlin  than  the  descrip 
of  Ben  Backstay  sij.diing  over  the  miniature  of 
gentle   Anna  **^  that  iJen  had  worn   around 
neck  I "  &c.  &c  ?   or  more  truly  absurd  than 
fate  of  Jack  Rattlin,  who  at  a  moment**  nod 
on  hearing  of  the  death  of  his  sweetheart,  — 
"  Instant  his  pulse  forgot  to  move, 
With  quivering  lips  and  eyes  uplifted, 
He  hcavM  a  sigh,— and  died  far  loveT* 

The  reply  of  Tom  Pipes  to  the  young  lady 
asked  him  whether  he  had  ever  been  in  lovi^ 
presses  pretty  nearly  the  extent  of  Jack*6^ 
nary  notions  of  the  tender  passion,  I  Uai^ 
may  safely  be  asserted  that  a  tar  would  so 
think  of  appending  a  two-and-thirty  pound  \ 
to  hiti  heels,  and  consigning  himself  at  onci 
Davy  Jones,  than  hang  from  his  neck  llxc  lo 
of  his  lass ;  and  as  for  dyin^  for  love  at  thi 
stant^,  or  in  any  given  time,  that  ia  at  least 
usual  with  seamen  as  with  others.  A  grt 
mistake  was  surely  never  made  by  any  man 
by  Dibdin  when  he  said  of  his  songs,  -™ 

"  Tlicy  have  hccn  the  solace  of  saitore  in  loog  vojl 
in  stornrs  and  battles:  they  have  l>e<?a  quoted  in  iau| 
to  the  rcatoratioa  of  order  uad  discipline." 

The  true  merit  of  Dibdin  consists,  not  11 
having  provided  recreation  for  sailors  thetafd 
for  there  can  be  no  possible  pleasure  derived  I 
manifest  error,  but  in  so  eulogising  the  lar 
his  exploits  as  to  induce  landsmen,  who  furm 
greater  part  of  the  nation,  to  appreciate  the 
racter  and  services  of  seamen,  to  entei'Lain  a* 
opinion  of  their  gallantry,  generosity,  liow 
and,  though  last  not  leas^  tiieir  recklessn< 
character,  all  of  which  Dibdin  has  idcalisis 
his  sea  songs.

Ilia 
when  sung  on  shore,  are  none  tlio  worse 
takes  which  could  not  be  detected  by  ' 
and  though  Jack  may  laugh  at  them 
and  utterly  refuse  them  admittance  to 
ioire,  he  ought  not  to  be  thelees  obliged 
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frkndly  voice  wliicb  liaa  cntleavoured  to  exalt 
bim  in  t!ie  eyes  of  his  fellow  men.  This  h  a  suf- 
ficient gnawer  to  ibts  Query»  *^  Why  was  a  bust  of 
Dibdin  erected  ut  Greenwicb  llospitsil  by  Admiral

Leonard  Mac  Nally  ('i'»'»  S.  viii.  2h1.  341.)— 
The  very  utrofioiis  conduct  of  this  luTson  has,  I 
fear,  been  t(»o  conclusively  established  by  your 
corresptmdent,  W.  J.  Fitz-Patrick,  to  be  even 
palliated,  much  less  removed,  lie  was  at  the 
English  1)nr  in  1789,  and  mnrrie<l  the  daughter 
of  William  Janson,  Esci.,  of  24.  Bedford  How, 
BloomMbury,  and  of  Kicnnion<l  Hill,,  a  very  rich 
King's  Bench  attornoy.  She  died  in  Oct.  1795, 
according  to  the  fxmtlcmaiis  ^^f^gt  vol.  Ixv.  p. 
880. ;  and  it  has  been  most  erroneously  assumed 
that  M*^Na]ly  was  the  author,  and  this  lady  was 
the  object,  of  the  song  of  the  "  Lass  of  Richmond 
Hill."  Much  of  the  history  of  M«Nally  may  be 
found  in  Personal  Sketches  of  his  own  Tirnes^  hj 
Sir  Jonah  Barrington,  in  3  toIs.  8vo.,  London, 
1827-32.  Unavailable  as  any  attem])t  may  be 
materially  to  reclaim  a  character  so  iwircij  may  I 
Iks  permitted  to  relate  one  trait  in  his  conduct 
i-eilounding  to  his  honour?— and  "valeat  quan- 
tum valere  possit."  About  the  outset  of  the 
London  riots  of  1780,  Dr.  Thomas  Tliurlow, 
brother  of  the  then  Lord  Chancellor,  having 
been  raised  to  the  Bishopric  of  Lincoln  on  the 
^/emae  of  Dr.  John  Green,  and  the  Utter  \ukv\n|^ 
been  auspected  by  the  lower  clau  of  favounntK 
'a  tome  respecU  i  of  the  Uomau  Cil< 


tholics,  1>ecame  Tcrr  unpopular  with  the  rabble. 
Unfortunately  for  Dr.  Thurlow,  the  odium  vhiel 
was  attached  to  Dr.  Green  defoeaded  with  gitit 
virulence  upon  his  successor.  The  proceedinn  of 
the  infuriated  mob  towards  Dr.  Thurlow,  anathe 
gallant  conduct  of  his  rescuer,  ore  thus  described 
by  a  contemporary  publication  :  — 

«  The  conduct  of  the  <  Christian  Aasociatea'  last  »idar, 
the  2nd  of  June  (1780),  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincolnwii 
such  as  would  have  di^accd  inftdalt.  TJiev  took  (be 
hind-wheclfl  from  his  Lordfhip*s  coach,  which  thir  at- 
tempte<l  to  ovortnm ;  and  when  he  had  gotten  oat^  ton 
his  canonicals,  struck  at  him  repeatedly,  and,  in  sH  pre- 
bahility,  would  have  deatroyed  aim  in  the  fair  of  tadr 
rage,  had  not  a  young  gentleman,  Mr.  M'Nally  of  tin 
Temple,  interposed ;  and  at  the  risk  of  hia  life,  fboght 
through  the  mob  till  he  got  the  Biahop  Into  the  boon  of 
Mr.  Atkinson,  an  attorney.  Here  the  Hiitbop  put  on  Mi: 
Atkinson's  clothes,  while  Mr.  M«NaIly  prevented  tbi 
mob  from  entering  by  the  windows,  which  they  repnu 
edly  atterapte<l  bv  getting  on  the  raila  and  a  snaU  p«t* 
house.  Hia  Lonfship  waa  obliged  to  eaeape  overawil^ 
after  which  a  party  of  tho  mob  was  iHjrmitted  to  cootii 
and  search  the  house :  had  they  found  his  Lordihip,  do 
doubt  be  would  have  suffered  severely,  as  several  of  thai 
had  the  inhumanity  to  declare,  that  *  they  wert  dderwmi 
to  cMt  the  sign  of  the  Crou  on  hit  fortheaa,* "

Srjll  of  John  Lord  Hastikgb  of  Abbr- 
aiVK^T  Cl**^  8.  ix.  305.)— The  "  two  seals"  de- 
•eri1>ed  by  QuBRifiT  are  the  two  eidejj  of  the  seal 
of  John  Lord  Hastings  of  Abergavenny*  which  ia 
■ppended  to  the  letter  from  the  Barons  of  En|r- 
laad  to  Pope  Boniface  in  tbe  year  1301.  This 
letter  ia  preserved  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Receipt 
of  the  Exchequer  (formerly  in  the  Chapter  House 
it  Weatmiuster,  and  now  In  the  Public  Record 
Office).  Its  seals  were  engraved  by  the  Society  of 
A&tiquariea  00  long  since  as  1729^  from  triikings 
by  Augustine  Vincent ;  and  a  long  paper  of  re- 
marks upon  tbem  was  commumcatcd  by  Sir  Harris 
Nicolas  to  the  Society  in  1825,  and  published  in 
voL  xxL  of  the  ArchtEolsgia,  Sir  N.  LI*  Nicolas 
remarked  upon  the  seal  of  Jolm  de  Hastings  that 
it  "is  not  a  little  curious,  both  from  its  exhibiting 
arma  totally  diflerent  from  those  which  are  gene- 
rally ascribed  to  him,  and  which  were  borne  by 
hli  descendants,  and  from  the  charges  tn  the  coat 
itielf."  This  coat,  or  coats,  of  a  cross  and  iieurs- 
de-lia,  with  on  one  face  lions  in  addition  (as 
deicribed  by  Qobbjst  in  p.  305.),  "  appear  (it  is 


added)  to  be  founded  on  the  royal  arms  of  Eng* 
land  and  France ; "  but  were  not  the  lions  rather 
from  the  aims  of  Wales  than  of  England  ?  Sec 
the  four  lions  rampant  on  the  seals  of  Owen 
Glyndowr  as  Prince  of  Wales  in  the  Archav^ia^ 
vol.  XXV,  Plate  lxxi,  ;  and  the  three  lions  passant 
regardant  on  the  seals  of  Edward,  son  of  Ed* 
ward  IV.,  and  Arthur,  son  of  Henry  VI L,  as 
Princes  of  Wales,  in  the  Afchaobgia,  vol.  xx. 
Plate  XXIX.  The  extraordinary  inscriptions  on 
the  seal  of  John  de  Hastings  were  decyphered  fur 
Sir  N*  H*  Kicolas  by  John  Caley,  Esq.,  F.S.A. ; 
and  the  result  was  very  diflerent  from  the  read- 
ings of  QtJBBisT.  On  one  side,

The  CRUiitgTON  Dollar  (P^S.viii,445,)— The 
palm-tree  on  the  reverse  of  this  now  rather  scarce 
coin  has  lon^  had  the  credit  of  reprvsentiiig  the 
yew- tree  which  once  grew  at  Cruiksron  Castle, 
and  to  the  latter,  tradition  still  fondly  clings  as 
tbat  under  which  I^Iary  Queen  of  Scots  spent 
some  of  her  happy  hours  with  her  suitor  Lord 
Dfirnley.  Dean  (afterwards  Bishop)  Niculsoii,  in 
l^he  Scotiinh  Hist<^ical  Library,  Lijudou,  1702, 
8vo.,  in  describing  this  coin,  issued  1^6^,  tells  us 
at  p.  322. :  — 

"  Some  cull  the  Tree  on  tbe  reverie  iin  Yew-Tree,  and 
report  Ihat  there  ^raw  a  fatnoua  ono  of  iLiftt  kind  ia  tho 
Park  (or  Gar<icii)  of  the  Earl  of  Lenox  which  gave  occa- 
sion to  the  Jinpresa:  Wherein  the  Tree  hdnfe'  crown'd 
denote*  the  Advancement  of  Ibe  Letwx  Famlty  by  Henry 
Lord  Damktf'a  Marriage  ivith  the  Queen,  and  the  Lemma 
of  I}ot  Gloria  Virtt  is  observ'd  to  comport  very  wall  with 
the  Device." 

Af^er  the  learned  and  intelligent  Dean  there 
catiie  another  author,  Mr.  Pinkerton,  who  in  his

I  prohibition  was  made  at  a  time  when  livery-ser- 
Tnnts  were  **  lonking-up/'  when  thi^ir  mistresses 
took  them  to  the  plny»  and  when  they  sometimes 
married  them.  Probably,  it  was  in  a  spirit  of 
pride  tliat  the  aristocratic  coacbman  forbade  the 
hanns  between  his  heir  and  what  Swift  calls  "a 
silly  true  mnid  of  honour/'  It  was  not  the  first 
time  that  obstacles  were  thrown  in  their  way.  In 
Queen  Anne's  time,  for  instance,  her  majesty's 
well-known  mniil,  Jenny  Kingdom^  passed  away 
into  maturity  without  getting  married.  There- 
upon that  rakish.  huuioroaS)  honest,  Colonel  Disney 
gravely  sugc^ested  that  since  Jenny  Wiis  unable  to 
procure  a  liusband,  the  Queen  should  give  her  a 
brevet  to  act  as  a  married  woman.  I  do  not  know 
how  matches  went  off  between  maitls  »nd  valets  at

a  crown.  He  hastily  summoned  to  his  side  a 
craftaniun,  who  undertook  to  construct  a  splen<lid 
piece  of  work  modelknl  from  the  still  «:;littering 
pstiern  in  the  skies.  When  this  was  completed^ 
Jt  was  worn  by  Ninirotl,  in  obedience,  as  be  sup- 
poied^  to  the  dcclored  will  of  heaven  ;  and  his 
pwple,  it  is  said,  could  never  paze  upon  the  daz- 
xling  symbol  of  their  mast^^r's  divine  ri;^ht  wiihout 
rbk  of  being  blinded.  It  was  perhaps  to  tlm 
story  Pupe  Gregory  VI T.  uUudeil,  when  be  used 
to  lay  that  the  priisthootl  wa*^  derived  direct  from 
God,  but  that  the  imperial  power  of  a  crowned 
monarch  was  first  afsumed  by  Kimro^l.

Finding  iiiy?elf  a  few  weeks  ago  too  late  for  a 
irain  at  Ux bridge^  and  wkhing  to  fill  up  tbe  in* 
tervfll  with  a  vjfiit  to  any  place  of  interest  in  the  | 
Beighbonrhood  —  ancient  church  or  historic  man-  ( 
hion  —  on  consulting  u  pocket-iuap,  tbti  name  of 
Okalfont  S,  Giles  caught  my  attention,  —  a  place 
I  bad  iung  wished  t^  vieit ;  for  in  that  village  is 
slUl  remaining  ibe  bouse  wliicb  Ellwood  the 
Quaker  selected  for  IVlilton's  re  treaty  wben  the 
pla^ut^  of  16(i5  broke  out  so  fearfully  in  London* 
•*  1  took  a  pretty  box  for  him/*  says  he,  "  in  Giles* 
Cballont,  a  mile  from  me ;  '*  Ellwood  at  the  time 
beiDc  engiijied  as  tutor  in  the  family  of  one  of  his 
weaUhy  co-religionista  in  tbat  parish.  And  singu- 
larly pleasant  proved  my  walk  of  soine  six,  or, 
may  be,  seven  miles  from  Ux bridge.  True,  from 
tKe  protracted  winter,  tbe  wf>odfl  wero  yet  \n\~ 
udorned  with  their  leafy  garniture,  but  life  was 
jUirring  in  bud  and  bough  ;  the  long  pendulons 
calkins  of  the  hazel  waved  gaily  in  tbe  breeze  ;  in 
tlic  osit-r  bed*;,  hc-^ide  the  tmy  stream  that  comes 
clown  fVr -m  Chalfont,  the  bees  were  revelling  in 
the  yellow  blossoms — the  well* remembered  **Sun- 
t!Uy  palms"  of  childhood  —  "the  time  of  the  sing- 
ing of  birds  was  come;  "  thrush  and  blackbird  were 
calling  merrily  to  each  other  with  clear  bold 
notes  itom  the  leafless  tree^tops,  and  the  plaintive 
cry  of  the  newly-yeaned  lambs  fell  not  unplens- 
iagljr  on  the  ear,  while  far  aloil  the  lark  was 


carolling  ^^  from  his  watch-tower  in  the  i^kies/* 
Even  tbe  few  persons  I  encountered  on  my  way 
seemed,  from  their  cheerful  looks  and  brisk  ii»o- 
tionsj  to  have  caugbt  the  happy  infection  of  the 
season^  Just  before  reaching  the  vilhige  of  ChaU 
font  S.  Peter,  with  its  church  neatly  restored  in 
good  brickwork,  and  where  the  road  winds  l>e- 
tween  the  weU*wooded  domain  of  Chalfont  Hall 
and  its  neighbour  *^  tbe  Grove,"  a  noisy  colony  of 
rooks  were  buiJdmg  their  nests  in  jubilant  acti- 
vity, and,  02  if  celebrating  the  return  of  springs — 
*'  .  .  .  cubilibuji  ahis, 
Ncaclo  qui  prectei'  solitutn  duk'cdine  Itoti."* 

Indeed  all  creatures  seemed  in  merry  mood  to- 
day, realising,  as  I  thought,  the  pretty  chaiuoit.  of 
the  old  French  poet :  —

The  diurch 
has  few  points  of  interest,  and  wore  an  air  of 
neglect,  arising  possibly  from  the  want,  until  re- 
cently, of  ft  resident  incumbent.  At  the  extremity 
of  the  main  street  of  the  secluded,  but  not  pic- 
txu-esque,  village  stands  the  sometime  residence  of 
the  grand  old  poet.  It  is  a  small  brick-built  cot- 
tage, '*  semi-detached "  it  would  now  be  called, 
for  dos  ri  ths  there  is  another  cottage,  and  bcUb, 
as  it  struck  me,  might  have  formed  originally  but 
a  single  dwelling-house,  Tbe  gabled  end,  with  a 
huge  projecting  chimney,  faces  tbe  village  street : 
tbe  house  itself  fronts  a  little  gurden-croft»  into 
which  a  wicket-gate  opens  from  the  road.  Lean- 
ing over  this  gate  I  found  the  present  tenant,  a' 
labouring  man,  who  admitted  me  not  very  wil- 
lingly. It  was  bard^  he  thought^  that  hU  house 
should  be  constantly  beset  by  wandering  tourists, 
who  came  to  see  '*the  nothing  that  there  was  to 
show."  The  house  fronts  the  south  ;  a  vine  covers 
its  walls  :  on  entering  there  Ls  on  the  left  hand  of 
the  door  towards  the  street,  a  kitchen,  on  the 
right  a  parlour.  This  hitter,  a  very  small  low 
room  with  a  tingle  window,  remains  much  as  it 
must  have  been  during  the  poet's  occupancy* 
Tbe  mantcl-piece  seems  of  that  date,  but  the 
hearth  is  filled  up  by  a  modern  stove.  Beside  it 
is  a  squ!ire  open  cupboard,  or  ambry,  %vitb  a 
single  shelf  for  botiks,  on  which  not  improbably 
once  lay  the  MS.  of  Paradise  Lont,  I  can  ima- 
gine no  person  of  a  cultivated  mind  so  insensible 
to  local  associations  as  not  to  feel  more  than  or- 
dinary emotion  in  Iw>1l\o^  \^xl\\^  VJ^x-k  \v\'^«t  ^W5.m. 
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How  much  of  unrecorded  wisdom,  bow  manj 
fuJlies  of  playful  wit,  must  liave  brightened  tbia 
humble  nreside,  whcn^  duriug  that  winter  of 
1062'Gf  some  chosen  friend  was  present  aa  a 
guest  to 

**  Help  wast«  a  tollen  day,  what  may  be  woo 
From  the  bard  Mason  gaining."* 

l?^or  Milton  was  much  vl^iited  by  his  learned  con- 
tetnporaries,  and  was  himself  eminently  a  good 
converter.  "He  was  d(fli«;htfiil  conipany/*  siiid 
his  favourite  daujjbter,  **ainl  was  the  life  of  tb<3 
conversation"  Here  Henry  Laurence;  may  h:iv<* 
held  hiiih  converse  with  the  blind  bard  on  *^our 
Communit>n  an'l  war  wiib  Angeb/*  a  Bubjetjt  of 
mysterious  speculation  congenial  to  both  of  them. 
Here  we  know  that  there  came  a  humbler  visi- 
tor, but  one  to  whose  caaual  suggestion  the  world 
18  indebted  for  one  of  its  noblest  literary  posaea- 
eions.  For  in  tbia  room  was  planned,  m  this 
cottap^e  wa*  begun,  and  in  all  probability  com- 
pleted, the  poem  of  **  Paradise  Regained,"  The 
occurrence  is  thus  related  by  Milton's  young 
friend  und  neighbour,  Ellwood^  who  had  called 
here  to  pay  the  first  visit  of  welcome  to  the  poet 
in  his  new  abode :  *'  After  some  common  dis- 
courses had  passed  between  us,  he  called  for  a 
MS.  of  his,  which  he  bade  me  take  home  with  me 
and  read  at  my  leisure,"  Honest  EM  wood,  on 
returniog  the  MS.  at  bis  next  visit,  ^*  pleasantly 
said,  *■  Tbou  bast  said  much  here  of  Paradise  Lost, 
but  what  hast  tbou  to  sny  of  Paradise  Found?* 
He  made  me  no  nnjiwer,  but  sat  some  time  in  a 
muse,  and  then  broke  off  the  discourse/*  On  a 
flubsequent  visit,  soon  af^er  the  poet*s  return  to 
London,  Milton  showed  him  Paradw  Regained^ 
and  **  in  a  pleasant  tone  tiaid,  *  This  is  owing  to 
you^  for  you  put  it  into  my  head  by  the  question 
you  put  to  me  at  Chalfont/" 

The  nuthrn'  of  a  meritorious  little  book  upon 
MiHo}Cb  Early  Readings  who  came  here  from 
Bath  many  years  ago,  remarked  that  there  was 
**  no  prospect  from  the  windows*"  But,  good  Mr. 
Bunster,  what  is  a  prosrpeet  to  a  blind  man*s  eye  P 
And  there  were  prospects  within  the  room  that 
would  have  dazzled  the  eyes  of  the  cleverest  of 
the  poet's  commentators.  My  blindness,  says  Mil- 
ton in  a  magnificent  passage  in  his  Sfcowl  De- 
fence,  "keeps  from  my  view  only  the  coloured 
surfaces  of  ihings,  while  it  leaves  me  at  liberty  to 
contemplate  the  beauty  and  stability  of  virtue 
and  of  trullu  How  miiny  things  (ire  there  be- 
fiidca  which  I  would  not  willingly  see ;  how  many

Think  of  the  marvellous  visions  that  must  have 
passed  before  the  **  inward  eye  "  of  the  blind  old 
man  who  sat  in  the  chinmey-nook  of  %\it»  meftO 
chamber  \     The  banquet  scene  in  the  2nd  b<iok  of 
the  Paradise  Regainedt   **  He   spake  no  dream," 
Sec. ;  the  night-^stonn  in  the  4t.h,  anrl  then  the  ex- 
quisite description  of  nutniing  tbat  follows,  where 
the  scL-ret  of  its  raajjical  effect  ui>on  the  rrader 
arises  from  what   the  painter  would  cnll  its  repose 
—  from   the  force  of  contrast  between  the  calm 
and  quietude  of  the  "  eweet  return  of  morn  "  and 
the    hurricnne    and    demoniacal  glamnur  of    the 
night  prececling  in  ibe  desert.    I  know  of  no  other 
instance  where  the  agency  of  this  feeling  of  re- 
I  pose  is  emplt>yed  with  a  finer  effect,  except  one^ 
which  it  wouhi  perhaps  hardly  comport  with  ihe 
reverence  due  to  divine  revelation  to  regard  from 
merely   a  literary  point  of  view;  I  refer  lo  the, 
passage  in   S,  Luke*8   Gospel  which  followg  tli 
awful  narrative  of  our  Lord's  crucifixion.     After! 
the  hideous  tumult  of  the  city,— the  **  great  com-] 
nany  of  people;"  the  *'loud  voicea"  of  the  mt»ck-l 
mg   priests;   the   wailinpj  women;   togeUicr  wiikj 
the  eaj-tbquake,  the  eclipse,  and  the  rending 
the  veil    of  the  Temple,  —  prodigies  which   oc-l 
cumpauied  the  consummution  of  the  **  ui)knowa| 
agonies  "  of  the  Cross  ;  after  all  ibis  occurs  a  |j«is- 
sage  which  has  always  struck  me  as  inexpressibly 
soothing:  one  seems  almost  to  feel  the  hush  \ 
pathetic  stillness  of  the  early  morning,  when  lo 
the  two  disciples  on  their  way  to  Emmnus.  "  Jeau 
himself  drew  neurand  said  unto  them,  What  mim<^

And  now,  in  closing  this  paper,  I  trn^if  T  inrn 
be  forgiven  for  the  avowal  that  I  am  so  !

gained  to  its  great  precursor.     I  nm  not  sp 
critically,  although,  jierhapi^,  something  mfg 
sui*!  that  way, — but  I  mean  as  far  as  my  own  indl^ 
vidua!  feeling*  are  concerned,     I  think' that  Uie 
ia  more  mor^  wisdom,  more  richness  of  thuughtt 
and  far  more  pregnant  brevity  of  expresaiciti 
the  biter  poem ;  leas  of  sublimity,  but  certainl| 
no  failure  of  strength  in  the  song  of  the  divine  oljf 
man»  who  at  its  commencement  invoked  heavenlj 
assistance  to  bear  him

B"",  of  London,"  Tbe  result  of  this  conference  is 
at  present  unknown  to  me. 

But  while  the  solemn  sounds  of  tbe  "  pealing 
organ'*  and  "  anthems  clear '*  are  yet  ringing  in 
our  ears,  we  are  accosted  by  a  poor  widow,  who, 
in  telling  her  tale  of  pity,  discovers  to  us  her 
parentacre,  and  the  faJe  of  her  father,  the  regicide 
Hugh  Peters,  She  is  introduced  by  Lord  Not- 
tingham, who  by  the  command  of  her  majesty  the 
queen,  addresses  this  letter  to  the  Treasury  :  —

Hope,  in  your  impression  of  to-day,  allow  me  to  stato 
what  hiii  been  constantly  asscrtc'J,  and  hitherto  without 
contradiction. 

'*  I'tierc  is  a  house  in  Connaught  Sqnare  (46. 1  think) 
which  tradition  declares  to  have  beea  built  on  the  site  of 
Tyburn  gallows,  such  tradition  beiug  represeoted  to  be 
founded  upon  u  recital  in  the  lease,  identifying  the  plot 
of  ground  on  which  the  house  was  built  with  the  loeut  in 

JfMo  of  the  fatal  tree.  Mr.  Hope's  argument  is,  to  say  the 
east,  founded  upon  an  insuflicient  base.  If  the  coming 
New  Zealander  on  his  way  to  the  ruins  of  Waterloo 
Bridge  from  the  ilcbris  of  St.  Paul's  were  to  conclude 
that  the  gallows  were  erected  within  the  walls  of  New- 
gate, bi'cau'ie  he  ftaw  skeletons  dug  up  there,  he  would 
be,  as  we  know,  decidedly  wrong.  Felons  condemned  to 
death  pass  the  place  of'  their  burial  on  the  way  to  the 
place  of  execution.  Th«.'y  arc  buried  near,  not  under,  the 
drop. 

'•Again,  with  the  exception  of  those  condemned  to  be 
hung  in  chains  or  publicly  dis<<e«.ted,  the  bi>t1ics  of  crimi- 
nals wen;  invariably  given  up  to  their  friends.  Those 
who  did  not  care  what  became  rf  their  inanimate  frame 
themselves  sold  the  reversion  of  their  lifeless  corpse  to 
the  Sturgeons,  either  to  procure  the  necessities  of  life  or 
means  of  debauchery.  The  piety  of  relatives  would  ws- 
cure  decent  interment  for  others.'  The  proportion  of  those

(2'^'*S.  ix.  197.312.) 

The  answers  of  your  correspondents  require,  I 
think,  a  iittle  rectiiieation*  Ma,  Bt'CKTo?(  omitt 
to  notice  the  manner  in  M'hich  the  Alilanese, 
down  to  St.  Ambrose*s  time,  supplied  the  full 
number  of  tbir[y-si:i  fasting  dayj*,  in  consequence 
of  the  Saturdiiys  during  Quadragiisiuia  being  ex- 
empt iVniii  tbe  fast.  It  is  to  be  remarked  that 
considerable  diflVrencc  prevailed  in  the  various 
portions  of  Christendom  as  to  the  number  of 
fasting  days  during  Quadragesima  proper.  This, 
beginning  with  the  tirst  i>uuday  of  Lent,  con- 
tiiined  of  course  forty-two  days,  which,  as  St. 
Ambrose  observes,  corresponded  with  the  forty- 
two  BtAtioni  of  the  Israelites  between  Egypt  and 
the  promised  land.  This,  however,  indicated  the 
season  only,  not  the  number  of  lasting  days.  The 
Sundays  were  mdversally  excepted  from  the  fust, 
though  not  from  abstinence  from  lle^b  meat;  and 
thus  tbe  number  of  fasting  day  a  was  reduced  to 
tbirty-si.^,  which,  as  St.  Gregory  remarks,  was 
the  tithe  fjf  the  year.  Tbe  Oriental  church  de- 
ducted the  Baturdpys  also;  and  to  this  custom  tbe 
primitive  church  of  Milan  adhered,  dilfcring  in 
this  respect  from  the  quadragesimal  obst^rvance  at 
Rome.  Jn  order,  however,  to  pay  the  full  tithe  — 
ft  fast  of  thirty^six  days  —  tbe  Greeks  con^jecrated 
seven,  instead  of  six  n<i«kt^\<4  VV«-  \«kv\Vl^v:^  O 
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Bcrvance,  beginning  from  Quinqua^esima  Suntiay, 
This  also  the  church  of  Milan  adopted.  Seven 
weeks,  however,  contfltningf  each  five  fasting  days 
will  give  only  the  nuint'er  thirty-five.  This  was 
raised  to  thirtv-six  by  the  laist  Snturday,  the  eve 
of  the  grand  tV^tival  of  our  Lord*8  resurrection, 
being  observed  as  a  fast.  Thus  was  paid  the  an- 
nual tithe  of  penitential  sacrllicc^  I  could  (juote 
various  authorities  for  these  statemenls,  but 
Mariene,  I  suppo&e,  will  be  accepted  as  suffi- 
cient :  — 

"Tempore  tamen  S.  AmbiXMii  Ecclesia  Mediolatieiisia 
qaadra^eainmin  non  a  «ext&,  sed  ^  aeptimft  antB  pa«cha- 
tis  festum  Domioici  obterrare  Bolebat*  quippe  ex  illJs 
flint,  ayie  pneter  I>ottiinicoa  dies  etiain  Snbbnto  jc^Jlu;nilU1^ 
aubtratteUatt  ut  coD«tat  ex  S.  Ambrosii  libro  de  Ella  nt 
jejunia  cap.

Some  of  the  ancient  Greeks  excepted  also  the 
Thursdays  as  well  as  the  Saturdays  and  Sunday  a, 
and  hi  that  case  commenced  the  quadragesimal  fast 
from  Septuogesima.  (Ratramnu5,  lib.  iv,,  con*Qr<t' 
co9%  cap-  4,)  See  also  on  this  subject  Baronins 
and  Spondanus,  ad  anmim  Ivii. 

This  being  &o,  I  canncit  a^rec  with  Mr.  Buck- 
ToH  in  the  assertion  that  the  present  ^*  practice  at 
Milan  is  of  far  greater  antitpiity  thfln  lliat  of 
Rome."  And  although  that  diocese  doeii  not  con- 
form to  the  present  discipline  of  the  church  by 
commencing  the  fast  on  Ash- Wednesday,  yet,  aa 
Ferraris  inibrma  us  (in  v.  Qitadrageiiima)^  it  makes 
up  for  it  by  observing  the  Rogation  days,  not 
merely  as  days  of  abstinence  irom  Uesh  meat, 
like  the  rest  of  the  church,  but  as  fasting  dnys 
also.  The  fast  consists  in  taking  one  nieiil  only, 
as  well  as  abstaining  from  llesh  meat.  I  mention 
this  because  many  Protestants  are  not  aware  of 
the  distinction* 

There  grew  up,  however,  in  the  church  a  de- 
sire of  imitating  our  Blessed  Lord  in  the  exact 
number  of  actual  fasting  days,  i.  e.  forty,  by  add- 
ing to  the  thirty-six  four  in  the  week  preceding 
Quadragefiima  Sunday.  When  did  this  become 
the  law  of  the  church,  and  by  whom  instituted  ? 
Not  by  Gregory  the  Great,  as  your  correspondent 
W.  C.  alleges:  that  opinion  is  quite  exploded. 
Neither  was  it  by  Gregory  II.  as  Mr.  Bucktow 
affirms.  Both  these  mistakes  originated  in  a  mis- 
understood passage  in  Gratian.  Benedict  XIV. 
will  be  acknowledged  a  high  authority  on  a  sub- 
iect  like  this,  lie  discusses  this  question  in  his 
learned  work*  De  Sifiiodo  Dicecetana^  lib.  xi«  cap. 
1.,  from  which  I  thus  quote:  —

Not  far  from  the  preisent  Bticklngham  G^fe  ] 
stood  Tiut  Hall  and  the  Mulberry  Garden  ;  the 
latter  being  planted  in  1(309,  by  order  of  James 
the  First,  with  the  view  of  producing  silk  in  Eng- 
land* To  carry  out  this  object^  he  caused  several 
ship-loads  of  mulberry -trees  t-o  be  imported  from 
France^  and  in  ]62!>,  we  find  a  grant  made 
to  Walter  I-»ord  Aston,  appointing  him  to  the 
*^  custody  of  the  garden»  mulberry  trees,  and  silk- 
worms, near  St.  James's,  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex,'* The  speculation  proving  a  failure,  the 
Mulberry  Garden,  within  a  few  year?,  was  con- 
verted into  a  place  of  fashionable  amusement,

now  the  nnfy  place  of  rcfreahment  about  ihe  town  far 
persons  of  the  beat  quality  to  be  exceedingly  ebeiited  at; 
GromvreU  and  his  parti  boon  having  abut  op  and  aeiisd 
on  Spring  Gardeo^  which,  till  now,  bad  been  the  lunial 
rendozvoua  for  the  ladiea  and  g&Danta  at  thia  seaaon.*' 

To  which  passage  the  following  note  is  added 
in  the  last  edition  of  Evelyn's  Diary  (IS^Q,  vol.  L 

p.  SSS.):  —

Pursuit n  of  LUcrtihtrt. 

Tart  Hall  stood  opposite  to  ibe  Park,  on  the 
grouud  between  Buekingbam  Pjilace  and  the  com- 
inencement  of  the  houses  in  James  Street.  It 
vaji  built  (the  new  part  nt  least)  by  Nicholas 
ScoDC,  Ibe  sculptor,  in  1638,  for  Abthea,  Countess 
of  Arundelf  probably  as  a  summer  residence. 

I  believe  that  it  was  named  Tart  Hall  from  its 
proiiimity  to  the  Mulberry  Garden,  wluch,  as  we 
nsYe  seen,  was  famous  for  its  tarts.  It  is  so  called 
m  the  inventory  of  "household  stii0V,*'  &c.  tnken 
in  imi  (RftrJ.  MS.  No.  6272);  in  Algrernon  Syd- 
ney's Letters  to  Henry  Savile;  in  several  docu- 
ments in  tbe  State  Paper  Office^  &c. 

I#rird  GorinjT  bad  a  bouse  in  the  Mulberry 
Gttrden  in  1632;  and  probably  Turt  II^I  was 
ujnUnrlj  Bituatcd.     Ciinniof^bam  says  — 

*•  Goring  Hovn  and  garden  conlld  only  Lave  occupied  a 
comparatively  small  portion  of  King  JamfiVa  Mulberry 
Gara^n,  for  the  pinco  of  amusement  of  that  name  exiated 
many  years  earlier/' 

The  destruction  of  these  gardens  ia  tbus  noticed 
in  Dr.  K'wgi^  Art  of  Cookery,  1709  :  —

It  was,  of  course,  Buckingham  House,  erected 
in  1703*  Edwabd  F.  Rimbault. 


ALLEGED  INTERPOLATIONS  IN  THE 
"TE  DEUM," 

{T^  a  Till.  362. ;  is.  31.  265.  367.) 

I  cannot  aprce  with  your  various  cfuresnon- 
fSeota  that  the  ihree  verses  are  *•*  offend ingj" 
••  iiwppropriaic,*'  or  even  **  interpolated/'  I  see 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Te  Deum  was  in- 


tended at  any  time  to  be  arldressetl  to  the  Seeond 
Person  of  the  Blessed  Trinity  exclusively.  The 
origin  of  this  noble  bymii  is,  and  I  fear  ever  will 
be,  utterly  obscure  antl  uncertain.  Some  critics 
unhesitatmgly  adopt  the  usual  tradition  of  its 
having  been  composed  by  Saints  Ambrose  and 
Augustin  J  while  others  reject  this,  aa  entitled  to 
little  or  no  credit.  But  this  is,  after  all»  of  little 
consequence  to  our  arjrument.  Let  us  consider 
the  positions  which  A,  PL  W.  complaina  have  not 
been  answered.  (L)  That  '*Te  Deum  laudamus'* 
signifies  **  We  prats©  Thee  a$  God,"  and  as  such 
is  not  good  sense  m  applied  either  to  the  Father 
or  the  Hfdy  Trinity.  But  the  words  nre  not 
necessarily  to  be  bo  translated.  They  may  very 
properly  be  rendered,  We  praise  Thee,  God;  that 
is,  We  praise  Thee  who  art  our  God,  and  then 
they  are  of  course  appropriate,  whether  addressed 
to  the  Father  only,  or  to  the  Blessed  Trinity  col- 
leclively.  (2.)  **TJiftt  ejecting  the  three  ofTcud- 
ifig  versicles,  the  remainder  becomes  a  hymn  to 
Christ  as  God>*  I  cannot  approve  of  these  verses 
being  called  either  **  (ffTensive  *'  or  '*  oflending." 
Ol»jectors  mij^ht  be  content  to  consider  them  m- 
terpolations ;  but  I  cannot  adinit  that  they  are 
even  such.  I  see  noihing  that  requires  us  to 
apply  the  first  ten  versicles  to  the  Seeond  Person; 
every  word  of  them  wiil  equally  apply  to  God  the 
Futher;  ami  my  opinion  is  that  tliey  were  so  in* 
tended  to  apply,  and  that  tlie  versicles — 

"  Venemndufn  tuum  re  rum  et  unkum  Filmm, 

'  Sanctum  quoque  Paraditura  Spiritum,"  ' 

were  designetlly  introduced  in  the  original  com- 
noaitiou,  to  pay  distinct  homage  to  the  three  divine 
Persons.  The  rest  of  the  hyntii  is  ud*l resided  to 
our  Saviour  oiily^  just  as  rhe  chief  part  of  the 
Apostles'  Creed  refers  to  Him,  of  whom,  in  his 
twofold  nature,  as  God  and  man,  wc  have  so  much 
to  predicate.  I  really  see  no  reason  to  consider 
the  three  versicles  as  interpt>hiticms. 

I  am  sorry  to  find  your  correspondent  A.  H.W. 
designating  the  text  of  the  three  hfavenly  wit- 
nesses in  1  8t.  John  v.  7.  as  ''  the  well-known 
fiirjrery "  If  he  will  read  Cardinal  Wiseman*3 
critique  upon  that  question.  I  am  persunded  (hat 
he  wdi  find  good  reason  to  think  verv  diflerently. 
It  is  almost  as  painful  to  hear  Mb.  Thomas  Bots 
(a"""  S.  \x,  31.)  speak  of  *' Bonaventura's  astound- 
ing parody,"  and  proclaim  that  *'  the  three  ver?i- 
cles,  11 — 13.,  are  actually  i^n^cA  out.  the  'Three 
Persons  of  the  Trinity '  give  place,  in  firder  that 
the  Virgin  may  be  worshipped  instead  t"  Butn,  in 
the  first  place,  this  '*  parody  **  on  the  Te  Deum  is 
falsely  ascribed  to  St.  Bonaventure;  and,  secondly, 
there  is  nothing  astountling  in  it,  or  the  least  irre- 
verence. On  rhe  contrary,  it  is  an  attempt  of 
some  pious  soul  to  imitrde,  not  parody,  the  Te 
Deum^  but  only  so  far  as  its  language  miriht  be 
applied  to  the  Blessed  Virjiin  ;  and  therefore  t.W 
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were  reverently  iiuAsined,  wblch  might  safely  be 
addressed  to  Her.  ft  h  unjust  lo  desi^aate  such 
an  attejupt,  — wbfttever  may  be  tliought  of  it  aw 
matter  of  taste  and  judgment, — as  an  "amjulling 
aubitUation;'  F.  C.  H. 


The  authorship  o£  this  hymn  is  uiually  ascribed 
to  St.  Ambrose,  as  it  would  ecem,  on  the  faith  of 
a  p:is»aae  in  the  Chronicle  which  bears  tho  name 
of  Dadus  of  Milan.  This  author  relates  that 
wiien  Auguitiiie  was  baptised  and  confirmed  in 
the  name  of  the  holy  and  undivided  Trinity  by 
Ambrose,  in  the  presence  of  all  the  faithful  of  the 
city,  they  (Ambrose  and  Augustine),  under  the 
inliueucc  of  ihe  Holy  Ghost,  pronounced  the 
words  of  the  2c  Deurn  before  the  multitude. 
This  account  is  repeated  or  referred  to  by  St* 
Gregory  in  his  Dialogues^  and  others.  The  genu- 
ineness of  Dacius's  Chronicle  is^  however,  fairly 
called  in  question.     An  ancient  Breviary  refers 

"llie  hjmn  to  St.  Abundlus.  The  first  who  men- 
WKffi  It  are  St.  Benedict  and  Tcridius,  a  disciple 
of  Ciesarius  of  Aries.  A  manuscript  Pi^alter  in 
the  Vatican  calls  it  a  hymn  of  St.  yisibutus,  and 
Usher  speaks  oT  one  in  which  it  is  attributed  to 
St.  Nicetius.  AU  these  facts  are  stated  by  Car- 
dinal Bona  in  his  treatise  De  divina  Psalmottia 
(Paris,  lfj78,  p.  505*)*     Other  opinions  have  been 

.advanced,  but  it  is  probably  rjuite  impossible  to 
iiiy  who  was  its  real  author  ;  it  uiay^  however, 
De  safely  referred  to  the  fifth  century,  that  is  to 
say  in  its  present  form. 

My  own  opinion  is,  that  the  hymn  is  not  wholly 
orij^inal,  but  the  recognised  Latin  representative 
of  hymns  which  existed  in  Greek  at  an  earlier 

feriod.  I  will  briedy  state  my  reasons  for  this, 
t  is  well  known  that  the  primitive  Christians 
were  accustomed  to  sing  hymns  to  Christ  as  God 
in  Bithynia,  as  we  gather  from  the  testimony  of 
Pliny.  Eusebius  cj notes  a  writer  who  gays  the 
Christians  sing  hyums  to  Christ  the  Word  of  God, 
calling  him  God.  Paul  of  Samosata  put  down 
hymns  in  honour  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
Apostolical  ConstituUons  contain  two  such  hymns. 
A  writing  ascribed  to  Atbanasius  quotes  one  of 
the  same.  Oxher  ancient  references  might  bo 
nddeii.  I  will  confine  myself  to  one,  which  exhi- 
bits ihis  *^hyuui  to  Christ  as  God"  in  ita  fullest 
form,  if  we  except  the  well-known  later  additions. 
I  fliludo  to  what  is  called  the  Morning  Hymn, 
whiuli  18  to  be  found  at  the  close  of  the  Psalms 
in  the  Alexandrine  Codex  in  the  British  Museum. 
This  IklS.  was  written,  I  suppose,  not  later  tbau 
i.D.  450,  and  perhaps  somewhat  earlier ;  it  was 
written,  therefore,  ne.irly  at  the  time  when  Am- 
brose is  commonly  believed  to  have  composed  the 
Te  Dewn.  The  Morning  Hvran  is  beyond  ques- 
tion more  ancient  than  the  Te Deum,  and  is  mani- 
festir  not  m  its  simplest  and  shortest  form  in  the 
AJeJtaDtlrine  MS,    Xt  seems  to  consist  of  tUtoe

They  all  give  ihe  small  c  in  the  middle  of  the 
second  line  ;  whereas  it  is  plainly  the  old  black- 
letter  capital  lt?>  They  all  likewise  give  quaqne  In 
full,  and  not  the  contraction  q3.  They  were  right, 
however,  in  the  word  i  for  it  can  be  nothing  else, 
being  a  very  common  form  in  MSS.  But  how 
the  jumble  is  increased  by  this  rending,  me  do  I — 
more  bungling  in  the  verse;  and  "Jon"  in  the 
first  person,  while  Flam,  the  same  individual,  is 
in  the  third! 

F,  C.  H.  must  now  allow  me  to  reciprocate  hja 
compliment, — "  be  has  been  enticed  too  far  by  his 
ingenious  speculations.**  He  takes  Ihe  Kf  to  stand 
for  et.  Now  I  do  not  pretend  to  any  speiial 
acquaintance  with  brasses;  but  I  am  tolerably 
familiar  with  obi  MSS.  of  various  ages  ami  cha- 
racter, and  certainly  I  have  never  seen  the  et  thus 
written.  Great  is  the  variety  of  twirled  lines 
used  to  denote  tbe  little  conjunction;  but  in  no 
I  instance  have  I  seen  a  regularly  formed  capital 
'  letter  employed  for  the  i>urpose.  And  MSS« 
would  be  more  likely  to  ailord  an  instance  of  the 
kind,  in  consequence  of  their  variety,  than  in- 
scriptions on  brasses,  which  are  more  formal  and 
uniform.

been  unable  to  find  any  cause  for  the  Litter  sup- 
position^  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  Fletchers 
derived  their  name  from  Fksckier^  *' arrow  maker;'* 
hence,  probably,  the  introduction  of  the  arrow  in 
Ibe  coat  of  arms.  If,  however,  we  go  deeper  into 
subject,  I  think  that  it  will  be  found  ttiat  the 
Fletcher  arras  are  of  comparatively  recent  origin, 
and  were  not  in  reality  connected  with  the  name 
in  former  limes  ;  and,  moreover,  it  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  the  name  in  Scotland  h  not  derived 
from  FUsher^  the  old  (and  even  now  comtnon) 
Scotch  name  for  Butcher >  Spalatbo.

The  following  extract  from  llie  original  letter 
written  by  his  agent  to  Lord  Br:indon,  and  dated 
Sackville,  April  23,  1793,  now  preservyd  among 
the  papers  of  William  T*  Crosbie,  Esr^.^  of  Ardfert 
AbbeVi  CO.  Kerry j  will  aflbrd  a  good  iden  of  what 
an  **  Irish  tenant  gain"  wat  in  the  south  of  Irc- 
kud  at  the  clo»e  of  the  last  century.  Thih  cjustoni 
Ima  now  nlmost  entirely  disappeared,  and  if  ever 
it  happen i  to  be  revived  is  altogether  diminisherl 
in  magrdtude  of  hospitality  and  operation.  There 
was  really  fiotnethlng  'pictoreeque  nnd  grand  in 
these  bi-annual  reveU  *,  whieh  must  have  exerted 
a  powerfid  influence  in  cementing  the  union  be- 
tween landlord  and  tenant.  As  "  N.  &  Q."  is  a 
welcome  guest  in  distant  hinds,  the  foil  rawing  may 
awaken  pTeajting  recollections  in  the  mind  of  some 
sojourner,  nntl  call  to  remembrance  an  **  Irish 
night  "  in  the  days  of  his  childhood:  — 

"I  shall  mow  procccil  Co  giva  you  a  further  account  of 
onr  Gala  here  ou  Sunday  [?],  and  1  do  asstire  you  it 
was  conducted  in  a  manner  that  I  am  persnaded  will  ba 
satisfactory  to  you.

(abo?e  ^  Gallons)  (»f  that  beverage  made  the  day 
before,  ^bich  waa  drawn  off  unsparingly  for  tho>e 
abroad,  and  plenty  of  Beer  bf^ide^t.  Two  patteraroefl, 
borrowed  from  Jack  CoUis,  and  placed  on  the  top  of 
the  Abbey  tower,  announced  our  dinner,  and  tooste,  and 
owr  exultation.  Pipera  and  Fkldler»  enlivened  the  inter- 
Tela  between  the  peaU  of  tho  Ordnance.  The  May  men 
and  Maids  with  their  hobby-horse,  &;c.  danced  moat 
cheerfully,  and  were  all  enter'tAined  at  dinner,  and  with 
drink  in'  abundance.  An  ox  was  roasted  whole  at  one 
end  of  the  Turf-houM  on  a  large  ash  beam  by  way  of  a 
tpit,  and  turned  with  a  wheel  well  contrived  by  Tom 
O'Brien ;  it  wa«  cut  up  from  thence,  and  divided  as  want- 
ing. The  name  of  ita  being  roasted  entire  was  more  than 
if  two  oxen  bad  been  served  piecemeal.  Six  sheep  were 
■llo  ttftcriliced  on  the  occasion,  and,  in  short.  Plenty  and 
Hotpitality  graced  both  your  board  and  your  s.od ;  and 
A  Itae  lereae  evening  f4ivoiired  happily  the  Gleo  and 
Hilarity  of  the  meeting.  All  was  Happiaess,  Mirth,  and 
Good  tiumour.  God  save  great  George  our  Kin;^  was 
cheered  within  and  abroad  accompanied  with  Fiddles,

"THE  CIVIL  CLUB." 

I  enclose  you  a  cutting  from  The  City  Press  of 
the  24tL  March,  giviOL;  some  account  of  this  verj 
ancient  Club.  Terhaprf  some  of  your  correspon- 
dents, so  well  versed  botb  in  the  public  and  private 
history  of  the  reign  of  Charles  IF.,  can  kindly 
ftfTord  some  information  as  to  its  origin  and  early 
members.  Having  been  established  in  I6«>9,  it  is 
unquestionably  the  oldest  Club  in  London.  The 
members,  who  are  nil  citizens  (Civil  —  cjuaai  Civic 
— Club,  from  **ciyia,"}  and  men  of  redjjectabiUty, 
are  very  proud  of  ibeir  Club: — 1st.  On  account 
of  its  aniiquitif ;  and  2nd.  Because  it  is  the  oidjf 
Club  which  attucbes  to  its  staff  the  respected  office 
of  a  chopiitin.  It  would  feem  that  tte  members 
first  united  together  for  the  sake  of  mutual  aid 
md  support  \  but  the  name  of  the  founder,  and 
the  circumstances  of  ita  origin*  have  unfortunately 
been  lost  with  its  early  records. 

•*  TiTK  Crvii.  Ci,UB.~The  first  quarterly  dinner  of  thU 
aneieni  Club,  for  the  present  yesr,  tookplace  on  Wednes- 
day lost.  At  the  New  Com  Exchange  Hotel,  Murk  Lane, 
when  about  40  gentlemeo  sat  down  in  the  Batiquetting 
Hall  belonging  to  the  Hotel,  to  one  of  those  well-selected 
and  welUeervetl  repasts  for  which  Mr.  Charles  Hegin* 
bothom,  and  his  namesake  and  father  (a  former  pro- 
piietorX  bare  been  for  bo  many  years  celebrated,  and 


which  invariably  give  sntisfactioa  to  all.  The  wines  wfitft  I 
also  <if  excellent  qu.ility.

**Tho  Club  used  for  1  great  many  years  to  meet  atl 
the  '  Old  Ship  Tavern,*  in  Water  Lane,  which  has  been  i 
lately  pulled  down,  and  now  meets  at  the  Xuw  Corn  I 
Exchange  Tavern  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  overj-  months  j 
besides  dining  together  four  times  a'-yesr,  %^iz.   on  tho  i 
Wednesday  previous  to  Lady  Day,  the*  Wodne*^dny  after  J 
Midsummer  Day,  the  Wednesttny  previous  to  Michaelmaa  ] 
Day,  and  the  \Vedne«Jay  previous  to  St.  Thomas's  Day. 
An  Impresaioti  prevails  amongst  some  of  the  members 
that  the  Club  was  limited  to  the  Ward  of  Tower,  and 
that  ita  meetings  must  be  held  within  the  Ward,  but 
there  is  nothing  in  the  present  rules  to  waiTant  such  a 
•apposition,  aitd  the  f^ct  of  the  summer  dinner  being 
Always  held  in  the  country,  at  A  place  selected  by  the 
■tewards  for  the  time  being,  would  also  tend  to  negstive 
such  an  idea. 

*^It  should,  perhaps,  also  be  mentioned,  that  the  oldest 
member  of  the  Club  for  the  time  being  is  called  the 
*  Father  of  the  Club,'  Mr.  Whitftold,  of  Snaresbrook, 
being  the  present  father  —  a  position  held  for  an  uniuoal 
number  of  years  bv  a  former  member  and  treasurer,  Mr, 
Bryan  Corcoran,  of  Mark  Lane,  the  father  and  namesake 
of  the  firesent  respected  treasurer.

—  History  has  re- 
corded an  incident  touching  Cromwell  and  the 
mace,  his  dlssolviug  the  Long  Parliament  in  165II, 
with  **Tid£e  away  ihut  bwuble.**  If  tbe  version 
of  this  story  be  correct  he  must  somewhat  have  J 
changed  his  views  with  regard  to  the  insignia  of 
office  subBequently  to  1649,  for  under  the  date  of 
3 1st  Mayof  that  year,  the  Order  Book  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  State  records  — 

"  That  there  shall  be  a  mace  provided  for  the  use  of  tbta 
CotinteU  at  tile  charge  of  the  State;  tliat  it  bo  leR  to  the 
Aerjeant-at'ormos  attending  tbcCoiincell  to  cotirerro  with 
Mr.  Love,  and  to  bring  utito  tbe  Councell  a  modetl  for  « 
ma^e  to  be  bere  used."' 

And  a  little  farther  on,  under  date  of  4th  July, 
1649:  — 

"  That  the  mace  which  ia  ordered  to  be  made  for  tha 
CounceU  of  Stale  ah  oil  be  gnilded  aa  that  which  was 
made  for  the  use  of  the  Parliament.*' 

Whether  Cromwell  ever  eon  tern  plated  the  as- 
sumption of  the  regal  dignity  is  an  open  question. 
In  all  probability,  had  be  lived  and  seen  a  fitting 
opportunity,  he  might  have  consented  to  have  the  . 
regal  authority  substituted  in  lieu  of  tbe  protee^  i 
torsbip :  at  all  events  there  is  some  presumption 
uf  such  a  coutingency,  for  we  find  that  he  had  a 
sceptre  of  tine  gold  made,  weighing  upwards  of 
1G8  ounces,  tbe  total  cost  of  which  amounted  to 
650/.  IS*.  6<i.  Tbe  order  for  the  payment  of  the 
bill  for  the  flame  to  Edward  Backwefl  is  in  Sept.

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PETER  BASSET,  A  LOST  HISTORIAN  OF  THE 
REIGN  OF  HENRY  V. 

Various  bislorians  of  the  reign  of  Henry  V, 
hftve  been  given  to  the  public  in  awrinted  form  : 
frvai  the  time  when  Hearne  published  Titua 
Liviua  and  Thomas  of  ElmhaQif  down  to  our 
own  dayg,  when  the  history  of  this  period  hjus 
occupied  one  of  the  volumes  of  tlie  English  Histo- 
rical Society,  and  one  of  those  now  appearing 
und«r  the  patronage  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls. 
I  allude  to

Rut  neither  in  the  work  of  Mr.  Willianw,  nor  In 
that  of  Jklr.  Cole,  nor  in  tbe  voluuio  on  tlie  Baitle  of 
A^incottrt  by  Sir  Harris  Nicolas,  nor  in  the  Memoirs 
of  Henry  the  Fifth,  by  Rev.  J.  EndeO  Tyler,  2  vols. 
8vo.  1838,  do  1  find  any  mention  of  Peter  Basset, 
who  is  stated  by  our  old  literary  biographer  Bale, 
and  his  followers,  to  have  written  very  minute 
memoirs  of  Henry  V.  and  all  bis  atchievements* 
Peter  Basset,  Esq  ,  according  to  Biile,  was  eham- 
berlain  to  Kiivff  Harry  of  Monmouth,  and  re- 
mained by  bis  side  during  all  his  career,  both  at 
home  and  abroad.  His  book  of  tbe  *^Acts  of 
Henry  tbe  Fifth"  was  written,  says  Bale,  in  the 
English  kni>ua;;:e,  and  it  is  thus  very  amply  de- 
scribed and  applauded :  —

It  seems  not  improbable  ijiat  the  substance  of  j 
Peter  Basset's  work  may  have  been  worked  up  ' 
by  Hall ;  but  it  ia  singular  that  his  name  as  a  con- 
temporary  Lbtorian  should  have  been  entirely 
lost  sight  of,  and  it  would  be  desirable  to  identify 
his  composition,  if  still  existing  in  its  original  foriDv 
particularly  as,  if  Bales  description  of  it  was  a 
true  one,  it  muit  have  been  a  \erj  intcrestinj^ 
work.

1634,  Mathias  Wrightson  of  Eb* 
dbm$et%  clerk,  and  the  churchwardens,  did  present 
Georea  Symp&on  for  his  negligent  comeing  to  the 
diareb,  whereupon  process  were  awarded  forth  of 
Mr,  Archdeacoti'i  court  of  Durham,  and  published  ' 
t»]r  exiuninaitt,  and  af^er  that  came  an  excommunt-

Exoomcnunicfttion  was  common  In  iho  Churdi 
of  Englimd  during  the  seventeenlh  century.  I 
have  seen  numerous  entries  relative  to  this  punish- 
ment in  the  parish  registers  of  Lincolnshire  and 
Yorkshire  5  they  are,  I  am  in  formed »  not  infre- 
quent in  other  parts  of  England.  I  have  now 
laid  before  me  a  transcript  of  the  register  of  the 
parish  of  Scotler,  near  Kir  ton  in  Lindsey,  in 
which,  among  others,  the  following  notices  occur. 
They  well  illustrate  the  reasons  for  which  lhi§ 
ecclesiastical  usnge  w.is  so  long  retoined  :  — 

**Msy  27.  1677.  —  Johanna  Jobmaoa  absolred  from  the 
Aent«nctt  of  excoiutmlcitioa  and  did  her  penenco  y*  day

Brid;Tct  Henley  was  tlie  only  dflugbter  cf  Lord 
Nttrtliinrrtoni  the  swearing  Lord  Chancellor*  who 
died  in  1772,  Bridget'*  br«>lU*fr,  the  second  and 
hist  lurd,  died  in  1786,  when  the  tUle  bceaine 
extinct.  Bridget  inherited  the  wit,  coarseDeas, 
and  Wve  of  jocularity  which  distinguished  Uer 
celebrated  father.  Her  mother,  however,  was  a 
remarkably  stupid  woman.  A  sample  of  her  Ig- 
noranee  is  to  be  found  in  her  tellint^  George  lU. 
that  Lord  Northington^B  house  (The  Grange)  was 
built  by  *'  Indigo  Jones "  As  (he  Kna^  replied 
that  '*he  thought  so»  by  the  at^le,"  the  chancellor 
used  to  say  tbut  '*  he  did  not  know  whieh  was  the 
greater  fEKjl^  bis  Majesty  or  my  Lady,*'  Bridget 
married  into  a  family  which,  like  her  own»  num» 
bers  but  two  peers.  The  first  Lord  Bingley 
(createtl  In  1713)  left  an  only^child,  one  daughter, 
Hariet,  who  married  the  Tory  George  Lane.  This 
genlleuian  was  created  B^iron  Bingley  in  1762* 
ISridget  Henley  ovnrried  their  only  son,  George 
Fox  Lune,  who  died  before  his  father,  and  then 
t!ie  Bingley  title  became  extinct.  The  late  George 
Lane  F*ox,  of  Bramham  Park,  Yorkshire,  once 
told  nie  that  the  ecstatic  lady  listening  to  the 
great  Italian  singer  in  Hogarth*H  "  llodern  Con- 
vcr.>5axi Dne"  (ManHage  a  la  Mode)  was  a  portrait 
of  Bridget  Lane;  and  that  the  sleeping  squire  be- 
hind her  was  a  {M>r trait  of  her  husband.  George 
II r.  and  Queeu  Charlotte  delighted  in  the  jokes 
and  smart  sjiymgs  of  Bridget,  who  was  ever  wel* 
come  at  Court  as  a  sort  of  licensed  court-jester, 
AVhcn  Walpole  was  sneering  at  Goldsmitb^s  She 
Stoops  to  Conquer  as  loWj  he  Bpoke  of  the  heroine 
having  **  no  more  modesty  than  Lady  Bridget, 
and  the  author's  wit  as  much  manqui  as  the 
ladj*s/*  The  fine  gentleman  of  Strawberry  Hill  . 
aflected  to  be  shocked  at  tlie  double  tutendtes  of 
pnor  Bridget^  —  atx  aflectation  perfectly  hypocri- 
tical on  the  part  of  a  man  whose  manuscript 
common-place  book,  which  I  was  the  other  clay 
looking  through  for  the  tirst  time,  is  a  collection  i 
of  all  the  licentious  stories  then  current  in  society, 
written  out  with  gieat  care  and  elegance. 

In   1773,  Walpole  announced  to  Lord  Nune- 
haiu  the  approaching  marriage  of  **  Bridget  Lane  ' 
and  Mr.  Tall-Match."  The  latter  was  John  Tolle- 
mache  of  the  Uoval  Navy,  fourth  son  of  the  third  i 
Em!  Dyserr.     Bridget  lollemache  resided  now  at 
Ham,  and  WalpolVa  ill-feeling  towards  her  is  ex-  !, 
hibited  in  a  letter  to  Lady  Ossory  (August,  1782), 
in  which  he  bewails  the  paucity  of  news  in  his 

■"ettcrs,    notwithstanding   his   **  neighbourhood    is 
nriched  by  some  indention,  as  Lady  Cecilia  Jobn- 

'stone's  at  Petershiim,  and  Lady  Bridget  Tolle- 
mache*s  at  1 1  am  Common.*'  That  locality  was 
then  a  gay  place,  and  private  plays  were  enacted 
there,  the  visitors  to  woich  itJturDcd  homo  under 


the  escort  of  scrvanta  with  blunderbusses,  w 
**  when  drawn  up  after  the  play,**  says  Walpol 
*'  you  would  have  thought  it  hud  been  a  midnigl 
review  of  conspirators  on  a  heath.**  The  kiitdn^ 
of  the  lively  Bridget  to  \V^alpti!e*9  "Waldcgra^ 
niece**  does  not  seem  to  have  kindly  arfeci 
Wal(>oIe  himself.  The  second  marriage  of  I] 
once  bold-witted  lady  ended  urdiappily.  Jol 
ToUemache,  her  husband,  was  killed  by  L< 
Muncnster  in  a  duel  near  New  York,  and  th< 
only  son,  Lionel  Robert,  of  the  Guards,  was  sin! 
in  1794,  at  the  storming  of  Valenciennes. 

Walpole  alludes  to  the  once  sprightly  and  ati 
dacious  Bridget  very  often,  but  i>nly  once  wii 
an  air  of  approval.     In  a  letter  to  Lady  Oi 
(August,  1777),  he  sajs  :  — 

"  Lord  Suffolk  U  certainly  to  niarfy  Lady  Aylesfoi 
daughter,  Lady  Charlotte.    She  cannot  complain  of  beti  _ 
mftde  a  nurae,  fur  he  could  have  no  other  r©ii*on  (Bt  inir- 
ryidg  her,  she  is  so  plaiu ;  and  1  suppose  be  knows  abe  is 
gQHod  or  sen»lble.     I  said  so  to  Lftily  Bridget  ToHcruEchf 
aud  £»Le  replied,  '  How  does  one  know  wbetlicr  a  home" 
^oung:  womoQ  is  good  or  Dot,  before  she  ia  married?'  SI 
js  in  Lbo  right."  * 

These  small  meoioraoda  touching  Bridget  Heji- 
ley,  Lane,  ToUemache,  will  perhaps  furrjish  W.     " 
with  the  **  something  more  '*  he  naturally  desif 
to  know  about  one  of  the  great  l&dies  of  her  day.

TAP  DRESSING. 
(2«^  S.  ix.  345.) 

In  1855,  while  passing  an  evening  hour  at  a  j 
den-gate  in  the  village  of  Baslow,  a  youth  arrive 
bearing  on  his  arm  a  very  large  basket,  well  ga^ 
wished  with  flowers  of  divers  kinds  and  colours;  \ 
increase  of  which  he  solicited  by  a  selection  fit>^ 
my  friend*3  garden  —  such  as  had  already  be 
granted  him  by  others  in  the  village.  L^pon  id 
quiring,  with  the  thirsliness  of  an  antiqunry,  th 
meaning  of  this  goodly  basket  of  Howers,  I  wa 
informed  that  young  Cory  don  was  collecting  thed 
for  the  Pililey  *'  Well,"  or  "  Tap  **  dressing.  \Vh«' 
all  was  ready,  I  visited  Pilsley  to  join  in  the  fei 
tivalf,  and  found  that  it  answered  exactly  to 
account  in  a  letter  written  to  me  by  a  brother  i 
1851,  describing  the  "Well"*  dressing  which 
witnessed  at  the  above-named  plnce.  It  wu  as 
follows :  — 

"  After  im,  we  all  went  up  to  PiUlcy  to  witnen  i 
*  Village  Festivah*  or  *WaJcd,'  as  it  is  called, 
till!  morning  a  i>r(»ces9ion  pASAcd  thro*  Huibw 
to  Pilsley.     It  coQsiated  of  nine  carts  and  wml 
shapes  and  aizesr  containing  the  boys  and  gtr.-. 
School,  with  their  dadi  and  mams,  uncles  ond  iiunti 
brothers  and  Aisters,  cousins  and  friends  j  a  few  flaigi,  >ii 
headed  by  somo  stout  rellowa  urmed  irith  cornopeoj 
trombones,  blowing  discordant  sound's  and  *  m»ki 
hideous.^   They  march  round  the  village  whore  the 
flowering '  takes  place,  carrying  Ihcir  flag^  ajid  ! 
by  their  baads^    In  tht  aAfrooga  we  saw 
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hmek^  tUn  dmps  in  the  cart  blowing  nway  aa  fresh  m 
ti  tr.  When  we  went  up  in  tlie  «venin£f,  iv«  found  quite 
*m  throng' in  ihe  village.  People  come  from  nil  pmrU; 
iftd  it  secrns  to  be  the  custom  witU  those  vrbo  can  ajlTbrtl 
It.  to  kcop  open  houi^e  for  the  day.  A  great  deal  of  ttalB 
and  (ahcy  ia  exhiliited  in  the  *  welUHowering/  or  *  well- 
dresfting-/  or  '  tap^drcssing,'  as  it  is  vurioMsly  called.  Be- 
hind two  of  the  taps  that  aupply  water  to  tho  villn^e, 
r«a  cffctfd  a  large  screen  of  rouRh  boards;  the  principal 
woa  about  20  feet  aqnare.  The  screen  ia  then  plaa- 
orer  with  moist  clay*  open  which  the  Duke  of 
khire'ii  armst  and  a  great  variety  of  fttnciful  devices 
and  moltoea,  are  executed  in  Tartou$  colours  by  sticking 
dovcva  and  hmU  into  the  clav,  by  which  means  Ihey 
ie*t»  fresh  for  aeveral  days,  fhe]  background  to  the  de- 
Ttrca  if  formed  with  the  green  Iravea  of  the  lir.  Some  of 
At  omamenB  ore  form^  of  sheila  stuck  into  tho  clay. 
Braiicbea  of  trees  are  arranged  at  the  sides  of  the  screen ; 
■Id  ia  Ihc  front  a  miniature  garden  is  laid  out,  with  tiny 
gnTel^waJks,  and  dower-beda  with  abeU  bordera,  and 
aarroonded  by  a  fence  of  stakes  and  rape^i.  Opposite  the 
prioelpal  screen  they  had  gone  a  step  farther,  .^nd  at- 
tHDrpted  A  fountain ;  formeHl  by  the  Ggure  of  a  dtick  with 
•■tstrctcbed  wings^  stnii|;bC  neck,  an^l  bill  wide  open, 
ftom  which  a  stream  of  waler  shot  up  about  a  yard  high. 
.  ,  ,  ,  ,  There  was  a  handftome  flng  llying  on  the  village 
praen,  and  the  same  at  the  inn  i  and  a  pole  decorated 
iriih  flowers,  and  a  young  tree  tied  to  the  lower  part ;  and 
a  few  stalls  for  nuts  and  ^ngerbread.  A  TQry  large  tent 
in  whkh  tea  was  served  at  a  shilling,  and  as  muck  dan- 
ring  as  you  Uked  afterwards  for  nothing ;  or  the  dancing 
without  the  tea  for  sixpence;  and  some  third-rate  itiucr-' 
tot  posturera  in  the  atreet.  There  was  to  be  a  grand 
AiiipUy  of  fireworks  between  11  and  12  oVluck;  and  be- 
iidci»  there  was  dancing  at  tho  inn  :  so  that»  with  these 
CMbbiaad  attractions,  no  wonder  the  village  was  In  a 
tfumndoiM  state  of  excitement. 

*  The  '  flowering*  is  to  good.  I  wonder  it  has  not  been 
pdoied.*'

Since  writinflj  the  above,  T  have  read  in  '^N.  & 
Q."  the  intcrestin«T  coinuiunieations  of  Ma,  J.  G. 
Nichols  and  of  Canon  Williams,  in  fan  her  elu- 
cidation of  the  obscure  inscription  on  the  above 
brass*  I  am  quite  of  opinion  that  wo  ot/^A/,  and 
also  that  we  can  arrive  at  the  meaning,  without 
any  necessity  for  snppo^in^  that  the  engraver  took 
any  liberty  wjtb  tbe  original  inscription,  I  place 
Utile  or  no  reliance  on  the  laws  of  prosody  in 
these  old  inscriptions,  where  the  jingle  of  rude 
rhyme  seems  ehietly  to  have  commanded  att^n* 
tion.     Aa  regards  the  first  words,  therefore  :  — 

1.  Jon  me  do^^hj  adopting  my  interpretation, 
we  do  not  deprive  tumulaitir  of  a  nouiiiiative  eiise  ; 
we  simply  provide  it  with  another  in  Flam.  It  is 
true  that  there  is  an  abrupt  transition  from  tbe 
first  to  the  third  person  ;  but  th.it  is  only  one  of 
those  anomalies  which  so  often  startle  us  in  old 
inscriptions. 

2.  With  regard  to  tbe  contraction  ^"j,  Ma. 
KrcnoLS  remarks^  that  to  represent  quoque  com- 
pletely, it  ought  to  have  been  enjjraved  q*^q\  :  but 
the  contraction  j  does  duty  on  brasses  for  various 
terminations,  such  as  -us,  and  even  'orum^  as  we 
often  find  ^"j  aiab'i  for  quorum  arjimabus.  Thus 
the  engraver  having  sulficiently  to  his  mind  re- 
presented fjno  by  9",  might  very  consistently  let 
3  stand  for  qite.  1  can  show  that  this  was  done  in 
a  much  later  brass,  and  even  when  the  inscription 
was  in  Roman  capitals.  In  the  curious  brass  of 
Ilermau  B I  an  for  t^  in  the  cburcli  of  St.  Columban, 
at  Cologne,  date  1554,  may  be  seen  in  the  third 
line  of  the  inscription,  the  words  Heu  quoque  ex- 
pressed thus,  Hbv  qz. 

3.  Mr.  NfcHOi.s  does  not  think  with  me  that 
E  was  intended  for  e/?  and  Canon  Williams  fiays 
he  will  surrender  if  I  can  produce  an  example. 
In  the  above  communication  I  have  produced,  I 
trust,  sufUeient  proofs,  both  from  Latin  and  Eng- 
liiib  inscriptions. 

4.  Ma.  Nichols  objects  to  tmcdur  being  taken 
in  the  active  sense,  I  trust  Canon  Williams  in 
2*^''  S.  ix.  409.  has  said  enough  in  detcnce  of  our 
joint  opinion.  If  it  be  objected  that  nmnen  being 
neuter,  hie  cannot  agree  with  it,  though  I  think  it 
BufBcient  that  hie  may  gcnerfilly  refer  to  the 
Deity,  I  see  no  reason  that  would  forbid  us  to 
refer  hie  to  ordine^  and  understand  it  to  mean  — 
**  may  this  same  order  of  God  protect  Flambard." 

Whjr  does  Ma.  Nicholi*  finish  with  so  unjust 
an  insinuation  ns  that  a  prayer  that  Flambard 
might  be  saved  by  the  stripes  of  our  B.  Saviour,

It  is  a  large  and  beautiftil  picture,  and,  if  I  re- 
member rightly,  ft  represents  an  angel  appearing 
to  the  young  saint  as  he  ia  prnjing.  There  are^ 
no  daubt,  many  other  picttires  about  which  in- 
formation will  be  acceptable. 

The  books  which  I  have  cited  arc  old,  and  not 
likely  to  understate  austerities.  I  mention  this 
because,  in  new  and  revised  editions,  many  strange 
things  arc  omitted  and  others  *' rationally  "  Inter- 
preted, or  softened.  This  has  happened  to  nn  one 
itiorc  than  to  St.  Francis.  Thus  in  La  Vie  Intime 
de  St.  Fran^oh  d'AssUe^  Aix,  1858,  published  with 
the  npproljatiou  of  the  archbishop,  Frcie  Loup  is 
a  bandit  converted  by  St.  Francis,  who  receives 
the  dros3  of  ihe  order,  and  the  name  of  "  FrJ^t^c 
Ag^nelle/* — a  great  change  from  Frater  Lupus  in 
VAtcarmi  den  Cordeliers^  i.

And  immediately  afterwards,  **  T,  Oliver*  all 
composed  an  hyum  on  the  *  Last  Judgment '  be? 
fore  the  year  1759  to  ihe  same  tune."'    How  Is  this 
to  be  reconciled  ? 

Helmsley   is  attributed  to   the    Rev,   Marti] 
IMadan  in  a  large  number  of  Pxalmtune  books 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  which  I 
have  examined. 

However,  it  is  not  of  much  consequence  wlio 
had  the  merit  (?)  of  concoctintj  this  precious  piei 
of  inspiration.     I  may  be   allowed   to   say  thi 
Hcflmsley  is  one  of  the  most  disgracefully  vul; 
tunes  that  has  ever  been  suffered  to  creep  into 
sanctuary.     It  is  not  a  little  gratifying  to  ob«ervL_ 
that  in  all  Te«.^ent  collections,  of  any  authoril y.  It 
is  universally  discarded.

redacta  erat  Unguis").  **  It  is  now,"  says  Seve- 
rano agaii],  **  inclosed  in  a  tabernacle  with  a  gJoa* 
before  it,  and  only  a  few  letters  can  be  seen  of 
the  Hebrew,  one  Latin  word  only,  *  NAXAnewva,* 
and  a  letter  or  two  of  the  following  word  ;  the 
remainder,  as  well  in  Greek  as  in  Latin,  ia  all 
gone.  Of  the  discovery  of  this  title,  Alexander 
vL  made  mention  in  the  bull  *Adrairabile  Sa- 
cramentum*  in  1496,  in  which  be  concedes  an  in- 
dulgence to  the  church  of  B.  Croce  on  tho  day  of 
the  invention.** 

The  record  of  the  orijjinHl  finding  of  this  title 
by  Helena  la  given  by  some  of  the  ancient  church 
historians  (  but  if  it  was  sent  to  Home  with  otber 
portions  of  the  cross,  it  is  a  curious  problem  how 
It  could  be  forgotten  in  the  church  woieh  was  ex- 
pressly erected  to  receive  these  relics,  Such, 
however,  is  said  to  have  been  the  fact,  and  I  leave 
it  to  others  to  account  for  it.  There  b,  however, 
no  doubt  that  the  title  was  exhibited  in  1497.  In 
that  year  Arnold  von  Harff  visited  Rome,  and  ha 
says  that  in  the  church  of  Holy  Cross  they  ahow 
the  cord  with  which  our  Lord  vtm  bound  to  tho 
cross,  a  piece  of  his  robe,  part  of  the  veil  of  our 
Lady,  and  part  of  the  sjmnge ;  also  twelve  tboroB 
of  the  crown  ;  two  vessels,  one  containing  our 
Lady*«  milk,  the  other  oiii"  Lord  a  blood  ;  a  great 
piece  of  the  holy  cross,  and  many  other  sacred 
objects,  including  an  entire  ma\  of  the  cross.  He 
also  mentioiia  our  relic,  but  the  sent^-nce  is  ^ery 
obflcure.  I  translate  it:  "Also,  above  an  archw«>^ 
in  a  hole  of  the  WftVV,\\ea  part  «/  tKe  i\iU  ^1  ^^\^

foTturiatcly  nothing  is  said  of  the  inscription.  In 
Kktu  &  Ci/clopftdi a  (vol  i,  p.  196.)  there  is  a  sketch 
of  ihti  relic,  whirh  exhibits  some  moraels  of  the 
Hebrew  letters,  the  word  %mtftp(^dN  written  back- 
wards, with  R  part  of  the  nuxt  letter  in  Greek,  and 
tlic  letters  **nazabenvs  re*'  in  Lutin,  jilso  in- 
verted in  form  and  order.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  word  Nafa^cvof*  is  mispeU^  having  *  for  ?j, 
and  m's  for  oi- — a  very  ti^dy  bhimh^r,  I  also  ob- 
serve thnt  the  inscription  bns  lost  le^s  than  it  had 
in  1630,  when  Severnno  said  only  the  Latin  word 
**NAZARE?«ivs"  remained,  &Cm  as  above.  Nor  does 
he  say  one  word  about  the  letters  of  the  title  being 
read  backwnrdB,  and  his  silence  on  tins  point  is 
preceded  by  that  of  Soarez,  tiie  author  he  q notes. 
Tlie  writer  in  Kftto  quotes  Nicetus  (Titulits  S* 
Cntcis)  :  when  did  he  write  ?  But  the  question 
is,  what  actually  remains  of  the  inscription  on  the 
title  preserved  in  the  church  of  S*  Croee  at 
Rome  ?

MILITARY  CENTENARIANS. 

In  continuatlnn  of  your  records  of  the  **  Sur- 
vivors of  Enrrlaiid's  great  Battles"  I  Bend  you  a 
roll  of  old  soldiers  who^e  names  are  omitted  in 
the  list  given  in  your  Choice  Notes  (History), 
pp.  170^177.;  and  in  "N.  k  Q./'  2*^  S-  v.  513. 

These  names  I  have  had  for  some  time  among 
my  memorundn  for  another  purpose ;  btit  I  now 
send  them  to  you,  regai'diog  ^'N,  &  Q."  as  the 
fittest  place  for  preserving  theni.  Where  a  line 
only  disposes  of  the  venerable  conibatant,  it  arises 
from  ihe  absence  of  part icularisa lion  in  the  usual 
sources  of  information  ;  but  where  enlargement 
occurs,  the  known  incidents  of  each  career  only 
are  given,  dispensing  with  the  reflections  which 
sometimes  were  indtdged  in  by  the  authorities 
from  whom  the  subjoined  list  is  made  up  :  — 

John  EJfinphamf  was  born  nt  Penrjn,  and  dleil  there 
Febmaryt  1757,  aged  144.  In  the  r«volatioD  of  James  II., 
he  waj  preaned,  and  served  tinder  Lord  Fevershiinii,  then 
Comm*mdcr-in-Chief.  On  William  III.  m diking  bis  de- 
scent, he  fought  under  Schombfirff  at  ihe  Boyne,  hit  in- 
trepidity in  Action  there  gaining  liim  the  rankof  corpnraL 
Under  Siirtborough,  he  was  at  the  bsttle  of  Blenheim, 
anit  Io*t  an  eye  and  most  of  hia  teelh  by  the  burBting  of 
a  musket.  In  ihe  reign  of  Geo.  L  he  waa  discharged,  and 
returning  to  Petiryn  worked  os  a  Inbourer.  For  the  last 
thirty  jeara  of  bis  life  he  wai  supported  by  the  gentry. 
When  young,  he  never  drank  spirituous  liquors;  when 
old,  he  left  hit  bed  throughout  the  vear  before  siie,  and, 
walking  lo  a  near  Held,  cut  a  ao^f,  and  sniffed  at  the 
nawly- turned  earlli  for  aorae  time.  Ha  used  constatit 
exercise,  aeldom  at«  meat,  and  walked  ten  miles  about  a 
week  before  hia  death.

ili!  derivation  may  be,  it  is  certain  that  it  was,  at 
first,  used  to  designate  burnt  wood  only,  which 
was  generally  calfed  *'  eoul ; "  and  it  was  not 
until  a  comparatively  late  period  that  this  term 
was  extended  to  the  mineral.  When  the  word 
cf*al  was  applied  to  the  mineral,  as  in  the  several 
Treatiues  of  Simon  Sturtevant^  John  Iloven&on, 
and  Lord  Dudley,  all  written  in  the  early  part  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  it  always  bad  a  prefix, 
such  as,  ^^  Sea-cnal,'*  that  is,  sea-borne  coal, 
*^  Pit'Coal,**  or  "  Earth  cmd''  And  in  a  reserva- 
tion of  a  right  to  dig  coal  in  Warwickshire,  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  III.,  it  is  called  "  carbo  maris." 
Generally  when  these  writers  use  the  word  "coal" 
by  it*elf,  it  means  ^"^  charcoal"  It  Is  curious  that 
whilst  the  woni  coal  alnno  was  first  of  nil  ap- 
propriated by  the  vegetable,  and  nfterwiinis  ex- 
clusively applied  to  the  mineral  ^^^  entire  word 
charcoal  preserves  its  origin  id  signification,  of 
**  wood  or  other  substance  turned  coal,"  (or  as  I 
believe,  turned  black)  "  by  fire."

Twier  who  wore  a  full-bottomed  wi^  in  court  was 
Mp.  Keltleby,  who  is  immortalised  in  some  of  the 
works  of  Ho^iirth,  another  of  whose  works  con- 
tains the  portrait  of  Sptsaker  Ouslow  and  of 
several  other  Members  of  Parliament,  all  of  whom 
are  in  fuli-bottomed  wigs. 

At  Cljfle  Manor  House  in  Wiltshire,  the  resl- 
deucc  of  ihe  pre-seiit  High  SheritF,  H*  Nelson  God- 
dard,  Esq.,  there  is  a  very  fine  portrait  of  one  of 
his  anceiitors,  who  wjis  Hij*h  Sherilf  of  that 
Gountjf  also  wearing  a  full-bottomed  wig  and  a 
coat  richly  laced.  In  ray  own  home  I  hiive 
a  portrait  of  the  celebrated  Admiral  Kussell  by 
Sir  Peter  Lely  wearing  a  ftill- bottomed  wig  <iver 
armour :  it  belonged  to  my  late  friend,  Mr.  Syd- 
ney Taylor,  and  was  given  to  me  after  his  death. 
There  was  also,  and  I  buiieve  la  still,  a  portrait  of 
Sir  Christopher  Wren  in  the  rooms  of  the  Iloyal 
Society,  he  being  represented  as  wearing  a  full- 
bottoui  d  wig.  This  wig  was  introduced  by  Louis 
XIV.,  and  brought  into  England  by  Charles  IL 
In  hii«  reign  it  was  worn  by  all  the  nobility,  and 
from  the*^  facts  I  infer  that  it  is  the  full-dress 
wig  of  every  Eagliiih  gentleman.

FuRT.  —  No  one  of  our  English  dictionaries 
suggests  a  derivation  for  this  word  which  seems 
to  me  acceptable.  Johnson  attempts  none,  merely 
re^ieati  ng  the  dictum  of  Skinner  that  it  is  vox  a 
aono  JicUi.  Richardson  suggests  that  it  may  be 
from  fleer,  "  to  flee,  avoid,  or  esc4ipe  from;  *' flee}\ 
fleeredjfliri;  but  this  is  unsatisfactory  :  at  feast 
as  regards  the  modern  acceptation  of  the  term, 
in  the  sense  of  coquetting,  and  its  accompaniment 
of  pretty  speeches.  The  French  have  an  idiom 
which  expresses  the  same  idea,  and  seems  to  me 
to  be  the  probable  origin  of  our  own  term.  A 
gentleman  in  paying  his  court  to  a  lady  is  said 
"  cotiter  flfureiles,'*  and  of  a  lady  receiving  his 
nllention  it  is  said  *^  elle  aime  la  fleurette."  Bes- 
cherelle,  besides  its  ordinary  signilication  of  a 
*'  liltlt!  tlower,**  explains  fleurette  to  mean,  '*  jolle 
chose,  que  dit  ^  une  fcrame  aim  able  Thomme  que 
veut  lui  plaire  ;  *'  and  in  illustration  of  this  sense 
lie  quotei^  Dufresnoy, —

The  words  Imlh  nnd  pighttl  are  occasionally  to  be 
fbund  in  use  in  the  older  parts  of  the  Stat«  of 
New  York  :  they  were  undoubtedly  brought  from 
EnglaiKl  by  the  early  settlers  of  the  proTinee. 
The  wofil  balhy  when  used  alone,  denotes  un  un- 
cultivHted  strip  of  ground — generally  woodland — 
between  adjoiuintj  fields,  left  in  the  clearinor  of  the 
country  as  a  shelter  for  cattle.  Accordinpr  to 
Richitrdson,  balk^  in  5ome  of  the  counties  of  Eng- 
Lmd,  iiieuijH  the  raised  line  of  earth  thrown  up  by 
two  adjoining  furrows  In  ph>ugbcd  ground.  Plough 
holki  nnd  swarth  balk^  are  abo  used  here :  the 
latter  being  applied  to  the  line  of  grass  left  by  the 
mower's  scythe  in  each  successive  swarth. 

Pigkiel^  or  pikU^  is  a  word  very  nearly  obso- 
lete, and  so  rarely  in  use  that  I  am  at  a  loss  &s 
to  its  etymology.  Pightd  signifies  au  enclosure 
jurrounding  a  dwellinghouse,  and  is  sometimes 
synonymous  with  lawru  I  am  incline^  to  think  it 
15  derived  from  the  sea  word  pight,  and  that  its 
ariginal  meaning  was  a  piece  of  ground  staked  all 
round.  Perhaps  some  of  the  correppondenU  of 
•*  N.  &  Q."  will  be  able  to  indicate  in  what  parts 
of  England  these  words  are  used,  and  in  what 
sense.

Bke  vScPKHSTiTioH,  —  a  Strange  mode  of  al* 
luring  bees,  when  the  usual  way  of  dressing  cot- 
tagers' hives  fads,  was  related  to  me  lately  by  mi 
old  farmer,  who  says  he  saw  it  practised  tifty 
TCars  ago  at  Churcham,  near  Gloucester :  — 
When  a  swarm  waa  to  l)e  hived,  the  Churcham 
bee-masters,  it  appears,  did  not  moisten  the  inside 
of  the  hive  with  honey  or  sugar  and  water,  &c., 
but  threw  into  the  inverted  hive  about  a  pint  of 
beans,  which  they  then  ciiused  a  sow  to  devour 
frrtm  the  hrve  ;  and  deponent  stated  that  after  such 
a  process  the  swarm  ut  once  took  to  the  hive. 
Now,  when  we  consider  how  delicately  fastidious 
are  bees  as  to  strong  or  nnseeody  odours,  the 
puzzling  point  is,  does  this  custom,  if  fact,  rest 
upon  any  natural  or  recognisable  principle,  or  is 
it^  like  many  other  bee  customs,  the  relic  of  an 
effete  superstitious  usage  ?

Thk  Roman  **Deeby-Day,'*  —  The  practice  of 
Btnrting  our  modern  race-horses  by  letting  full  a 
fimg  as  a  signal  may  boast  of  classical  antiquity,  if 
not  of  imperial  siinction.  In  the  great  race- course 
of  ancient  Rome  the  **  starter,**  as  soon  as  the 
rope  was  lowered,  gave  his  signal  by  dropping 
the  fjiappa  or  napkin,  when  the  chariots  dnshed 
off  into  the  course  amid  the  roar  of  some  hundred 
thousand  spectators.  This  signal  is  said  to  have 
originated  with  the  Emperor  Kero,  who,  lindmg 
the  people  impatient  for  the  race  to  *'  come  oC'* 
threw  down  his  dinner-nsiipkin  as  a  signal  fur  the 
horses  to  stai*t.*  Only  tour  chariots  "entered;" 
the  drivers  were  known  by  their  distinctive 
colours,  wbirh  were  originally  greett^  red^  blue, 
and  whitey  emblematic  of  the  seasons.  Domittan 
added  j/eUmv  and  purple  ;  green,  however,  seems 
to  have  been  the  favourite,  Juvenal,  describing 
the  Derhi/ite  enthusiasm  which  emptied  senate- 
house  and  forum,  and  sent  all  Rome  mad  for  the 
first  day,  seems  to  allude  to  this  as  a  ^Yinning 
colour.

general  equntiona  of  the  fourth  degree  at  page 

The  differential  calculus  m  abo  used  on 
one  ocoafiion,  ai  least,  and  this  \n  the  language  of 
LeibnitJE^  not  of  Newton, — a  thing  unique  in  the 
English  of  the  time*  And  Newton's  analytical 
triangle,  nM  it  was  then  caUed,  is  giTen  as  a  matter 
of  pure  algebra,  unoonnocted  with  geometrical  u»e.

PiiBUC  DisptrrxTioN.  —  One  of  the  early  re- 
formers visiting  a  certain  city,  and  takinjr  with 
him  for  distribution  copies  of  a  recently  published 
version  of  the  Scriptures,  was  invited  on  his  ar- 
rival to  bold  a  public  disputation  with  a  Koman 
Catholic  Doctor  of  high  renown.  The  Doctor,  in 
the  course  of  the  discussion^  cited  a  text  of  Scrip- 
ture. '*  That  is  not  correctly  translated,''  said 
the  reformer.  "  ^^7*"  replied  the  Doctor,  "  it 
is  the  translation  which  stands  in  the  ver^sion  that 
you  yourself  have  brou^jht  here  and  disrributed."

great  favourite  with  the  public ;  Incledou  being 
the  singer,  whose  incomparable  voice  might  al- 
most render  any  song  popular.

Jnhn  Jones 
of  Worcester  Collects  Oxford,  and  vimr  of  Alounbury, 
which  ho  ro8if;m»l  in  1751  for  tho  rectory  Ki(  Doulne- 
UurAt  in  DcdfurdHhire.  In  17.*)!)  ho  accvptod  the  curacy 
of  Welwyn  from  Dr.  Youuk.  author  of  Niqht  ThoughU, 
and  was  appointed  ono  of  his  exucutorn.  ifo  afterwards 
n>turncd  to  liouIn8>IIur«t,  and  probably  obtained  no 
other  preferniont.  Mr.  Jones  appears  to  have  been  re* 
niarkablu  for  his  niodestv  and  amiability  of  character, 
pious  and  regular  in  his  deportment,  diligent  in  his 
clerical  functions,  and  indefatigable  in  his  studiutf,  which

Yigoroui 
were  (hen  adopted;  the  bands  were  com- 
itely  broken  up,  the  members  t>f  tlieni  hunted 
1,  and  numbers  taken  and  guiUotined*  thirty- 
n  in  one  day  at  Bruges,  which  bad  recently 
been  Annexed  to  France.  The  above  is  stated  in 
tlie  prelWce  to  be  true,  or  at  least  founded  in 
truth ;  how  fur  it  is  to  be  depended  upon  as  to 
facta  I  cannot  gay.  I  do  not  even  know  that 
the  eharacters  are  real.  The  CbaufTeurs  were  so

Georaetricarum  enarrationum/*  I  take 
the  last  word  as  a  printer's  mistake  for  effectimmm^ 
if  lleilbroancr  be  riy;bt.  Pt?taviua  is  the  autlionty 
for  nianuseripta  of  Barecius  being  brought  to 
England,  If  there  be,  a^both  Fetavius  and  Hell* 
bronner  seem  to  state,  a  pritded  catidogtie  of  ihuse 
n:ianuscr]ptii,  it  would  be  desirable  to  revive  the 
knowk'tjtje  of  Jt.  lint  Petavius  does  not  mention 
the  titlo  of  thia  iin\\Tmlvid  >WOT^«.  'ol  ^-^^sxsnwv^-, 
all  bo   sayt  (Uranolcigiou.,  ^ttXiiwt^i   Va  ^^^sx\vm»x 
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qui  ex  Barociana  Bibliotheca  nnper  in  Angimm 
avecti  aunt.  «jiios  inter  Gemini  liber cxtat  nondutn 
etlitus/'  It  limy  be  tUttt  this  nmnuacnpt  yet 
exists  in  some  Eng}i$ih  library.  It  is  strnnj^e  that 
the  minute  and  Iftborrtmj*  Petavius,  writing  as  an 
editor  of  Gcmmu^,  should  have  omitted  the  title 
of  the  workf  if  it  had  been  given.  It  is  also 
Btrange  thnt  Ileilbronner  should  have  preserved  n 
title  from  some  other  eoiirce,  in  the  contrary  case. 
But  one  of  these  things  must  have  happened. 

2.  Montucla's  motto.  Many  biivc  attributed 
this  motto  to  Bacon,  because  rbey  find  it  in  Bacon. 
But  in  truth  Bacon  took  it  from  the  prophet 
Daniel ;  and  it  has  recently  been  used,  by  help  of 
railroads,  schools,  &c,,  to  prove  that  the  end  of  the 
world  is  Jit  hand.  It  Is  Daniel  xii.  4.  3fulti  per- 
trnnsihunt,  et  aveebitur  Scicntia. 

3»  The  Weidlers.  Both  names  appear  oii  the 
title-page,  Joh.  Fred^  "tid  Geo.  Immanuel :  the 
former  the  historian  of  afrtronomy^  the  latter  de- 
scribed as  ss.  iheoi.  ailt.  It  appears  to  be  the 
thesis  of  a  university  disputation  nt  Wittemberg 
in  1727. 

4.  The  inathematicfti  bibliographers,  Hogg  and 
Sohnke.  Rogg^a  work  is  an  unsafe  guide,  except 
85  a  source  of  suggestion  to  a  person  who  knows 
the  subject,  and  is  well  up  (o  the  sort  of  errors 
which  t>ccur  in  catalogues.  The  alphabeticiil  In- 
dex at  the  end  is  a  convenience,  and  to  some  ex- 
tent a  preservative.  The  work  of  Sohnke,  which 
is  entirely  on  recent  book;?,  is  full  of  well  given 
titles,  but  the  referencea  must  be  looked  at  with 
cnution.  For  example,  the  Hhtory  nf  Physical 
A9tronomy^  by  Kobert  Grants  now  Professor  at 
Glasgow,  is  stated  to  be  written  by  A.  linbert 
Grant,  who  wrote  on  plane  liatrononiy  some  years 
before.  Now  the  title-page  of  the  history  shows 
that  it  was  written  by  a  R.  G.,  but  not  by  A. 
R.  G,  But  this  is  not  all  Audrew  Grant  is  the 
name,  real  or  nssumcd,  of  the  person  who  com- 
municated to  I  he  Americnn  newspapers  the  an- 
nouncement that  Sir  J.  Herscliel  nail  discovered 
winged  onmials  and  other  curiosities  in  the  moon. 
Accordingly,  Sohnke  mnkes  a  reference  from 
**  Grant "  to  Herachers  discoveriL's  in  the  moon. 
H©  clearly  supposes  that  A.  U.  Grant,  to  whom 
he  attributes  the  history,  is  Andrew  Grant,  who 
invented  the  hoax,  compared  t^  whom  mj  friend 
Profetisor  Grant  is  a  mere  compiler,  as  he  would 
cheerfully  acknowledge.

HERALDIC  ENGRATING.

I  have  lately  come  across  a  German  book  {Ah* 

riu  dm-  Heraldik^  by  Johann  Christ oph  Gatterer, 

i*rofes8or  of  History  at  Gtittiugen,  Giittingen  and 

Gotha*  1773,  8vo.  pp.  115,)  containing  some  io- 

formation  on  this  subject  new  to  mc,  and  possi- 


bly to  the  readers  of  "  N.  k  Q  "    I  have  no  leisure 
at  present  for  verifying  the  referenc^is,  but  tiendJ 
you  a  tramilation  of  the  passa^^e  which  occuis  at] 
p.  37. 

A  Frenchman,  Mark  Vulson  de  la  Colorobi^reg,! 
appropriates  to  himself  the  honour  of  this  invcn*] 
tion  in  a  magniloqut^nt  strain  in  a  work  pubttsheiil 
in   1639,  and  the  late  Professor   Kohler    (in  bis 
Proi^ramma de  Auctoribwf  Incisurarvm )  h.is  allowed 
himi^elf  to  be  taken  in,  or  rather  misled,  by  him  ir^  i 
fnvour  of    his   claiins.      Othei's   muke   Silvester  J 
Petra  Santa,   the  Jesuit^  the  inventor.      He  did  ] 
unquestionably  make  use  of  the  hatchmjrs  a.*  an 
indication  of  the  tinctures  betbrc  dela  Colombierc, 
viz.  in  his   Tfuxera  Genlilitia  which  appeared  iai 
1638;   but   Colombiere   maintains    that,   he    hadi 
shown  his  in%*entioh  to  Petra  Santa,  so  that  the 
honour  of  it  still  belonged  to  himself. 

Menestrier,    again,    is   unwilling   to    recogniseJ 
either  the  one  or  the  other  as  the  inventor,  but' 
considers   rather   it   h   uncertain   who    first    in- 
troduced   the  hatchings,  he   himself  having   ub* 
served  them  to  have  been  used  prior  to  the  yearJ 
1638.     On  this  piissage  Kohler^  with  propriety^ 
objects  to  Menestrier,  that  he  has  not  named  thq 
particular  books  in  which  he  observed  the  use  of 
hatchings  betbre  Petra  Santas  time.     But  still 
think  that  Menesirier  must  have  been  acquiiinted 
with  such  books.    At  all  events  I  am  so  myself.    I 
will   mention  the   oldest  of  tbem.     It  is  James 
Fr:inkf]uart*a»Pom/?a  Fmitbris  Alherti  Pit   Aum* 
iritjci  (Brussels,  1623,  fob).     In  this  magnificent 
work  h  to  be  found  on  the  47tb  plate  a  square 
table,  wherein  the  hatcbin^rg  are  indicated  exactljj 
as  I  have  copied  them  iu  fig.  16.    [Gatterer  rcfera  j 
to  a  plate  at  the  end  of  his  book  where  "  Franc*! 
quart's  hatchings,  1623,'*  are  thus  given   .

THE  DEBATE  OX  IMPOSITIONS.  1609-10. 
(Q**  S.  ix.  382.) 
When  this  debate  took  place,  James  White- 
locke,  "the  father  uf  the  better-known  Bulstrode/ 
was  member  for  Woodstock.  In  liSs  Liber  Fame* 
lieus,  edited  by  Mr.  Bruce,  Whitelucke  himself 
briefly  indicates  the  imtriotic  share  he  had  in  op- 
pcaing  the  king's  prerogative.  The  siittute  law 
•ubjectcd  currants  to  an  iuinort  duty  of  half-a- 
cs^wn  per  hundredweight.  The  king  arbitrarily 
addetl  an  **irapf>sition"  of  five  shillings  to  the  f»ld 
duty*  The  appeal  of  Bates,  a  Levant  merchant^ 
was  overruled  by  the  ExchL-quer,  which  court 
declared  that  "  the  seaports  are  the  king's  gates, 
and  he  may  open  ami  shut  them  to  whum  he 
{tleases.**  Thia  imposition  by  the  king  of  duty  on 
a  merchant's  goods  without  consent  of  Parlimnent 
WM  presented  in  the  aessiun  of  February,  1609-10, 
as  a  grievance*  The  prerogative  partisans  cit^jd 
the  judgment  of  tlie  Exchequer  as  deciding  the 
qoeition.  *^  But  this  did  not  satisfy  f»c,"  says 
James  Whitelocke*  **  I  only**  (that  is,  A^  alone) 
"opposed  myself  at  the  first  to  the  reciting  of  it,'* 
(tbe  Exchequer  judgment,)  *^  and  so  toke  hold  a 
little.  It  was  put  olf  untill  another  time,  and 
then  1  toke  better  hold ;  and  at  the  last  it  came  to 
a  dispute  in  the  house  manye  diiyt-s,  whether  it 
should  be  presented  in  poynt  of  right  as  a  gree- 
▼ance»  and  it  was  concluded  '*  (in  the  aflirujative) 
*'  upon  full  satisfaction  by  ancient  records  out  of 
ike  Tower  and  Escheqiier»  and  l>y  many  eta- 
tuiej/*  The  king  sent  his  inhibition  io  restrain 
the  House  from  disputing  his  right  to  impo^ie 
duties  without  parliamentary  consent^  and  the 
Hoofte  annwercd  with  a  **  remonstrance,"  \V' hite- 
loclte  refers  to  his  private  papers  for  what  he  said 
and  did  on  this  occasion.  In  Mr.  Bruce^^  edition 
of  the  JAber  Famelicufi^  that  gentleman  has  in- 
cloded,  by  way  of  Appendix^  a  copy  of  the  entry 
in  the  register  of  the  FHvy  Council  relative  to  the 
causes  of  Whitelocke's  arrest  in  1613.  Among  them 
ia  prominently  put  forward,  thut  *'  bee  presumed 
in  a  verie  strange  and  unfitt  manner  to  miike  an 
excursion  into  a  general  censure  aud  delyninge 


of  his  Majestie*s  power  and  prerogative,"  for  "clip- 
ping and  impeaching  *'  of  which  the  patriotic  law- 
yi?r  is  pronounced  worthy  of  **gi-ettt  and  severe 
punishment/*  The  book  so  carefully  edited  by 
Mr.  Bruce  justifies  Ma.  S.  K.  Gasdinsr  in  hia 
praiseworthy  attempt  to  render  due  honour  to  the 
elder  Whitelocke,  who,  it  should  farther  be  re- 
membered, when  a  judge  on  the  bench,  stood 
alone  among  his  judicial  brethren  in  denouncing 
the  jwwerfi  of  king  and  council  to  commit  a  per- 
son to  prison,  on  a  general  warrant,  in  which  the 
cause  of  commitment  was  not  named.  Lord  Cump- 
bell  also  makes  a  note  of  the  fact  that  James 
Whitelocke  imbued  his  son  BuUlrode  **wiib  the 
principles  of  constitutional  freedom,  then  little  re- 
garded among  lawyers."  John  Dorian. 


EDGAR  FAMILY. 
(2'^S.  ix:.  334.  373.  415.) 

In  the  last  number  of  **  N.  k  Q,"  I  observed  a 
Query  by  J.  H.  which  led  me  to  refer  to  the  former 
numbers  alluded  to ;  and  in  2""^  S.  ix.  334,,  I  find 
a  statement  made  by  J.  F.  N.  H.  which,  being 
very  materially  incorrect,  it  may  be  of  use  to  him 
{and  to  C.  W.^  who  hiis  however  not  fallen  into 
such  errors),  to  set  the  question  in  a  measure  right. 

J.  F»  N.  11.  says  that  "  the  representation  of 
Wedderly  devolved  on  the  Edgars  of  Auchin- 
gramraont." 

There  is  no  proof  of  this :  Alex.  Edgar,  of  Au- 
chingraminontj  having  come  trom  Nether  houses, 
and  having  only  at:tjuired  the  estate  of  Auchin- 
grnmniont  late  in  life,  by  puruhase,  I  believe. 

Again;  *'^ Jamas  Humltjside  Edgm\  of  Auchin- 
grammont."  Thi.-*  was  not  the  name  of  the  last 
male  Edgar  of  Ancbingrammont.  Alexander 
Edgar  of  Aucbingi-ammont  had  three  s^ons  and 
some  daughters,  whose  descend nnts  still  exist. 
The  son's  names  were:  1.  ***/(jm^^''  (of  Aucliin- 
grainmonl);  2.  "Alexander/*  of  Wedderly  Plan- 
tation ;  3.  (Dr.)  ^^  HandyHideJ''  Two  duughters, 
*'  Frificilla**  and  Suiian.  All  these,  except  the  first 
and  the  third,  have  representatives  now  iiviDg, 
and  numerous. 

Again:  *' At  her  decease"  (Miss  M.  Edgar'a) 
the  representation  of  the  faniily  devolved  on 
"  Captain  Henr^  Edgar ^^^  and  his  brothers  and 
sisters  :  **  the  only  survivors  of  which  (family)  are 
*  Henry,  as  aforesaid ;  Major  Jsimes  Edgar,  ti9th

**  ITamlet"  Biblio<iraphy.  ^ — The  tht 
all  Shokspcorians,  and  ray  own  special  thanks, 
are  due  to  Mst,  Bates  for  his  help  in  "posting 
Tip "  the  lirit  f>f  lfam/<?f -literature  (2**  S.  ix. 
378-980.).  If  I  had  known  thiit  a  fellow- 
townsman  had  compiled  so  large  a  list,  I  should 
very  gladly  have  luiked  hi5  aid  in  completing 
my  own.  While  I  thank  him  for  several  addi- 
tions, and  for  his  appreciation  of  what  he  knowa 
is  a  troublesome  and  thankless  task,  I  must  re- 
mind him  that  I  intentionally  omitted  aeveral  cf 
the  works  he  has  included  in  hi*  liBt,  In  '^ 
Preface  I  said  that  my  object  waa  "to  ahow  \ 
greatness  of  the  drama  by  the  books  it  faii3 
brought  forth  ;  and  to  form,  as  far  as  practicable, 
an  Index  of  the  works  (excluding  only  three 
German  and  two  English  travesties  and  pictorial 
illustrations)  which  have  appeared  in  the  literi^H 
dramatic,  and  personal  iiistory  of  this  gi^^H 
draran/*  The  German  travesties  are  not  mm^ 
tioned  by  Ma,  Bates^  but  their  titles  will  be 
found  in  Karl  Ebe's  admirable  Hnmkt.  The 
pictorial  illustrations  are  so  numcroua,  and  so 
scattered,  that  I  feared,  and  still  fear,  it  would  be

in  battle,  yet  that  one  could  hardly  have  been 
named  from  ^*  shaking  his  spear,"  as  everybody  who 
carried  a  spear  in  battle  would  necessarily  brandish 
it.  The  name  of  the  poet  is,  I  believe,  found 
L-TiirJously  written  Shakspere,  Shakspeare,  Shak- 
^  r,  Shflkespere,  Shakespear,  Shakespeare,  Shake- 
^^^  yre,  Shakynpere,  Shaxpcr,  Scliakspcre,  Schake- 
Fipere,  Schakespeire,  and  Chacksper.

THE  M*AULAYS  OF  AnpiNCAPLE. 

ooiupliiincc  with  a  protniae  znatk  In  a  former 
nuniber  of  vour  useful  publication,  I  beg  to  sub- 
mit the  following  Notes  concerning  the  ancient 
fkmiiy  of  Ardineuple.  The  originul  surname 
tppeara  to  have  ljt?en  simply  Ardincaple,  —  a  word 
fiigniiying  in  the  Gaelic  '*the  promontory  of  the 
mare, '  and  corresponding  exactly  with  a  conspie- 
uoufl  feature  of  their  lands  on  the  shorea  of  the 
Gftreloch,  Dumbartonshire.  Maurice  de  Ardin- 
caple  was  anicmg  those  who  swore  t^llegiance  to 
Eflward  L  Another  of  the  name,  Arthur,  proba- 
bly a  brother,  is  one  of  the  witnesses  to  a  charter 
granted  by  Muldouin,  Karl  of  Lennox,  towards 
the  close  of  the  thirteenth  century.  After  this 
tlie  descent  is  involved  in  very  great  obscurity 
till  1473»  when  Alexander  de  Ardincaple  ap- 
pears as  serving  on  the  iaqucst  of  thii  Earl  of 
Monteith*  He  seems  to  have  live*!  at  lenst  till 
1403,  Aulay  de  Ardtncaple  was  invested,  on  a 
precept  from  Ji>hn,  Earl  of  LenuoXj  in  the  five 
jKJUnd  land  of  Fusilane,  ailjoinini^  Ardincaple,  in 
1518,  and  with  his  wiJ'e,  Katheriue  Cunningham ^ 
bad  seisia  of  the  twenty  shilling  lands  of  Ardin* 
caple  in  1525.  The  public  registers  of  Scothmd 
fbow  him  to  have  been  possessed  of  various  other 

Iiroperties  in  Dumbflrtonshire,  By  the  above 
vathurtue  Cunningham  he  had  at  least  one  son, 
Alexander,  who  succeeded,,  but  left  no  issue ;  and 
by  ft  second  wile,  Elizabeth  Knox,  whom  he  mar* 
ried  prior  to  1528,  he  bivd  among  other  children 
""Viler,  who  seems  to  have  been  the  first  who 
lumed  the  surname  of  M'Aulay,  and  Aulay  who 
ied  on  the  succession.  Notices  of  various 
members  of  the  fiimily  at  this  time  will  be  found 
in  Fiteairn's  Crimmal  Triak*  The  theory  of  de- 
scent most  in  harmony  with  the  known  facta  of 
ibc  M* Aulay  genealogy  traces  thera  up  to  » 
younger  ion  of  the  second  Alwyn,  Earl  of  Len- 
nox ;  but  an  ogreem»*nt  entered  into  by  the  Aulay 
lafft  mentioned  with  the  chief  of  the  Clangrcgor 
in  liS9]  indicates  descent  from  «|uite  another 
•tern.  A  transcript  of  the  "  Bond,**  as  it  is  callcil, 
exists  in  the  Register  House,  Edinburgh :  it  will 
probably  be  new  to  many  of  your  readers,  tbough 
printed  recently  in  The  Historic  of  Dumbarton" 
Mhtre  from  a  copy  made  by  the  liev.  W»  Macgregor 
Stirling  fur  the  late  James  Dennistoun,  Es^u.,  of 
Denniiitoun.    In  explMnaUon  of  the  **BoQd,'  aad 


as  detracting  from  its  value  in  a  genealogical  point 
of  view,  it  may  be  explained  that  the  Mucgregora, 
about  the  period  it  refers  to^  were  busy  cement- 
ing alliances  wherever  they  could  be  formed,  with 
a  view  no  doubt  to  strengthen  them  in  those 
excesses  which  culminated  at  Glenfiuin  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1603.  As  may  be  seen  from  Douglaa*i 
Baroimge  an  alliance  of  a  similar  nature  had  been  | 
entered  into  in  1571  between  Macgre;jor  of  that 
Ilk  and  Lauchlan  Mackinnon  of  Strathardill.

Implicated  as  M*Aulay  thus  was  with  the  tur- 
bulent proceedings  of  the  unhappy  Clangregor, 
he  seems  to  have  found  means  of  escnuin^  from 
the  savage  vengeance  directed  against  them  after 
their  conflict  with  the  Coltnubouna  at  GUvxivv 
The  reader  of  V\\c.wtTv%  TrtoU  V\^  ^^k^^5^*«^^ 
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fesslon  declares  thtit  tli€  Earl  of  Argyll  "  did  all 
his  cruftie  dili^^ence  to  intyse  me  to  slay  and  de- 
stroy ihe  Laird  of  ArdinknipUl,  iht:  (|utiilk  I  did 
refuse,  m  respect  of  my  fnithfull  proiDeis  maid  to 
M*kallay  of  befor."  Glenatrae'a  confession  cer- 
tainly exliibita  throughout  strong  nnimufl  against 
his  captor  Arp^yll,  but  the  hoatility  of  the  latter 
to  his  neighbour,  the  Laird  of  Ardincanle,  is  borne 
out  by  an  enlry  in  the  books  of  the  Lord  Trea- 
surer under  date  Nov.  1602  ;  —

When  Argyll  sought  to  direct  the  sharp  power 
of  the  law  against  M*Auluy»  the  latter  was  attend- 
ing the  Duke  of  Lennox  in  the  train  of  King 
James,  t!icn  joui'neykig  to  London  to  ascend  the 
vacant  throne.  In  conformity  with  representa- 
tions uiade  by  Lennox,  a  royjil  precept  was  is- 
sued commanding  the  justice-general  and  his 
deputies  t0  *Mesert  the  dyet"  against  M'Aiday, 
as  he  was  altogether  (yqq  and  innocent  of  the 
crimes  alleged  ngainst  him.  In  the  Records  of 
Secret  Council  is  a  mi  mile  re;»arding  the  joint 
application  of  Lennox  and  M*  Aid  ay  to  the  king, 
dated  at  Dunfermline,  28th  April,  1602.  Ardin* 
caple  afterwards  obtained  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood, though  his  conduct  was  not  free  from  suspi- 
cion, as  appears  from  a  bond  of  caution  entered 
into  on  his  account  on  the  8th  September,  1610, 
He  was  twice  married,  but  died  in  December, 
1617,  without  issue.  In  accordance  with  asebeme 
of  succession  settM  in  1614,  Sir  Aulay  was  suc- 
ceeded in  the  property  by  his  coujjin  Alexander, 
and  with  whose  grandson,  Aulay^  began  the  de- 
cline of  the  famiTy.  lie  alienated  n  eonsiderable 
portion  of  the  estate,  and  burdened  the  remainder 
to  maintain  his  wasteful  expenditure.  Among  other 
children  Aulay  liad  a  daughter,  Jane,  married 
to  Sir  James  Smollett  of  Bonhill,  futher  of  Archi- 
bald of  Dalquhurn,  and  grandfjiiher  of  the  author 
of  Modei'ick  Random.^  Archibald,  the  successor 
of  Aulay,  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  Justi- 
ciary appointed  for  trying  the  adherents  of  the 
Covenant  in  Dumbartonshire,  His  son  Aulaj 
sold  the  Laggarie  and  Blair vadden  portions  of  the 
estate  to  JJr.  George  M*Aulay  of  London,  re- 
puted to  be  a  cadet  of  the  family.

doubt  whether  Colonel  Hooke*a  name  was 

[sthaniel.**  So  fur  as  I  know  none  of  my  family 
that  name,  except  the  Historian,  nnd  he  cer- 
tainly was  not  the  celebrated  ■*  Colonel  Ilooke/* 
Through  the  kindness  and  research  of  my  friend 
Mr,  Tottenham  of  Dublin,  who  sent  me  extracts 
from  the  books  of  Trinity  College,  and  from  some 
old  wills  in  the  Court  of  Probate  in  Dublin,  I  find 
that  Nathaniel  IIot>ke,  the  Historian,  was  born  in 
the  county  of  Dublin  in  the  year  1664,  and  was 
the  second  son  of  John  Ilooke  of  Dro^heda.  At 
the  age  of  fifteen  he  entered  Trinity  College  as  a 
pensioner  on  the  26lh  July,  1679.  lib  elder 
brother  John  had  previously  entered  that  college 
as  a  pensioner  in  tbe  year  164K  Their  fjrand- 
T  or  uncle  was,  I  believe,  Thomas  Hooke, 
ermanof  Dublin,  to  whom  a  grant  of  61 7  acres 

land  in  the  Barony  of  Tarbullagh  in  the  county 
of  \V'cstiiicath,  and  of  forty-two  acres  of  land  in 
the  Barony  of  Orier  in  the  county  of  Arnja;^h,  was 
tDade  by  Charles  11. ,  under  the  Acts  of  Settlement 
la  166G.  But  there  bein^  no  less  than  three 
Thomas  Hookcs  whose  wills  were  proved  about 
the  same  dute,  —  the  Alderman^sin  1G72,  another 
Thomas  Ilooke,  D.D.  of  Dangham  Shetlrey,  counly 
Kilkenny,  in  the  same  year,  and  a  third^  Thomas 
Hooke,  a  merchant  of  Dublin,  whose  will  was 
provctl  in  1675,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  rela- 
tionship these  persons  bore  to  each  other.  It  np- 
peai'Sj  Jiowever,  thut  the  alderman  had  three  sons, 
John,  Thomas,  and  Peter,  and  therefore  Nathan icFs 
father  was  probably  the  first  son  of  the  ahJernian. 
The  colonel,  however,  could  not  have  been  the 
Hifltorian,  He  (the  colonel)  was  a  student  at 
Glasgow  in  1680  under  a  Mr.  Nicholson,  whom  he 
met  subsetjuently  in  Edinburgh  in  1705,  and  who 
woa  then  bishop  and  apostolical  vicar  in  Scotland. 

I  also  doubt  whether  the  colonel  was  pardoned 
in  1688,  for  he  mentions  in  a  MS.  account  of  bis 
Second  Journey  to  Scotland  in  1705,  which  is  in 
the  British  I^Iuseum,  that  he  and  the  Duke  of 
Hamilton  had  been  fellow* prisoners  in  the  Tower 
ill  the  year  1G8D. 

Lockhart*s  Account  Is  not  to  be  implicitly  relied 
on,  as  he  and  the  colonel  were  oaeh  partisans  of 
ilie  two  jp-eat  parlies  in  Scotland  — the  Presbyte- 
riaint  and  the  Jacobites  —  but  Lockhart  not  only

says  that  the  colonel  was  a  ^*  vain  pragmatical 
fellow,"  but  he  adds^  *^  and  in  conversation  a  man 
of  ffooil  enou^'h  sense,  but  extremely  vain  and 
haughty,  and  not  very  circumspect  in  the  man- 
agement of  so  great  a  trusty  being  rash  and  iooon- 
fiiderate/' 

From  Colonel  Hookers  Accouat  of  his  two  jour- 
neys to  Scotland  the  ooatrarj  appears  to  have  been 
the  case,  for  he  seems  to  have  Deen  very  success- 
ful in  his  negociations  with  the  Duke  of  Hamilton, 
the  Earl  of  Errol,  Lord  Panmurcj  and  the  other 
Jacobite  lords,  though  he  was  foiled  in  the  imme- 
diate object  of  his  journey  by  the  want  of  unity 
among  those  chiefs,  and  by  the  intrigues  of  the 
Duke  of  Hamilton,  who,  being  himself  a  Stuart, 
hoped  to  succeed  to  the  Scottish  throne.  With 
respect  to  Nathaniel  Hooke,  he  ujajTied  in 
Dublin,  and  brought  over  his  two  sons  Thomas 
aud  Lucius  Joseph  to  England,  and  settled  in 
London  about  the  year  1717,  when  he  ventured 
all  he  possessed  in  the  South  Sea  scheme,  and  was 
ruined.  It  is  probable  that  after  leaving  Trinity 
College  he  went  to  France  to  complete  his  educa- 
tion, for  his  knowledge  uf  the  Itrench  language 
enabled  him  to  maintain  lumaelf  and  family  by 
translating  French  works,,  until,  through  the  pa- 
tronage of  Lord  Chesterfield  and  Pope,  he  was 
recommended  to  the  Duchess  of  Marlborough,  and 
by  her  gift  of  ^OOOL  and  the  copyright  of  her 
Memoirs  he  sufficiently  , established  himself,  and 
was  enabled  in  bis  old  age  to  retire  to  Cookhani 
in  Berks,  where  he  died  on  the  22nd  July,  1763, 
aged  ninety-nine. 

**  Annorum  plenus  et  vere  pius,**  as  Lord  Bos- 
ton tr^ly  states  on  the  tablet  erected  hy  him  to 
Hooke*s  memory  ihirty-seven  years  afterwards  on 
the  outside  of  the  pretty  little  church  of  Hedsor, 
where  he  requested  he  might  be  buried.  This  in- 
scription may  perhaps  be  worth  recording,  It  is 
as  follows :

I  iboughti  and  still  tbink,  that  it  was  hardly 
ju&t  or  true  to  say  that  Dibdin's  Sea  Son^s  were 
'*  never  generally  accepted  by  auilore."  The  proof 
that  they  were  not  Beenis  to  be  in  two  points: 
(1.)  That  S.  H.  M.  never  knew  tbem  to  be  »o, 
nnij  (2.)  That  their  erroneous  ifea  slant^  makes  it 
impossible  lb:it  tliey  ever  cnuld  be  no.  As  to  the 
firdt  yioint,  1  showed  that  Mr.  Pitt,  George  II L^ 
and  Lord  i^Iinto  seemed  to  think  otherwise. 
Probably  they  had  good  information.  I  have 
been  nasurcd  by  nuval  men  of  high  rankf  and  by 
common  sailor:*  too,  that  Dibdin  waa  very  popular 
among  the  ar^amen,  Of  course  I  ppeak  of  the 
ladors  of  Dibdin*fl  time  and  soon  after.  As  to 
tbe  second  point,  I  have  already  said  I  am  no 
judge  of  sueli  matters.  But  it  reminds  me  of  a 
case  before  the  Lord  Mayor,  in  which  a  man'a 
neiijh hours  indicted  him  as  dangerous,  for  making 
explosive  powder.  The  m«n*s  defc!m.*e  was,  that 
tbe  powder  would  not  explode  except  under  pe- 
culiar circumatancest  and  he  oITered  to  prove  it 
by  striking  a  large  packet  on  a  metnl  rod,  before 
the  Court.  The  Lord  Mayor  directed  him  to 
pinka  the  expf^riment  with  a  very  small  tjuanliiy. 
The  man  did  eo,  and  the  powder  exploded  aa 
loudly  as  a  pistol.  The  man  anietly  said,  **  All 
I  can  say  is,  it  viigh{  not/'  Tlie  sea  songs  ought 
not^  perhaps,  to  have  been  popular  among  sailors ; 
but  1  believe  they  were.

gUter^*"  giving  an  account  of  the  admisiaion  of 
Adam  Prianho  to  the  Priory  of  ]Modbury,  and 
referring  lastly  to  p.  9-4,  of  the  same  volutnc, 
where  it  is  recorded  that  "  William  Benaelyn 
succeeded  to  the  same  priory,  void  by  the  freo 
resign ttti on  of  Adam  de  Prateliis^  nlicis  de  Pr^* 
deuuXi  ultimi  prioris  ejusdem/* 

I  am  of  opinion  tlxat  the  foregoing  account, 
and  the  records  from  the  loiubi*  tit  Prenux,  will 
BufHciently  prove  that  tbe  **  tdiiu  '*  in  the  last 
quotation  is  assumed  on  mistaken  grounds,  cou- 
firmed  by  the  fact  that  the  Pridenux's  of  Devon 
and  Cornwall  were  located  there  prior  to  the 
Norman  Conquest;  '*tbo  name  bein«F  adopted/'  says 
Burke,  *'  from  the  Lordship  of  Prideaux  in  the 
parish  of  Luxilian,  co.  Cornwall,**  and  have  always 
lj(>rne  difTerent  arms  to  those  of  Preaux  or  Priaulx. 
(Vide  '^  CoMMONEfls,  Art.  Pridvaux,  Rrune  of 
Place,"  With  refjard  to  the  etymoUigy  of  Prenux^ 
it  may  be  added  that  the  word  in  its  ^ingutar 
form,  Preau^  h  applied  at  the  present  day  in 
France  to  the  courtyard  surrounding  any  large 
buildings  such  as  convents,  prisons,  college^  &c,, 
similar  to  our  us(>  of  llie  word  green  or  iawn  in 
Eiigiand,— *'  the  cburcbynrd  or  Itiwn  of  the  close" 
being  the  description  given  of  the  encloiied  area 
Burrouuding  the  Cathedral  of  Salisbury  in  a  re* 
cent  publication,  The  Po4i  Office  Dirtcfortf  of 
UaiiU^  Wiitis^  ami  Dorset^  by  Kelly  k  Co.,  —  a 
work  containing  in  a  condensed  form  much 
valuable  information  on  tbe  lopography  of  ilie 
above  counties.  Hoffmann,  quuted  by  Hutchins 
{ui  miprii)  aeems  to  countenance  this  rendering 
of  Pi'atelhnn  or  pratum  (vide  Lexicon,  in  uoo*) — 
"  locum,  sub  dio  sen  atrium  quod  clausiri  nor- 
ticus  cingunt  in  monaHteriis," — but  llutchins 
favours  the  translalioo  ^*  meadow,"  *'  whence," 
says  he,  **  many  religious  houses  in  France  and 
England  were  denominated,"  (CT.  St,  Mtry 
de  Pratis  Abbey,  Lroicester,  and  lh«  local  rhyme 
attaching  Uv  the  ecclesiastical  edilices  of  Salis- 
bury, which  designates  tbe  cithedral  as  **  St. 
Mary  in  the  ilerefield/*  or  ^lernfield,  for  I  have 
never  seen  it  in  print,  though  its  nieamry  still 
lingers  with  me.

M,  A.  C.  F.**  wLicli  Lord  Macaulaj  acknowledged 
bimself  unable  to  decipher,  and  of  which  be  ex- 
pressed his  convictiott  **that  the  true  solution  had 
not  jet  been  suggested "  (HisL,  vol.  i.  p,  438., 
note)*  I  hod  explained  them  to  signify  "  Pere 
Miuisuete  A  Capuchin  Friar;"  and  I  did  this  on 
the  authority  of  the  Metnoir*  of  the  Rev.  John 
HudtUestoih,  reprinted  In  1816  from  a  memoir  of 
much  earlier  date* 

I  revert  to  the  subject  now,  in  consequcuce  of 
my  isolution  having  been  remarkably  corroborated 
by  Rev,  Dr*  Oliver  in  a  late  communication  to 
an  Exeter  p:»per.

uad  the  consequence  wits,  that  F.  Haddleston  happily 
concluded  thia  reconciliation."

—  An  examination  of  the  state  of  Scotland  dur^ 
tng  and  ntYer  the  Arthureao  age^  will  dissipate 
any  expectation  of  discOTcrles  in  that  quarter 
anent  the  above  knights.  The  only  people  of 
Scotland,  at  that  tiiii%  who  could  have  received 
and  communicated  any  matters  connected  with 
the  **  good  King  Arthur,"  were  the  race  who  com- 
fiosed  the  pauptra  rtgnmn  of  Y§trad  Clw^d^  whose 
situation  with  respwt  to  the  Erse  Celts,  or  Scots 
and  Picta,  was  certainly  not  of  a  character  to  cul- 
tivate the  courtesies  of  life.  The  Picts  occupied 
the  whole,  or  nearly  the  whole^  of  the  south  and 
east  of  Scotland ;  and  this  fact  alone,  after  the 
exodus  of  the  C^tnrjf  from  Cumberland,  would 
almost  entirely  exclude  the  Britons  of  AUl  Ctw^d 
from  all  intercourse  with  the  Britons  of  the  weil 
and  south  of  England.  The  Picts  were  ever 
ready  to  invade  the  lands  of  the  C^mr^^  who  ut- 
terly detCfiied  the  Gwyddfjl  Fichti.  This  is  evi- 
denced in  the  promptitude  of  the  Picts  in  forming 
alliances  with  Hangst  and  Hros^  and  Idu^  the 
Flamebearer.  The  intensity  of  ihU  hostility  be- 
tween the  Cymry  and  Picts  can  cmly  be  accounted 
for  by  their  being  entirely  distinct  races.  Such 
beinjj  t!je  tone  of  the  relations  of  lliose  two  races, 
and  the  Britons  being  in  full  posacssion  of  that  in- 
dispeiisidile  clement  —  internal  dis^en!slon,  as  wit- 
ijesselh  the  batllo  of  Ardcrydd,  the  opportunities 
fur  receiving  and  communicating  Arthiirejm  me* 
morials  must  have  been  small  indeed.  Turning  to 
the  Erse  or  Celtic  race,  it  will  be  seen  that  their 
relations  with  the  Britons  were  not  of  a  more 
humanising  tendency  than  those  of  the  Picta, 
This  being  the  result  of  our  inquiries  in  the  pre- 
sent dii"ectioii,  we  can  acarcely  ejipcet  to  meet 
with  any  memorials  of  the  Bound  Tiible  (Bwrdd 
Crwra)  in  Scotland. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  the  sub- 
stratum of  Arthureati  chivalry  is  to  be  fuund  in 
the  Triads  contained  in  the  Welsh  archaeology, 
where  not  oidy  the  principles  of  chivalry  aie  to 
be  read,  but  the  names  of  the  principal  personages 
of  Arthurs  court,  as  well  as  most  or  all  of  ^*  Uic 
Knrghis  of  the  Round  Table : "  for  example, 
Guenever,  Gwtnhwifear^  Arthur's  faithlcKs  qut,*cni 
and  other  instanoest  though  not  so  clearly  fn

The  whole  paragraph,  of  which  the  passage  re- 
ferred to  forms  the  concluding  words,  ia  as  foU 
lows :  —

VERMILION. 

There  is  someibing  unsatisfaetorj  and  obscure 
I  a  Ibc  derivations  c^iumonlj  aligned  to  the  word 

rmUioti.     English  lexicograpbera  are  content  to 
Inee  it  to  *^  termiculus^  a  little  worm'' :  assigning 
a»  a  reason  lEiat  *^  tbe   colour  h  derived  from  a 
worm'*   (iee  Worcesiter's  Dict.^  in  verb.).     Mis- 
bd  by  tliU  false  theory  as  to  the  origin  of  the 
tnbalAnce*  Dr.  John.<on  (who  ub^t^una  from  oflVvr-  { 
m§  any  derivation  for  the.  word  itstlf)  identifiua  I 
•Tcnuiliou"  with  cochineal,  which  he  calls  *nhe  I 
grub  of  A  plant  ;**  but,  apparently  doubtful  of  his  ! 
fmn  accuracy,   be  ai^ijigns  oa  a  second   meaning  | 
that  wliiyh  is  in  reuliiy  the  true  cue,  namely,  that  , 
vcrmilioii  is ^^ factitious  or  native  cinnabar;  Bul(>hLir 
aixed  with  mercury/*     *•  This,"  he  adds,  ''  is  the 
afUAl  but  not  tho  primitive  «ignificution.**     All 
Ui«  gTf&t  modern  dictionaries,  however — lt%li&n, 
Sptftniftb,  aiid  French^    concur  in  the  larne    €x- 
planatinn,  and  refer  to  ^*  wrmictUui**  as  tbe  root 
of  the  word  **  vermilion." 

The  anonialj  of  ibis  etymnlogy  ariiea  from  the 
hci  ilmt  vtTtnilion  bein^  a  biftulphuret  of  mer-  I 
eiuryt  ia  entirely  disiinct  froiu  the  dye  obtained 
from  the  coccus  or  from  the  cochineal  insect*  and 
W  therefore  notblug  in  oommon  with  any  "worm** 
whatever. 


To  make  this  objection  more  clear^  it  mu«t  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  ancicnt^t  had  two  descnp- 
iiona  of  red :  one,  the  transparent  tint  prr»rluced 
from  the  coccus,  an  insect  which  att  i  '  If  to 

the  oak,  and  from  which  the  Greek  r,ms 

extracted  the  tlye  applied  to  cloth  ;  iue  oill n\  the 
opaque  earthy  ant  J  nwuerad  pigments  with  which 
they  painted  their  woodwork  itnd  widls,  The 
Bub.^tancc  known  to  us  aa  vei^milion  belongs  to 
the  latter  class. 

Afl  to  the  firsts  it  ts  perhap'*  unnecessary  to  pre- 
mise that  it  b  an  error  to  designate  the  coccu!»  as 
*^  a  worm."  The  word  literally  means  a  '*  grain  '* 
or  "berry;**  and  was  applied  by  the  Greeka  to 
the  insect  itself,  which  in  no  one  of  it«  stages 
bears  any  resemblance  to  a  worm.  This  sug- 
gests tbe  conjecture  whether  the  word  venne$  or 
vertnicultis  may  not  have  been  used  to  designate 
any  '^creeping  thing"  by  tbe  Romana,  just  as  bhak* 
spearo  and  Milton  call  tbe  serpent  a  worrn^  and 
we  still  apply  the  same  term  to  tbe  caterpillar  of 
the  silk -moth.  The  errur^  however,  prevailed  be- 
fore the  a^c  of  Fliny»  who  found  it  necessary  to 
explain  that  the  coccus  was  called  vemiiculus  be* 
cause,  as  be  sayt^  "^  eat  genus  In  Attica  fere  et 
Asia  nascens,  ceterrime  in  vermiculum  se  mutans 
quo<i  ideo  (rKwA^sriovCverniiculum)  vocant"(h.xxiv. 
c.  4.)  All  the  modern  Latin  lexicographers,  from 
lijidorus  of  Seville^  m  the  seventh  century,  to 
Facciolati,  repeat  tbe  aame  »tory,  Stephanus  sayi 
that  what  tbe  Greeks  call  nixKos^  *'  nos  rubrum 
ssu  v>ermieulum  dicimus  i  est  enim  vermiculus  ex 
allveDtribua  frond i bus/' 

The  error  m  to  the  tn^ct  wa«  afterwards  ex- 
tended to  the  colour  which  it  yields  and  v^rtni-' 
cuitis  in  Latin  came  to  nignify  the  bright  red  tint 
known  to  tbe  Grciks  aa  tt^ttmvoi,  Stephanus  op- 
pears  to  have  had  some  doubt  whether  ibis  was 
not  a  modern  misapplication :  **  quin  recentior© 
eetate  dictum  sit  dubitare  nos  non  sinunt  Gallo* 
rum  vermeil  et  vermilion  Hispanorumtjue  bermejo 
et  bermellon"  But  Gesner  establishes  its  anti- 
quity by  a  reference  to  Columella,  who  f^peaks  of 
^^  red  grapea  '*  ns  mc«  rermimlte^  and  appliea  tbe 
same  term  to  "  red  wheat." 

In  the  second  class  of  opaque  reds,  tbe  pigment 
first  known  to  the  ancients  was  red-ochre  .  enrlh 
tinged  with  a  peroxide  of  iron,  which  was  called 
fiihros  by  the  Greeks,  and  sinopit  by  the  Romans, 
from  its  being  found  at  Stnnpe  in  Fontus.  With 
this  they  decorated  their  galleys  ;  whence  Homer 
deaignatea  the  phips  of  Ulysses  as  M^Aromippoi 
{ib,  ji,  637.)i  OTid  Herodotus  says  all  ships  were 
smeared  with  it,  ^AT7}\oi^«r  (b.  ill,  68.).  Hero- 
dotus also  describes  two  tribes  of  Libyans  who 
coloured  their  l>odies  with  jiaArat  (b.  iv.  c.  191. 
194.);  and  iElian  incidentally  mentions  that  the 
practice  prevailed  in  some  parts  of  India  of  ting- 
ing the  eyes  with  it  (b»  xviii.  c.  25.). 

Pliny  atteita  that  this  earthy  red,  *' rubrical* 
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OS  be  ctilla  it,  waa  in  use  in  tbe  early  iigefl  (be- 
fore the  discovery  of  the  inlneml  reds  kiiowu  as 
mmium  and  cimuxhar)  for  painting  the  Btatues  of 
Jupiter;  and  he  quotes  the  authority  of  Verrius 
to  show  that  vict'nious  genenda  paioied  t!ieir 
bodies  >¥ith  it^  uiid  fbntf  so  ndorned^  Cnmillua 
celcdn'afed  Lis  tiiunipU  after  the  conquest  of  the 
Gauls  (b,  xxxiii.  3C.j,  But  Pliny  fulls  into  the 
double  error  of  cotifoundinir  the  earthy  ^viih  the 
lutMiilfpc  red?,  identifying  '-^  minium^'  with  ^t\rof 
(iilthou^h  he  states  that  the  former  wa^  identicai 
wiih  cinnohar)  ;  and  of  supposing;  that  cinnabari 
instead  of  being  a  chemiriil  pro^iuet  of  quick- 
silver,  waa  (be  arboreal  exudation  still  known  by 
the  mythical  name?  of  *Ulragon*s  blood/*  because^ 
siiys  Fliny,  it  L'ouj>i*its  of  the  "  gore  expressed  tVom 
the  body  of  the  dying  dragon  when  crushed  by 
the  elephants,  mingled  with  the  blood  of  both  the 
conibarania"  (xxxiii,  38,)*  Diosioridea  was  ac- 
quainted with  the  true  origin  of  cinnabar,  and 
aays  it  was  pirepared  from  quicksilver, — fiSpctpyupoy 

Hod  rovroo  Kiyva€dp(o}$  Ar>oju*Vou,  v»  1 10.)- — but  even 
be  is  confused  between  cinnobar  and  afi^ioi',  minmm; 
and,  in  speaking  of  cinnabur,  Vitruvius  always 
uses  the  tt-rni  minuim  (de  Archit.^  b.  vii.  9*).  But 
the  narrative  of  Pliny,  however  confused,  serves 
to  establi^li  the  fact  that  the  use  of  red  ochre  as  a 
paint  was  8iipersc»deil  by  the  discovery  of  vermi- 
lion, the  extraction  of  which  ironi  native  cinnabai* 
ho  describes  with  aceurat^y  aa  practised  in  his 
time  in  Spain  and  Asia  Minor,  He  proceeda  to 
(-xplnin  that  the  painters,  who  were  at  first  in- 
duced by  the  superior  brdliancy  of  vermilion  to 
adont  it  in  their  monoclirome  pictures,  finding  its 
tendency  to  discoloration,  and  the  trouble  thereby 
entailed  in  protecting  or  renewing  it,  were  forced 
to  discontinue  its  use,  and  to  return  to  that  of 
rvchre  "rubrica"  and  sinopU  (b.  xxxiii»  39r), 
Kotwithstanding  theee  errors  of  Pliny,  however, 
he  avoided  the  mistake  t>f  confounding  vermilion 
with  vennkulus,  which  latter  be  describes  cor- 
rectly as  the  produce  of  the  insect  which  attacks 
the  oak  (xxiv*  6,). 

The  Hebrews  were  aware  of  the  distinction  be- 
tween the  two  fiubfttancea.  There  are  but  two 
case^  in  the  Old  Testament  in  which  the  Hebrew 
words  for  red  paint  are  represented  in  our  Eng- 
lish version  by  '*  vermilion  ' ;  and  there  is  reason 
to  believe,  notwithstJinding  the  opposite  opinion 
of  commentators,  and  a  dilierent  rendering  both 
in  the  Septuagint  and  Vulgate,  thtit  this  trans- 
lation IB  correct,  and  that  the  pigment  in  question 
was  the  true  bi*ulphnret  of  mercury.  The  first 
instance  is  that  in  which  Jeremiah  (ch.  xxii.  y* 
14.)  speaks  of  a  ceiliog  of  cedarwood  *^  painted 
with  vermilion  ;"  and  the  other  in  Ezekiel,  xxiii. 
14.,  refers  to  **  men  pourtrayed  upon  the  wall, 
the  images  of  the  Chaldasans  pourtrayed  with 
rertTif'/ion.  "     The  term  in  the  Hebrew  text  in 


both  ceases  is  TC?^  $hnsher,  a  word  not  occuiring 

elsewhere,    and   which    the    Septuajrint   renderi 
fj,lATH)  in  Jeremiah,  and  ypa^i^i  m  EzekieU     Tbff 
Vulgate,  with  similar  indecision,  translate?*  shwrk 
in  (he  tirst  passage  gintrpide,  vtWicix  isequivjiFe 
to  the  fiikros  of  the  Greeks,  and  the  "  mbrica  ^  i 
Pliny  ;  and  in  the  second,  substitutes  for  it 
comprehensive  term  "  colortbm.^ 

Kimchi,  the  Spanish  Habbi  of  the  tltirU 
cenUiry,  in  his  Con>raentory  Assumes  thrlxher  to  1 
"dragon's  blood;"   and  tiesenius   believe*  it 
be  red  ochre*     It   is  possible,  however,  thai  fli 
Babylonians  may  have  ascertained  the  rxistenoe 
and   y&e   of  vermilion,    the   mode   of   prepari] 
which  was   known   both  to  the  Hindoos  and  Cfa 
nese  at  a  very  remote  period.     And  It  is  evided 
that   the  Hebrews  avoided  the  mistake  of  sn| 
posing  vermilion,  or  whatever  pigment  was  mea 
by  shdsher,  to  be  identical  with  the  red  tint  ex- 
tracted  from    the  coccus;    for    in    the   pa»8«gi^i 
which  refer  to  the  dyeing  of  cloth,  the  Old  Testlfl^ 

ment  writers  use    the  term  \5^     rij??in,  tQlaom^^ 
shanij  literally  the  *'  searlet  worm.''^ 

In  the  Apoeiyphal  Book  of  the  WUdom  ofSok 
mon^   allusitm  is  made  to  a  carj>enter  carving 
image   out   of  wood,  and   "  laying  it  over    wtfl 
vermilion  and  paint*'  (xiii.  14-)      As  no  Hcbro 
original  exists  of  this  book,  which  may  have  bee 
written  in  Greek  by  Alexandrian  Jews,  we  cau 
only  refer  to  the  Septuagint,  which   renders  the 
passage  KaTa^piaa^  fAikTCff  huI  ^^icc*  ipud^^as^  k.  r,  h.  ; 
and  to  the  Vulgate,  which  gives  "  rultrica  "  as  th«_ 
equ  i  v  jil e  n  t  tif  /iTat^. 

The  error  of  confounding  the  colours  produe 
from  two  ituch  oppoi^ite  sources  was  also  avoidfl 
by  the   Greeks,  who  disicrimiuated   between     '  ^_ 
transparent  retl  of  the  coccus,  K6KKwoff,  and    ili# 
opaque  scarlet  of  cintiabar»  Ktyv^i&OfH. 

The  Persians  and  Arabs  were  equally  clear 
referring  the  crimson  dje  of  their  dresses  to 
kermez  and  henneni^  which  Salmasius  believed 
be  a  derivative  from  the  Latin  **  vermis^'' 

But  the  Koman?,  whilst  they  themselves  avoida 
the  error  of  confounding  the  distinct  orij^ns 
the  earthy  and  insect  pigments,  mainly  contribut«| 
to  the  confusion  which  afterwards  arose,  .in  ec>i| 
sequence  of  their  applying  one  and  the  same  ten 
"  t>ermin//w*,"  to   denote  the  severHl  varieties 
red  colours,  obtained  from  such  dissimilar  suM 
stances*    At  what  precise  tiuie  this  confusion  wi 
introduced   it  is   difficult   at  the  present  day  ft 
determine ;   but  proofs  are  abundant  that   at  j 
very  early  period  the  whole  of  these  substance 
including  the  dye  of  the  coccu?,  the  red  oxide 
lead  known  as  minium^  and  cinnohar   I  ho  bis« 
phuret  of  mercury,  were  indujcriminatcly  calW 
oy  one  common  epithet  of  venmcnlus^  which 
came  vermilium  in  medieval  Latin,   vemnglia 
Italfan,    vermdhn   in  Spanish,    vermelh   in   Pro-

But  a  more  curioua  inqurrj  iLrisea  from  tbc 
dr^arostiince  that  At  a  somewhat  later  period  this 
obscurity  wil«  corrected  bo  i^Lt  as  ref^ardB  one  in- 
dividual of  the  cliL$s ;  the  bisulphuret  of  mer- 
Ciirj  ffiicceeded  in  extracting  itself  froin  the 
prevailing  ctmfusion,  and  has  ever  since  been 
lacnrn  e^cluaiveW  bj  its  oirn  dii^tinctive  enithcr  i  t 
of  **rcnniUon."  It  would  be  interesting  to  Vnow 
at  what  time,  and  under  what  circumstances,  its 
emancipation  took  place;  and  in  aitemptlng  to 
eiuridule  this,  on  ingenious  friend  of  mine  bas 
to^gefited  a  doubt  whether  at  any  time  thft  word 
**  termtculwt^*  was  really  applied  to  vermilion; 
iitd  tvbether  the  latter  term  is  not  susceptible  of 
bein^  traced  to  another  and  a  totally  distinct 
derivation  ? 

It  has  already  been  seen  that  m  early  as  the 
time  of  Pltny,  "  cimmhar^  (which  is  the  original 
name  of  the  mercurial  red)  begnn  to  be  con- 
founded with  miniwrti  ar^d  with  tlie  Indian  gum 
then  and  ever  since  known  as  **  dragons'  blood  ;  '* 
and  it  haj  occurred  to  my  friend  whether  during 
the  brief  period  of  the  Eastern  Empire,  when 
chemistry,  or  rather  ah.' he  my,  was  eagerly  cul- 
UTated  by  the  Greeks,  both  at  Alexandria  and 
Byzantium,  (nnd  especially  at  the  former,  where 
the  facilities  for  its  study  were  increased  by  more 
totimate  and  extended  intercourse  with  the  East,) 
the  improved  knowledge  which  was  llien  acquired 
of  metals  and  their  products  may  not  have  led  to 
1  nicer  discrimination  as  to  tbe  nature  of  tbe 
minera]  paints,  which  had  been  previously  ob- 
scure and  C4>nt\ised.  Hence^  to  distinguish  tbe 
f«rthy  red  which  formed  the  ^^atos  of  the  Greeks 
Iroro  the  bisulphuret  of  mercury,  the  learned  of 
that  age  may  liave  assigned  to  the  latter  its  real 
cirtgiu  by  some  term  compounded  of  'Ep^^t  and 
^lUroSf  to  express  the  miltos  of  mercttrif  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  earthy  milios^  or  red  ochre. 
The  Chinese  in  the  same  way  designate  vermilion 
j^rn-cAu,  literally  "  mercury-red."  But  one  dif- 
ftcuhy  to  accepting  my  friend's  deri^Titiou  pre- 
sents itself  on  the  threshold ;  namely,  that  although 
in  eompiirntively  modern  timea  mercuriits  becnrae 
a  ter'hnical  synonyme  for  argentnm  mvitm^  I  can- 
not find  any  period  at  which  tbe  Greeks  adopted 
*P/ifivr  ns  an  equivalent  for  wSpdtp^vpor.  It  has  been 
conjectured  that  the  metal  may  have  been  so 
calletl  in  honour  of  tbe  Egyptinu  Hermes  Trisme- 
tus.  Of  the  works  on  chemistry  produced 
,g  the  period  I  refer  to  so  few  have  been 
ted  that  the  facilities  for  verifying  this  con- 
ure  are  rare;  but  in  the  numerous  MSS,  in 
ibe  librarit^s  of  Paris  and  Vienna  of  authors  who 
wrote  on  these  subjects,  such  as  Oljmpiodnrus, 
llierotheusi  Agalhodeiuon,  and  others,  it  is  pro- 
bablfj  that  more  minute  mention  may  be  found  of 
mercury  and  its  compounds,  and  oi  tbe  nomen- 
cdature  then  prevailing. 


Another  etymological  objection  to  accepting  the 
derivation  suggested  from  'E^pijt,  is  the  obvious 
one  that  the  compounds  of  that  word  generally 
retain  the  aspirate,  so  that 'E/>/io?  and  mUtpi  would 
become  her  miltos  rather  than  termiltoa-  At  the 
same  time  it  is  but  fair  to  observe  that  in  many 
similar  cases  the  initial  aspirate  in  Greek  is  re- 
presented in  Latin  by  v.  Thus,  k&wipa  become* 
rejipera^  'L<rri(i,  Vesta;  v^^fpui,  tester;  and 'EA/a 
in  Lucania  was  the  Ydia  of  the  Romans.  This 
analogy,  though  it  lessens,  does  not  overcome  the 
dirticulty ;  but  it  seems  to  me  deserving  of  con- 
sideration, with  a  view  to  discover  something  more 
saii^fiictory  than  the  prevailing  derivation,  which, 
apart  from  its  technical  incongruity,  presents  the 
inconsistency  of  referring  vermilion  to  one  and 
the  same  root  with  crimson  autkcar/niae,  vermi- 
ceili^  and  vermin. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  gome  inquiry  to  ascertain  at 
what  time  the  term  minium  ceased  to  be  con- 
founded with  cinnabar, ^ when  tlie  word  "ver- 
milion ^*  came  into  use  in  Europe,  with  exclusiFe 
reference  to  the  bisulphuret  of  mercury;  also 
when  carmine  was  with  similar  speciality  rcognised 
as  the  product  of  cochineal  ? 

Menage  and  Caseneuve  have  each  devoted  an  in- 
conclusive article  to  this  subject,  Ducange  cites 
the  occurrence  of  the  word  vermilium  in  a  Latin 
MS.  of  A.D.  1073.  Gervase  of  Tilbury,  nephew 
to  our  Henry  IL,  writing  in  the  twelfth  century, 
describes  in  his  Otia  Imperialia  the  production  of 
red  die  from  the  coccus,  but  still  desiguntes  it 
'' vermiculus.'*  Jeban  le  Begne,  a  writer  on  the 
art  of  illuuiination  in  the  fourteenth  century,  dis- 
criminates between  red  lead  and  vermilion  :  "  ne 
meitez  pas  mine  (miniEim)  par  soi,  car  la  lettre  en 
seroit  trop  cler  et  mal  parant,  mais  roettez  mine 
avecques  vermilion/*  (Quoted  in  Mrs.  Merrifield^a 
work  on  Medieval  Paintings  vol.  i,  p.  297.) 

Amongst  tbe  poet^,  Dante  sings  of  the 

"Prima  vers  Candida  o  vermiglia," 

Chaucer  apostrophises  ^ 

•*  Bright  regiaa  who  made  thee  so  fair^  ^ 
Who  made  Ihy  color  verraelet  aod  white?  ** 

and  Spenser  describes  — 

**  Goodly  trcefl  him  fair  besjtle, 
Loade^n  with  fruit  and  npplee  reiAV  red, 
Ai  th<?y  in  pure  vcrininioii  had  been  died.** 

The  word  Ciunahar  itself  is  also  worth  the  in* 
quiry,  whether  it  be  referable  to  any  Oriental  root)' 
inasmuch  as  there  is  reason  to  bdieve  that  the 
Greeks  obtained  their  knowledge  of  the  f-ubstance 
Kt¥vhBapi  from  India,  whither  it  probably  came 
from  China.  Has  the  first  syllaW c  Ciii  any  ix;fer- 
eiice  to  this  origin  ?  as  it  was  at  one  time  eonjec- 
tured  that  the  word  Cinnamon  might  probably 
mean  "  Chinese  amomum"  ?

The  above  extract  is  from  Eiiglanffs-Excheq\i€f\ 
a  rare  work  by  John  Ilagtborpe^  1625,4',  The 
verses  are  not  given  in  Hagthorpe  revived;  or 
select  specimens  of  a  forgotten  poeij  Lee  Priory , 
1817,  4'^.  They  were,  however,  contributed  by 
Htiatewood  to  the  J3nVi«A  bibliagrapher^  but  without 
the  pro-se  introduction ;  which  is  scarcely  less  re- 
martable  than  the  verse,  Bolton  Cobmet.

(Lewis's 
Rome,  I  86,)  Thus  Cato  the  Elder  wrote  his*^ 
tories  for  hh  son,  ^tydkots  ypdfifiatFt^  in  large  cha- 
racters, (Plut.  Cato  (he  Censor^  xx.)  The 
writing  in  Greek  capital  letters,  as  in  Hebrew, 
Chaldee,  Syriac,  Arabic,  and  Ethioplc,  which  had 
then  no  cursive  character,  indicatcil  a  more  fiolenin 
and  dignified  manner,  and  would  be  more  legible 
to  the  Gauls  than  the  cursive  character,  which 
even  now,  from  its  numerous  contractions,  em- 
barrasses the  Greek  student  In  legal  documents 
of  a  mor«  solemn  character  the  writing  is  en- 
grossed (^:  e7i  gros^  or  large  character).

Hm,  Cabbiwgtow's   Note  upon   full- bottomed 

_  suggests  a  Query,  How  does  it  happen 
Hu^  the  use  of  it  is  now  confined  to  the  Judges 
■id  — ""•''  persons  of  profesiiionul  rank  K  and 
tha'  ii[»iion  by  an  ordinai-j  barrister  would 

be  i...-.»vi  uJi  ijiipertinence  wbieh  would  subject 
him  to  the  ridicule  of  his  conjpeers,  and  prubably 
to  the  eenjiure  of  the  Bench?  When  did  this 
limitation  commence?  And  what  was  the  cause 
of  its  adoption  ? 

AtJotht*r  question  arises  :  How  comes  it  to  pass 
lIiAi,  as  the  judpiea  gradually  assumed  the  wig,« 
folluwinr;  the  fa>hinn  of  the  time,  they  did  not 
dbcurd  the  encumbranee,  when  that  fashion  ceased 
to  prevail^  and  have  not  discarded  it  isincet  though 
the  fashion  is  amonji  things  that  have  been? 

In  the  reign  of  Cbnrlcs  It.  the  forensic  head- 
dress of  lawyers  which  bad  up  to  thiit  period 
prevailed^  suffered  a  great  change,  The  portroits 
uf  the  jtidgts  that  have  come  down  to  us  of  pre- 
vii  ^^  ,  and  indeed  thruugb  the  t^n^uter  part 

of  exhibit  the   judicial    head  ^^ovcrcd 

Wiiu  u  .:iM,,  a  velvet  cap,  or  a  three-cornered  hat, 
OTer  their  own  natural  hair;  and  the  upper  bp 
ornamented  with  a  moustache,  and  sometunes  the 
eliin  graced  with  a  beartL  The  latter  supertiuity 
ImmI  been  long  discarded ;  the  moustache  had 
gradually  disappeared  (how  soon  to  be  resumed 
who  can  tell  H  ;  and  instead  of  the  coif  or  cap, 
ibe  periwig,  juiit  imported  from  France  into  this 
cottniry,  began  to  be  adopted  by  the  Bench,  with 
tbepretence  of  a  coif  attached  to  the  back  of  it. 

The  wig,  however,  waa  not  then  univerBally 
idopted;  for  though  the  portrait  of  Sir  Crcswell 
Levinz,  who  was  superseded  in  1686,  displays  this 
sppendage  full-bottomed,  that  of  Sir  Thomas 
Street,  who  continued  to  sit  on  the  bench  during 
the  whole  of  the  reign  of  James  H.,  is  depicted 
bi  official  costume  with  his  own  hair  and  coif  cop. 


The  wigs  of  Charles's  judges,  as  far  as  we  can 

judge  from  the  engravings  of  their  pictures,  were 
mnocent  of  powder.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
most  of  the  portrrtits  of  judges  under  James  II. 
and  William  and  Mary. 

Let  it  liot  be  thought  by  these  Jncjuiries  that 
I  have  lost  my  habitual  reverence  for  the  judicial 
wig,  which  I  doubt  not  is  regarded  with  awe 
when  it  is  exhibited  in  the  erimin»l  courts,  if  it 
does  not  inspire  any  additional  respect  when  used 
in  banco, 

I  should  like  to  close  this  article  with  iiu  in- 
quiry, when  barristers  first  used  this  appctrdage, 
and  how  soon  it  attained  its  present  formal  cut  ?

TEMPLES:  CHURCHES,  WHTT  80  CALLED? 
(2'^  S.  viii.  291.) 

A  correspondent  has  asked  why  the  word  tern* 
pie  h  appropriated  in  Human  Catbolic  countries 
to  the  place  in  whidi  Protectant  worship  is  per- 
formed, and  quo  tea  the  History  of  the  Repitbiic  of 
Holland  of  1705  in  illustraliou  of  his  meaning. 
The  Archduke  Matbitia  alluded  to  in  this  quora- 
tion  I  suppose  is  he  who  was  elected  emperor  in  1612* 
At  that  periad  the  word  waa  in  common  use,  not 
aimply  by  Protestants  in  Roman  Catholic  coun- 
tries, but  specially,  and  almost  alone,  by  the**  Re- 
formed'* ns  distinct  from  the  Lutherans.  For 
reasnns  which  I  can  eaaier  guess  than  find  stated, 
Calvin  and  his  follower:!  seem  to  have  preferred 
the  word  templr  as  the  proper  deaii^nation  of  a 
place  of  worship.  Thus  in  the  Institutes  (lib.  iii^ 
cap.  20.  sec.  30.,  ed.  in  French,  1562),  Calvin  saya, 
*'  Now,  since  God  lius  ordained  to  all  hh  people  to 
pniy  in  common,  it  is  also  required,  that  in  order 
to  do  this*  there  should  be  Temples  set  apart,** 
&c.  So  nlso  in  the  Commentary  on  the  Oospels 
(French  ed.,  156:J),  he  says  in  the  preface,  which 
i3  dated  1555,  that  at  Zurich  the  iefuge«3  from 
Locarno  were  not  only  received  and  permitted  to 
exercise  their  religion,  "but  also  a  temple  wi 
assigned  I  hem,"  The  preference  of  Culvin  wai  ' 
adoptetl  by  his  folluwer;*,  but  the  Lutherans  re- 
tained tlie  use  of  the  word  church,  I  give  aii_ 
example  froni  M\iS^iM^\]Ci>  ^Vsi  '^\sJ(:Jiv^^  \L>&  V^o.

Tlie  Cftlvinista  seem  to  have  called  ibeir  places 
of  worship  templea  becnuse  they  called  the  con- 
gregation the  churchy  and  wished  to  makfi  a  di3- 
finciion.  Another  reason  perhaps  was  that  the 
thorics  terniefi  the  building  a  church.  They 
embered  also  that  the  Jewish  sanctuary  was 
ed  a  temple.  They  knew  too  that  the  ancient 
urch  had  applied  the  word  temple  to  places  of 
riatian  worship.  Examples  of  this  may  be 
und  in  Suicer,  #.  r.  vuhs.  The  later  Greeks 
adopted  the  word  t^^itAok,  and  the  modern  Greek 
cliurch  u<*es  the  word  m^?  of  a  portion  of  the  church. 
Among  the  Latins  the  word  templum  seems  at  first 
to  haye  been  distasteful,  but  was  afterwards  uued, 
as  may  be  easily  shown ;  €*  g*  the  Second  Counci! 
of  NIcea,  can.  vii. :  — 

"Therefore  whatever  temples  (templa)  hav*  been  con- 
secrated without  the  roHci  ot  fiuiTtyrt^,  In  tliem  we  onUm 
tho  tie puai lion  of  rclk-8  with  the  u^ual  prayers.  And  he 
who  consecrate*  a  tempb  {temptum)  without  holy  relics, 
let  him  be  deposed/* 

Among  the  Syrians  the  haieht  or  temple  was 
that  elevated  portion  of  the  churtb  which  is  ele- 
vated by  two  or  three  steps,  and  accessible  only 
to  the  priests.  In  a  Jewish  Synafogue  the  halcel 
or  tenjple  i:^  the  body  of  the  buildtnjr*  just  as  the 
vai^t  in  the  Greek  churches,  the  heicel  or  temple, 
in  the  churches  of  AbyBsinia,  and  the  nare  of 
churches  amon((  ourselvei.  In  reference  to  this 
word  nave^  there  seems  to  be  good  reason  for  be- 
lieving that  it  etynKilogically  signifies  a  temple; 
and  rather  conges  from  the  Greek  yaht  than  the 
Latin  napU,     Even  the  general  term  temple  has 

Lbeen  consecrated  among  us  to  all  time  by  the 
enius  of  George  Herbert, 

These  remarks  have  been  made  merely  to  show 
that  the  peculiar  practice  of  our  ReftTmed  neigh- 
bours, is  not  peculiar,  but  in  harmony  with  the 
customs  of  all  churches  and  of  all  times.  It  is 
possible  that  the  word  chapel  wouhl  have  been 
adopted,  but  for  the  fact  that  its  uses  among  the 
Roman  Catholica  are  some  of  them  very  repuUive 
to  Protestant  feeling  ;  Wi,  fur  instance,  when  it  is 
apptie<l  to  images  inserted  in  the  niche  of  a  wall, 
or  set  up  at  the  corner  of  a  field,  oftentimes  from 
very  superstitious  motives.

nius ;  and  then  adds :  —

He  then  condemns  —  first,  Mr.  W,  II.  Smith,  edi- 
tor of  the  Grenville.  Paper x^  for  stating  that  the 
burning  ^^  probably  took  place  iu  or  about  the  year 
173'i ;"  and  next,  **a  writer  who  endeavours  to 
QStttblisb  a  claim  for  Lord  Lyttleton"  for  assum- 
ing that  it  **  took  place  in  1764;"  and  thereupon 
he  authoritatively  asserts :  "The  burning  of  books^ 
so  accurately  described  by  Bifrons,  took  place,  ht* 
yond  a  thtibt,  as  we  shall  presently  see,  on  August 
the  7th,  1761."  In  proof  of  this  assertion^  the 
author  adduces  a  despatch  of  that  year  from  Mr* 
llans  Stnnley»  culled  from  the  Stale  Paper  Office, 
in  which  was  enclosed  the  original  printed  arret  of 
the  6th  of  August*  1761,  condemning  the  books  to 
he  burnt;  and  then  tnumpbnntly  closes  his  para- 
graph thus  :  "  And  a  MS.  note  at  the  foot  of  the 
ank  sttitcs  that  the  books  were  burnt  on  the  7th 
accordingly/' 

Kow,  6!wjner  or  lftter»  a  literary  error  is  sure  to 
meet  its  detection  in  the  colunms  of  "  N,  &  Q.** 
In  tlie  present  instance,  the  s^vtrai  errors  to  be 
found  in  the  *' Few  Words-article"  of  the  Cam* 
hill  Magazine  were  detected  $noner  than  they  were 
committed  by  the  author  of  tlmt  article,  as  may 
be  clearly  seen  on  reference  to  the  Qnerien  under 
the  above  beaJ,  and  the  thereto  subjoined  extract, 
in  **  N,  k  Q.;'  1'*  S.  x,  323.  tt  seq. 

It  will  there  be  seen  that  at  least  one  writer 
had,  in  1 854,  done  that  which  the  author  of  **  A 
Few  Wonis,"  &c.,  ought  —  according  to  his  ow& 
rule  — 1{^  have  done,  but  which  he  lias  certainly 
not  fidly  done,  namely,  *^  followed  out  for  himself 
Bifrons  bint  pointing  to  conclusions  of  so  much 
importance,  both  negative  and  aifiimative;** — that, 
in  execution  of  the  arret  of  the  6rh  AtH^ii>t  ITf,!, 
the  books  were  not  **  burnt  on  the  7lh  ac 
but  that,  by  the  king's  letters  patent  o!  ke 

dat«,  the  execution  of  the  arrk  was  suspended  for 
one  year ;  and  that  on  the  same  day  of  August  in 
the  following  year  another  arret  ordered  the  exe- 
cution. The  bcjoks  were  accordingly  burnt  in  the 
latter  year,  1762,  and,  it  has  been  said,  on  the  17Ut 
of  August.    • 

Th»^  author  of  the  **  Few  Words-urticlo  *'  has 
very  ingeniously  endeavoured  to  show  that  Mr. 

Sifterwurds  Sir)  Philip  Francis  was  in  Paris  on 
je  7th  of  August,  1761,  when  the  MS.  note  stated 
"  the  books  were  burnt  accordingly ;  **  and  ttiercby 
to  lead  his  readers  to  his  own  q.  e.  d.  conclusion. 
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that  Francis  was  Btfrons,  and  Bifrons  Junius, 
er^a  Francis  wna  Junius.  But  if  Mr.  Wade  tells 
trtiib^  the  author's  fine-spun  theory  mu^t  Tall ;  for 
in  that  |[;GUtIinnuu*s  note  ou  p.  Ir5.  uf  TuL  U*  of 
linliu'ii  Woi>dfatr3  Junius^  he  ajija  :  —

THE  LABEL  m  HKHALDRY, 

(2'^'»S.  ix.  80.  131.231.) 

In  ft  very  interesting  pnper  Gommunicated  by 
J.  R.  PliinaliLv  Eiq.,  F.8.A.,  on  *^  Early  Ar- 
morittl  Betiringa,"  and  read  by  him  at  the  Wiu- 
tihe^tQr  Congress  of  the  Brit.  ArchsEok  Asmou.  in 
llM5,  that  gentleman  fuirlj  demonstrates  that  the 
usual  divisions  of  the  shield  in  modern  heraldry, 
as  well  fts  some  of  the  miuor  ckafffcg,  crost^t^ 
mm»UeU^  masclest  Stc,  owe  their  origin  to  the  neeeii^ 
aity  for  strengthening  the  loniv  kite^shaped  shield 
in  use  in  the  curlier  ages  of  chivalry ;  and  I  refer 
to  it  to  ifhow  the  probiibility  that  to  aoiiio  sueh 
necessity  as  that  of  distiiictign  on  the  field,  and 
not  to  the  source  sug^frested  by  M.  G.,  we  owe  the 
idoption  of  the  label  in  henddry,  as  the  first  of 
a  series  of  distinguishing  marks  afterwards  de- 
irfloped  into  a  system  lechnically  termed  '*  Dia- 
tinciions  of  Ilouses,^^  and  more  generally  known 
in  the  preient  day  as  "  DifferenoeSi"  or  marks  of 
"  Cadency/*  They  consist  chiefly  of  the  label, 
crescentf  multetf  uiarttct^  annulet,  and  lteur-de-lii3, 
for  descendants  in  the  Erst,  second,  third  genera- 
tion, and  so  on^ — the  next  race  doubling  tlie  dis- 
tinction, as,  a  crescent  on  a  crescent,  &c. 

Mr.  Flanehe  adduces  an  instance  of  the  early 
1100  of  the  label  from  the  Roll  of  Cacrlaverock :  — 

**  Maimc«  do  Borktlcy  bad  a  banner  red  sa  blood, 
crmeUy,  with  n  white  cUsttoo^  and  a  btue  It^l  beoauae 
his  father  Kkjt  alice" 

He  farther  adds,  on  the  authority  of  Upton, 
_  tko  use  of  the  label  implies  the  bearing  of  a 
f^eeond  son,  generally  one  of  three  points  (the 
fildeai  benrlog  a  crescent  or  some  other  small  dif- 
Ifffvitce) ;  the  third  son  one  of  four  points ;  the 
next  generation  subslituttng  a  border  for  dif- 
forence^  whii.h  then  beciime  hereditary.  The  ac- 
cidental origin  of  the  label,  otherwise  Lambel  or 
file  of  three  points,  or  Lauihrequins  (for  all  these 
are  met  with),  as  shown  in  the  quotations 
...  by  your  correspondents  from  older  authors, 

generally  assumed  to  be  the  correct  one  by 
modem  writers, — Sir  Bernai*d  Burke  defining  it  to 
be  *•  ft  piece  of  silk,  stuff,  or  linen,  with  three 
pendants,  generally  used  as  a  mark  of  cadency." 
NichoUs  (nde  Compendium^  :2nd  ed.  1727.  yoL  in.)

Instances  in  proof  of  the  statement  that  the 
label  is  sometimes   borne   as   a  charge   may  be 
found  in  the  arms  of  existing  Tamilies,  such  as 
Fridcaux^  Barrington,  St*   Lo,   &c,  j   and  as  an 
illustration  of  the  extended  use  of  the  label  borne 
as  a  dilference  and  a  confirmation  of  the  **  dig- 
nity" attaching  to  its  use  in  heraldry  (above  that 
conferred  on  it  by  the  Frincos  of  Wales,  who 
have  borne  it  from  the  time  of  Edward  111.  —  "a 
label  of  three  points  plain"),  I  would  refer  to  the 
differences  borne   by  the  princes  and  princess^il 
of  royal  blood  in  the  last  generation,  each  bearlnjj 
a  label  of  three  points  charged  with  some  di»t!n«| 
CUTshing  device  (roses,  fleurs-de-lis,  &c. — the  latal 
King  William  lit  when  Duke  of  Clarence,  acroaij 
between   two  anchors),  excepting  only  the  late 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  who  bore  (in  addition  to  the 
Fritice  of  Wales'  label,  one  of  three  points  plainj 
fk  label  qT  five  points  variously  charged  to  mark  J 
his  descent  from  the  Prince  ofWales^  eldest  son  of  I 
George  !!»,  of  whom  his  father  was  third  son,  anif 
therefore  brother  of  King  George  III.     It  majf  | 
not  be  unnecessary  to  add  in  conclusion  that  ii|l 
the  case  of  families  undoubtedly  descended  front  ^ 
one  common  ance?t(*r,  the  descent  of  each  brflnch 
is  not  sometimes  to  be  traced  by  varintlons  in  the 
coat  armour   borne  by  each  family — the  insignia 
belonging  to  the  name  being  borne  in  common  by 
all,  wirbout  any  difference  or  murk  of  cadency  ; 
the  wide-spread  and  honourable  house  of  Wynd* 
ham,  for  instance,  bearing  universally  the  chevron  ' 
and  lions*  heads  for  arms,  the  lion's  head  nnd  fet- 
terlock slightly  varied  in  some  cases  tor  crest,  and 
au  hon  droit  for  motto.     In  the  case  of  Frideaux, 
the  diflerence  of  the  label,  though  borne  as  a  per- 
manent charge,  marks  the  fact  that  two  lines  at 
least   of  the   elder  stock   have   become   extinct, 
though   the  arms  now  borne   by  that  family  are 
assigned   by  Burke  to  Orcharton,  whose  heiress 
married  Herden  Frideaux  towards  the  close  of 
the  iwelflh  century.     The  same  mav  be  said  of 
Barrington,  the  direct  line  havin£  niiled  on  the 
death   of  the  fif\h  baronet  of  the  name,  at  the 
commeneement  of  the  last  centurv,

BALK,  AND  PIGHTEL  OR  PIKLE:  VENTILATE, 
(2*^  S.  ix.  443.) 
The  first  of  those  words  I  have  not  heard  used 
by  rustics  for  a  long  time,  b\it  ^Wx  m  x^aa.  ^^* 
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indicated  a  ridgo  of  land  lefl  un ploughed  be- 
tween the  furrows,  or  a  strip  of  grass  at  the  end 
of  a  field.  The  Saxon  term  was  baU\  and  the 
Welsh  use  the  Fauie  'vvord  now,  I  believe.  Skinner 
derives  balk  from  Valicare^  Ital.,  to  pass  over ; 
but  I  confers  to  being  presumpluous  enough  to 
tbuik  this  rather  fur-fetched*  The  most  commoa 
use  of  the  word  balk  now  ia  to  indicate  the 
lma«;inary  boundary  at  one  end  of  a  billiard 
table. 

The  word  pigbtel,  or  as  h  is  tUso  spelt,  pickle, 
pycle,  and  piugfe,  is  used  principally  in  those 
counties  where  the  East  Anglian  ditilect  prevailfl, 
as  Norfolk,  Sufiblk,  and  Cambridgeshire.  It  de- 
signates a  small  enclo;?ed  field  attached  to  a  dwell- 
ing-house or  cottage^  but  I  never  heard  it  applied 
to  "  an  enclosure  surrounding  a  dwelling*house^'^ 
nor  do  I  think  the  word  at  all  '*  synonymous  with 
lawn."  If,  therefore,  our  American  ccmsintj  use 
the  word  in  euch  a  sense,  they  have  given  it  a 
meaning  of  their  own.  In  SuflTulk  the  word 
pightel  k  principally  ajjplied  to  the  closes  or 
small  fields  in  which  tlax  is  grown. 

The  clymology  of  this  word  is  involved  In 
much  obscurity,  Cowel  gives  the  Italioji  word 
picc&io  as  the  derivation,  and  most  dictionaries, 
which  have  the  word  at  all,  give  the  same  deriva- 
tion. Alihough  it  is  a  formidiiblc  thing  to  differ 
from  authorities  like  Cowel  and  Todd,  I  am  for 
many  reasons  unwilling  to  odopt  the  derivation 
they  give  for  the  East  Anglian  word  pightel.  A 
friend  of  mine,  and  contributor  to  "^^  N.  &  Q.," 
whose  knowledge  of  the  East  Anglian  dialect  aod 
the  Saxon  language  is  far  more  extensive  than 
my  own,  has  suggested  that  the  word  in  question 
is  derived  from  a  Saxon  root  which  is  now  lost. 
Again  I  would  suggest  the  word  pighi^  an  old 
form  of  the  past  participle  of  the  verb  to  pitch,, 
OS  a  not  impossible  derivation  for  pigbtel.  The 
word  pight  is  used  several  times  by  Spenser  in 
his  Fairy  Queen  and  Shcpherffs  Ctdemlar  m  the 
sense  of  fixed  or  placed ;  Shakspeare  also  uses 
the  word  in  a  similar  sensei  and  Fabyan  says :  — 
**  The  kynge  tben  ni/ffht  bi*  patiylyons  and  fltrcngtlied 
his  felde  fur  aotlayne  brekyngo  out  of  the  Tufkei.** — Vob 
a  1272. 

There  is  .^Iso  the  obsolete  verb  Iff  pight  (not  to 
be  found  in  Johnson),  which  is  akin  to  the  A.-S. 
verb  pycan^  to  prick,  and  may  be  derived  perhaps 
from  pigg^  Su,  Goth.,  meaning  to  pierce.  It  is 
so  used  "by  Wicliffe  in  his  Trauslation  of  the 
Bible:  — 

**  And  eftsoone  miottiir  seriplure  seitb,  tliei  aehulen  se 
into  whom  thej  pi^tm  thorough/'— 5.  John^  xix,  37, 

Pll^hlel  would  thus  mean,  as  H.  N.  suggesta,  a 
piece  of  ground  staked  out. 

In  the  neighbourhood  of  Cromer,  Norfolk, 
pightc-ls,  especially  when  laid  down  in  grass,  are 
often  called  lokea^  probably  from  %he  Saxon  verb 
^•^McCTj,  to  look,  because  they  adjoin  the  homestetid 


and  are  overlooked  by  it  Near  Lowestoft,  Suf- 
folk, I  heard  tlio  word  loke  applied  to  a  green 
lane,  on  what  principle  I  do  not  know. 

The  words  pightel  and  croft,  the  meanings  of 
which  are  almoiit  identical,  arc  still  to  be  met 
with  in  deed,«.  The  hitter  word  is  used  in  almost 
ey^ry  county  of  England  to  denote  a  field  of  gome 
sort,  generally  pasture  or  meadow  land.  The 
words  garth  and  tofr,  too,  are  not  unfrequently 
met  with ;  the  former  especially,  which  means 
more  properly  a  piece  of  garden  ground ;  the 
latter  is  applied  to  a  piece  of  land  on  whieU  a 
building  has  at  one  time  or  other  stood.  Gartli 
and  croft  are  both  Saxon,  and  toft  finds  its 
equivalent  in  the  Su.  Gothic  word  topL 

I  do  not  quite  know  to  what  *^  new  and  ex- 
pressive use  of  the  word  ventilate  "  H.  N.  refers : 
he  surely  cannot  mean  the  expression  "  to  ven- 
tilate a  subject/*  as  this  is  by  no  meanti  ft  new 
use  of  the  word.  The  word  ventilate,  in  the 
sense  of  to  examine  or  discuss,  ts  used  by  Fell 
and  by  Ayclifle ;  and  Abp.  Sancrol%  writing 
nearly  two  centuries  ago,  has  the  following  sen- 
tence in  one  of  his  works :  — 

"  Nof  doth  the  victor  commonly  permit  any  r^Hti&i- 
tion  of  Ilia  diftut^s :  for  when  the  body  is  a  sliive,  why 
ahould  the  reason  b<S  free  ? "' — Modtrn  PoliticM,  a,  6. 

If  this  be  not  the  use  to  which  N.  H.  alludes,  he 
will  perhaps  favour^us  with  an  example  of  the  word 
applied  in  the  new  sense  he  spoke  of. 

As  I  have  been  speaking  so  much  of  Norfolk, 
I  think  this  not  an'  mappropriate  place  to  ad«l  my 
testimony  to  Ibnt  of  A  cue  as  to  tlic  universal  use 
of  the  word  dickey  for  donkey  on  and  near  the 
east  coast  of  Norfolk.  J.  A.  Pst. 

The  word  "  ventilate  *'  is  of  no  modern  origin ; 
it  was  used  in  England  before  the  existence  of 
America  wiis  fcnow^ii  to  civilised  mmi. 

It  WHS  the  ordinary  term  used  in  courts  of  law 
from  the  curliest  (lay  to  signify  the  raising  of 
u  discussion  on  any  [»oint,  (*Sce  Du  Cange, 
**  Vcntilare  causam  —  earn  agitarc^  de  ea  disse- 
rere.'*) 

An  instance  of  its  use  in  France  is  cited,  a.x». 
1367:  — 

"^  El  touted  leurs  causes  mucs  ct  &  mouvoir,  Miient  vqii- 
tilleVa  H  dtjtcrmmifes  ....  en  noatre  cbambro  de  Park- 
men  t," 

Another  instance  is  cited  more  than  two  cen- 
turies earlier :  —

In  repljing  to  your  correspondeutj  the  explana- 
tion must  necessarily  be  received  as  derived  from 
authorities  under  the  influence  of  local  phrase* 
ology:  it  may  admit  of  that  derivatton  which  is 
peculiar  (o  folk- lor e^  but  the  words  ore  familiar 
throu^hoat  the  county.

Mire-balk.  Where  lands  are  cultiyated  in  open 
fields  ii  single  strip  is  left  to  mark  the  limits  of 
each  occupation. 

Pi^htel  is  atimall  field,  seldom  if  ever  exceeding 
two  acres,  but  it  is  generally  preceded  by  a  pre- 
fix, na  Balfs,  Parson's^  or  Cherry-tree,  PIghteh 
Where  it  forms  part  of  an  old  wood  from  which 
it  is  separated  by  a  road  or  ^irer,  &c,,  it  is  called 
ft  "  Spinny,"  H*  D'Avenet.

The  swan- 
tnark  of  the  Dv  mucks,  champtou  of  England,  is  a 
mark  like  a  spear  cut  on  the  bill.  The  tenants  of 
the  Bishop  of  Ely's  manor  of  Ely  Barton  were 
obliged  tti  cut  sloping  paasages  from  the  pits 
whence  they  had  cut  turf  tor  fuel,  that  the  cygnets, 
if  th^j  fell  in,  might  be  eoubied  to  net  out.

cow  dung  alternately  upon  each  other,  and  well 
watering  the  heap  when  completed.  In  such  a 
heapf  which  be  always  called  a  Lay- stalls  he  used 
to  Keep  his  worm^s  for  angling,  but  especially 
hrmdluigs^  which  he  most  prized.  1 .  C.  H. 

Bbitaiw  ni6  B.C. -^{2'*^  S.  ix.  402)  — The 
Chronicle  of  England  by  Capgrave  gives,  what  is 
common  in  most  ancient  histories,  a  fabulous 
origin,  which  may  nevertheless  contain  some  ele- 
ment of  truth.  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth,  at  the 
instigation  of  Walter  Mapeu,  Archdeacon  of  Ox- 
ford, translated  the  Acts  of  the  Briliah  Kinga  out 
of  the  ancient  British  tongue,  wbicb  makes  Brutus, 
flon  of  Aacanius,  and  grandHon  of  ^nea^^  the  firist 
sovereign  of  Britain  and  founder  of  London*  and 
enumerates  sixty-seven  kings  to  Cassibellaun,  the 
opponent  of  Ciesar,  Amongst  these  sovereigns 
we  may  recognise  the  names :  6  Ebrauc  (York), 
9  Hudibras,  10  Bladud  (Bath),  11  Leir  (Sbak- 
speare's  Lear)»  12  Gonorilla,  23  Guithelin  (VVat- 
ling  Street?),  34  Margan  (the  sea),  40  Colllua 
(King  Cole)i  6G  Lud,  and  67  Cassibellaun,  who 
lived  B.C.  50.  But  as  the  exploits  of  Arthur, 
A.  D.  450,  arc  still  extant  mainly  in  Hible,  we  must 
not  expect  historical  certainty  at  a  period  five 
centuries  earlier,  unless  confirmed  by  Greek  or 
Latin  contemporary  authorities  ;  still  less,  if  we 
travel  farther  backwards  to  eleven  centuries  be- 
fore Christ,  and  long  prior  to  written  history,  if 
we  except  the  early  part  of  the  Old  Testament, 
and  perhaps  a  few  authorities  to  whom  Josephua 
refers  at  tne  begin niug  of  his  Afdiquitie^.  Al- 
thongh  Geoffrey's  list  of  kings  may  be  fabulous, 
still  it  is  circumstantial,  and  the  number  of  the 
kings  corresponds  pretty  well  with  Kewton's 
average  estimate  of  ilie  duration  of  a  reign.  It 
IS,  prima  facie ^  preferable  to  tlie  fitatement  of 
Capgrave,  who  simply  divides  this  island  into 
three  part s»  Loegria,  Albania,  and  Cambria,  and 
finds  etymological  sovereigns  for  them  in  Leo- 
grius,  Albanactus,  and  Camber,  as  he  finds  Brute 
Sor  Britain.     Nennius^  who  mentions  Brito,  the 


son  of  Silvius,  and  great'grandson  of  MntUB^  as 
ruling  in  Britain  in  the  time  of  Eli  tJ^e  priest  and, 
judge  of  Israel,  make^  no  mention  of  any  of  the! 
sixty-seven  of  his  successors,  which  Dr.  Giteil 
considers,  excepting  Cassibelhuin*  as  existing  only! 
in  the  imagination  of  him  who  first  uatftloguedj 
them.     {Hist  of  Anc,  Brit.  I  49.)

constituents.     The  above  etymology  may  not  bel 
acceptable  to  C,  T.  and  the  other  numerous  cor-  [ 
respondents  who  have   with   varied  auccess  dis- 
cussed the  origin  of  these  words  in  your  pages  ;| 
but  if  the  one  now  advanced  be  admissible^  thea 
in  the  Anglo-Roman  name,  Coldharbour,  CoaUfU 
arbor ^  we  have  a  word  expressive  of  that  tran- 
sitionary   process    of   vegetable    deposits    l.rans» 
formed  ;  in  other  words,  of  the  Coal-csccut  stage^  J 
or  rather  concretion  of  carbonised  matter.

JAMES  L  A^D  THt:  RECUSANXa 
( Omiinued  from  32 1 .) 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1603^  Jumes  was  con- 
ducting n  negotiation  through  tUe  Nuncio  at 
Pmi*,  bj  which  be  liojK*d  to  obtain  security 
a^uiniit  conspiracy,  by  agreeing  to  grant  some 
amount  of  toleration  to  the  Komon  Catholics* 

Matters  had  reached  this  stage  when  an  event 
occurred  \?hich  put  an  end  to  this  atteuipL  at 
cunciliation.  In  the  course  of  the  preceding 
ftuminer  Sir  Anthony  Standea  bad  been  sent  by 
James  on  a  mi^jiion  to  same  of  the  Italian  States. 
His  selection  lor  this  comparatively  unimporbnt 
Bierv-  -'  ■  nrs  to  have  turned  bis  head*  He  was 
bin  I  man  Catholic^  and  was  eager  to  dis- 

tiijgi4.-w  i,**...^elf  by  taking  a  part  in  carrying  out 
the  grand  scheme  of  reconciling  England  to  the 
Papal  See.  He  gave  out  openly  as  he  passed 
through  France  that  his  embassy  vas  one  of  an 
important  character.  Upon  bis  arrivol  in  Italy 
he  entered  into  close  communications  with  Par- 
sons, the  well-known  Jesuit,  and  wrote  to  Car- 
dinal Aldobrandini,  giving;  htm  informalion  of  the 
procecdin;^^  of  the  English  povemment,  and  com- 
mctnting  on  them  jit  his  pleasure.  The  Pope,  who 
imagined  thut  the  Queen  of  England  w\m  inclined 
to  change  her  creed,  not  only  made  ui*e  of  Standen 
to  enter  into  a  clandestine  correspondence  with 


her,  but  actually  sent  presents  for  her  to  tite 

Nuncio  at  Paris,  who  was  directed  to  deliver  theui 
to  Standen  as  he  passed  ihrou'jh  thiit  city  on  his 
return*  But,  iinluckdy  lor  the  contrivej?  of  this 
scheme,  by  which  they  hoped  to  enter  England 
by  a  bai^ik  door,  Standen  was  not  a  mim  *  !  -i 
a  secret.  He  had  hardly  pet  foot  in 
when  his  whole  scheme  was  known,  t\u^  .,.  „.,j 
himself  sent  to  the  Tower.  Jnmett,  who  was  al- 
ways extremely  jeulouB  of  its  being  suphosed  that 
he  was  tinder  bis  wife  $  influences  was,  nuiundly 
enoutfb,  enraged.  Even  a  less  inipui^ive  man 
would  have  seen  that  those  who  made  no  scruple 
of  tamfiering  with  a  wife^  would  be  utterly  un- 
trustworthy if  ever  an  opportunity  olTcrcd  of  suc- 
cessfully tampering  with  his  sulijects.  He  at 
once  ordered  the  presents  to  be  returned,  aiid  the 
negotiation  to  be  broken  off*. 

CeciPs  Ittter  in  wliicb  Parry  was  inft»rmed  that 
orders  had  been  given  to  return  the  Po[ie's  pre- 
senu  is  dated  Feb.  14tb,  1604.*  On  the  d^nd  of 
the  same  month  the  proclamation  was  Issued  by 
which  all  priests  were  ordered  to  quit  the  realm. 
It  is  inipoasible  not  to  connect  these  two  fjcta 
together. 

On  the  19th  March^  James  laid  down  in  bis 
speech  at  the  opening  of  Parliament  the  principles 
on  which  be  then  intended  to  act.  The  clergy  he 
would  not  suffer  toremaininbis  kingdom  as  long 
as  they  maintained  the  Pope^s  claim  to  dethrone 
kings.  He  had  no  wish  to  persecute  the  laity,  if 
they  would  only  relrain  from  sedition.  They 
must^  however,  cease  to  attempt  to  make  prose- 
lytes, for  he  would  never  allow  them  again  to 
erect  their  religion  in  Enrrland. 

It  is  plain  that  the  fticlings  which  prompted 
tills  last  declaration  would,  sooner  or  later,  draw 
James  back  agsin  into  persecution.  For  the  pre- 
sent, however,  he  contented  himself  with  stating 
that  he  Intended  to  propose  to  Parliament  some 
measures  for  clearing  the  recusancy  laws  **  by 
Reason  (which  is  the  soul  of  the  law)  in  case  they 
have  been  in  times  past  farther  or  more  vigor- 
ously extended  by  Judges  than  the  meaning  of 
the  law  was,  or  might  tend  to  the  hurt  as  well  of 
the  innocent  as  of  guilty  persons." 

It  was  under  these  circumslanoes  that  the  Gun- 

Iiowder  Plotters  formed  their  conspiracy.  A  plcvl 
lad  been  discovered  in  which  priests  were  deeply 
concerned ;  it  was  known  that  other  priests  had 
been  engaged  in  another,  the  particulars  of  which 
were  unknown.  An  attempt  to  enter  into  an  ar- 
rangement witli  the  Pope  had  been  made  by 
Jame^  who  in  this  question  probably  sti>od  almost 
alone  amidst  bis  advisers,  and  that  attempt  had 
failed.  Upon  this  he  took  the  step  of  banishing 
the  priests.  It  was,  no  doubt,  a  mii^taken  itep, 
but  It  h  impossible  to  say  that  it  waa  unprovoked.

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Immediately  after  the  proclflmation  for  banisbing 
Ihem  had  been  ifsued,  "  at  the  betrinning  of 
Lent**  •  (Ash  Wednesday  falling  in  1604  on  the 
2l5rf  Feb.),  T.  Winter  wa^  summoned  to  London 
by  Cntesby*  and  wns  there  informed  of  the  plot 
na  being  achuilly  in  existence.  At  that  time  the 
Parlininent  which  he  proposed  to  destroy  had  not 
ev«fn  nvei. 

The  hifltory  of  the  conspiracy  itself  is  too  ac- 
curately i^iven  by  Mr.  Jardine  to  need  repeti- 
tion. The  history  nf  the  gradual  change  01  the 
ki«;i*8  mientinns  i^  K*u  fully  known. 

On  the  1 7th  May  f ,  he  expressed  his  belief 
ihiil  the  Papists  were  increasing,  and  **  wished 
the  Lord^s  and  Commons  to  think  of  laws  to  hem 
them  in/'  Jame5  had  wished  for  a  eondiiiou  of 
things  in  which  there  should  be  no  perscouiifm, 
and  no  proselytisin*  He  had  forgotten  that  the 
wholu  of  that  class  of  persons  whose  conacieneeB 
wouM  draw  them  into  recusancy  as  soon  as  the 
finea  ceased  to  drive  them  to  church,  would  never 
be  seen  at  church  afrain  until  the  fmes  wcm  re- 
imposed.  As  might  be  expected,  the  number  of 
the  recusants  wns  on  the  increase.!  The  Roman 
Catholics  themselves,  about  this  time,  boasted 
that  their  numbers  had  been  augmented  by  ten 
thousand  converts.§  This  estimate  had  the  elTect 
nf  inspiring  confidence  in  the  hearts  of  the  nml- 
con tents.  One  priest  is  reported  to  have  been 
talking  of  another  Calbolte  insurrection,  and  of 
Bcizin^  the  nity  of  Che8t*ir.||  The  report  of  tbia 
conversation  was»  no  doubt,  mnde  n  few  days 
subsequently  to  Jamcs*3  declaration,  but  the  in- 
crease of  the  numbers,  which  excited  the  Koman 
Catholics,  mirst  have  been  equally  well- known  to 
the  governmejit. 

On  th>2  4tb  of  June  a  bill  for  the  due  execution 
of  stntutes  against  Jesuits,  Stc.  [1  Jac.  I.  c.  4.] 
was  brought  into  the  House  of  Lords,  It  re- 
ceived several,  amendments  in  the  Lower  House, 
so  that  it  is  tuiposaible  to  say  what  was  its 
original  form,  in  which  it  probably  repi*esented 
the  mind  <if  the  king  at  this  period,  , 

In  tlie  beginning  of  July  an  opportunity  was 
oflered  to  James  of  retracing  his  tito|>4t,  and  of 
renew  in  rj  his  t«chemes  of  toleration  under  better 
ttuspiceu  than  when  he  bad  sought  to  curry  ihem 
into  effect  by  means  of  a  negotiation  with  the  Pope. 

A  petition  was  presented  to  him  in  the  name 
of  the  Catholic  laiiy,  in  which  the  foilowing  «en-

Bartfiius  declared  the  lines 
to  be  the  richest  flower  in  the  whole  nosegay,  and 
Cellariufl  could  fiay  nothing  less  of  them  than  that 
they  were  *'  f'olden/'  I  now  wish  to  ask,  as  Nie- 
bulir  states  that  Silius  took  everything  from  Livy, 
and  fhat  ihc  Pnnica  is  only  a  pnraphrast  of  the 
historian's  prose  (an  hiatorian^  be  it  remembered, 
who  wna  as  tmaginaiive  as  a  poet,  and  aa  partial 
as  a  biographer  in  love  with  his  hero),  whether 
your  mort:;  learned  reatlers  can  recall  to  mind  any 
passage  in  Livy  of  which  the  above  can  be  said  to 
be  a  paraphrase  ?  I  have  nought  and  can  ftnd 
none.

A  NOTE  OK  BUOa 

Your  correspondent  J.  R.  ('2"^  S^  ix.   453,), 

2 noting  from  Adrian  Junius,  1620,  adduces  various 
luropean  synonyms  for  the  Cimex,  and  remarks 
on  the  absurdity  of  the  vulgar  error  which  assif^ns 
the  year  1667  as  the  date  of  the  first  introduction 
of  the  inseet  into  England.  Allow  me  to  otfer  a 
precise  and  detaiknl  account  of  the  Cimex  from 
the  work  of  Moufet,  who  illustrates  hia  testt  with 
a  woodcut  representing  a  group  of  creatures 
only  too  leaddy  recognisable  as  genuine  bugs. 
The  title  of  the  work  is  as  follows :  —

He  would  ho  HasHngfl  of  Dayle^fofiL  When 
tinder  a  troptcni  aun  he  ruled  i\(ty  millions  of  Asiatics, 
hli  hopes  amidst  all  the  cdres  of  war,  Nuance,  and  legis^ 
latioa,  aU  pointed  to  Dayleaford.  And  vthmi  hia  publio 
life,  so  singulurly  chequered  with  good  and  otH,  with 
glory  and  obloqay,  had  iit  length  dosed  for  ever,  It  waa 
to  Dayla»ford  lliat  he  retired  to  die."'  —  Macaulay's 
Ettayt,  voL  il.  p«  182.

This  rather  jjuportant  discansiou  cannot  be  left 
in  the  unsatisfactory  etiUe  in  which  the  last  cotn* 
munication  of  A.  H.  W.  leaves  it.  I  perhapSt 
therefore,  may  be  permitted  to  vindicate  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  "  Ic  Deum,'"  and   to  attempt  lo 
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ttbow  tlmt  the  char^«  of  iDter|)oI«iioiit  tliougU  it 
may  be  "  a  clever  piece  of  criticifui,"  h  iu  fact 
totiilly  destitute  of  tbuniliiiiou. 

It  secerns  ibiit  one  of  tiie  argximenti  on  T^hicfa 
stre»a  is  kid  is,  that  the  hymn  i^,  **  According  to 
the  vencrubie  testimony  oi'  antiquity/'  amwbaan^ 
luni  thsit  the  three  versides  on  the  Trinity  inter- 
fere with  the  regular  alternation  which  its  aniie- 
bsBAn  rharncter  requires.  St.  Au^u«tin  would 
nut  have  the  lust  response ;  but  St.  *  Ambrose 
would  both  beiTin  and  end  the  hymn.  Now, 
were  I  to  concede  the  ameebsean  nature  of  the 
liymnt  I  should  still  be  disposed  to  dispute  the 
necessity  of  the  second  interlocutor  having  the 
Xa&t  word;  espeebllj  in  the  unique  instance  al- 
luded to»— the  extemporised  doxology  of  St.  Am- 
brose and  St.  Augustin  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Istier's  baptism,  through  the  ministry  of  the 
fbrmer.  But  I  contend  that  the  hymn  is  not 
EDBielM&aii  at  all :  certainly  not  from  its  internal 
eonslruction  ;  the  alternate  vers  idea  not  bein^  at 
all  the  necessary  response  to  the  preceding :  —  in 
fact,  the  arrangement  of  versicles  being  a  mode 
adopted  in  eompofi^ively  modern  tjmes.

That  fact  sound 
criticism  has  shown  to  be  apocryphuL  On  what 
testimony  was  it  supposed  to  rest?  On  a  certain 
chronicle  which  bore  the  title  of  the  Chronicle  of 
8t^  Datius,  who  was  Bishop  of  Mihm,  and  die«l  Jan. 
14,  an.  5.52-8.  Ills  testimony,  both  on  account 
of  his  office,  and  his  proximity  to  the  times  of 
St,  Ambrose,  was  considered  entitled  to  credence,

This  is  the  principal  foundation  for  the  alleged 
^at  improvi-^ation  of  the   **Te  Deum"  by   St. 
roise  and  St.  Augustin.    But  the  illustrious 


Muratori  has  abown,  in  the  Aii|>en<ltx  ad  I.  (oni. 

Anecdoiarum^  cap.  6.,  and  in  liix  Pitsfncc  to  ihe 
History  of  Landulphus  Senicir  {Btrttm  Itahourwn 
Scriptores)  that  the  so-called  ChronicU  of  St, 
Datius  was  not  written  by  St.  Dnttua  at  all^  but 
by  Landulphus,  Senior,  who  lived  several  Uuti* 
drtd  years  later;  and  that  there  is  nothing  to 
prove  that  St*  Dsitius  ever  wrote  a  Chronicle  at 
all;  but  that  certainly  lh:it  which  passes  under 
his  name  is  supposititious  as  to  the  authorship. 
This  must  be,  as  it  since  has  been,  con  si  tiered 
well-nigh- fatal  to  the  authority  of  the  Chronicle 
in  this  matter;  not  only  on  account  of  the  eminent 
erudition  of  Muratori,  but  also  of  the  of!ice  he  had 
held  of  keeper  of  the  Ambroi^ian  librnry.  The 
title  of  **  Chronicle  of  St.  Datius  '*  had  in  fiict 
been  affixed  to  the  codices  by  a  comparatively 
recent  band.  The  answer,  alio,  of  A.  M.  Pus* 
terla,  Librarian  of  the  Metropolitan  Chapter  of 
Milan,  to  Mabillou^s  enquiries  as  to  the  genuine- 
ness of  St.  Datius'  Chronicle,  confirms  the  conolu* 
sions  of  Muratori.  It  was  as  follows  (^AnatecH 
MahiL  torn.  i.  p.  5.)  :  —

Another  editor  of  "  Fragments  of  Milanese 
Historians  '*  makes  this  remai'k  :  —  **  Libellis  qui- 
busdam  historicis  imperit^  preepositum  Datli  no* 
men  vidiiinis."  And  Merati  informs  us  that  at  the 
end  of  the  Metropolitan  Codex  \»  written,  **  vetus- 
tisstmis  choractcnbus,"  —  **  Explii^it  Libur  histo- 
riarum  Landulphi  hiatoriogniphi."  Now  Landul- 
phus  senior,  Arnulpbua,  and  Lnndulphus  junior, 
all  wrote  between  tbo  years  1000  and  3 100. 

As  this  passage  in  the  Chronicle  was  the  prin- 
cipal support  of  the  alternate  improvisation,  I 
think  it  will  be  acknowledged  that  it  has  received 
a  rude  shock  at  the  hands  of  eo  eminent  a  critic 
as  Muratori.  I  will  also  here  remnric  upon  t!ie 
inherent  a  priori  improbability  of  the  story.  St. 
Augustin,  although  a  learned  and  dij-tini^uishedi 
man,  was  yet,  on  the  occasion,  only  a  layman,  just 
rising  from  the  humble  attitude  of  a  catechumen  ; 
while  St.  Ambrose  was  an  officiating  Pontiff,  de- 
rivia<T,  at  the  moment,  from  the  solemnity  of  the 
function  and  of  the  place,  an  exalting  superiority 
over  the  neophyte. 

However,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  there 
was,  previously  to  the  time  of  Landulpbus,  a 
tloaling  tradition  of  the  sort,  otherwise  he  could 
not  have  recorded  it.  There  exists  also  a  MS. 
Psalter,  which  was,  anno  772,  presented  by  Char- 
lemagne to  Pope  Adrian  L,  wno  in  the  year  788 
bestowed  it  upon  the  church  of  Bremen^  where  it 
was  preserved  during  the  space  <iC  %<3^  '^<i'«"^  'wftJ 
which  is  now,  I \>e\k\evvu \WN\^TCtt^V«ci>i^ii- "» 
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the  Appendix  of  ihh  Paaltcr,  tlie  Te  Deum  is 
found,  bearing  thiB  title  —  **  Hymnua  quern  S'** 
Anibroshis  et  S.  Augustinus  invicem  conrlide- 
nmt."  But  there  h  no  j^reat  authority  in  all  this ; 
first,  on  account  of  the  late  date  772;  eecondlj, 
*'■  invrcem  corididerunt**  does  not  necesearily  mean 
that  it  was  jointly  extemporised  in  the  church ; 
but  rather  that  It  was  jointly  prepared  and  com» 
posed  in  the  cabinet.  The  probable  origin  of  the 
tradition  was  the  sermon  attributed  to  St.  Am- 
broie,  numbered  92.  in  the  Paris  edition  of  1549* 
nnd  entitled  ^^  De  Au^uRtini  baptismo/*  This 
sernton,  from  internal  evidence,  from  total  dts* 
aimilarity  of  style  and  sentiment^  from  the  in- 
credible assertion  put  into  the  mouth  of  St.  Am* 
brosGi  that  he  often  prayed  to  God  lobe  delivered 
from  the  captious  sophistry  of  Augustine  wbereaa 
it  was  by  hearing  St.  Ambrose  preach  that  8t. 
Augustin  was  converted  to  the  Catholic  fwitL,  as 
he  tells  ua  \n  his  ConfesitioriJt^  lib.  tk  c,  13.  and 
lib.  vi»  c.  L, — from  these  and  similar  indicfttions 
of  spurious  origin,  hfl.s  been  pronounced  by  n\\ 
cotnpeterit  critics  decidedly  supposititious.  The 
Benedictine  Fathers  have,  in  conscqucncei  alto- 
gether omitted  it  from  their  edition  of  the  worka 
of  St.  Ambrose.  And  Cave  stifjmatifles  it  as  un- 
doubtedly spurious,  with  this  Htroug  expreaston, 
**  Sermo  uiriraus  (9*2.)  dc  baptisujo  Aiigu<(tini,  in- 
epti  cuju*dam  nugivenduli  est,**  {HtMfona  Life' 
raria^  ad  an.  374.)  LandiilphiiSi  however,  refers 
to  the  aHsertiuns  of  the  said  fiermou  with  approba* 
lion  (lib.  i.  cap.  1 9.)»  and  therefore  partly  founded 
his  narrative  upon  them. 

Wha»  then,  is  to  be  considered  the  author  of  the 
hymn  ?  It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  decide.  The 
prevailing  opinion  inclines  to  St.  Ambrose,  who  wa^ 
iindoubte<lly  the  author  of  nmuy  hymns  adopted  in 
tlie  liturgy.  But  it  h  to  be  remarked  that  all  those 
hymns  are  metrical^  which  the  Te  Dcum  Is  not 
And  there  exL^t  various  ancient  MSS.  which  aa- 
cribe  it  to  dlflVrent  persons.  There  is  one  at 
Rome,  in  which  it  is  entitled  *'  Hymnus  S. 
Abundii."  Another^  according  to  Naralii*  Alex* 
ander,  is  an  ancient  Benedictine  breviary  at 
Monte  Caasino^  which  attributes  it  tt7  the  monk 
Sisebutus — "  Ilymtuia  Sisebuti  monnehi.''  Another 
Codex  in  the  Vatican  ogives  it  to  the  ?ame  monk, 
according  to  Cardinal  Bona.  Archbi^Iiop  Usher 
mentiona  a  Ps^alter  which  make^  Nicetus  the 
author.  In  the  Benedictine  edition  of  Ibe  works 
of  St.  Hilary  of  Poitiers  (a.  d.  1693)  a  fragmetit 
•  of  a  letter  of  Abbo,  Abbot  of  Fleury  (tenth 
century),  h  r^uoted  in  the  Preface,  in  which  St 
Hilary  ia  mentioned  as  its  composer, — *'  In  Dei 
palinodid,  quam  composuit  Hilariu^  Pictaviensis 
Episcopus,  &c.**  Others  there  are  who  ascribe  it 
to  St.  Hilary  of  Aries  or  some  monk  of  Lerius. 
It  must  have  been^  when  composed,  adapteil,  thev 
say,  to  the  early  morning  office  in  choir;  as  is

Of  course,  "  O  God"  ia  not  accurate.    But  th( 
strict  rendering  would  be,  '*  We  praise  TIjcc  Vjeinj 
God  —  oi*r»  ©fw, — or  "  we  praise  I'hec  the  God.' 
The  s-irae  construction  follows  in  "  Te  Dorainuti 
confitemur ;  Te  ^^tenmm  Patrem,  &c.,"  an<l  thi 
is  translated  iu  the  Common  Prayer^ — "  The  Lon 
the  Father  everlasting."     Each  verb  haa  a  doubli 
accusative,  and  that  is  all.

The  title  "  Father  everlasting '  is  certainly  given 
to  Christ ;  but^  unless  the  context  indicate  that 
application  of  the  title  - — and  that  is  the  question 
—  it  generally  would  refer  to  the  first  Person  of 
the  B.  Trinity.  In  like  manner^  the  thrico  re- 
peated "  Holy  "  is  generally  referred  to  tiie  Three 
Divine  Persons.  As  lo  A.  H,  W.*s  last  suggestion 
about  the  words  iPternum  Patrem,  I  answer  that 
the  general  rule  of  the  Church  in  addressing  God 
has  always  been  to  address  the  Father ;  as  i^  quite 
evident  irom  the  ususd  termination  of  the  Colferts 
and  other  prayers  —  "Through  our  Lord  Je^u^ 
Chriat  Thif  San,  &c/'  Of  course  the  Son  or  the 
Holy  Ghost  may  be  specially  addressed  m  occa-

ON  SEPULCHRAL  EFFIGIES  AT  KIRBY  BKLER3 
AND  ASHBY  FOLVILLE.  CO.  LFJCE8TER, 

{2*^  S.  viii.  496.;  ix.  410.) 

1  beg  to  thank  your  learned  correspondent  J. 
G.  N,  for  his  courteous  reply  to  my  Query,  and 
if  I  have,  as  he  thinks,  **  too  hastily  identified  the 
cfligieswith  the  actor  and  suflerer  in  the  murder" 
of  Sir  RojEjer  Beler,  which  it  h  not  impossible 
way  be  the  case,  I  shall  be  quite  ready  to  ac* 
knowledge  iny  error,  hnwever  ranch  I  may  regret 
ibe  demolition  of  the  ancient  local  tradition  on  the 
lahject. 

]  believe,  however,  that  J,  G.  N.,  from  not 
having  Been  the  effigies  themselves,  but  merely 
the  enjjravings  of  them,  has  assigned  to  lliem  a 
later  date  than  that  to  wliich  they  really  belong. 

I  will  notit-e  J.  G.  N.'s  remarks  xeriafim  :  -^ 

Ist.  The  stiitement  that  although  Kichuls  ap- 
propriated the  mmniment  at  Kirkby  (o\\  as  it  is 
now  invariably  called,  Kirby)  Btflers  to  a  Roger 
Beler,  there  were  several'  Rogers  in  succession,  is 
perfectly  true,  the  jud;Te  having  been  the  grandson 
of  a  Roger  Beler,  and  having  transmitted  the 
same  Chrt.^tian  name  to  his  son. 

The  etfigies  of  the  knight  and  his  lady  (who- 
ever they  may  be)  now  rest  on  a  comparatively 
modern  allar-torab  at  the  east  end  of  the  chantry 
cha[H!l,  for  the  foundation  of  Avhich  the  judge  ob- 
tained a  licence,  9  Edward  IL;  but  from  a  close 
examination^  on  a  rmi  which  I  made  to  the  church 
ft  few  years  ago.  it  appeared  almost  conclusive  to 
my  tnind,  from  the  correstponding  size  of  the  slab 
on  which  th#6gurea  lie,  &c.,  that  the  effigies  had 


been  removed  from  the  sepulchral  recess  for  (he 
founder's  tomb  in  the  touth  wall,  now  tenantless  j 
whilst,  in  addition  to  the  probability  that  a  tomb  I 
would  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  founder, 
one  proof  to  my  mind  tijat  this  represeuts  the^ 
judge,  and  not  his  son,  is,  that  we  know  the  funner  ' 
was  buried  at  Kirby,  whilst  the  place  of  sepulture  \ 
of  the  latter  is  not  recorded,  and  there  is  no  other 
monument  of  the  Beler  family  in  the  church, 

2ndly.  As  to  the  statement  of  Nichols  (HUtof 
Leicestershire^  ii.  225,)  that  Sir  Roger  Beler  at  the 
time  of  his  murder  was  "Mf«  uenj  ohl^'"  whilst,  as 
J.  G.  N.  asserts,  **  the  effigy,  which  is  engraved 
In  plate  xliii,  of  the  same  volume,  seems  to  repre- 
sent a  very  young  man  in  plate  armour^  and  pro- 
bably of  the  time  of  Edward  the  Tliird  " 

The  engraving  here  referred  to  (which  I  may 
remark  in  passing;  appears  to  represent  the  lady 
as  flevcral  years  older  than  her  husband),  although 
giving  a  good  general  idea  of  the  oviline  of  the 
figures,  does  not  accurately  show  the  details* 
The  sculpture  itself,  if  my  recollection  serves  me,  I 
represents  neither  a  very  young  nor  a  very  old 
man  ;  whilst,  instead  of  the  armour  being  entirely 
of  plate,  as  shown  in  the  enjrraving,  it  is  of  that 
transition  period  during  which  a  considerable 
mixture  of  chain -mail  and  plate  prevailed,  as  I  ' 
find  from  my  notes  made  on  the  spot  that  the 
knight  is  represented  with  the  head  resting  on  the 
tiltitijif-helm,  wearing  the  conical  basinet  with  a 
camatt  of  mail  attached;  a  hauberk  of  mail  ap- 

fieara  below  the  surcoat  or  jupon ;  the  arms  and 
egs  are  in  plate,  with  gussets  tif  mail  at  the  arm- 
pits and  insteps ;  spurs  with  rowela,  and  soleretls 
of  moveable  Jam  in  a?  on  the  feet.  On  the  surcoat 
appears  the  outline  of  a  lion  rampant,  which  iden- 
tifies the  tomb  as  that  of  a  Beler,  there  being  no 
inscription  on  it. 

Although  these  details  will  enable  us  to  assign 
an  earlier  date  to  the  monument  than  J.  G.  N. 
does,  on  the  supposition  that  pi  ate -armour  only  is 
represented,  it  does  not  cerlninly  r^fFord  evidence 
sutBr'Iently  conclusive  to  decide  authoritatively 
whether  the  person  represented  is  Sir  Roger 
Beler  the  judgei  or  his  son,  as  similar  examples 
may,  I  believe,  be  foumi  on  reference  to  Stot- 
hard*8  Monumental  Effigiex^  Bloxam*s  Moimmental 
Architecture^  and  other  works,  early  enough  in  date 
for  the  father,  and  late  enough  for  the  son,  as  but 
little  change  appears  to  have  taken  place  in  ar- 
mour about  the  period  in  question. 

It  13  even  possible  that  the  monument  may 
have  been  ercetetl  on  the  death  of  the  judge** 
relict  tri  the  memory  of  herself  and  her  murdered 
husband ;  which,  if  so,  would  account  for  the  ar- 
mour rtpresented  being  somewhat  Inter  in  date 
than  that  used  at  the  period  of  his  death. 

Although  the  date  of  the  judge's  birth  ia  rot  re- 
corded, we  find  that  his  grandfather  was  Sheriff 
of  Lincolni^hire,  40  Henry  III",  1255-6,  and  the 
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earliest  notice  we  have  of  him  h  the  licence  be- 
fore-mentioned to  found  fl  cliantry  at  Kirkby,  0 
Edward  IL,  1315-16, —  a  period  of  sixty  years 
interveninvF,  in  which  occurred  the  deaths  of  his 
grandfuther  and  father,  and,  we  may  assume,  his  own 
birth ;  and  he  was  murdered  ten  years  later,  viz. 
Januftry  29 ih,  1526  i  from  which  (even  on  the  sup- 
poftiiion  ihathi^  father  died  comparatively  young) 
it  would  ensue  that  the  judge  could  not  have  been 
u  ^ery  young  man  at  the  time  of  hid  murder.  This 
is  still  farther  evinced  by  his  widow  having  sur- 
vived, according  to  Burton  {WsL  of  LeiceskV' 
^hire,  ed.  1777,  p.  138.),  until  the  4thBicbnrd  IL, 
1380-1,  the  long  period  of  fifty-four  years,  and 
the  fact  recorded  in  Fosi's  Jtadges  of  England,  iii. 
231.,  thnt  *^they  had  a  eon  Roger  quite  an  infant 
at  the  father  e  death/' 

3rdly.  The  monument  at  Ashby  Folville,  ^^Maid 
to  he  far  old  Folvile  who  slew  Bcler^^  h  aliiiost  a 
fac-fiinnle  in  design  with  that  at  Kirby,  although 
of  inferior  material  and  execution,  and  b  clearly 
of  the  same  or  neaily  the  same  period.  The  head, 
however,  rests  on  a  double  cushion  instead  of  on 
the  tiUIng-belm,  and  it  has  one  peculiarity  whicb 
I  did  nut  mention  in  my  Query,  viz.  a  thin  iron 
rod,  or  spike,  fixed  in  the  right  breast  with  lead, 
and  protruding  sevenil  inches,  which  local  tradi- 
tion asserts  tx>  represent  tlie  arrow  by  which  Sir 
Eustace  was  slain  by  one  of  the  judge  a  retainers. 
The  quatrefoils  enclosing  Bhielda  on  the  altar- 
tomb  {if  it  be  the  original  tomb)  would  clearly 
point,  as  J.  G.  N.  justly  remarks,  to  a  later  date 
than  that  indicated  by  the  armour. 

4thly,  I  will  not  positively  a^ssert  that  the  effi- 
gies of  the  two  knights  maj^  not  originally  have 
been  represented  as  armed  with  sword  and  dagger 
attached  to  the  jewelled  bawdrick  still  remaining, 
as  supposed  by  J.  G.  K*;  but  it  is  at  lea^t  ex- 
traordinary that  no  fragments  of  the  one  or  the 
other  weapon  should  be  found  adhering  to  the 
lide  of  the  knights,  or  to  the  body  of  the  auimal  at 
'  his  feet,  in  either  instance,  of  which  1  do  not  re- 
collect in  my  examination  of  the  monuments  to 
have  discovered  the  slightest  traces.

X  £j(iu(M>t  avoid  coming  to  the  conclusion,  either 
timt  De  la  Colombi^rc  was  attempting  a  literary 
piracy,  or,  which  one  prefers  thinkinf^,  was  guilty 
oC  a  rery  K;rge  oversight  in  his  own  favour.  It 
VM  not  in  his  larger  work,  the  Te^sens  GeniUUi(ty 
tli»t  Fr,  Silv,  Petrasancta  first  announced  his 
xDetbod.  lie  did  this,  as  I  mentioned  in  my 
notice  (l>.  372.),  in  his  Sijmhola  Heroica,  pub* 
li&hed  in  1634.  This  date,  1634,  relieves  thoise 
who  are  interested  in  the  question  firom  pur- 
luing  any  inquiry  as  to  De  k  Colombi&re*9  state- 
ment about  the  Tesserte  QentUitim  of  1638,  and 
his  own  first  work  of  1639,  He  makes  no  men- 
tbn  of  the  earlier  work  of  Petrasancta,  and  con- 
tinea  hi»  suggestion  of  imitation  to  the  TeuertF, 
163S*  We  may  liiirly  asglime  that,  iis  he  docs 
not  mention  the  Symbola^  1034»  in  which  Petra- 
ancia  had  announced  his  method  fully,  he  either 
witthed  to  avoid  mentioning  what  would  afc  once 
diiprove  his  own  claiiiij  or  did  not  know  its  ck- 
ift^incG.  ilowevei'f  a  work  published  in  1034  will 
not  easily  be  accepted  as  containing  an  imitation 
of  a  method  announced  as  new  in  1639.  Withjthis 
I  think  we  may  finally  dismiss  De  la  Colombi^re. 

But  C.  S*  P*  had  introduced  matter  quite  new 
to  me,  and  probably  new  to  many  of  the  heraldic 
readers  of  "  N,  &  Q./*  for  which  all  such  persons 
are  very  much  indebted  to  hrm.  After  this  evi- 
dence it  must  be  at  once  admitted  that  a  method 
of  rendering  tinctures  by  engraving  was  sug- 
o^ted  b«for<3  Petrasancta  announced  his  method 
m  ]6d4.  But  in  the  passage  from  Pctrasancta^s 
Symbola  Heroica,  beginning  *^  8ive  autem,"  which 
I  Quoted  on  page  372.,  he  seems  to  allude  to  a 
wcU*known  and  prevailing  opinion  that  colours 
were  rendered  by  different  modes  of  hatching. 
He  docs  not  say  that  he  was  the  first  to  propose 
any  method  of  rendering  tinctures :  but  he  pro- 
duces one  which  was  uncjuestionably  new»  namely, 
that  which  is  now  fauiiLiar  to  usJatL  Purpure  Is 
not  mentioned  in  his  SchemuM  I  will  here  also 
quote  the  other  passage  in  which  he  announces 
ms  method — the  passage  in  his  Tenerte  GeniitUitt, 
p^  Ii9*t  now  lying  before  me :  —

And  here  in  1638  we  still  see  Pelratancta  treating 
hid  method  as  one  n<H  generally  knovru»  by  speak- 
ing of  it  in  the  future  tense. 

It  seems  to  me  that  Fr.  Silvester  Petrasancta 
remains  clearly  possessor  of  the  goo<i  fortune  of 
having  been  the  inventor  of  the  present  most 
useful  method  of  heraldic  engraving,  and  that  h^ 
is  probably  a  witness  to  the  fact  that  the  idea  of 
such  a  method,  originally  tcsthetici  did  not  be<vin 
with  him.

BURSOXG  OF  THE  JESUITICAL  BOOKS, 
(a^"*  S.  ix.  488.) 

I  have  to  trespass  on  your  kindness  by  asking 
for  space  to  answer  your  correspondent  £biGi  in 
a  very  few  words ;  although  I  really  feel  disin- 
clined to  weary  your  readers  with  the  ominous 
namCf  ^^  Junius/*  any  more*  But  £aic  has  put  mc 
on  my  defence. 

lie  accuses  me  of  "Inaccuracy"  of  a  serious 
kind:  —  L  In  stating  that  the  Jesuitical  books 
were  burnt  at  Paris  in  August*  1761  (the  date  of 
the  arr^t  condemning  them) ;  whereas^  according 
to  Ebic,  "  the  execution  of  the  arret  was  sua* 
pended  for  one  year,"  and  the  burning  really  look 
place  in  August,  1762.  And  he  refers  to  a  pas- 
sage in  "  N,  &  Q."  (!•*  8.  x.  323,),  in  which  that 
circumstance  of  the  postponement  ii  certainly 
very  confidently  stated* 

The  best  authority  I  can  refer  to  is  the  Journal 
de  Barbier,  that  carefiil  and  curious  eyewitness 
of  Parisian  life,  whose  Diary  has  been  lately  pub- 
lished. He  says,  under  the  date  Friday,  August  7, 
I76\f  after  mentioning  the  condemnation:  **^c 
meme  Jour  on  a  ^x^cute  farrt^t  ^  et  le  bourreau  a 
briil^  au  pied  du  grand  escalier  plus  dc  25  livres 
ou  ouvr^es  faits  anciennement  par  lea  Jcsuites*' 
(vol.  iv.  p.  407.).  I  should  really  be  glad  to  know 
on  what  evidence  the  notion  of  ^*  postponement  ** 
was  founded. 

2.  In  saying  that  Fmncis  might  have  been  in 
Paris  in  August,  1671,  whcreaB,  according  to  a 
note  of  Mr.  Wade's  on  Juniut^  "Francis  is  not 
known  to  have  been  in  Paris  that  year  (1761) ;  he 
is  known  to  have  been  with  Lord  ICinnoid  at  Lis- 
bon, from  which  city  he  returned  to  England  in 
October."

In  a  recent  number  of  yours  there  appeared  a 
letter  signed  Joun  lii^Tuii  QAJi^TUfi  r«l(i^iring  to 
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an  account  of  Ganbftldi's  Iibli  deaeent  and  birth 
at  Mullinnhone.  As  Ma.  GAasTiN  appears  Rnximis 
to  karn  if  there  i»  nny  truth  in  the  Irish  version 
of  that  prcat  hero's  history,  allow  me,  Ji3  the  au- 
thor of  the  fitorr,  which  first  appeared  in  the 
Clottmet  Chronicle  (whence  it  v/m  copied  and 
garhM  without  acknowledgment  bj  the  Limerick 
Chroni€le\  to  stiite  for  Mb.  Gabstin's  infonna- 
tioti  that  my  little  romaiice  originated  in  tlie  absurd 
practice  to  which  that  irentlemau  ref^irs,  nnmely, 
that  of  die  Irish  press  claiming  for  Irchmd  all  the 
illustrious  foreifljners  of  distinction  {without  dis- 
tinction), from  St.  Patrick  of  pious  memory,  who 
(they  sing)  **Came  from  dacent  peaple,  for  his 
njothcr  kept  a  sheebeen -bouse,  and  his  fatter 
built  a  steeple,"  down  to  the  gidlant  victor  of 
Masentji, 

Believing  that  the  formidable  list  of  celebrities, 
^o  npproprmied,  was  incomplete  without  the  naiue 
of  C»ribnldi,  and  at  the  eanie  time  deeming  him 
eminently  worthy  of  the  honour  I  had  in  view  fur 
him,  I  resolved  to  humour  the  national  propen- 
sity for  hero-nnnexation,  by  conferring  on  him  the 
proud  distinction  of  an  Irish  pedigree,  and,  fnfling 
my  ability  to  bestow  on  *^his  cxceilency  **  any 
territorial  rank,  to  aseign  to  him  f<>r  the  place  of 
his  birth  the  daasie  town  of  ^lullinnhoue  :  thus 
fjualified,  his  glorious  name  has  been  added  to  the 
list  ut'  Irish  heroes,  in  arcordance  with  the  practice 
in  this  country  ;  nnd,  thanks  to  the  press  of  the 
United  Kingdoms  of  Great  Biitain  and  Ireland, 
due  publicity  hsia  been  accorded  to  the  honour 
thus  conferred,  no  doubt  much  to  the  amusement 
and  edification  of  all  political  ornithologists,  who 
could  not  have  failed  to  have  detected  in  the 
widtly-circulated  story  a  canard  of  the  Turcst 
species.  As  the  bird,  however,  in  the  course  of  its 
[;bt  bos  lost  Home  of  its  best  featht^rs,  and  been 
bet  wise  cruelly  mutiluted,  and  in  some  Instances 
■*anfiiirly  appropriated,  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  ori-

LiUBARY     DISCOVEKED    AT    \VlLLSCOT,    CO.    OjC- 

FORiJ  (2"**  S.  ix.  4G1.)— The  discovery  said  to 
have  been  made  in  the  old  glebe-house  at  Wills* 
cot  ia  certainly  very  interesting,  if  true  ;  but  a 
suspicion  ari^tes  from  its  not  having  been  uiade 
earlier  or  more  generally  known,  though  stated 
to  have  occurred  in  laat  December.  AihI,  besides, 
wliy  should  an  Oxfordshire  dincovery  reiit  upon 
the  authority  of  the  Southern  Times  Y  But  if  the 
discovery  really  took  place  in  Dec.  1859,  and  was 
as  described,  of  a  '*  closet  containing  about  fifty 
volumes,  probably  concealed  therein  during  the 
early  days  of  the  Reformation,"  then  it  will  be 
most  desirable  that  the  literary  world  should  be 
furnished  with  a  catalogue  of  the  whf>le  library 
thus  recovered^  together  with  the  date^i  of  each 
publication  comprised  m  it,  which  would  deter- 
mine whether  the  conjecture  can  be  maintained, 
that  they  were  secreted  during  the  perilous  days 
of  persecution* 

lliat  religious  books  were  sometimes  *''  bricked 
up  *'  in  closets  and  walls,  we  know  from  the  con- 
temporary anecdotes  of  Edward  Underbill,  the

Title  of  thb  Cross  (2"*  S.  ix.  437*)— Corne- 
lius K  La|>idi\  who  died  in  1637|  in  his  Com- 
mentary  on  St.  Matthew^  iL  23.  and  xxvii*  37., 
gives  a  description  of  this  holy  relic,  which  he 
wiys  he  had  ofren  seen  and  venerated,  in  the 
church  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  Rome.  lie  testifies 
that  it  is  very  tmperfecr,  find  that  nolhin^  re- 
mains of  the  jnscriptif>n  but  the  word  Nazarcutts^ 
written  in  Greek  and  Iloman  characters,  in  the 
Hebrew  manner,  from  ri^Ut  to  left.  The  Hebrew 
letters,  he  says,  are  so  much  worn  away  that  only 
the  tops  or  ends  of  them  are  discernible.  An 
en^Avinj5  of  the  title  was  published  by  Bosins^ 
Dc  Cnice  Triumphtmtc^  lib.  i.  cap.  11,  It  ap- 
pears I  hat  the  letters  were  red,  and  that  the  board 
was  painted  white.  Alban  Butler  says  it  was  so 
when  discovered  in  the  leaden  case  in  1492,  but 
that  these  colours  are  since  faded.  He  gives  the 
present  len^h  of  the  board  as  nine  inches,  but 
fays  it  must  have  been  twelve.  A  friend  who 
inspected  this  sacred  relic  only  a  few  years  ago, 
bronjrht  from  Rome  an  engraving  of  the  title  in 
ita  present  state,  which  he  showed  me,  and  no 
douDi  such  engravinga  are  easily  procured.

In  the  summer  time,  the  weather  being  very  hot 
and  fine,  the  substance  will  be  quite  low. 

**  6th.  To  know  which  quarter  the  wind  or  storm  cAne 
from,  you  will  observe  the  substance  will  lie  close  to  the 
bottle  on  the  opposite  side  to  that  quarter  from  which  the 
storm  came.
